THE  MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH 


The  purpose  of  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS  is 
to  help  forward  the  work  of  the  church  in  all  of  its 
departments  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  But 
what  is  the  work  of  the  church?  That  looks  like  a 
very  simple  question.  In  fact,  it  looks  so  simple 
that  we  seldom  face  it  squarely.  We  take  the  answer 
for  granted  and  drive  ahead.  As  a  result,  we  often 
find  ourselves  on  a  sidetrack  instead  of  being  on  the 
main  line. 

Of  course,  the  church  has  a  number  of  functions. 
But  what  is  its  chief  mission?  Let  us  turn  to  Jesus 
for  the  answer.  His  most  comprehensive  answer  is 
found  in  the  great  commission  in  the  last  chapter 
of  Matthew.  In  that  commission  Jesus  sets  forth 
two  supreme  tasks  for  His  church.  We  will  look 
at  the  first  of  these  tasks  in  this  article  and  at  the 
second  in  a  succeeding  article.  I  will  quote  from  the 
Revised  Version  as  that  is  more  literal.  Look  at 
the  first  words  in  the  great  commission. 

I 

"Go  ye  therefore  and  make  disciples."  That  is  the 
first  and  greatest  task  of  the  church.  A  disciple  is 
a  Christian.  You  will  recall  the  statement  in  Acts 
where  we  are  told  that  the  disciples  were  first  called 
Christians  at  Antioch.  The  first  business  of  the 
church,  then,  is  to  try,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  make 
Christians  of  men,  women  and  children  everywhere. 
If  the  church  fails  in  this,  it  fails  in  its  chief  mis- 
sion. 

Statistics  say  that  there  were  2,896  people,  in- 
cluding men,  women  and  children,  added  to  the 
Presbyterian  churches  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina on  profession  last  year.  Year  before  last  there 
were  3,404  additions.  It  looks  as  if  we  were  going 
backward.  There  are  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina 537  churches,  354  ministers,  2,625  elders,  3,008 
deacons,  6,116  Sunday  school  teachers  and  officers, 
and  79,885  communicants.  All  of  these  working  to- 
gether brought  2,896  people  into  the  church  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  more  than  half  of  these  were 
children  from  the  Sunday  school.  It  does  not  look 
as  if  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Carolina 
could  be  called  a  great  soul-winning  church. 

By  what, processes  is  a  church  to  try  to  make 
disciples?  First  of  all,  by  the  preaching  of  the 
Word.  "Go  ye  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture" is  the  form  the  great  commission  takes  in 
Mark.  Those  of  us  who  are  ministers  are  to  preach 
the  gospel  with  a  view  to  winning  people  for  Christ. 
Sometimes  I  wonder  whether  .we  keep  that  thought 
as  much  in  mind  as  we  ought  to  do  in  our  preach- 
ing. When  one  looks  at  the  subjects  of  sermons 
printed  in  the  large  city  papers  from  time  to  time, 
very  few  of  them  sound  like  great  soul-winning 
subjects. 

Just  here  Paul  raises  a  question  for  the  con- 


sideration of  the  laymen.  "How  can  they  preach 
except  they  be  sent?"  When  William  Carey  went  to 
India,  using  a  figure  of  speech,  he  told  his  friends 
that  he  was  ready  to  go  down  into  the  mine,  but 
that  he  would  expect  them  to  hold  the  ropes.  When 
a  minister  is  sent  to  preach,  he  needs  support.  There 
are  necessary  expenses  connected  with  preaching 
the  gospel.  When  the  minister  is  sent  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth,  the  expenses  became  rati^er  large.  If 
the  ministers  and  missionaries  are  wir/ng  to  give 
their  lives  to  the  great  task  of  winning  souls  at  home 
and  abroad,  the  church  ought  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary expenses.  But  ministers  and  missionaries  need 
vastly  more  than  money.  They  need  the  prayers  of 
all  the  people.  Did  you  ever  notice  how  earnestly 
Paul,  in  his  Epistles,  pleads  with  his  fellow  Chris- 
tians to  pray  for  him?  If  Paul,  with  all  his  gifts, 
needed  the  prayers  of  all  the  people,  how  much  more 
do  those  of  us  who  have  far  lesser  gifts. 

But  there  is  more  to  do  than  preaching  the 
word.  Jesus  said:  "Ye  shall  be  my  witnesses."  That 
was  addressed  to  the  whole  church.  Every  Chris- 
tian is  under  obligation  to  be  a  witness  for  Jesus. 
Those  early  Christians  were  good  witnesses,  and 
that  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  why  the  early 
Church  grew  so  rapidly.  I  am  afraid  that  witness- 
ing for  Christ  is  a  lost  art  with  most  present-day 
Christians.  We  are  busy  about  a  great  many  other 
things  connected  with  the  work  of  the  church,  but 
somehow  we  cannot  get  our  courage  up  to  the  point 
where  we  are  willing  to  speak  to  others  about  Christ 
and  the  salvation  of  their  own  souls. 

Some  church  members  seem  to  have  a  mistaken 
conception  as  to  what  ministers  and  churches  are 
for.  They  seem  to  think  that  the  chief  function  of 
the  minister  is  to  pet  and  coddle  church  members. 
They  think  of  the  church  as  the  minister's  field. 
The  church  is  not  his  field,  but  his  force.  The  field 
is  the  whole  surrounding  population.  In  a  very  real 
sense  the  whole  world  is  the  field  of  every  minister. 
John  Wesley  was  eternally  right  when  he  said:  "The 
world  is  my  parish."  If  all  church  members  were 
good  witnesses  for  Christ  and  would  go  out  under 
the  leadership  of  the  minister  to  make  disciples, 
they  would  soon  turn  the  world  upside  down. 

Our  General  Assembly  has  made  plans  for  our 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church  to  celebrate  her 
Diamond  Jubilee  during  the  coming  year.  Among 
other  things,  the  Assembly  has  requested  all  min- 
isters and  church  members  to  pray,  preach  and  work 
toward  the  great  end  of  winning  100,000  souls  dur- 
ing the  year.  That  is  a  high  and  holy  purpose.  It 
should  be  a  challenge  to  all  ministers  to  be  better 
preachers  and  to  all  members  of  the  church  to  be 
better  witnesses.  Let  us  keep  constantly  before  us 
the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus:  "Go  ye  therefore  and 
make  disciples."

SCOPE  OF  SYNODICAL  HOME  MISSIONS 


The  cause  of  SYNODICAL  HOME  MISSIONS  covers 
a  much  broader  field  than  the  average  person  imagines. 
There  are  the  following  phases  of  this  department  of  the 
Synod's  work: 

I.  Co-operation  With  Presbyteries: 

Each  Presbytery  has  all  the  work  that  can  possibly  be 
done  with  the  funds  at  its  command,  and  more.  The 
Synod's  Committee  extends  a  helping  hand  by  supple- 
mentary appropriations  and  thus  enables  workers  to  be 
placed  in  more  Home  Mission  fields.  It  serves  as  a 
medium  of  the  stronger  Presbyteries  helping  the  weaker. 
The  committee  is  now  assisting  in  the  support  of  over  60 
workers.  This  is  home  mission  work  in  co-operation  with 
the  Presbyteries.  It  thus  aims  to  equalize  the  home 
mission  work  of  the  entire  Synod.  A  state-wide  vision  of 
the  NEEDS  and  OPPORTUNITIES  is  held  before  the 
church  as  an  inspiration  to  greater  endeavor. 

±   II.  Evangelistic  Department 

The  superintendent  of  Home  Missions,  Rev.  E.  E. 
Gillespie  has  been  devoting  part  of  his  time  to  this 
work.  A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  devise  plans 
for  placing  in  the  field  an  all  time  evangelist.  The 
policy  of  the  committee  is  to  employ  one  or  more  general 
evangelists  as  the  income  of  the  committee  might  justify. 
The  NEED  for  evangelism  is  VERY  GREAT.  Over  one- 
half  of  the  population  of  the  Synod  is  outside  of  any 
Protestant  denomination.  The  committee  encourages 
"Pastoral  Evangelism"  urging  the  holding  of  meetings 
by  the  exchange  of  services.  Many  meetings  are  held 
in  this  way. 

III.  Church  and  Manse  Erection  Department 

By  rendering  assistance  to  a  community  desiring  to 
build  a  church  or  manse  over  130  churches  and  manses 
have  been  erected  in  this  way.  The  Church  and  Manse 
Erection  League  of  the  Synod  has  rendered  valuable  aid 
in  this  department.  Subscribers  to  this  league  agree  to 
pay  ONE  dollar  or  more  for  four  calls  each  year  to 


help  build  a  church  or  manse.  The  form  of  subscription 
to  this  league  is  as  follows: 

For  the  rapid  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  in 
the  bounds  of  our  Synod  and  for  making  permanent  and 
stable  the  results  of  our  Home  Mission  Work,  I  agree  to 
become  a  member  of  The  Church  and  Manse  Erection 
League  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.

IV.  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  Colored  Evangelization 

This  committee  has  one  evangelist  devoting  his  time 
to  preaching  and  working  among  the  deaf  and  dumb  of 
our  Synod  of  which  there  are  over  2,000.  He  uses  the 
churches  of  our  cities  and  towns  when  they  are  not  other- 
wise engaged.  This  committee  is  making  appropriation 
to  the  education  and  training  of  colored  young  men  and 
women  in  the  Mary  Potter  School  at  Oxford,  N.  C,  where 
there  are  about  400  pupils  from  every  part  of  the 
Synod. 

V.  Department  of  State  Educational  Institutions 

The  Synod  has  placed  upon  this  committee  the  whole 
responsibility  of  ministering  to  about  1,200  young  men 
and  women  from  Presbyterian  homes  of  our  Synod,  now 
attending  these  state  institutions.  We  have  splendid 
workers  at  each  of  them,  two  young  women  and  three 
young  men.  Their  work  is  being  most  graciously  blessed 
as  never  before.  Items  of  interest  from  each  of  the 
departments  will  be  given  in  THE  PRESBYTERIAN 
NEWS  from  time  to  time. 


KNOW  YOUR  SCHOOLS  AND  COLLEGES 


Little  interest  is  manifested  in  institutions  about 
which  we  have  meager  information.  How  well  informed 
are  YOU  about  your  own  institutions  ? 

UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY,  Richmond,  Va., 
is  your  ministerial  training  school.  It  was  established 
largely  through  the  efforts  of  the  Synods  of  North  Carolina, 
Virginia  in  1812.  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  president.  Your  semi- 
nary has  trained  for  the  Gospel  ministry  over  2,500  men. 
To  the  foreign  field  160  have  been  sent.  The  home  mission 
fields  of  our  church  are  largely  manned  by  trained  lead- 
ers from  this  seminary.  It  is  in  our  Synodical  Budget  of 
Benevolences  for  1.3  percent  of  our  gifts.  See  that  your 
seminary  receives  its  rightful  share  of  benevolences. 
Your  "A"  Grade  Colleges,  are  Davidson  College,  Queens- 
Chicora,  and  Flora  Macdonald. 

DAVIDSON  COLLEGE  is  one  of  the  select  number  of 
colleges  on  the  approved  list  of  the  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Universities,  which  means  that  the  credits  a  student 
earns  at  Davidson  are  accepted  on  a  par  basis  at  the  best 
universities  in  our  country.  The  enrollment  for  the  ses- 
sion 1934-'35  was  665,  an  increase  of  41  over  last  year. 
The  prospects  are  good  for  a  capacity  attendance  for 
1935-'36.    Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle  is  president. 

QUEENS-CHICORA  COLLEGE,  Charlotte,  N.  C.  Dr. 
W.  H.  Frazer  is  president  of  your  "A"  grade  institution. 
The  college  is  located  in  the  choicest  residential  section 
of  Charlotte  and  has  a  campus  of  25  acres  of  land.  The 
aim  of  Queens-Chicora,  says  Dr.  Frazer,  is  the  thorough 
education  of  women  in  the  Liberal  Arts  and  Fine  Arts, 
plus  the  formation  of  a  character,  thoroughly  imbued 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Christ.  Our  motto  is:  "Not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  LORD  of 
hosts."  Dr.  Frazer's  message  is.  "We  want  the  Pres- 
byterians of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  to  know  every 
fact  connected  with  Queens-Chicora  and  to  realize  that 
the  institution  is  theirs,  conducted  to  do  their  work  and 
reflecting  their  interest  in  the  Christian  education  of 
their  young  women." 


FLORA  MACDONALD  COLLEGE,  Red  Springs,  N.  C. 
has  as  its  president.  Dr.  Henry  G.  Bedinger.  He  reports 
as  follows:  Last  year  Flora  Macdonald  College  enrolled 
325  students.  The  capacity  of  the  college  was  enlarged 
by  renting  21  rooms  in  the  town.  Prospects  for  next 
year  excellent.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-five  boarding 
students  have  registered — expecting  300.  In  Flora  Mac- 
donald College  the  Synod  has  a  senior  "A"  grade  college 
for  women  which  is  known  for  the  excellence  of  scholas- 
tic standards  and  the  high  quality  of  its  work.  The  rec- 
ord of  its  graduates  who  have  done  graduate  work  in 
universities  has  been  highly  complimented  by  the  ac- 
crediting agencies,  and  its  representatives  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  North  Carolina  and  other  states  are  well 
known  for  their  success  as  teachers.  In  the  work  of  the 
churches.  Flora  Macdonald  women  are  well  known  for 
their  zeal  and  ability.  Flora  Macdonald  College  meets 
a  real  need  in  the  Carolinas  for  a  high  grade  thoroughly 
Christian  College  and  especially  in  this  section  of  the 
state  where  there  is  no  other  senior  woman's  college  in 
the  state  within  90  miles. 

PRESBYTERIAN  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  FOR  MEN, 
at  Maxton,  N.  C.  Rev.  P.  Gary  Adams  is  the  president. 
He  writes  that  the  1934-'35  enrollment  was  124.  Last 
year  on  paper  we  were  $1,291  in  the  red.  This  year  we 
are  $3,842  in  the  black  which  makes  us  over  $5,000  better 
off  than  we  were.  His  message  to  the  Synod  is,  "There 
is  a  growing  need  in  North  Carolina  of  accredited  high 
school  work  for  students  poorly  prepared  for  college. 
There  is  a  bigger  need  for  personal  guidance  to  young 
boys  in  Freshman  and  Sophomore  work.  With  the  co- 
operation of  Synod,  Presbyterian  Junior  College  can 
render  both  of  these  services." 

PEACE,  a  Junior  College  for  Women,  has  as  its  presi- 
dent. Dr.  William  C.  Pressly.  There  were  enrolled  last 
year  219  students  an  increase  of  59  over  last  year.  The 
past  year  was  one  of  the  most  outstanding  in  the  his-

A  providential  day  confronts  us  in  foreign  mis- 
sions. Discerning  leaders  are  reminding  us  that  we 
are  face  to  face  with  a  day  of  almost  unparalleled 
opportunity  around  the  world.  Our  missionaries 
confirm  this  testimony  by  countless  letters  telling 
of  open-heartedness  everywhere  and  eagerness  to 
hear  the  gospel.  Results  are  adding  to  these  judg- 
ments the  evidence  of  fact  as  the  past  year  wit- 
nessed the  addition  of  7,258  on  profession  of  faith 
in  the  foreign  fields  of  our  church,  the  largest  in- 
gathering in  any  year  of  our  history,  save  one. 

For  years  we  have  prayed  that  God  would  touch 
the  hearts  of  our  young  people  and  call  them  to  the 
waiting  fields  abroad.  In  answer,  He  has  sent  us 
the  choicest  youth  of  the  church.  Applications  have 
poured  in  till  we  have  been  embarrassed,  unable  to 
send  those  who  eagerly  offer  themselves. 

Deeply  impressed  by  the  amazing  reports  from  the 
foreign  fields,  and  believing  that  God  through  these 
providences  is  calling  us  forward,  the  General  As- 
sembly of  1935  at  its  meeting  in  Montreat  last  May 
enthusiastically  adopted  the  standing  committee's 
report,  a  part  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"In  the  midst  of  startling  rumors  of  impending 
wars,  of  depression  great  and  emergencies  many, 
of  economic,  social,  political  and  spiritual  unrest, 
our  foreign  mission  work  by  the  grace  of  God  has 
gone  steadily  forward,  conquering  and  to  conquer. 

"In  spite  of  growing  difficulties  the  number  of  ad- 
ditions on  confession  has  been  greater  than  in  any 
year  of  our  history,  save  one,  reaching  the  gratify- 
ing total  of  7,258.  This  makes  the  total  number  of 
communicants  in  our  several  fields  approximately 
70,000,  for  which  we  "thank  God  and  take  courage." 
The  number  of  students  in  our  day  schools  ap- 
proximates 60,000,  in  our  Sunday  schools  115,000, 
and  the  number  of  patients  receiving  medical  treat- 
ment reached  the  amazing  total  of  364,000.  All  of 
this  in  the  face  of  a  diminished  force  of  workers 
and  a  shrunken  treasury.  The  financial  report  shows 
that  the  receipts  fell  from  $1,219,000  in  1930  to 
$587,000  in  3934.  The  figures  for  the  year  just 
closed  reveal  a  moderate  but  highly  encouraging 
increase  from  the  figure  last  given  to  almost 
$616,000. 

"We  now  have  395  workers  on  the  field,  but  'what 
are  they  among  so  many?'  With  grateful  hearts 
we  record  the  fact  that  even  in  these  trying  years 
we  have  not  recalled  a  single  missionary  from  his 
chosen  work.  But  God,  in  His  strange  Providence, 
has  called  many  away.  Some  through  broken  health* 
and  some  because  of  advancing  years,  have  been 
reluctantly  compelled  to  leave  the  work  they  loved, 
and  not  a  few  have  been  promoted  to  the  Better 
Land. 

"The  lamentable  fact  is  that  though  recruits  in 
large  numbers  are  ready  to  go,  we  have  been  un- 
able adequately  to  refill  these  gaps  in  our  ranks 
because  of  the  lack  of  the  requisite  funds.  This 
is  the  occasion  for  profound  regret  because  it  has 
imposed  far  too  heavy  a  burden  upon  the  devoted 


men  and  women  who  have  stood  gallantly  at  their 
posts  and  because  many  open  doors  have  been  un- 
entered because  of  sheer  physical  inability  to  meet 
these  growing  demands  upon  time  and  strength. 

"In  view  of  the  vast  and  growing  needs,  and  be- 
lieving that  the  time  has  fully  come  for  the  church 
to  enlarge  her  efforts  in  foreign  missions,  we 
earnestly  recommend  that  Synods,  Presbyteries  and 
churches  be  urged  to  return  to  the  original  per- 
centage for  this  cause  as  rapidly  as  is  practicable, 
and  that  churches  be  encouraged  to  assume  full  or 
partial  support  of  the  young  people  who  are  now 
ready  and  anxious  to  enter  the  foreign  work." 

This  action  of  the  General  Assembly  is  a  chal- 
lenge to  the  whole  church  to  a  definite  forward  step 
in  missions  in  this  day  of  opportunity.  We  bring 
you  this  challenge  now  and  are  confidently  looking 
forward  to  an  inspiring  response  throughout  the 
whole  church  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- 
Denial  for  Foreign  Missions  just  ahead,  NOVEM- 
BER 3-10.  The  opportunity  of  a  generation  is  be- 
fore us.  We  call  you  to  earnest  prayer  and  definite 
action  lest  we  allow  this  day  of  our  visitation  to 
pass.  And  let  there  be  such  an  offering  from  the 
Presbyterians  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  as 
will  gladden  the  heart  of  the  Saviour  and  send  the 
glad  tidings  ringing  again  around  the  world. 

The  challenge  of  the  Assembly  is  urgent,  but 
the  challenge  of  our  Christ  is  supreme.

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An  Emergency  Appeal  of  the  Assembly 


DOLLAR  GIFT  DAY 

SEPTEMBER  29,  1935 

Special  Emergency  Fund,  Ordered  by  General 
Assembly 
Homer  McMillan,  Secretary 

One  of  the  most  pressing  obligations  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  is  to  provide  an  adequate  mainte- 
nance for  those  pastors  and  workers  who  live  and 
labor  in  the  difficult  home  mission  fields.  Home  mis- 
sionary support  has  always  been  a  pressing  prob- 
lem, but  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  increasingly 
so.  Even  in  the  days  of  the  nation's  greatest  ma- 
terial prosperity  the  support  of  many  ministers  was 
wholly  inadequate.  With  the  coming  of  the  de- 
pression and  the  consequent  material  losses  of  our 
people  the  situation  of  many  of  the  church's  faith- 
ful servants  became  little  less  than  tragic. 

The  General  Assembly  in  1934,  aroused  by  re- 
ports of  hardship  and  suffering  in  the  homes  of 
these  faithful  servants  of  the  church,  and  concerned 
for  the  life  and  health  of  women  and  childr^^n.  ap- 
pointed an  able  ad  interim  committee  to  consider 
the  whole  question  of  salaries  of  ministers  and 
home  mission  workers,  and  to  devise  a  policy  per- 
manently to  relieve  this  depressing  situation.  The 
exhaustive  study  of  the  ad  interim  committee  re- 
vealed a  most  distressing  condition.  It  was  dis- 
covered that  there  are  approximately  200  ministers 
in  organized  pastoral  charges  who  received  from 
all  sources  last  year  an  average  of  $963,  or  $84  per 
month.  It  should  be  remembered  that  this  is  not 
the  support  of  an  individual,  but  in  most  instances 
represents  the  support  of  a  family,  in  which  there 
are  children  to  be  fed,  clothed  and  educated,  and  if 
a  country  field,  there  is  the  upkeep  of  a  car. 

The  facts  secured  by  the  ad  interim  committee 
were  presented  to  the  Assembly  of  1935.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  the  report  of  any  ad  interim  committee  was 
ever  received  with  greater  interest,  or  its  recom- 
mendations adopted  with  greater  enthusiasm.  By 
its  action  the  Assembly  said  that  the  appalling  situ- 
ation existing  in  the  homes  of  many  of  our  minis- 
ters and  missionaries  must  not  continue.  The  As- 
sembly unanimously  approved  a  recommendation  for 
the  creation  of  "The  Assembly's  Sustentation  Fund," 
designed  to  provide  a  decent  living  for  every  min- 
ister in  our  Assembly  serving  a  recognized  pastoral 
charge  and  to  secure  a  more  adequate  support  for 
home  mission  workers  in  every  field.  The  ad  interim 
committee  was  continued  with  instructions  to  report 
a  definite  plan  to  the  Assembly  in  1936. 

In  the  meantime,  pending  the  inauguration  of  a 
permanent  sustentation  policy,  the  General  As- 
sembly directed  the  executive  committee  of  home 
missions  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  whole  church 
for  a  special  emergency  fund  of  $100,000,  with  which 
to  bring  relief  to  the  homes  of  our  brethren,  where 
the  need  is  so  pressing  and  the  suffering  so  great. 
The  General  Assembly  designated  Sunday,  Septem- 
ber 29,  as  "Dollar  Gift  Day"  when  every  member  of 
the  Presbyterian  family  is  asked  to  give  at  least 
one  dollar  to  a  special  fund,  with  which  the  salary 
of  these  200  home  mission  pastors  can  be  brought  to 
a  minimum  of  $100  per  month.  Surely  there  is  no 
appeal  that  more  properly  could  be  made  to  our 


church,  or  one  to  which  there  should  be  a  more 
generous  response.  It  is  an  appeal  to  our  own  for 
our  own!  If  we  provide  not  for  the  necessities  of 
our  own  household,  to  whom  can  they  go? 

Replies  to  the  ad  interim  committee's  recent 
questionnaire  show  that  twenty-five  or  more  Pres- 
byteries in  the  Assembly  maintain  a  salary  scale 
of  $1,200  or  more.  Some  of  these  Presbyteries  re- 
receive  sustentation  aid  from  the  Assembly  or 
Synod.  These  Presbyteries  do  not  ask  for  an  appro- 
priation from  the  "Dollar  Gift  Day"  fund,  but  almost 
without  exception  the  Presbyterial  home  mission 
chairmen  have  pledged  the  co-operation  of  their 
churches  in  providing  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  their 
less  fortunate  brethren. 

It  should  be  noted  particularly  that  in  addition 
to  these  200  pastors  in  the  Presbyteries  for  whom 
emergency  help  is  asked,  there  is  also  that  great 
army  of  Assembly's  home  missionaries  who  serve  in 
the  mountains,  among  the  negroes,  the  Indians, 
the  Mexicans  and  other  peoples  of  foreign  speech. 
It  is  in  these  economically  unfavored  sections  that 
the  home  mission  need  is  greatest  and  the  workers' 
support  most  inadequate.  Their  average  salary  is 
less  than  $50  per  month. 

It  is  exceedingly  important  in  planning  for  the 
"Dollar  Gift  Day,"  September  29,  that  it  not  be  con- 
fused with  any  offering  for  Assembly's  home  mis- 
sions, or  with  the  church's  regular  contribution  ta 
the  Presbyteries'  work.  The  "Dollar  Gift  Day"  of- 
fering is  intended  by  the  General  Assembly  to  be 
new  money  for  a  particular  and  definite  need.  It 
will  not  be  used  to  pay  budget  appropriations,  but  to 
supplement  the  meager  and  wholly  inadequate  sal- 
aries to  these  noble  and  heroic  servants  of  our 
church.  If  this  offering  is  not  an  over  and  above 
gift  in  every  instance,  then  the  situation  of  the  As- 
sembly's home  missionaries  and  these  pastors  in  the 
Presbyteries  who  now  receive  so  little  will  not  be 
relieved.

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Finishing  Our  Unfinished  Business 


Since  1717  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
America  has  sought  to  care  more  honestly  for 
its  disabled  ministers  and  missionaries,  whom 
it  has  called  away  from  the  sources  of  ma- 
terial gain  for  spiritual  ministries. 

In  1924  our  church  decided  to  put  this  work 
of  Ministerial  Kelief  on  the  more  thoroughly 
Christian,  business-like  basis  of  the  Minister's 
Annuity  Fund. 

The  year  1930  was  set  apart  as  the  time  to 
raise  a  $3,000,000  Accrued  Liability  Fund  to 
care  in  part  for  the  service  already  rendered 
by  these  faithful  servants — future  service  to  be 
covered  by  dues — 2i/^  per  cent  of  his  salary 
to  be  paid  by  each  minister  and  missionary  and 
an  amount  equal  to  TY2  per  cent  of  the  salary 
to  be  paid  by  the  church  or  agency  served. 

These  dues  are,  in  effect,  deferred  salary  to 
provide  for  the  years  of  retirement  caused  by 
age  or  disability. 


The  task  could  not  be  completed  in  1930  on 
account  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  coun- 
try. Almost  $900,000  was  secured  in  cash  and 
pledges  and  each  succeeding  Assembly  has 
asked  the  Church  to  consider  the  establish- 
ment of  the  M.  A.  F.  as  our  GREAT  UNFIN- 
ISHED TASK. 

The  1935  General  Assembly  directed  the 
Committee  "to  take  whatever  action  may  be 
necessary  to  perfect  the  organization  of  the 
Minister's  Annuity  Fund  and  to  bring  it  to  a 
successful  issue  as  soon  as  possible." 

Loyal  Presbyterians:  Think  over  these 
things,  pray  for  guidance,  plan  a  gift  and  six 
semi-annual  pledges  for  the  next  three  years, 
include  this  business  in  your  Belmont  Cove- 
nant plans — co-operate  fully  in  this  work  which 
concerns  every  part  of  every  department  of 
your  Church's  work.

tory  of  the  school,  financially,  academically,  and  most  all 
spiritually.  In  terms  of  these  qualities,  Peace  has  never 
had  a  more  successful  year.  Peace  is  far  ahead  of  last 
year's  registration  at  this  same  date.  A  capacity  school 
by  opening  date,  September  10,  is  confidently  expected. 
Dr.  Pressly  says:  "We  should  like  to  have  more  Presby- 
terian students  at  Peace.  We  should  like  to  feel  that 
our  ministers  and  church  officers  are  more  solidly  be- 
hind our  church  colleges,  and  that  they  do  all  in  their 
power  to  interest  their  young  people  in  our  church  col- 
leges. We  should  also  like  for  the  church  at  large  to 
know  the  necessity  of  our  receiving  our  proportionate  part 
of  the  benevolent  funds." 

MITCHELL  COLLEGE  has  as  its  president,  Mrs. 
Grace  K.  Ramsay.  The  enrollment  last  year  was  168, 
the  maximum  capacity  of  the  institution.  All  accounts 
have  been  collected,  all  obligations  for  the  year  met,  and 
about  $2,000  has  been  spent  on  improvements  th's  sum- 
mer. WHAT  MORE  COULD  BE  ASKED  OF  A  COL- 
LEGE! Mrs.  Ramsay  says,  "The  administration  at 
Mitchell  is  deeply  concerned  that  the  college  be  truly 
Christian,  that  the  students  who  receive  her  diploma  shall 
go  out  as  living  witnesses  of  the  transforming  power  of 
Christ.  The  members  of  the  Synod  are  asked  to  pray  for 
the  students  and  faculty  and  officers  of  Mitchell  College." 

GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL,  has  as  its  super- 
intendent Prof.  E.  B.  Eldridge,  reports  67  enrolled  last 
year,  mostly  boarders.  Prospects  for  coming  year  very 
good.  Staying  out  of  debt  by  the  teachers  giving  free 
service  part  of  the  year.  The  school  is  now  rounding  out 
its  TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY  of  devoted  serv- 
ice. Mr.  Eldridge  says,  "The  school  is  proud  of  its  large 
number  of  graduates  who  are  now  serving  successfully 
in  most  every  vocation  of  life.  The  school  has  furnished 
six  ministers  and  five  Home  Mission  workers.  In  cele- 
brating our  twenty-fifth  anniversary  we  would  send 
greetings  to  our  friends  in  the  Synod  who  have  made  this 
work  possible  by  their  sacrificial  giving  and  ask  their 
continued  support  and  prayers." 


ELISE  ACADEMY  is  headed  by  Prol  W.  Stuart 
Evans  as  superintendent.  Enrollment  last  year  was  239. 
Larger  attendance  expected  next  year.  Mr.  Evans  says, 
"During  the  past  year  no  indebtedness  was  made  and 
about  $2,500  of  old  indebtedness  was  retired.  Elise  is 
rapidly  becoming  one  of  the  best  equipped  schools  in  the 
state.  During  the  past  biennium  more  than  $5,000  worth 
of  new  equipment  has  been  added.  Our  greatest  needs 
are  work  scholarships,  and  funds  for  advertising  and  visit- 
ing prospective  students." 

The  8.7  percent  of  the  benevolent  budget  assigned  to 
schools  and  colleges  is  divided  among  these  institutions  as 
follows: 

Davidson,  Queens-Chicora  and  Flora  Macdonald — 18 
and  one-third  percent  each. 

Peace,  Mitchell,  and  Presbyterian  Junior — 11  percent 
each. 

Glade  Valley  and  Elise — 6  percent  each.

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ORANGE  PRESBYTERY 


The  age  of  Orange  Presbytery  gives  a  clew  to 
the  nature  of  its  home  mission  work,  one  of  its 
churches  having  been  organized  in  1755  and  an- 
other in  1756,  and  the  Presbytery  itself  having 
been  organized  in  1770.  It  has  within  its  bounds 
many  other  churches  well  over  100  years  old.  And 
so  its  home  mission  work  in  these  latter  years  has 
been  largely  sustentation :  assisting  churches  to 
carry  on.  Also  there  are  some  churches  organized 
in  more  recent  times  that  are  not  yet  able  to 
stand  alone,  but  which  we  hope  will  be  self-sustain- 
ing eventually.  The  long-established  churches  are 
mostly  in  rural  sections,  the  open  country,  and  for 
many  generations  have  been  sending  out  a  constant 
stream  of  Christian  life  to  enrich  the  world :  elders, 
deacons  and  lay  members  to  the  larger  churches 
in  town  and  ministers  and  missionaries  for  the 
home  and  foreign  field.  But  this  transfusion  of 
Christian  life  blood,  while  it  has  greatly  enriched 
the  town  churches,  has  greatly  impoverished  the  old 
home  churches,  in  some  cases  to  so  great  an  extent 
that  they  have  found  it  difficult  to  keep  going.  And, 
indeed,  without  the  help  rendered  home  mission  en- 
terprise, many  of  them  must  have  long  since  ceased 
to  function  as  organized  and  working  units. 

But  while  this  class  of  churches  make  up  by  far 
our  larger  grouping,  we  also  have  several  newer 
churches,  mostly  in  industrial  areas,  that  are  meet- 
ing real  needs,  and  some  of  which  will  doubtless  in 
the  not  distant  future  become  self-sustaining.  In 
fact,  one  of  them,  Spray,  became  self-supporting  last 
October  1,  and  also  on  January  1,  called  its  pastor 
for  full  time.  Save  for  the  depression,  others  might 
have  attained  the  same  status  by  now. 

In  this  our  first  greeting  to  the  Presbyterian  con- 
stituency of  the  Synod,  we  shall  introduce  to  you  our 
home  mission  pastors  and  their  respective  fields. 

1.  Rev.  Jonas  Barclay  —  Pittsboro,  Haywood, 
Goldston,  Mt.  Vernon  Springs.  Pittsboro  is  an  old 
church,  at  the  county  seat  of  Chatham.  The  others 
are  in  the  country.  This  group  constitutes  the  only 
Presbyterian  churches  in  all  the  county,  and  are  in 
widely  separated  parts  of  Chatham. 

2.  Rev.  J.  T.  Barham — Glenwood,  Greensboro. 
One  of  our  newer  churches,  in  a  growing  section  of 
the  city.  Has  grown  rapidly  under  the  capable  lead- 
ership of  its  former  pastor.  Rev.  C.  N.  Morrison,  and 
its  present  pastor,  who  came  to  the  church  Janu- 
ary 1.    Owns  a  large  lot,  facing  on  three  streets. 

3.  Rev.  D.  J.  Blackwell— Leaksville,  El  Bethel. 
One  in  old  town,  other  in  country.  Leaksville  the 
center  of  a  large  industrial  area,  where  thousands 
of  people  live.  These  churches  have  long  met  a 
vital  need. 

4.  Rev.  F.  S.  Blue — Burlington  Second-Piedmont- 
Shiloh-Stoney  Creek.  Two  in  the  fast  growing  town 
of  Burlington,  two  old  rural  churches,  with  a  long 
and  honorable  history. 

5.  Rev.  N.  R.  Claytor— Milton-Gilead,  Red  House- 
Community,  Milton  being  in  an  old  town,  the  other 
three  open  country.  Community  being  across  state 
line  in  Virginia. 

6.  Rev.  E.  H.  Clark  —  Greenwood-Speedwell- 
Smyrna-Wentworth,    in   Rockingham   county,  near 


Reidsville.  All  in  open  country,  save  Wentworth, 
county  seat.  All  old,  and  for  long  feeders  to  larger 
churches  in  town. 

7.  Rev.  S.  M.  Rankin — East  Burlington.  A  new 
church,  in  industrial  area.  Has  made  rapid  prog- 
ress under  present  pastor.  Prospects  bright  for 
growth. 

8.  Rev.  F.  M.  Hawiey — Madison-Stonevill.  Really 
a  self-supporting  field,  but  receiving  assistance  from 
our  committee  at  present. 

9.  Rev.  J.  W.  Mann— Eno,  North  Eno,  Fairfield, 
Little  River.  All  rural,  Eno  being  way  over  100 
years  old,  being  in  the  village  of  Cedar  Grove.  In 
fine  farming  area,  in  Orange  county. 

10.  Rev.  R.  F.  Whitley— Yanceyville,  Bethesda, 
Griers,  Pleasant  Grove.  Yanceyville  county  seat  of 
historic  Caswell  county,  others  open  country.  This 
field  covers  a  large  part  of  the  county,  requiring 
the  pastor  to  travel  2,000  per  month  to  do  his 
work. 

11.  Rev.  K.  L.  Whittington,  Bessemer — Formerly 
called  Midway  and  situated  several  miles  to  east  of 
Greensboro.  Moved  to  fast-growing  suburb,  Bes- 
semer, and  name  changed  to  suit. 

12.  Rev.  C.  L.  Wicker— Gulf,  Cumnock,  Farm- 
ville  (and  Horseshoe  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery). 
This  group  lies  in  Lee  County.  Cumnock  is  among 
coal  miners,  others  in  farming  region. 

13.  Riverview,  Joyce's  Chapel,  Sandy  Ridge,  Pine 
Hall,  last  two  being  in  Winston-Salem  Presbytery. 
Field  at  present  vacant,  Rev.  H.  L.  Willis  having  re- 
cently accepted  appointment  as  U.  S.  Army  chaplain 
and  gone  to  California  for  service.  Riverview  is  a 
large  industrial  area,  where  the  great  Field's  store 
of  Chicago  makes  its  rugs. 

From  which  brief  survey  it  may  be  seen  that 
we  have  in  the  home  mission  work  of  Orange  Pres- 
bytery a  total,  at  present,  of  36  churches  and  mis- 
sion points  and  are  ministering  to  four  points  in 
border  Presbyteries.  The  work  is  in  seven  of  the 
eight  counties  of  the  Presbytery. 

Needs — Our  greatest  need  just  now  is  for  funds 
to  pay  our  men  the  meager  salaries  promised  them. 
Our  work  has  suffered  more  than  its  just  and  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  depression  slump,  due  to 
special  conditions  that  we  cannot,  for  lack  of  space, 
mention  here.  But  contributions  to  home  missions 
in  this  Presbytery  have  fallen  off  more  than  70  per 
cent  in  the  last  seven  or  eight  years !  And  our  men 
have  had  to  bear  the  burden  of  this  tremendous 
financial  decline.  Our  next  need  is  for  a  manse  erec- 
tion fund.  Six  of  our  fields,  one  of  them  over  100 
years  old,  have  no  manse  and  must  pay  out  money 
for  house  rent  for  their  pastors,  that  should  be  used 
to  apply  on  salaries. — A.  P.  Dickson,  Chairman. 
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Rev.  C.  L.  Wicker  is  faithfully  serving  Gulf,  Cumnock, 
Horseshoe,  and  Farmville  churches.  Evangelistic  services 
have  been  held  in  each  church  during  the  year  resulting  in 
several  professions  and  the  strengthening  of  the  members.

Leaksville:  Since  the  last  meeting  of  Sjmod  there  have 
been  added  10  on  profession,  and  6  by  letter.  The  church 
has  spent  $300  on  repairs,  equipment  and  painting  in 
which  the  Auxiliary  has  a  great  part.  Rev.  D.  J.  Black- 
well  is  the  beloved  pastor.

In  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  members  of  our  first  General 
Assembly  of  1861  was  the  spirit  and  world-wide 
vision  of  the  Moderator,  Dr.  B.  M.  Palmer.  Almost 
his  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
which  Judge  William  Watson  was  chairman,  "for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  a  Charter"  of  our  or- 
ganization known  as  "The  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  the  Confederacy."  The  clos- 
ing paragraph  of  his  great  sermon  was  a  forceful 
suggestion  to  his  committee  of  the  privileges  and 
duties  to  be  embodied  in  the  Charter  about  to  be 
drawn.  His  significant  words  were:  "Brethren,  we 
Tiave  today  been  gazing  into  the  heaven  after  our 
ascending  Lord,  ascending  to  His  Headship  and 
His  crown.  From  His  gracious  throne  He  unfolds 
the  sacred  parchment  on  which  our  charter  and 
commission  are  engrossed:  'Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  disciple  all  nations.'  With  pathetic  gesture. 
He  also  points  over  mountains,  continents,  and  seas 
to  the  'other  sheep  which  are  not  of  this  fold,' 
wandering  upon  the  bleak  heather,  under  the  dark 
star  of  some  idol  god.  May  the  rushing  mighty 
wind  of  the  Pentecostal  day  fill  this  house  where 
we  are  sitting  and  may  the  tongue  of  fire  rest  upon 
each  of  this  Assembly.  Emblem  of  the  power  with 
which  the  story  of  suffering  love  shall  subdue  an 
apostate  world!" 

Our  Jubilee  Celebration  in  fostering  the  spirit 
of  our  great  first  General  Assembly  will  inspire 
us  to  lengthen  our  cords  and  strengthen  our  stakes 
as  we  endeavor  to  make  stronger  our  foundations  in 
the  homeland  that  we  may  continue  and  extend  our 
activities  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.

Jefferson:  Church  Schools  of  Missions  were  held  in 
Jefferson,  Lansing  and  Big  Ridge  Churches  with  gratify- 
ing results.  The  work  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  all  these 
churches  is  making  encouraging  headway. 

Big  Ridge:  The  stonework  on  the  library  of  the  Big 
Ridge  Church  has  been  completed  and  the  roof  put  on. 
The  other  stonework  is  being  pushed  forward  and  soon 
the  roof  of  the  auditorium  will  be  finished.  Rev.  R.  H. 
Stone  is  the  pastor  of  the  Jefferson  group  of  churches. 

Chapel  Hill:  Rev.  Watt  M.  Cooper,  the  student  pastor, 
says  the  interest  and  attendance  in  church  and  student 
meetings  is  greater  and  larger  than  any  time  in  recent 
years.  Greater  number  of  Presbyterian  students  enrolled 
than  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

West  Raleigh:  This  is  our  Presbyterian  Church  at 
State  College  of  which  Rev.  John  H.  Grey,  Jr.  is  the 
efficient  pastor.  The  morning  congregations  are  as  large 
as  the  building  will  accommodate.  The  Sunday  School  is 
literally  bursting  for  room.  Many  new  children  and 
young  people  of  the  community  have  been  brought  in. 
Plans  are  under  consideration  for  building  some  additional 
class  rooms  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Jackson  Springs:  Rev.  R.  G.  Matheson  has  recently 
received  seven  on  profession  of  faith  at  Samarcand 
Manor  and  one  at  Morris  schoolhouse,  two  of  his  preach- 
ing points  in  connection  with  Jackson  Springs.  Rev. 
John  F.  Matheson  assisted  in  a  fruitful  and  helpful  meet- 
ing at  Jackson  Springs. 

High  Point:  Dr.  Joseph  Rennie  has  resigned  as  pas- 
tor of  this  church  after  a  faithful  pastorate  of  several 
years.  His  ministry  has  been  of  a  high  order  and  very 
fruitful  in  spiritual  results.  It  is  with  great  reluctance 
the  congregation  complied  with  the  request  for  a  dissolu- 
tion of  the  happy  relationship. 

Kenly  Group:  Rev.  C.  F.  Allen  has  organized  a  Bible 
class  of  50  members  in  the  Kenly  High  School.  Five  ad- 
ditions to  the  churches  on  profession  of  faith  and  19 
enrolled  in  "Book-A-Month  Bible  Club"  are  some  of  the  re- 
cent visible  results.  "Harvest  Day"  services  have  been  held 
at  Center  Ridge  and  Spring  Hill  Churches  and  a  Mission 
Study  Class  organized  in  the  Kenly  Auxiliary  of  14 
members. 
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Harmony  and  Bethany:  Rev.  F.  A.  Barnes  writes  that 
these  churches  have  had  classes  studying  Latin  America. 
Shiloh  is  having  an  all  day  session  to  cover  the  adult 
books.  Harmony  united  with  the  other  churches  of  the 
community  in  a  well  attended  celebration  of  the  400th 
anniversary  of  the  printed  English  Bible. 

Varnia:  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence  was  assisted  in  an  in- 
teresting and  helpful  meeting  at  this  church  closing  Oc- 
tober 27th,  by  the  Rev.  L.  Irving  Stell,  of  Roanoke  Rapids. 

Farmville:  This  church  is  endeavoring  to  pay  off  a 
good  part  of  the  indebtedness  on  their  church  building 
this  fall.  A  meeting  was  held  at  Carraway's  Chapel, 
near  Farmville,  in  September.  The  pastor  did  the  preach- 
ing and  was  ably  assisted  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Baucom  of  Farm- 
ville, who  led  the  singing.  Six  were  added  to  the  church 
by  profession  of  faith.  Falkland  Church  recently  enjoyed 
ten  days  preaching  by  Rev.  S.  B.  M.  Ghiselin,  of  Roan- 
oke, Va.  A  service  was  held  for  the  young  people  in 
the  afternoon  in  which  they  were  interested  in  studying 
Bible  verses  and  the  Catechism.  One  was  received  into 
the  church  by  profession  of  faith.

Pageland  Group:  Rev.  Leonard  T.  Gill,  pastor  of  the 
Pageland  group  of  churches,  consisting  of  Pageland, 
Beulah  and  Salem  Churches  is  being  greatly  blessed  in  his 
work.  In  a  meeting  at  Beulah,  conducted  by  him,  there 
were  seven  professions  and  five  additions.

The  congregation  was  greatly  revived  as  indicated  by  65 
rededications. 

Bensalem :  The  annual  Home  Coming  Day  was  ob- 
served by  Bensalem  Church  on  Thanksgiving  Day 
and  a  gratifying  offering  was  made  for  Barium  Springs 
Orphanage.  The  pastor,  Rev.  J.  W.  Crinkley,  has  re- 
cently held  a  week's  meeting  at  Antioch  Church,  in 
Wake  County. 

McDowell:  Rev  C.  L.  Rogers  writes  that  the  people  of 
one  of  his  mission  points  are  preparing  to  build  a  Pres- 
byterian Church  and  School.  A  good  site,  of  three  acres 
of  ground,  has  been  secured  and  lumber  and  labor  have 
been  promised.  About  12  families  with  35  or  40  children 
have  signed  a  petition  for  a  Presbyterian  Church  and 
school  in  this  community. 

Woman's  College  of  U.  N.  C:  Mrs.  Edgar  Allred  is  the 
Christian  worker  among  the  Presbyterian  students  in 
this  institution  at  Greensboro.  She  gives  these  interest- 
ing facts  about  the  student  body.  There  are  258  Presby- 
terian girls  enrolled.  From  80  to  100  of  these  young 
ladies  attend  the  Sunday  school  class  for  students  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  An  average  of  35  attend 
the  Church  of  the  Covenant.  Of  course,  this  does  not 
mean  that  only  135  girls  are  touched  by  the  churches, 
for  the  group  changes  from  Sunday  to  Sunday.  Mrs. 
Allred  gives  only  a  part  of  her  time  to  this  important 
work  but  has  the  religious  stituation  in  this  institution 
well  in  hand.  Our  committee  desires  to  have  a  full  time

CURRENT  THOUGHT

THE  MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH 
Jesus  defined  the  first  task  of  the  church  when  He 
said,  "Go  ye  therefore  and  make  disciples."  This  is  to 
be  done  by  the  preaching  of  the  Word  and  by  witness- 
bearing  on  the  part  of  all  Christians.  We  dealt  with  this 
task  of  the  Church  in  the  article  last  month. 

II. 

Jesus  defines  the  second  great  task  of  the  Church  in 
these  words:  "Teach  them  to  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever I  have  commanded  you."  In  other  words,  the  second 
task  of  the  Church  is  to  teach  Christians  to  live  according 
to  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  That  is  a  tremendous  task. 
First  of  all,  it  means  that  the  Church  will  have  to  teach 
her  members  the  great  principles  which  Jesus  set  forth 
for  Christian  living.  Multitudes  of  church  members  are 
still  babes  in  Christ.  They  know  so  little  of  what  He 
taught.  The  Church  must  exercise  her  teaching  function 
and,  through  the  pulpit,  the  Sunday  school,  and  her 
Christian  schools  and  colleges,  teach  her  members  the 
things  that  Jesus  and  His  Apostles  taught.  That  in  it- 
self is  a  task  of  large  magnitude.  Those  of  us  who 
have  been  studying  the  Bible  for  years  feel  that  we  have 
scarcely  touched  the  outer  edges  of  it.  Old  John  Robin- 
son, the  Pilgrim  preacher,  was  right  when  he  said:  "I 
am  persuaded  that  there  is  still  a  great  deal  more  light 
to  break  forth  from  the  Word  of  God." 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  know  the  Word  of  God.  We 
must  do  it.  So,  the  second  task  of  the  Church  is  not  only 
to  teach  her  membership  the  teachings  of  Jesus,  but  to 
teach  them  to  observe,  or  practice  His  teachings.  John 
Wesley,  in  his  day,  said:  "The  problem  of  problems  is 
how  to  get  Christianity  put  into  practice."  That  is  still 
the  problem  of  problems.  All  of  us  know  more  than 
we  do.  I  often  think  of  an  elder  in  my  church  who, 
with  a  twinkle  in  his  eye,  told  me  one  day  that  he  was 
going  to  stop  going  to  church  and  stop  reading  the  Bible. 
When  I  asked  his  reasons,  he  replied:  "Well,  I  already 
know  so  much  more  than  I  do  that  I  am  going  to  stop 
until  I  catch  up."  If  all  church  members  were  to  act 
upon  that  theory,  I  am  afraid  that  it  would  depopulate 
our  churches  and  that  our  Bibles  would  collect  more 
dust  than  ever.  Dr.  Thomas  Chalmers,  the  great  Scotch 
preacher,  used  to  say:  "Our  chief  business  with  Chris- 
tianity is  to  proceed  upon  it."  So  it  is,  but  the  Church 
has  before  her  a  tremendous  task  in  persuading  her 
membership  to  do  it. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  Church  today  is  to 
have  her  beliefs  translated  into  life.  No  doubt  there  is 
need  for  more  eloquent  preaching  in  the  pulpit,  but  there 
is  a  greater  need  for  more  eloquent  Christian  living  in 
the  pulpit  and  in  the  pew.  As  I  stood  by  the  grave  of 
Henry  Drummond  this  summer  in  an  old  church  yard  in 
Stirling,  Scotland,  I  was  reminded  of  his  words:  "The 
best  evidence  of  Christianity  is  a  Christian."  We  need 
more  Christian  evidences  of  that  kind. 

There  is  a  great  need  that  Christians  should  carry 
their  Christianity  not  only  into  their  personal  lives,  but 
into  all  the  relationships  of  life.  If  Christians  would 
practice  the  teachings  of  Jesus  in  the  home,  in  business, 
in  education,  in  politics,  in  social  life,  and  everywhere, 
this  would  soon  be  a  new  world.  But  the  problem  of  prob- 
lems is  to  jet  them  to  do  it.    That  is  the  Church's  task. 

Here,  then,  are  the  two  major  tasks  of  the  Church, 


to  make  disciples  and  to  teach  these  disciples  to  live 
according  to  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  These  tasks  are 
of  such  magnitude  and  of  such  a  high  and  holy  nature 
that  they  challenge  the  best  that  is  in  us.  Best  of  all, 
as  Jesus  assigned  these  tasks  He  said:  "Lo,  I  am  with 
you  always  even  to  the  end  of  the  world."  If  the  Church, 
with  a  consciousness  of  the  presence  of  the  living  Lord, 
will  devote  her  energies  to  those  two  tasks  there  will  soon 
be  a  new  church  with  new  spiritual  power. — Walter  L.

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DAVIDSON  COLLEGE 

Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  President 


Six  hundred  and  sixty-eight  students  are  regis- 
tered at  Davidson  College  for  the  present  session. 
That  is  the  largest  enrollment  in  the  history  of 
the  College.  About  sixty  percent  of  the  students 
come  from  North  Carolina.  The  other  forty  per 
cent  represent  twenty-five  other  states  and  seven 
foreign  countries.  There  are  twenty  sons  of  mis- 
sionaries at  Davidson.  The  work  of  the  session  has 
gone  forward  in  a  very  satisfactory  way. 

The  preaching  services  in  the  College  Chapel  at 
six-thirty  every  Sunday  evening  have  been  a  spe- 
cial feature  in  the  college  life  this  year.  These 
services  have  been  conducted  by  members  of  the 
faculty,  and  guest  ministers.  The  attendance  has 
ranged  from  500  to  700  at  these  services. 

The  following  ministers  have  conducted  our 
Vesper  Services  during  the  fall  semester:  Dr.  John 
-McSween,  Chester,  S.  C;  Dr.  Kenneth  F.  Foreman, 
Davidson,  N.  C.;  Dr.  Charles  F.  Myers,  Greensboro, 
N.  C;  Dr.  J.  H.  Henderlite,  Gastonia,  N.  C;  Dr. 
C.  M.  Richards,  Davidson,  N.  C;  Dr.  James  F. 
Hardie,  Charlotte,  N.  C. ;  Dr.  A.  A.  McLean,  Lenoir, 
N.  C;  Rev.  Wallace  M.  Alston,  Richmond,  Va.; 
Dr.  Henry  H.  Sweets,  Louisville,  Ky. ;  Dr.  Price  H. 
Gwynn,  Davidson,  N.  C. ;  Dr.  Robert  E.  Speer,  New 
York,  and  Rev.  A.  W.  Dick,  Fayetteville,  N.  C. 

This  is  an  unusually  fine  list  of  ministers  and 
it  has  been  a  privilege  for  our  students  and  mem- 
bers of  our  faculty  to  have  a  part  in  the  services 
which  these  ministers  have  conducted  for  us.  The 
outstanding  features  in  the  religious  life  of  the 
College  during  the  fall  semester  have  been  the  fall 
evangelistic  meetings  conducted  by  Rev.  Peter  Mar- 
shall of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  during  October,  and  the 
Otts  Lectures  given  by  Dr.  Robert  E.  Speer  of  New 
York,  during  the  first  week  in  December. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  celebration  in 
1937  of  the  Centennial  of  the  founding  of  Davidson 
College.  It  was  founded  by  the  Presbytery  of  Con- 
cord in  1837.  At  that  time.  Concord  Presbytery 
embraced  the  whole  of  the  western  part  of  the  State. 
Very  soon  after  its  founding,  all  the  Presbyteries 
of  the  State  accepted  part  in  its  ownership  and 
control.  So,  at  the  present  time,  all  the  Presbyteries 
and  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  enter  into  the 
joint  ownership  of  Davidson  College.  It  is  an  in- 
stitution in  which  they  may  justly  rejoice.  From 
an  educational  point  of  view  it  has  been  approved 
by  the  highest  educational  rating  agencies  in  Amer- 
ica, including  the  Association  of  American  Univer- 
sities. From  a  Christian  point  of  view  it  endeavors 
to  hold  up  the  highest  Christian  ideals.  The 
Christian  leaders  who  have  gone  out  from  its  walls 
would  make  a  long  and  noble  list. 

Davidson  College  was  founded  in  1837  by  the  de- 
scendants of  those  sturdy  Scotch  Presbyterians  who  came 
to  America  by  way  of  North  Ireland,  and  thus  came  to 
be  known  as  the  Scotch-Irish.  The  Scotch  have  for  cen- 
turies been  noted  for  their  love  for  education  and  for 
their  high  educational  standards.  While  Davidson  was 
founded  by  these  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians,  it  has  never 
been  sectarian  in  its  teachings.  The  original  charter, 
which  was  granted  in  1838,  states  that  the  purpose  of  the 
College  is  "to  educate  youth  of  all  classes  without  any 
regard  to  the  distinction  of  religious  denominations,  and 
thereby  to  promote  the  more  general  diffusion  of  knowl- 
edge and  virtue." — Walter  L.  Lingle. 


QUEENS-GHIGORA  GOLLEGE 

Dr.  W.  M.  Frazer,  President 


This  institution  has  just  closed  the  first  quarter 
of  what  promises  to  be  a  very  successful  year. 
Our  enrollment  is  354.  We  have  added  three  very 
outstanding  teachers  to  our  corps  of  workers. 
Everyone  is  alive  to  the  demands  and  opportunities 
of  their  position.  Queens-Chicora  has  a  secure 
position  in  the  front  ranks  of  accredited  institu- 
tions in  the  South.  Every  effort  is  being  put  forth 
by  the  management  to  make  it  even  more  secure. 
We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  successful,  though  quiet, 
campaign  for  additional  endowment  of  $50,000.  Dr. 
Tilden  Sherer  is  directing  this  campaign. 

For  those  who  wish  facts  in  regard  to  this  in- 
stitution, let  us  say  that  it  was  established  in  1857 
by  a  stock  company  of  Charlotte  who  secured  Rev. 
Robert  Burwell  as  President.  It  has  had  changes 
of  name,  but  has  had  a  continuity  of  life  and  serv- 
ice. The  campus  is  situated  in  beautiful  Myers 
Park,  the  most  desirable  residential  section  of 
Charlotte.  It  consists  of  25  acres,  very  attractively 
environed.  There  are  six  main  buildings,  the  Day 
Students'  Union,  three  residences,  and  infirmary, 
a  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  hall,  a  gym- 
nasium, and  several  cottages  on  the  grounds.  The 
total  number  of  buildings  is  about  twenty.  The 
estimated  worth  of  buildings  and  grounds  is  $850,- 
000;  of  equipment,  $70,000;  of  endowment,  $308,- 
000;  this  makes  a  total  valuation  of  $1,228,000. 

The  governing  and  the  conducting  of  a  college 
for  women  is  entirely  different  to  what  it  was  a 
decade  ago.  Student  government,  text-books,  new 
methods  of  presentation  of  truth,  new  approaches 
unto  educational  problems — and  many  more  phases 
too  numerous  to  mention  are  before  us.  It  is  a  wise 
institution  that  knows  when  to  shift  from  the  old 
unto  the  new.  But  the  essential  thing  in  the  shift- 
ing is  not  to  lose  the  worth  of  the  content,  which 
is  Truth. 

A  Christian  educational  institution  must  be  able 
to  weigh  the  results  of  science  in  the  purely 
scientific  sphere  and  to  watch  and  weigh  the  move- 
ments of  the  social  sciences.  The  fear  of  the  past 
was  that  we  might  surrender  in  the  realm  of  the 
relation  of  Science  and  Revelation.  The  big  prob- 
lem today  is  that  of  social  and  economic  movements 
and  their  Relationships  to  the  Truth  of  God's  Word. 
Sociology,  Economics,  Civil  Government,  and  other 
kindred  subjects  in  the  field  of  Social  Sciences 
bring  to  us  pressing  problems — problems  of  war,  of 
capitalism,  of  distribution,  of  created  values,  of 
marriage,  and  of  sex  in  a  general  way. 

At  Queens-Chicora  College  the  effort  has  been  to  se- 
cure Masters  in  the  fields  of  Biblical  Interpretation,  of 
Pure  Science,  and  of  the  Social  Sciences  so  that  these 
problems  may  be  considered  wisely  and  in  loyalty  to  the 
revealed  truth  of  God.  Every  young  woman  has  the  right 
to  know  the  relation  of  all  these  matters  to  the  teaching 
of  the  Word  of  God  and  to  go  forth  from  the  Institution 
where  she  is  being  educated  able  to  "give  a  reason  for 
the  faith"  that  is  in  her.  We  must  be  abreast  of  the 
times.  We  must  meet  the  issues  squarely  and  intelli- 
gently. Dodging,  denying,  and  criticizing  will  not  satisfy. 
E  valuating,  relating,  and  explaining  in  the  light  of  the 
Truth  discovered  in  Science,  in  Economics,  in  Sociology, 
and  in  the  Word  of  God  is  necessary. 

To  meet  these  issues  the  faculty  of  Queens-Chicora  is 
alert  and  is  performing  a  real  service  in  the  respective 
departments  of  the  institution.

A  BIT  OF  HISTORY 

Flora  Macdonald  College,  under  the  name  of  Red 
Springs  Seminary,  was  founded  in  1896  by  Fayetteville 
Presbytery,  which  was  joined  in  control  later  by  Orange 
and  Wilmington  Presbyteries.  It  is  the  natural  successor 
to  Floral  College  which  flourished  nearby  from  1841  to 
1878.  The  descendants  of  the  Scottish  Highlanders  who 
settled  the  Cape  Fear  River  basin  have  always  been  dis- 
tinguished by  their  appreciation  for  learning  and  re- 
ligion. Desiring  Educational  advantages  for  their  daugh- 
ters as  well  as  for  their  sons,  they  founded  Floral  Col- 
lege, the  first  college  in  North  Carolina  to  grant  diplomas 
to  women. 

The  college  grew  rapidly  in  popularity  and  influence 
until  closed  by  the  Civil  War.  It  reopened  in  1866  but 
finally  closed  its  doors  in  1878.  However,  the  need  filled 
by  Floral  College  persisted.  This  led  to  a  movement 
to  revive  the  college  under  the  control  .of  Fayette- 
ville Presbytery,  but  sentiment  developed  for  locating 
the  new  institution  in  a  town.  Red  Springs  being  selected. 

Rev.  Charles  G.  Vardell  was  immediately  called  to  the 
presidency  of  the  Red  Springs  Seminary,  and  under  his 
leadership  the  college  rapidly  grew  in  prestige  and  popu- 
larity. The  department  of  music  gained  wide  recognition 
under  the  direction  of  the  gifted  musician,  Mrs.  Charles  G. 
Vardell,  nee  Linda  Lee  Rumple.  By  1903,  so  widely  known 
was  the  college  that  the  name  was  changed  to  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  College  and  Conservatory  of 
Music. 

The  college  continued  to  flourish.  The  frame  buildings 
gave  way  to  seven  modem  brick  structures  in  the  midst 
of  a  beautiful  campus.  The  curriculum  kept  pace  with 
rapidly  rising  educational  standards.  A  well  qualified 
faculty  was  maintained  and  students  were  attracted  from 
many  states  and  foreign  countries. 

In  1914,  Dr.  James  A.  Macdonald,  editor  of  the  Toronto 
Globe,  proposed  a  memorial  to  the  Scottish  heroine  Flora 
Macdonald  who  once  lived  in  this  section.  In  view  of  the 
associations  and  ideals  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege and  Conservatory  of  Music,  he  suggested  that  the 
name  be  changed  to  Flora  Macdonald  College  and  an  en- 
dowment provided  which  would  make  it  a  college  of  highest 
rank  and  a  worthy  memorial. 

With  the  new  name  came  a  fresh  impetus  to  its 
progress.  The  circle  of  patrons  and  interested  friends 
grew.  The  endowment  was  increased  and  educational 
standards  raised.  In  1925  the  college  was  recognized  by 
the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Education  as  a  stand- 
ard "A"  college.  Its  graduates  have  an  enviable  repu- 
tation in  many  fields  of  service,  especially  as  teachers 
and  home-makers. 

After  34  years  of  splendid  achievement  Dr.  Vardell 
became  President  Emeritus  and  Rev.  Henry  G.  Bedinger 
was  called  to  the  presidency.  The  college  continues  to 
occupy  a  unique  place  in  the  educational  world,  having 
bright  prospects  for  future  usefulness. 

The  college  was  planned  for  300  students.  At  present 
it  is  necessary  to  rent  extra  rooms  in  the  town  to  provide 
for  the  overflow  and  many  were  turned  away  for  lack  of 
room. 

The  students  come  from  12  states  and  5  foreign  coun- 
tries, as  follows:  North  Carolina  220,  South  Carolina  40, 
Virginia  12,  the  others  from  various  states.  Two  hundred 
come  from  within  100  miles  of  the  college.  The  college  is 
serving  a  wide  area  but  especially  the  section  which  it 
occupies. 

Occupations  of  parents:  Farmers  82,  ministers  19, 
salesmen  11,  and  53  other  vocations. 

Denominations  represented:  Presbyterian  200,  Metho- 
dist 57,  Baptist  33,  and  five  other  denominations. 

Graduates  in  last  ten  years  number  381  who  are  en- 
gaged as  follows:  Teaching  223,  married  91,  supervisors 
public  school  14,  bissionaries,  and  pastors'  assistants 
10,  the  others  in  20  various  occupations. 

Correspondence  is  invited  with  prospective  students 
and  their  parents  who  are  investigating  colleges,  and  with 
those  who  are  interested  in  the  development  of  such  an 
institution  as  Flora  Macdonald  College.  An  investment 
here  will  pay  large  dividends  in  human  happiness  and 
service. 


A  Junior  College  for  Women,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Peace  opened  its  sixty  third  session  in  Septem- 
ber with  an  enrollment  of  243  students,  an  increase 
of  22  students  over  last  year.  The  increase  has 
largely  been  in  College  students  so  that  now  we 
have  an  enrollment  of  176  in  the  College  and  67 
in  the  High  School  and  in  Special  Subjects.  Another 
item  of  statistical  interest  is  the  large  number  of 
students  taking  vocational  subjects,  largely  Commer- 
cial and  Home  Economics.  Peace  is  offering  two 
years  of  commercial  work.  This  year  we  have 
50  students  in  the  first  year  class  and  20  in  the 
second  year  class.  Our  Commercial  Department  is 
meeting  a  very  definite  need  for  students  who  wish 
to  combine  a  commercial  course  with  the  cultural, 
social,  and  religious  advantages  not  ordinarily 
offered  by  the  traditional  commercial  school. 

Peace  is  sharing  again  in  the  distribution  of 
The  Federal  Funds  to  aid  college  students.  This 
fund  has  afforded  to  a  number  of  our  students  an 
opportunity  to  avail  themselves  of  a  college  educa- 
tion. Our  allotment  from  the  National  Youth  Ad- 
ministration is  $255.00  a  month  and  this  is  distributed 
among  thirty  girls. 

Extension  Courses  in  BIBLE  are  being  offered 
at  Peace  for  the  third  year.  These  courses  are 
taught  by  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  head  of  our  Bible  De- 
partmsnt  and  Religious  Education  Work.  To  date, 
a  total  of  175  women  have  registered  for  these 
courses  this  year,  and  an  average  attendance  of 
between  90  and  95%.  is  maintained.  Peace  is  espe- 
cially proud  of  this  work  in  Bible  and  we  consider 
it  unique  college  religious  work. 

Two  contributions  made  last  year  to  our  BURWELL 
MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  enabled  us  to  have  available  an 
unusually  large  number  of  valuable  books  when  school 
opened  this  fall.  A  contribution  of  $200.00  made  by  Miss 
Alves  Long  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  as  a  memorial  to  her 
sister,  Miss  Jane  Long,  who  taught  History  and  English 
at  Peace  from  1881-1889,  has  been  used  to  enlarge  our 
History  Collection.  Another  contribution  of  $200  from 
the  Sunday  School  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Raleigh  has  established  at  Peace  a  memorial  to  the  late 
Rev.  W.  McC.  White.  The  books  secured  from  these  funds 
are  to  be  placed  on  the  Religious  Education  shelf. 

These  memorials  perpetuating  the  memories  of  these 
two  at  Peace  are  most  appropriate.  We  are  wondering 
if  others  who  attended  Peace,  or  who  have  an  interest 
in  the  school,  might  not  wish  to  establish  some  sort  of 
memorial  here.  We  have  several  definite  memorial  needs 
and  we  shall  be  glad  to  discuss  these  with  any  who  might 
be  interested. 

Peace  alumnae  are  observing  "Peace  Day"  on  Monday, 
December  2.  They  are  asking  all  alumnae  and  friends 
who  are  interested  to  make  some  contribution  to  Peace  on 
that  day  or  during  the  week  of  December  2-9.  Last  year, 
approximately  500  contributions  amounting  to  $540.40 
were  made.  The  aim  is  to  have  all  alumnae  contribute 
something,  however  small,  thus  showing  their  interest  in 
Peace,  and  to  ask  those  who  can  do  so  to  make  larger 
contributions.  Peace  has  a  mailing  list  of  approximately 
3,300  alumnae  and  great  things  can  be  done  for  Peace  by 
a  concerted  eff'ort  of  her  alumnae.  The  money  derived 
from  "Peace  Day"  will  be  used  largely  to  purchase  fur- 
nishings for  the  Parlors,  Central  Hall,  etc.,  and  for 
permanent  improvements  not  provided  in  the  regular 
school  budget. 

We  wish  to  urge  all  of  our  Presbyterian  friends  to 
assist  us  in  securing  Presbyterian  students  for  Peace.  It 
is  not  too  early  to  be  at  work  for  the  1936-1937  session 
now.  We  shall  be  glad  to  invite  any  girls  who  are  in- 
terested in  attending  Peace  to  visit  the  school  and  get 
better  acquainted  with  its  policies  and  ideals.

In  the  program  of  work  as  set  up  by  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  there  is  a  distinct  place  for  each 
of  the  Presbyterian  colleges.  Mitchell  College 
believes  her  field  is  serving  a  small,  selected  group 
of  students  on  the  junior  college  level. 

Mitchell  has  a  standard  college  curriculum  for 
those  who  are  interested  primarily  in  entering  the 
junior  class  of  a  four  year  college  or  university. 
Often  a  student  prefers  to  take  her  first  two  years 
in  a  junior  college  where  the  group  is  small,  and 
where  the  curriculum,  the  extra  curricula  activi- 
ties, and  the  social  and  religious  programs  are  in- 
dividualized. No  four  years  in  the  school  life  can 
be  treated  as  a  unit.  The  first  and  the  fourth  grade 
child  cannot  react  to  the  same  stimuli.  There  is  a 
real  educational  principle  that  justifies  the  junior 
high  school.  This  principle  of  a  homogenous  group 
for  a  unified  and  stimulating  program  is  the  basis 
for  the  organization  and  growth  of  the  junior  col- 
lege. Therefore  the  student  who  goes  on  to  a  four 
year  college  is  not  handicapped  by  his  junior  college 
course,  but  is,  in  actual  fact,  better  prepared  for 
advanced  study. 

To  take  care  of  the  students  who  do  not  go 
on  to  receive  a  degree,  Mitchell  has  a  general  course 
designed  to  give  as  much  flexibility  as  possible  in 
the  choice  of  electives  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  those 
who  wish  to  specialize  in  art,  music,  home  econo- 
mics, or  commercial  subjects.  These  are  called 
terminal  courses,  and  are  intended  either  for  those 
who  take  only  two  years  of  college  work  preparatory 
to  entering  a  technical  or  professional  school  or 
for  those  who  for  financial  reasons  can  afford  only 
two  years  of  college  and  must  take  their  place  in  the 
business  world,  or  assume  their  normal  role  in  the 
social  order.  The  argument  for  the  junior  college 
here  is  that  it  is  better  for  the  student  who  can 
go  only  two  years  to  college  to  take  those  two  years 
in  a  college  set  up  on  a  two-year  program  rather 
than  to  go  half  way  in  an  educational  program 
that  is  set  up  for  four  years.  It  gives  the  student 
a  feeling  of  failure  or  of  incomplete  accomplish- 
ment to  fall  out  at  the  half  way  line  in  a  four  year 
schedule  of  work.  This  is  not  a  fanciful  idea  for 
the  records  show  that  one  third  of  the  students 
entering  as  freshmen  in  the  four  year  colleges 
drop  out  between  the  sophomore  and  junior  years. 
The  student  who  is  not  endowed  for  a  four  year 
course,  or  who  definitely  plans  to  get  only  two  years 
of  college  training  is  better  fitted  for  life  in  the 
junior  college  where  the  intellectual  and  social 
standards,  disciplinary  procedures,  and  the  oppor- 
tunity for  individual  development  are  based  on  the 
needs  and  capacities  of  the  junior  college  age  group. 

The  prayers  of  patrons,  alumnae,  and  friends 
are  asked  that  this,  the  eightieth  session  of  Mitchell 
College  and  Academy  may  be  crowned  with  the  riches 
of  the  grace  of  God.

Presbyterian  Junior  College  for  Men  was  estab- 
lished by  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  was 
opened  for  scholastic  work  September,  1929.  The 
Synod  at  that  time  felt  there  was  a  need  for  a  Junior 
College. 

A  Junior  College  is  not  a  prep  school.  For  the 
freshman  and  sophomore  years  of  college,  it  does- 
exactly  the  same  class  of  work  as  the  same  years- 
in  a  Senior  College.  In  addition  to  these  two  years- 
of  college  work,  the  Junior  College  has  two  years- 
of  high  school  work.  This  gives  it  a  distinct  field 
in  that  it  can  take  students  who  are  poorly  pre- 
pared for  college  and  strengthen  them  in  their 
weak  subjects.  It  can  also  give  necessary  units  of 
high  school  work  which  for  some  cause  have  been 
left  out  in  high  school. 

The  faculty  is  of  the  highest  type  and  fully 
accredited.  They  are  all  personally  interested  in 
their  students,  trying  in  every  way  to  help  them 
over  the  difficult  places  in  the  courses  taken.  They 
are  always  willing  to  help  any  student  with  his 
problems.  The  school  is  Christian  in  its  ideals, 
principles  and  practices.  Bible  is  required  of  all 
students.  "Through  this  class  the  Christian  philos- 
ophy of  life  is  taught  and  the  student  is  given  the 
full  idea  of  God  and  Christianity  and  the  practical 
viewpoints  that  deal  with  everyday  living. 

Besides  the  High  School  and  the  B.  A.  and  B.  S. 
of  College  work,  we  have  a  fully  equipped  and  ac- 
credited Business  Department.  In  this  department 
one  can  take  the  Secretarial  Course  in  one  year.  This 
gives  the  essential  work  needed  in  a  business  office. 
A  one  year  Business  Course  is  also  given.  This 
gives  the  student  the  basic  ideas  and  practices  of 
Business.  A  two  year  course  is  given  which  covers 
the  first  two  years  of  degree  work  of  B.  S.  in 
Commerce. 

All  branches  of  athletics  are  given  their  right- 
ful place  in  student  life.  The  students  participate 
in  football,  basketball,  boxing,  baseball  and  tennis 
and  track.  The  school  does  not  encourage  tramp 
athletes  but  all  teams  are  picked  from  the  regular 
student  body.  All  students  are  required  to  pass 
two-thirds  of  their  work  before  participating  in 
any  inter-collegiate  game. 

In  these  days  in  which  we  all  have  to  count  cost 
it  is  well  to  have  a  place  in  which  the  young  men 
of  North  Carolina  can  get  an  education  at  a  low 
cost.  The  fees  and  board  are  as  low  as  can  be 
and  consistent  with  classroom  work  and  healthy 
living.

NEWS?  EXPLANATION?  OR,  IS  IT  A  HINT? 

As  you  read  this,  Thanksgiving  will  be  over,  and  the 
most  strenuous  and  universal  Thanksgiving  Campaign  for 
the  Orphanage  will  be  over.  The  telephone  at  Barium 
Springs  will  be  ringing;  letters  will  be  coming  in;  visitors 
will  be  inquiring,  and  the  big  question  will  be:  "How  did 
you  come  out  on  your  Thanksgiving  Offering?"  And  we 
can  only  say,  "We  do  not  know."  A  very  disappointing 
and  unsatisfactory  answer.  It  is  almost  as  though  you 
went  to  a  football  game  for  all  the  preliminaries,  sat  in 
the  Pep  meeting,  saw  the  game,  but  had  to  wait  30  days 
before  you  heard  the  score!  Or  as  though  you  had  just 
passed  through  a  hectic  election  and  had  the  radio  go 
dead  while  you  were  getting  the  returns. 

Right  now,  Thanksgiving  offerings  have  been  made. 
They  are  in  the  hands  of  local  Committee  Treasurers, 
Auxiliary  Treasurers,  Church  Treasurers,  or  commencing 
their  slow  journey  through  the  hands  of  Presbyteries' 
Treasurers.  Some  of  these  treasurers  handle  this  money 
like  a  hot  potato;  they  pass  it  right  on  to  Barium  Springs 
the  same  day.  Others  like  to  fondle  it,  to  hold  it  until 
some  more  is  added  to  it,  to  get  the  results  into  the  local 
newspaper,  etc.  The  peak  of  our  receipts  for  Thanksgiv- 
ing is  not  reached  until  ten  days  after  Thanksgiving,  and 
the  money  keeps  coming  in  until  after  Christmas.  And 
the  money  that  is  sent  to  the  Presbyteries'  Treasurers 
usually  comes  in  in  January. 

We  publish  in  the  MESSENGER  all  receipts  of  the 
preceding  month.  This  means  that  very  few  Thanksgiv- 
ing receipts  get  in  the  December  issue.  That  that  is  held 
over  until  January,  gets  into  the  February  issue;  and 
when  the  news  of  that  finally  gets  around  to  the  people 
who  gave  it,  it  is  such  old  news  that  the  people  have 
forgotten  about  the  last  Thanksgiving  and  are  looking 
forward  to  the  next! 

If  there  were  just  some  way  for  the  money  that  is 
contributed  Thanksgiving  to  get  quickly  to  us,  so  that  we 
could  give  an  approximate  total  promptly,  we  believe 
it  would  make  everybody  feel  so  much  better.  Certainly 
the  people  who  gave  it,  would  feel  better.  We  at  Barium 
would  feel  so  much  better.  We  would  know  where  we 
were,  and  just  what  to  do.  Sometimes  we  read  in  the 
paper  that  "Such-and-such-a  church  has  given  a  handsome 
sum  to  the  Orphanage." 

Shall  we  adjust  our  expenditures  to  that  amount  as 
though  we  had  the  money  in  hand,  or  shall  we  wait? 
Sometimes  it  is  quite  difficult  to  wait,  but  we  have  found 
that  those  local  reports  are  sometimes  exaggerated.  That 
it  includes  promises  and  possibly  gifts  to  other  causes, 
and  what  we  finally  get  is  a  fraction  large  or  small  of  the 
published  account. 

Lastly,  I  might  mention  that  the  people  we  do  business 
with  would  be  particularly  delighted  for  this  money  to 
reach  Barium  promptly.  The  credit  of  the  Orphanage 
during  September,  October  and  November  is  not  of  the 
best.  The  mail  that  we  received  during  those  months 
would  create  a  complex  in  the  person  not  used  to  it.  We 
have  to  keep  writing  and  telling  our  folks  that  we  just 
cannot  pay,  but  will  pay  after  Thanksgiving. 

The  people  that  we  trade  with  are  getting  used  to 
this,  but  they  have  never  gotten  used  to  a  letter  of 
apology  coming  after  Thanksgiving,  asking  them  to  wait 
a  little  longer. 

This  article  is  not  intended  to  be  pessimistic,  or  rail- 
ing. It  is  just  a  plea  to  everybody  concerned,  to  get  the 
money  contributed  at  Thanksgiving  to  us  promptly  so 
that  we  can  all  join  in  the  celebration,  so  that  we  can  light 
the  bonfires  and  be  happy  too. 

If  the  size  of  this  total  is  what  we  hope  it  will  be, 
it  will  enable  us  to  apply  some  quickly  to  the  debt  and  set 
the  size  of  this  job  at  the  proper  level  to  carry  through 
safely  for  another  year.  If  it  should  be  a  small  offer- 
ing, it  is  all  the  more  necessary  that  we  know  that 
quickly  so  that  we  can  the  more  promptly  reduce  our 
load  to  the  point  that  balances  the  income.  We  are  told 
to  spend  only  the  money  that  we  get.  Well,  to  live  up  to 
that,  we  must  get  the  money,  not  just  hear  about  it. 

Before  we  close  this  article,  may  we  express — and  ex- 
press from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts — our  sincere  appre-

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Union  Theological  Seminary

Among  the  earliest  contributions  to  the  equip- 
ment of  Union  Theological  Seminary  was  a  gift  from 
friends  in  North  Carolina,  in  1829,  for  the  building 
of  one  of  the  first  faculty  residences.  One  hundred 
years  later  from  the  same  State  came  the  Robert 
Critz  foundation  for  the  Chair  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. There  have  been  many  others  within  the 
State  who  have  seen  in  the  work  of  Union  Semi- 
nary an  opportunity  for  the  wise  investment  of 
consecrated  money.  Names  like  Sprunt  and  Watts 
are  enshrined  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  and 
live  on  in  its  work.  During  this  century  and  a 
quarter  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
Seminary  have  stood  in  a  close  relationship  of 
mutual  sympathy  and  co-operation.  The  pastor- 
ates of  the  Synod  have  been  filled  very  largely  by 
graduates  from  Union,  and  a  large  percentage  of 
the  students  in  the  Seminary  have  always  come  from 
this  Synod.  The  only  two  presidents  that  the  Semi- 
nary has  had  have  also  come  from  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina. 

During  the  123  years  of  her  work  for  the  Church, 
more  than  2500  students  have  attended  this  insti- 
.tution.  These  men  have  gone  out  into  lives  of 
fruitfulness  and  places  of  influence  in  our  own  and 
other  Churches.  As  many  as  160  of  her  graduates 
have  gone  into  service  in  Foreign  Mission  fields  in 
China,  Brazil,  Japan,  Africa,  Korea,  Mexico,  Cuba, 
Greece,  Persia,  Turkey,  India,  Siam,  and  Syria. 
In  these  different  countries  they  have  faithfully 
fulfilled  the  command  of  Christ  to  go  into  all  the 
world  with  His  Gospel.  Today  there  are  enrolled 
in  the  Seminary  115  students,  including  post-grad- 
uates. Of  these,  24  come  from  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  There  are  two  from  the  Presbytery  of 
Concord;  Fayetteville,  4;  Granville,  3;  Kings  Moun- 
tain, 3;  Mecklenburg,  2;  Orange,  3;  Wilmington, 
4;  Winston-Salem,  3.  Of  the  thirty-six  men  who 
graduated  last  year,  ten  have  gone  into  pastorates 
within  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

In  intellectual  capacity,  and  in  preparation  for 
their  Seminary  work,  the  young  men  now  in  the 
Seminary  are  above  the  average.  They  are  abund- 
antly worthy  of  the  interest  and  prayers  of  the 
churches  from  which  they  come. 

In  this  work  which  we  are  endeavoring  to  do 
in  preparing  these  young  men  for  the  ministry  of 
the  Church  we  bespeak  the  continued  sympathy, 
prayers,  and  financial  support  of  the  entire  member- 
ship of  the  Church  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 
Union  Seminary  is  your  institution.  The  continu- 
ance of  the  kind  of  work  which  it  has  been  doing 
in  the  past,  and  the  entrance  into  the  open  doors 
of  larger  opportunities  in  service  depend  in  great 
part  upon  you.

\  The  Home  Mission  Challenge  ^ 

Howard  M.  Wilson,  Home  Mission  Pastor  | 
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Two  questions  have  been  recurring  to  me  for  some 
months.  As  the  Home  Mission  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- 
denial  approaches,  they  clamor  the  louder  for  an  answer. 
But,  I  don't  know  of  whom  to  ask  an  answer.  So  I 
am  directing  these  questions :  To  whom  it  may  concern. 

Does  the  church  know  the  Home  Mission  Challenge  ? 
If  she  knows,  does  she  really  care? 

Do  members  of  our  church  have  a  clear  impression  of 
the  desperate  needs  (I  say  "desperate"  deliberately),  the 
wonderful  possibilities,  the  untiring  zeal  of  faithful 
workers,  and  the  glorious  results  produced  where  Christ 
is  preached  in  the  Home  Mission  fields? 

There  are  the  unreached  areas  that  continue  without 
Christ.  But  someone  says.  Are  there  really  places  where 
they  have  no  opportunity  to  learn  of  Christ  when  they 
want  to?  Let  the  following  facts  speak  for  themselves 
from  a  survey  made  in  1934  by  the  late  Miss  Frank  E. 
Browning  of  Greensboro,  North  Carolina  during  a  sum- 
mer's volunteer  labor  in  Buchanan  County,  Virginia.  Only 
50  families  along  the  mountain  road  were  surveyed  on 
B.  Creek.  There  were  found  in  these  homes  a  total  of 
308  people,  87  of  whom  were  under  ten  years  of  age;  of 
the  remaining  221,  90  percent  were  without  Christ,  leav- 
ing only  26  professing  Christians — a  majority  of  these 
being  No-heller  Baptists.  In  the  community  was  no 
.Sunday  school,  no  church  building,  and  no  evangelical 
church  services.  Of  the  50  homes,  30  requested  that  a 
Sunday  school  be  started.  In  these  homes  were  found 
fine  rural  people — hospitable,  honest,  and  hungry  for  the 
gospel.  Twenty  of  tie  homes  were  either  too  indifferent 
to  make  a  statement  or  opposed  to  Sunday  school.  If  this 
were  the  only  community  of  its  kind  it  wouldn't  be  so  ter- 
rible. But  in  one  mountain  county  alone  are  nearly  a 
score  of  such  communities! 

In  the  face  of  such  a  need  there  are  many  things  to 
challenge  us,  especially  the  response  where  there  has  been 
started  a  Sunday  school  or  an  entire  church  program. 
How  eagerly  they  attend  the  new  Sunday  school  held  in 
the  school  building  located  in  a  community  similar  to 
the  one  described  above.  Only  a  quarantine  that  closed 
the  school  for  two  Sundays  could  have  revealed  the  ap- 
preciation of  that  group  of  new  Sunday  school  pupils. 
They  were  a  heartbroken  crowd  and  agreed  readily  with 
a  husky  mountain  lad  who  declared,  "We  don't  have  no 


paralysis  in  these  parts,  we'll  have  our  Sunday  school 
anyhow!" 

Not  only  do  I  ask  the  questions,  does  the  church  know 
of  these  needs  and  the  possibility  of  meeting  them  so 
wonderfully;  but  does  she  know  at  what  tremendous  cost 
that  thin  line  of  frontier  workers  is  making  an  advance 
against  overwhelming  odds?  There  is  pride  in  being 
numbered  among  these  brave  soldiers  of  the  cross;  as 
loyal  to  the  cause  as  was  the  Confederate  soldier  who, 
seeing  the  battle  going  hard  against  the  defense,  cried 
to  his  comrades,  "Let's  carry  the  battle  forward,  I'd 
rather  die  advancing  than  surrender  and  live." 

I  look  upon  a  superior  of  mine.  His  silver-white  hair 
reveals  to  a  casual  observer  that  his  years  on  a  Home 
Mission  field  have  not  been  easy.  In  those  few  hours  each 
day  allowed  by  his  physician  to  be  active  hours,  we  see 
him  press  on  with  courageous  faith  carrying  the  Christ 
to  those  who  know  so  little  of  Him.  Never  did  two 
laborers  go  into  the  Lord's  vineyard  with  more  love,  faith, 
and  joy  in  their  hearts  than  this  man  and  his  good  wife, 
as  they  launch  upon  a  Sunday  itinerary  of  two  outposts 
in  the  morning  and  two  in  the  afternoon  and  a  preaching 
service  at  night.  And  this  not  a  special  day,  but  the 
regular  Sunday  round,  month  after  month! 

Does  the  church  realize  her  support  is  essential  to  the 
ambassador  she  has  laid  her  hands  upon  and  sent  out 
to  bear  Glad  Tidings  to  the  lost? 

Let  me  repeat.  Does  the  Church  KNOW? 
If  she  knows.  Does  she  CARE? 

Does  she  care  about  those  lost  souls  who  lie  at  her 
immediate  doorstep  ?  Does  she  care  for  the  sinners 
whose  sins  are  practiced  in  some  other  man's  neighbor- 
hood? Does  she  care  to  pass  on  that  Word  of  Reconcilia- 
tion that  has  brought  to  her  Salvation  and  Peace? 

Does  she  care  enough  to  respond?  Does  she  care 
enough  to  pay  the  cost  that  is  involved  ?  Does  she  care 
enough  to  sacrifice  for  the  cause?  Does  she  care  enough 
to  match  the  giving  of  those  who  have  a  shoulder  to  the 
wheel  and  are  lifting,  oh,  such  a  load?  Does  she  care 
enough  to  open  wide  her  heart  and  hear  that  sinner's 
call,  "Come  over — and  help  us,"  and  Christ's  command, 
"Go — teach — and  Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway." 

Are  you  concerned?

SYNOD'S  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 


Chairman 


Our  Stewardship  program  is  so  full  for  the  Diamond 
Jubilee  Year  that  we  must  commence  preparation  at  once 
for  meeting  the  worthy  objectives  before  us.  The  first 
general  goal  is  the  enrollment  of  100,000  daily  Bible 
readers.  Hear  what  our  most  excellent  Diamond  Jubilee 
Manual  has  to  say  about  this  objective. 

"Spiritual  advancement  in  our  church  depends  on  a 
large  body  of  daily  Bible  readers  and  a  higher  fellowship 
in  prayer.  To  accomplish  this  the  Diamond  Jubilee  Commit- 
tee will  launch  on  DECEMBER  8,  1935,  Universal  Bible 
Sunday,  a  special  campaign  to  secure  the  enrollment  of 
100,000  members  of  our  church  who  will  pledge  themselves 

daily  to  read  God's  Word  and  to  remember  our  church 
in  prayer.  There  is  a  special  significance  in  the  selec- 
tion of  December  8  for  the  launching  of  this  campaign, 
since  this  date  will  represent  the  400th  anniversary  of 
the  printed  English  Bible.  It  should  be  easy  for  every 
minister  in  our  church  to  take  advantage  of  this  spe- 
cial occasion  to  enroll  Bible  readers  not  only  in  the 
church  services  but  through  every  department  of  the 
church.  Sunday  school  teachers,  auxiliary  leaders.  Young 
People's  officers,  Bible  class  teachers  and  every  other 
agency  of  the  church  should  be  enlisted  with  the  pastor 
in  this  movement. 

"To  give  point  and  direction  both  to  daily  Bible  read- 
ing and  daily  prayer,  the  Jubilee  Committee  is  asking  for 
the  co-operation  of  every  pastor  and  church  leader  in  its 
effort  to  distribute  50,000  Church  Calendars  of  Prayer 
over  our  Assembly,  using  these  as  a  basis  for  both  prayer 
and  study.  The  Church  Calendar  of  Prayer  includes  many 
special  Jubilee  features,  one  of  these  being  a  guide  for 
daily  reading  and  prayer,  and  will  form  an  excellent  basis 
for  the  minister's  approach  to  the  problem." 

February  and  March  are  scheduled  for  enrollment  of 
Tithers.  The  General  Assembly  has  asked  the  church  to 
enlist  in  Jubilee  Year  100,000  tithers, — a  little  more  than 
1  out  of  5  in  our  churches.  Our  Manual  says,  instead  of 
asking  our  congregations  for  a  special  Jubilee  Offering  for 
some  particular  purpose,  the  General  Assembly  has 
chosen  to  ask  for  a  definite  increase  of  at  least  25%  in 
the  benevolent  pledges  and  gifts  of  every  member  during 
our  Every  member  Canvass  in  March,  1936  and  through- 
out the  year.  Let  each  enthusiastically  fall  in  line  with 
the  leadership  of  your  good  pastor  in  achieving  these 
worthy  goals. 

The  Synod  at  its  recent  meeting  unanimously  adopted  a 
recommendation  of  its  Stewardship  Committee  which 
should  be  carried  out  by  every  congregation  throughout 
the  Synod.  It  would  mean  MUCH  to  EVERY  BENEVO- 
LENT CAUSE.    It  is  as  follows: 

"RECOGNIZING  THE  EFFICIENCY  OF  THE  BEL- 
MONT COVENANT  PLAN  IN  REACHING  CHOSEN 
GOALS,  AND  BELIEVING  THAT  THE  BENEVOLENT 
CAUSES  OF  OUR  CHURCH  CONSTITUTE  THE  OB- 
JECTIVE THAT  SHOULD  HAVE  FIRST  CLAIM  UPON 
THE  GIFTS  OF  OUR  PEOPLE,  WE  EARNESTLY 
RECOMMEND  THAT  ALL  THE  CHURCHES  OF  OUR 
SYNOD  ADOPT  THE  BELMONT  COVENANT  PLAN 
IN  TIME  TO  HAVE  IT  IN  FULL  FORCE  DURING  THE 
CLOSING  THIRTEEN  WEEKS  OF  THE  PRESENT 
CHURCH  YEAR  WITH  THE  OBJECTIVE  OF  MEET- 
ING THEIR  BENEVOLENT  ASKINGS  IN  FULL  BY 
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THE  CLOSE  OF  THE  YEAR,  APRIL  3,  1936." 

No  time  should  be  lost  in  carrying  out  this  wise 
action  of  our  Synod.  All  of  the  Assembly's  Causes  and 
all  local  causes  are  far  in  arrears  and  our  faith  workers 
at  home  and  abroad  are  suffering  on  account  of  the  short- 
age of  off'erings. 

WHY  DO  IT? 

Because  of  the  dire  needs  of  every  benevolent  cause. 
On  September  1st,  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee  re- 
ported that  the  offerings  were  $15,000  less  than  at  the 
corresponding  date  last  year.  In  the  homeland  there 
is  a  similar  shortage.  Men  are  actually  suffering  for 
the  want  of  their  meager  salaries  long  overdue.  The 
NEED  is  a  compelling  argument  for  obeying  the  recom- 
mendation of  Synod. 

HOW  DO  IT? 

Call  a  meeting  of  your  Session  AT  ONCE  and  lay 
before  it  this  action  of  our  Synod.  State  fully  the  NEEDS 
of  all  our  Benevolent  Causes  and  the  efficient  Belmont 
Plan  for  meeting  this  need.  It  has  worked  wonders  in 
the  interest  of  other  objectives  and  if  faithfully  adopted 
by  all  of  our  churches  our  askings  for  the  Church  Year 
closing  April  3,  1936  would  be  FULLY  MET.  It  means 
work  to  do  this  but  it  is  a  worthy  task  and  is  worth 
the  endeavor  however  difficult  it  appears.  And  a  great 
joy  and  spiritual  blessing  will  assuredly  follow. 

WHEN  DO  IT? 

AT  ONCE!  It  is  now  DECEMBER  and  to  get  the 
thirteen  weeks  in  it  should  be  in  working  order  by  JANU- 
ARY 1,  1936.  Do  not  let  the  RUSH  of  CHRISTMAS  cause 
the  OVERLOOKING  of  this  "EARNESTLY"  recom- 
mended plan  of  coming  to  the  rescue  of  our  suffering 
benevolent  causes.  Your  Stewardship  chairman  is  call- 
ing your  attention  to  this  important  matter  as  a  gentle 
reminder  and  feels  sure  our  churches  will  take  most 
seriously  the  earnest  action  of  our  Synod  calling  for 
IMMEDIATE  action. 

EVERY  MEMBER  CANVASS,  MARCH  8,  1936 
Our  Synod  has  adopted  askings  for  the  Diamond  Jubi- 
lee Year  of  $292,500  for  Assembly's  Causes  and  $207,500 
for  Local  or  Synodical  Benevolent  Causes,  making  a  total 
Benevolent  Budget  of  $500,000.  This  has  been  appor- 
tioned among  the  se/eral  Presbyteries  as  follows:  Albe- 
marle, $20,700;  Concord,  $70,500;  Fayetteville,  $40,000; 
Granville,  $50,000;  Kings  Mountain,  $31,000;  Mecklen- 
burg, $125,000;  Orange,  $59,000;  Wilmington,  $55,200;  and 
Winston-Salem,  $48,600.  We  mention  this  fine  objective 
now  that  we  may  be  praying  over  it  and  planning  for 
achieving  it  100  percent.  Under  the  blessing  of  God  we 
can  do  it,  and  the  doing  of  it  for  His  glory  will  bring  a 
great  spiritual  blessing  to  our  churches  and  people. 

We  have  started  on  the  "up  grade"  in  benevolences  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Last  year  we  gave  $13,476 
more  to  Assembly's  Causes  than  the  previous  year  and 
$33,275  increase  to  Synodical  benevolences,  making  a 
total  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $46,751.  The 
present  Church  Year  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close.  Let 
us  strive  to  make  a  far  greater  increase  over  the  good 
record  of  last  year.

The  Diamond  Jubilee  theme,  "Christ  and  His  Church  First,"  emphasizes  the  well-rounded 
Christian  life  as  the  normal  life  for  a  follower  of  Christ.

NOTES  FROM  THE  FIELD 

Stony  Creek,  Shiloh  and  Burlington  Second  are 
badly  in  need  of  new  roofs  for  their  church  build- 
ings. All  are  old  shingle  roofs,  and  of  course  consti- 
tute great  fire  hazards.  The  Piedmont  church  at 
Burlington  has  a  metal  roof  which  is  badly  in  need 
of  paint.  These  churches  have  recently  greatly  im- 
proved their  church  property,  such  as  additions  for 
Sunday  school  rooms,  community  house,  etc.,  which 
have  taxed  their  financial  resources  heavily.  Here 
is  a  good  opportunity  for  someone,  or  some  auxiliary, 
to  come  to  the  rescue  of  these  good  people  and  help 
them  get  new  coverings  on  their  buildings  before 
winter  sets  in,  as  our  Home  Mission  treasury  is  en- 
tirely without  funds  for  this  purpose,  requiring 
every  dime  we  can  get  to  pay  salaries  of  our  Home 
Mission  pastors.  And  can  not  someone  furnish  the 
paint  for  that  metal  roof  on  the  Piedmont  church, 
before  it  rusts  through?  These  churches  are  doing 
fine  work,  are  interested  and  active  and  need  en- 
couragement. 

Protracted  meetings  are  reported  in  Stony 
Creek,  Burlington  Second  and  Piedmont,  during  Oc- 
tober and  November.  As  this  is  written,  reports  on 
results  of  these  meetings  are  not  in  hand.  A  re- 
vival meeting  was  held  in  the  Second  Church,  Bur- 
lington, during  the  summer,  with  Rev.  W.  E.  Harrop 
doing  the  preaching,  assisting  Rev.  F.  S.  Blue,  pas- 
tor. There  were  15  professions  of  faith. 

Rev.  N.  R.  Claytor  reports  a  protracted  meeting 
at  Community  during  the  summer,  with  Rev.  C.  E. 
Hodgin,  assisting  the  pastor.  Mr.  Claytor  reports 
five  additions  in  his  field  during  the  quarter  ending 
September  30.  Eight  were  reported  the  previous 
quarter. 

One  of  the  most  widely  distributed  of  our  Home 
Mission  fields  is  the  group  served  by  Rev.  R.  F. 
Whitley,  in  Caswell  County.  Mr.  Whitley  covers 
about  2,000  miles  per  month  in  his  travels  to  do  his 
work.  He  reports  11  additions  in  his  field  during  the 
quarter  ending  September  30. 

Rev.  Marion  Dick  recently  preached  in  a  ten- 
day  revival  in  the  Glenwood  Church,  Greensboro, 
assisting  the  pastor,  Rev.  J.  T.  Barham.  The  interest 
and  attendance  were  excellent.  There  were  15  pro- 
fessions of  faith,  with  12  additions  to  the  church,, 
with  others  to  follow.  Also,  Mr.  Barham  reports  the 
mid-week  services  during  the  last  quarter  as  being 
the  most  interesting  feature  of  their  work,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  52,  which  is  certainly  com- 
mendable in  a  congregation  of  175  members. 

Rev.  C.  L.  Wicker  reports  a  successful  revival 
at  Horseshoe,  Rev.  W.  M.  Baker  assisting  and  doing 
the  preaching.  Horseshoe  is  in  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytei-y,  but  is  grouped  with  churches  in  Orange 
Presbytery  for  greater  convenience. 

The  church  at  Stoneville  has  recently  undergone 
much  needed  repairs,  the  building  having  gotten 
into  such  a  state  of  disrepair  as  to  force  its  aban- 
donment for  church  services  for  a  period  last  winter 
and  spring.  The  Baptist  brethren  kindly  lent  their 
church  building  pending  repairs  on  the  Presbyterian 
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church.  This  church  has  recently  had  five  additions 
to  its  membership.  Also  the  church  recently  re- 
ceived a  donation  of  discarded  hymn  books  from  the 
Buffalo  church  at  Greensboro. 

Rev.  E.  H.  Clark  reports  six  new  members  re- 
ceived on  profession  during  the  quarter  ending 
September  30.  Mr.  Clark  serves  the  Speedwell- 
Greenwood-Smyrna-Wentworth  group  in  Rockingham 
county. 

Rev.  Jonas  Barclay,  the  "Bishop  of  Chatham," 
being  the  only  Presbyterian  pastor  in  that  county, 
reports  a  good  meeting  at  Haywood,  the  Rev.  J.  S. 
Cook  doing  the  preaching. 

Rev.  D.  J.  Blackwell  reports  eight  additions  in  his 
field,  Leaksville-El  Bethel,  during  the  last  quarter, 
three  on  profession  of  faith  and  five  by  certificate. 

Our  treasury  is  greatly  depleted  yet  and  we  are 
able  to  pay  our  men  only  part  of  the  salaries  due 
them  each  month.

FROM  THE  CHURCHES 
Glenwood:  Rev.  F.  Marion  Dick  recently  assisted  the 
pastor.  Rev.  J.  T.  Barham,  in  a  protracted  meeting  of  13 
days.  The  attendance  was  good  and  the  strong  messages 
of  Mr.  Dick  were  greatly  blessed  to  the  spiritual  strength- 
ening of  all  of  God's  people  and  the  reaching  of  many  of 
the  unsaved.  As  a  visible  result  of  the  services  12  pro- 
fessed faith  in  Christ  and  10  were  received  into  the  Glen- 
wood Presbyterian  Church.  The  visit  and  helpful  preach- 
ing of  Rev.  F.  Marion  Dick  will  be  remembered  long  and 
pleasantly. 

First  Church,  Greensboro:  Large  congregations  con- 
tinue to  attend  the  services  of  this  old  historic  church. 
Every  Sunday  morning  the  church  is  filled  with  eager 
listeners  to  the  interesting  messages  of  the  pastor.  Rev. 
Charles  F.  Myers,  who  for  19  years  has  filled  this  pul- 
pit. The  evening  services  are  also  well  attended.  Since- 
the  beginning  of  the  present  church  year  there  have  been 
95  additions,  70  by  letter  and  25  on  profession  of  faith. 
Rev.  Ronald  S.  Wilson  is  the  able  assistant  of  Dr.  Myers. 

Church  of  the  Covenant:  This  church  has  outgrown  its 
equipment  and  will  be  forced  to  make  better  and  larger 
accommodations  for  its  rapidly  growing  congregation. 
The  pastor.  Rev.  R.  Murphy  Williams,  presented  the 
needs  along  this  line  to  his  good  people  and  a  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  these  needs 
and  report  back  to  the  congregation  their  findings  with 
definite  recommendations.  Next  year  will  witness  the 
30th  anniversary  of  Mr.  Williams'  fruitful  pastorate  in 
this  community  and  it  would  be  most  fitting  that  this 
happy  occasion  should  be  celebrated  by  ample  provision 
being  made  for  the  future  growth  in  this  working  organi- 
zation. Since  the  first  of  April,  116  have  been  received 
into  this  church,  56  on  profession  of  faith  and  60  by 
letter. 

Burlington  First:  Dr.  J.  Rupert  McGregor,  the  pastor, 
has  been  unable  to  fill  his  pulpit  for  a  few  Sundays  but 
is  now  back  at  his  post  of  duty  fully  recovered  from  his 
brief  sickness.  The  pulpit  was  filled  recently  by  Rev.  E. 
E.  Gillespie,  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  of  the- 
Synod.  A  large  chart  was  used  to  illustrate  the  basic 
relation  of  the  Home  Mission  work  to  all  the  other  activi- 
ties of  the  church  showing  most  conclusively  that  by  the 
neglect  of  the  home  base  all  other  branches  of  our  church 
work  must  correspondingly  suffer.

The  members  of  Bear  Grass  are  endeavoring 
to  work  out  ways  and  means  by  which  a  manse  can  be 
built  at  Bear  Grass  for  the  assistant.  The  GOALS  for 
1940  are:  1.  All  Churches  free  of  debt;  2.  $900.00  towards 
pastor's  salary;  3.  75  members;  4.  Finish  Williamston 
auditorium;  5.  Have  an  assistant;  6.  Open  two  more  Mis- 
sions. GOALS  FOR  1950—1.  SELF  SUPPORT;  2.  500 
MEMBERS.  THIS  IS  A  WORTHWHILE  MAN'S  PRO- 
GRAM.   Under  God's  blessing  may  it  be  fully  realized. 

Foster  Memorial:  Two  girls  each  gave  $1.00  for  benevo- 
lences from  the  sale  of  their  pet  lambs.  We  are  having 
fine  congregations. 

Gillespie:  $9.10  has  been  put  into  the  benevolent  treas- 
ury by  eight  young  people  of  this  church  who  raised  some 
chickens  for  the  Lord.    The  work  here  is  going  good. 

Big  Ridge:  The  roof  of  our  church  has  been  put  on 
and  soon  we  hope  to  have  all  doors  and  windows  in.  The 
work  is  encouraging. 

Jefferson:  Lovely  Christmas  pageant  was  given.  Bit- 
terly cold  weather  doesn't  daunt  the  faithful.  Planning 
to  study  "Faith  of  Our  Fathers." 

L'ansing:  A  growing  Sunday  School  is  ours — an  aver- 
age of  about  100  each  Sunday.  "Faith  of  Our  Fathers"  will 
be  taught. 

Obids:  Best  congregation  on  second  Sunday  of  Janu- 
ary I've  seen  there  in  years.  We  need  to  rebuild  and  brick 
veneer  our  building  during  the  year.  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone, 
pastor  of  Foster  Memorial,  Gillespie,  Lansing,  Jefferson, 
Big  Ridge,  and  Obids  churches  writes  that  in  his  churches 
48  have  signed  up  to  read  the  Bible  during  Jubilee  year.

Gulf:  As  a  part  of  our  Bible  Reading  for  Jubilee  Year, 
writes  Rev.  C.  L.  Wicker  of  Gulf,  Cumnock,  Farmville, 
and  Horseshoe  churches,  we  are  supplying  every  member 
of  the  Sunday  Schools  and  resident  church  members  with 
a  copy  of  the  Gospel  of  Luke.  All  are  requested  to  bring 
it  to  Sunday  School  every  Sunday  during  this  quarter. 
This  is  to  be  followed  by  other  portions  of  the  Scriptures, 
perhaps  by  the  Gospel  of  John.  We  hope  this  systematic 
reading  of  a  portion  of  the  Word  will  lead  to  a  desire  to 
read  the  whole  Bible.  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS  has 
been  placed  in  ALMOST  EVERY  HOME  ON  THIS 
FIELD.  Brother  Wicker  is  doing  an  outstanding  and 
lasting  work. 

Tryon:  This  congregation  has  been  troubled  during 
these  last  two  months  by  many  cases  of  severe  sickness. 
Yet  the  record  for  the  year's  work  up  to  this  time  is  on 
a  higher  level  than  that  of  last  year.  The  whole  church 
membership  has  been  faithful  in  working  to  carry  an 
the  program  of  the  church. 

Columbus:  This  church  is  entering  another  period  of 
the  Belmont  Covenant  Plan.  The  new  Sunday  School 
rooms  have  been  delayed  by  the  severe  weather,  but  there 
is  good  hope  that  they  will  be  ready  for  complete  use  by 
early  spring.  These  rooms  will  represent  an  investment 
of  nearly  one  thousand  dollars.  Yet  the  cash  has  been 
less  than  half  of  that  amount.  The  labor  has  been  given 
by  the  members  and  friends. 

Locust:  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  this  church  has 
raised  over  $50.00  in  the  past  60  days  to  be  used  in  com- 
pleting the  Sunday  School  class  rooms.  There  were  33 
present  at  Sunday  School  on  December  29th  in  spite  of 
the  nine  inches  of  snow  on  the  ground. 

Stanfield:  This  church  is  being  painted  on  the  out- 
side, and  the  ladies  of  the  church  are  raising  money  to 
paint  the  inside  of  the  Church  before  the  new  year  be- 
gins. Rev.  W.  C.  Cooper  is  the  pastor  of  Locust  and 
Stanfield  churches  in  Mecklenburg  Presbytery. 

Progressive:  Miss  Lillian  Blue  in  charge  of  the  work 
in  this  church  gives  us  this  interesting  item.  Last  Febru- 
ary a  friend  of  mine  gave  me  $5.00  as  a  personal  gift. 
This  bill  was  changed  into  quarters  and  divided  among 
20  young  people.  The  idea  was  to  keep  the  quarters 
busy  for  a  year.  A  record  was  to  be  kept  of  each  in- 
vestment. The  majority  of  the  young  people  gave  their 
mothers  their  quarter  for  a  setting  of  eggs  and  the  use 
of  a  hen.  One  boy  sold  two  sets  of  friers  bringing  a  total 
of  $4.80.  At  the  present  date  we  have  an  account  of 
$20.31  with  eleven  hens  and  six  friers  for  sale.  The 
original  quarters  are  not  included  in  the  $20.31.  How  is 
this  as  a  paying  investment  in  a  time  of  DEPRESSION  ? 
If  some  really  would  like  to  commit  another  $5.00  to  this 
home  mission  worker,  her  address  is  Miss  Lillian  Blue, 
Princeton,  N.  C. 

Sparta:  Rev.  R.  L.  Berry  writes,  construction  of  a 
new  church  at  Sparta  will  begin  as  soon  as  weather  will 
permit.  Mr.  Belk's  donation  of  brick  for  this  building 
has  made  this  possible.  We  are  very  grateful  to  him  for 
this  assistance.  New  interest  has  been  aroused  in  Sun- 
day School  work.  We  are  starting  a  new  Sunday  School 
at  Rocky  Ridge.  Several  requests  have  come  for  preach- 
ing at  other  points  on  the  field.  A  large  number  of  our 
people  have  signed  to  read  the  Bible  through  and  are 
reading  it  each  day.  A  request  has  been  made  for  a 
church  and  Sunday  School  at  Wolf  Branch.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  a  busy  and  happy  summer's  work. 


Johnson  County  Field:  Rev.  Dixon  McDonald,  one  of 
Synod's  faithful  home  mission  workers  reports  that  not- 
withstanding an  unusual  cold  and  snowy  winter  the  at- 
tendance in  both  Sunday  Schools  and  regular  church 
services  has  been  about  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  work 
there.  Brother  Dixon  has  four  churches,  Berea,  Wild- 
wood,  Providence,  and  Spence. 

Berea:  This  church  organized  November,  1934,  is 
doing  the  greatest  work  in  its  history.  Training  is  being 
given  to  numbers  of  children  and  young  people  who 
would  not  have  any  religious  training  apart  from  this 
church.    This  organization  has  a  gi'eat  future. 

Wildwood:  Every  efi'ort  is  being  put  forth  to  have  the 
new  building  hulled  in  so  that  services  may  be  held  in  it  by 
summer.  It  is  quite  a  struggle  but  we  believe  God  will 
help  us  carry  it  through.  We  have  our  brick  and  some  oi 
our  lumber  but  as  yet  we  have  been  unable  to  begin  the 
actual  erection  for  lack  of  funds.  Any  aid  sent  to  Dr. 
Gillespie  for  this  work  would  be  much  appreciated.  We 
have  designed  a  register  to  be  placed  at  the  entrance  of 
church  showing  all  who  have  taken  a  part  in  this  good 
work. 

Providence:  This  church  has  prepared  a  great  num- 
ber of  young  people  to  find  a  way  of  life  in  Jesus  Christ 
and  is  still  doing  such.  The  greater  number  of  the  chil- 
dren are  enrolled  in  the  Sunday  School. 

Spence:  This  church  is  doing  a  great  work  for  the 
young  people.  To  give  some  idea  of  the  work  of  a  home 
mission  worker  in  this  field,  I  quote  from  my  report  to  Dr. 
Gillespie  for  the  month  of  January:  Five  Sunday  School 
classes  taught;  number  of  pupils  attending,  728;  eight 
sermons  preached;  number  attending  services  540;  eight 
other  addresses  such  as  funerals,  etc.;  number  attending 
these  addresses,  840.  Now  let  us  suppose  that  we  had  no 
work  here,  what  would  be  the  result?  This  number  in 
report  would  have  no  religious  advantages.  Our  church 
here  is  an  institution  for  healing  blasted  souls.  I  would 
cite  just  one  case:  A  young  girl  reared  misinformed  and 
misguided  religiously,  one  night  attends  an  entertain- 
ment. Here  was  an  opportunity  to  do  wrong.  She  yielded 
and  the  yielding  meant  wreck  and  ruin.  Both  of  these 
guilty  parties  were  persuaded  to  attend  church  and  Sun- 
day School  Which  meant  knowledge  and  salvation. 
Civil  action  was  stopped,  they  were  married  and  are  now 
members  of  our  church,  living  honorable  Christian  lives. 
Many  such  cases  might  be  mentioned  and  they  are  true.

We  are  glad  to  give 
this  publicity  to  this  worthy  cause. 
"Dear  Dr.  McDiarmid: 

"Miss  Margaret  Vance  writes  me  that  her  father  is 
still  in  the  hospital  in  Charlotte,  and  will  not  be  able  to 
send  out  his  accustomed  communication  in  the  interest 
of  Protestant  Relief  in  Europe.  Through  Miss  Margaret, 
Dr.  Vance  is  asking  me  to  take  his  place  in  this  business 
for  the  season. 

"I  am,  therefore,  writing  to  say  that  our  receipts 
thus  far  this  year  for  this  cause  have  been  very  discourag- 
ing. It  may  be  that  many  churches  took  ofi'erings  on 
Reformation  Sunday  and  have  not  yet  sent  in  their  gifts. 
We  hope  this  is  the  case.  Whether  this  be  true  or  not, 
may  I  ask  you  as  the  North  Carolina  representative  of 
the  committee  to  communicate  with  all  the  pastors  in  your 
synod,  asking  that  everything  possible  be  done  for  this 
cause  between  now  and  March  31.  In  this  connection,  will 
you  ask  each  one  to  read  again  the  report  of  our  commit- 
tee on  pages  88-91,  minutes  of  the  Assembly,  1935.  I 
believe  a  concerted  action  now  on  the  part  of  the  min- 
isters of  our  assembly  will  mean  a  great  blessing  to  our 
starving  Protestant  Churches  in  France  and  in  Eastern 
Europe.    Please  do  what  you  can  as  soon  as  possible.

WHY   CHAIRMEN  OF  SYNOD'S  EDUCATIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS? 

The  Committee  on  Synod's  Educational  Institutions,, 
was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  members  of 
our  Auxiliaries  better  acquainted  with  the  Schools  and 
Colleges,  maintained  by  our  own  church,  in  our  own^ 
state.  Information  leads  to  praying  and  giving.  It  is 
hoped  to  have  a  woman  in  every  auxiliary,  to  be  a  point 
of  contact,  between  her  auxiliary  and  the  schools.  In- 
many  auxiliaries,  a  chairman  for  this  work  has  been  ap- 
pointed. In  the  small  auxiliaries,  the  President  or  Secre- 
tary of  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Relief,  may 
have  this  as  part  of  her  task. 

One  objective  is  to  have  in  every  auxiliary  each  year, 
a  program  on  our  Schools  and  Colleges.  Some  auxiliaries 
have  combined  this  with  the  Loyalty  Program  in  Septem- 
ber. Others  have  given  our  North  Carolina  Institutions, 
special  emphasis  in  April,  when  the  program  subject  is 
Christian  Education.  Material  for  programs  can  be  found 
in  the  Presbyterian  News,  or  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Colleges. 

Some  of  the  Schools  and  Colleges,  have  asked  this 
Committee  for  assistance  alonj  definite  lines.  Flora  Mac- 
donald  College,  for  instance,  prepared  a  list  of  books 
needed  for  the  library.  Many  of  these  have  been  secured. 
It  is  hoped  that  more  work  of  this  nature  can  be  done  in 
the  coming  year. 

This  Committee  tries  to  reach  the  Young  People  of 
our  church.  High  School  seniors  are  brought  in  touch 
with  our  schools.  Catalogues  and  other  literature  are 
distributed.  It  is  suggested  that  a  program  on  our 
schools,  be  given  at  a  Young  People's  Meeting. 

Only  the  Christian  College  gives  spiritual  training 
along  with  mental  training  to  develop  a  symmetrical  char- 
acter. It  is  to  the  boys  and  girls  in  our  church  schools, 
that  our  church  must  look  for  her  future  leaders,  both 
ministers  and  laymen.  These  spiritual  and  mental  train- 
ing centers  of  our  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Carolina, 
deserve  our  interest,  our  active  support  and  our  prayers.

REPORT  BLANKS

Attention!  Local  and  Presbyterial  Officers!  March, 
the  time  for  report  blanks,  is  here.  It  is  imperative 
that  we  face  this  task,  conscious  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
not  merely  statistics  with  which  we  are  dealing,  but  our 
Lord's  Work.  Let  us  strive  to  render  this  service  in  a 
more  complete  and  accurate  way. 

The  word  "report"  itself  suggests  six  outstanding  rules 
to  follow: 

Read  directions  for  using  blanks  carefully.  Informa- 
tion is  the  first  requisite  for  an  accurate  report. 

Exactness  is  the  slogan!  Fill  out  every  space  and  be 
definite.  It  is  difficult  to  interpret  an  indifinite  an- 
swer. To  illustrate:  question  (occuring  on  combined 
blanks,  in  space  allotted  to  the  Secretary  for  develop- 
ment of  Spiritual  Life)  Family  Altars?  Answer,  "some." 
This  answer  is  not  uncommon.  Perhaps  the  Presbyterial 
Recording  Secretary  will  give  the  auxiliary  credit  for  one 
family  altar,  whereas  the  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  may 
allow  more.    Thus  reports  often  vary. 

Promptness.  Make  out  reports  before  March  20th. 
If  necessary,  have  a  called  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  be- 
fore the  regular  time. 

Omit  cents — in  filling  out  financial  report.  Exception 
— when  gifts  are  less  than  one  dollar. 

Return  blanks  on  time.    Most  important. 
Time  limit.    March  20th,  1936.

CURRENT  THOUGHT

PRIVILEGE  and  RESPONSIBILITY 

Rev.  P.  D.  Miller,  D.D. 

I  have  been  surprised  repeatedly  at  the  number 
of  laymen  in  North  Carolina  who  are  unaware  of  our 
Synod's  relative  strength  in  the  General  Assembly. 
From  the  vast  amount  of  our  Home  Mission  terri- 
tory, and  the  large  number  of  Methodists  and  Bap- 
tists in  the  State,  the  average  layman  seems  to 
feel  that  Presbyterianism  surely  must  be  stronger 
somewhere  else  than  here.  Let  us  look  at  the  mat- 
ter a  little. 

North  Carolina  is  numerically  by  far  the  larg- 
est Synod  of  the  Assembly,  with  79,885  members. 
The  next  Synod  is  Virginia  with  67,619,  then  Texas 
with  52,986  and  South  Carolina  with  37,361. 

Of  course  North  Carolina  is  not  geographically 
the  largest  State  in  the  South,  and  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  does  not  include  our  mountain  terri- 
tory since  this  belongs  to  the  Synod  of  Appalachia. 
Georgia  is  larger  but  has  only  about  one-third  as 
many  members  with  at  least  a  third  of  these  in 
the  Greater  Atlanta  area.  Alabama  is  larger  than 
our  State  but  even  weaker  in  Presbyterian  members 
than  Georgia.  Texas  is  many  times  larger  with 
only  52,986  members  in  our  Southern  Presbyterian 
Synod.  North  Carolina's  numerical  strength  is  due 
to  the  preponderance  of  Scotch  and  Scotch-Irish 
among  our  early  settlers^ — a  fact  attested  by  the 
number  of  Scotch  names  still  among  us — and  to  the 
aggressive  Home  Mission  work  that  has  been  done 
throughout  the  Synod  for  many  years.  Our  entire 
membership  as  a  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  of 
17  Synods  is  477,467  and  of  this  number  79,885  are 
in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Numerically  then, 
we  hold  first  place — a  privilege  but  also  a  responsi- 
bility. 

It  would  be  surprising  if  a  State  of  North 
Carolina's  natural  resources  had  not  developed  a 
degree  of  wealth  during  the  75  years  of  our  church's 
corporate  history.  And  it  would  be  equally  sur- 
prising if  these  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians  had  not 
gotten  a  fair  share  of  it.  North  Carolina  has  made 
phenomenal  advances,  especially  during  the  last 
half  of  this  period,  in  developing  a  financial  and  in- 
dustrial importance  recognized  throughout  the  na- 
tion. One  can  be  sure  that  by  no  means  all  of  this 
has  taken  place  outside  the  Presbyterian  constitu- 
ency. 

Now  this  rapid  financial  development  of  the 
State  has  had  itself  reflected  in  our  giving,  and  we 
find  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  rightly  taking  the 
lead  in  this  respect — at  least  in  total  amounts  con- 
tributed. Last  year  this  Synod  gave  to  denomina- 
tional benevolences  outside  its  own  borders  approxi- 
mately $232,000.  Georgia  was  able  to  give  to  the 
same  causes  $137,000,  while  Texas  gave  $88,000  and 
Alabama  $38,000.  I  would  not  say  that  our  people 
as  individuals  are  more  generous  than  Presbyterians 


elsewhere — a  little  figuring  will  show  that  we  are 
not.  The  truth  is  that  this  large  membership  has 
more  financial  ability  than  is  to  be  found  in  any 
other  Synod.  This  is  the  simple  reason  why  we 
have  led  the  General  Assembly  in  benevolent  giv- 
ing in  the  past  and  ought  to  lead  in  the  future — 
again  a  privilege  that  carries  with  it  vast  responsi- 
bility. 

Undoubtedly  North  Carolina  has  had  her  grave 
depression  troubles,  but,  due  to  the  diversity  of  our 
industries  and  the  absence  of  any  large  cities,  we 
never  did  know  the  human  distress  experienced  in 
many  sections.  One  who  was  often  in  a  great  urban 
center  like  Birmingham  with  its  single  heavy  in- 
dustry of  steel,  could  find  few  sections  of  North 
Carolina  that  suffered  so  severely.  Moreover,  our 
State  is  enjoying  more  rapid  recovery  than  any  other 
part  of  the  nation.  I  have  found  nothing  compara- 
ble to  it  after  traveling  over  most  of  the  South  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years.  All  of  our  industries  may 
not  have  earned  large  profits,  but  they  have  been 
operating  and  paying  wages  to  thousands  of  people. 
Our  two  largest  cash  crops,  cotton  and  tobacco, 
have  for  two  seasons  brought  their  best  prices  in 
years,  while  retail  sales  and  bank  deposits  across 
the  State  indicate  a  return  toward  prosperity  un- 
equalled elsewhere  in  the  entire  country.  Of  course 
we  have  a  long  way  yet  to  go  before  things  are  nor- 
mal, but  we  do  have  already  a  vast  deal  for  which  to 
thank  God. 

Such  a  favored  position  for  our  Synod  carries 
with  it  responsibilities  which  we  would  not  avoid 
if  we  could.  Let  us  then  close  these  paragraphs 
with  the  practical  question  of  what  this  means 
in  things  we  as  North  Carolina  Presbyterians  can 
do  in  the  coming  church  year  toward  living  up  to 
such  responsibility. 

I  am  sure  it  means  we  ought  to  grasp  this  first 
opportunity  and  lead  the  way  in  paying  off  our 
chur^ch  debts  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  The 
good  name  of  Presbyterianism  need  not  be  com- 
promised in  North  Carolina  by  unpaid  debts  or  de- 
faulted interest.  Then  we  ought  to  lead  the  way 
in  restoring  to  their  full  usefulness  our  Christian 
schools  and  colleges  that  have  struggled  so  bravely 
through  the  past  six  years.  It  can  be  no  longer 
right  for  us  to  let  men  and  women  run  our  insti- 
tutions—as some  are  now  doing — on  less  than  a 
plumber's  pay.  I  am  sure  that  we  ought  to  lead 
the  way  in  again  giving  our  Home  Mission  pastors  a 
living  wage — a  matter  wherein  righteousness  might 
well  begin  at  the  house  of  God.  Certainly  we  ought 
to  lead  the  way  in  adding  about  25  percent  this 
year  to  our  gifts  to  all  the  benevolent  causes  of 
Presbytery,  Synod,  and  General  Assembly.  Such  an 
increase  is  desperately  needed,  and  we  are  best 
able  to  begin  the  good  work.  Let  that  ability  be 
refiected  in  every  check  which  goes  to  any  benev- 
olent treasurer  during  the  church  year  beginning 
April  1,  1936.  Remember  this  during  the  Every 
Member  Canvass. 

Under  the  good  hand  of  God  we  are  among  those 
to  whom,  comparatively  speaking,  "Much  has  been 
given."  Surely  such  privilege  will  not  be  enjoyed 
by  North  Carolina  Presbyterians  without  our_  as- 
suming the  full  responsibility  that  goes  with  it.

The  Kind  of  a  Church  We  Need 


t" "  lIVERY  church  member  is  familiar  with  the 
words:  "What  kind  of  a  church  would  this 
church  be  if  every  member  were  just  like 
me?"  It  is  a  recognition  that  the  church  is 
no  better  than  its  individual  membership. 
II  The  important  question  before  the  church  at- 
tendant today  is  "What  kind  of  a  church  do  we  need 
in  this  twentieth  century  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
times  in  which  we  live?" 

It  should  be  a  church  with  a  dominant  note.  The 
story  is  told  of  a  Roman  senator  that,  at  the  close 
of  every  address  he  made  in  the  senate  chamber,  he 
would  close  with  the  same  sentence — "Carthage  must 
be  taken."  He  was  a  man  of  one  outstanding  idea 
and  dominant  note.  The  result  was  that  the  idea  per- 
colated into  the  minds  of  his  fellow  legislators  and 
Carthage  was  taken.  The  dominant  note  of  the  church 
of  the  twentieth  century  should  be:  "Sin  must  be 
taken  and  laid  captive  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  Christ." 

The  second  chapter  of  Acts  gives  us  a  picture  of 
the  kind  of  a  church  we  need  today.  It  is  a  picture 
of  the  first  Christian  church  as  the  body  of  believers 
in  Christ  as  the  risen  Son  of  God  and  Saviour — and 
Redeemer  of  the  world.  That  early  church  was  the 
product  of  a  special  need  and  a  special  power.  It  was 
grounded  and  born  in  the  Pentecostal  spirit  of  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  spiritual  power. 
Therefore,  the  church  we  need  today  is  a  Pentecostal 
church,  not  the  kind  of  organization  that  bears  that 
name  with  its  attendant  "speaking  in  tongues"  and 
"holy  rolling,"  but  a  church  baptised  and  saturated 
with  the  divine  spirit  manifested  in  the  outpouring 
of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

That  church  of  the  early  day  was  a  broad  church, 
broad  in  the  sense  that  it  came  to  meet  the  needs  of 
all  men.  It  took  in  all  humanity.  It  reached  out  to 
the  uttermost  ends  of  the  earth.  "None  need  perish; 
all  might  live,  for  Christ  had  died."  It  was  broad  in 
its  theology,  not  narrow  in  its  interpretations  of  salva- 
tion, that  all  might  be  partakers  of  the  spiritual  gifts 
in  Christ  Jesus.  It  was  broad  in  its  mission,  work- 
ing for  the  salvation  of  the  whole  man. 

That  early  church  was  a  narrow  church;  it  had 
only  one  Master,  Jesus  Christ.  It  was  narrow  in  its 
membership;  its  membership  was  made  up  of  men 
and  women  who  believed  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Master,  Saviour  and  Redeemer.  It  specialized  on 
"saving  souls."  It  taught  men  that  they  were  "citi- 
zens of  two  worlds,"  this  and  another. 

That  early  church  was  a  generous  church,  not 
stingy,  close-fisted;  but  open  handed,  open  hearted, 
recognizing  the  meaning  of  "stewardship." 

That  early  church  was  a  sympathetic  church. 
There  was  a  "fellow-feeling,  wondrous  kind,"  existing 
among  its  members.  They  remembered  the  "two 
bears,"  "bear  and  forbear,"  and  they  lived  in  sympa- 
thetic relationship  with  each  other. 

It  was  a  constant  church;  "they  continued  stead- 
fast." They  were  constant  and  consistent.  They 
not  only  made  a  beginning  but  thej  "held  out";  they 
were  true  to  the  vows  they  had  taken  and  the  obliga- 
tions they  had  assumed. 

The  early  church  was  progressive,  wide  awake,  ag- 
gressive, missionary.    The  live  church  is  a  missionary 


church.  The  selfish  church,  the  self-centered  church, 
dies.  The  old  philosophy  was:  "You  keep  only  what 
you  give."  This  is  the  teaching  of  Jesus  concerning 
losing  one's  life  and  finding  it.  It  is  true  of  th« 
church. 

The  early  church  was  an  evangelistic  church.  It 
was  insistent  on  a  change  in  the  lives  of  its  member- 
ship. The  church  is  more  than  a  club  or  forum,  it  is 
a  group  of  believers  who  have  been  "born  again,"  and 
this  spirit  sent  them  out  as  evangelists  seeking  the 
winning  of  souls.  The  early  church  was  a  place  where 
a  needy  sinner  could  meet  a  waiting  Saviour  and 
find  peace  and  rest. 

The  early  church  was  a  Christian  church;  Christ 
was  the  vital  center  of  its  being.  The  apostles  were 
the  preachers,  and  they  preached  'Christ  and  Him 
crucified." 

It  was  an  orthodox  church ;  the  believers  held  to 
the  great  verities  of  the  Chrsitian  faith.  They  could 
declare :  "I  believe  in  God  the  Father,  in  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  suffered  under 
Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead  and  buried,  rose 
again,"  and  all  the  affirmations  of  the  brave 
apostles. 

It  was  a  praying  church;  "they  continued  stead- 
fastly in  prayer." 

"Prayer  is  the  Christian's  vital  breath 
The  Christian's  native  air; 
His  watchword  at  the  gates  of  death; 
He  enters  heaven  with  prayer." 

The  early  church  was  a  practicing  church;  the.'v 
lived  up  to  their  profession  and  practiced  what  they 
preached. 

It  was  a  church  with  an  open  door.  Its  message 
was:  "Whosoever  will  may  take  of  the  water  of  life 
freely."  They  "added  daily"  to  its  membership.  All 
were  welcome. 

It  was  a  church  of  "signs  and  wonders,"  Pentecos- 
tal blessings,  miracles  of  healing,  conversion  of  sin- 
ners. Holy  Ghost  power. 

Our  great  need  is  for  the  manifesta^'  n  of  the 
characteristics  of  the  twentieth  century  of  the  first 
century  church  of  Jesus  Christ.  Such  a  church  will 
meet  the  needs  of  the  changing  order  in  "This  Believ- 
ing World."  What  kind  of  a  church  would  your 
church  be  if  every  member  were  just  like  you? 

"If  you  want  to  live  in  the  kind  of  a  church 

Like  the  kind  of  a  church  you  like, 
You  needn't  slip  your  clothes  in  a  grip 

And  start  on  a  long,  long  hike; 
For  you'll  only  find  what  you  left  behind, 

For  there's  nothing  that's  really  new. 
It's  a  knock  at  yourself  when  you  knock  the  church. 

It  isn't  the  church — it's  you." 

The  church  we  need  today  is  a  church  of  the 
spirit  of  the  church  of  the  first  century,  functioning 
in  our  complex  age  in  the  name  of  Christ. 

The  Church's  one  foundation 

Is  Jesus  Christ  her  Lord; 
She  is  His  new  creation 

By  water  and  the  word; 
From  Heav'n  He  came  and  sought  her 

To  be  His  holy  bride;

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DAVIDSON  COLLEGE 

Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  President 


Davidson  College,  realizing  the  importance  of  music  in 
the  life  of  a  well  educated  man  and  in  the  curriculum 
of  a  liberal  arts  college,  undertook  a  musical  renaissance 
in  the  fall  of  1933.  Since  this  time  music  has  become 
firmly  established  as  an  integral  part  of  campus  and 
student  life,  and  the  Department  of  Music  is  having  to 
expand  rapidly  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  demands 
made  upon  it  by  students,  faculty,  alumni,  and  friends. 

For  too  long  music  has  been  looked  on  as  an  activity 
that  belonged  to  girls  and  women.  Almost  any  woman's 
college  can  show  a  full  Department  of  Music,  and  one 
that  has  existed  since  the  college  was  founded.  With  the 
men's  colleges  the  story  is  an  entirely  different  one.  But 
why  shouldn't  the  men  have  the  same  opportunities  for 
musical  study  and  appreciation  as  the  women?  Davidson 
believes  that  they  should  and  is  developing  its  music 
work  with  this  in  mind.  It  is  not  the  desire  or  purpose 
of  the  Department  of  Music  to  train  and  develop  profes- 
sional musicians,  but  to  equip  every  student  with  the 
training  and  appreciation  of  music  necessary  to  enable 
him  to  lead  a  happier  and  more  helpful  life. 

There  are  three  principal  musical  organizations  at 
Davidson.  The  Glee  Club  with  a  membership  of  thirty- 
eight,  the  Little  Symphony  Orchestra  with  a  membership 
of  twenty-two,  and  the  Symphonic  Band  with  a  member- 
ship of  forty-five.  Each  of  these  organizations  rehearses 
three  hours  every  week,  and  in  addition  they  appear  at 
numerous  occasions  on  and  away  from  the  campus.  A 
member  of  these  groups  can  obtain  college  credit  by 
taking  one  hour  of  Music  Theory  each  week  in  addition 
to  the  three  rehearsals. 

Private  instruction  is  offered  in  all  forms  of  practical 
music.  It  is  a  great  joy  to  know  how  to  listen  to  and 
appreciate  good  music.  It  is  a  greater  joy  to  know  how 
to  perform  this  music. 

The  Concert  Series  brings  to  the  campus  each  year 
musicians  of  culture  and  national  reputation.  Other  con- 
certs are  presented  under  the  Guest  Faculty,  and  Student 
Series. 

For  the  past  three  years  a  weekly  radio  program  has 
been  presented  by  the  Department  of  Music.  This  pro- 
gram comes  direct  from  the  auditorium  of  the  Chambers 
Building  and  is  broadcast  over  Charlotte,  Station  W.  B.  T., 
by  remote  control.  On  this  program  the  various  musical 
organizations  are  heard,  as  well  as  soloists  and  small 
ensemble  groups.  This  year  the  program  can  be  heard 
every  Friday  evening  from  10:00  to  10:30.  Another  pro- 
gram, inaugurated  February  5th,  presents  the  Symphonic 
Band  every  Wednesday  evening  from  7:15  to  7:30.  This 
program  is  over  the  Dixie  Network  of  the  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System.  As  far  as  is  known,  this  program 
is  the  first  to  present  a  college  band  on  a  weekly  net- 
work program. 

Believing  that  training  in  music  offers  to  the  average 
intelligent  boy  a  better  chance  for  happiness  and  useful- 
ness, the  College  is  providing  a  six  weeks'  summer  School- 
Camp  in  which  boys  from  the  age  of  twelve  to  eighteen 
may  begin  or  continue  the  study  of  a  musical  instrument, 
may  participate  in  the  making  of  music  in  band,  orches- 
tra, or  chorus,  and  may  learn  to  listen  to  music  and  to 
appreciate  it.  It  is  not  the  desire  of  the  directors  to 
train  professional  musicians,  but  to  give  to  every  boy,  who 
is  or  can  be  interested,  an  opportunity  to  enter  into  the 
pleasure  which  participation  in  music  brings. 

The  greatest  opportunity  which  the  Music  Department 
sees  is  in  the  field  of  Church  Music.  What  a  wonderful 
service  can  be  rendered  here!  With  the  large  percentage 
of  ministerial  candidates  that  attend  Davidson  being 
trained  in  Hymnology  and  Church  Music,  an  untold  amount 
of  service  can  be  rendered  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of 
the  South.  As  yet  there  is  no  course  offered  in  Church 
Music,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  added  to  the  cur- 
riculum by  next  year.  The  one  difficulty  which  is  arising 
in  all  the  musical  activities  is  an  inadequacy  of  staff. 

These  words  of  Sidney  Lanier  are  very  suggestive: 
"Music  means  harmony,  harmony  means  love,  love  means 
God." 


QUEENS-GHIGORA  GOLLEGE 

Dr.  W.  H.  Frazer,  President 


The  outlook  for  this  institution  is  exceedingly 
bright.  We  have  had  eighteen  enrollments  since 
January  1st,  making  our  total  enrollment  370  for  the 
entire  year.  There  has  been  only  one  year  in  which 
the  enrollment  was  higher,  and  that  was  when  we 
brought  over  the  entire  Senior  class  from  Chicora, 
and  members  also  of  other  classes. 

The  institution  is  continuing  in  a  quiet  way  the 
Campaign  for  Endowment.  There  is  a  large  place  of 
usefulness  for  this  institution,  and  in  order  to  meet 
the  demand  which  will  be  made  of  it,  it  must  con- 
tinue to  gird  itself  with  strength.  The  price  of  suc- 
cess, like  that  of  liberty,  is  eternal  vigilance.  There 
is  no  time  for  a  let  up  in  watching  the  opportunities 
and  the  dangers  with  which  we  are  surrounded. 
Queens-Chicora  College  is  alive  to  both  possibili- 
ties.   We  are  watching  as  well  as  praying. 

Some  outstanding  people  have  recently  been 
within  reach  of  our  students,  such  as  Dr.  Charles  R. 
Erdman  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  and  Dr.  Charles  A.  Ell- 
wood  of  Duke  University.  Miss  Marion  Wilcox  of 
China,  who  is  an  honor  graduate  of  Queens  College, 
has  also  been  in  our  midst.  Of  the  score  of  gradu- 
ates in  foreign  fields.  Miss  Marion  Wilcox  is  one  of 
the  outstanding,  and  her  visit  to  Queens-Chicora 
was  greatly  appreciated. 

A  new  venture  for  Queens-Chicora  College  may 
be  the  conducting  of  a  six  weeks'  Summer  School. 
Dr.  Tilden  Scherer,  the  Field  Agent,  is  investigat- 
ing this  matter,  and  will  make  his  report  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  within  a  few  days.  Charlotte 
would  seem  to  be  the  logical  place  for  a  Summer 
School. 

We  would  like  to  extend  to  the  Seniors  of  the 
current  year  in  the  North  Carolina  Schools  a  cordial 
invitation  to  examine  literature  from  Queens-Chi- 
cora College.  It  will  afford  us  pleasure  to  send 
Catalogue  and  illustrated  matter  to  anyone  who  is 
interested.  We  believe  that  with  the  setting  of  this 
institution,  in  the  very  midst  of  a  veritable  Labora- 
tory in  Economics,  Sociology,  Religious  Education, 
and  other  things;  with  the  accessibility  to  the  out- 
standing artists  and  literary  people  who  visit  Amer- 
ica and  the  South,  and  with  a  splendid  I'eligious, 
social,  and  climatic  environment,  this  institution 
offers  a  most  inviting  opportunity  for  the  securing  of 
an  education.  We  do  not  yield  to  any  one  in  our 
thoroughness  in  scholarship,  nor  our  soundness  in 
religion. 

We  will  appreciate  the  courtesy  of  a  letter  from 
any  minister,  or  member  of  the  Auxiliary  of  his 
church,  giving  us  the  names  of  Presbyterian  girls 
who  want  a  standard  college  education.  Further- 
more, if  it  should  be  desirable  to  have  a  representa- 
tive of  Queens-Chicora  visit  a  city,  town,  or  com- 
munity, we  will  be  delighted  to  receive  such  a  re- 
quest and  will  respond  immediately.  We  are  count- 
ing on  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  to  help 
us  to  make  one  of  their  colleges  useful  to  the  highest 
degree  in  the  education  of  our  young  women.  No 
request  that  minister  or  people  may  make  of  Uo 
will  go  unappreciated. 

Our  faces  are  set  now  to  the  future.  New  Cata- 
logues are  in  our  hands,  new  courses  of  study  have 
been  introduced,  and  a  vital  program  is  being  in- 
augurated, with  the  idea  of  making  1936-'37  the 
greatest  year  in  the  history  of  the  institution.

WHY  A  GIRL  SHOULD  GO  TO  COLLEGE

philosophy,  and  other  fields  of  learning;  the  refined  taste 
of  one  familiar  with  the  best  in  art,  music,  and  litera- 
ture; the  ability  to  solve  the  problems  of  life  in  the  light 
of  Christian  teaching.  All  these  contribute  to  the  ideal  of 
cultured  womanhood. 

Every  woman  should  be  prepared  to  earn  her  own  liv- 
ing. In  our  modem  world  many  women  find  it  necessary 
to  provide  for  themselves  or  supplement  the  income  of 
the  family.  Special  training  in  some  remunerative  vo- 
cation has  made  many  women  independent  and  enabled 
them  to  care  for  themselves  and  loved  ones  dependent 
upon  tr.em. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  does  all  of  these  things  for 
its  students.  A  splendid  corps  of  well  trained,  highly 
educated  professors  compose  the  faculty.  A  most  happy 
relation  exists  between  them  and  the  students  so  that  the 
college  is  much  like  a  large  happy  family.

In  the  Home  Eco- 
nomics field  many  are  successfully  engaged  as  teachers, 
home  demonstration  agents,  technicians,  dietitians,  nurses 
and  other  related  vocations. 

A  business  course  is  also  available  for  those  who  are 
unable  to  remain  in  college  for  four  years  and  wish  to  pre- 
pare themselves  for  secretarial  positions. 

All  of  the  usual  extra  curricular  activities  are  pro- 
vided through  Literary  societies,  college  publications,  ath- 
letics, and  social  occasions.  At  present  Flora  Macdonald 
College  has  a  capacity  enrollment  of  over  three  hundred 
splendid  young  women.  Parents  and  prospective  students 
are  invited  to  investigate  the  advantages  offered  by  the 
college.  A  catalogue  and  other  literature  will  be  for- 
warded upon  request. 

Presbyterians  should  have  the  spiritual  interest  of  their 
children  at  heart  enough  to  investigate  their  ovra  colleges. 
These  institutions  are  prepared  to  offer  educational  op- 
portunities that  are  equal  to  the  best  to  be  found  any- 
where with  the  added  advantage  of  religious  training  as 
part  of  the  curriculum. 


PEAGE  JUNIOR  GOLLEGE

At  the  present  time  Peace  is  offering  several  different 
types  of  courses.  Any  student  here  takes  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing courses:  A.  A  two  year  Standard  College  Course — 
this  course  is  planned  for  those  who  have  in  mind  the 
completion  of  four  years  of  college  work.  The  require- 
ments for  a  diploma  in  this  course  are  the  same  as  the 
usual  work  done  in  the  first  two  years  of  all  standard 
colleges.  B.  A  two  year  General  Course — this  course  is 
planned  for  those  who  wish  to  exercise  more  choice  in 
selecting  their  course  to  be  taken  in  college.  Ordinarily, 
they  prefer  to  take  fewer  hours  in  languages,  mathe- 
matics, and  science  than  in  a  Standard  College  Course, 
and  to  take  a  wider  choice  of  elective  subjects — home  eco- 
nomics, music,  art,  combination  academic  and  commercial 
courses,  etc.  C.  Both  one  and  two  year  Commercial 
Courses — both  one  and  two  year  Commercial  Courses 
are  offered,  either  furnishes  a  well-rounded  college  com- 
mercial course.  The  Gregg  system  of  shorthand  is  used. 
D.  Preparatory  courses — all  four  years  of  high  school 
work  are  offered.  This  furnishes  an  excellent  type  of 
course  for  those  whose  home  high  school  has  an  eight 
month's  term  and  is  badly  overcrowded. 

During  this  second  term  we  have  had  some  outstand- 
ing speakers  for  chapel.  Among  them  have  been  Rev. 
Egbert  Smith,  D.  D.,  Secretary  Emeritus  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  our  Church,  who  spoke  on  our  foreign  mis- 
sion work  in  Japan;  also  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  of  Jefferson, 
N.  C,  who  talked  to  our  students  about  the  Home 
Mission  work  in  Ashe  County. 

The  annual  religious  services  are  to  be  held  February 
11-15  vdth  Rev.  Herbert  V.  Carson,  D.D.,  pastor  of  Trin- 
ity Presbyterian  Church,  Montgomery,  Alabama,  as 
guest  minister.  Dr.  Carson  has  a  daughter,  Edith  Car- 
son, who  is  a  member  of  our  student  body. 

The  Peace  Student  Christian  Association  is  looking 
forward  to  an  unusual  type  of  meeting  on  February  23. 
At  this  time  four  presidents  of  North  Carolina  Presby- 
terials  will  be  present  and  participate  in  a  program  of 
general  interest  to  the  college  girls  regarding  the  woman's 
work  of  our  church.  Those  to  be  present  are:  Mrs.  J.^ 
C.  Little,  Raleigh,  President  of  Granville;  Mrs.  Frank 
Lea,  Wilson,  President  of  Albemarle;  Mrs.  E.  C.  Hiens,  Jr., 
Sanford,  President  of  Orange;  Mrs.  Charles  Ross,  Lilling- 
ton.  President  of  Fayetteville.  Mrs.  Little  and  Mrs. 
Ross  are  alumnae  of  Peace. 

This  term  Peace  students  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
attending  an  unusually  large  number  of  concerts  and  lec- 
tures in  Raleigh  and  nearby  cities.  Among  these  have 
been:  Gladys  Swarthout  at  Chapel  Hill;  Kagawa  at  Duke; 
The  Maganini  Symphony,  Poldi  Mildner,  Pianist,  and  The 
Westminster  Choir,  Raleigh;  Rachmaninoff  at  Duke;  and 
others. 

Ten  new  students  have  been  added  to  our  student  body 
this  term.  The  addition  of  these  has  brought  Peace  to 
practically  a  capacity  enrollment  in  the  boarding  depart- 
ment. To  date  255  students  have  been  enrolled  this 
year,  our  largest  attendance  since  1926. 

Week-ends  of  March  14,  21,  28  and  April  4,  18  have 
been  set  apart  as  special  visitation  week-ends  for  pros- 
pective students.  Anyone  who  has  Peace  in  mind  as  a 
college  for  any  girl  should  communicate  with  the  school 
so  that  we  can  invite  her  here  for  one  of  these  special 
dates.

MITCHELL  COLLEGE,  founded  in  1856  as  Concord 
Presbyterian  Female  College,  is  rounding  out  her  eighti- 
eth year  of  service  in  the  field  of  Christian  education. 
Twenty  years  ago  Concord  Presbytery,  urged  by  the 
alumnae  and  approved  by  the  trustees,  changed  the  name 
of  the  institution  to  Mitchell  College.  The  name  was 
given  as  mark  of  honor  to  Mrs.  Eliza  Mitchell  Grant  and 
Miss  Margaret  Elliott  Mitchell,  daughters  of  Dr.  Elisha 
Mitchell.  Miss  Mitchell  was  a  member  of  the  first  faculty 
and  served  with  her  sister  Mrs.  Grant  during  her  term  as 
president  of  the  college.  Mrs.  Grant  was  president  from 
1875  to  1883. 

Mitchell  has  an  enrollment  this  session  of  181.  This  is 
the  largest  enrollment  in  the  twelve  years  that  Mitchell 
has  been  a  junior  college.  As  the  dormitory  and  dining 
room  space  and  the  library  and  laboratory  facilities  are 
limited,  this  number  is  the  present  maximum  capacity 
of  the  college.  Believing  that  under  present  conditions 
this  size  organization  is  the  best  for  successful  opera- 
tion, Mitchell  does  not  plan  to  increase  its  dormitory 
space  nor  to  enlarge  the  plant  in  order  to  add  to  the 
student  body.  A  better,  not  a  bigger  college,  is  Mitchell's 
goal. 

Dr.  Bob  King  of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  was  the  speaker 
at  the  mid- winter  services,  January  27-31.  The  Spirit 
manifestly  blessed  the  ministry  of  this  man  of  God.

Seminary;  Mr.  Sam  Sells  of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.;  Dr. 
Logan  of  Japan;  Dr.  C.  M.  Richards  of  Davidson. 

The  equipment  fund  secured  by  Miss  Mamie  McElwee 
through  donations  from  alumnae,  churches,  and  friends  of 
the  college  has  been  used  in  remodeling  the  biology  and 
chemistry  laboratories,  in  equipping  these  laboratories 
with  new  desks  and  tables  and  supplies,  in  enlarging  the 
mathematics  and  the  history  class  rooms,  in  refinishing 
a  number  of  the  dormitory  rooms  and  in  equipping  the 
third  floor  bath  room  with  showers.

Are  you  thinking  of  going  to  College?  If  so,  are 
you  prepared  to  meet  the  strict  requirements  of  the  A- 
Grade  Senior  College?  Have  you  all  the  Mathematics, 
Language  or  Science  required  for  entrance?  Have  you 
learned  to  really  apply  yourself  in  your  studies?  If  you 
need  any  help  in  these  respects  you  should  think  first  of 
a  Junior  College. 

Presbyterian  Junior  College  has  a  very  high  standing 
as  an  educational  institution.  It  thinks  first  of  high  edu- 
cational standards  and  does  all  in  its  power  to  maintain 
them.  The  faculty  consists  of  nine  highly  trained  men 
who  are  well  equipped  in  their  scholarship  and  teaching 
ability.  They  are  very  sympathetic  and  helpful  in  their 
attitude;  both  in  the  classroom  and  on  the  campus.  Presby- 
terian Junior  College  has  supervised  study  halls  in  which 
all  students  are  required  to  make  special  preparation  for 
their  classes.  The  professors  hold  special  coaching  classes 
regularly  to  help  the  slow  or  ill-prepared  student. 

The  student  body  consists  of  one  hundred  young  meij. 
They  come  from  Georgia,  Alabama,  South  Carolina,  North 
Carolina,  Virginia,  District  of  Columbia,  Cuba  and  Africa. 
Most  of  the  students  are  Presbyterians,  but  the  Methodist, 
Baptist,  Lutheran,  Christian  and  Catholic  denominations 
are  represented  in  the  student  body.  The  ages  of  the  stu- 
dents range  from  14  to  27. 

The  curriculum  of  the  school  is  planned  for  four  defi- 
nite purposes.  The  high  school  courses  are  planned  so 
that  students  may  strengthen  themselves  or  make  up  any 
high  school  subject  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  grades.  The 
Business  Courses  are  planned  so  that  a  student  may  get 
a  usable  Business  Course  in  one  year,  or  a  two-year  Busi- 
ness Course  that  prepares  him  for  a  B.  S.  in  Commerce. 
There  is  a  course  of  study  for  students  wishing  only  two 
years  of  college  work.  The  courses  that  lead  to  the 
B.  S.  and  B.  A.  degrees  are  planned  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  these  degrees  in  the  majority  of  the  Senior  Col- 
leges. The  texts  used  in  our  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
courses  are  in  most  cases  the  same  as  those  used  in  the 
same  courses  at  the  University  of  North  Caroline  and 
Davidson  College. 

Presbyterian  Junior  College  tries  to  develop  the  body 
as  well  as  the  mind.  We  have  strong  athletic  teams  in  the 
following  sports:  Football,  basketball,  boxing,  track,  ten- 
nis and  baseball.  We  have  Physical  Education  classes 
that  are  required  of  all  dormitory  students.  The  tennis 
courts  are  near  the  dormitory  for  the  use  of  all  students. 
A  new  athletic  field  gives  adequate  ground  for  all  outdoor 
activities.  There  is  a  fine  gymnasium  with  a  standard 
floor  for  all  indoor  sports.  P.  J.  C.  teams  are  noted  for 
their  clean  sportsmanship.  THE  TEAMS  ARE  MADE  UP 
FROM  THE  REGULAR  FULL-TIME  STUDENTS  AND 
THE  SCHOOL  GIVES  NO  ATHLETIC  SCHOLAR- 
SHIPS. 

This  school  tries  to  maintain  a  high  Christian  at- 
mosphere in  which  a  boy  can  develop  a  strong  Christian 
character.  Students  are  required  to  attend  church  of 
their  choice  every  Sunday.  There  are  in  the  town  strong 
Methodist,  Baptist  and  Presbyterian  Churches.  All  are 
supplied  by  outstanding  ministers  who  take  a  special 
interest  in  the  students. 

Presbyterian  Junior  College  co-operates  in  every  way 
with  the  parent  and  student  to  overcome  educational 
handicaps  in  the  student.  There  are  many  ways  for 
worthy  and  needy  boys  to  work  and  help  pay  some  of 
their  expenses.  Special  guidance  is  given  to  young  stu- 
dents. The  cost  at  Presbyterian  Junior  College  is  about 
the  same  for  two  years'  work  as  one  year  at  a  Senior 
College.

"As  I  sat  on  the  back  porch  steps,  and  she  ate  corn, 
this  is  what  she  said,  "Well  it  was  an  unexpected  thing 
to  find  that  I  was  to  help  Glade  Valley  Hi  with  the  prob- 
lem of  getting  her  rooms  repapered.  Mr.  Cathy,  a  former 
student,  received  word  from  Mr.  Eldridge  asking  him  to 
help  on  the  repapering  project.  So  Mr.  Cathy  bundled 
me  up  and  put  me  in  his  car.  After  riding  for  ages — 
so  it  seemed — we  arrived  at  Glade  Valley.  He  tied  a 
small  tag  on  my  leg,  which  read,  'Hope  this  will  help  to 
paper  the  rooms.'  Then  he  let  me  out  on  the  tennis  court. 
I  waddled  around,  gazing  with  awe  at  my  new  strange 
sun-oundings. 

"  'It  wasn't  long  until  I  was  happily  established  in  the 
back  yard,  engaging  in  an  occasional  fight  with  the 
chickens,  and  getting  my  part  of  the  food.  I've  laid  a  few 
eggs,  but  not  a  golden  one.  This  grieves  me.  But  I  am 
still  hoping  for  a  golden  egg'." 

Who  knows  ?  Miss  Goo-Goo  may  yet,  in  her  uncon- 
scious way,  inspire  others  to  do  what  she  herself  can 
not.

"The  best  defense  is  a  good  offense"  is  a 
maxim  proved  on  many  a  football  field.  In 
the  realm  of  military  tactics,  many  a  battle  has 
been  turned  from  almost  certain  defeat  to 
glorious  victory  by  a  counter  attack  launched 
at  just  the  right  moment.  In  the  case  of  indi- 
vidual progress  along  life's  highway  there  can 
be  no  such  thing  as  "marking  time."  Either 
vi^e  are  "pressing  on  the  upward  way"  or  we  are 
beating  a  sure  retreat.  So  it  is  with  the  Chris- 
tian Church.  So  it  has  ever  been  with  God's 
people. 

The  forward  progress  of  Israel's  multitudes 
toward  the  Promised  Land  seemed  completely 
stopped  by  the  waters  of  the  Red  Sea.  The 
hosts  of  Egypt  were  closing  in  behind.  In 
such  a  moment  of  desperation  we  hear  God's 
voice  ringing  clear  and  strong.  "Speak  unto 
the  Children  of  Israel,  that  they  go  forward." 
This  has  ever  been  God's  ringing  challenge  to 
His  people.  In  times  of  stress  and  crisis  and 
seeming  defeat,  the  Church  has  been  renewed 
and  reinvigorated  for  her  task  by  great  for- 
ward movements. 

What  could  be  more  inspiring  to  us,  in  this 
Jubilee  Year,  than  the  action  of  those  men  of 
God  who  organized  our  Assembly  just  seventy- 
five  years  ago !  In  the  face  of  the  greatest 
crisis  of  their  land  and  lives,  they  neverthe- 
less undertook  to  go  forward  with  the  Lord's 
work  unto  the  ends  of  the  world.  If  ever  there 
was  a  time  when  it  seemed  necessary  to  let 
the  forward  progress  of  God's  people  stop — 
that  was  the  time.  But  no!  Their  ringing 
declaration  to  the  world  asserted  their  un- 
wavering purpose  to  go  forward  with  the 
Lord. 

Their  zeal  and  devotion  should  be  a  tonic 
for  our  lagging  spirits.  The  depression 
through  which  we  have  been  passing  has  taken 
its  toll.  We  have  lost  some  of  our  zest  for  ad- 
venture, some  of  our  zeal  for  the  Lord.  We 
have  been  content  to  "mark  time"  in  our  mis- 
sionary enterprise  at  home  and  abroad.  Our 
attack  has  bogged  down — we  have  not  even 


held  our  own.  Retrenchments  have  been  made, 
outposts  have  been  surrendered,  vacancies  in 
the  ranks  have  gone  unfilled,  wonderful  oppor- 
tunities for  advance  have  been  neglected.  Even 
the  welfare  of  our  workers  on  the  firing  line 
has  been  forgotten. 

During  the  five-year  period,  1930-'34,  the 
income  for  Assembly's  Home  Missions  de- 
creased 53  per  cent.  In  1935,  for  the  first  time 
since  the  depression  began,  there  was  a  slight 
increase — an  increase  of  7  per  cent  in  total 
receipts.  This  increase  was  heartening  to  all 
the  Home  Mission  forces  of  the  Church  because 
it  seemed  to  foretell  better  days  ahead  for  this 
agency  of  denominational  advance. 

But  what  of  this  church  year  so  soon  to 
end?  Will  it  bring  added  hope  and  courage 
to  needy  missionary  homes?  Will  it  provide 
the  means  for  strengthening  every  line  of 
Home  Mission  endeavor?  Will  it  open  the  way 
for  a  glorious  advance  into  every  neglected 
area? 

The  answer  depends  upon  you!  On  Janu- 
ary 31st  the  regular  receipts  for  Assembly's 
Home  Missions  were  8  per  cent  behind  those 
of  the  preceding  year.  This  does  not  include 
the  Self-Denial  offerings  for  either  year.  In 
other  words,  the  rate  of  income  this  year  is 
not  only  less  than  it  was  last  year,  but  even 
less  than  two  years  ago — the  lowest  year  of 
the  depression.  If  this  year's  Special  January 
offering  (only  partially  received  as  yet)  was 
not  materially  larger  than  the  Self-Denial  offer- 
ing of  the  year  before,  only  one  thing  can  save 
Assembly's  Home  Missions  from  a  further  re- 
treat. That  one  thing  is  a  whole-hearted. 
Church-wide,  pay-up  campaign  during  the 
month  of  March. 

Further  retreat  is  unthinkable!  Our  Jubi- 
lee celebration  calls  for  an  ADVANCE.  No 
other  procedure  would  be  worthy  of  our 
Church,  our  forebears,  or  our  Lord.  We  have 
the  means.  Shall  we  not  consecrate  them  to 
our  Church's  task?

THE  SPRUNT  LECTURES  WEEK 

February  2-8,  1936 

We  usually  think  of  a  theological  seminary  confining  its 
activities  largely  to  students  not  yet  ordained.  This  is 
the  primary  work  of  such  institutions.  Your  Seminary 
however,  does  not  by  any  means  limit  itself  to  this  single 
task.  Some  of  the  contributions  which  it  makes  to  the 
church  at  large  are  through,  (1)  Its  Graduate  Department, 
(2)  Library,  (3)  Review,  (4)  Extra- seminary  teaching  and 
preaching,  and  (5)  Sprunt  Lectures  Week.  We  have  just 
passed  through  a  most  successful  week  of  lectures. 

In  1911,  Mr.  James  Sprunt,  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  estab- 
lished a  lecture  foundation  at  this  Seminary,  which  was 
later  by  him  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  from  year 
to  year  there  can  be  brought  to  the  Seminary  not  only  a 
special  Sprunt  lecturer  whose  addresses  are  to  be  pub- 
lished, but  also  other  lecturers  of  note  and  ability.  Be- 
ginning a  few  years  ago  the  Faculty  set  apart  the  first 
week  of  the  third  term  for  the  Sprunt  Lectures  and  for  two 
other  series;  all  classes  during  this  period  are  suspended 
and  the  pastors  of  the  church  at  large  are  invited  to  at- 
tend. 

Sprunt  Lectures  Week  for  1936  coincided  with  the 
worst  weather  which  Richmond  has  experienced  during 
even  this  unusual  winter.  Naturally  many  of  the  pas- 
tors of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  and  other  more 
distant  states  were  prevented  from  attending,  but  many 
even  from  distant  points  braved  the  weather  and  enjoyed 
a  week  of  unusual  privilege.  The  ministers  of  the  Chris- 
tian denomination  in  Virginia  held  their  Retreat  during 
this  week  and  attended  the  lectures  in  large  numbers. 
Ministers  of  other  denominations  from  the  city  and  con- 
tiguous territory  were  also  present.  Many  were  amazed 
to  see  splendid  congregations  greet  the  lecturers  even 
on  the  morning  of  the  worst  blizzard  of  the  year. 

The  lecturers  and  their  lectures  supplemented  one 
another  in  a  most  interesting  and  helpful  way.  All  three 
lecturers  were  ex-moderators  of  their  respective  As- 
semblies. Dr.  John  M.  Wells  of  Sumter,  S.  C,  the  Sprunt 
lecturer  for  this  session,  had  for  his  subject,  "Southern 
Presbyterian  Worthies."  His  six  delivered  lectures, 
"James  Henly  Thornwell — The  Scholar,"  "John  Leighton 
Wilson — The  Foreign  Missionary,"  "Moses  Drury  Hoge — 
The  Preacher,"  "Benjamin  Morgan  Palmer — The  Chris- 
tian Statesman,"  "Givens  Brown  Strickler — The  Pastor," 
and  "Walter  William  Moore — The  Educator,"  together 
with  a  seventh  on  "Daniel  Baker — The  Evangelist,"  are 
available  in  printed  form.  The  delivery  of  them  created 
great  interest,  especially  as  they  formed  such  an  ad- 
mirable introduction  to  the  Jubilee  Year  now  being  ob- 
served in  our  Assembly.  These  were  the  evening'  lec- 
tures. 

The  morning  lectures  were  delivered  by  Dr.  Charles 
R.  Erdman  and  Dr.  Robert  E.  Speer.  Dr.  Erdman's  Bible 
Studies  embraced,  "The  Book  of  Ecclesiastes,"  "The  Mis- 
sion of  Ezra,"  "The  Gospel  of  John,"  "Philip  of  Caesarea," 
and  "The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews."  They  were  fresh, 
delightful,  natural,  personal  and  practical. 

Dr.  Speer,  who  had  the  concluding  lecture  each  morn- 
ing, delivered  messages  of  unusual  power  on  the  follow- 
ing themes,  "The  Present  Day  Call  to  Return  to  the  New 
Testament,"  "Christianity  and  the  World  Trends  of  Today," 
"Christianity  and  Economic  Depression,"  "The  Church 
as  a  Bond  of  Unity"  and  "The  Preaching  Needed  for  This 
Time."    Seldom  have  our  hearts  been  so  deeply  stirred. 

The  influence  of  these  lectures  should  be  far-reaching 
for  they  were  heard  by  many  men  who  are  now  in  places 
of  leadership  and  responsibility,  and  by  all  of  our  present 
undergraduate  students  who  we  expect  in  time  will  take 
their  places  as  the  spiritual  leaders  in  the  South  and 
Nation.

ARE  YOU  SORRY  FOR  YOURSELF? 

By  the  Editor  of  Tit-Bits 

One  regards  blindness  as  a  terrible  affliction.  So  it  is  in  imagination.  But  not  so  much  in  reality. 
I  lost  my  sight  during  the  war,  and  at  first  thought  I  never  should  be  happy  again.  I  find,  however, 
that  life  has  much  else  beside  to  give  me,  and  many  and  great  compensations. 

I  offer  this  example  of  the  heroic  fortitude  of  a  man  who  has  been  overtaken  early  in  life  by  a 
disabling  misfortune,  and  who  yet  finds  life  full  of  great  compensations,  as  a  tonic  to  those  of  you 
who  have  all  your  faculties  and  still  think  you  are  hardly  used. 

I  hear  from  a  good  many  who  suffer,  and  must  continue  to  suffer  for  the  remainder  of  life, 
serious  forms  of  disablement  consequent  on  the  war.  And  the  majority  set  an  example  of  cheer  and 
content  to  the  hale  and  whole. 

One  goes  into  homes  and  institutions  over  the  portals  of  which  one  might  expect  Dante's  awful 
words  to  be  inscribed :  "Abandon  hope  all  who  enter  here,"  only  to  find,  on  the  contrary,  these  palaces 
of  pain  a  benediction  rather  than  a  bane. 

One  comes  out  saying :  "Well,  here  am  I,  all  my  limbs  and  faculties  intact,  and  I'm  grumbling 
while  these  fellows  are  singing!" 

As  a  rule  I  find  the  greatest  victims  of  self-pity  are  those  with  least  to  grumble  and  grouse 
about.  The  man  who  has  had  to  face  bayonet  thrusts  ceases  to  mind  pinpricks;  the  man  who  has 
swallowed  gas  can  swallow  any  nauseous  dose  Fate  hands  him.  Nay,  much  more  and  better,  he  be- 
gins to  see  what  a  tremendous  difference  it  makes  in  life  to  have  a  habit  of  counting  blessings  instead 
of  wailing  over  woes. 

I  do  not  pretend  to  know  what  the  compensations  for  total  darkness  may  be.  For  me  it  still 
seems  as  though  complete  loss  of  light  is  well-nigh  loss  of  life.  But  what  a  heartening  thing  it  is  to 
discover  a  man  who  can  be  blind  and  happy — happier,  I  am  certain,  than  thousands  who  can  see ! 

Here  is  a  man  who,  by  the  alchemy  of  his  indomitable  spirit,  transmutes  adversity  into  the  fine 
gold  of  serenity  and  service.  "My  mind  to  me  a  kingdom  is,"  says  a  poet,  and  I  can  well  believe  there 
are  compensations  there  which  the  loss  of  physical  vision  is  powerless  to  impair,  and  may  even  in- 
crease, intensify,  glorify.  What  shall  hinder  a  blind  man  from  seeing  "the  light  that  never  was  on 
sea  or  sky?" 
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Bow  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings,  that  publisheth 
peace;  that  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good,  tnat  publisheth   salvation;  that  saith 
unto  Zion,  Thy  God  reigneth. — Isaiah  52:7.

Protection — I  owe  to  my  minister  the  pro- 
tection of  kindly  silence  by  refraining  from  re- 
peating in  his  presence  the  slander  or  unkind 
gossip  that  would  worry  him  and  prevent  him 
from  doing  his  best  work. 

Time — I  owe  my  minister  enough  of  my  time 
to  help  him  in  his  work,  when  and  where  he 
needs  me. 

Encouragement — I  owe  my  minister  encour- 
agement when  vexations  and  annoyances  make 


his  work  difficult,  or  when  he 
feels  that  his  work  is  not  pro- 
gressing as  it  should. 

Appreciation  —  I  owe  my 
minister  a  kindly  word  of  ap- 
preciation when  his  sermons 
are  especially  helpful  to  me. 

Consideration — I  owe  it  to 
my  minister  not  to  interrupt 
and  hinder  his  work  with  petty 
and  unnecessary  calls  upon  his 
time  and  sympathy. 
Attention—  I  owe  my  minister  the  courtesy 
of  attei.tio)^  when  I  go  to  church  that  he  may  not 
be  ar.r,oyed  and  troubled  by  seeing  from  my  care- 
less, inattentive  actions  that  he  is  not  holding 
my  interest. 

C  harity — I  owe  it  to  my  minister  to  overlook 
any  trivial  flaw  or  little  personal  peculiarity 
that  is  merely  a  mannerism  of  speech  or  action, 
and  in  no  way  hinders  his  work. 

Gratitude — I  owe  it  to  my  minister  to  re- 
member gratefully  the  many  things  he  has 
helped  me  to  bear,  some  trial,  and  tht  precious 
outpouring  of  his  sympathy  that  strengthened 
and  helped  me  when  some  loved  one  entered  the 
valley  of  the  shadow. 

Financial  Support — I  owe  my  minister  my 
portion  of  his  salary,  paid  promptly  and  cheer- 
fully, that  he  may  not  be  hindered  in  his  work 
by  financial  worry. 

Remembering  the  nobility  of  the  Christ-like 
men  who  have  ministered  unto  me,  I  feel  that 
my  debt  to  them  can  never  be  fully  paid.  It 
is  too  great.

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NEWS  FROM  THE  FIELD 

The  Home  Mission  work  of  Orange  Presb^ery  lies  in 
seven  of  its  eight  counties,  we  having  no  Home  Mission 
work  in  Randolph  County  only.  At  present  have  a 
total  of  twelve  ministers  on  the  field,  servin§ij  thirty-five 
organized  churches  and  mission  points.  S^nlte  of  these 
churches  are  among  the  oldest  in  our  Presbyt^y. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Cook  entered  upon  his  duties  as  pastor  of 
the  Riverview  Church  on  November  Ir— Mtr^ook  is  no 
stranger  in  our  Presbytery  however,  having  Ween  pastor 
for  some  years  of  the  Jonesboro-St.  Andrews  group  in 
Lee  county.  Prior  to  that  he  w^s  pastor_o^the  Spray 
Church,  which  is  only  a  short  distance-  fr0iaf Riverview. 
So  he  is  back  among  old  friends.  He  held  ^protracted 
meeting  at  Riverview  in  October,  before  formally  accept- 
ing the  call  to  the  pastorate  and  the  gracious  outpouring 
of  God's  Spirit  was  manifest  in  the  conversion  of  12 
people,  who  united  with  the  church  there.  There  were  also 
five  who  united  with  the  church  by  certificate,  making  the 
total  addition  17  to  mark  the  beginning  of  what,  let  us 
hope,  will  be  a  happy  and  blessed  pastorate,  for  both 
minister  and  people.  An  enrollment  of  85  is  reported 
in  the  Sunday  School. 

Encouraging  reports  come  from  Rev.  F.  S.  Blue's  field 
in  Alamance  county,  and  around  Burlington.  Dr.  A.  R. 
McQueen  of  Dunn,  assisted  the  pastor  in  "a  splendid  re- 
vival at  Stoney  Creek  in  October,  with  two  additions  to 
the  church."  Rev.  L.  T.  Edgerton  assisted  the  pastor  in 
a  protracted  meeting  at  Piedmont,  in  Burlington,  in 
October.  This  meeting  proved  most  helpful  to  the  church, 
with  five  additions.  At  Shiloh,  Rev.  A.  V.  Gibson  "con- 
ducted a  remarkable  revival,  with  ten  additions."  This 
also  was  in  October. 

The  urgent  and  pressing  need  in  this  field  is  for  new 
roofs  on  three  of  the  churches,  namely:  Stoney  Creek, 
Shiloh  and  Burlington  Second.    Who  will  help? 

In  the  Chatham  county  group,  the  Rev.  Jonas  Barclay, 
pastor,  reports  a  helpful  protracted  meeting  at  Pittsboro 
in  October,  Rev.  S.  M.  Hawley  of  Madison  doing  the 
preaching.  There  were  five  additions  to  the  church  there 
as  an  outcome  of  this  meeting.  Mr.  Barclay  is  the 
only  Presbyterian  pastor,  white  at  least,  in  the  large 
county  of  Chatham. 

From  the  Leaksville-El  Bethel  field.  Rev.  D.  J.  Black- 
well  reports  as  follows:  "$250.00  spent  on  urgent  repairs 
and  improvements.  The  physical  plant  at  Leaksville  has 
never  been  very  inviting.  These  late  improvements  make 
it  more  attractive.  The  basement  Sunday  School  rooms 
started  four  years  ago  are  not  usable  for  lack  of  $400.00. 
I  have  $200.00  in  sight  for  this  very  necessary  addition 
to  the  plant.  Honorable  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
fine  work  being  done  by  the  auxiliaries  of  both  Leaks- 
ville and  El  Bethel. 

"All  morning  services  are  given  to  Leaksville,  and  all 
evening  services  are  given  to  El  Bethel.  The  evening  at- 
tendance, largely  composed  of  young  people,  is  VERY 
GOOD. 

"The  work  in  the  Leaksville-El  Bethel  field  will  always 
be  hampered  until  a  manse  is  provided.  This  question 
will  be  again  discussed  at  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of 
the  officers  on  next  Friday  evening.  If  and  when  we 
build  a  manse  it  will  be  on  the  church  lot  so  as  to  save 
the  expense  of  buying  a  lot." 

Rev.  J.  T.  Barham  reports  14  additions  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  Glenwood  Church,  Greensboro,  as  a  result  of 
the  protracted  meeting  held  there  in  November,  the  Rev. 
Marion  Dick  doing  the  preaching. 

A  much-needed  improvement  has  recently  been  made  in 
the  old  Eno  Church  and  manse.  Electric  fixtures  have 
been  installed  and  the  current  turned  on.  This  will  mean 
much  to  pastor  and  people,  when  it  is  recalled  that  until 
now  they  have  been  wrestling  with  antiquated,  mussy  and 
inadequate  oil  lamps.    Eno  is  one  of  the  oldest  churches  in 


our  Presbytery,  dating  back  to  colonial  days,  long  before 
the  War  for  Independence.  It  is  in  the  quiet  and  lovely 
old  village  of  Cedar  Grove,  in  Orange  county,  where  also 
the  manse  for  this  group  of  churches  is  situated,  the 
other  churches  being  North  Eno,  Fairfield  and  Little  River. 
The  very  capable  pastor  is  the  Rev.  J.  Walter  Mann.  The 
old  Eno  Church  had  three  professions  of  faith  in  December. 

Rev.  R.  F.  Whitley  reports  that  all  the  churches  of 
his  Yanceyville-Bethesda-Pleasant  Grove-Griers  group  in 
Caswell  county  except  one,  paid  entirely  out  of  debt  during  ^ 
the  fall.    Says  he:  "Improvements  on  grounds  and  build-  | 
ings  have  been  made  on    all  churches;   new  piano  at 
Pleasant  Grove.  Bethesda  is  now  being  covered,  painted 
and  new  choir  loft  being  built.    The  Belmont  Covenant 
plan  has  been  responsible  for  paying  debts.  .  .  .  Have 
travelled  over  8,000  miles  in  last  quarter."    8,000  miles 
per  quarter  is  approximately  2,700  miles  per  month.  Is 
it  any  wonder  that  practically  every  dollar  Mr.  Whitley 
receives  from  his  churches  and  from  our  committee  has 
to  go  for  car  maintenance,  leaving  nothing  at  all  for 
clothing,  books  and  other  urgent  needs?    As  for  "bread 
and  meat,"  he  is  able  to  live  and  carry  on  the  work  in* 
his  large  field  only  because  he  rents  the  manse   to  a 
small  family  in  return  for  bis  board.     This  is  just  a 
sample  of  the  financial  stress  that  obtains  in  all  our  home 
mission  work  in  this  Presbytery  and  the  great  handicap 
our  men  are  laboring  under  because  of  inadequate  salaries. 
For  years  past  our  committee  has  been  unable  to  pay  our 
men  the  meager  sums  promised  them  (promised  of  course 
on  condition  that  the  funds  are  received),  because  of  the 
tremendous  falling-off  in  benevolent  contributions  from 
the  churches  in  the  Presbytery  at  large.    Brethren,  these  i 
things  ought  not  so  to  be.    It  isn't  fair,  it  isn't  right.  j 
Yet  our  faithful  men  labor  on  uncomplainingly.    It  is  a  j 
fact  that  that  should  cause  our  beloved  church  to  hang  its  ! 
head  in  shame  that  many  of  our  devoted  Home  Mission  '  | 
workers,  who  have  spent  many  years  in  high  school,  col- 
lege and  theological  seminary  in  preparation  for  their  ! 
life  work,  are  receiving  less  than  many  young  men  and  j 
women  employed  in  hosiery  mills,  right  here  in  North 
Carolina,  with  scarcely  so  much  as  a  high  school  educa- 
tion.   And  worse  still,  some  of  these  men  have  had  to  J 
go  into  debt  to  finish  their  seminary  preparation  and  are  I 
still,  after  years  in  the  ministry,  laboring  under  the  | 
stress  and  strain  of  debts  unpaid.    How  can  they  pay  old  | 
debts  when  their  salaries  are  insufficient  to  meet  press-  f 
ing  current  expenses  and  live  half-way  respectably?    Let  | 
some  financial  wizard  ponder  that  question  and  give  us  | 
an  answer  if  he  can.    'Talk  about  stretching  your  dollars  } 
and  making  them  go  a  long  way,  well,  if  you  would  learn  ||! 
how  it  is  really  done,  consider  our  home  missionaries  )| 
and  learn  from  them,  for  they  are  past  masters  in  that  } 
art;  they  have  to  be,  in  order  to  live  and  carry  on.    As  l| 
for  the  depression,  many  of  our  men  have  known  nothing  fi 
else  since  they  first  entered  the  ministry,  years  before 
the  crash  of  1929.    And  if  the  depression  has  lifted  and  i 
business  has  at  last  "turned  the  corner,"  our  men  are  |) 
aware  of  it  only  by  hearsay,  for  with  them  it  is  not  only  J 
no  increase  above  the  pitifully  inadequate  salaries  many  [/ 
of  them  have  been  promised,  but  also  the  continued  pain-  f 
ful  experience  of  having  those  small  salaries  only  par-  j 
tially  paid.    And  the  rigors  of  a  severe  winter,  with  extra  y 
fuel  to  buy,  have  not  helped  the  matter  at  all.  i 

Do  we  "feel"  for  these  men  who  have  enlisted  in  the  { 
great  warfare  against  sin  and  evil,  as  our  representa- 
tives?

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In  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  (above)  75  years  ago  was  born  the  South- 
ern Presbyterian  Church.  Recently  the  Diamond  Jubilee  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  was  held  in  this  church,  with  330  Commissioners  in  attendance. 
.Erected  during  the  War  of  1812,  the  edifice  is  one  of  the  most  valued  historical  buildings  in  the 
city.  Within  its  wide  yard,  Union  prisoners  were  detained  during  the  war  between  the  states,  and 
within  its  walls  Confederate  soldiers,  wounded  in  battle,  were  treated.  In  addition  to  housing 
the  Presbyterian  General  Assembly  in  1861  and  this  year,  the  church  also  was  host  to  the  Assembly 
on  its  twenty-fifth  anniversary.

GROWTH  OF  OUR  CHURCH 

In  the  Home  Mission  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly in  Augusta,  is  found  the  following  paragraph 
showing  the  wonderful  growth  of  our  church  during 
the  last  75  years : 

"The  reports  for  the  first  five  years  after  the 
organization  of  the  Assembly  were  very  imperfect. 
Because  of  the  disorganized  condition  of  the  Pres- 
byteries it  was  impossible  to  secure  accurate  in- 
formation. It  was  not  until  1867  that  reliable  figures 
could  be  obtained,  and  all  computations  must  begin 
with  that  date.  The  Assembly's  Minutes  of  1867 
listed  1,309  churches  with  80,532  members.  Many 
of  these  churches  were  weak,  discouraged  and  with- 
out pastoral  oversight.  In  the  68  years  following, 
to  these  original  1,309  churches  have  been  added 
3,573  new  organizations  and  145  that  were  received 
from  other  denominations,  making  a  total  of  5,027 
churches  since  the  organization  of  the  Assembly  in 
1861.  During  these  68  years  906,335  members  have 
been  received  into  these  churches  upon  profession 
of  their  faith  in  Christ. 

"In  1935  the  General  Assembly  reported  3,541 
churches  with  a  resident  membership  of  477,467.  In 
these  75  years  of  our  church's  life  1,486  churches, 
having  fulfilled  their  mission,  were  either  dissolved, 
consolidated  with  other  churches,  or  dismissed  to 
other  denominations;  and  509,400  members  have  been 
lost  through  removal  or  neglect,  dismissed  to  other 
churches,  or  have  gone  to  unite  with  the  "General 
Assembly  and  Church  of  the  firstborn  which  are 
written  in  Heaven." 

Present  Trend 

"During  these  75  years  the  aggressive  work  of 
Home  Missions  has  been  the  chief  factor  in  the 
church's  enlargement  and  development.  The  records 
show  that  90  per  cent  of  our  present  churches  had 
their  beginning  in  Home  Missions,  and  Home  Mission 
churches  as  a  class,  year  in  and  year  out,  have  the 
largest  percentage  of  increase  upon  profession  of 
faith.  In  short,  only  by  pressing  the  work  of  Ex- 
tension can  the  losses  by  death  and  removal  be  over- 
come. There  is  a  warning  to  our  church  in  the  fact 
that  in  1935  we  had  60  fewer  churches  than  10  years 
before.  This  indicates  the  present  trend  and  is  an 
urgent  call  for  a  Home  Mission  advance  if  the 
church  is  to  save  its  life." 

"The  growth  of  the  American  city  is  one  of  the 
marvels  of  the  age.    In  1900  only  eight  cities  in  the 
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South  exceeded  100,000  population,  and  of  these  only 
four  had  over  200,000.  In  1930  there  were  26  cities 
of  over  100,000  population,  and  12  of  these  had  over 
200,000.  The  city  has  become  the  storm  center  of 
the  church  and  the  greatest  challenge  to  the  or- 
ganized forces  of  Christianity.  If  America  is  to  be 
saved,  the  city  must  be  redeemed.  Never  in  the 
history  of  the  cause  has  there  been  a  greater  or  more 
urgent  Home  Mission  field  than  the  countless  multi- 
tudes of  men,  women  and  children  of  every  race,  color 
and  condition  in  the  heart  of  our  cities,  in  the  shadow 
of  great  churches,  who  have  no  concern  for  God,  or 
righteousness,  or  a  judgment  to  come."

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  OF  SOUTHERN 
PINES,  N.  C. 

On  the  first  Sunday  of  April,  1935,  a  Presbyterian 
Mission  was  organized  in  Southern  Pines,  N.  C,  us- 
ing the  Civic  Club  as  a  place  of  worship.  Here  Rev. 
E.  L.  Barber,  pastor  of  Bethesda  Church  in  Aberdeen, 
preached  each  Sunday  afternoon  throughout  the  year. 
This  mission  rapidly  developed  into  a  church,  which 
was  organized  on  March  15,  of  this  year,  by  a  com- 
mission of  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  of  which  Dr. 
A.  R.  McQueen  was  chairman.  At  the  time  of  or- 
ganization, there  were  71  members  on  the  charter 
roll.  The  membership  now  numbers  93,  19  of  whom 
came  in  on  profession  of  faith  and  baptism. 

For  five  years,  many  of  the  fine  Presbyterian  fam- 
ilies there  had  been  asking  for  a  Presbyterian 
church  in  Southern  Pines.  We  felt  at  first  that  the 
town  was  already  over-churched,  and  it  was  as  far 
as  buildings  are  concerned.  We  spent  much  time  in 
thought  and  prayer  and  discussion  over  the  matter. 
Rev.  Marcus  A.  Brownson,  D.D.,  Pastor  Emeritus  of 
the  Tenth  Presbyterian  Church  of  Philadelphia,  a 
warm  friend  of  our  church,  and  a  great  influence  in 
our  new  organization,  and  teacher  of  our  adult  Bible 
class,  numbering  some  40  odd  men  and  women,  gave 
us  valuable  advice  and  assistance. 

The  thing  that  convinced  us  of  the  need  of  a 
Presbyterian  church  in  Southern  Pines  was  a  cursory 
survey  of  the  church  situation  there.  These  are  the 
facts  as  obtained  at  that  time:  Southern  Pines  is  the 
largest  town  in  Moore  county.  It  has  an  all  year 
'round  population  of  33,000  people.  There  are  about 
900  negroes  in  the  town,  leaving  a  total  white  popula- 
tion of  2400.  The  winter  population  each  year 
reaches  5000  and  sometimes  beyond  that.  The  total 
membership  of  the  three  Protestant  churches  there 
combined  is  about  387.  When  we  considered  that 
situation,  we  decided  that  inasmuch  as  the  commu- 
nity, having  a  Presbyterian  background,  finding  it 
difficult  to  reach  the  surrounding  churches  nearby, 
there  was  not  only  room,  but  a  demand  for  our 
church. 

We  have  numbered  in  this  nearly  a  hundred  mem- 
bership some  of  the  finest  people  of  Southern  Pines. 
They  are  not  wealthy  people,  most  of  them  are  of  the 
working  class,  but  they  form  the  type  of  people  who 
are  the  backbone  of  any  community.  We  have  no 
money  with  which  to  build.  We  are  hoping  that  the 
Lord  will  raise  up  a  friend  who  will  see  the  need 
and  feel  the  challenge  of  what  we  believe  to  be  the 
greatest  opportunity  for  Presbyterianism  within  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  April  of  this  year,  this 
young  church  called  Rev.  E.  L.  Barber  for  half  of 


his  time  as  the  first  pastor.  We  have  the  finest  group 
of  officers  to  be  found  in  any  church  composed  of 
Elders  R.  S.  DuRant,  W.  E.  Blue  and  F.  E.  Walker. 
Deacons  David  McCallum,  Roy  Newton,  and  Haynes 
Britt.  Our  membership  is  composed  of  both  north- 
ern and  southern  people.  We  have  already  the  larg- 
est Sunday  school  in  Southern  Pines,  but  not  room 
enough  to  begin  to  care  for  it. 

Our  immediate  need  is  for  a  church  building 
adequate  to  care  for  our  growing  congregation  which 
now  numbers  from  150  to  200  worshippers  at  every 
service.  There  are  many  fine  Presbyterian  families 
there  that  we  have  not  yet  reached.  We  are  constant- 
ly surprised  to  find  how  many  of  the  splendid  winter 
residents  and  visitors  are  Presbyterian.  What  could 
be  accomplished  there  with  an  attractive  church 
edifice  thrills  one  with  anticipation.  The  door  is. 
open  there  for  Presbyterianism  in  ways  that  we  could 
not  mention,  for  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  a  cheering  experience  to  the  pastor  to 
see  the  great  numbers  coming  out  from  one  of  our 
services  with  tears  of  joy  glistening  upon  their  faces 
at  finding  a  place  of  worship  of  the  Presbyterian 
faith  and  order.

ZION  —  PARNASSUS 


In  previous  issues  of  the  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS 
I  have  w^ritten  about  the  great  missionary  enterprises 
of  the  church.  This  time  I  want  to  write  about 
Christian  Education.  Perhaps  you  think  that  I  have 
chosen  a  rather  curious  title.  Let  me  explain.  After 
studying  the  title  a  little,  you  may  think  it  is  a  rather 
significant  one. 

I  was  brought  up  in  Thyatira  congregation  in 
Rowan  county,  some  ten  miles  west  of  Salisbury. 
Within  a  half  mile  of  my  home  when  I  was  a  boy  were 
the  ruins  of  an  old  school  that  had  borne  the  name 
of  Zion-Parnassus.  Why  in  the  world  should  anybody 
ever  give  a  school  a  name  like  that?  The  school  was 
founded  and  named  by  Rev.  Samuel  Eusebius  Mc- 
Corkle,  D.D.,  who  became  pastor  of  Thyatira  in  1777. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  Princeton  and  a  very  scholarly 
man.  Like  all  good  Presbyterians,  he  believed  in 
education  with  all  his  heart.  Not  only  so,  but  he 
believed  in  Christian  Education.  He  accordingly 
founded  this  school  in  which  religion  was  taught 
along  with  the  Classics  and  mathematics  and  other 
kindred  subjects.  In  order  that  his  ideal  of  educa- 
tion might  be  embodied  in  the  name  he  called  his 
school  Zion-Parnassus.  Mount  Zion  was  a  holy  hill 
in  Jerusalem.  Zion  stands  for  religion.  Mount  Par- 
nassus in  Greece  was  the  alleged  home  of  the  Muses. 
Parnassus  stood  for  literature,  or  learning.  When 
Dr.  McCorkle  named  his  school  Zion-Parnassus  that 
was  his  picturesque  way  of  expressing  his  convic- 
tion that  religion  and  learning  should  always  go 
hand  in  hand. 

That  same  Dr.  McCorkle  was  one  of  the  leaders 
in  the  founding  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill.  He  made  the  address  at  the  laying 
of  the  cornerstone  of  the  first  building,  Old  East,  on 
October  12,  1793.  In  the  address  he  said:  "May  this 
hill  be  for  religion  as  the  ancient  hill  of  Zion;  and 
for  literature  and  the  muses,  may  it  surpass  the 
ancient  Parnassus."  He  thought  that  he  was  helping 
to  found  a  great  Christian  institution. 

Such  were  the  ideals  of  our  Presbyterian  fore- 
fathers. They  felt  that  religion  and  learning  should 
always  go  hand  in  hand  in  our  schools  and  colleges 
whether  they  were  conducted  under  the  auspices  of 
the  church  or  of  the  state.  But  as  the  years  passed 
there  has  been  more  and  more  of  a  tendency  to  elim- 
inate religion  from  education  in  state  supported 
schools  under  the  pretext  that  church  and  state  must 
be  kept  separate,  as  if  religion  and  the  church  were 
synonymous  terms.  As  a  result,  ethical  and  moral 
standards  have  been  lowered  all  along  the  line  until 
we  wonder  sometimes  whether  there  are  any  moral 
standards  left.  The  time  has  come  when  the  educa- 
tional world  must  put  more  emphasis  upon  the  de- 
velopment of  character  and  personality  in  education. 
We  need  to  get  back  to  the  idea  that  Dr.  Samuel  Euse- 
bius McCorkle  had  when  he  named  his  school  Zion- 
Parnassus. 

All  this  is  another  way  of  saying  that  the  time 
has  come  when  Christian  people  who  believe  in  Chris- 
tian character  and  personality  and  in  a  Christian 


civilization  should  help  to  equip  and  support  more 
adequately  their  Christian  schools  and  colleges. 
There  is  not  an  institution  connected  with  the  South- 
ern Presbyterian  Church  that  is  adequately  equipped 
for  its  task.  At  the  same  time,  our  schools  and  col- 
leges should  do  all  that  lies  within  their  power  to 
hold  up  high  educational  standards  and  high  Chris- 
tian ideals.  There  was  never  a  time  when  our  Chris- 
tian schools  and  colleges  were  more  nee(^ed  than, 
today.

A  talk  on  topic  by  member  or  guest  speaker,  several  short 
talks,  poem  or  story,  pageant  or  playlet,  panel  discussion, 
open  forum  with  several  women  prepared  beforehand  to 
raise  points  for  discussion. 

Stimulation  to  service  for  Christ  will  follow  if  the 
foregoing  has  been  provided.

The  graduating  exercises  of  Davidson  College  will 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  2,  at  10:30  a.  m.  There 
are  130  men  in  the  Senior  class. 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  will  be  preached  in  the 
college  chapel  on  Sunday,  May  31,  at  11:15  a.  m.,  by 
the  Rev.  W.  L.  Carson,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond,  Virginia. 

There  are  more  students  registered  for  the  next 
session  than  there  were  at  this  time  last  year.  There 
has  been  a  total  of  674  students  in  attendance  this 
year.  That  is  the  largest  number  in  the  history  of 
Davidson  College.  Of  these,  exactly  400  are  from 
North  Carolina.  The  remaining  274  represent  25 
other  states  and  seven  foreign  countries.  Twenty 
sons  of  missionaries  are  registered  at  Davidson. 

The  Spring  Evangelistic  services  were  conducted 
this  year  by  Rev.  Carl  Pritchett,  pastor-elect  of  the 
Smithfield  Presbyterian  Church,  who  did  the  preach- 
ing, and  by  Rev.  Joseph  Overmeyer,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church  of  Bluefield,  West  Virginia,  who  lea 
the  singing.  A  deep  spiritual  impression  was  left 
by  these  services. 

The  Vesper  services  which  are  conducted  in  the 
college  chapel  at  6:30  each  Sunday  evening,  have 
constituted  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  religious 
life  at  Davidson  this  year.  The  services  have  been 
conducted  by  guest  ministers  and  by  members  of  the 
faculty.  The  communion  service,  which  was  con- 
ducted for  the  students  at  the  Vesper  service  the 
first  Sunday  in  May,  by  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn  of  the 
faculty,  and  Dr.  H.  M.  Moffett,  pastor  of  the  church, 
was  marked  by  great  reverence  and  was  unusually 
impressive. 

The  Centennial  of  Davidson  College  will  be  ob- 
served with  appropriate  exercises  in  connection  with 
the  commencement  of  1937.  In  the  meantime,  a  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  trustees  is  making  plans  for 
carrying  forward  a  Centennial  program  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  funds  to  more  eifectively  equip  the 
college  for  its  work  as  it  enters  upon  the  second 
century  of  its  history  and  service.  A  number  of 
additional  buildings  are  needed  and  a  greatly  in- 
creased endowment.  As  a  part  of  the  Centennial 
movement,  two  alumni  have  already  contributed  a 
handsome  sum  for  the  enlargement  of  the  athletic 
stadium.  Another  alumnus  has  contributed  $10,- 
000.00  in  cash  toward  the  endowment  of  a  chair,  with 
the  hopes  that  this  endowment  may  eventually  reach 
$50,000.00  or  more.  These  are  the  first  fruits  of  the 
Centennial  movement.  As  time  goes  on,  we  hope  to 
be  able  to  report  that  other  friends  have  met  other 
pressing  needs  of  the  college. 

Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  president  of  the  college, 
made  an  address  at  the  General  Assembly  in 
Augusta,  Georgia,  on  the  evening  of  May  23,  on  the 
subject.  "Seventy-five  Years  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion."

PEACE,  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  FOR  WOMEN 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina 

Presbyterians  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  be 
interested  in  the  religious  activities  of  the  school  this 
term.  Among  the  highlights  of  this  work  have  been:  The 
Extension  Bible  Study  Class  taught  by  Miss  Lucy  Steele. 
This  work  was  begun  three  years  ago  with  the  idea  of  the 
course  comprising  three  years  of  work.  A  large  group 
of  women  has  thus  completed  the  course,  others  have 
taken  two  years  of  it,  while  another  group  has  com- 
pleted the  first  unit  of  it.  In  all,  some  two  hundred  women 
have  been  officially  registered  in  this  work  this  year  and 
a  large  number  has  attended  regularly.  As  a  special 
feature  of  the  course  the  last  five  lessons  were  given  over 
to  a  study  of  "The  Holy  Spirit,"  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
theme  for  the  year,  and  visitors  were  invited  to  attend 
these  lectures  if  interested.  About  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  women  attended  these  studies  in  addition  to  the 
regular  class,  making  over  three  hundred  women  of 
Raleigh  who  had  attended  some  part  of  the  Bible  work 
during  the  year.  Peace  is  planning  to  offer  these  courses 
again  in  1936-1937.  The  large  number  who  have  at- 
tended these  courses  and  their  punctual  attendance  at- 
test their  value.  Another  feature  of  this  Bible  Extension 
work  has  been  the  Circulating  Library  of  Inspirational 
Religious  Books.  About  forty  of  the  best  religious  books 
available  have  been  in  circulation  and  have  been  read 
with  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  profit. 

Miss  Steele  taught  the  Bible  Study,  "Genesis,"  in  Albe- 
marle, Granville,  Kings  Mountain,  Orange,  Fayetteville, 
and  Winston-Salem  Presbyterials  during  the  months  of 
April  and  May.  She  will  teach  a  course  in  "Christ's  Code 
of  Christian  Character  for  a  Young  Person"  at  the  David- 
son Young  People's  Conference.  She  will  also  teach 
"Genesis"  at  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Training  School  in 
Montreat  in  July. 

Two  Young  People's  Conferences  will  be  held  at  Peace 
this  summer.  The  Granville  Presbytery  Conference  will 
be  held  June  15-19  and  The  Wilmington  Presbytery  Young 
People's  Conference  will  be  held  the  week  of  June  22-26.

Are  you  thinking  of  going  to  college?  If  so,  are  you 
prepared  to  meet  the  strict  requirements  of  an  A-Grade 
Senior  College?  Have  you  all  the  Mathematics,  Foreign 
Language  or  Science  that  are  required  for  entrance  ?  Have 
you  learned  to  really  apply  yourself  in  your  studies? 
Many  who  fail  in  these  things  find  that  it  takes  from 
eighteen  months  to  two  years  to  complete  theii*  Freshman 
work.  Can  you  afford  this  additional  expense?  Presby- 
terian Junior  College  can  give  you  any  of  the  subjects 
that  you  have  omitted  in  high  school  and  can  strengthen 
you  on  your  weak  subjects  so  that  you  can  meet  the  strict 
requirements  of  a  Senior  College  in  your  later  years. 

Presbyterian  Junior  College  is  fully  acredited  before 
the  State  Board  of  Credits.  Its  faculty  consists  of  nine 
highly  trained  men  who  are  equipped  in  scholarship 
and  teaching  ability  so  that  they  can  help  the  student 
master  his  subject.  The  faculty  lends  a  sympathetic  and 
helpful  assistance  both  in  the  classroom  and  in  special 
coaching  classes  so  that  the  student  will  be  sure  to  under- 
stand the  material  covered.  The  College  requires  all 
students  to  observe  study  periods  five  nights  a  week.  This 
encourages  the  student  to  apply  himself  and  master  his 
subjects. 

There  has  been  an  active  student  body  of  one  hundred 
young  men  who  have  come  from  Georgia,  Alabama,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia,  District  of  Columbia, 
Cuba  and  Africa.  Twenty-eight  of  these  young  men 
have  qualified  for  graduation  and  will  receive  the  de- 
grees of  Associate  in  Commerce,  Associate  in  Science  and 
General  College  Diploma.  A  full  graduate  of  this  school 
enters  the  Junior  class  of  a  Senior  College.  Most  of  these 
students  will  enter  Senior  College  next  fall. 

There  are  three  needs  expressed  by  the  graduates  of 
high  schools  of  North  Carolina.  First,  that  they  have 
not  received  all  of  the  subjects  required  to  enter  a 
Senior  College.  Second,  that  they  have  not  been  made 
to  master  the  ground  work  in  the  major  courses  of  Mathe- 
matics, English,  Science  and  Foreign  Language.  Third, 
that  the  average  high  school  graduate  is  too  young  to  be 
placed  in  the  large  crowd  of  our  larger  Senior  Colleges. 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  meets  these  needs  with  a 
supervised  dormitory  life  and  personal  guidance.  Its 
courses  of  study  are  set  up  first  to  supplement  the  high 
school  courses  and  to  strengthen  all  high  school  subjects; 
second,  in  its  regular  college  work  it  uses  the  same  text 
books  and  material  of  the  Senior  College  and  in  its  small 
classes  and  with  sympathetic  help  from  the  faculty  as- 
sists the  student  in  mastering  his  subject;  third,  it  has 
a  business  course  which  prepares  a  student  to  do  office 
work  after  one  or  two  years  or  to  go  to  Senior  College 
for  further  work  in  Business  and  Commerce. 

Presbyterian  Junior  College  has  developed  a  fine  spirit 
of  sportsmanship  in  its  athletics.  Its  teams  will  be 
coached  by  one  of  the  outstanding  men  of  North  Carolina. 
We  participate  in  football,  basketball,  baseball,  track,  ten- 
nis and  boxing.  All  of  these  teams  have  had  very  suc- 
cessful seasons.  The  baseball  team  won  from  every 
Junior  College  except  one  in  the  State.  These  teams  are 
made  up  from  the  regular  student  body  who  are  required 
to  pass  two-thirds  of  their  work  before  they  can  partici- 
pate.    No    athletic    scholarships    are  given. 

This  school  tries  to  maintain  a  high  Christian  at- 
mosphere in  which  a  boy  can  build  a  Christian  character. 
The  student  body  consists  mostly  of  Presbyterian  boys 
but  the  Methodist,  Baptist,  Lutheran,  Christian  and 
Catholic  denominations  are  represented.  There  are  strong 
Methodist,  Baptist  and  Presbyterian  churches  in  Maxton 
which  are  supplied  with  outstanding  men  of  their  de- 
nomination. All  of  these  men  give  their  services  fully 
to  the  students  and  their  problems. 

The  cost  of  education  at  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
is  extremely  low.

THE  YEAR  CLOSING 
By  D.  D.  MacBryde 

The  one  hundred  and  twenty-fourth  session  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  now  ended,  has  been  a  fruitful 
year  and  a  memorable  one.  It  marks  the  completion  of 
the  tenth  year,  as  President,  of  Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.;  and 
the  completion  of  the  twentieth  year  of  the  Graduate 
Department,  under  Dean  Edward  Mack.  Mingling  sor- 
row with  its  record  of  joy,  the  year  also  marks  the  pass- 
ing of  Dr.  Thomas  Cary  Johnson,  revered  Professor  of 
Church  History  and  Theology. 

There  were  in  attendance  this  session  86  undergraduate 
and  41  graduate  students.  An  additional  18  pastors  were 
pursuing  work  for  their  doctor's  degree  in  absentia. 
Twenty-five  men  were  graduated  with  the  B.  D.  degree, 
one  with  the  Regular  Diploma  without  degree  and  one 
with  the  English  Diploma.  Eight  Th.M.  degrees  were 
awarded.  Rev.  L.  G.  Calhoun,  A.B.,  B.  D.,  a  missionary 
to  Brazil,  was  awarded  the  Th.D.  degree. 

Outside  names  that  have  figured  in  making  the  year 
an  auspicious  one,  include  such  speakers  as:  Dr.  John 
Miller  Wells,  Jubilee  year  Sprunt  Lecturer;  Dr.  Charles 
R.  Erdman  of  Princeton,  Dr.  Robert  E.  Speer  of  New 
York  City,  Rev.  E.  B.  McGukin  of  Winchester,  Dr.  J. 
B.  Massey  of  Hampden-Sydney,  General  Chang  Chih- 
Kiang,  Nanking,  Ku,  China;  Dr.  Toyohiko  Kagawa,  from 
Kobe,  Japan;  Rev.  Harold  Bridgman,  Yencheng,  Ku, 
China;  Dr.  J.  I.  Paisley,  Kwangju,  Korea;  Mr.  Joseph  B. 
Johnston,  Barium  Springs,  N.  C. 

Commencement  speakers,  each  bringing  ringing  chal- 
lenge, included  Dr.  John  B.  McSween,  former  President 
of  Presbyterian  College,  who  delivered  the  Annual  Mis- 
sionary Address  before  the  S.M.I. ;  Dr.  James  B.  Hutton, 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  who  preached  the  Baccalaureate 
Sermon;  and  Dr.  W.  W.  Pharr,  Seminary  Trustee  of 
Mount  Hope,  W.  Va.,  who  delivered  the  Graduation  Ad- 
dress on  May  12th. 

Besides  the  regular  classroom  work  and  studies 
of  the  students,  the  year  also  brought  manifold  oppor- 
tunities to  members  of  the  student-body  for  varied  out- 
side experiences  in  practical  work.  Work,  in  the  form  of 
brief  services,  in  factories,  jails,  penitentiary  (state), 
hospitals,  convalescent  camps,  fire  stations,  etc.,  besides 
teaching  Sunday  School  classes,  and  doing  supply  preach- 
ing, has  added  helpful  experience  to  the  regular  work  on 
the  campus.  Students  have  also  led  conferences  and 
services  in  other  cities:  one  this  year  having  conducted 
the  Spring  Services  at  Davidson  College,  another  the 
Spring  Services  at  Queens-Chicora  College,  and  still  anr 
other  a  four-day  annual  series  at  East  Carolina  Teachers' 
College.  Two  students  conducted  group  discussions  at 
a  State  Preparatory  School  Conference,  held  t!  is  year 
for  the  State  of  Virginia  at  Natural  Bridge.  Other  stu- 
dents have  represented  the  Seminary  at  such  gatherings 
as  the  Southern  Inter-Seminary  Conference,  Atlanta,  the 
Fifth  National  Conference  of  Theological  Students,  and 
the  Twelfth  Quadrennial  Convention  of  Student  Volun- 
teers, in  Indianapolis.  In  these  and  in  other  ways,  our 
students  are  keeping  in  touch  with  the  main  currents  of 
religious  life  in  our  nation. 

THE  SUMMER  AHEAD 

This  date  will  find  a  majority  of  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  on  the  way  to  the  scene  of  their  summer  or 
permanent  work.  While  this  is  being  written  all  of 
this  year's  graduates  have  not  yet  accepted  definite  fields. 
Yet  many  have  work  in  prospect.  The  summer  will  find 
our  undergratuates  assisting  city  pastors  in  places  as 
far  removed  as  Washington  and  Kansas  City,  and  en- 
gaging in  many  types  of  church  and  mission  work.  Eleven 
of  these  will  serve  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  One 
goes  as  far  afield  as  the  Panama  Canal  Zone  to  act  as 
summer  supply  in  one  of  the  churches  there. 

Union  Seminary  looks  upon  North  Carolina  Synod  as 
the  source  of  more  undergraduate  Presbyterian  students 
than  any  other  synod.  The  Seminary  also  w.shes  to  ex- 
press its  gratitude  to  North  Carolina  Synod  for  the  en-

attempt  to  fit  myself  for  the  work  through  prayer  and 
study;  praying  that  I  may  become  attuned  to  God,  form- 
ing a  partnership  business  with  Him.

She  asked  God  not 
to  let  any  little  birds  get  caught  in  those  traps  and  then 
she  ran  out  in  the  yard  and  kicked  them  all  down — That's 
praying  and  working. 

The  goal  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  "all  the  women 
of  the  church  studying,  praying  and  giving  to  all  the 
causes  of  the  church."  As  a  secretary  of  cause  I  would 
have  as  my  aim  to  interest  as  many  women  as  possible 
in  the  auxiliary  in  studying,  praying  and  giving  to  the 
particular  cause  that  I  represent — Yes,  I  would  tell  others 
about  my  work. 

I  would  be  prepared  well  in  advance  for  the  auxiliary 
program  that  I  am  responsible  for,  remembering  that 
that  is  my  opportunity  for  "getting  across"  my  special 
cause,  and  my  opportunity  is  lost  if  I  fall  down  on  the 
job.

A  backward  look!  And  what  revelations  we  have  as 
we  take  that  backward  look.  In  our  Presbyterial,  Gran- 
ville, we  find  that  we  are  top  notch  in  studying,  all  kinds 
of  studying.  A  large  percent  of  the  Auxiliaries  attained 
the  objectives  on  Bible  Study,  Mission  Study,  General 
Study,  but  my  what  a  blow  when  we  see  that  we  have  only 
three  attaining  the  objective  on  Family  Altar,  eight  on 
Tithing,  one  on  Personal  Workers'  Groups  and  seven  on 
Annual  Increase  in  Gifts  to  Associational  Causes!

putting  of  Christ  and  His  Church  first  in  the  hearts  and 
lives  of  the  members  of  that  church  and  then,  conse- 
quently, in  the  life  of  the  Auxiliary.

FACTS  ABOUT  THE  WORK 

When,  about  1923,  Orange  Presbytery  was  cut  in 
two,  forming  the  new  Presbytery  of  Winston-Salem, 
this  Presbytery  deemed  it  wise  to  no  longer  employ 
a  superintendent  for  its  home  mission  work,  as  there 
remained  little  pioneer  work  to  do  after  the  division, 
Presbyterianism  being  fairly  well  established  in  all 
parts  of  the  Presbytery.  But  in  recent  years  there 
has  arisen  a  feeling  among  members  of  the  Home 
Missions  committee,  which  is  composed  of  represent- 
ative ministers  and  laymen  of  the  Presbytery,  that 
there  is  need  for  a  superintendent.  It  is  believed 
that  a  superintendent  on  the  field,  visiting  the 
churches,  holding  meetings,  conferring  with  the  pas- 
tors and  advising  with  them,  can  have  an  oversight 
of  the  work  that  would  be  most  helpful,  and  in  a  way 
that  the  chairman  of  the  committee  cannot.  Also,  it 
is  believed  that  he  might  encourage  many  of  the 
fields  to  do  more  financially  and  some  of  them  to 
even  become  self-supporting,  thus  releasing  funds  to 
be  used  in  more  needy  places.  Of  course,  the  great 
hindrance  to  employing  a  superintendent  has  been 
the  lack  of  funds,  contributions  to  this  cause  now 
for  some  years  past  being  so  painfully  few  and  small 
as  to  render  it  impossible  to  pay  our  men  their  sal- 
aries in  full,  one  year  recently  only  49  per  cent  being 
paid.  And  so  it  has  seemed  unwise  to  employ  a 
superintendent  until  more  funds  were  in  sight.  But 
it  was  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  Home  Missions 
committee  at  its  meeting  on  April  9  to  recommend 
to  Presbytery  that  a  superintendent  be  employed, 
believing  that  his  work  would  result  in  increased 
interest  and  enough  additional  contributions  to  more 
than  take  care  of  his  salary,  after  six  months  or  a 
year,  and  with  some  funds  from  other  sources  to 
supplement  salary.  And,  present  at  that  committee 
meeting,  as  regular  members  of  the  committee,  were 
two  of  the  most  successful  business  men  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, both  honored  elders  in  their  respective 
churches.  And  so,  following  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee,  Presbytery,  at  its  spring  meeting  at 
Sanford,  on  April  15,  voted  to  employ  a  superintend- 
ent. And,  following  the  committee's  second  recom- 
mendation, Presbytery  elected  Dr.  C.  E.  Hodgin  to 
the  office  for  a  period  of  one  year.  At  this  writing, 
Dr.  Hodgin  has  not  yet  announced  his  decision  as  to 
acceptance  of  the  work,  being  in  Lewisburg,  West 
Virginia,  supplying  the  pulpit  of  the  Old  Stone 
Church  in  the  absence  of  their  pastor. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Home  Missions 
committee  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  showed  that 
he  was  able  to  pay  our  men  on  the  field  only  80.1  per 
cent  of  the  salaries  (conditionally)  promised  them. 
It  was  one  year  ago,  at  its  spring  meeting,  that  Pres- 
bytery changed  the  percentage  of  benevolent  funds 
for  Presbytery's  Home  Missions  from  around  12^/^ 
per  cent  to  approximately  17  per  cent.  Even  with 
this  substantial  increase  our  showing  is  considerably 
worse  than  last  year,  when  we  paid  our  men  90.% 
per  cent.  If  this  change  in  percentages  had  not  been 
made  the  showing  would  have  been  distressingly  low. 
However,  in  the  year  1934-'35,  we  received  a  dona- 
tion of  $500  from  Assembly's  Home  Missions  com- 


mittee. But,  to  partially  offset  this,  we  received  this 
past  year  a  special  gift  of  $200.  We  are  happy  to 
state  that  this  $200  was  sent  by  some  "unknown 
friend,"  who  sent  a  check  for  this  amount  through 
his  bank,  to  be  distributed  among  our  home  mission 
pastors  to  afford  them  some  much  needed  Christmas 
cheer.  And  so  this  $200  went  to  swell  the  total  pay- 
ments to  our  men  to  80.1  per  cent.  It  was  indeed 
a  gracious  and  generous  act  and  helped  our  men  at 
a  needy  time. 

Gratifying  reports  come  from  the  Riverview 
church,  which  is  across  the  river  from  Leaksville 
and  Spray,  in  Rockingham  county.  The  Rev.  J.  S. 
Cook  entered  upon  his  work  there  last  November  1, 
and  is  giving  his  full  time  to  that  church.  There  is 
widespread  and  enthusiastic  interest  on  the  part  of 
both  Presbyterians  and  people  of  other  denomin- 
ations. Mr.  Cook  is  the  only  resident  pastor  in  this 
large  industrial  community.  There  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  attendance  at  both  Sunday  school  and 
preaching  services  of  about  400  percent  since  Mr. 
Cook  began  the  work  there.  The  prospects  for  a 
thriving  church  there  are  very  bright  indeed.  ' 

The  Glenwood  church  had  a  social  and  supper 
for  the  entire  membership  of  the  church,  on  March 
27.  Different  officers  of  church,  Sunday  school.  Aux- 
iliary and  Young  People's  groups,  made  brief  ad- 
dresses recounting  the  work  of  the  year  and  calling 
for  loyal  support  for  the  year  following.  A  male 
quartet  sang  several  sacred  songs. 

Rev.  D.  J.  Blackwell  reports  many  improvements 
on  the  Leaksville  church  plant:  Church  painted,  roof 
repaired,  furnace  replaced  with  a  much  better  one. 

The  old  Speedwell  church,  about  five  miles  west 
of  Reidsville,  had  its  annual  home-coming  on  May 
10.  The  church  was  repaired  and  re-painted  before 
that  and  its  appearance  greatly  improved,  especially 
on  the  inside.  Rev.  E.  H.  Clarke  is  pastor  of  this 
church  and  Greenwood. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Mann  reports  that  two  interested 
friends  of  the  Eno  church  at  Cedar  Grove,  persons 
who  are  not  members  of  that  church  either,  have 
donated  a  piano  to  the  church. 

Rev.  R.  F.  Whitley  reports  that  additional  dea- 
cons have  recently  been  elected  in  all  the  churches 
of  his  group:  Yanceyville,  Bethesda,  Griers  and 
Pleasant  Grove,  and  that  new  building  programs 
have  been  outlined  at  all  the  churches.  Also  he 
says:  "Above  all,  we  are  planning  how  we  can  be 
an  independent  field  after  next  year." 

Our  great  need  is  still  for  more  funds.  This 
work  is  basic,  and  essential  to  the  life  of  the  church. 
These  old  country  churches  are  the  source  of  supply 
for  ministers,  missionaries  and  other  Christian  work- 
ers. If  they  are  not  kept  going,  the  very  life  of  the 
church  will  be  greatly  impoverished.  We  appeal  for 
help  from  those  who  are  able,  and  to  all  our  people 
to  "honor  the  Lord  with  their  substance,  and  with 
the  first-fruits  of  all  their  increase,"  to  contribute 
at  least  a  tenth  of  their  incomes  to  the  Lord's  work, 
that  all  our  labors  in  the  great  harvest  fields  of  the 
world  may  prosper,  and  we  may  have  a  larger  part 
in  the  great  ingathering.

Regis- 
tration will  be  at  Barium  Springs  where  supper  will  be 
served.  The  evening  session  will  be  held  at  Mitchell  Col- 
lege at  7 :30  o'clock,  where  the  opening  sermon  will  be 
preached  by  the  retiring  moderator,  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie, 
D.  D.

HOME  MISSIONS  WORKERS'  "WORLDLY  CARES 
AND  AVOCATIONS" 

They  should  be  "Free"  from  them  but  how  can  they 
when  the  wolf  is  at  the  door,  the  tax  collector  on  the 
doorstep,  and  bills  like  an  avalanche  descend  upon  them 
and  their  monthly  checks  fail  to  arrive  or  when  it  is  re- 
ceived is  like  a  cake  of  soap  after  a  week's  wash  because 
of  its  reduced  amount?  Our  congregations  wisely  make 
provision  at  the  installation  of  pastors  that  they  be  "free 
from  worldly  cares  and  avocations."  This  obligation 
applies  with  equal  force  to  the  ministers  sent  on  the  firing 
line  and  to  the  front  trenches — our  faithful  Home  Mission 
Workers.  What  they  endure  without  murmur  or  com- 
plaint makes  one's  heart  bleed.  Salaries  in  many  instances 
are  two  to  three  months  behind.  Many  churches  have  not 
contributed  a  penny  to  the  support  of  these  faithful  men 
and  women  and  the  year  is  nearly  half  gone.  Will 
YOU  not  investigate,  and  if  your  church  has  not  done  her 
part  to  relieve  our  workers  in  the  Homeland  doing  the 
foundation  work  of  the  whole  church,  see  that  a  remit- 
tance is  forwarded  at  once  for  the  cause  of  SYNODICAL 
HOME  MISSIONS. 


THE  2%  FOR  STATE  INSTITUTIONS 

At  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  the  percentages  of 
Benevolences  were  changed  and  2  per  cent  was  designated 
for  Religious  Work  in  our  State  Institutions.  The  need 
for  this  work  is  apparent  to  all.  In  these  institutions 
are  more  Presbyterian  boys  and  girls  from  North  Carolina 
than  are  found  in  our  three  "A"  grade  colleges  of  David- 
son,   Queens-Chicora,    and    Flora    McDonald  combined. 
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These  young  people  are  our  very  own  and  should  have 
thrown  around  them  the  very  best  Christian  influences 
possible  during  the  formative  period  they  are  in  college. 
This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Presbyterians  of  North 
Carolina.  They  can  discharge  this  obligation  through 
their  churches  by  seeing  that  the  2  per  cent  of  their 
benevolences  is  forwarded  promptly  each  month  to  Rev. 
E.  E.  Gillespie,  Treasurer,  Box  1124,  Greensboro,  N.  C.  We 
have  one  worker  at  each  of  our  four  State  Institutions. 
For  the  four  months  we  have  received  only  $458.90  for 
this  cause,  just  a  little  more  than  an  average  of  $100  for 
each  worker  for  four  months,  or  $25.00  per  month  per 
institution.  We  feel  sure  many  churches  have  overlooked 
this  percentage  unintentionally,  as  it  is  the  first  year  iti 
has  been  in  the  budget.

HOW  THE  FUND  IS  SUPERVISED 

Synod  committed  the  management  of  this  work  in  the 
State  Institutions  to  Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee. 
This  is  a  representative  committee  composed  of  the  chair- 
men of  all  Presbyterial  Home  Mission  Committees  and 
one  ruling  elder  from  each  Presbytery.  With  such  an 
efficient  committee  the  churches  are  assured  of  a  wise 
and  conscientious  administration  of  this  trust  committed 
to  them.

THE  INSTITUTIONS  AIDED 

Our  Presbyterian  boys  and  girls  are  distributed  among 
the  following  State  Educational  Institutions:  Woman's 
College  of  U.  N.  C,  Greensboro,  252;  University  of  N.  C, 
Chapel  Hill,  485;  State  College,  Raleigh,  225;  and  Eastern 
Carolina  Teachers'  College,  Greenville,  180;  total  1142. 
Our  young  people  from  Presbyterian  homes  in  N.  C.  are 
cared  for  by  just  one  religious  worker  at  each  institu- 
tion. We  feel  sure  that  the  Presbyterians  of  North 
Carolina  need  only  to  have  the  above  facts  brought  to 
their  attention.

NATIONAL  PREACHING  MISSION  IN  RALEIGH 

Headed  by  E.  Stanley  Jones,  the  speakers  of  the 
National  Preaching  Mission  are  coming  to  Raleigh  on 
Thanksgiving  Day  for  a  four-day  Preaching  Mission. 
Services  will  be  held  each  evening  in  Memorial  Audi- 
torium. Friday  and  Saturday  there  will  be  seminars  for 
ministers  on  various  phases  of  the  Christian  Message  and 
the  Christian  Program.  These  discussions  will  be  led  by 
the  speakers  of  the  Mission.  There  will  also  be  discus- 
sion groups  for  laymen  and  for  women.  Late  afternoon 
meetings  will  be  held  for  young  people.  There  will  be 
street  preaching  and  shop  meetings.  The  day  services  are 
to  be  held  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

Following  the  Four-day  Preaching  Mission  in  Raleigh 
there  is  to  be  a  simultaneous  Eight-Day  Preaching  Mis- 
sion which  it  is  hoped  will  reach  the  majority  of  the 
churches  of  all  denominations  in  North  Carolina  the 
week  of  November  29-December  6.  This  is  to  be  a  united 
co-operative  effort  in  soul-winning.  Each  pastor  is 
urged  to  prepare  for  services  in  his  own  church  or 
churches  that  week.  It  is  suggested  that  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable the  pastors  do  their  own  preaching. 

The  Presbyterian  ministers  and  laymen  of  North 
Carolina  are  urged  to  come  to  Raleigh  for  the  meetings 
there  and  then  go  home  to  join  in  this  great  state-wide, 
effort  in  soul-winning. 
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West  Raleigh:  This  church  doubled  its  enrollment  in 
the  church  school  so  it  has  built  a  new  church  school  build- 
ing without  incurring  a  building  debt  and  doubled  its 
pledges  to  the  church.  It  is  now  ready  to  take  care  of 
the  steadily  increasing  number  of  Presbyterian  boys  at 
State  College,  and  asks  your  co-operation  in  reaching 
new  students.  Pastors  and  parents  of  such  students  are 
asked  to  write  Rev.  John  H.  Grey,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the 
West  Raleigh  church. 

Nahala:  "The  people  have  a  mind  to  work,"  writes 
Rev.  A.  J.  Crane,  pastor,  they  are  meeting  their  budget 
regularly  and  in  full,  and  we  have  had  large  congrega- 
tions at  Sunday  school  and  church  services  during  the 
summer. 

Marshville:  The  splendid  prayer  meeting  services,  with 
about  forty  members  in  attendance,  have  made  a  study 
of  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Romans.  Mr.  Marion  G.  Bredwell 
of  Columbia  Seminary  has  supplied  this  church  for  the 
summer  months. 

Varina:  Members  of  this  church  and  their  friends  are 
co-operating  in  the  building  of  a  beautiful  new  manse 
next  to  the  church.  By  efficient  management  and  team- 
work they  are  erecting  their  manse  without  incurring  a 
debt.  A  splendid  Bible  school  with  well  over  a  hundred 
in  attendance  benefited  not  only  the  young  people  of 
this  church  but  all  the  children  of  the  tovra. 

Willow  Springs:  The  weather  was  warm  but  the  chil- 
dren came  to  the  Bible  school.  We  had  about  fifty  young 
people  who  showed  great  interest  in  learning  more  about 
the  Bible.  The  Sunday  school  also  shows  a  large  increase 
in  attendance. 

Mt.  Pleasant:  A  new  church  is  the  hope  of  the  people 
of  this  congregation.    They  have  already  started  a  '  Build 
ing  Fund."    The  Bible  school  will  be  held  some  time  in 
September. 

Riverview:  Much  has  been  accomplished  in  this  field 
since  Rev.  J.  S.  Cook  came  here  last  October.  Forty- 
three  have  been  received  into  the  church,  the  Sunday 
school  enrollment  has  climbed  from  50  to  190,  new  chairs 
have  been  purchased  for  the  primary  department  and  the 
choir,  and  the  exterior  of  the  church  has  been  painted. 
This  summer  a  splendid  Bible  school  was  conducted  by 
local  teachers.  Three  fine  circles  in  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
worked  to  send  delegates  to  the  conference  at  Elon.  Visi- 
ble results  have  been  realized  already  in  the  re-organiza- 
tion of  the  Young  People's  Society  and  the  greater  in- 
terest shovra  in  the  work. 

Pageland:  The  Pageland  Church,  writes  Rev.  Leonard 
T.  Gill,  has  shown  a  marked  advance  in  attendance  and 
gifts.  We  have  organized  a  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  are 
now  remodelling  the  church,  erecting  four  Sunday  school 
rooms,  balcony,  choir  loft  and  pulpit,  at  a  cost  of  $600.00. 
Three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  this  amount  has  been 
raised  rijht  in  this  community. 

Anson  County:  The  church  of  Morven,  Camden  and 
Lilesville  where  Rev.  J.  P.  McNatt  has  just  completed 
five  years  of  service  September  1,  are  building  a  manse 
for  Rev.  and  Mrs.  McNatt  and  their  young  son  Ralph 
Sidney.  The  manse  is  located  at  Morven  and  the  building 
is  in  charge  of  Mr.  V.  L.  Wall,  an  elder  in  the  Morven 
Church.  Rev.  S.  H.  Fulton,  of  Laurinburg,  has  just  com- 
pleted a  meeting  in  Morven.  The  Presbyterian  and  Metho- 
dist Churches  united  in  this  series  of  services. 


Kenly  Group:  Center  Ridge,  of  which  Rev.  C.  F.  Allen 
is  pastor,  reports  that  their  Sunday  school  building  is 
finished  and  occupied.  This  building  was  built  entirely 
by  volunteer  labor.  At  Spring  Hill  a  Sunday  school  has 
been  organized  and  is  growing  fast.  A  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary has  been  organized  at  White  Oak  and  is  very 
active  in  its  work.  The  Kenly  Sunday  school  is  growing 
fast  and  the  Auxiliary  and  Young  People's  Society  are 
active. 

Greensboro:  The  second  Sunday  in  September  is  the 
20th  anniversary  of  Dr.  Myers  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church.  These  years  of  service  by  pastor  and  people  have 
been  mutually  happy  and  exceedingly  fruitful. 

Shearer:  Eight  new  members  have  been  received  re- 
cently in  this  church.  The  prayer  meetings  have  been  re- 
markably good,  the  attendance  ranging  from  50  to  75. 

Centre:  A  splendid  summer  Bible  school  was  con- 
ducted by  our  own  people.  The  attendance  was  excep- 
tionally good.  Rev.  J.  Kenton  Parker  is  pastor  of 
Shearer  and  Centre  churches. 

West  Jefiferson:  Rev.  John  W.  Luke  reports  a  very 
good  meeting  held  in  this  church.  About  40  people  made 
profession  and  27  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Leaksville:  Since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  12  have 
been  added  to  the  Leaksville  church,  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  installment  of  a  new  furnace,  the  ad- 
dition of  furnace  room  and  the  beautification  of  the  inside 
walls  of  the  church.  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  will  conduct  an 
evangelistic   service   in  October. 

EIBethel:  Rev.  D.  J.  Blackwell,  who  is  pastor  of  the 
Leaksville  and  EIBethel  churches,  writes  that  17  additions 
have  been  made  to  this  church,  stage  curtains  have  been 
hung  across  the  church  for  use  in  pageants  and  to  give 
privacy  to  two  Sunday  school  classes,  and  the  floor  has 
been  cleaned,  shellacked,  and  waxed.  A  fine  evangelistic 
service  was  held  in  June.  Rev.  J.  S.  Cook  did  most  of  the 
preaching. 

Fountain:  A  successful  summer  Bible  school  was  held. 
Several  have  completed  the  Child's  Catechism  and  one  or 
two  the  Shorter  Catechism.  Four  young  people  attended 
the  Young  People's  Conference  at  Neuse  Forest.  A  series 
of  meetings,  with  Rev.  J.  R.  Potts  to  assist  the  pastor 
will  be  held  from  August  30th. 

Falkland:  Mrs.  C.  A.  Lawrence  attended  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  Training  School  at  Montreat.  A  very  fine  Bible 
school  was  conducted  in  this  church.  Most  of  the  boys  and 
girls  received  certificates  for  good  work. 

Farmville:  Rev.  H.  M.  Wilson,  who  is  pastor  of  Foun- 
tain, Falkland,  and  Farmville  churches,  writes  that  a 
union  Bible  school  was  held  in  the  public  school  building, 
with  Mrs.  J.  M.  Hobgood  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  serv- 
ing as  the  efficient  superintendent.  The  Presbyterian 
Church  was  well  represented  in  the  school  and  good  work 
was  done.    A  new  brick  veneer  manse,  which  is  located 
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just  across  the  street  from  the  church,  is  very  near 
completion. 

Delgado:  Dr.  C.  C.  Myers,  pastor  of  this  church,  re- 
ports a  most  successful  Bible  School,  with  an  enrollment 
of  86.  The  commencement  program  was  given  to  a  full 
house.  The  handiwork  of  the  girls,  consisting  of  pil- 
low cases,  dresser  scarfs,  handkerchiefs,  and  window-cur- 
tains were  given  to  Dr.  George  Worth  to  be  used  in  his 
hospital  in  China. 

McCl'ure  Memorial:  This  is  a  mission  of  St.  Andrews 
Church  of  Wilmington.  A  Young  People's  Society  has 
recently  been  organized;  it  has  weekly  meetings  and  a 
good  attendance. 

Hemp-Bensalem:  Three  daily  vacation  Bible  schools 
have  been  held  in  this  field  either  by  our  churches  or  by 
other  churches  with  our  people  co-operating.  Total  en- 
rollment: 115.  The  Sunday  school  is  growing.  An  evan- 
gelistic meeting  is  being  planned.  Rev.  J.  W.  Crinkey  is 
pastor. 

Berea  and  Bethany:  Miss  Martha  Houek,  our  Home 
Mission  worker,  writes,  "Church  services  were  held  at  each 
chapel  twice  during  the  month  by  Rev.  E.  C.  Lynch.  Sun- 
day school  picnics  were  sponsored  and  proved  of  great 
value  in  stimulating  interest  in  the  work.  Daily  vacation 
Bible  schools  conducted  in  these  chapels  were  most  gratify- 
ing.    We  are  moving  forward. 

Selma:  Four  successful  Bible  schools  were  held  in  this 
field  during  the  summer  months.  Mr.  Phillip  M.  Cory,  a 
rising  middler  in  Union  Theological  Seminary.  Richmond, 
Va.,  directed  our  schools.  In  the  first  three,  we  also  had 
the  eflficient  help  of  Miss  Lillian  Blue  from  the  Progres- 
sive Church.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Neil  R.  McGeachy  worked  in 
all  the  schools.  Rev.  McGeachy,  pastor,  writes  also:  "We 
are  planning  a  teachers'  training  school  at  the  Selma 
Church  in  September  and  evangelistic  services  at  the  other 
three  churches.  The  prospects  here  at  the  close  of  a  very 
successful  summer  are  better  than  they  have  been  since 
I  came  to  this  field." 

Camp  Greene-Nevins,  Charlotte:  The  work  in  this  sub- 
urban field  of  Charlotte  has  been  richly  blessed  of  God — 
within  one  year  and  three  weeks  62  members  have  been 
received  at  Camp  Greene  and  18  at  Nevins;  23  of  this 
number  have  been  received  since  April  1.  The  membership 
of  the  Camp  Greene  church  has  increased  within  a  year 
almost  111  percent  and  that  of  Nevins  a  little  more  than 
25  percent.  Daily  vacation  Bible  schools  have  been  held 
in  both  churches  with  splendid  attendance  led  by  faithful 
and  efficient  corps  of  teachers.  The  average  attendance 
being  about  50  at  one  and  76  at  the  other.  Inspirational 
talks  were  made  by  Dr.  J.  S.  Sibley,  the  minister  in 
charge  of  this  work,  on  "Christ,  the  Ideal  Youth."  New 
pulpit  chairs  were  presented  to  the  Camp  Greene  church 
by  the  men's  Bible  classes  of  the  Second  and  Myers  Park 
churches  of  Charlotte,  and  new  and  handsome  pews  have 
been  put  in  the  church  by  the  woman's  auxiliary  and 
Sabbath  school.  Messrs.  H.  K.  Sledge  and  John  S.  Neely 
have  been  elected,  ordained,  and  installed  as  deacons  in 
the  Camp  Greene  church.  Mr.  T.  B.  Houton  has  been 
elected  ruling  elder,  and  Messrs.  R.  P.  McGraw  and  H. 
Byrd  deacons  of  the  Nevins  church.  The  various  organi- 
zations of  the  churches  are  functioning  under  efficient 
leadership. 

St.  Andrews,  Wilmington:  This  church  of  which  Dr.  C. 
H.  Storey  is  pastor,  has  recently  secured  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Frank  A.  Heberlein  of  the  Westminster  Choir  School  to 
inaugurate  the  Westminster  Plan  in  our  church  and  train 
four  choirs:  Juniors,  Intermediates,  Young  People,  and 
Adults.  They  will  give  their  full  time  to  this  work,  giv- 
ing private  instruction  to  choir  members  without  charge. 
Equal  opportunity  is  given  to  each  member  of  the  church. 
This  church  hopes  to  be  known  as  a  singing  church. 

Pink  Hill  Field:  The  churches  comprising  this  group 
are  Pink  Hill,  Hebron,  Smiths,  and  Pleasant  View.  Rev. 
L.  W.  Kessler,  pastor,  writes  that  fine  Bible  schools  were 
held  in  June  and  were  well  attended.  There  is  need  of  a 
manse  in  this  field. 


Jeflferson:  A  great  revival  by  Rev.  Dan  Graham  drew 
the  largest  crowds  that  have  ever  come  to  Jeflferson  for 
worship.    The  meeting  lasted  three  weeks  and  a  great 
many  extension  services  were  held.     There  were  more  ' 
than  150  professions. 

Lansing:  On  August  5,  Dr.  Robert  King  of  Johnson 
City,  Tenn.  concluded  a  great  Christian  Chautauqua. 
Twenty-five  were  added  to  the  church  on  profession  and 
three  by  statement.  Two  hundred  and  two  were  enrolled 
in  the  Bible  school  with  an  average  attendance  of  97. 
Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  is  pastor  of  the  Jefferson  and  Lansing 
churches. 

Asheboro:  The  daily  vacation  Bible  school  in  this 
church  was  an  all  Bible  school.  Hymns  and  their  history, 
mission  work  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  Bible 
Geography,  Bible  and  memory  work  made  up  the  pro- 
gram. Eleven  children  recited  the  Child's  Catechism  and 
received  Testaments.  Ten  women  from  the  Auxiliary 
attended  the  training  school  at  Montreat  and  received 
much  inspiration  and  information. 

Greenville:  Rev.  Robt.  C.  Grady,  pastor,  writes,  "The 
Rev.  J.  J.  Murray  conducted  a  week  of  evangelistic  meet- 
ings in  the  late  spring.    Most  helpful  and  challenging  [ 
messages  were  heard.    Four  professions  were  made.

A  fine  Li 
vacation  Bible  school  was  held  the  latter  part  of  June. 
Enrollment  was  113  and  there  were  25  regular  helpers  be- 
sides a  number  of  others  who  came  in  for  special  work. 
The  spirit  of  the  school  was  unusually  good  and  the  work 
done  was  of  a  high  order.    At  our  recent  communion 
service  a  fine  congregation  was  present.    Seven  persons 
had  been  received  since  the  last  observance  of  the  Supper, 
two  by  profession,  one  on  re-affirmation,  and  the  others  by  ^ 
letter.

CAN  WE  PAY  OUR  DEBTS? 

Rev.  P.  D.  Miller,  D.  D. 

We  can.  By  that  I  mean  the  Presbyterian  Church 
is  able  to  pay  all  that  stands  against  her  agencies 
and  institutions.  A  per  capita  gift  of  less  than  $50 
for  that  purpose  would  produce  enough  money  to  pay 
all  that  is  owed  by  individual  churches,  committees, 
seminaries,  colleges,  schools,  orphanages  and  con- 
ference grounds.  Now  $50  per  capita  is  a  lot  of 
money  and  no  one  will  deny  that  fact,  but  it  is  not  an 
impossible  amount.  It  is  less  than  most  good  winter 
coats  will  cost  this  fall  and  no  more  than  the  aver- 
age well  dressed  business  man  pays  for  one  suit.  It 
is  less  than  most  Presbyterian  families  pay  for  a 
radio  and  for  less  than  half  the  initial  payment  on  a 
Ford  car.  We  are  finding  money  for  these  things 
every  day  but  few  of  us  have  worried  any  over  pay- 
ing off  these  obligations  that  rest  upon  the  Lord's 
work  from  depression  days.  According  to  the  way  we 
are  spending  money  for  other  things  we  could  pay 
them  if  we  really  wanted  it  done. 

We  will.  By  that  I  mean  every  dollar  we  Pres- 
byterians owe  is  a  good  debt.  Investors  in  South 
American  bonds  have  written  many  of  them  off. 
Buyers  of  real  estate  mortgages  placed  on  inflated 
values  have  taken  their  losses.  Those  who  were 
bulls  on  the  1929  stock  market  have  kissed  their 
money  good-by  long  ago  and  tried  to  forget  the  dizzy 
figures  and  the  consequent  headache.  But  those 
banks  and  individuals  who  loaned  money  to  Presby- 
terian churches,  schools  and  committees  expect  to 
get  a  hundred  cents  on  the  dollar  and  most  of  them 
will  get  it.  Our  church  has  never  impaired  her  credit 
rating  through  default  of  honest  obligations  and  we 
have  no  idea  of  doing  so  now.  A  church  that  will  de- 
fault on  a  legal,  or  moral,  obligation  while  there  is  a 
dollar  left  in  her  membership  is  not  fit  to  declare  the 
ethics  of  Jesus  to  a  morally  decadent  world.  And  be- 
cause they  know  that  is  forever  true,  Presbyterian 
people  will  pay  exactly  what  their  bond  calls  for. 

We  should.  By  that  I  mean  to  say  these  church 
debts  should  be  paid  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment. A  few  of  them  may  have  been  foolishly  in- 
curred in  the  optimistic  twenties,  but  most  of  them 
represent  sober  borrowing  for  sane  and  legitimate 
purposes.  Money  thus  borrowed  and  for  which  we 
have  already  received  benefit,  ought  to  be  paid  back 
at  once. 

We  ought  to  pay  now  because  these  debts  hang 
like  a  menacing  and  hindering  shadow  over  those 
institutions  and  agencies  who  owe  them.  The  other 
day  a  pastor  of  another  denomination  told  me  he  had 
accepted  a  call  away  from  his  present  field  because 
every  forward  step  he  proposed  was  blocked  by  a 
debt  which  his  people  owed  but  were  not  paying. 
We  can  never  be  free  to  do  what  ought  to  be  done 
in  these  days  while  the  hindering  hand  of  debt  from 
other  days  is  resting  upon  us.  Some  of  our  Chris- 
tian colleges  face  now  the  day  of  their  greatest 
usefulness,  but  cannot  meet  the  opportunity  because 
they  owe  debts  contracted  in  other  years.  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions  have  seldom  faced  more  open 
and  inviting  doors,  but  they  are  held  back  by  the  ne- 
cessity for  carrying  out  a  just  assembly  order  that 
debts  be  paid  before  any  expansion  is  undertaken. 


Their  debts  were  incurred  through  no  bad  manage- 
ment but  only  through  the  unforeseen  circumstances 
of  depression  days.  One  dollar  per  member  from 
the  church  would  set  these  agencies  free  any  day 
we  decided  to  give  it.  What  a  tragedy  that  such 
a  sum  should  hold  us  back  like  a  dead  hand  from 
doing  our  God-appointed  work  around  the  world. 
If  it  is  no  longer  necessary  that  these  hindering  debts 
remain;  it  cannot  be  right  that  they  should  do  so. 

We  should  pay  now  because  those  debts  are  work- 
ing undue  and  undeserved  hardship  upon  a  few  faith- 
ful folks.  The  people  who  can  least  afford  it  are 
really  having  to  pay  these  debts  by  living  on  re- 
duced incomes.  A  Commissioner  to  the  General  As- 
sembly congratulated  an  executive  secretary  that  in 
four  hard  business  years,  his  committee  had  reduced 
its  debt  by  $60,000.  But  the  secretary  only  hung  his 
head  in  shame  because  he  knew  who  had  suffered  to 
pay  that  amount.  His  conscience  was  clear  because 
of  a  large  voluntary  reduction  in  his  own  salary,  but 
he  knew  how  badly  the  same  treatment  had  hurt 
workers  upon  the  field.  But  if  the  bank  was  to  be 
paid  back  it  just  had  to  be  done  that  way  and  I  do 
not  wonder  that  the  secretary  who  knew  the  facts 
failed  to  share  the  Commissioner's  enthusiasm. 
When  a  great  church  is  already  asking  her  workers 
to  take  starvation  wages  and  then  cuts  that  to  pay 
debts,  she  has  nothing  about  which  to  boast  and 
little,  if  anything,  to  say  concerning  an  unjust  eco- 
nomic order  in  society  at  large.  We  who  are  in  the 
pews  must  give  the  additional  money  for  the  pur- 
pose, or  missionaries,  teachers  and  orphans  will  pay 
the  debts  by  living  on  less.  There  are  just  100  cents 
in  a  dollar,  even  when  it  is  given  to  the  Lord's  work, 
and  we  may  as  well  be  realists  on  the  subject.  Are 
we  ready  to  do  some  generous  giving  to  clear  off 
these  old  debts  or  must  our  workers  do  it  by  the 
suffering  it  takes  for  them  to  live  on  less?  Food 
prices  are  increasing  and  mission  workers  do  not 
and  cannot  live  on  fresh  air  alone. 

We  ought  to  pay  these  debts  off  now  and  stop 
borrowing  from  the  unregenerate  world  to  carry  on 
the  Lord's  work.  Such  practice  has  no  New  Testa- 
ment sanction.  Of  course  I  do  not  speak  ex  cathedra 
in  condemning  it,  but  I  do  express  a  deep  personal 
conviction  and  expect  to  refrain  from  voting  in  favor 
of  such  loans  in  the  future,  and  I  believe  thousands 
of  others  now  feel  the  same  way  about  it.  The 
Lord's  work  can  wait  until  the  Lord's  people  give 
the  Lord's  money  to  do  it.  Meanwhile  let  us  clean 
the  slate  so  that  we  can  get  on  a  cash  basis  for 
the  future. 

These  paragraphs  about  the  urgency  of  paying 
our  church  debts  strike  a  note  that  has  not  been 
heard  much  of  late.  It  was  overdone  in  other  days 
and  has  been  considered  a  poor  appeal  in  depression 
days.  But  I  hear  many  thoughtful  men  in  the  pews 
saying  they  want  these  obligations  wiped  off  and 
are  ready  to  help  do  it.  They  are  beginning  to  feel 
such  debts  are  a  reproach  upon  our  good  name  if 
we  leave  them  unpaid  much  longer.  I  wonder  if 
multitudes  do  not  share  their  feeling.  If  so,  we  can 
and  will  and  should  begin  in  earnest  to  do  this  thing. 
To  free  even  our  two  mission  committees  of  debt 
would  make  this  a  Jubilee  year,  indeed.

WILL  A  MAN 

ROB  GOD? 

"...  yet  ye  have  robbed  me  .  .  .  in  tithes 
and  offerings." 

There  have  been  many  arguments  about  Old  Testament 
tithing,  but  if  Jesus  said  anything  about  tithing  it  ought 
to  help  settle  some  of  our  questioning  on  the  matter. 

Many  people  have  the  impression  from  one  or  two 
statements  that  Jesus  ignored  or  despised  the  matter  of 
tithing.  For  instance,  He  spoke  of  the  Pharisee  in  the 
temple  who  was  telling  of  all  the  good  that  he  had  done 
and  the  evil  from  which  he  had  refrained.  When  the 
Pharisee  said,  "I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  possess,"  the  in- 
ference seems  to  be  that  tithing  in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord 
had  received  an  unsavory  implication. 

As  we  look  a  little  more  deeply  into  the  matter  we 
I  find  that  it  was  not  the  tithing  itself  of  which  the  Lord 
disapproved,  but  the  fact  that  the  Pharisee  boasted  about 
his  generosity.  Because  he  praised  himself  about  his 
tithing,  he  lost  the  eternal  blessing  which  he  might 
otherwise  have  had  for  himself. 

On  another  occasion  Jesus  was  arguing  with  certain 
Jews  about  the  matter  of  justice  and  uprightness.  In 
Matthew,  it  is  recorded  that  Jesus  said,  "Woe  unto  you, 
scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  tithe  mint  and 
anise  and  cummin,  and  have  left  undone  the  weightier  mat- 
ters of  the  law,  justice,  and  mercy,  and  faith;  but  these 
ye  ought  to  have  done,  and  not  to  have  left  the  other 
undone." 

"These  (justice,  mercy,  faith  and  the  love  of  God)  ye 
ought  to  have  done,  and  not  leave  the  other  (the  tithing  of 
the  crops  and  the  income)  undone."  Jesus  meant  that  His 
people  should  think  first  of  all  of  justice,  mercy,  faith  and 
]  the  love  of  God  and  then  tithing  as  a  voluntary  act  of 
gratitude  would  be  sure  to  follow  and  not  be  left  undone. 

We  can  never  merit  anything  at  all  by  our  tithing.  It 
is  only  as  we  look  to  the  merits  of  Christ  in  His  atoning 
death  on  the  cross  that  we  are  saved  and  kept  saved.  But 
since  God  has  been  so  merciful  to  us,  we  feel  bound  by 
the  ties  of  His  love  for  us  to  give  expression  to  our  grati- 
tude in  gifts  worthy  of  His  holy  name. 

It  is  because  He  has  first  loved  us  that  we  love  Him 
in  return,  and  because  we  know  His  willingness  to  forgive 
I  our  every  sin  we  are  bound  to  Him  in  such  adoration  and 
devotion  that  we  cannot  be  contented  until  we  express  our 
gratitude  in  sharing  the  very  best  at  our  disposal. 

A  similar  thought  is  expressed  by  the  great  apostle 
who  spoke  of  some  church  people  who  made  a  contribution 
for  a  worthy  charity,  that  "first  they  gave  themselves 
unto  the  Lord."  Because  their  hearts  had  experienced  the 
goodness  of  the  Lord,  they  were  pleased  to  make  a  volun- 
tary gift  as  the  Lord  had  prospered  them. 

Some  people  seem  to  think  that  the  ultimate  benefit  of 
tithing  is  a  more  adequate  support  of  the  Christian  church 
with  its  various  institutions  and  activities.  But  if  we 
examine  the  classic  passage  in  Mai.  3:10  we  shall  find 
that  the  Word  of  God  has  special  reference  to  the  blessing 
that  would  accrue  to  the  giver. 

Economic  conditions  in  Judea  were  such  that  the 
farmers  had  failed  to  receive  such  large  returns  from  their 
labor  and  investments  as  formerly  and  as  a  result  they 
had  been  tempted  to  decrease  their  apportionment  to  the 
up-keep  of  the  temple  service.  But  they  really  didn't 
save  anjrthing,  for  conditions  became  only  worse. 

Then  God  sent  the  prophet  to  proclaim  the  challenge 
and  the  promise,  "Bring  ye  the  whole  tithe  into  the  store- 
!  house,  that  there  may  be  food  in  my  house,  and  prove  me 
now  herewith,  said  Jehovah  of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open 
i  you  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing, 
that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it." 

It  is  simply  unthinkable  that  we  rob  God  by  not  giving 
Him  the  offerings  He  requires  for  His  work.  We  ought 


to  be  just  as  honest  with  God  as  we  are  with  anyone 
else  who  serves  us.  We  shouldn't  take  advantage  of  God 
because  He  is  good  to  us.  We  need  Him,  and  He  needs 
the  gifts  we  can  give  for  His  work. 

No  one  should  ever  feel,  if  he  tithes,  that  he  has 
done  all  that  is  required  of  him,  and  he  needs  only  to  sit 
back  in  all  smugness  and  feel  that  he  has  done  bis  whole 
duty.  No  one  can  ever  do  too  much  for  the  Lord,  who  has 
given  His  all  for  us.  But  each  one  ought  to  set  a  goal. 
If  the  income  is  small,  the  giving  will  necessarily  be  small. 
If  the  income  is  larger,  the  gifts  should  be  increased.  "For 
unto  whomsoever  much  is  given,  of  him  is  much  required." 

If  the  Lord  has  been  merciful  to  us,  it  is  well  for  us 
to  be  merciful  to  our  fellow  servants  who  are  dependent 
upon  us.  If  we  have  faith  in  God,  we  will  want  to  do  what 
is  right  to  His  church,  for  we  know  that  He  will  take  care 
of  us.  If  we  know  the  love  of  God  as  personal  experience, 
we  will  want  to  be  helpful  in  a  substantial  way  to  God's 
people  in  the  church  at  large.

our  Home  Mission  worker  in  this  field.  The  church  is  lo- 
cated in  a  section  of  our  Synod  where  it  is  much  needed 
and  is  even  now  efficiently  serving  a  large  territory. 
Through  the  generosity  of  the  Belk  Foundation  and  many 
kind  friends  and  the  aid  of  the  Synod's  and  Presbytery's 
Home  Mission  Committees  it  has  been  built  up  to  this 
point  without  debt.  About  $500.00  is  still  needed  to  com- 
plete the  building. 

First  Vanguard,  Raleigh:  A  week  before  Easter  the 
Young  People's  League  of  this  church  sponsored  a  series 
of  services  on  the  theme,  "What  Do  We  Think  of  Christ." 
Local  speakers  were  secured  and  the  young  people  formed 
the  choir. 

A  vacation  Bible  school  was  held  in  June,  the  first  in 
several  years.  Seven  of  our  eight  delegates  to  con- 
ferences taught  in  the  Bible  school. 

Buffalo  Vanguard  Sunday  School:  This  is  a  mission  of 
First  Vanguard.  A  vacation  Bible  school  was  put  on  in 
June  by  the  young  people  of  the  town  church.  The  children 
and  their  parents  were  delighted  with  the  success  of  the 
school. 

Ernest  Myatt  Presbyterian,  Raleigh:  Rev.  R.  K. 
Davenport  is  holding  a  meeting  for  us  this  week  (August 
2-9)  and  the  attendance  has  been  inspiring.  (This  is 
written  on  the  third  day  of  the  meeting.) 
The  Martin  County  Home  Mission  Field,  Established  1928 
Jubilee  Year  Plans 

The  Martin  County  Home  Mission  Field  in  Albemarle 
Presbytery,  established  in  1928  with  18  charter  members 
and  which  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  spite  of 
depression  years  to  a  field  now  comprised  of  four  churches 
and  one  prayer  meeting  point,  with  a  membership  of  196, 
plans  to  make  this  jubilee  year  the  best  year  yet. 

Last  year,  our  best  year  in  professions  of  faith,  the 
number  being  41,  has  encouraged  us  to  set  even  a  higher 
goal  for  1936.  Our  goal  is  one  new  member  on  profes- 
sion of  faith  each  week,  52  during  jubilee  year.  Eleven 
have  been  received  to  date. 

Last  year  all  four  of  our  churches  had  an  indebted- 
ness, carried  through  Building  and  Loan,  this  year  two  of 
these  churches  are  to  be  dedicated,  free  of  debt.  Rober- 
son's  Chapel  was  dedicated  on  June  14th  by  Dr.  E.  E. 
Gillespie.  On  this  day  at  11  a.  m.  the  church  was  dedicated, 
at  3  p.  m.  the  Bible  school  commencement  was  given,  and 
at  8  p.  m.  Dr.  Gillespie  brought  to  an  inspiring  and  up- 
lifting and  helpful  conclusion  a  week's  series  of  services. 
The  largest  enrollment  and  congregations  in  the  history 
of  this  mission  attended  the  Bible  school  and  evening 
services.   Eleven  were  added  on  profession  of  faith.

The  indications  are  that  Davidson  College  will  be 
full  to  overflowing  at  the  opening  of  the  session 
about  the  middle  of  September.  A  longer  period 
than  usual  will  be  given  to  the  Freshman  orientation 
this  year.  The  orientation  program  begins  on  Sep- 
tember the  eleventh  and  continues  through  the 
fifteenth.  Upper  classmen  will  arrive  and  register  on 
the  sixteenth.  The  object  of  having  the  Freshmen 
come  several  days  ahead  of  the  upper  classmen  for 
orientation  is  that  they  may  be  fully  informed  about 
the  College,  its  work  and  its  ideals,  and  thus  be  ready 
to  begin  their  work  intelligently  on  the  opening  day. 

Davidson  College  is  now  ninety-nine  years  of  age. 
Next  year  will  be  our  Centennial  year.  Of  course, 
when  the  time  arrives,  we  will  have  the  historical 
addresses  and  other  addresses  for  which  such  an 
occasion  calls.  But,  somehow,  we  feel  that  the  occa- 
sion calls  for  more  than  addresses.  You  will  recall 
that  the  Apostle  John  says:  "My  little  children,  let  us 
not  love  in  word,  neither  in  tongue,  but  in  deed  and 
in  truth."  We  feel  that  the  Centennial  calls  for 
deeds,  as  well  as  for  words. 

In  Davidson  College  we  of  this  generation  have 
received  a  great  heritage  from  the  generations  that 
have  gone  before.  This  heritage  should  be  a  chal- 
lenge to  us  to  go  forward  with  the  work  which  our 
fathers  began  a  hundred  years  ago.  First  of  all,  it 
is  a  challenge  to  us  to  maintain  its  high  Christian 
ideals  and  its  high  educational  standards.  By  the 
help  of  the  Lord,  we  ought  to  try  to  make  it  more 
Christian  than  it  has  ever  been.  The  world  was 
never  in  greater  need  of  intelligent  Christian  men 
with  high  Christian  character  than  it  is  right  now. 
If  we  want  to  put  first  things  first  then  in  thinking 
of  our  Centennial  we  must  give  first  place  to  things 
of  the  mind  and  of  the  spirit. 

But  Davidson  College  also  has  some  very  urgent 
material  needs.  Our  equipment  is  all  right  as  far  as 
it  goes,  but  a  living,  growing  college  cannot  remain 
stadic  without  going  backward  in  these  days  when 
the  whole  educational  world  is  going  foi'ward  with 
such  rapid  strides.  As  Davidson  enters  upon  her 
second  century  of  service,  there  comes  a  distinct 
challenge  to  us  to  provide  the  equipment  she  needs 
for  her  most  effective  service.  Here  are  some  of  the 
needs:  (1)  a  new  infirmary,  (2)  a  new  library,  (3) 
a  new  church,  (4)  a  new  science  hall,  (5)  a  new  field 
house  or  gymnasium,  (6)  a  new  dormitory,  (7)  a 
greatly  increased  endowment. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  put  on  a  high  powered 
campaign,  or  to  fix  quotas  or  time  limits.  But  it 
is  our  purpose  to  keep  the  Presbyterians  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  friends  of  Davidson  College  in- 
formed of  these  needs,  with  the  hope  that  the  Lord 
will  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  individuals  here  and 
there  to  supply  the  needs.  Anyone  of  the  items 
mentioned  above  offers  an  opportunity  to  make  an 
investment  that  would  yield  rich  dividends  for  time 
and  eternity.

Nursing  Course,  which  the  College  in  conjunction  ^ 
with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  ,[ 
offers.     This  is  a  six  year   course,  leading   to  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  and  Diploma  in  Nurs- 
ing.   This  course  meets  in  full  academic  and  nurs-  || 
ing  requirements  and  qualifies  for  executive   and  ,j 
supervisory  positions   in  the  nursing  field.     It  is 
designed  to  equip  nurses  with  a  high  type  of  pro- 
fessional training  and  with  an  enriched  cultural  j 
background.  To  provide  this  training,  courses  are  i 
offered  in  literary  subjects  and  in  physical  and  social 
sciences.    Students  who  wish  to  pursue  this  course 
will  spend  the  first  two  years  at  the  college,  and  the 
following  three  years  at  the  hospital,  and  the  final 
year  at  the  college.    The  courses  carried  in  the  hos- 
pital are  taught  by  hospital  staff  physicians  holding 
medical  degrees  and  by  nurses  holding  college  degrees. 

Charlotte  offers  every  facility  for  carrying  on 
these  practical  courses,  and  they  are  becoming  more 
and  more  popular.  The  bulwark  of  our  strength  is 
the  thoroughness  of  our  education  in  the  School  of 
Liberal  Arts,  and  beauty  of  development  in  our 
School  of  Fine  Ai'ts.  We  aim  at  a  thorough  educa- 
tion of  young  women  in  the  fundamentals  and  in  the 
fine  arts.

FLORA  MAGDONALD  COLLEGE

Last  year  for  Flora  Macdonald  College  was  one  of  the 
most  successful  in  its  history.  Three  hundred  and  fifteen 
students  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  dormitories.  Extra 
rooms  in  private  homes  were  used  and  many  were  turned 
away  for  lack  of  room.  From  the  present  registrations 
it  appears  that  there  will  be  a  capacity  attendance  again 
this  year.  A  new  dormitory  is  greatly  needed.  Class 
rooms  and  dining  hall  would  accommodate  more  students 
if  living  quarters  were  available. 

The  faculty  consists  of  twenty-eight  well  qualified  pro- 
fessors who  take  a  deep  personal  interest  in  the  students 
and  at  the  same  time  hold  high  the  standards  of  scholar- 
ship. A  prominent  educator  in  an  address  here  said,  "we 
like  you  because  you  do  well  what  you  undertake  to  do." 

The  threefold  policy  of  the  founders  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald College  is  being  faithfully  maintained:  (a)  To 
offer  the  best  possible  educational  advantages,  (b)  to  pro- 
vide positive  Christian  training,  (c)  to  offer  these  ad- 
vantages at  moderate  cost. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  duties  of  a  college  is  assist- 
ing ambitious  worthy  students  who  are  unable  to  attend 
college  without  aid.  Through  the  college  loan  fund, 
scholarships,  self-help,  and  National  Youth  Administra- 
tion aid  a  large  group  of  fine  young  women  were  assisted 
at  Flora  Macdonald  College  last  year.  A  like  number 
will  enjoy  this  aid  again  this  year.  The  necessity  of 
declining  many  is  most  distressing. 

Registration  day  for  the  forty-first  session  of  Flora 
Macdonald  College  will  be  on  Tuesday,  September  8. 
During  the  summer  much  has  been  done  to  improve  build- 
ings and  campus.  Under  the  able  direction  of  Dr.  Charles 
G.  Vardell,  President  Emeritus  and  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Alumnae  Association,  the  development  of  the  gar- 
dens is  going  on  rapidly.  The  Alumnae  Association  at  the 
last  annual  meeting,  accepted  the  gardens  as  a  special 
project  for  the  coming  year.  The  gardens  are  already  a 
valuable  asset  to  the  college,  being  quite  extensive  and 
very  beautiful, 

A  successful  summer  school  was  conducted  at  the  col- 
lege under  the  able  direction  of  Dean  Hugh  Williamson. 
It  was  attended  by  eighty-one  students  who  boarded  in 
Red  Springs  or  drove  from  neighboring  communities. 
The  summer  school  has  become  an  important  part  of  the 
work  of  the  college  and  is  quite  popular  with  the  people 
of  this  section. 

The  budget  has  been  balanced  for  the  fifth  consecutive 
year.  This  was  made  possible  by  a  large  student  body,  in- 
creased contributions,  modest  salaries  and  excellent  busi- 
ness management. 

Special  contributions  have  also  made  it  possible  to 
reduce  the  debt.  The  effort  for  this  cause  will  be  con- 
tinued and  contributions  are  earnestly  solicited. 

Increasing  demands  of  large  student  bodies  and  rising 
educational  standards  have  created  a  number  of  pressing 
needs : 

A  dormitory  and  Home  Economics  Management  House 
is  greatly  needed. 

A  modern  fireproof  building  is  needed  to  house  the 
library  and  the  valuable  Tod  collection  of  paintings. 

Or  an  outdoor  gymnasium  would  permit  the  library  to 
be  moved  to  the  present  gymnasium,  releasing  the  present 
library  for  use  as  greatly  needed  reception  rooms.  This 
could  be  accomplished  at  moderate  expense  and  would  be 
a  tremendous  advantage  to  the  college. 

Greater  endowment  is  needed  for  the  operating  expense 
and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  accrediting  agencies. 
An  endowment  of  $500,000  is  the  goal  of  the  Financial 
Standardization  Movement. 

Enlarged  scholarship  funds  would  enable  more  stu- 
dents of  limited  means  to  enjoy  its  advantages. 

The  debt  must  be  paid  and  the  college  relieved  of  the 
present  burden  of  interest. 

Surely  a  college  which  is  rendering  such  service  to 
church  and  state  deserves  the  support  of  all  who  appre- 
ciate its  value.

will  have  a  similar  program.  A  Bible  school,  and  a  series 
of  services  will  precede  the  dedication  of  this  church.  An 
assistant,  the  Rev.  John  C.  Whitley,  is  now  living  in  this 
community  and  has  established  a  library  in  the  Community 
House,  which  belongs  to  the  church.  This  church  is 
planning  to  build  a  manse  for  Mr.  Whitley  during  jubilee 
year. 

We  have  accepted  our  25  per  cent  increase  in  benevo- 
lences and  to  secure  an  even  greater  amount  a  special 
program  is  being  put  on  in  all  our  Sunday  schools,  one 
Sunday  in  each  month,  for  one  of  the  13  causes  or  ben- 
evolent treasuries  of  our  church.  An  offering  is  taken 
and  given  to  the  cause  presented.  Already  we  have  pre- 
sented the  causes  of  the  Assembly's  Training  School, 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  Foreign  Missions. 

Bear  Grass,  a  small  community  7  miles  from  Williams- 
ton,  is  without  electric  lights.  But  due  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  our  members  there  and  others,  a  Rural  Electri- 
fication Project  will  supply  the  town  with  current  within 
the  next  few  weeks  and  as  a  consequence  these  artificial 
lights,  in  the  church,  will  help  us  the  better  to  shed  forth 
the  Great  Light  of  the  World  in  this  community.  This 
line  will  run  within  a  mile  of  Roberson's  Chapel  and  plans 
are  already  under  way  to  build  a  private  line  so  that  this 
mission  may  be  lighted  physically  as  well  as  spiritually. 

Keeping  step  with  the  Assembly  in  electing  a  Foreign 
Missionary  as  its  moderator,  the  Home  Mission  Field  has 
obligated  itself  to  pay  the  salary  of  a  Native  Mission 
Worker  each  year.  For  eight  years  now  we  have  en- 
deavored during  our  waking  hours  to  preach  Jesus  to 
the  multitudes  at  home,  but  now,  as  we  each  one  retire 
for  needed  rest  at  night  we  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  our  Mission  Worker  will  be  faithfully  at 
work  while  we  sleep. 

At  home  and  abroad  may  God  bless  us  and  use  us  this 
year.

Peace  will  open  its  65th  session  the  week  of  September 
14th.  The  largest  enrollment  in  the  history  of  the  school 
is  anticipated.  The  dormitories  are  practically  filled  at 
this  writing,  August  10th,  and  an  overflow  student  body 
is  expected.  Last  year  there  was  a  total  enrollment  of 
260  students.  This  year  there  should  be  between  275  and 
300  students  if  the  Raleigh  attendance  holds  up  to  its 
accustomed  number.  The  physical  plant  has  undergone 
extensive  repairs  particularly  on  the  first  and  second 
floors  this  summer.  The  Raleijh  and  Laurinburg 
Alumnae  Chapters  have  cooperated  in  working  over  the 
parlors.  All  walls  have  been  repapered  and  painted,  new 
rugs  have  been  bought,  and  other  improvements  have  been 
made  making  the  parlors  more  attractive  throughout. 

Several  new  faculty  members  have  been  added.  Among 
these  are:  Miss  Jane  Leighton  Richards  of  Davidson  who 
will  teach  History  and  Economics.  Miss  Richards  is  a 
daughter  of  Dr.  C.  M.  Richards  well  known  in  the  Synod 
of  N.  C.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Converse  College,  and  has 
her  master's  degree  from  Duke  University.  She  has 
been  teaching  at  Flora  Macdonald  College;  Miss  Nancy 
Eliason  of  Statesville  will  teach  Science.  She  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  University  of  N.  C,  and  has  taught  success- 
fully at  Mitchell  College  and  at  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege; Miss  Martha  Boswell  of  Brevard,  N.  C,  who  has 
degrees  from  Randolph-Macon  College,  and  from  Peabody 
College  will  teach  English,  Dramatics,  and  Public  Speak- 
ing. She  is  a  teacher  of  experience.  Miss  Helen  Board, 
a  graduate  of  the  Cincinnati  Conservatory  will  teach 
Voice  and  Associated  subjects.  Miss  Board  is  a  Presby- 
terian and  a  native  of  Cecilia,  Kentucky.  She  taught  the 
past  year  at  Wingate  College.  Miss  Mabel  Pugh  of  New 
York  City  will  teach  Art.  Miss  Pugh  is  an  alumna  of 
Peace,  is  a  native  of  Wake  County,  N.  C.  and  has  spent  the 
past  20  years  studying  and  teaching  in  New  York  City.  She 
is  well  known  for  her  portrait  work,  her  block  prints,  her 
illustrating  work,  and  has  written  one  book,  "Little  Caro- 
lina Blue  Bonnett."  She  is  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the 
Peace  faculty.  She  succeeds  the  late  Mrs.  Ruth  Huntington 
Moore  who  died  in  June,  and  who  had  been  in  charge  of 
the  Art  Department  at  Peace  since  1909;  Miss  Martha 
Hayes  Myers  of  Laurinburg,  a  graduate  of  the  Peace  1936 
graduating  class  will  have  charge  of  the  music  practice; 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Peterson  Alden,  a  graduate  of  the  Oberlin, 
Ohio  Conservatory  will  teach  violin  and  string  instruments. 

Raleigh  students  will  be  classified  on  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 15th,  boarding  students  will  arrive  on  the  16th,  with  the 
formal  opening  on  the  17th.  Peace  is  operating  on  a  three 
term  schedule  now.  This  permits  the  completion  of  one 
full  term  before  the  Christmas  holidays.  A  six  day  sched- 
ule is  also  in  operation.  The  Monday  schedule  begins  at 
10:30  a.  m.,  and  the  week  ends  at  12:30  on  Saturday.  This 
type  of  schedule  has  made  it  possible  to  equalize  the 
schedule  much  better  than  the  old  five  day  one. 

Two  unusually  fine  young  people's  conferences  were  held 
at  Peace  during  the  summer.  That  of  Granville  Presbytery 
the  third  week  of  June  with  Rev.  John  Grey  of  the  West 
Raleigh  Church  in  charge,  and  that  of  Wilmington  Presby- 
tery, the  fourth  week  of  June  with  Rev.  M.  0.  Sommers  of 
Clinton  in  charge.  Mr.  Pressly  and  Miss  Steele  represented 
Peace  at  the  Presbyterian  Educational  Conference  at  Mon- 
treat  the  first  week  in  July.  Miss  Steele  taught  a  course  in 
"Genesis"  at  the  Woman's  Conf  ei-ence  the  4th  week  of  July. 

Miss  May  McLelland,  Dean  of  Peace,  was  Dean  of  the 
Third  Summer  School  at  Duke  University,  Durham. 

We  appreciate  very  much  the  widespread  interest  be- 
ing shown  in  the  Junior  College,  and  particularly  the 
church  related  and  church  owned  Junior  College.  Every- 
where there  seems  to  be  a  renewed  interest  in  the  smaller 
type  of  school  which  permits  more  intimate  school  life 
than  in  the  larger  school.  We  hope  Peace  can  measure  up 
to  the  demands  being  made  for  constructive  Christian 
leadership  on  the  part  of  its  administration,  faculty,  and 
students.  We  bespeak  the  cordial  support  and  prayers  of 
our  Presbyterian  friends. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  in  their  May  meeting 
elected  Professor  Henry  Thompson  Holladay  as 
Dean  of  Students  for  the  coming  year.  Mr.  Holladay 
has  been  on  the  faculty  for  a  year  and  one-half, 
teaching  Romance  Languages.  He  came  to  us  after 
ten  years'  of  experience  in  boys'  schools  where  he 
had  done  a  fine  work.  He  will  have  charge  of  all 
student  activities  and  problems. 

Professor  R.  M.  McGirt  of  the  History  and  Social 
Science  Departments  was  elected  Registrar.  Mr. 
McGirt  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  for  one 
year,  having  had  many  years'  experience  both  in  Col- 
lege and  High  School  work.  He  will  have  full 
charge  of  the  placement  of  students. 

Mr.  Rockwell  Boyle  of  Raphine,  Virginia  was  ap- 
pointed to  head  the  English  Department.  Mr.  Boyle 
is  the  son  of  Rev.  Gaston  Boyle,  missionary  to  Brazil 
for  a  number  of  years  and  now  pastor  of  Mt.  Carmel 
Church  in  the  Valley  of  Virginia.  Mr.  Boyle  is  a 
graduate  of  Washington  &  Lee  University,  major- 
ing in  English  and  Geology.  While  taking  post- 
graduate work  at  Washington  &  Lee  he  taught  in 
that  University. 

Mr.  Charles  Little  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
who  is  the  son  of  Rev.  C.  H  Little,  pastor  of  Sharon 
Church  in  Charlotte,  was  elected  to  head  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mathematics.  Mr.  Little  is  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College  and  taught  for  a  number  of  years 
in  high  schools  and  has  now  finished  post-graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  J.  0.  Mann,  Jr.  of  Burlington,  son  of  J.  0. 
Mann,  Director  of  Religious  Education  ^in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  will  head  the  Business  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  Mann  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College, 
La  Salle  University  and  has  taken  post-graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  Richmond.  He  has  had 
business  experience  with  the  Federal  Land  Bank  and 
Barnwell  Brothers'  Transportation  Corporation.  He 
brings  to  us  a  thorough  preparation  in  Business  sub- 
jects and  practical  experience  in  the  business  world. 

The  1936-'37  session  will  open  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 8.  Classes  will  begin  at  8:30  Wednesday,  Sep- 
tember 9.  Further  information  may  be  had  by  writ- 
ing the  President.

A  Letter  to  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina: 

As  a  fellow  member  and  servant  of  your  Synod  I 
write  this  letter.  I  wish  I  could  make  it  intimate 
and  personal  to  each  of  you.  So  much  depends  on 
the  way  in  which  we  do  our  job  at  Union  that  I  am 
often  frightened  as  I  face  our  problems.  Should 
our  American  churches  fail  in  this  world  hour  the 
Nation  will  blot  them  out  as  Russia  did  hers. 

The  first  problem  deals  with  the  CALIBER  OF 
STUDENTS  entering  the  ministry.  We  work  with 
the  material  you  send  us.  The  Holy  Spirit  can  use  all 
types  of  men  but  it  is  significant  that  Paul,  the  man 
of  background,  training  and  unusual  natural  gifts, 
was  used  more  effectively  than  any  of  his  fellows. 
Question  your  college  students  regarding  their  life 
work  today  and  you  will  be  surprised  to  discover 
how  few  of  your  most  promising  sons  are  thinking  of 
entering  the  ministry.  Pray,  and  use  the  means  God 
may  give  you  to  direct  into  this  field  of  labor  the 
choicest  young  men  of  your  churches. 

The  second  problem  which  confronts  us  is  ADE- 
QUATE EQUIPMENT  for  our  task.  Most  of  our 
buildings  were  erected  forty  years  ago,  but  fortun- 
ately practically  all  of  them  are  adequate  for  our 
present  needs  except  the  LIBRARY.  With  nearly 
fifty  thousand  volumes  and  with  accessions  weekly, 
we  haven't  space  in  which  to  put  our  books  on 
shelves.  Ten  years  ago  Dr.  Moore  died.  Before  his 
death  he  referred  to  the  library  as  already  bursting 
with  books  and  urged  the  erection  of  a  new  building. 
His  dream  must  be  fulfilled  at  once  if  the  work  of 
the  Seminary  is  not  to  be  retarded.  Truly  marvelous 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  library  since  Mr. 
Henry  M.  Brimm  became  librarian  a  few  years  ago, 
but  all  new  progress  must  be  stayed  now  until  a 
library  building  is  provided. 

The  third  problem  has  to  do  with  the  CARE  OF 
OUR  PROFESSORS.  These  are  men  of  large 
capacities  and  unselfish  devotion.  They  are  separ- 
ated from  the  intimate  contacts  and  friendly  help- 
fulness of  pastorates.  The  future  of  the  Church  is 
largely  in  their  hands.  Considering  only  the  last 
few  decades,  remember  what  men  like  R.  L.  Dabney, 
B.  M.  Smith,  Thomas  Peck,  G.  B.  Strickler,  W.  W. 
Moore  and  T.  C.  Johnson  have  contributed  to  the 
Church.  We  have  too  long  been  requiring  our  pro- 
fessors to  carry  their  burdens  without  the  compen- 
sation commensurate  with  their  gifts  and  the  de- 
mands that  are  made  upon  them. 

I  believe  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  ap- 
preciate and  love  Union  Seminary.  We  count  largely 
upon  you  to  help  us  in  solving  these  problems.

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Extracts  From  Letters  of  Appreciation,  Summer  of  1936,  for  Extension 
Work  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Religious 
Education  and  Publication 


"If  it  were  not  for  the  kindness  of  the  Presbyterian 
Committee  of  Publication  we  could  have  no  singing  at 
Sunday  School  or  Church  Services  in  this  T.  B.  Hospital 
and  we  would  have  no  Sunday  School  books  to  study  the 
les'son.  What  better  way  could  money  be  spent  than 
teaching  little  children  about  Jesus.  The  Bible  stories 
impress  them  more  than  any  teaching  would  because 
they  are  in  story  form.  We  are  very  grateful  for  this 
literature  and  song  books  and  trust  they  will  continue  to 
supply  them  for  it  is  a  most  worthy  investment." 

"The  Mission  is  composed  of  the  poorest  and  most 
neglected  people  in  the  community.  It  is  a  group  of  un- 
fortunate folks  who  have  settled  on  the  banks  of  the 
Red  River  where  the  property  is  owned  by  the  state. 
They  have  built  their  homes  out  of  drift  timber,  soap 
boxes,  and  stray  pieces  of  tin.  Some  live  in  discarded 
house  boats  and  others  in  dilapidated  house  trailers'.  The 
one  redeeming  feature  of  the  whole  neighborhood  is  our 
Mission.  Many  of  the  children  are  clever  and  give 
promise  of  becoming  good  citizens  of  the  community.  Our 
program  has  accomplished  wonders  there.  One  of  the 
women  expressed  it  in  these  words',  'These  folks  have 
improved  200  percent  since  you've  been  working  down 
here.'  Our  Mission  folks  are  thankful  for  the  gift  of 
hymnals  paid  for  out  of  the  Rally  Day  Fund.  They  really 
do  like  to  sing.  It  is  wonderful  to  me  that  they  can 
sing  at  all  living  in  the  conditions  they  do.  It  is  more 
wonderful  that  they  love  to  sing  the  songs  of  Zion." 

"Without  the  free  literature  s'ent  to  this  colored  con- 
vict camp,  we  couldn't  have  started  the  Sunday  School 
at  the  time  they  wanted  it.  On  one  occasion  after  I  had 
preached  to  them,  one  of  the  boys  asked  me  for 
literature  to  start  a  Sunday  School  class.  I  told  him 
I  would.  I  wrote  the  Committee  and  they  sent  the 
literature.  The  boys  now  have  a  large  class.  They  are 
interested.  They  are  being  helped.  The  Committee  is 
truly  using  the  Rally  Day  Offering  for  a  good  and  fine 
use  in  helping  promote  this  type  of  work." 

"I  do  believe  that  the  sending  of  the  literature  to  our 
CCC  CAMP  was  a  good  investment.  If  you  could  have 
seen  from  two  to  three  boys  reading  from  the  same 
book,  you  would  have  been  amply  repaid  for  the  ex- 
pense of  the  books.  Some  day,  I  suppose,  each  boy  will 
be  the  head  of  a  family  and  the  training  they  receive 
here  will  be  of  great  use  in  rearing  their  families  and 
will  be  multiplied  manifold.  I  trust  that  they  will  feel 
kindly  toward  all  churches  because  of  their  work  with 
them    in    the  camps." 

"The  hymnals'  which  were  sent  to  us  from  your  Com- 
mittee are  being  used  in  our  out-post  Sunday  Schools. 
These  schools  are  made  up  mostly  of  children.  The  older 
folks  come  now  and  then,  but  the  most  regular  attendants 
are  persons  with  no  income  of  their  own.  It  would 
have  been  impossible  to  get  books  had  we  had  to  buy 
and  pay  cash  for  them." 

"Is  this  worth  while?  Is  it  ever  worth  while  to 
praise  the  Lord — to  try  to  Inspire  others  to  worship  Him 
in  the  spirit  of  holiness?  It  seems  to  me  that  teaching 
young  people  to  love,  appreciate,  and  sing  the  beautiful 


songs  of  worship  and  praise  is  a  fine  thing ;  and  that 
furnishing  the  means  for  this  to  be  done,  is  a  splendid 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  of  Publication." 

"I  have  thought  of  you  with  deep  gratitude  for  your 
kindness  to  our  little  library.  The  children  and  young 
people  of  our  community  are  almost  entirely  of  the 
tenant  class  of  farmers  who  have  had  no  social  advan- 
tages. It  has'  been  around  the  library  that  I  have  built 
up  their  social  life.  I  wish  I  could  make  you  feel  just 
how  worth  while  your  investment  in  our  community 
has  been  and  how  much  we  appreciate  it." 

"I  wish  to  state  that  the  Vacation  School  work  in  M. 
Synod  is  the  most  far-reaching  and  aggressive  of  all 
our  missionary  endeavor,  and  I  firmly  believe  that 
every  church  in  the  Synod  will  have  to  use  this  occasion 
for  extension  work  or  fail  to  reach  this  generation  for 
Christ." 

"I  think  the  Vacation  Bible  School  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  pieces  of  work  our  church  has  ever  done. 
It  is  something  really  practical,  and  something  which 
really  accomplishes  things.  It  should  be  counted  as  a 
necessary   part   of   our   program   in   every   church.  As 

chairman  of  Synod's  Committee  in   ,  I  wish  to  say 

we  deeply  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Training  School 
girls  whom  our  Richmond  Committee  furnished  us." 

"About  a  year  ago  we  began  an  out-post  Sunday 
School  in  a  community  of  poor  neglected  people.  They 
attended  well,  and  showed  much  appreciation.  It  is 
conducted  entirely  by  the  young  people  of  my  country 
church.  In  this  community  lived  a  young  father  and 
mother  with  four  children.  They  were  members  of  a 
church  years  ago,  but  have  been  lost  to  the  church.  They 
sent  their  little  children  to  this  Sunday  School.  Last 
fall  during  a  meeting  I  held  there,  this  father  and 
mother  united  with  the  church,  had  their  children  bap- 
tized, and  now  are  attending  regularly.  This  out-post 
won  that  family.  The  hymn  books  and  free  literature 
for  six  months  gave  the  work  a  start.  It  now  pays  for 
itself  through  Sunday  school  offerings.  By  all  means 
keep  up  this  work  of  giving  free  literature  and  supplies 
to  such  work  as  this.  It  pays  big  dividends  in  new  lives 
brought  to  Christ." 

"We  are  gratefully  appreciative  of  the  hymnals  you 

sent  us.    We  have  in  the  section  around    a  field  ripe, 

a  section  where  the  people  have  been  unchurched  for 
years.  These  folk  are  mountaineers  who  live  back  some 
fourteen  miles  from  the  highway  and  who  are  cut  off, 
literally  cut  off,  from  other  folk.  The  two  outpost 
Sunday  Schools  we  organized  cannot  buy  lesson  materials. 
The  section  is  poor  and  the  need  is  great.  The  folk  are 
anxious  to  come,  they  want  to  know,  and  are  attentive. 
We  do  need  Sunday  School  lesson  materials  badly.  The 
children  love  the  Bible  Story  pictures  and  they  teach 
lessons  so  easily.  They  adorn  their  living  rooms  with 
them  which  reminds  of  the  binding  of  phylacteries  of  the 
early  Jews, — and  they  are  primitive  in  religion  and  other 
ways.  Please,  if  you  are  able,  send  us  Sunday  School 
lesson  materials."

Assembly  Home  Missions 

JUBILEE  HOME  MISSIOlf  GOALS 
Claude  H.  Pritchard,  Educational  Secretary 

I  When  the  disciples  returned  from  the  city  of  Sychar  bearing 
meat  for  the  Master  they  found  Him  talliing  to  the  woman  ot 

'  Samaria.  They  were  amazed  that  He  should  be  talking  to  her 
and  that  He  no  longer  desired  physical  food.  He  assured  them 
that  His  meat  was  to  do  the  will  of  Him  that  sent  Him.  Then 
He  bid  them  lift  up  their  eyes  and  look  on  the  field.  Having 
just  completed  a  wonderful  bit  of  home  mission  work,  He  bids 
them  to  get  a  vision  of  the  ripening  harvest.  We,  as  a  church, 
have  just  completed  seventy-five  years  of  our  history.  It  has 
been  a  wonderful  home  mission  adventure.  The  assembly  is 
saying  to  us,  "Lift  up  your  eyes  and  look."  Look  back  and  see 
the  blessings  of  God  upon  our  church,  look  around  you  and  get 
a  vision  of  the  needs  today,  look  ahead  to  the  goals,  now  is  the 
time  of  harvest  Let  us  look  at  some  of  our  jubilee  home  mis- 
sion goals.  The  first  and  greatest  of  these  goals  is 

AK  AROUSED  CHUKCH 

The  church  is  awake  but  there  is  a  vast  difference  between 
being  awake  and  being  aroused.  It  is  a  fine  thing  to  wake  up 
in  the  morning  and  then  just  lie  there  and  do  nothing  about  it, 
but  quite  a  different  thing  to  throw  back  the  covers  and  get 
up  and  prepare  for  the  day's  work.  Most  of  us  are  awake  to  the 
needs  around  us,  but  not  many  of  us  are  doing  anything  about 
it.  To  be  aroused  means  not  only  that  we  are  conscious  of  the 
need  but  also  that  we  are  actively  engaged  in  meeting  that  need. 

There  are  many  things  today  that  should  arouse  us  and  send 
us  forth  to  action.  First  of  all,  there  is  Christ's  command,  "Go 
home  and  tell."  (Mark  5 :19).  This  command  has  never  been 
countermanded,  it  is  still  the  duty  of  each  Christian  today  even 
as  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Gadarene  Demoniac  whom  Jesus 
healed  so  long  ago.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  we  are  not 
telling.  The  spiritual  birth  rate  of  our  church  for  the  past 
several  years  has  been  approximately  4  percent,  that  is  for 
every  twenty-five  members  of  the  church  one  new  member  was 
received  on  profession  of  faith.  In  other  words,  it  took  twenty- 
five  of  us  working  one  year  to  win  one  soul  for  Jesus  Christ. 
But  you  say  there  is  something  wrong  with  that  statement.  Yes, 
there  is.  There  is  one  word  in  it  that  does  not  belong  there. 
That  is  the  word,  "working."  We  have  not  been  at  work 
telling  the  story. 

A  second  thing  that  should  arouse  us  is  the  fact  that  the 
home  mission  task  is  an  unfinished  task.  Oftentimes  we  feel 
that  there  is  not  much  more  to  be  done  in  this  Southland  of 
ours  when  it  comes  to  home  missions.  But  if  the  government 
figures  have  any  one  message  for  us  it  is  that  the  task  is  but 
begun.  The  1930  census  showed  that  39,000,000  people  were 
living  in  the  fifteen  states  south  of  the  Potomac  where  our 
church  is  at  work.  The  religious  census  made  four  years  prior 
to  that  time  showed  that  in  these  same  fifteen  states  there  were 
only  16,000,000  people  enrolled  in  every  kind  of  religious  organi- 
zation. TTiat  is,  six  out  of  every  ten  people  in  the  Southland 
are  not  connected  with  any  kind  of  a  church  either  Christian 
or  anti-Christian.  Not  a  single  state  in  our  Southland  does 
better  than  break  even  with  50  percent  of  its  people  in  the 
church  and  50  percent  as  yet  unreached.  But  some  one  will  say, 
"That's  counting  the  children."  Yes,  that  is  true,  but  there  is 
little  comfort  for  us  in  that  fact  when  we  realize  that  of  the 
27,000,000  children  and  young  people  m  the  United  States  to- 
day who  are  receiving  no  definite  religious  instruction,  one- 
half  are  found  in  our  Southland.  We  are  raising  up  a  genera- 
tion that  knows  not  the  Lord. 

There  is  a  third  thing  that  should  arouse  us  and  send  us 
forth  to  action  and  that  is  the  problems  that  may  be  solved 
through  home  mission  activities.  One  of  the  perplexing  prob- 
lems which  faces  our  church  today  is  the  question  of  the 
change  of  pastorates.  Many  articles  have  been  written  and 
I  many  solutions  suggested,  but  the  simplest  and  sanest  thing 
I  that  has  yet  been  written  on  the  subject  was  written  by  Dr. 
1  McChesney,  of  Abingdon,  Virginia.  He  found  out  from  a  study 
!  of  the  Assembly's  minutes  that  each  year  for  the  last  five 
j  years  there  had  been  eighteen  more  young  preachers  ordained 
!  than  there  had  been  older  ones  who  had  died  or  been  retired. 
{  In  the  five  year  period  there  was  a  surplus  of  ninety  young 
i  ministers  which  further  slowed  down  the  process  of  change.  It 
i  each  of  the  ninety  presbyteries  had  begun  only  one  new  home 
J  mission  enterprise  during  that  five  year  period,  the  surplus 
5  would  have  been  cared  for.  Certainly  it  is  not  asking  too  much 
5  that  each  presbytery  open  up  one  new  enterprise  each  five  years. 
5  Another  problem  which  home  missions  will  have  a  large  part 
5  in  solving  is  the  establishing  of  an  adequate  home  base  for  the 
5  carrying  forward  of  our  glorious  foreign  mission  enterprise. 
S  Every  cause  in  the  benevolent  budget  of  our  church  is  a  God- 
5  given  liability  so  far  as  finances  are  concerned  except  the  home 
!  mission  cause.  This  one  cause  has  inherent  in  it  the  ability 
j!  to  turn  back  more  into  the  treasuries  of  the  church  for  all  the 
i  kingdom  enterprises  than  has  been  invested  in  it.  Just  one 
i  illustration :  A  good  many  years  ago  a  struggling  church  ot 
i  fourteen  members  in  a  struggling  little  town  in  Texas  appealed 
i  to  the  home  mission  committee  for  sufficient  funds  to  make  it 
ij  possible  for  them  to  have  a  pastor  of  their  own.  The  commit- 
j  tee  approved  the  application  and  appropriated  each  year  what 
3  was  needed  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  have  a  full  time 
5  pastor.  The  little  struggling  church  of  many  years  ago  is  to- 
5  day  the  largest  church  in  our  Assembly,  the  First  Presbyterian 
'  Church  of  Dallas.  This  great  church  together  with  her  five 
!  growing  daughters  in  that  same  city  is  turning  back  into  the 
)  treasuries  of  our  church  each  year  more  than  the  home  mis- 
]  sion  committee  invested  in  her  in  a  period  of  ten  or  fifteen 
years.  We  need  a  more  adequate  home  base  in  order  to  carry 
on  more  adequately  in  our  great  foreign  mission  responsibility. 

There  is  one  more  factor  that  I  would  mention  which  should 
arouse  us  to  great  home  mission  activity.    That  is  the  wonder- 


ful results  which  are  obtainable.  Our  church  as  she  stands 
today  is  the  product  of  home  missions.  Ninety  percent  of  all 
the  churches  on  the  rolls  of  the  Assembly  at  the  present  time 
had  their  beginning  as  heme  mission  enterprises.  Each  year 
the  home  mission  churches  have  had  a  higher  spiritual  birth 
rate  than  the  Assembly  as  a  whole.  Souls  have  been  wonder- 
fully saved  and  lives  have  been  gloriously  transformed.  Some 
ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  a  little  Italian  boy  stood  on  the  streets 
of  Kansas  City  looking  wistfully  across  at  the  Italian  Insti- 
tute, one  of  our  home  mission  undertakings.  He  longed  above 
all  else  to  join  the  group  of  boys  who  were  going  in,  but  he 
dared  not  for  his  parents  had  told  him  that  in  every  corner  of 
the  mission  building  devils  were  awaiting  those  who  entered. 
Finally,  however,  his  eagerness  to  go  with  the  other  boys  over- 
came his  fear,  so  timidly  he  ventured  in.  His  first  act  was  to 
look  hurriedly  around  and  to  his  relief  he  found  that  at  least 
the  devils  were  invisible.  He  joined  the  group  and  soon  won 
a  place  on  the  basketball  team.  He  became  a  regular  member 
of  the  Sunday  school  class  and  later  on  accepted  Christ  as  his 
personal  Saviour  and  united  with  the  church,  although  by  so 
doing  his  was'  disowned  by  his  family.  In  the  years  that  fol- 
lowed he  answered  the  call  to  the  gospel  ministry  preparing 
himself  thoroughly  in  college  and  the  seminary.  Today  he  is 
directing  the  work  in  one  of  our  missions  in  the  heart  of  the 
Latin-American  section  of  one  of  our  great  Southern  cities. 
The  blessing  of  God  has  been  upon  his  work  and  large  numbers 
of  young  people  are  uniting  with  the  church  under  his  leader- 
ship. Recently  a  young  man  twenty-one  years  of  age  was  in- 
vited by  some  of  the  young  people  of  the  mission  to  join  their 
young  people's  society.  Although  he  had  lived  his  entire  life 
in  that  same  section  of  the  city,  he  had  never  once  been  in- 
side of  the  church  and  he  did  not  know  that  there  was  such  a 
book  as  the  Bible.  He  was  interested  from  the  first  and  it 
was  not  long  until  he  had  accepted  Christ  as  his  Saviour. 
When  it  was  suggested  that  the  young  people  should  learn 
the  Shorter  Catechism,  he  threw  himself  into  the  project  whole- 
heartedly and  after  nine  days  of  study  he  repeated  perfectly 
the  entire  Catechism.  In  this  splendid  work  we  are  already 
reaping  a  second  generation  of  home  mission  harvests. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  that  should  arouse  us : — 
Christ's  command,  the  unfinished  task,  the  problems  that  are 
capable  of  being  solved,  the  glorious  results  obtainable.  Will 
you  not  pray  and  work  for  the  attainment  of  this  goal  ? 

There  is  a  second  goal  which  I  would  suggest  for  this 
jubilee  year,  that  is 

AN  ADEQUATE  INCOME 

In  spite  of  the  wonderful  possibilities  and  in  spite  of  the 
marvelous  power  of  God,  the  home  mission  work  lags  for 
lack  of  finances.  It  waits  upon  the  gifts  of  God's  people.  Do 
you  know  the  rate  at  which  our  church  gave  to  every  kind  of 
home  missions  last  year?  Lumping  together  the  sums  given  to 
Assembly's  home  missions,  Synod's  home  missions'.  Presbytery's 
home  missions  and  Congregational  home  missions,  we  And  that 
our  church  gave  to  home  missions  at  the  amazing  rate  of  three 
cents  per  week  per  member.  Do  we  really  mean  business?  Ever 
since  I  went  away  from  home  I  have  made  a  point  of  writ- 
ing to  my  mother  once  each  week  and  all  it  cost  me  to  do  so 
is  a  three  cent  postage  stamp.  Certainly  that  is  a  very,  very 
small  price  to  pay  in  appreciation  for  my  mother's  love.  Is 
not  three  cents  per  week  per  member  a  totally  inadequate 
price  to  pay  in  claiming  our  Southland  for  Jesus  Christ?  Surely 
His  love  means  more  than  that  to  us.  This  jubilee  year  our 
Assembly  is  asking  for  at  least  a  25  percent  increase  for  all 
benevolent  gifts,  and  yet  the  figures  in  the  August's  Survey 
show  that  the  funds  for  Assembly's  home  missions  are  nearly 
five  percent  behind  the  gifts  of  last  year.  What  a  blessing 
an  adequate  income  would  be  to  that  noble  army  of  home  mis- 
sionaries who  have  labored  so  faithfully  and  so  splendidly 
through  these  depression  years  without  complaint.  An  aroused 
church  will  provide  an  adequate  income. 

The  third  and  final  goal  for  the  home  mission  enterprise 
this  jubilee  year  is 

AN  ADVANCE  ON  EVERT  FRONT 

There  are  five  channels  through  which  home  mission  activity 
may  be  carried  on,  namely,  Assembly's  home  missions.  Synod's 
home  missions.  Presbytery's  home  missions,  Congregational 
home  missions  and  individual  home  missions.  These  five  are 
not  competitive  but  complimentary  in  their  functions.  They 
are  as  closely  related  as  the  fingers  of  the  hand.  None  should 
be  neglected,  but  all  should  be  used  in  a  glorious  advance  for 
our  Commander-in-chief,  Jesus  Christ.  Perhaps  we  have  not 
been  emphasizing  sufficiently  the  home  mission  enterprise  as 
carried  on  by  the  congregation  and  the  individual.  Dr.  H.  W. 
McLaughlin  tells  us  that  only  one  church  in  ten  in  our  As- 
sembly is  doing  any  kind  of  congregational  home  mission  work. 
And  every  pastor  knows  how  few  of  his  members  are  actively 
engaged  in  personal  evangelism.  We  must  not  neglect  these 
phases  of  home  mission  activity  in  this  jubilee  year  if  we  are 
to  attain  the  goal  set  by  our  Assembly  of  at  least  25,000  re- 
ceived this  year  on  profession  of  faith. 

There  is  but  one  thing  that  prevents  the  home  mission  com- 
mittees of  the  Assembly,  the  Synods  and  the  Presbyteries  from 
advancing,  that  is  the  lack  of  an  adequate  income.  If  the 
funds  are  provided  each  of  these  agencies  will  enter  the  open 
doors  of  opportunity  in  answer  to  the  eager  calls  of  those  who 
know  not  Christ.  Surely  in  this  jubiliee  year  we  will  make 
this  advance  possible.  As  congregations  we  can  also  advance 
without  a  great  outlay  of  money.  Preaching  points,  outpost 
Sunday  schools  and  missions  of  various  kinds  will  afford  op- 
portunities for  the  members  of  our  churches  to  really  be  about 
the  Master's  business.  As  individual  followers  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  we  can  without  the  outlay  of  a  single  cent  tell 
others  of  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  us  and  thus  help  to 
bring   in  His  Kingdom. 

These  are  the  goals— AN  AROUSED  CHURCH,  AN  ADE- 
QUATE INCOME,  AN  ADVANCE  ON  EVERY  FRONT.  What 
will  your   answer  be? 
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HOME  MISSIONS 

1.  Our  New  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions 

Dr.  C.  E.  Hodgin  has  accepted  the  office  of 
superintendent  of  Home  Missions  in  Orange  Pres- 
bytery to  which  he  was  elected  last  spring,  but  on 
account  of  other  engagements  he  did  not  take  up 
the  work  until  the  first  of  June.  Since  that  time 
he  has  conducted  a  two-weeks'  meeting  for  the 
Glenwood  church  and  a  one-week's  meeting  for  the 
Pocket  church.  He  will  conduct  a  meeting  for 
the  Gulf  church  the  third  week  of  August  and  one 
for  the  Bethany  church  beginning  the  second  Sun- 
day of  September.  He  has  other  tentative  engage- 
ments for  meetings  in  the  fall.  This  phase  of  the 
work  will  demand  a  good  portion  of  his  time. 

Rev.  Frank  S.  Blue  has  resigned  the  pastorate 
of  the  Stony  Creek  church  and  the  superintendent 
will  supply  this  church  with  preaching  until  an- 
other pastor  is  secured.  The  field  Mr.  Blue  has 
been  serving,  consisting  of  Second  Church  of  Burl- 
ington, Piedmont,  Shiloh,  and  Stony  Creek  churches, 
is  too  large  for  one  man  to  serve  efficiently.  The 
Hom-e  Mission  committee  is  planning  to  make  some 
change  in  the  grouping  and  secure  two  men  for  this 
field  as  soon  as  funds  are  available. 

The  superintendent  appreciates  the  encourage- 
ment the  pastors  of  the  Presbytery  have  given  him 
in  undertaking  his  new  work.  These  pastors  know 
the  depleted  condition  of  the  Home  Mission  treasury, 
and  they  have  given  assurance  of  their  hearty  co- 
operation in  securing  the  funds  to  carry  on  the 
work.  Some  of  our  churches  are  sending  monthly 
remittances  for  the  support  of  the  work,  and  the 
superintendent  would  earnestly  ask  that  same  loyal 
support  on  the  part  of  all  the  churches  and 
auxiliaries  of  the  Presbytery. 

2.  Summer  Activities 

There  is  no  "let  up"  in  the  work  in  our  Home 
Mission  fields  during  the  summer  months.  In  fact, 
these  are  the  busiest  months  of  the  whole  year,  as 
they  are  the  months  when  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
schools  and  evangelistic  services  are  conducted. 
Most  of  our  Home  Mission  pastors  try  to  have 
Bible  schools  and  evangelistic  services  in  all  their 
churches.  Rev.  R.  F.  Whitley  has  four  churches  in 
his  field,  and  he  writes :  "Vacation  Bible  schools 
have  been  held  in  all  our  churches  with  splendid 
results.  Junior  choirs  have  been  organized  in  two 
of  our  churches.  Interest  has  increased,  and  plans 
are  being  made  for  enlarging  our  buildings  at 
Yanceyville  and  Bethesda." 

Rev.  J.  W.  Mann  writes  July  20:  "We  are  in  our 
third  Bible  school  since  June  15,  have  had  two 
evangelistic  meetings,  and  will  begin  a  third  meet- 
ing July  26."  These  quotations  show  us  how  dili- 
gent and  strenuous  are  the  labors  of  some  of  our 
faithful   pastors  during   the  hot   summer  months. 


When  others  are  relaxing  and  taking  a  vacation 
they  multiply  their  labors.  .  At  this  writing  we  have 
not  received  reports  of  the  summer  activities  from 
all  the  fields.  Some  of  our  pastors  have  written 
that  they  have  postponed  their  evangelistic  services 
until  the  fall.  We  are  hoping  for  large  results 
from  evangelistic  services  during  this  year  of 
Jubilee. 

3.  Support  of  the  Workers 

How  are  we  supporting  these  men  who  are  giv- 
ing themselves  to  such  arduous  labors?  Since  there 
has  been  a  revival  of  business  throughout  the  coun- 
try we  would  naturally  expect  a  more  liberal  sup- 
port of  the  work  this  year  than  for  the  past  few 
years.  But  we  are  sorry  to  report  that  the  con- 
tributions for  Presbytery's  Home  Missions  do  not 
reflect  the  improvement  in  economic  conditions.  Are 
we  dealing  fairly  with  God  if  we  fail  to  increase 
our  gifts  for  the  support  of  the  work  of  His  King- 
dom when  He  in  His  providence  increases  our 
ability  to  contribute?  Are  we  dealing  honestly  and 
justly  with  the  workers  in  our  Home  Mission  fields 
when  we  fail  to  give  them  that  support  we  have 
promised,  if  we  are  able  to  give  it?  Let  us  look  at 
what  we  have  actually  given  these  workers  since 
the  first  of  April.  For  the  first  four  months  of  the 
present  church  year,  up  to  August  1,  we  have  paid 
them  only  46.9  per  cent  of  what  was  apportioned  to 
their  salaries,  and  we  have  sent  all  the  funds  re- 
ceived to  these  workers  on  the  field,  none  has  been 
used  for  expenses  or  for  the  superintendent's  salary. 
Do  we  realize  what  it  means  for  these  workers  with 
small  salaries  to  receive  less  than  half  of  the 
amount  they  were  expected  to  receive? 

One  of  our  most  faithful  workers,  who  has  given 
the  best  years  of  his  life  to  Home  Mission  work, 
writes  me  that  for  the  quarter  ending  June  30  his 
monthly  salary  has  averaged  $65.25.  Out  of  this 
meager  amount  he  has  had  to  pay  $45.00  for  some 
necessary  improvements  in  his  home,  and  has  had 
to  meet  his  monthly  payment  of  $13.25  on  his  car. 
He  further  states  that  his  monthly  payment  on  the 
car  would  have  been  much  larger  had  he  not  bor- 
rowed heavily  on  his  $1,000  life  insurance  policy 
for  the  down  payment  in  the  exchange.  During  the 
month  of  July  his  insurance  premium  and  interest 
on  loan  of  $29.78  would  become  due.  In  making 
this  statement  of  his  financial  condition  he  says: 
"I  am  not  complaining,  for  I  realize  that  some  of 
the  workers  may  be  worse  off  than  I  am."  No,  this 
consecrated  man,  who  has  all  these  years  endured 
hardness  as  a  good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ,  is  not 
complaining;  but  is  it  creditable  to  the  Presbyterians 
of  Orange  Presbytery  to  allow  this  man,  and  other 
Home  Mission  workers,  to  suffer  needless  hardships? 
What  can  you  do  about  it?  Send  a  liberal  offering 
before  the  first  of  September  for  Presbytery's  Home 
Missions.

"forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind,  and 
reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which  are  be- 
fore," press  forward  with  a  zeal  and  sacrificial  ser- 
vice somewhat  akin  to  the  love  that  found  expression 
in  our  behalf  in  the  Garden  and  on  Calvary.

The  National  Preaching  Mission  held  one  of  its 
twenty  series  of  services  within  the  bounds  of  our 
Synod.  For  four  days  Raleigh  was  stirred  by  able 
addresses  from  strong  leaders  of  the  spiritual  forces 
of  our  country.  Those  attending  went  away  with  a 
deeper  conviction  of  the  NEED  of  spiritual  revival 
in  the  church  itself,  of  the  extension  of  the  teachings 
of  Christ  to  all  phases  of  human  activity,  and  of 
proclaiming  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  a  sinful 
world  as  the  ONLY  solution  of  the  problems  of  this 
modern  world.  SIN  is  the  root  of  religious,  social 
and  political  problems  of  today.  A  clarion  call  to  re- 
pentance is  the  first  step  toward  reform.  Men  must 
feel  their  need,  repent  of  their  sins  and  then  accept 
Jesus  Christ  as  He  is  so  freely  offered  to  them  in  the 
Gospel.  In  the  Old  Testament  the  characteristic 
call  was  "let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way  and  return 
unto  the  Lord."  In  the  New  Testament,  John  the 
Baptist  preached,  "Repent  ye;  for  the  kingdom  of 


heaven  is  at  hand."  It  was  also  the  Christ  way. 
"From  that  time  Jesus  began  to  preach  and  to  say. 
Repent:  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand."  And 
Paul  followed  with  the  same  message,  "But  now  God 
commandeth  all  men  everywhere  to  repent."  It  is 
the  hope  of  the  promoters  of  the  National  Preaching 
Missions  that  the  meeting  in  Raleigh  shall  be  fol- 
lowed by  eight  day  meetings  in  churches  of  all  de- 
nominations, these  meetings  to  be  conducted  by  local 
pastors  or  by  invited  preachers  selected  by  the  local 
pastors.

EVANGELISM  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

At  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  two  General  Evan- 
gelists were  elected.  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport  to  begin 
his  labors  January  1,  1937  and  Rev.  F.  Marion  Dick 
to  commence  his  work  April  1, 1937.  Both  of  these  men 
are  from  our  own  Synod  and  have  been  most  signally 
blessed  in  evangelistic  labors  within  our  bounds. 
While  laboring  within  the  bounds  of  a  Presbytery 
these  evangelists  will  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  that  Presbytery.  Re- 
quests for  the  services  of  these  evangelists  should 
be  made  through  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Home  Missions  of  the  Presbytery  where 
meeting  is  to  be  held.  Requests  coming  to  the  Super- 
intendent will  be  submitted  to  the  respective  commit- 
tees. The  work  is  to  be  in  hearty  co-operation  with 
the  Presbyteries. 

A  recommendation  of  our  last  Synod  was  that  an 
evangelistic  meeting  be  held  in  every  church  of  our 
Synod  during  the  coming  year.  Many  pastors  will 
conduct  their  own  services.  Others  will  exchange 
with  a  neighboring  pastor.  The  two  General  Evan- 
gelists and  the  Superintendent  will  hold  just  as 
many  meetings  as  possible.  The  earnest  prayers  of 
the  church  are  invoked  in  behalf  of  the  preached 
Word  by  both  pastors  and  evangelists.

To  be  glad  of  life,  because  it  gives  you  the  chance  to  love  and  to  work 
and  to  play  and  to  look  up  at  the  stars;  to  be  satisfied  with  your  posses- 
sions, but  not  contented  with  yourself  until  you  have  made  the  best  of 
them;  to  despise  nothing  in  the  world  except  falsehood  and  meanness,  and 
to  fear  nothing  except  cowardice;  to  be  governed  by  your  admirations 
rather  than  by  your  disgusts;  to  covet  nothing  that  is  your  neighbor's  ex- 
cept his  kindness  of  heart  and  gentleness  of  manners;  to  think  seldom  of 
your  enemies,  often  of  your  friends  and  every  day  of  Christ;  and  to  spend  as 
much  time  as  you  can  with  body  and  with  spirit,  in  God's  out-of-doors — 
these  are  little  guide-posts  on  the  foot-path  of  peace.

They  are 
working  for  a  new  church  and  if  you  would  like  to  have 
a  share  in  this  good  enterprise  at  Christmas  time,  send 
us  a  contribution  in  the  Master's  name. 

Plymouth:  Zeb  Vance  Norman,  an  attorney  here,  issued 
a  statement  tonight  saying  he  had  been  authorized  to 
announce  the  Keickhefer  Container  corporation,  of  Delair, 
N.  J.,  would  erect  a  $1,000,000  paper  pulp  plant  here. 

Norman  said  a  site  near  here  had  been  definitely  se- 
lected for  the  mill  and  that  it  would  represent  an  initial 
investment  of  a  million  dollars.  Construction,  he  said, 
would  start  at  once,  and  estimated  the  job  would  require 
six  months. 

The  mill,  he  said,  would  start  operations  July  1,  1937, 
and  employ  from  200  to  250  workers  to  begin  with. 

Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff  is  on  the  job  and  is  investigating 
the  situation  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  preaching 
point  as  soon  as  this  plant  is  completed. 

Jefif arson:  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  has  just  returned  from  a 
delightful  rest  trip  to  Florida  given  him  by  some  kind 
friends  of  the  First  Church  of  Winston-Salem.  He  is 
ready  to  take  up  afresh  his  large  and  varied  work  in 
Ashe  County. 

Newsom's  Chapel:  Rev.  D.  F.  Waddell  held  his  first 
"Harvest  Day"  and  realized  about  $30.00  to  be  used  on 
the  church.  This  is  the  beginning  of  better  things  at  this 
mission  point. 

Ephesus:  Rev.  Eugene  Alexander  held  a  meeting  at 
this  vacant  church  and  received  three  on  profession  and 
four  by  letter.  Fayetteville  Presbytery  has  about  fifteen 
vacant  churches  and  it  is  a  fine  thing  for  pastors  nearby 
to  minister  unto  them. 


Shelby:  Rev.  A.  C.  Miller,  Jr.,  our  evangelist  to  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  recently  held  services  for  these  good  peo- 
ple in  Statesville,  Hickory,  Belmont,  and  Shely.  The 
services  were  well  attended  and  Brother  Miller  gave  them 
helpful  messages. 

Elizabeth  City:  Rev.  Leonard  Topping  is  awake  to  new 
opportunities  of  service.  A  new  preaching  point  has  been 
opened  in  a  home  in  a  Mill  section  where  services  are 
held  every  Tuesday  evening.  He  preaches  with  encourag- 
ing results  at  a  prison  camp  each  Sunday. 

Kenly:  Rev.  C.  F.  Allen  observed  good  "Harvest  Days" 
at  Spring  Hill  and  White  Oak  churches.  This  is  a  feature 
of  rural  work  which  has  great  possibilities. 

Roxboro:  The  church  here  has  been  freshly  painted  and 
is  free  from  debt.  The  work  is  in  a  most  encouraging 
condition.  In  one  month  this  good  pastor  paid  approxi- 
mately 100  visits  to  the  homes  of  his  people.  It  pays  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  the  members  of  your  congrega- 
tion.   Rev.  Thos.  H.  Hamilton  is  the  pastor. 

Princeton:  Miss  Lillian  Blue  has  recently  made  a  most 
interesting  and  informing  survey  of  the  Mizpah  commu- 
nity. She  found  87  families  including  410  members. 
There  were  14  Presbyterians  and  49  other  denominations. 
There  were  257  from  12  years  up  not  church  members. 
Here  is  a  great  opportunity  for  service.  Rev.  Neil  R.  Mc- 
Geachy  is  our  efficient  home  mission  worker  in  this  field. 

Greenville:  Miss  Frances  Fields  is  the  faithful  and 
efficient  Christian  worker  among  the  young  women  of  the 
State  College  at  Greenville.  We  feel  that  we  have  found 
a  worthy  successor  to  Miss  Ruth  Hillhouse  who  for  sev- 
eral yoar3  cerved  so  zealously  and  efi'ectively  in  this 
field. 

Greensboro  First:  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Johnston,  presented 

tho  cruse  of  our  Orphanage  at  Barium  Springs  to  this 
ccngiegation  the  Sunday  before  Thanksgiving.  The  total 
ofteiin?:  amounted  to  $2,640.00.  Did  he  make  a  good  talk? 
Diaw  your  own  conclusion.  But  this  is  a  liberal  congrega- 
tion and  most  loyal  to  the  church  and  to  the  beloved  pas- 
tors. Dr.  Myers  and  Wilson.  More  than  150  have  been 
rj:eivcd  inta  the  church  since  April  1st.  The  congrega- 
tions are  large  at  both  morning  and  evening  services. 


PRISON  CAMP  MEETING 


With  the  permission  of  Superintendent  Edmondson  of 
the  Local  Prison  Camp,  a  week's  meeting  was  held  by  the 
Rev.  G.  T.  Hill,  local  Colored  Baptist  Minister,  who  is 
the  camp  minister  for  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff,  local  Presbyterian  minister.  Each 
evening  the  106  inmates  would  raturn  from  their  day's 
labor  around  6:00  p.  m.  The  cocks  in  the  msss  hall  would 
serve  them  their  evening  moal  cs  ra;idly  rs  possible 
and  then  the  mess  hall  would  be  put  in  condition  for  the 
evening  service  at  7:15  p.  m. 

With  the  full  cooperation  of  the  guards  and  othri- 
officials  the  men  were  permitted  to  file  iito  t  ie  mess  hail, 
where,  one  of  the  men  would  distribute  th3  hymn  books 
so  that  all  who  would  could  help  in  the  singing.  The  ni3n 
chose  their  own  songs  and  one  of  their  numb2r  would  lead 
in  the  opening  prayer.     After  the  announcements  and 


singing  the  evening  message  was  given.  The  men  were 
very  attentive  throughout  the  whole  of  the  meeting. 
During  the  meeting  there  were  many  who  asked  for  a 
c::c.ial  prayer  in  their  behalf.  On  one  of  the  evenings 
practically  every  man  present  came  forward  and  shook 
the  two  ministers'  hands  signifying  their  love  for  the 
Lord.  On  Friday  night  four  of  these  men  were  baptized 
and  two   came  into  the  church  by  restatement  and  letter. 

The  above  camp  is  considered  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church  as  one  of  its  Missions,  and  present  plans  are  to 
establish  a  unit  of  the  church  there  so  that  these  men  may 
still  have  the  privileges  of  the  church  even  in  prison. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  their  sentences  these  men  are 
given  church  letters  to  be  carried  by  them  and  placed  in 
the  church  of  their  choice  back  home. 
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WEST  RALEIGH  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 
Rev.  John  H.  Grey,  Jr.,  Pastor 


The  West  Raleigh  Church  is  ten  years  old,  has  erected 
tw^o  church  buildings,  never  had  a  church  debt  and  has 
doubled  its  membership  in  the  last  five  years.  The  church 
was  formed  in  1927  when  fifty  members  of  the  Raleigh 
First  Church  withdrew  their  membership  and  organized 
a  church  for  the  students  at  State  College.  Few  churches 
have  had  mox'e  heroic  beginnings. 

The  first  meetings  of  the  new  church  were  held  in  the 
college  chapel,  but  the  hall  was  so  large  and  the  members 
so  few  that  they  moved  into  one  of  the  classrooms.  In 
this  classroom  they  held  church  and  Sunday  School  for 
five  years.  In  those  five  years  they  collected  several 
thousand  dollars  with  which  to  build  a  church,  only  to 
have  the  bank  fold  up  in  which  it  was  deposited.  Then 
followed  a  dream  of  a  more  lovely  church  which  would 
meet  the  needs  of  the  college  students  and  the  people  of 
the  community.  Plans  were  ready  just  in  time  to  be  met 
by  the  years  of  financial  loss  over  the  whole  nation,  so  the 
plans  were  hung  on  the  architect's  wall. 

In  1932  the  congregation  became  desperate.  They  had 
to  build  some  kind  of  church  or  disband  and  give  up  their 
dream  of  a  college  church.  In  five  years  they  had  gained 
only  a  handful  of  members,  lost  their  savings,  had  their 
hopes  dashed,  and  were  still  worshipping  in  a  dreary 
classroom.  After  pooling  all  their  resources  and  counting 
in  several  of  their  friends,  they  had  a  lot  just  across  the 
street  from  the  college  and  three  thousand  dollars  in  cash. 
The  pastor,  the  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Walker,  thought  he  could 
build  a  church  for  that  amount  without  incurring  a  debt. 
And  be  did  it. 

The  church  contained  a  chapel,  five  classrooms  and  a 
kitchen.  It  was  of  frame  construction,  English  Country 
Gothic  type  or  architecture.  The  exterior  is  stained 
brown  with  cream  trim;  the  interior  of  the  chapel  is 
finished  with  walnut  paneling  and  oatmeal  wallboard,  with 
finish  of  walnut.  The  classrooms  are  finished  with  rough 
plaster  walls  and  walnut  woodwork. 

Within  three  years  the  congregation  increased  so 
much  that  chapel  and  classrooms  were  inadequate.  Many 
children  of  the  community  who  wanted  to  come  to  Sunday 
School  could  not  be  accommodated.  The  congregation  was 
reluctant  to  undertake  another  building  for  they  were 
just  completing  the  equipment  of  their  original  plant.  A 
building  was  planned  which  would  double  the  classroom 
capacity,  and  the  congregation  undertook  to  build  it 
after  placing  two  restrictions  upon  the  building  commit- 
tee. First,  no  pledge  to  the  building  was  to  be  made  for 
more  than  one  year,  so  that  their  hands  would  not  be 
tied  in  case  the  chapel  had  to  be  enlarged.  Second,  no 
building  debt  was  to  be  incurred. 

Six  months  later  the  conditions  had  been  met  and  the 
building  begun.  Within  another  month  the  building  was 
in  use. 

The  new  building  allows  the  church  to  care  for  more 
of  the  325  Presbyterian  boys  at  State  College.  In  former 
years  the  pews  in  the  chapel  had  been  unscrewed  from  the 
floor  and  carried  out  to  make  room  for  a  student  party. 
Now  two  large  rooms  can  be  thrown  together  for  this 
purpose.  The  pastor,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Grey.  Jr.,  says  that 
the  chapel  will  seat  only  175  adults  and  is  inadequate  to 
care  for  students  and  the  people  of  the  community.  The 
plan  of  saving  a  large  section  of  the  seats  especially 
for  the  students  has  helped  some. 


REPRESENTATIVE  GOVERNMENT 

Our  Book  of  Church  Order  par.  97,  chapter  XIX,  says, 
"The  government  of  the  church  is  representative."  But ' 
is  it? 

The  custom  of  this  "representative"  church,  the  Pres-  i 
byterian  Church  in  the  United  States,  is  to   elect  its- 
pastors  indefinitely  or  for  life.    The  dictators  of  Europe 
are  in  for  life  and  if  an  election  is  ever  held  it  is  only  a 
farce  for  no  one  dares  to  oppose  them. 

1.  Can  representative  government  endure  without  a 
time  limit?  The  framers  of  our  state  and  national  con- 
stitutions were  not  willing  to  risk  clothing  officers  with 
authority  with  no  time  limit  on  their  activities.  So  all  | 
elective  officers  in  the  United  States  have  to  answer  to 
the  people  for  their  conduct  every  two,  four,  or  at  the  most 
six  years. 

The  last  General  Assembly  in  its  instructions  to  the  | 
ad  interim  committee  appointed  to  study  the  subject  com- 
mitted itself  to  the  time  limit  for  all  pastors  and  other 
ministers,  that  terms  should  expire  automatically  and  at 
the  same  time  in  a  given  district. 

The  Synod  of  N.  C,  the  largest  Synod  in  the  Assembly, 
at  its  recent  meeting  approved  the  idea  of  all  pastorates, 
and  terms  of  ministers  in  other  lines  of  service,  expir- 
ing at  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod,  renewable  at  the 
formal  request  of  the  churches  or  other  agencies  employ- 
ing them. 

If  the  General  Assembly  and  the  Synod  of  N.  C.  truly 
represent  the  mind  of  the  whole  church  then  it  would  seem  ' 
there  is  going  to  be  something  done  about  this  thing. 
Many  objections  have  been  raised  against  the  time  limit 
for  pastors  but  almost  without  exception  these  objections 
lie  against  representative  government. 

2.  Can  representative  government  function  without  a 
head?     The  framers  of  our  state  and  national  govern-  ! 
ments  did  not  think  so  and  so  we  have  a  governor  for  | 
every  state  and  a  president  for  the  nation. 

Our  Foreign  Missions  Committee  has  an  Executive 
Secretary  who  makes  his  report  and  recommendations  to 
the  General  Assembly  based  upon  an  intelligent  study  of 
the  facts  and  conditions  of  the  work  so  that  the  Assembly 
may  know  what  to  do.  But  no  one  calls  him  an  autocrat, 
a  Pope,  or  dictator  for  he  only  recommends  and  the  As-  ; 
sembly  authorizes.  The  same  rule  applies  to  the  other 
secretaries  of  Home  Missions,  Christian  Education  and 
Ministerial  Relief,  and  of  Religious  Education.  Which  one 
of  these  agencies  could  function  without  a  head  ?  Not  one 
of  them. 

Do  we  not  need  an  Executive  Secretary  in  each  Synod,  at 
the  head  of  a  representative  committee  to  study  the  con- 
ditions and  problems  of  all  our  ministers  and  their  work, 
and  to  present  a  report  and  recommendations  based  upon 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  facts  to  the  Synod  in  order 
that  the  Presbyteries  may  know  what  is  best  and  make  all  ■ 
necessary  changes  in  the  pastorate  ?  Let  the  secretary 
and  his  committee  recommend  and  the  Presbyteries  act  i 
with  intelligence  and  authority.  j 

Representative  government  must  have  a  time  limit 
and  every  kind  of  government  must  have  a  head.  Along 
these  lines  we  will  find  the  solution  to  our  problem.  |

"MISSION  COURT;  OUR  VERY  OWN"

Mission  Court  is  paid  for!  We,  the  women  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synodical,  are  the  proud  posses- 
sors of  a  guest  house  in  the  city  of  Richmond! 

It  all  came  about  in  this  way.  It  was  in  the  fall 
of  the  year  1926.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  holding  its  17th  an- 
nual meeting.  A  woman  who  had  had  a  dream  of 
providing  a  home  for  our  missionaries,  here  on  fur- 
lough, brought  to  life  this  dream  by  suggesting  that 
the  Synod  undertake  to  build  a  unit  at  Mission  Court 
in  Richmond.  Mrs.  Cameron  Morrison  even  went 
further  than  this.  She  advanced  the  money,  not 
charging  any  interest,  and  then  started  the  cam- 
paign by  making  a  large  contribution  herself.  For 
three  years  she  headed  the  committee  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds.  In  1929,  Mrs.  Charles  Norfleet 
was  made  chairman  of  the  building  fund  commit- 
tee, and  until  1932  most  ably  carried  on  the  work. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  building  was  $31,300 
and  the  total  cost  of  furnishing  all  four  apartments 
was  $3,553.31.  And  now  today,  after  ten  years,  the 
guest  house  for  our  missionaries  is  our  very  own. 
It  would  be  most  fitting  to  mention  the  names  of 
some  of  the  women  who  have  worked  so  loyally  and 
so  well  on  this  Mission  Court  building  fund  com- 
mittee, but  they  are  many  and  space  is  scarce. 
Praise  be  to  them  each  and  every  one  for  their  loyal 
support! 


But  our  work  has  just  begun.  We  must  keep  our 
house  in  order.  Our  four  apartments  are  occupied 
practically  every  day  in  the  year.  At  present,  the 
apartments  are  occupied  by  the  Wilsons  of  Korea, 
the  Rosses  of  Mexico,  the  Pattersons  and  the  Cur- 
ries of  China.  Yes,  there  are  needs  after  ten  years 
of  hard  wear.  Some  chairs  need  to  be  covered,  the 
kitchen  floors  need  to  be  done  over,  the  windows  in 
the  bedrooms  need  new  curtains,  china  and  sheets 
are  needed,  and  many  other  things  too  numerous 
to  be  mentioned. 

It  is  human  nature  to  love  that  thing  for  which 
we  work  the  hardest.  We  can  not  let  our  love  for 
Mission  Court  die.   There  is  work  yet  to  be  done. 
Our  guest  house  must  be  kept  in  perfect  order.

As  my  first  official  greeting  to  you,  I  send  II 
Peter  3:18:  "Grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ."

We  believe  that  the  readers  of  the  PRESBYTE- 
RIAN NEWS  will  be  interested  in  the  following 
quotation  concerning  the  religious  life  at  Davidson 
College,  taken  from  the  report  which  the  president 
of  the  college,  Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  made  to  the 
executive  committee  of  the  trustees  at  their  meet- 
ing in  November: 

"About  a  year  ago.  Concord  Presbytery  appoint- 
ed a  special  committee  to  prepare  some  resolutions 
concerning  the  approaching  Centennial  of  David- 
son College.  This  was  eminently  appropriate  inas- 
much as  it  was  in  response  to  a  resolution  by  Con- 
cord Presbytery  that  Davidson  College  was  found- 
ed 99  years  ago.  The  special  committee  made  its 
report  to  the  Presbytery  at  its  recent  meeting  in 
September,  and  the  report  is  printed  in  the  minutes 
of  that  meeting.  It  is  an  excellent  report  and  one 
that  we  would  do  well  to  ponder.  The  burden  of 
the  report  is  that  we  should  do  all  that  is  within 
our  power  to  keep  Davidson  Christian.  I  believe 
that  all  the  friends  of  Davidson  share  that  senti- 
ment. 

"We  wish  to  assure  Concord  Presbytery  and  the 
friends  of  the  college  that  we  are  not  only  striving 
to  keep  Davidson  Christian  but  that  we  are  striving 
to  make  it  even  more  Christian  than  it  is  or  ever 
has  been.  First  of  all,  we  are  trying  to  do  this  by 
selecting  earnest  Christian  men  as  members  of  our 
faculty.  We  want  men  who  are  not  simply  members 
of  some  church,  or  have  subscribed  to  our  Creed, 
but  men  whose  lives  will  be  a  positive  influence  in 
the  classrooms  and  on  the  campus.  It  seems  to  me 
that  it  is  growing  increasingly  difficult  to  find  such 
men  who,  at  the  same  time,  are  qualified  to  teach 
in  the  college. 

"We  have  also  tried  to  keep  Davidson  Christian 
by  throwing  around  our  students  all  the  Christian 
influences  that  we  can.  We  do  this  by  our  daily 
chapel  exercises,  our  courses  in  English  Bible,  by 
the  efforts  of  the  students  through  the  Christian  As- 
sociation, by  the  services  of  the  church,  by  our  Sun- 
day evening  Vesper  services,  by  two  special  Evan- 
gelistic services  during  the  session,  and  by  such 
other  means  as  may  be  available. 

"I  want  to  say  a  word  about  our  Sunday  evening 
Vesper  services.  By  the  direction  of  the  trustees, 
we  began  these  services  a  year  ago  as  an  experi- 
ment. The  services  are  held  at  6:30  each  Sunday 
evening.  All  students  are  required  to  attend.  The 
best  preachers  that  we  can  find  within  a  reason- 
able radius  of  the  college  are  invited  to  conduct 
these  services.  The  attendance  on  these  services 
ranges  from  600  to  700,  including  some  of  the  towns- 
people. The  preaching  has  been  of  a  high  order. 
The  attention  on  the  part  of  the  students  has  been 
good,  and  the  great  majority  of  the  students  enter 
reverently  into  the  service. 

"You  will  probably  be  interested  in  a  paragraph 
of  a  letter  which  I  have  received  from  a  guest  min- 
ister during  the  past  week.  He  graduated  at  David- 
son in  1923  and  has  some  recollections  of  the  stu-

The  session  which  opened  on  September  9  has, 
so  far,  been  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of 
the  institution.  The  total  enrollment  to  date  is  392,, 
which  is  the  largest  for  any  year  in  the  history  of 
the  institution.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  we 
will,  after  the  second  semester,  have  an  enrollment 
of  over  400  students.  There  are  many  things  which 
indicate  progress  and  give  encouragement  to  the 
management  of  the  institution. 

In  the  selection  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Godard  as  Dean  of 
Instruction,  Queens-Chicora  College,  has  secured 
one  of  the  outstanding  men  in  the  state,  so  far  as 
curriculum  is  concerned.  He  is  a  master  in  this 
field,  and  is  working  wonders  in  the  readjustment 
of  the  curriculum.  Dr.  Godard  is  also  a  teacher  of 
great  ability  and  fits  well  into  the  organization 
from  the  standpoint  of  his  social  and  musical 
tastes. 

Dean  Virginia  Miller  Agnew  has  taken  up  the 
work  of  Dean  of  Women,  with  decided  aptness  and 
ability.  She  seems  to  be  able  to  guide  students  into 
a  sane  expression  of  their  social  gifts  and  at  the 
same  time  keep  the  traditions  of  the  institution.  The 
student  body,  both  boarding  and  day  pupils,  have 
found  her  administration  both  acceptable  and  help- 
ful. 

The  holidays,  both  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas, 
are  on  us,  and  it  will  be  a  happy  realization  when  we 
get  past  the  major  holiday  season  of  the  college  into 
the  long  winter  and  spring  stretch  of  work.  Stu- 
dents have  been  diligent,  however,  in  their  appli- 
cation to  duty,  and  are  entitled  to  receive  a  cessa- 
tion which  holiday  times  afford.  "All  work  and 
no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy."  We  do  not  want 
to  dull,  but  to  sharpen  the  wits  of  every  one! 

The  college  has  had  the  pleasure  of  having  some 
outstanding  visitors  at  the  chapel  exercises.  Rev. 
C.  L.  Crane  of  Luebo,  Africa,  was  a  recent  speaker 
at  Vesper  service.  Dr.  Egbert  W.  Smith  spent  two 
days  as  the  guest  of  Queens-Chicora  College  and 
delivered  most  helpful  addresses  to  the  students. 
Dr.  Charles  R.  Erdman  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  deliv- 
ered a  series  of  sermons  at  Myers  Park  Presbyte- 
rian Church  during  October,  and  was  a  visitor  at 
Chapel  and  on  the  campus  of  the  college.  Dr.  Rob- 
ert E.  Speer  of  New  York  spent  four  days  speaking 
in  Charlotte  and  gave  most  helpful  addresses,  which  , 
were  heard  by  many  of  the  students  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

The  wonderful  weather,  with  the  golden  colors 
on  the  campus  and  in  the  country  round-about,  has 
constituted  irresistible  calls  to  the  outdoors.  Stu- 
dent groups  have  found  themselves  wandering  into 
the  woods  and  hiking  across  the  hills,  much  to  their 
physical  advantage  and  to  the  delight  of  their  hearts. 

We  were  disappointed  in  not  having  Dr.  Samuel 
M.  Glasgow  for  the  fall  special  religious  services, 
but  we  are  looking  forward  to  having  such  a  series 
of  services  in  the  early  spring.  The  religious  flavor 
of  Queens-Chicora  College  is  one  of  the  delightful 
things  of  the  association  on  the  campus  and  in  the 
college  life.

Two  new  tennis  courts  are  in  the  process  of  buildinfi'. 
The  college  is  grateful  to  the  city  of  Statesville  for  aid 
in  this  project. 

A  rose  garden,  the  project  of  the  junior  class,  has  been 
started  on  the  rear  campus. 

The  exterior  woodwork  of  the  college  building  and  the 
roof  have  had  a  coat  of  paint.  Two  new  bathrooms  have 
been  added  in  the  dormitory. 

Through  a  memorial  gift  honoring  Parker  Bennett,  a 
former  student,  a  set  of  records  has  been  purchased  for 
use  in  the  music  department.  An  amplifier  makes  these 
lectures  on  music  appreciation  available  to  larger  audi- 
ences in  the  auditorium. 

A  college  orchestra  has  been  organized  with  Mr. 
Stimson  as  leader. 

The  basketball  schedule  opening  December  18th,  in- 
cludes games  with  Wingate,  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Appalachian 
State  Teachers'  College,  and  East  Carolina  Teachers' 
College.

Peace  opened  its  sixty-fourth  year  the  week  of  Sep- 
tember 11,  with  an  enrollment  of  277  students.  This  is  an 
increase  of  14  students  over  1936.  We  have  a  capacity 
resident  student  body  with  approximately  140  resident 
students  and  140  Raleigh  students.  Our  Commercial  De- 
partment again  is  our  most  popular  department  with 
something  like  75  students  taking  a  Commercial  Course.  We 
are  especially  gratified  with  this  large  Commercial  class 
as  it  testifies  anew  as  to  the  type  of  course  we  are  off'er- 
ing  at  Peace. 

Both  one  and  two-year  Commercial  Courses  are  offered 
here.  A  great  majority  of  the  students  take  only  the  first 
year  course  but  from  12  to  15  ordinarily  take  the  second 
year  course  which  gives  them  good  all  round  Commercial 
training  for  doing  Secretarial  work. 

Our  Voice  Department  has  grown  the  last  year,  too,  so 
that  we  are  able  again  to  ha\^e  a  resident  teacher  of 
Voice.  Miss  Helen  Board,  a  graduate  of  the  Cincinnati 
Conservatory  of  Music  is  in  charge  of  the  voice  work. 

A  new  feature  of  our  work  is  a  course  in  speech, 
spoken  English  and  dramatics  under  Miss  Martha  Boswell 
and  Miss  Helen  Board.  This  type  of  course  provides  an 
outlet  for  students  who  wish  to  specialize  in  Dramatics, 
Play  Production  and  Spoken  English. 

Another  special  department  at  Peace  which  is  being 
reorganized  this  year  is  the  art  department.  Miss  Mabel 
Pugh  of  North  Carolina  and  New  York  City  has  returned 
to  her  native  state  to  teach  art  at  Peace.  Miss  Pugh  is 
known  to  a  great  many  North  Carolinians  for  her  portrait 
work,  for  her  book  illustrations  and  for  her  work  with 
linoleum  block  prints.  Miss  Pugh's  training  furnishes  our 
students  with  an  unusual  opportunity  to  do  a  most  popu- 
lar and  substantial  piece  of  work  in  Art. 

Our  first  term  ends  December  5.  We  are  operating 
on  the  three-term  basis  rather  than  the  semester.  We 
like  it  very  much  better,  particularly  as  it  enables  students 
to  complete  the  first  term  work  before  the  Christmas  holi- 
days. The  work  this  term  has  been  of  excellent  standard 
and  the  school  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  finest  years  of  its 
existence. 

Another  student  activity  that  is  reorganized  this  fall 
is  the  publication  of  the  school  magazine.  Voices  of 
Peace.  This  is  being  done  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Papyrus  Club. 

Extension  courses  in  Bible  are  being  continued  this 
year  for  the  fourth  time.  Miss  Lucy  Steele  teaches  these 
courses.  There  is  a  morning  class  every  week  and  also 
an  evening  class.  The  combined  registration  of  the  two 
classes  is  250  with  100  visitors.  Miss  Steele  has  also 
done  extension  Bible  teaching  this  term  in  several  cities 
fairly  near  Raleigh,  where  groups  of  women  have  come 
from  adjoining  churches  and  communities.  Her  work  has 
been  with  the  Presbyterian  churches  at  Wilson,  Rocky 
Mount,  Goldsboro,  Tarboro  and  Durham. 

Peace  Week  this  year  will  be  observed  from  December 
7  through  13,  with  Saturday,  December  9,  being  known  as 
Peace  Day.  During  this  week  every  alumna  will  be  given 
the  opportunity  to  make  a  contribution  to  Peace.  There  are 
four  special  objectives  this  year  so  that  each  alumna  may 
designate  to  which  she  wishes  to  contribute  her  gift.  These 
objectives  are:  (1)  A  scholarship  fund  in  honor  of  the 
memory  of  Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Kinney.  (2)  A  music 
scholarship  fund  in  memory  of  Mr.  James  P.  Brawley.  (3) 
The  studio  garden  memorial  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Ruth 
Huntington  Moore.  (4)  The  campus  fund  to  provide  for 
the  care  of  the  campus;  the  trees,  shrubbery,  etc. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  the  National  Preaching 
Mission  in  Raleigh  on  November  26  to  28.  Raleigh  is  one 
of  twenty-five  cities  in  the  United  States  which  is  en- 
tertaining one  of  the  missions.  It  will  be  a  fine  oppor- 
tunity for  our  students  to  hear  such  national  speakers  as 
E.  Stanley  Jones,  Dr.  Robert  E.  Speer,  Dr.  Jol^n  Mackay 
and  others. 

They  will  also  have  the  opportunity  of  attending  the 
sessions  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Society  and  to

They 
have  also  gone  through  equipment  offices  and  have 
carefully  studied  all  types  and  makes  of  office  equip- 
ment. 

Do  you  know  that  we  give  a  standard  business 
course  plus  three  subjects  at  a  cost  to  the  student 
of  $150  less  than  the  regular  business  school  in 
Raleigh  and  Charlotte?  These  students  get  in  addi- 
tion to  the  college  life,  a  full  part  in  the  athletic 
program  and  the  practical  experience  of  regular 
office  work. 

Beginning  February  1,  with  our  second  semester, 
Freshmen  can  get  a  full  semester's  work.  This  does 
not  include  business  subjects  nor  science  courses 
that  run  for  the  whole  year. 

This  school  is  owned  by  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  has  three  main  purposes:  First,  to 
exalt  Jesus  Christ  in  the  lives  of  students.  Second, 
to  make  all  class  room  work  of  a  standard  that  will 
meet  the  requirements  of  every  senior  college  or 
university.  Third,  to  keep  the  cost  of  education  in 
reach  of  every  worthy  boy.

Union  Theological  Seminary  is  now  in  the  midst  of  its 
125th  anniversary  session. 

When  the  opening  call  to  worship  was  sounded  on  the 
afternoon  of  last  September  16,  there  was  inaugurated 
what  promises  to  be  one  of  the  outstanding  periods  in 
the  history  of  the  Seminary. 

In  the  junior,  or  incoming  class,  there  were  34  men — 
one  of  the  largest  junior  classes  in  several  years.  The 
middle  class  had  an  enrollment  of  24,  and  the  senior  class, 
21.    In  addition,  there  were  seven  special  students. 

This  group,  augmented  by  four  fellowship  men,  six 
resident  and  twenty  non-resident  graduate  students,  will 
reach  even  greater  proportions  when  some  30  ministers 
register  on  December  30,  for  the  Seminary's  annual 
"Short  Term."  A  record  attendance  for  this  one-month 
term  is  expected. 

Among  the  interesting  features  of  the  session  is  the 
fact  that  every  member  of  the  junior  class  has  earned 
a  college  degree;  and  that  Dr.  W.  T.  Thompson,  Professor 
of  Christian  Education,  is  one  of  the  speakers  of  the 
National  Preaching  Mission,  which  is  now  touring  the 
country  and  occupying  the  attention  of  many  thousands 
of  persons. 

It  is  expected  that  this  outstanding  anniversary  ses- 
sion will  be  the  basis  for  appropriate  ceremonies  before 
many  months  have  passed.  However,  no  definite  plans 
have  yet  been  made. 

Should  such  a  celebration  take  place,  it  would  not  be 
without  an  undercurrent  of  sadness.  For  the  Seminary 
this  school  year,  though  blessed  in  a  multitude  of  ways, 
has  met  with  a  great  and  irrevocable  loss:  the  death  of  its 
treasurer,  Mr.  William  Read  Miller. 

Mr.  Miller  had  been  with  the  school  since  1907.  He 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  institution's  financial 
growth,  and  he  piloted  it  safely  through  the  recent  dark 
days  that  saw  the  collapse  of  many  institutions. 

As  an  elder  in  the  Grace  Covenant  Presbytei-ian  Church 
of  Richmond,  he  was  largely  responsible  for  its  financial 
and  spiritual  growth.  He  has  also  been  termed  the 
"moving  spirit"  in  the  growth  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  on  the  executive  board  of  which  he  served  for 
many  years. 

His  Christian  influence  in  the  business  life  of  Richmond 
will  long  be  felt. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Norfleet,  Jr.,  who,  since  his  graduation  from 
Union  Seminary  in  1934  has  served  as  assistant  treasurer, 
is  in  charge  of  the  Seminary  office.  The  office  is  now 
engaged  in  the  distribution  of  the  annual  bulletin  an- 
nouncing Sprunt  Lectures  Week,  which  begins  Sunday, 
January  31.  The  final  address  will  be  made  the  follow- 
ing Saturday  morning. 

Dr.  Herman  Harrell  Horne,  a  son  of  North  Carolina, 
professor  of  education  and  history  of  philosophy  at  New 
York  University,  will  be  the  Sprunt  Lecturer  this  year. 
Other  lecturers  during  the  week  will  be  Dr.  Hugh  T. 
Kerr,  pastor  of  Shadyside  Presbyterian  Church,  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  and  Dr.  F.  Crossley  Morgan,  Bible  lecturer  and  son 
of  the  famous  minister.  Dr.  G.  Campbell  Morgan. — Clyde

WHY  I  CAME  TO  GLADE  VALLEY 
By  Selma  Bare,  '37,  Wagoner.  N.  C. 

The  reasons  why  I  came  to  Glade  Valley  High  School 
are  very  important,  I  think. 

First,  it  is  a  Christian  School.  Last  year  I  attended  a 
state  school,  and  scarcely  heard  the  name  of  God  men- 
tioned; everyone  seemed  to  look  out  for  himself  and  no 
one  else.  The  things  which  God  would  have  us  do  as  young 
people  of  this  age,  were  neglected.  No  time  whatsoever 
was  given  to  spiritual  thinss.  Not  even  a  few  minutes  for 
chapel;  things  of  the  Spirit  had  no  place  there.  About 
all  that  the  majority  of  students  thought  about  was 
something  to  amuse  them  and  to  take  their  thoughts  from 
both  spiritual  things  and  school  work  as  well. 

Glade  Valley  boys  and  girls  who  never  attended  a 
state  school  do  not  realize  the  extra  opportunities  which 
they  have  here.  In  a  small  school  like  this,  each  person 
learns  to  know  everyone  else,  and  we  soon  become  almost 
like  a  great  big  family.  You  receive  much  more  training 
at  Glade  Valley  than  you  do  at  other  larger  schools. 
This  is  because  you  l  ave  the  chance  to  take  part  in  the 
activities  of  the  literary  society  each  Saturday  night  and 
the  Young  People's  League  each  Sunday  night,  ay  get- 
ting up  before  the  student  body  and  delivering  your 
speech,  even  though  it's  just  a  few  words  one  becomes  less 
timid  about  facing  an  audience. 

At  G.  V.  H.  S.,  we  hear  preachers  and  other  speakers 
often.  Missionaries  from  foreign  fields  come  and  tell  us 
about  their  work  there,  which  is  always  very  interesting. 

We  have  Sunday  School  every  Sunday,  anotter  privi- 
lege which  lots  of  boys  and  girls  don't  have. 

In  addition  to  all  these,  we  receive  a  great  deal  more 
personal  attention  from  the  teachers.  We  can  always  get 
help  when  we  have  trouble — either  with  school  work  or 
otherwise. 

In  short,  I  feel  like  a  diploma  from  Glade  Valley  will 
mean  a  lot  more  to  me  than  one  from  any  other  school. 
And  we  as  students  of  Glad  Valley,  should  feel  proud  of 
having  the  privilege  of  coming  to  this  Christian  School.

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NOTES  FROM  THE  FIELD 

From  April  1  to  September  30  the  Home  Mission 
churches  of  Orange  Presbytery  have  reported  149 
Professions  of  Faith,  139  additions  lo  the  Presby- 
terian church  by  Profession,  and  30  additions  by 
letter.  Some  of  our  churches  have  held  evangel- 
istic services  since  September  30,  from  which  we 
have  not  yet  received  reports.  We  are  hoping  that 
this  Jubilee  year  will  be  a  banner  year  in  the  num- 
ber of  additions  by  Prof esi  ion  of  faith  in  our  Home 
Mission  churches. 

Some  of  our  churches  have  made  much-needed 
repairs  and  improvements  on  their  church  buildings. 
The  Bethesda  church  has  re-roofed,  refloored,  re- 
seated, and  re-painted  their  building,  and  are  now 
preparing  to  install  electric  lights .  When  these 
improvements  are  completed  this  church  will  be  one 
of  the  most  attractive  country  churches  in  the 
Presbytery. 

The  Stony  Creek  church  has  installed  beautiful 
electric  lights  and  are  now  preparing  to  re-roof  their 
building.  The  Second  church  of  Burlington  and  the 
Shiloh  church  have  re-roofed  their  buildings  and  the 
Second  church  has  also  installed  a  new  heating 
plant.  The  Eno  church  has  provided  two  new  Sun- 
day school  rooms  by  building  two  partitions  between 
the  two  wings  of  the  church  and  the  main  auditor- 
ium. All  of  these  churches  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  these  improvements  in  their  church  property. 

The  Rev.  Frank  S.  Blue  has  resigned  the  pastor- 
ate of  the  Second  church  of  Burlington,  the  Pied- 
mont church,  and  the  Shiloh  church  to  take  effect  the 
30th  of  November.  The  Home  Mission  Committee  met 
in  the  Second  church  of  Burlington  the  30th  of 
November  to  consider  re-grouping  these  churches 
along  with  the  Stony  Creek  church  and  the  East 
Burlington  church.  These  five  churches  will  be 
grouped  into  two  pastorates,  and  one  of  them  will 
probably  be  self-sustaining. 

The  Superintendent  assisted  Rev.  W.  E.  Harrop 
in  a  successful  series  of  revival  services  at  Bethany 
church  September  13th  to  the  20th.  It  was  one 
of  the  best  meetings  we  have  had  this  fall.  There 
were  more  than  fifty  professions  of  faith  and  about 
forty  additions  to  the  Presbyterian  church.  This 
church  has  had  a  splendid  development  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Harrop  and  has  bright  prospects 
for  further  growth  in  the  future.  The  Superintend- 
ent also  assisted  Rev.  C.  L.  Wicker  in  a  most  gra- 
cious meeting  in  the  Farmville  church  September 
20th  to  the  30th.  This  little  church  of  only  twenty- 
five  members  received  twelve  new  members,  almost 
a  fifty  per  cent  increase  in  the  membership.  Bro. 
Wicker  has  been  faithfully  sowing  the  seed  in  this 
field  for  many  years. 

The  Glenwood  Presbyterian  church  celebrated 
its  20th  anniversary  on  October  22,  1936.  The 
church  was  organized  September  26,  1916,  with 
seventy-four  members.  It  has  been  served  by  six 
pastors,  viz:  Rev.  J.  G.  Walker  1916-1919;  Rev. 
R.  S.  Arrowood  1920-1925;  Rev.  J.  R.  Phipps  1925; 
Rev.  J.  T.  Reed  1926-1927;  Rev.  C.  N.  Morrison 


1928-1934;  and  Rev.  J.  T.  Barham  1935—.  Mr.  Bar- 
ham  and  the  congregation  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  splendid  manner  in  which  they  put  on  the 
celebration.  A  Brunswick  stew  supper  was  served 
the  congregation  and  the  invited  guests  in  the 
church  yard  from  five  to  six-thirty  o'clock.  Fol- 
lowing the  supper  the  anniversary  exercises  were 
held  in  the  church.  Mr.  Barham  welcomed  the  for- 
mer pastors  and  the  invited  guests,  and  introduced 
Rev.  R.  M.  Williams  to  preside  over  the  anniversary 
exercises.  The  opening  prayer  was  offered  by  Dr. 
C.  F.  Myers.  Greetings  were  brought  by  three  for- 
mer pastors  who  were  present,  viz:  Rev.  J.  G. 
Walker,  Rev.  R.  S.  Arrowood,  and  Rev.  C.  N.  Mor- 
rison. A  short  address  was  made  by  Dr.  C.  E. 
Hodgin  on  the  Prospects  for  the  Future.  It  was  a 
very  happy  occasion  for  the  membership  of  the 
church  and  for  former  members  and  friends  who 
attended  the  celebration.  About  $200.00  was  raised 
by  thank-offerings  for  some  needed  improvements 
in  the  church  building.  Under  the  energetic  and 
efficient  leadership  of  the  present  pastor  the  church 
is  taking  on  new  life  after  years  of  the  depression 
and  is  now  facing  its  greatest  opportunities  for 
growth  and  development. 

The  Presbytery  of  Orange  has  ordered  that  16 
per  cent  of  the  benevolent  budget  be  given  to  Pres- 
bytery's Home  Missions,  instead  of  121/2  per  cent  as 
formerly.  Some  of  our  churches  and  Auxiliaries 
have  overlooked  this  change  in  percentages.  The 
change  was  made  because  Presbytery's  Home  Mis- 
sions is  in  dire  need  of  increased  support.  We  are 
now  more  than  $1225.00  behind  in  the  payment  of 
the  small  salaries  apportioned  to  our  Home  Mission 
workers.  We  have  not  been  able  to  pay  their  full 
salaries  a  single  month  this  year.  Christmas  is 
approaching  and  how  do  you  suppose  that  our  Home 
Missionaries  will  be  able  to  provide  a  little  Christ- 
mas cheer  for  their  homes  if  we  do  not  pay  them 
the  small  pittance  we  have  promised  them?  Can 
you  think  of  a  better  way  to  make  a  gift  to  Christ, 
whose  birth  we  celebrate  at  Christmas,  than  by  mak- 
ing an  offering  to  support  these  underpaid  workers 
who  represent  Him  on  our  mission  fields?  Last 
year  "an  unknown  Friend"  sent  a  cashier's  check 
for  $200.00  to  be  distributed  among  our  Home  Mis- 
sion workers,  and  this  special  gift  was  a  great  help 
in  making  the  December  remittances  last  year.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  many  friends  of  Home  Missions 
will  remember  this  cause  this  year  and  will  follow 
the  liberal  example  of  our  "unknown  Friend."  We 
also  appeal  to  the  churches  and  Auxiliaries  to  send 
liberal  offerings  this  month.  Economic  conditions 
have  greatly  improved  and  many  of  our  Presbyterian 
people  are  receiving  this  year  increased  incomes. 
Will  you  not,  as  an  expression  of  your  gratitude  to 
the  Giver  of  all  good,  share  your  increase  with  these 
needy  workers  in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  Send  your 
contributions  to  Rev.  C.  E.  Hodgin,  403  Asheboro, 
St.,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  and  they  will  be  promptly 
remitted  to  these  most  deserving  workers. 
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EDITORIAL 

The  deepest  sympathy  of  The  Presbyterian  News 
goes  out  to  the  sufferers  in  the  flood-stricken  dis- 
tricts. Wonderful  has  been  the  response  to  appeals 
for  help  and  additional  assistance  will  be  given  as 
the  need  may  demand.  God's  people  have  had  a  large 
share  in  this  service  of  love  and  mercy. 

Dr.  Henry  Sweets,  whose  office  is  in  Louisville,  has 
rendered  valuable  service  during  the  trying  days  of 
flooded  Louisville.  He  writes: 

"All  of  our  office  staff  rendered  efficient  and 
helpful  service.  I  was  requested  to  become  Chair- 
man of  the  Mayor's  Committee  on  Morale.  My 
residence  was  converted  into  an  office  and  imme- 
diately we  began  work.   We  faced  a  difficult  task — 
water  and  light  were  cut  off,  telephones  were  out 
of  commission,  many  were  greatly  distracted,  all 
were  as  busy  as  they  could  be.     Gradually  we 
gathered  together  men  and  women  of  different 
abilities,  sent  out  of  the  city  for  printing,  organ- 
ized a  force  that  could  communicate  with  the  con- 
centration centers  in  churches,  schools  and  the- 
atres, where  wonderful  help  was  given." 
Why  this  wonderful  response  in  love,  sympathy 
and  material  assistance?  There  was  a  vivid  realiza- 
tion of  the  existence  of  dire  need.  The  help  rendered 
was  mostly  for  the  body.    These  things  we  ought  to 
have  done  and  more,  but  how  about  the  dire  spiritual 
need  of  the  home  and  foreign  fields  where  literally 
millions  perish  spiritually.    In  North  Carolina  alone 
are  more  than  a  million  who  do  not  belong  to  a 
church  of  any  denomination.    At  our  own  door  and 
in  foreign  lands  the  SOULS  of  men  and  women  by 
thousands  sink  annually  to  Christless  graves.  A 
vision  of  this  DIRE  NEED  is  a  challenge  to  God's 
people  to  respond  most  liberally  to  the  call  in  behalf 
of  those  dying  spiritually.

Claims  of  Synods'  and  Presbyteries'  Causes 
Upon  the  Every  Member  Canvass 

At  this  time,  the  raising  of  the  whole  Budget  in 
the  Every  Member  Canvass,  MARCH  14th  is  the 
supreme  task  of  the  church.  All  the  benevolent 
causes  are  dependent  upon  the  success  of  our  efforts. 
The  Assembly's  causes  challenge  our  most  earnest 
endeavor.  These  causes  are  six  in  number:  Foreign 
Missions,  Assembly's  Home  Missions,  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Ministerial  Relief,  Religious  Education 
and  Publication,  Assembly's  Training  School,  and 
Bible.    They  worthily  demand  our  loyal  support. 

^  Of  equal  importance  are  the  claims  of  local  causes 
within  the  bounds  of  Synods  and  Presbyteries.  These 
causes  are  five  in  number: 

(1)  Educational  Institutions:  This  cause  includes 
4  Seminaries  with  284  students;  14  Colleges  with 


4,738  students;  10  Junior  Colleges  v/ith  1,815  stu- 
dents; 3  Preparatory  Schools  with  355  students;  and 
17  Mission  Schools  with  1,874  students.  We  should 
raise  for  these  a  considerable  increase  over  the 
$221,647.00  given  last  year.  Closely  allied  with 
these  denominational  institutions  are  90  State  Uni- 
versities and  Colleges  in  which  from  ten  to  twenty 
percent  of  the  students  are  Presbyterian  boys  and 
girls  from  our  own  Presbyterian  homes.  They  have 
a  strong  claim  upon  us  and  are  our  local  responsi- 
bility Dr.  E.  A.  Alderman  in  an  inspiring  address 
before  the  General  Assembly,  said:  "It  looks  as  if 
the  American  State  University  was  the  largest  mis- 
sionary field  in  the  world.  Do  not  permit  this  sen- 
tence to  be  misconstrued.  It  is  not  meant  that  these 
universities  are  the  home  of  the  heathen,  but  simply 
that  they  hold  one-half  of  the  dominant  leadership 
of  the  nation,  and  of  that  dynamic  group  the  Church 
cannot  say  'their  education  is  not  on  our  hands,'  and 
the  State  cannot  say,  'We  are  silent  on  all  religious 
matters,'  without  both  proclaiming  they  regard  re- 
ligious training  as  negligible  in  the  life  of  educated 
men."  And  Dr.  Henry  H.  Sweets,  says:  "The  task 
of  ministering  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  these  stu- 
dents, and  of  enlisting  them  in  the  service  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Church  is  a  Synodical  responsibility. 
They  come  from  every  part  of  the  state  and  will  go, 
as  leaders,  into  every  part  of  the  Synod.  Whither 
will  they  lead."  The  Synods  and  Presbyteries  are 
facing  a  great  opportunity — a  grave  responsibility. 

(2)  Orphans'  Homes:  We  have  16  with  1,745 
pupils.  These  fatherless  ones  are  looking  to  us  for 
food,  clothing,  shelter,  and  training.  We  should 
have  at  least  $150,000.00  from  the  Budget  for  the 
support  of  this  important  cause. 

(3)  Religious  Education:  Within  the  bounds  of 
our  Presbyteries  are  hundreds  of  young  people 
awaiting  our  ministry  in  moulding  their  characters. 
We  should  invest  in  this  young  life  more  than  the 
$36,162.00  contributed  last  year. 

(4)  Synodical  and  (5)  Presbyterian  Home  Mis- 
sions. These  causes  constitute  the  very  foundation 
of  all  our  benevolent  work.  The  strong  churches  of 
today  were  the  churches  of  home  mission  origin  yes- 
terday. From  the  church  owing  their  origin  to 
home  mission  activity  come  the  men  and  means  for 
manning  the  great  enterprises  of  the  church.  If 
our  church  is  to  enlarge  the  place  of  her  tent, 
lengthen  her  cords  and  strengthen  her  stakes,  the 
home  fires  must  be  kept  burning.  The  promising  out- 
look of  the  home  mission  fields  now  occupied  and  the 
inviting  open  doors  call  for  at  least  a  25  percent  in- 
crease over  the  $587,490.00  contributed  last  year  to 
Local  Home  Missions.  The  strong  claims  of  these 
FIVE  Local  Causes  challenge  us  to  subscribe  the 
Budget  IN  FULL  and  MORE  on  MARCH  14th.

ALBEMARLE  PRESBYTERY 
Bethany  and  Berea — The  Young  People  of  these 
churches  rekindled  the  flame  of  the  Christmas  mes- 
sage through  song  and  dramatization  during  the 
Christmas  season.  The  Sunday  Schools  are  looking 
forward  to  reinforcements  from  many  newcomers  to 
the  communities.  Berea  is  privileged  on  the  fourth 
Sunday  of  each  month  to  have  a  preaching  service 
which  is  conducted  by  Rev.  E.  Carlyle  Lynch.  This 
service  is  proving  a  vital  means  in  strengthening 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  community.  Miss  Martha 
Houck  is  the  efficient  trained  worker  in  these  fields. 

Bethlehem  and  Morton — Evangelistic  services 
were  held  in  November  in  Bethlehem  Church  with 
a  different  minister  each  night.  This  church  ob- 
served Rally  Day  with  a  large  attendance  and  a 
liberal  offering.  Thanksgiving  offering  was  the 
largest  in  years.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  raised 
money  to  build  additional  Sunday  School  rooms. 
The  men  of  the  church  will  do  the  work  in  the  near 
future.  This  church  has  responded  to  every  appeal 
during  the  year.  In  Morton  Church  evangelistic 
services  were  held  in  November.  Rev.  John  Whitley 
of  Williamston  preached  splendid  sermons  to  large 
congregations  every  night.  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport 
will  conduct  an  evangelistic  meeting  in  the  spring. 
Rev.  J.  A.  Satterfield  is  the  pastor  of  this  group.

CONCORD  PRESBYTERY 
Centre,  Sherrill's  Ford,  Shearer — The  Sunday 
School  in  Centre  Church  again  got  the  banner  for 
the  largest  per  capita  contribution  in  Concord  Pres- 
bytery for  Sunday  School  Publication  and  Extension. 
The  people  of  Sherrill's  Ford  have  recently  added  a 
new  roof  to  their  church.  This  improvement  to- 
gether with  recent  painting  gives  them  a  neat  looking 
piece  of  church  property.  As  a  result  of  cottage 
prayer  meetings  there  have  been  quite  a  number  of 
additions  to  the  church  on  profession  of  faith — the 
largest  in  years.  Rev.  J.  Kenton  Parker  is  pastor 
of  this  group. 

Conley  Memorial  Group  in  McDowell  County — 
Rev.  J.  C.  Story,  pastor.  This  pastorate  consists  of 
Conley  Memorial,  Landis  Chapel,  West  Marion,  Glen 
Alpine,  and  Arrowood.  In  the  group  are  254  church 
members  and  310  Sunday  School  scholars.  The  uni- 
fied church  service  plan  in  worship  prevails  in  all 
these  churches  and  everybody  in  Sunday  School  re- 
mains for  preaching.  The  West  Marion  Church  com- 
pleted a  new  brick  veneer  church  last  year  at  a  cost 
of  $3,000.00  with  a  debt  of  less  than  four  hundred 
dollars.  The  Glen  Alpine  Church  is  preparing  to 
remodel  their  church  building,  putting  a  brick  veneer 
wall  around  the  church  and  adding  new  art  glass 
windows.  Conley  Memorial  and  Landis  Chapel  have 
adopted  the  Lord's  Acre  Plan  of  financing  the  cur- 


rent expenses  and  the  benevolent  work  of  the  church 
with  marked  success.  Last  year  this  group  of 
churches  had  52  additions,  30  by  confession  of  faith 
and  22  by  church  letter.  The  current  year  the  group 
has  made  much  progress  and  will  send  up  to  Pres- 
bytery an  encouraging  report  of  the  year's  work.  But 
a  few  years  ago  only  one  of  these  churches  was  in 
existence.  Presbyterianism  will  grow  when  given  a 
fair  chance.

FAYETTEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 
Sardis,  Westminster  and  Bunnlevel — Rev.  D.  H. 
Dulin  was  installed  pastor  of  Sardis  and  West- 
minster Churches  on  January  31,  and  of  Bunnlevel 
on  February  14,  1937. 

Barbecue,  Mt.  Pisgah,  Ephesus  and  Leaflet— -Rev. 
P.  H.  Biddle  of  Cuba,  Ala.,  has  accepted  a  call  from 
this  group  of  churches  and  will  begin  work  in  this 
field  about  March  1.  The  manse  has  been  repaired 
and  prospects  for  aggressive  work  in  these  churches 
are  fine. 

All  churches  in  the  Presbytery  are  supplies  at 
present  except  Centre,  which  will  probably  be  group- 
ed with  some  other  churches  soon. 

Southern  Pines — Plans  for  the  church  have  been 
accepted  and  the  erection  of  the  building  will  begin 
in  the  early  spring. 

Spring  Lake — Material  is  being  assembled  for 
the  Sabbath  School  building.  This  building  will  have 
a  large  auditorium  in  addition  to  a  number  of  class 
rooms. 

An  increasing  number  of  the  country  churches 
of  this  Presbytery  are  adopting  the  Lord's  Acre  plan, 
and  without  a  single  exception  it  is  proving  to  be 
the  best  of  all  the  methods  for  financing  country 
groups.  Wherever  it  is  given  a  fair  trial  it  has  ex- 
ceeded the  expectations  of  its  advocates.  Every 
country  group  in  this  Presbytery  can  provide  ade- 
quately and  easily  for  all  its  work.

GRANVILLE  PRESBYTERY 
Roxboro — A  new  Younger  Men's  class  was  or- 
ganized in  this  Sunday  School  the  last  of  November. 
It  now  has  an  enrollment  of  eighteen  men  who  had 
not  been  in  the  church  school  before.  The  class  is 
taught  alternately  by  three  of  the  men  who  are 
members  of  the  class.  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Hamilton  is 
pastor  of  this  church. 

Se!ma  Group — This  group  is  making  its  plans  for 
a  very  active  spring  and  summer.  Every  Member  Can- 
vasses in  all  the  churches  in  March,  a  Leadership 
Training  School  in  cooperation  with  Kenly  and 
Smithfield  in  the  near  future,  and  at  the  close  of 
school,  Vacation  Bible  Schools  followed  by  Evan- 
gelistic meeting.  The  attendance  in  the  country 
churches  has  held  up  well  during  the  rainy  winter 
months.  This  field  is  looking  forward  to  the  best 
year  of  its  history  during  1937-'38.  Rev.  Neil  R. 
McGeachy  is  pastor  of  this  group. 

Kenly  Group — There  have  been  33  additions  to 
the  churches  of  this  group  since  April  1936 — 31  were 
on  profession  of  faith.  Larger  Parish  Program  is 
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functioning  with  two  union  meetings  for  group  each 
year.  The  Lord's  Acre  Plan  is  meeting  with  marked 
success  in  country  churches  of  the  field.  This  fact 
has  been  listed  in  the  Assembly's  Pamphlet  on  the 
Lord's  Acre  Plan.  The  Religious  Education  Pro- 
gram is  working  nicely,  with  Teacher  Training 
classes,  Sunday  School  Councils  and  Y.  P.  of  Church 
organizations  in  operation.  There  are  strong 
Women's  Auxiliaries  in  Kenly  and  White  Oak 
Churches  and  a  new  Sunday  School  building  at 
Centre  Ridge  Church.  Rev.  C.  F.  Allen  is  pastor  of 
this  group. 

Oak  Hill — This  congregation  has  recently  re- 
paired and  improved  its  church  building.  They  hope 
in  the  spring  to  put  in  new  windows.  When  it  is 
finished  it  will  give  the  appearance  of  a  new  church, 
^ev.  A.  M.  Earle  serves  this  church. 

Progressive  Church— A  congregational  meeting 
-was  held  in  January  at  which  time  Mr.  Angus  Wor- 
ley  was  elected  elder.  He  was  installed  on  Febru- 
ary 7.  This  church  now  has  three  elders  who  do  the 
work  of  both  elders  and  deacons.  During  the  Sprunt 
Lectures,  Miss  Lillian  Blue,  our  Home  Mission 
worker  in  this  field,  took  eleven  dozen  eggs  from  the 
members  of  Progressive  Church  to  the  North  Carolina 
Building  at  Mission  Court.  These  eggs  were  valued 
^t  $4.40  according  to  market  prices  in  Richmond  for 
the  best  eggs.  This  valuation  was  added  to  the 
Foreign  Mission  contribution.  During  the  present 
church  year,  Progressive  Church  for  the  first  time 
•called  a  pastor.  Rev.  Carl  Pritchett.  The  salary 
promised  him  has  been  paid  in  full.  The  church  is 
now  being  painted  on  the  outside,  using  the  money 
the  young  people  earned  from  picking  cotton  on 
Saturday  and  from  selling  the  pumpkins  they  raised. 

Attendance  at  all  services  has  been  good.

KINGS  MOUNTAIN  PRESBYTERY 
Shelby — Rev.  A.  C.  Miller  is  doing  efficient  work 
among  the  deaf  and  dumb  congregations  he  serves. 
They  are  eager  to  receive  the  Word  as  delivered  by 
liim.  Several  Sunday  School  classes  are  conducted. 
One  infant  was  baptized  in  Hickory  and  an  adult  in 
Statesville  and  two  were  received  into  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Hickory  by  letter.  Persons 
received  by  Brother  Miller  hold  their  membership  in 
the  church  where  he  conducts  his  services. 

Shelby — Mr.  L.  P.  Holland,  treasurer,  is  en- 
couraged by  receipts  for  Home  Missions  and  would 
urge  all  treasurers  of  local  churches  within  the 
"bounds  of  Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  to  send  in 
funds  for  this  cause  promptly  that  our  faithful  Home 
Mission  workers  may  receive  their  well  deserved 
salaries. 

Forest  City — The  work  is  progressing  nicely. 
Congregations  have  been  good  in  spite  of  the.weather. 
"The  people  were  especially  generous  at  Christmas. 
The  Auxiliary  presented  the  pastor  and  his  wife  with 
a  nice  gift  and  the  men  gave  him  his  new  1937  auto- 
mobile license  tag. 

Ellenboro — This  congregation  has  a  fine  spirit. 
Attendance  is  good  and  there  have  been  five  ad- 
ditions to  the  church  on  profession  of  faith.  The 
Sunday  School  is  in  need  of  class  rooms  and  hopes  to 
Tiave  them  in  the  near  future.  The  congregation 
gave  the  pastor  a  splendid  "pounding"  Christmas. 
Kev  Geo.  L.  Riddle  is  pastor  of  these  two  churches. 


Unity — This  church  has  had  an  unusually  good 
year.  Twenty-two  members  have  been  taken  into  the 
church  on  profession  of  faith,  and  not  one  mem- 
ber lost  by  death.  A  large  log  hut  has  recently  been 
built.  This  building  will  be  of  great  service  to  the 
church,  especially  as  a  dining  room  and  kitchen  and 
social  room  for  the  large  number  of  young  people 
in  this  congregation.  Presbytery  will  meet  in  Unity 
Church  in  the  spring  and  Group  Conference  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  fall.  Rev.  W.  T.  Smith 
is  pastor  of  this  church.

ORANGE  PRESBYTERY 
Pittsboro  Group — At  Pittsboro  and  Goldston  the 
pastor  held  his  own  meetings,  which  were  well  at- 
tended by  members  of  his  own  churches  and  those 
of  sister  denominations.  The  pastor  was  encouraged 
by  the  expressions  of  appreciation  and  by  the  evident 
increase  in  attendance  on  the  regular  preaching 
services  afterward.  The  faithfulness  and  interest 
of  the  Auxiliaries  in  so  fully  carrying  out  their 
programs  has  been  a  helpful  feature.  Owing  to  the 
large  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  new  hos- 
pital, the  pastor  is  brought  into  closer  touch  with  peo- 
ple from  every  section  of  the  county.  At  Hay- 
wood the  most  encouraging  feature  is  the  fine  at- 
tendance at  Sunday  School.  Rev.  Jonas  Barclay 
is  pastor  of  this  group  of  churches. 

Riverview — The  outlook  at  Riverview  Church  is 
most  encouraging.  Recently  there  were  ten  profes- 
sions of  faith,  six  of  whom  were  grown  men.  About 
40  children  who  have  made  profession  are  being 
trained  for  membership.  In  spite  of  bad  weather 
the  Sunday  School  is  surpassing  all  previous  records. 
One  hundred  and  fifty  were  present  one  Sunday  re- 
cently. Following  the  S.  S.  hour  the  pastor,  Rev. 
J.  S.  Cook,  conducts  a  study  of  John,  linking  the  S. 
S.  lessons.  This  has  created  an  unusual  interest  in 
Bible  reading.  People  have  started  to  read  the  book 
of  John  with  a  new  interest.  One  hundred  copies 
of  John  have  been  given  out  and  another  100  ordered. 
A  large  number  of  the  people  have  read  the  book 
through  more  than  once.  The  congregation  re- 
cently purchased  a  manse;  two-thirds  of  the  cost  is 
financed  through  the  Building  &  Loan  Association. 

Leaksville — Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport,  Synodical 
Evangelist,  has  recently  held  a  most  gracious  series 
of  services  in  Riverview  Church.  The  preaching  was 
clear  and  convincing,  attendance  good  and  the  re- 
sults most  gratifying.  The  whole  congregation  was 
revived  and  more  than  40  professed  faith  in  Christ 
for  the  first  time. 

Gulf  Field — We  are  making  special  effort  to  de- 
velop greater  interest  in  Bible  reading  and  the  litera- 
ture of  our  church.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of 
the  Gospel  of  Luke  were  given  to  the  members  of  the 
church  and  the  Sunday  School.  The  same  number  of 
of  the  Gospel  of  John  is  being  used  this  quarter.  This 
gives  every  member  of  both  the  church  and  the  Sun- 
day School  a  copy.  We  are  finding  this  a  very  satis- 
factory method  of  developing  an  interest  in  Bible 
reading,  especially  among  the  children.  Each  family 
is  receiving  "THE  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS,"  also 
the  "Stewardship  Bulletin."  We  hope  by  the  close 
of  the  year  that  every  family  will  be  taking  the 
"Presbyterian  Survey."    Of  course,  all  are  getting 
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the  "Barium  Springs  Messenger."  The  most  active 
and  fruitful  means  for  developing  an  interest  in 
Bible  reading  and  study  in  the  Gulf  congregation  is, 
The  Woman's  Bible  Study  Class.  It  is  one  of  the 
older  organizations  and  from  year  to  year  greater  in- 
terest in  Bible  study  has  developed,  and  the  mem- 
bership of  the  class  increased.  The  other  churches 
of  the  field  are  not  neglecting  the  study  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, but  they  are  not  so  vi^ell  organized  as  the 
older  congregation. 

We  are  not  forgetting  the  Catechism  and  the 
memorizing  of  the  Scriptures  in  our  Sunday  Schools 
and  hope  to  have  a  good  report    on  this  work. 

These  are  some  of  the  means  being  used  in  Gulf, 
Cummock,  Farmville  and  Horseshoe  Churches,  by 
which  we  hope  to  grow  in  grace,  to  train  our  children 
for  Christ's  kingdom,  and  convince  the  unsaved 
of  the  power  of  the  gospel,  and  their  need  of  salva- 
tion. 

Leaksville — Leaksville  has  ever  been  a  nursing 
mother.  From  her  never  large,  but  loyal  member- 
ship have  gone  out  those  who  have  made  distinct 
contributions  in  the  realms  of  politics,  education, 
commerce,  religion,  and  to  that  "bourne  whence  no 
traveller  e'er  returns."  From  her  bosom  have  gone 
several  congregations  which  are  centers  of  blessings 
in  their  respective  communities.  This  constant  drain 
on  her  resources  has  enriched  the  world,  but  kept  her 
poor  indeed;  and  rendered  her  unable  to  have  a  home 
for  the  resident  minister.  The  small  yearly  amounts 
so  graciously  contributed  by  the  committees  have 
been  well  spent  and  are  gratefully  received  by  a 
worthy  and  appreciative  people. 

EI  Bethel — El  Bethel  was  organized  in  1923  from 
members  of  the  Leaksville  Church  and  has  had  a 
steady  growth  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  church 
has  never  had  a  11:00  o'clock  service.  One  of  the 
outstanding  features  in  her  church-life  is  an  active 
Auxiliary  of  63  members. 

The  church  is  planning  to  add  in  the  near  future 
two  rooms  for  Sunday  School  purposes.  One  hun- 
dred dollars  of  the  amount  needed  is  already  in 
hand.    Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport  will  conduct  the  annual 

evangelistic  service  April  4-11.

WINSTON-SALEM  PRESBYTERY 
Glade  Valley — A  revival  meeting  was  held  about 
the  first  of  December  with  Rev.  W.  G.  Thomas  doing 
the  preaching.  Four  fine  young  people  were  received 
into  the  church  on  profession  of  faith.  In  December, 
a  Diamond  Jubilee  celebration  was  held  for  the  local 
church  at  Glade  Valley.  A  large  congregation  was 
in  attendance.  Rev.  E.  W.  Thompson,  a  former  pas- 
tor, gave  a  fine  history  of  the  church  and  Rev.  C.  W.

pleted. About  $400.00  more  is  needed  to  finish  this 
church.  The  members  are  very  anxious  to  hurry 
its  completion  as  they  are  planning  a  Daily  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  and  protracted  meeting  in  the 
spring.  Any  donations  will  be  greatly  appreciated^

Asbury — This  church  has  undertaken  the  build- 
ing of  four  Sunday  School  rooms.  The  members  are- 
doing  this  without  appeals  to  the  people  and  churches- 
of  the  Presbytery,  and  have  raised  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  necessary  funds.  As  soon  as  the 
weather  clears  the  work  of  construction  will  go  for- 
ward.

Three  were  from  Alleghany  county,  five  from  Ashe, 
one  each  from  Wilkes  and  Surry. 

From  the  class  one  entered  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege, one  Meredith,  one  working  for  the  school,  one 
taking  business  course,  one  beauty  culture  course, 
one  in  ticket  office  of  bus  station,  one  clerking, 
others  hope  to  enter  college.  One  member  of  the 
class  is  vice  president  of  Young  People's  League  of 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery.

The  new  catalogue  of  Davidson  College  is  rather 
striking  in  appearance  and  contains  much  valuable 
information  not  only  for  prospective  students,  but 
also  for  others.  The  catalogue  shows  that  there  are 
665  students  registered  at  the  College  this  year. 
Fifty-seven  per  cent  of  these  are  from  North 
Carolina,  and  the  other  forty-three  percent  are  from 
twenty-three  other  states,  and  seven  foreign  coun- 
tries. Those  from  foreign  countries  are  sons  of  mis- 
sionaries and  constitute  an  unusually  fine  group. 

While  Presbyterians  are  in  the  large  majority  in 
the  student  body,  there  are  about  ten  other  denomi- 
nations represented.  Among  the  larger  groups  be- 
sides the  Presbyterians,  there  are  100  Methodists, 
42  Baptists  and  25  Episcopalians.  Thus,  we  see  car- 
ried out  the  ideals  of  the  original  Charter,  which 
states  that  the  purpose  of  Davidson  is  "to  educate 
youth  of  all  classes  without  any  regard  to  the  distinc- 
tion of  religious  denominations,  and  thereby  promote 
the  more  general  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  virtue." 
The  interesting  thing  is  that  the  Presbyterians, 
Methodists,  Baptists,  and  Episcopalians  in  the  stu- 
dent body  all  look  alike  and  all  act  alike.  It  would 
take  a  Philadelphia  lawyer  to  tell  them  apart.  That 
is  the  same  everywhere.  All  true  Christians  look 
alike  and  act  alike. 

This  is  the  Centennial  Year  at  Davidson  College. 
The  Centennial  Celebration  will  be  held  in  connec- 
tion with  Commencement,  June  6-8.  The  program  is 
not  yet  complete,  but  will  run  about  as  follows: 
Sunday,  June  6,  at  11:00  a.  m. — Baccalaureate  Ser- 
mon, by  Dr.  Harris  E.  Kirk. 
Sunday,  June  6.  at  4:30  p.  m. — A  Concert  of  Sacred 
Music. 

Sunday,  June  6,  at  8:00  p.  m. — An  Address  on  Chris- 
tian Education. 

Monday,  June  7,  at  11:00  a.  m. — Greetings  from  Col- 
leges and  Universities ;  Academic  Procession. 

Monday,  June  7,  at  8:00  p.  m. — An  Historical 
Pageant. 

Tuesday,  June  8,  at  10:30  a.  m. — Graduation  Exer- 
cises.  (In  connection  with  these  exercises  we 
hope  to  have  a  distinguished  speaker). 
In  addition  to  the  Centennial  Program  there  will 
be  a  Centennial  Movement.    In  fact,  it  has  already 
started.    The  purpose  of  the  Movement  will  be  to 
equip  the  College  more  adequately  as  it  enters  upon 
its  second  century  of  history  and  service.  There  will 
be  no  high  pressure  campaign,  no  quotas,  and  no  time 
limit,  but  a  steady  movement  to  raise  funds  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  College. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  more  urgent 
needs :  A  new  Infirmary,  a  new  Library,  a  new  Gym- 
nasium, a  new  Science  Building,  a  new  Dormitory,  a 
new  Church,  a  Social  Center,  and  a  greatly  increased 
endowment.  A  College  cannot  remain  static.  If  it 
is  not  going  forward,  it  is  going  backward.  If  David- 
son is  to  maintain  its  high  place  in  the  educational 
world  in  the  second  century  of  its  history,  it  is 
supremely  important  that  it  should  be  adequately 
equipped  for  the  great  service  which  it  is  expected 
to  render  to  the  Church  and  to  society.

The  enrollment  exceeds  all  previous  records  num-  ^ 
bering  329,  of  whom  294  are  boarding  students.  d 
Fifty-six  students  are  provided  for  by  renting  rooms  e 
in  private  homes. 

One  hundred  sixteen  students  have  already  regis- 
tered  for  next  year  and  applications  are  being  re-  JJ 
ceived  daily.  Miss  Genevieve  MacMillan  is  again  e( 
acting  as  field  representative.  Friends  can  render  s' 
a  great  service  by  sending  in  names  of  girls  who  |j 
might  like  to  attend  Flora  Macdonald  College. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  interest  in  the  summer  tl 
school  and  demand  for  it  are  increasing,  it  will  be  la 
continued  next  summer  under  the  direction  of  Dean  ^ 
Hugh  Williamson.    A  bulletin  on  courses  of  study, 
cost,  etc.  will  soon  be  available.  ^ 

A  large  graduating  class  of  more  than  fifty  will  k 
receive  diplomas  at  commencement.  Among  them  are  lii 
eight  in  the  Conservatory,  ten  in  Home  Economics,  J| 
thirty-three  in  the  Literary  department  besides  sev- 
eral former  graduates  who  have  brought  their  de-  n 
grees  up  to  the  present  standard. 

The  college  is  enjoying  an  unusually  fine  concert  ii; 
course  this  year,  including  such  artists  as  Harold 
Bauer,  pianist;  Helen  Oldheim,  soprano  of  Metro-  |J 
politan  Opera  Company;  Curtis  String  Quartet;  Sue 
Hasting's  Marionettes;  and  Davidson  College  Glee 
Club  and  Orchestra.

Queens-Chicora  College  has  at  last  passed  the  four 
hundred  enrollment  mark.  We  have  never  attained  the 
four  hundred  gross  enrollment  before.  Our  goal  is  five 
hundred  students.  The  outlook  for  1937-'38  is  most  en- 
couraging. Already  request  for  catalogues  and  rooms 
have  started  to  come  into  the  office.  We  are  expecting  the 
enrollment  next  year  to  increase  as  much  as  it  did  the 
current  year,  which  is  about  thirty-five  students. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  look  back  over  a  period  of 
sixteen  years  and  notice  the  marked  progress  of  this 
institution.  It  is  now  composed  of  twelve  departments, 
including  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts,  which  consists 
of  Music,  Expression,  and  Art.  Each  Department  is 
headed  by  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  or  one  who  has  had 
experience  and  training,  making  the  equivalent  thereof.  All 
courses  of  study  have  been  revised  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  idea  of  brin:5ing  them  into  line  with  the  present 
educational  program,  and  making  the  efforts  of  the  in- 
stitution to  result  in  efficiency.  The  Library  and  Labora- 
tories have  standard  furnishings  and  equipment.  The 
Day  Student  Union  is  a  commodious  building  for  the 
housing  of  the  day  students  during  their  stay  at  College 
from  morning  until  afternoon.  It  has  a  study,  a  recreation 
room,  a  dining  room  and  kitchen,  in  addition  to  cloak 
room  and  lavatory. 

The  enrollment  from  the  City  of  Charlotte  and 
vicinity  has  been  exceedingly  pleasing  to  the  Management 
of  the  institution,  and  a  highly  co-operative  relationship 
exists  between  the  boarding  students  and  the  day  students. 

The  quiet  securing  of  endowment  funds  is  still  in 
progress.  Two  good  men  are  in  the  field,  making  a  very 
quiet  and  unobtrusive  appeal  for  endowment  money.  The 
strategic  location,  the  remarkable  history,  the  splendid 
equipment,  the  efficient  facilities  and  the  enthusiastic 
support  of  this  institution  make  it  imperative  that  it  con- 
tinue to  strengthen  its  stakes,  as  it  extends  its  scope  of 
service. 

The  mid-winter  examinations  have  passed,  and  every- 
thing is  working  toward  the  goal  of  finals  in  May.  A 
large  and  enthusiastic  Senior  Class  is  already  thinking  of 
Graduation  day,  and  of  entering  the  active  service  of  life 
out  beyond  the  college   halls  and  classrooms. 

Queens-Cbicora  College  is  ever  keeping  before  its 
mind  the  necessity  of  development.  The  growing  student 
body,  and  the  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  pub- 
lic make  us  realize  the  need  of  our  own  growth.  This 
need  of  growth  from  the  material  standpoint  is  one  of 
room  and  material  facilities. 

1.  We  need  a  central  heating  plant,  perhaps,  more 
than  anything  else. 

2.  A  library  in  which  to  house  and  give  facilities  for 
use  of  our  rapidly  growing  library.  The  library  of  an  in- 
stitution is  recognized  more  and  more  as  its  greatest 
adjunct.  Without  the  proper  reference  books  and  books 
for  parallel  reading  no  course  of  study  can  be  made  help- 
ful and  efficient.  This  piece  of  equipment  is  one  of  the 
outstanding  needs  of  the  institution. 

3.  Another  need  is  a  new  dormitory.  There  has  been  a 
dream  since  the  merging  of  Chicora  College  with  Queens 
College  and  making  the  new  institution  known  as  Queens- 
Chicora  College,  that  we  would  have  what  is  known  as 
a  "South  Carolina"  Dormitory.  That  is  still  a  very  vivid 
dream.    Some  day  we  are  sure  it  will  become  a  reality. 

4.  A  very  distinct  need  of  Queens-Chicora  College  is 
a  fund  for  improving  the  campus,  road  building,  sidewalk, 
landscape  gardening,  the  planting  of  shrubbery  and 
flowers,  and  making  this  a  veritable  beauty  spot,  which  it 
could  easily  become  with  the  proper  expenditure  of  funds. 

These  things  are  felt  very  vividly  as  outstanding 
needs  of  the  institution.  They  float  in  our  day  dreams 
and  challenge  us  to  prayer  and  eff'ort  for  the  attainment  of 
them,  ar.d  some  time,  one  by  one,  they  will  be  falling 
in  order  in  fulfillment,  to  be  used  for  the  conducting  of 
a  greater  and  of  a  more  serviceable  and  helpful  Queens- 
Chicora  College. 


This  is  the  month  that 
Mitchell  emphasizes  pub- 
licity. The  catalogue  and 
the  spring  folder  are  just 
from  the  press.  Special  arti- 
cles are  appearing  this 
month  in  three  journals,  in 
a  once-a-year  college  edi- 
tion that  goes  direct  to  the 
high  school  students.  And 
the  active  field  work,  the 
visiting  of  the  churches  and 
the  high  schools  and  the 
contacting  of  the  parents  of 
prospective  students  is  go- 
ing forvi^ard.  This  space  in 
this  issue  of  the  Presbyterian  News  is  taken  as  an 
opportunity  to  present  the  claims  of  Mitchell  Col- 
lege and  Academy  to  the  Presbyterian  constituency 
of  the  Synod. 

All  Presbyterians  in  all  the  churches  of  the 
Synod  contribute  regularly  in  the  weekly  church 
envelopes  to  the  support  of  Mitchell  College.  Mitchell 
with  the  other  Presbyterian  colleges  of  the  Synod 
is  listed  as  one  of  the  objects  of  the  benevolent  gifts 
and  receives  a  definite  portion  of  the  budget  of  the 
local  church.  The  College  and  her  president  are 
listed  in  the  Church  Calendar  of  Prayer. 

Mitchell  has  an  A  rating  by  the  North  Carolina 
College  Conference,  and  holds  membership  in  the 
American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges.  One  of  the 
seventeen  points  requisite  to  this  A  rating  is  an  an- 
nual income  from  stable  sources  of  $5,000.  For  the 
past  eight  years  the  church's  gifts  have  not  come 
up  to  this  amount;  but  scholarship  donations  have 
brought  the  total  each  year  up  to  this  mark. 

The  women  of  Concord  Presbyterial  are  raising 
this  year  a  fund  to  lower  the  ceilings  of  the  dormitory 
rooms.  Every  Auxiliary  has  been  assigned  one  or 
more  rooms  or  a  part  of  a  room.  When  remodeled 
the  dormitory  rooms  will  be  more  attractive  and  the 
building  will  be  heated  more  economically. 

In  these  epochal  days  many  young  people  are 
seeking  their  good  times  in  the  realm  of  the  spiritual. 
Mitchell  is  definitely  seeking  this  type  of  student. 
Her  goal  is  to  build  up  a  spiritually  minded  student 
body  and  to  create  an  atmopshere  that  will  develop 
the  growth  of  Christian  personalities.

The  winter  term  which  ends  March  6th  has  been  one 
of  the  busiest  of  the  year.  With  fewer  interruptions  than 
the  other  terms  this  second  term  is  the  one  which  permits 
some  of  our  very  best  academic  work  to  be  done. 

It  was  the  privilege  of  our  group  to  attend  a  number  of 
the  National  Preaching  Mission  services  held  in  Raleigh 
early  in  December.  Our  students  heard  Dr.  Robert  E. 
Speer,  Miss  Muriel  Lester  of  London,  E.  Stanley  Jones  of 
India.  Dr.  John  Mackay  of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary 
and  others. 

The  student  body  has  had  the  privilege  of  attending  two 
Civic  Music  Concerts  in  Raleigh  this  term,  one  by  Samuel 
Fuermann,  Viennese  violincellist,  and  the  other  by  Pierre 
Luboshutz  and  his  wife,  Genia  Nemenoff  in  a  duo-piano 
concert.  Some  students  have  also  attended  the  Spaulding 
concert  at  Chapel  Hill  and  the  Hoffman  concert  at  Duke. 

As  a  part  of  Peace  week  in  December,  the  school  fea- 
tured the  art  work  of  Miss  Mabel  Pugh,  head  of  our  Art 
Department.  Miss  Pugh  exhibited  about  forty  paintings 
in  oil,  water  colors,  pastels,  pencil  sketches,  modern 
finger  painting,  and  wood  block  prints.  A  number  of  her 
pictures  have  been  exhibited  in  New  York  Art  Galleries. 
She  also  exhibited  some  twelve  or  fifteen  books  for  which 
she  has  done  the  illustrations,  as  well  as  her  own  book, 
"Little  Carolina  Bluebonnet."  The  school  has  sponsored 
a  special  type  of  art  work  for  students  this  term,  whereby 
any  student  in  the  school  has  the  privilege  of  spendin-? 
some  time  weekly  in  the  art  studio  without  cost  to  her.  A 
number  of  girls  have  taken  advantage  of  this  course. 

The  school  is  beginning  to  appreciate  the  moving-pic- 
ture machine  presented  by  the  class  of  1936.  This  machine 
is  a  small  16  MM  Kodoscope,  but  it  makes  it  possible  to 
present  the  smaller  sized  films.  Recently,  Mrs.  Cavenaugh, 
Librarian,  presented  "Found  in  a  Book."  The  Physical 
Education  and  Science  Departments  have  also  used  the 
machine  for  class  purposes.  We  have  taken  a  few  pictures 
of  Peace  and  of  the  activities  here.  If  any  auxiliary  or 
organization  wishes  to  view  these,  in  order  to  get  an  idea 
of  a  day  at  Peace,  we  will  be  glad  to  attempt  to  arrange 
a  presentation  for  them.  We  have  May  Day  of  1936  in 
color.  Class  Day,  1936  and  some  general  athletic  pictures. 

Miss  Lucy  Steele,  Bible  teacher  and  director  of  reli- 
gious education  at  Peace,  has  had  a  full  speaking  schedule 
since  the  holidays.  She  has  visited  the  Westminster 
Church,  Charlotte,  The  First  Church  and  Highland  Ave- 
nue, Fayetteville,  The  First  Church,  High  Point,  and 
others. 

We  are  expecting  to  entertain  two  Presbytery  Young 
People's  Conferences  in  June.  Granville  will  meet  the 
week  of  June  7th,  and  Wilmington,  the  week  of  June  28th. 
We  are  also  expecting  to  entertain  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  early  in  September  this  year. 

All  Peace  alumnae  will  be  interested  in  two  scholar- 
ships, which  we  are  expecting  them  to  assist  in  establish- 
ing at  Peace.  These  two  scholarships  are  in  memory  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Kenney,  Alumnae  Secretary  at  Peace 
for  thirteen  years,  and  for  Mr.  James  P.  Brawley,  music 
director  at  Peace  for  many  years  until  his  death  in  1932. 
A  goal  of  $2,500.00  has  been  set  for  each  of  these  scholar- 
ships. We  are  hoping  that  all  alumnae  and  friends  will  send 
in  their  contributions  to  these  memorials  so  that  a  large 
amount  can  be  in  hand  by  this  commencement.

Presbyterian  Junior  College

A  Junior  College  fills  a  unique  place  in  our  edu- 
cational system  today.  The  A-Grade  Senior  College 
has  rightly  raised  its  entrance  requirements.  The 
Junior  College  fills  the  gap  betw^een  the  high  school 
and  the  strict  requirements  of  the  senior  college. 
Young  people  are  finishing  high  school  rather  young 
and  the  Junior  College  gives  them  the  personal  guid- 
ance through  the  formative  years  of  their  lives  and 
helps  to  form  the  strong  character  that  is  so  much 
needed  in  the  world  today.  The  Junior  College  can 
give  the  student,  at  a  very  much  lower  cost,  the  same 
subjects  in  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years  of 
college  work  as  the  senior  college  gives. 

The  curriculum  of  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
for  Men  is  planned  for  four  definite  purposes.  The 
high  school  courses  are  planned  so  that  students  may 
strengthen  themselves  or  make  up  any  subject  given 
in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  grades.  The  college  work 
is  so  planned  that  a  student  who  does  not  have  all 
of  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  senior  college 
of  his  choice  may  make  up  these  requirements  along 
with  his  freshman  college  work.  The  student  who 
presents  a  full  high  school  diploma  for  entrance 
can  take  the  regular  A.B.  and  B.S.  work  that  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
years  at  the  senior  college  of  their  choice.  Those 
students  not  wishing  regular  college  degrees  can 
take  a  one  year  or  a  two  year  business  course. 

The  business  course  is  so  planned  that  a  student 
who  has  only  one  year  for  this  work  can  get  all  of 
the  subjects  regularly  taught  in  business  colleges 
plus  three  additional  subjects.  Those  students  who 
have  time  for  further  preparation  can  take  the  two 
year  course.  After  this  two  year  course  they  can 
enter  senior  college  and  get  a  B.S.  degree  in  Com- 
merce in  two  additional  years.  The  cost  for  this 
business  course  is  $150.00  less  than  the  year's  work 
in  a  regular  business  college. 

This  College  is  a  member  of  the  regular  North 
Carolina  Association  of  Junior  Colleges  and  par- 
ticipates in  all  major  athletics.  All  teams  are  coached 
by  well  trained  athletic  directors.  THERE  ARE  NO 
ATHLETIC  SCHOLARSHIPS  GIVEN  TO  ANY 
STUDENT. 

One  of  the  main  purposes  of  the  Presbyterian 
Junior  College  is  to  keep  the  cost  of  college  educa- 
tion low.  Another  purpose  is  to  help  any  worthy 
boy  get  an  education.  In  helping  these  boys  the 
school  demands  that  the  boy  co-operate  in  attitude 
and  work.  The  school  reserves  the  right  to  recall 
any  scholarship  at  any  time  during  the  year,  if  the 
boy  proves  unworthy  because  of  laziness,  careless- 
ness, indifference  and  any  type  of  insubordination. 

The  three  ideals  of  the  school  are:  to  exalt  Christ 
in  the  lives  of  students,  to  keep  class  room  work  at 
the  highest  standard,  and  to  keep  the  cost  as  low  as 
advancing  prices  will  permit.

"ECHOES  FROM  THE  MOUNTAINS" 

The  Session  of  1936-'37  has  been  one  of  much  activity 
and  progress.  As  the  school  has  opened  the  door  of  op- 
portunity to  a  larger  number  of  needy  boys  and  girls  since 
it  affords  a  home  for  twelve  orphans  and  giving  work  to 
forty  odd  students  to  enable  them  to  secure  high  school 
education  as  well  as  Christian  training.  In  most  part 
work  on  the  campus  is  done  by  student  labor  under  the 
direction  of  heads  of  departments.  The  girls  help  in  the 
boarding  department  and  are  trained  in  culinary  arts, 
while  the  boys  do  the  work  about  the  school  plant  and 
farm. 

The  Old  Clothes  Shop  has  been  a  busy  place  during  the 
winter  months  as  the  Circles  and  Auxiliaries  have  sup- 
plied many  bags  and  boxes  of  used  clothing  for  the  shop. 
And  the  sales  to  the  mountain  folks  have  in  turn  greatly 
increased.  The  sale  of  clothing  is  two-fold  in  purpose — 
helps  supply  the  school  with  much  needed  funds  and 
clothes  families  of  little  means.  We  greatly  appreciate  the 
gifts  of  clothing  and  bags  will  be  sent  on  request  to  any 
friends  desiring  to  fill  one. 

During  the  first  week  in  December  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  campus  and  community  was  greatly  enriched  by  a 
series  of  revival  sen^ices  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  G.  Thomas 
of  Ellerbe.  N.  C.  A  great  deal  of  interest  was  manifested 
among  the  students  and  several  made  a  profession  in 
Christ,  while  many  Christians  rededicated  their  lives  to 
the  Master  during  the  week.  On  the  closing  Sunday  of  the 
meeting  four  from  the  student  body  united  with  the  Glade 
Valley  Church. 

The  school  is  a  strong  Evangelistic  arm  for  the  Moun- 
tain Home  Mission  Churches  and  is  training  their  leaders. 
And  a  large  number  of  the  Glade  Valley  students  have 
been  found  helping  in  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  proving 
their  loyalty  to  the  cause  in  many  ways — helping  with 
church  music,  teaching  in  Sunday  School  and  leading  Y.  P. 
Societies. 

Therefore,  a  gift  to  Glade  Valley  is  a  gift  to  Home  Mis- 
sion Work. 


Record  crowds  visited  Union  Theological  Seminary 
last  month  to  hear  Dr.  Herman  Harrell  Home,  Ph.D., 
LL.D.,  of  New  York  University,  and  bis  two  co-lecturers, 
the  Rev.  Hugh  T.  Kerr,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  of  Pittsburgh,  and  the 
Rev.  F.  Crossley  Morgan,  D.D.,  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  deliver 
the  annual  Sprunt  lectures. 

The  lectures  were  opened  by  Dr.  Horne  Sunday  night, 
January  31.  A  professor  of  education  and  the  history  of 
philosophy,  and  a  prolific  writer  in  this  general  field,  Dr. 
Horne  had  chosen  as  the  theme  of  his  series  "The 
Philosophy  of  Christian  Education."  The  first  address  was 
on  "The  Foundation:  The  Philosophy  Held  by  Jesus." 
He  continued  Monday  night  with  "The  Interpretation: 
What  Saint  Paul  Thought  of  Christ." 

Dr.  Morgan,  who  resigned  the  pastorate  of  the  First  . 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  to  become  a  Bible 
lecturer,  opened  his  series  of  lectures  Tuesday  morning  on 
"The  Vision  of  Isaiah."  The  first  address  covered  "The 
Vision  of  Glory."  Material  for  this  was  selected  from 
the  first  eight  and  one- half  verses  of  the  sixth  chapter 
of  Isaiah. 

After  a  ten  minute  intermission  Dr.  Ken-,  who  is 
pastor  of  the  Shadyside  Presbyterian  Cburch  of  Pitts- 
burgh and  a  former  moderator  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  delivered  his  first 
lecture.    He  spoke  on  "The  Christian  Conception  of  God." 

Dr.  Horne  spoke  Tuesday  night  on  "The  Content:  What 
Jesus  Taught."  This  was  followed  Wednesday  morning 
by  Dr.  Morgan's  address  on  "The  Verdict  of  Guilt,"  and 
Dr.  Kerr's  discourse  on  "The  Christian  Conception  of 
Man."  That  night  Dr.  Home,  who  is  a  native  of  North 
Carolina,  and  was  graduated  from  and  taught  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  gave  his  fourth  lecture  on 
"The  Method:  How  Jesus  Taught." 

Perhaps  the  largest  crowds  of  the  week  attended  the 
Thursday  sessions.  Dr.  Morgan  spoke  on  "The  Vision  of 
Grace"  and  Dr.  Kerr  on  "The  Christian  Conception  of 
Prayer."  At  1:30  p.  m.  the  Alumni  Association  held  its 
annual  dinner  in  Richmond  Hall.  Nearly  300  Alumni  and 
students  attended. 

The  visitors  were  asked  to  lend  their  support  towards 
the  raising  of  funds  to  develop  Union  Seminary  into  a 
four  year  school,  an  undertaking  that  will  require  ad- 
ditional faculty  members  and  the  raising  of  additional 
scholarship  and  fellowship  funds.  The  visitors  were 
also  requested  to  aid  in  raising  the  salary  for  a  "full- 
time  man"  to  take  charge  of  the  students'  "practical 
work,"  making  this  practical  side  a  prerequisite  for 
graduation. 

The  Rev.  Zeb.  V.  Roberson  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  was  the 
principal  speaker  at  the  dinner.  Dr.  Kerr  brought  greet- 
ings from  "sister  seminaries."  The  Rev.  T.  C.  Bales, 
D.D.,  of  Clifton  Forge,  Va.,  was  elected  president  of 
the  association;  the  Rev.  L.  R.  Scott,  D.D.,  Valdosta.  Ga., 
vice  president;  and  the  Rev.  J.  Gray  McAllister  D.D.,  of 
the  seminary  faculty  was  re-elected  secretary. 

Thursday  night  Dr.  Home  delivered  his  fifth  lecture 
on  "The  Individual  Goal:  The  Character  of  Christ."  Fri- 
day morning  Dr.  Morgan  closed  his  lectures  with  "The 
Venture  of  Gratitude."  Dr.  Kerr  spoke  on  "The  Christian 
Conception  of  The  Cross."  Friday  night  Dr.  Home  spoke 
on  "The  Social  Goal:  Christ  in  Race-Building,"  and  closed 
Saturday  morning  with  "The  Absolute  Goal:  The 
Philosophy  of  Christian  Education."  Dr.  Kerr  closed 
with  "The  Christian  Conception  of  the  Church." — Clyde

The  Executive  Committee  of  Home 
Missions  is  vitally  concerned  about 
the  approaching  Every  Member  Can- 
vass and  the  thoroughness  with  which 
it  is  made.  Since  1929  the  chief  busi- 
ness of  the  Assembly's  Committee  has 
been  to  hold  the  Mission  lines  and  pre- 
vent the  demoralization  of  a  great 
Christian  enterprise  which  the  Church 
has  built  up  through  the  years  at  the 
great  cost  of  money  and  of  effort  and  of 
human  sacrifice. 

In  1935  the  bottom  in  the  decline  of 
our  Home  Mission  giving  was  reached. 
In  1936  there  was  a  gain  of  one  per 
cent  over  the  income  of  the  previous 
year.  The  trend  is  now  definitely  up- 
ward, and  the  indications  are  that  the 
Church  is  ready  for  another  Home 
Mission  advance.  In  the  dark  days  of 
the  depression  it  was  the  generous  and 
sacrificial  gifts  of  those  who  loved  the 
cause  and  the  definite  pledges  of  the 
Every  Member  Canvass  Churches  that 
sustained  the  work  and  saved  it  from 
disastrous  defeat. 

It  is  known  to  everyone  that  the  pas- 
tors and  workers  in  the  various  Home 
Mission  fields  have  been  the  greatest 
sufferers  in  this  Missionary  decline. 
They  had  no  guaranteed  salaries  and 
received  only  their  pro  rata  share  of 
what  the  Churches  gave.  Many  found 
life  exceedingly  hard  and  difficult  to 
sustain.  Yet  these  brave  men  and 
women  remained  on  the  field  and 
shared  the  privations  of  the  people 
they  served  and  ministered  to  those 


who  in  many  cases  had  less  than  them- 
selves. 

Home  Mission  salaries  must  be  in- 
creased.   This  is  the  immediate  duty 
of  a  grateful  Church  to  its  worthy 
servants.    To  meet  the  minimum  sal- 
ary needs  it  is  necessary  not  only  that 
the  Executive  Committee  be  enabled 
from  the  general  funds  to  restore  cuts 
in   the  appropriations,  but  that  the 
Churches  and  Mission  fields  do  more 
for  themselves  than  they  have  done. 
In  every  case  a  thorough  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass    is   the    only  solution. 
Every  aid-receiving  field  as  well  as 
every  self-supporting  Church  in  the 
General  Assembly  must  be  enlisted  in 
the  Annual  Every  Member  Canvass, 
and  every  member  be  asked  for  a  defi 
nite  pledge  as  they  are  able  to  give 
Such  a  canvass  will  enable  the  aid-re 
ceiving  Church  to  do  more  for  its  min 
ister  and  likewise  permit  the  Assem 
bly's  Committee  to  increase  its  appro 
priation.     It  will   require   both  in 
creases  if  the  Home  Missionary,  who 
has  never  been  adequately  supported, 
is  to  have  a  competent  income  and  be 
assured  of  a  living  wage  in  this  day  of 
increased  living  costs. 

To  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Home  Missions  the  Every  Member 
Canvass  is  the  most  important  occasion 
in  the  year.  On  this  day  the  Church 
votes  whether  the  great  Home  Mission 
Army  is  to  retreat,  is  merely  to  hold 
the  lines,  or  is  to  advance  in  the  con- 
quest of  our  country  for  Christ.

During  the  stirring  days  of  the  world  war,  a 
popular  song  often  heard  was  "Liberty  Bell,  It's 
Time  To  Ring  Again."  In  these  spiritually  languid 
days  in  which  we  find  ourselves,  we  can  truthfully 
say,  "Synod  of  North  Carolina,  It's  Time  To  Go  For- 
ward Again."  If  your  faith  is  lukewarm  and  your 
spirit  is  weak,  get  Craig's  "History  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  North  Carolina."  Read  the  action 
of  the  Synod  in  1888.  Visualize  those  stalwarts  in 
the  faith  who  made  their  plans  large  because  God 
was  their  partner.  Under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  a  great  forward  movement  in  Synodical  Home 
Missions  was  begun.  And  as  a  result,  not  only  did 
the  work  planned  succeed  and  prosper,  but  the  whole 
church  was  revived.  Evangelism,  with  Synod's  evan- 
gelists, Presbyteries'  evangelists,  meetings  all  over 
the  state,  brought  thousands  into  the  Kingdom.  Sun- 
day school  work  was  emphasized,  Christian  education 
went  forward,  churches  were  organized.  In  fact,  the 
whole  Synod  went  forward.  God  honored  the  faith 
of  those  men  who  took  Him  at  His  word  and 
launched  out. 

What  about  today?  Our  gifts  to  Synodical  Home 
Missions  the  past  year  were  only  about  half  of  what 
they  were  12  years  ago.    There  has  been  this  start-

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ling  decline  in  the  face  of  statistics  which  show 
there  are  more  non-Christians  in  North  Carolina 
today  than  in  1888.  To  this  can  be  added  the  known 
fact  that  our  church  was  then  a  comparatively  poor 
church.  But  the  men  of  that  generation  had  the 
faith  and  courage  to  trust  God  and  go  forward. 
What  a  challenge  to  us  today.  Read  carefully  the 
following  proposed  plan. 

As  a  proposed  forward  movement  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  the  Committee  of  Synodical  Home 
Missions  would  be  authorized  by  the  Synod  to  select 
12  new  fields  of  work,  based  on  need  and  oppor- 
tunity. Be  further  authorized  to  select  from  the 
Synod  12  men  whom  they  believe  have  special  gifts 
for  pioneer  home  mission  work.  These  selected 
workers  be  placed  in  these  new  fields  of  work  and  be 
guaranteed  a  comfortable  living,  support  for  a  period 
of  three  years,  this  support  to  be  secured  by  gifts 
from  interested  members  of  the  Synod  over  and 
above  the  present  gifts  to  Synodical  Home  Missions 
— a  rough  estimate  being  twenty  thousand  dollars. 
Could  such  a  sum  be  secured?  We  know  that  such 
amounts  are  being  given  over  and  over  again  by 
Presbyterians  for  causes  which  are  only  remotely 
connected  with  the  church,  but  which  appeal  to  in- 
dividuals as  good  investments  in  practical  Christian- 
ity. 

The  effect  upon  the  membership  of  the  Synod 
would  undoubtedly  be  parallel  to  that  of  50  years 
ago,  an  increase  all  along  the  line.  When  the  church 
of  Jesus  Christ  puts  emphasis  upon  that  for  which 
it  was  primarily  founded — the  bringing  of  souls  into 
the  Kingdom  of  God,  the  church  has  always  pros- 
pered. Judging  the  future  by  the  past,  such  a  cour- 
ageous movement  by  the  Synod  would  result  in  re- 
newed life  in  every  department  of  the  church. 

But  the  plan  has  a  further  provision.  This  is 
unusual  but  there  is  no  reason  why  it  could  not  be 
done.  For  years  there  was  a  circulation  of  pastors 
and  pastorates  that  was  satisfactory  to  both  min- 
isters and  churches.  Of  recent  years  there  has  been 
so  little  change  as  to  cause  much  unrest  on  the  part 
of  both.  Now,  as  a  provision  of  the  proposed  plan, 
the  12  churches  made  vacant  by  placing  their  pastors 
in  the  new  fields,  would  be  restricted  for  one  year 
to  calling  pastors  from  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Synod  or  Seminary  graduates  from  the  Synod.  This 
would  pi'ovide  a  medium  of  change  in  pastors  and 
pastorates.  After  one  year,  any  of  these  churches 
would  be  free  to  seek  a  pastor  elsewhere,  but  by 
that  time  so  much  circulating  could  be  accomplished 
as  to  have  a  very  wholesome  effect  upon  the  entire 
Synod.  This  would  be  a  radical  step,  but  other 
Synods  could  follow  the  example  of  North  Carolina. 
The  reason  for  such  a  provision  is  very  evident. 
The  Presbytery  is  too  small  a  unit  to  accomplish  the 
purpose  and  the  Assembly  is  too  large. 
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If  the  proposed  plan,  or  some  modification  of  it,, 
meets  with  the  approval  of  interested  members  of 
the  Synod,  the  matter  will  be  up  for  considerationi 
at  the  meeting  in  Raleigh  in  September. 
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Worry  is  a  determination  to  carry  not  only  all' 
our  own  burden,  but  also  that  which  does  not  belong 
to  us.

Many  who  have  not  kept  themselves  informed  as 
to  the  scope  of  Synodical  Home  Missions  are  sur- 
prised at  the  varied  activities  embraced  by  Synod's 
Home  Missions. 

I.  Home  Mission  Department: 

In  all  of  the  Presbyteries  the  Synod's  Committee, 
"by  the  use  of  part  of  its  8:2%  of  the  Benevolent 
Budget  assigned  it  by  the  Synod,  is  doing  much  to 
reach  the  million  and  more  within  our  bounds  who 
are  without  any  church  whatsoever.  In  some  of  the 
Presbyteries  Synod's  Committee  is  doing  as  much  as 
the  Presbyteries,  bearing  half  of  the  load  of  Home 
Mission  work. 

II.  Church  and  Manse  Erection  Department: 

In  every  part  of  the  Synod  are  churches  and 
manses  which  Synod's  Committee  assisted  in  erect- 
ing— more  than  130  in  all,  scattered  from  the  moun- 
tains to  the  seashore.  Six  were  assisted  in  being 
-erected  during  the  last  year. 

III.  Colored  Evangelistic  Department: 

Working  through  The  Mary  Potter  School  at  Ox- 
ford, Synod's  Committee  is  helping  to  reach  more 
than  400  young  men  and  women  for  Christ  and  train 
them  for  service  to  their  own  race.  A  colored  min- 
ister is  the  principal  of  the  school  and  is  pastor  of 
the  Presbyterian  church.  The  whole  atmosphere  is 
Christian  and  uplifting. 

IV.  Deaf  and  Dumb  Department: 

Rev.  A.  C.  Miller,  Jr.  of  Shelby  is  our  efficient 
evangelist  laboring  in  the  interest  of  over  2000  deaf 
and  dumb  within  our  Synod.  He,  himself,  is  a  deaf 
mute  but  educated  for  this  particular  service.  He  is 
an  ordained  Presbyterian  minister  and  speaks  flu- 
ently— the  sign  language.  Many  are  brought  to 
Christ  each  year  who  identify  themselves  with  our 
church  and  those  of  other  denominations.  He  has 
a  broad  and  useful  field.  There  is  no  other  work 
like  this  being  done  by  our  church.  Synod's  Home 
Missions  supervises  and  supports  this  worthwhile 
"silent"  work. 

V.  Prison   Work  Department: 
Some  of  the  workers  of  Synod's  Committee  are 

rendering  a  most  telling  service  to  the  unfortunate 
in  prison  camps  and  other  places  of  confinement. 
There  are  now  85  prison  camps  scattered  all  over 
our  state.  An  open  door  to  these  places  of  need 
invites  us  to  enter  and  morally  and  spiritually  up- 
lift. Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff  has  done  an  outstanding 
work  in  the  camp  in  Maitin  county.  Rev.  R.  G. 
Matheson  has  rendered  a  great  service  to  the  delin- 
quent girls  at  Samarcand.  Synod's  Committee  is 
behind  an  effort  to  secure  an  appropriation  from  the 
State  that  an  all  time  chaplain  may  be  employed  in 
this  broad  field  of  need. 

VI.  General  Evangelistic  Department: 

Synod's  Committee  has  now  a  full  time  evangelist 
and  three  part-time  evangelists  in  the  field.  The 
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superintendent  is  giving  much  of  his  time  also  to 
evangelism.  More  requests  for  meetings  are  pouring 
in  than  can  be  filled.  Another  full  time  evangelist  will 
doubtless  be  placed  in  the  field  next  year.  Evange- 
listic meetings  are  reaching  many  souls  for  Christ, 
but  we  feel  we  are  only  touching  the  borders  of  the 
great  and  inviting  opportunity  for  soul-saving. « 


REV.  JAMES  NORTH   HOWARD  SUMMERELL,

It  was  the  great  privilege  of  the  Editor  of  THE 
PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS,  when  passing  through 
Greenville  recently,  to  call  on  one  our  whole  church 
loves  and  delights  to  honor,  Dr.  J.  N.  H.  Summerell. 
He  will  not  mind  my  saying  that  he  will  be  eighty- 
three  years  old  on  August  31,  1937.  Wherever  he 
has  labored  he  has  rendered  signal  service  to  the 
church  but  we  consider  his  contribution  to  the 
HOME  MISSION  work  of  the  church  the  outstanding 
achievement  of  his  ministry.  He  talks  most  interest- 
ingly of  the  many  home  mission  churches  he  has 
established  and  served.  Many  of  them  are  now  self- 
supporting  and  influential  churches  of  our  Assembly. 
Dr.  Summerell  kindly  consented  to  give  the  readers 
of  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS  the  pleasure  of 
some  of  his  interesting  reminiscences  of  days  of  yore 
and  we  are  giving  you  two  in  this  issue,  "A  Presby- 
terian Horse"  and  "A  Telling  Report."  We  hope  to 
be  favored  with  other  articles  in  the  future. 


A  PRESBYTERIAN  HORSE 

In  all  the  miles  I  have  travelled  in  Home  Misison 
work  in  Albemarle  in  the  good  old  days  of  former 
years,  I  never  owned  a  horse,  but  a  horse  was  always 
at  such  service  as  was  needed.  While  pastor  in  Tar- 
boro,  several  were  always  ready  for  any  need — be  it 
a  trip  of  hours,  or  over  night.  One  horse  stands  out 
in  my  memory  very  clearly.  He  was  a  horse  that 
belonged  to  Judge  Howard.  Twice  a  month,  after 
dinner,  Wiley,  Judge  Howard's  fac  totum  would  tie 
him  to  a  tree  in  front  of  the  manse  where  he  would 
stand  till  he  felt  the  reins  taken  for  a  trip  to  Olivet, 
about  8  miles  north  of  town.  The  name  of  this 
horse  was  Buck  Shot.  He  was  a  little  above  medium 
size — would  stand  anywhere,  was  gentleness  per- 
sonified— needed  an  occasional  reminder  that  the 
occupants  of  the  phaeton  behind  him  were  really  on 
the  way  somewhere.  An  observing  person  would  no- 
tice that  he  did  not  vary  the  location  of  his  feet 
much,  as  he  stood  hitched  for  any  length  of  time  at 
one  place.  Being  at  my  convenience  so  constantly 
for  years,  I  became  attached  to  the  steady  old 
traveler.  He  was  recognized  as  far  as  he  could  be 
seen  and  certainly  became  quite  a  factor  in  the  H. 
M.  work  in  that  part  of  the  country. 

There  were  two  other  horses  that  were  often 
called  on  in  my  trips,  Lady,  and  Molly.  Lady  was 
Capt.  R.  C.  Brown's  standby  for  long  trips.  Molly 
belonged  to  Miss  Alice  Howard,  and  often  alternated 
with  Buck  Shot  in  going  to  Olivet.

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ON  GALLING  A  PASTOR 

By  Rev.  P.  D.  Miller,  D.D. 

Few  churches  are  engaged  in  calling  a  pastor  at  any 
one  time,  but  sooner  or  later  it  becomes  the  immediate 
concern  of  evexy  congregation.  Nor  is  there  any  one 
thing  more  important  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  a 
church.  Most  congregations  are  at  a  distinct  disadvan- 
tage in  calling  a  pastor  because  they  lack  the  necessary 
information  about  preachers,  and,  because  we  have  no 
generally  accepted  technique  to  follow  in  the  whole  pro- 
cedure. There  is  hardly  a  subject  upon  which  the  laity 
stands  more  in  need  of  helpful  and  sympathetic  advice 
today.  Certainly  there  is  need  for  some  guiding  prin- 
ciples that  are  based  upon  successful  experience.  I  recom- 
mend this  subject  to  some  wiser  head  and  suggest  that 
a  brief  manual  of  tested  procedures  might  be  prepared 
and  made  available  for  those  who  felt  a  need  for  it. 

Now  some  of  the  things  that  follow  here  might  well  be 
treated  in  such  a  manual  for  laymen  who  are  seeking  a 
minister. 

The  Session  calls  a  congregational  meeting  as  the 
first  step  in  electing  a  pastor.  Ordinarily  this  should 
not  be  delayed  at  all  unless  out  of  respect  for  a  beloved 
pastor  taken  by  death.  The  usual  procedure  is  to  elect 
a  committee  at  this  first  congregational  meeting,  and  a 
wise  Session  will  have  such  a  group  carefully  selected 
and  ready  to  nominate  to  the  congregation.  Seven  to 
twelve  persons  are  enough  for  this  purpose  under  any 
circumstances.  The  situation  calls  for  a  committee  to 
work  and  not  a  convention  to  talk. 

When  such  a  committee  has  been  appointed  to  select 
a  pastor  it  should  be  allowed  by  the  congregation  to  do 
that  very  thing.  It  stands  to  reason  that  an  intelligent 
group  of  seven  to  twelve  persons  can  do  the  job  quicker 
and  with  more  wisdom  than  an  entire  congregation. 
Moreover,  such  a  group  will  usually  represent  a  cross- 
section  of  the  church  both  in  thought  and  age.  A  well- 
balanced  committee  would  probably  be  one  with  two 
elders,  two  deacons,  and  three  members  from  the  congre- 
gation at  large.  In  many  cases  it  is  wise  to  have  two 
women  in  this  number  from  the  congregation  at  large. 
Such  a  committee  can  usually  be  trusted  and  a  congrega- 
tion should  be  willing  to  call  the  man  they  finally  agree 
to  recommend.  Suggestions  to  the  committee  will  be  wel- 
comed, but  they  should  never  be  stampeded  into  nominat- 
ing some  one  who  may  have  supplied  the  pulpit  once, 
used  his  best  sermon,  and  created  a  good  impression.  He 
may  turn  out  to  be  exactly  the  right  man,  but,  without 
the  proper  investigation,  he  may  just  as  easily  turn  out 
to  be  exactly  the  wrong  one.  No  wise  committee  will  keep 
a  congregation  in  the  dark,  but  their  work  may  prove  slow 
and  a  congregation  will  need  to  stand  together  as  one 
man  in  those  days  of  waiting,  exercise  the  grace  of 
patience   and  pray  without  ceasing. 

A  committee  appointed  to  seek  a  pastor  will  usually 
elect  a  chairman  and  a  secretary  at  the  first  meeting 
and  then  settle  down  to  the  job  of  finding  the  right  man. 
If  one  who  has  had  experience  could  sit  down  and  talk 
to  such  a  committee  at  the  outset  he  would  probably  say 
some  of  the  things  that  follow. 

You  should  look  upon  this  as  a  spiritual  undertaking 
and  go  about  it  in  a  prayerful  and  earnest  manner.  You 
are  not  employing  a  manager  for  your  business — impor- 
tant as  that  may  be — you  are  seeking  a  man  to  speak  in 
your  community  for  God.    That  is  serious  business. 

Do  not  ask  the  man  you  choose  to  preach  a  trial  ser- 
mon before  he  is  called  or  fully  assured  of  a  call.  This 
thing   of   bringing  men  before  them  for  consideration 


is  the  surest  way  on  earth  to  divide  a  congregation.  A 
committee  is  appointed  to  select  and  nominate  a  pastor 
to  the  congregation.  That  does  not  mean  parading  men 
before  the  community — to  the  embarrassment  of  the  men 
and  dividing  of  opinion  in  the  church.  Furthermore,  it  is 
almost  a  dead  certainty  that  that  type  of  man  wanted  will 
not  candidate  for  the  place,  even  to  preaching  one  sermon 
before  he  is  called.  The  committee  can  hear  him  in  his 
own  church  and  should  follow  that  course  under  all  ordi- 
nary circumstances. 

Do  not  imagine  that  the  best  men  are  living  far 
away  from  you.  The  plain  garden  variety  that  is  grown 
on  the  native  soil  will  understand  the  problems  more  thor- 
oughly and  probably  last  much  longer. 

Do  not  hesitate  to  call  a  man  just  because  he  has  been 
a  long  time  in  one  place.  Ordinarily  there  could  be  no 
better  commendation  for  him  than  this.  Very  mediocre 
men  do  not  stay  many  years  in  any  one  pastorate,  and, 
the  fact  that  a  man  has  moved  often  does  not  necessarily 
commend  him  above  those  who  have  stayed  happily  and 
inconspicuously  on  one  job. 

Do  not  set  out  to  find  a  man  "big  enough"  for  your 
church.  In  all  likelihood  your  particular  church  is  made 
up  of  people  just  about  like  all  the  rest  of  us.  Get  a 
good,  dependable  man  and  stand  by  him.  He  will  be 
big  enough  if  you  work  hard  enough  with  him  and  pray 
earnestly  enough  for  him. 

On  the  other  hand  do  not  exclude  a  man  from  con- 
sideration just  because  he  now  serves  a  church  larger 
than  yours.  I  might  surprise  you  how  little  he  cares 
for  size,  if  there  is  a  real  challenge  to  service  in  your 
call.  If  you  have  a  real  job  to  do,  sell  him  on  that  and 
it  will  weigh  more  with  a  good  man  than  either  size 
or  salary. 

Ordinarily  it  is  well  not  to  call  a  new  man  at  a  higher 
salary  than  the  former  pastor  last  received.  The  new 
man  will  not  expect  it  and  the  congregation  most  likely 
will  not  approve.  Get  your  man,  but  do  not  feel  that 
salary  is  always  the  determining  factor. 

Do  not  be  so  foolish  as  to  set  your  age  limit  arbi- 
trarily at  35.  To  do  so  will  leave  most  of  the  experience 
and  brains  of  the  ministry  out  of  your  consideration. 
Such  a  practice  is  unfair  to  the  men  past  35  and  ex- 
ceedingly unfair  to  the  church  which  is  searching  for 
wise  leadership. 

Do  not  insist  upon  calling  pastors  with  the  same  tem- 
perament and  the  same  theological  leanings  until  your 
church  becomes  "tagged."  Historic  Presbyterianism  is 
broad  and  catholic  along  with  its  theological  soundness. 
See  that  it  remains  so. 

Ordinarily,  when  seeking  a  pastor,  give  first  considera- 
tion to  men  reared  in  our  own  church  and  trained  in  our 
own  theological  seminaries.  This  will  not  guarantee  per- 
fection, but  it  is  a  mighty  safe  rule  to  consider.  One 
sometimes  wonders  why  men  who  come  from  afar  do  come 
so  far  before  they  find  a  place  to  serve. 

Ignore  all  applications.  The  man  you  want  would 
probably  not  make  an  application  if  he  had  to  spend  the 
rest  of  his  life  in  one  place.  Acknowledge  all  applica- 
tions with  a  courteous  note,  file  them  away  neatly,  and 
set  out  to  find  you  a  man  who  is  so  busy  and  happy  on 
his  present  job  that  he  has  no  time  to  be  looking  for 
greener  pastures. 

Some  day  your  church  will  be  facing  this  problem, 
and  you  may  be  on  the  committee.  It  will  call  for  the 
best  you  have  and  require  the  application  of  all  the  prin- 
ciples outlined  here.  And  it  will  call  for  far  more  as 
you  will  shortly  discover  if  ever  appointed  to  such  a  task.

The  exercises  on  Monday,  June  7,  at  eleven  o'clock 
will  be  rather  colorful.  There  will  be  many  college  presi- 
dents and  deans,  all  wearing  academic  dress  with  hoods  of 
various  colors.  The  address  by  former  President  W.  J. 
Martin,  and  greetings  from  various  college  presidents,  will 
constitute  a  very  interesting  program  that  morning. 

The  most  picturesque  part  of  the  Centennial  Program 
will  be  the  great  Historic  Pageant  on  Monday  nigh^,  June 
7.  This  pageant  is  being  prepared  by  Mr.  Theodore  Vieh- 
nian  of  New  York,  who  is  a  specialist  in  putting  on 
pageants.  It  will  portray  the  history  of  the  college  from 
the  beginning  until  the  present. 

At  the  Graduation  Exercises  on  Tuesday  morning, 
June  8th,  about  140  seniors  will  receive  their  diplomas. 
Five  ministers  will  receive  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity;  five  distinguished  men  will  receive  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws;  three  distinguished 
ministers  and  teachers  will  receive  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Literature;  three  distinguished  scientists 
will  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science;  and  one  dis- 
tinguished educator  will  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Pedagogy.  Because  this  is  the  Centennial  Year  an  un- 
usual number  of  honorary  degrees  are  being  conferred. 

The  Centennial  Movement  is  also  under  way.  The 
purpose  of  this  Movement  is  to  raise  funds  for  the  more 
effective  equipment  of  Davidson  College  for  its  second 
century  task.  Although  the  Movement  is  just  getting 
under  way,  we  are  meeting  with  very  considerable  en- 
couragement. 

Registrations  for  next  year  are  very  much  ahead  of 
the  schedule  at  the  same  date  last  year.  Four  hundred  and 
sixty-five  upper  classmen  have  registered  to  return.  That 
leaves  room  for  about  two  hundred  Freshmen.  It  looks 
now  as  if  the  Freshmen  quota  will  be  filled  to  overflowing 
by  the  middle  of  the  summer. 

We  are  looking  forward  with  pleasure  to  having  the 
Young  People's  Conference  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  North  Carolina  at  Davidson  again  June  14-22.

Capt.  Brown  had  the  true  H.  M.  spirit,  and  was 
always  ready  to  take  his  pastor  on  preaching  trips 
of  quite  a  few  miles — To  Falkland,  or  to  Mayo's 
School  House — often  to  Rocky  Mount  or  Nahalah. 
Lady  was  a  beautiful  animal — a  rich  deep  bay,  a 
fine  traveller,  had  no  tricks.  But  she  served  well 
for  a  number  of  years  in  H.  M.  trips. 

"M.  and  S."  was  another  that  I  used  when  trips 
were  long — "Spider"  was  needed  for  long  quick  trips, 
as  he  was  fast.  Once,  to  catch  a  train  at  Rocky 
Mount,  I  drove  the  18  miles  in  90  minutes.  My 
friends  were  very  considerate  and  kind  in  seeing 
that  transportation  in  the  Master's  work  was  al- 
ways at  hand.  Just  as  ears  began,  I  left  for  6 
years  work  in  S.  C.  How  I  have  wished  that  I  could 
have  had  Fords  in  the  early  days  of  H.  M.  work  in 
Albemarle  Presbytery.  I  generally  preached  three 
times  every  Sunday  and  once  a  month — my  hard 
Sunday — I  travelled  11  miles  to  preach  at  3  p.  m. 
Then  8  or  9  miles  further  to  preach  at  Parmelee  at 
8  p.  m.  Then  back  home  at  11  or  1,  to  Tarboro.  No 
cars  then,  and  no  good  roads.  But  then  I  did 
not  mind  the  lack  of  either,  and  how  I  did  value  the 
horses  placed  at  my  disposal.  I  always  think  of 
Buck  Shot  as  my  willing  helper  in  the  Lord's  work.

A  TELLING  REPORT 

Albemarle  Presbytery  met  in  Raleigh.  One 
day  a  tall,  dignified  man  came  into  the  First  Church, 
to  listen  to  the  H.  M.  reports.  It  was  my  report.  I 
was  telling  how  I  had  reached  the  end  of  my 
money.  I  was  building  the  Falkland  Church.  It  had 
been  framed,  covered  in  and  floored.  But  the  work 
was  stopped.  I  saw  this  distinguished  man  reach 
over  for  his  stiff  high  topped  hat,  not  a  silk  hat,  but 
the  same  shape.  Then  I  saw  his  hand  take  from 
his  left  coat  pocket  a  small  book,  very  like  a  check 
book.  Then  from  his  right  upper  vest  pocket,  I  saw 
the  flash  of  a  fountain  pen.  I  became  very  much 
interested.  I  kept  on  speaking  and  trying  to  pray 
for  vice  versa).  When  my  report  was  over  I  saw 
Judge  E.  G.  Reade  hand  two  pieces  of  paper  to  some 
member  of  Presbytery,  motioning  him  to  pass  it  on 
to  the  Moderator.  It  was  at  once  announced  by  the 
Moderator  that  Judge  Reade  had  given  $500  to  Albe- 
marle Presbytery  for  Home  Missions.  That  Mr.  Sum- 
merell  should  have  what  was  needed  to  finish  the 
Falkland  Church  at  once — that  any  balance  that 
might  remain,  should  be  put  into  the  general  fund 
for  H.  M.  Happy?  Why,  I  was  so  happy,  I  could 
only  cry  a  bit — not  saying  a  word.  It  had  been  only 
a  few  days  before,  that  I  was  standing  in  the  door- 
way of  the  unfinished  church  at  Falkland,  when  a 
gentleman  in  a  buggy  stopped,  and  called:  "What 
is  going  on  here?"  "Why,  Doctor,"  for  I  knew  him, 
"I  am  trying  to  build  a  Presbyterian  Church."  "My 
young  friend,  you  had  better  tear  it  down  just  as  it 
is,  load  it  on  a  boat,  and  send  it  down  Tar  river. 
These  people  don't  want  a  Presbyterian  Church.  You 
can't  make  Presbyterians  out  of  them."  "Well,  Doc- 
tor, you  are  certainly  discouraging."  As  he  drove 
on  he  added.  "Save  your  money.  Build  it  somewhere 
else."  I  needed  the  encouragement  that  in  Raleigh 
I  soon  received.  It  was  the  first  in  Pitt  County.  Now 
there  are  four. 


FLORA  MACDOiNALD  COLLEGE 

Dr.  H.  G.  Bedinger,  President 


The  roots  of  Flora  Macdonald  College  are  deep  in  the 
soil  of  a  large  area  of  the  Carolinas.  For  forty-one  years 
the  college  has  served  a  people  rich  in  the  heritage  of  re- 
ligion, learning,  and  culture.  Before  it,  from  1841  to 
1878,  Floral  College  met  the  same  need.  For  nearly  a 
century  these  colleges  have  provided  centers  of  culture 
for  a  large  area  in  which  there  is  still  no  other  A  grade 
senior  college  for  women. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  is  splendidly  meeting  this 
need  today  as  far  as  its  capacity  permits.  The  present 
enrollment  is  329  students,  of  whom  294  are  boarders. 
The  college  is  serving  its  immediate  constituency,  two 
hundred  of  its  students  coming  from  within  one  hundred 
miles.  It  is  also  well  known  and  popular  beyond  these 
borders,  the  remainder  coming  from  ten  states  and  five 
foreign  countries.  After  all  available  rooms  in  private 
homes  near  by  were  rented,  many  applicants  were  turned 
away.  The  registration  for  next  year  indicates  a  similar 
situation. 

Rising  educational  requirements  on  the  part  of  the 
accrediting  agencies  call  for  expansion  and  improvement. 
To  meet  these  demands  Flora  Macdonald  College  faces 
several  pressing  needs:  Endowment  and  relief  from  debt, 
a  dormitory,  a  Home  Economics  building. 

Through  the  initiative  of  Dr.  C.  G.  Vardell  and  the 
loyalty  of  the  alumnae  and  the  Auxiliaries  of  the  three 
controlling  Presbyteries,  a  greatly  needed  gymnasium  and 
temporary  library  are  being  provided.  A  modern  fire- 
proof library  with  space  for  the  Todd  Art  Collection  is 
greatly  needed  as  a  permanent  building. 

Moved  by  an  appreciation  of  the  tremendous  service 
being  rendered  by  the  college  and  to  meet  the  increasing 
demands  of  its  constituency  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
recommended,  and  the  Presbyteries  of  Fayetteville, 
Orange,  and  Wilmington  have  approved  without  a  dis- 
senting voice,  the  renewal  of  the  Financial  Standardiza- 
tion Movement,  temporarily  suspended  by  the  depression, 
in  the  form  of  a  general  appeal  to  the  30,000  Presby- 
terians of  the  controlling  Presbyteries  and  other  friends 
within  and  beyond  their  borders  to  finish  this  task  in 
1938  by  a  great  united  movement.  It  is  a  great  task  but 
a  worthy  one. 

COMENCEMENT,  MAY  22-25 
With  commencement  Flora  Macdonald  College  closed 
a  most  successful  year  distinguished  by  the  largest  at- 
tendance and  the  greatest  number  of  graduates  in  its 
history.  A  fine  spirit  of  fellowship,  contentment,  and 
idealism  prevailed. 

Program  of  Commencement  included  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D.,  of  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
the  commencement  address  to  the  graduates  by  Dr.  Edgar

The  Martin  County  Home  Mission 
Field,  located  in  Eastern  North  Caro- 
lina, is  just  nine  years  old.  In  1928 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
Presbytery  of  Albemarle  chose  Martin 
County  as  a  likely  home  mission  field. 
At  that  time  there  were  no  Presby- 
terian organizations  or  services  of  any 
kind  being  held  within  the  county. 
Many  of  the  people  had  never  heard 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Today  after  only  eight  years  of  work 
the  field  picture  here  has  come  into 
existence.  Four  churches  have  been 
built,  Williamston,  Bear  Grass,  Rober- 
son's  Chapel  and  Poplar  Point.  A 
manse  has  been  purchased,  and  two 
other  services  conducted,  Harrison's 
Sunday  School  and  the  Colored  Prison 
Camp. 

The  work  has  increased  so  rapidly 
that  an  additional  minister  has  been 
placed  in  the  county.  This  minister  is 
the  Rev.  John  C.  Whitley,  who  lives  at 
Bear  Grass.

Sixty  services  are  conducted  every  four  v^^eeks. 
In  addition  to  these  services,  four  Bible  schools  of 
two  weeks'  duration  are  held  and  four  series  of 
evangelistic  services.  Services  are  held  at  all  six 
points  each  Sunday.  The  work  is  so  great  in  the 
summer  that  a  seminary  student  or  training  school 
girl  assists  the  local  pastors. 

During  the  past  eight  years  many  wonderful 
things  have  happened  to  the  people  served  by  this 
home  mission  field,  but  just  the  other  day  a  propo- 
sition was  made  to  the  church  in  Williamston  which, 
if  the  members  of  this  church  can  meet  and  carry 
out,  will  mean  more  for  the  future  growth  of  the 
field  as  a  whole  and  the  extension  of  the  work  to 
other  needy  fields  than  all 
the  other  good  things  com- 
bined. 

When  the  church  in  Wil- 
liamston was  built  in  1930 
there  was  not  enough 
money  on  hand  to  complete 
the  church  auditorium.  The 
church  school  unit  was  com- 
pleted instead.  For  eight 
years  now  the  members  in 
Williamston  have  been  wor- 
shipping in  a  small  audi- 
torium in  the  back  of  the 
church  building.  This  has 
been  a  tremendous  handi- 
cap to  the  growth  of  the 
church  there.  In  order  to 
finish  what  we  did,  the  lo- 
cal membership  of  18  at  that  time  entered  a  series 
of  building  and  loan  for  $3,500.  This  series  ma- 
tures in  1939.    The  amount  still  unpaid  is  around

sufficient  to  pay  off  the  present  indebtedness  if  we 
will  finish  the  auditorium,  but  in  finishing  it  we  are 
not  to  be  permitted  to  put  a  new  indebtedness  on 
the  church  of  over  $3,000.  The  local  people  have 
agreed  to  give  the  $3,000,  but  this  will  not  be  enough 
to  finish  the  auditorium,  install  heat,  pews  and  a 
small  organ.  To  do  this  we  must  have  from  $1,500 
to  $2,000  new  money. 

We  do  not  feel  that  we  can  afford  to  let  this 
opportunity  to  finish  our  church  pass.  We  want 
to  accept  this  offer,  for  the  time  is  now  ripe  for  this 
forward  move  on  our  part.  The  town  of  Williamston 
is  growing.  The  boys  and  girls  we  are  serving  in 
this  country  are  moving  to  town.  Many  strangers 
walk  our  streets  each  week.  We  need  a  church 
auditorium  to  reach  them.  If  we  wait  until  1939 
to  do  this,  it  will  be  too  late.  We  must  do  it 
now ! 

This  is  the  end  of  our  story.  When  we  have 
given  our  $3,000  we  will  have  reached  the  end  of 

our  resources.  We,  there- 
fore, come  to  you  through 
the  medium  of  your  Synod's 
Home  Mission  paper,  to  beg 
of  you  an  offering  toward  the 
completion  of  our  church. 

Three  thousand,  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
have  been  offered  to  us 
contingent  upon  our  secur- 
ing an  additional  $2,000. 
For  every  dollar  given  to 
us  outside  our  membership 
we  will  receive  two  addi- 
tional dollars,  but  we  can't 
secure  and  spend  the  $3,- 
750  until  we  secure  the 
others. 

In  order  that  you  may  see  just  how  far  a  dollar 
invested  in  home  missions  in  Martin  County  will  go, 
we  are  listing  our  spiritual  dividends  for  the  eight 
years  of  our  existence.

Union  Theological  Seminary  has  just  brought  to  a 
close  the  One  Hundred  Twenty-fifth  year  of  her  service 
to  the  Church.  There  were  in  attendance  this  session 
90  undergraduate  and  44  graduate  students.  In  ad- 
dition, 13  other  graduate  students  were  working  toward 
their  degrees  in  absentia.  These  students  represented  65 
literary  institutions,  principally  Church  colleges.  Davidson 
with  44,  Hampden-Sydney  with  13,  Presbyterian  College 
with  10  and  King  College  with  8,  led  the  list. 

The  Seminary  has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death 
of  Mr.  William  R.  Miller,  who  for  nearly  thirty  years  acted 
as  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  on  May  11th,  Rev.  M.  W.  Norflleet,  Jr., 
formerly  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  a  graduate  of  David- 
son College  and  of  this  Seminary  in  the  Class  of  1934, 
was  elected  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Mr.  Norfleet  was 
chosen  as  his  successor  by  Mr.  Miller,  a  choice  which  met 
with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Senior  Class,  although  not  large,  has  exerted  a 
deep  influence  on  the  student  body  through  its  capable 
and  spiritual  leadership.  A  deepened  interest  in  personal 
evangelism  and  in  missions  has  characterized  the  student 
body  as  a  whole.  The  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry,  com- 
posed of  the  faculty  and  student  body,  this  year  appro- 
priated $300.00  for  the  suppoi't  of  a  Chinese  Evangelist, 
and  $300.00  to  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund.  As  in  the 
past,  the  students  have  carried  on  many  lines  of  Christian 
activity  in  and  around  Richmond,  and  deputations  have 
been  sent  to  several  colleges  and  schools. 

The  Graduate  Department  is  ever  growing  in  useful- 
ness, but,  with  an  already  overloaded  faculty,  only  a 
portion  of  those  applying  can  be  received.  The  graduate 
enrollment  during  the  January  Term  was  the  largest  we 
have  ever  had. 

The  Library  has  been  of  service  to  an  ever  enlarging 
circle.  Ten  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  books  were 
circulated  during  the  year,  of  which  7,698  were  used  by 
the  Faculties  and  students  of  the  Training  School  and 
Seminary,  and  2,852  were  circulated  to  patrons  outside 
the  Seminary.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  by  formal  resolu- 
tion, made  the  securing  of  a  new  library  building  the 
immediate  objective  of  the  Seminary. 

Dr.  Charles  H.  Pratt,  Professor  of  Missions  at  Louis- 
ville Theological  Seminary,  made  the  Annual  Address 
before  the  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry.  Dr.  Charles  F. 
Myers  of  Greensboro,  N.  C.  preached  the  Baccalaureate 
Sermon,  and  Dr.  Hunter  B.  Blakely  of  Staunton,  Va.  de- 
livered the  Commencement  Address.  Seventeen  men  were 
graduated  with  the  B.D.  degree,  and  two  men  received  the 
diploma  without  the  degree.  Eight  Th.M.  degrees  were 
awarded,  and  the  following  men  received  the  degree  of 
Th.D.:  Rev.  E.  G.  Boyce,  Memphis,  Tenn.;  Rev.  S.  J.  L. 
Crouch,  Clemson  College,  S.  C;  Rev.  H.  G.  Goodykoontz, 
Fayetteville,  Ark.;  Rev.  Frank  Hall,  Morehead  City,  N. 
C;  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Sydenstricker,  Campo  Bello,  Minas, 
Brazil.

Peace  will  celebrate  its  sixty-fourth  commencement, 
May  29  through  June  1.  Dr.  Henry  H.  Sweets,  D.D.,  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  Executive  Secretary  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Ministerial  Relief  of  our  church  will  preach 
the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  on  Sunday  the  thirtieth,  at  the 
First  Presbyterian   Church,  Raleigh. 

Miss  Harriet  Elliott,  Dean  of  the  Woman's  College  of 
North  Carolina,  Greensboro,  will  deliver  the  address  to 
the  graduating  class  on  Tuesday,  June  1,  at  8  p.  m. 

The  graduating  class  this  year  numbers  fifty-five  stu- 
dents. These  students  have  completed,  in  general,  three 
types  of  courses  here:  (1)  The  Standard  College  Course — 
graduation  from  which  enables  them  to  enter  the  junior 
class  of  our  leading  colleges  and  universities  without 
examinations.  (2)  The  General  College  Course — these 
graduates  have  had  more  freedom  in  the  selection  of 
the  subjects  they  have  taken  and  have  specialized  in 
Home  Economics,  Music  and  Commercial  Subjects,  etc. 
(3)  The  Commercial  Course — this  is  a  two-year  course; 
students  in  this  course  have  specialized  in  secretarial  sub- 
jects. 

"Alumnae  Day"  this  year  will  be  on  Tuesday,  June  1. 
The  business  meeting  will  be  at  11  a.  m.  The  alumnae 
luncheon  will  be  at  one  o'clock.  A  large  attendance  of 
alumnae  is  expected.  Mrs.  George  F.  Avinger,  of  Laurin- 
burg,  is  President  of  the  Alumnae  Association. 

Peace  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  most  successful  years 
of  her  history.  The  enrollment  has  reached  practically 
three  hundred.  The  prospects  for  1937-'38  are  un- 
usually promising.  A  large  number  of  students  are  al- 
ready registered.  We  are  making  every  effort  to  line 
up  our  student  body  as  early  as  possible,  so  that  proper 
provisions  can  be  made  for  them.  With  this  in  mind, 
we  are  asking  all  our  church  friends  and  alumnae  to  urge 
girls  who  are  interested  in  attending  Peace  to  get  in 
touch  with  us  and  to  get  in  their  official  registration. 

Last  year  our  school  was  filled  to  capacity  before  the 
opening  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  our  at- 
tendance will  be  large  this  year.  We  should  like  to  have 
a  large  number  of  Presbyterian  girls  registered  at  Peace 
for  1937-'38,  especially  those  who  possess  unusual  leader- 
ship possibilities.

We  are  extremely  fortunate  for  1937-'38  in  that  it 
looks  as  if  our  entire  faculty  of  this  year  will  return  with- 
out exception.  Miss  Myra  Williams  has  been  on  leave 
at  Duke  University,  and  her  work  has  been  taught  by 
Miss  Nancy  Eliason  of  Statesville.  Miss  Williams  is 
expecting  to  remain  at  Duke  and  to  complete  her  work 
for  her  doctor's  degree.  Miss  Eliason  has  now  been  elected 
head  of  the  Science  Department  at  Peace.  We  are  ex- 
pecting to  add  another  commercial  teacher  to  our  com- 
mercial department  for  1937-'38.  This  department  has 
been  very  popular  for  the  last  few  years,  and  it  has  grown 
so  rapidly  that  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  have  another 
full-time  commercial  teacher  to  assist  Miss  Ida  Currie 
who  is  the  head  of  the  department. 

The  summer  at  Peace  is  always  a  busy  season.  The 
offices  are  kept  open  and  many  people  visit  the  school 
looking  over  the  plant  and  conferring  with  the  school's 
officials  as  to  special  courses  of  study,  etc.  We  are 
expecting  to  have  the  Granville  Presbyterial  Young  Peo- 
ple's Conference  to  meet  the  week  of  June  7.  Wilming- 
ton's Young  People's  Conference  will  meet  the  week  of 
June  28  and  the  Albemarle  Presbyterial  Conference  will 
meet  the  week  of  July  12.  We  are  happy  for  the  young 
people  of  our  Presbytery  to  enjoy  the  facilities  of  our 
plant  for  their  conferences.  Wo  are  expecting  the  Synod 
to  meet  at  Peace,  September  7,  8  and  9.

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NEWS  ITEMS  FROM  ALBEMARLE 
PRESBYTERY 

Mr.  J.  Norton  Dendy  has  accepted  Nahalah-Mayo's 
School,  Runnymede  as  his  immediate  field  of  labor.  This  is 
a  recently  formed  group  in  Albemarle  Presbytery  and  is 
an  unusually  inviting  field  for  one  who  wants  to  work. 
Nahalah  has  enjoyed  the  services  of  the  Rev.  A.  J. 
Crane  as  Stated  Supply  for  a  number  of  years.  Mayo's 
School  and  Runnymede  are  vigorous  outpost  Sunday 
schools  of  Howard  Memorial  Church  in  Tarboro.  Mr.  Dendy 
graduated  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  May  of 
1936  and  is  just  completing  a  year  of  postgraduate  work 
in  The  Biblical  Seminary,  New  York  City. 

Mr.  J.  Ray  Dickens,  of  the  senior  class.  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  has  accepted  the  work  offered  him  at 
Macclesfield  and  Wilson  County,  and  expects  to  begin  his 
services  on  the  first  Sunday  in  June.  For  the  first 
time  since  Albemarle  Presbytery  took  over  this  church 
from  the  Associated  Reformed  Presbyterian  church,  Mac- 
clesfield will  have  a  resident  Presbyterian  minister.  The 
entire  field  to  which  Mr.  Dickens  comes,  and  every 
point  in  the  field,  will  meet  him  with  a  real  challenge  to 
evangelistic  effort  since  probably  not  more  than  30  per 
cent  of  all  the  many  white  people  are  members  of  any 
church. 

Martin  County — If  you  want  to  know  what  is  a  real 
seven-day-the-week  church  program,  ask  the  two  Pres- 
byterian ministers  in  Martin  County.  They  conduct  eight 
services  each  week  and  something  "is  doing"  in  one  or 
more  of  the  missions  each  night.  The  interest  grows, 
souls  are  being  claimed  for  Christ,  the  membership  of 
the  church  increases  and  religion  is  becoming  a  real  force 
in  the  county. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  of  Elizabeth  City  reports 
the  largest  number  of  additions  on  profession  of  faith  for 
any  year  of  its  history.  The  offerings  for  benevolence 
also  reached  a  new  high.  The  able  and  efficient  young 
pastor  and  his  people  are  much  encouraged  and  are  to  be 
congratulated. 

The  Revival  and  Growth  in  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Rocky  Mount  justify  the  act  of  Presbytery, 
done  a  year  ago,  of  placing  a  minister  in  charge  of  that 
one  church  for  full  time  sei-vice.  Thirty  members  were 
added  to  the  church  within  the  ten  months  of  his  service; 
all  departments  of  the  church's  work  show  increased  ac- 
tivity, the  church  gave  the  pastor  a  car  that  they  might 
facilitate  and  enlarge  the  scope  of  his  work;  and  the 
whole  membership  is  full  of  hope  and  purpose  to  go 
forward. 

lAlbemarle  Presbytery  begins  the  new  church  year  with 
all  indebtedness  on  Home  Mission  property  fully  met  and 
owing  no  man  anything  "but  to  love."

HOME  MISSION  IN  KINGS  MOUNTAIN  PRESBYTERY 

Each  month  last  year  the  Presbytery  of  Kings  Moun- 
tain was  able  to  send  salary  checks  in  full  to  her  home 
mission  workers.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  splendid 
cooperation  of  pastors  and  church  treasurers  in  regular 
remittances  to  the  home  mission  treasury,  a  fact  which 
gave  Mr.  L.  P.  Holland  increased  joy  as  treasurer. 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  has  appropriated  the 
salary  expense  of  two  students  for  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  work  for  twelve  weeks  during  the  summer.  Jack 
Vinson,  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia,  and 
Kathryn  Keiger,  of  the  Assembly's  Training  School  in 
Richmond,  have  been  secured  for  the  Bible  School  effort 
and  will  begin  their  work  May  30th. 

Besides  his  work  as  chairman  of  the  Home  Mission 
Committee,  Rev.  H.  N.  McDiarmid  has  made  a  most 
gratifying  i-eport  to  Presbytery  from  the  Shelby  Presby- 
terian Church.  This  report  reveals  that  the  Shelby 
Church  has  grown  from  184  members  to  325  members 
during  Mr.  McDiarmid's  pastorate.  Last  year  the  church 
averaged  in  per  capita  gifts  $23.50,  and  showed  an  in- 
crease in  benevolent  gifts  of  51%  percent.  All  debts 
of  the  congregation  have  been  paid  in  full  and  the  church 
stands  ready  for  another  period  of  advancement. 

Unity  and  Machpelah — These  two  churches  in  Lin- 
coln county  pleased  the  Home  Mission  Committee  when 
they  announced  that  they  were  making  plans  for  self-sup- 
port in  the  present  church  year.  This  has  been  made 
possible  by  the  use  of  the  Lord's  Acre  and  Pay-in-Kind 


plan  of  support.  This  congregation  has  erected  and  paid 
for  one  of  the  best  rural  church  plants  in  the  Synod  dur- 
ing the  pastorate  of  Rev.  W.  T.  Smith. 

Saluda — Rev.  0.  V.  Armstrong,  D.D.,  one  of  our  re- 
turned missionaries,  has  been  serving  the  Saluda  church 
as  stated  supply  for  the  last  two  years.  During  this 
period  the  membership  has  been  increased,  extensive 
repairs  have  been  made  on  the  church  building,  the 
lawn  planted  with  grass  and  shrubbery,  and  new  life 
instilled  into  a  congregation  that  two  years  ago  was 
much  discouraged.  The  report  to  the  recent  meeting  of 
Presbytery  showed  that  the  Saluda  church  gave  last  year 
$855.00.  The  visitors  who  will  attend  this  health  resort 
during  the  coming  summer  will  be  gratified  to  see  the 
renewed  vigor  and  enthusiasm  generated  in  this  church 
in  Poly  county. 

The  Lord's  Acre — In  the  last  eight  years  five  fields  in 
Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  have  assumed  full  self-sup- 
port. This  has  been  done  through  the  use  of  the  Lord's 
Acre  and  Pay-in-Kind  plan  of  keeping  money  in  the 
church  treasury.  The  Home  Mission  Committee  has 
established  the  policy  of  never  appropriating  funds  to 
a  rural  church  until  that  church  has  exhausted  her  re- 
sources in  these  two  methods  of  support.  Help  is 
given  only  to  those  who  will  help  themselves.  By  every 
church  doing  her  part  the  fields  have  been  so  grouped 
that,  with  one  exception,  every  home  mission  church  in 
Presbytery  has  one  preaching  service  each  Sunday.  Vast 
latent  resources  exist  in  the  country  churches  if  they 
will  only  use  them,  and  it  is  hoped  that  other  churches 
will  declare  themselves  independent  of  home  mission 
funds  by  giving  to  the  Lord  the  products  and  first  fruits 
of  the  farm.

HOME  MISSIONS  IN  MECKLEiNBURG  PRESBYTERY 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  progress  in  Home 
Missions  in  our  Presbytery.  Both  the  Marston  and  Morven 
group  have  completed  manses  that  would  be  a  credit  to 
any  congregation  or  group  of  congregations.  Mark's 
Creek  in  the  Marston  group  is  erecting  a  brick  veneer 
church  building  with  adequate  Sabbath  School  rooms.  A 
number  of  congregations  have  repaired  their  church 
buildings  and  added  class  rooms.  All  buildings  have  been 
insured.  Pastors  have  been  most  faithful  in  ministering 
to  their  people  and  in  encouraging  them  in  the  graces  of 
liberality  and  loyalty.  One  new  preaching  point  has 
been  established,  Benton  Heights,  Monroe,  N.  C.  Evan- 
gelism has  been  stressed  and  a  number  of  congregations 
are  greatly  encouraged  with  their  increased  membership. 

As  to  the  present  year,  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Home  Missions,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  of 
Religious  Education,  is  planning  some  Promotional  work 
in  the  congregations  with  which  it  has  the  privilege  of 
cooperating.  To  accomplish  this,  two  members  of  the 
Home  Mission  Committee,  R.  A.  Young  and  L.  P.  Burney 
and  two  members  of  the  Religious  Education  Committee, 
H.  K.  Holland  and  C.  M.  Boyd,  have  been  appointed  to 
constitute  the  Promotion  Committee.  R.  A.  Young  has 
been  appointed  chairman.  This  Promotion  Committee  is 
endeavoring  to  put  into  operation  the  following  program: 
First,  to  hold  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  in  at  least 
one  congregation  of  each  Home  Mission  group.  Second, 
to  hold  at  least  one  week  of  Evangelistic  services  in  every 
Home  Mission  field  and  in  connection  with  these  Evan- 
gelistic services  to  hold  each  day,  at  the  most  convenient 
hour,  a  class  in  which  will  be  discussed  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing subjects:  Duties  of  Elders  and  Deacons,  Organiza- 
tion, Objectives,  Methods  and  Materials  of  the  Sabbath 
School,  Stewardship,  The  Christian  Home,  The  Men  of 
the  Church,  and  The  Woman's  Auxiliary.  These  discus- 
sions will  be  somewhat  after  the  Forum  fashion  and 
local  conditions  and  desires  will  determine  the  subjects 
to  be  discussed  and  the  period  to  be  allotted  to  each  dis- 
cussion. Pastors  within  the  Presbytery  are  to  be  secured 
to  do  this  teaching  and  evangelistic  work.  The  Committee 
hopes  very  soon  to  have  a  complete  schedule  arranged. 
When  such  schedule  is  completed  a  day  will  be  appointed 
on  which  both  the  pastors  who  are  to  do  this  teaching 
and  evangelistic  work  and  the  pastors  where  the  work  is 
to  be  done  will  be  expected  to  come  together  for  a  full 
discussion  of  the  needs  of  the  field  and  the  most  ap-. 
proved  methods  of  meeting  these  needs.    As   a  result 
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of  this  discussion  it  is  expected  that  the  work  will  be 
entered  into  with  the  objectives  definitely  known  and 
the  program  of  activity  definitely  outlined  and  understood. 
It  is  recognized  that  we  are  possibly  pioneering  somewhat 
in  this  program.  No  marked  and  decided  results  may 
be  accomplished  in  our  first  endeavors — all  depends  on 
our  Father's  blessings  and  hearty  cooperation  between 
the  laborers.  It  is  our  conviction,  however,  that  some 
program  similar  to  this,  if  properly  promoted,  will  give 
needed  information  about  our  denominational  and  con- 
gregational activities  to  new  and  struggling  congrega- 
tions and  needed  encouragement  and  inspiration  to  pastors 
and  congregations  who  yearn  to  see  the  Lord's  Kingdom 
extended  and  established. 

Forest  City  and  Ellenboro  Group — The  church  year  end- 
ing found  these  churches  very  much  encouraged  over  the 
year's  work.  There  was  no  great  number  that  joined 
the  churches  but  there  has  been  a  growing  spirit  of  love 
for  the  Kingdom  in  both  congregations.  This  year  both 
churches  were  able  to  pay  all  obligations.  The  askings 
of  Presbytery  were  met  for  the  benevolent  causes.  Plans 
are  going  forward  for  an  evangelistic  meeting  the  last 
week  of  May  in  the  Forest  City  church.  The  Synod's 
evangelist.  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport  is  to  conduct  this 
meeting.  We  are  looking  forward  to  this  meeting  and 
praying  God's  blessings  upon  our  church  as  he  comes  to 
be  with  us. 

Tryon-Columbus — The  Sunday  Schools  of  these 
churches  have  shown  a  renewed  activity  after  the  win- 
ter. Foreign  Mission  Day  is  being  observed  in  both,  with 
good  interest  and  good  offerings.  In  both  Sunday  Schools 
the  Workers'  Councils  are  taking  an  increasing  hold  of 
the  work.  Both  churches  are  planning  to  make  some 
needed  improvements,  especially  in  the  repainting,  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  In  both  churches  plans  are 
under  way  for  evangelistic  meetings  before  the  end  of 
the  year.  There  is  a  spirit  of  service  in  the  churches 
which  speaks  well  for  the  coming  days.  The  response 
to  the  Budget  Appeal  was  the  best  in  several  years.  Both 
churches  undertaking  more  in  all  lines  than  before.

ORANGE  PRESBYTERY 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Orange  Presbytery 
is  helping  to  support  twelve  Home  Mission  pastors  who 
are  serving  thirty  churches.  These  workers  reported  last 
year  205  professions  of  faith,  182  additions  to  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  by  profession,  and  65  by  letter,  making 
a  total  addition  of  247  members.  Many  of  our  Home  Mis- 
sion Churches  have  taken  a  forward  step  during  the 
past  year  in  the  way  of  making  much  needed  repairs 
and  improvements  on  their  church  buildings. 

Stony  Creek,  Second  Church  of  Burlington,  Shiloh  and 
Piedmont  Churches,  which  have  heretofore  formed  one 
pastorate,  have  been  divided  into  two  pastorates.  Stony 
Creek  and  Second  Church  of  Burlington  now  constitute  a 
e    self-supporting  pastorate  and  will  call  a  pastor  for  his 
full  time.    Shiloh  and  Piedmont  Churches  will  form  an- 
other  pastorate,  and  will  call  a  pastor  for  his  full  time 
with  the  help  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee. 
;         There  was  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  receipts  for 
;    Home  Missions  in   Orange  Presbytery  during  the  past 
year,  though  the  amount  received  was  insufficient  to  meet 
t    the  needs  of  the  work  in  full.  Presbytery's  Home  Mission 
!,    Committee  lacked  $207.55  of  having  enough  to  pay  the 
workers  in  full  for  the  past  year.    However,  the  Synod's 
Home  Mission  Committee  came  to  our  help  and  supplied 
this  deficit  and  the  workers  were  paid  in  full  for  the 
first   time    since  1929. 
i-        The  Presbytery  of  Orange  has  directed  that  a  special 
:li    offering  be  taken  for  Presbytery's  Home  Missions  by 
all  the  churches,  auxiliaries,  and  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Presbytery  on  the  second  Sunday  of  June.    We  will  not 
■;    be  able  to  pay  our  faithful  Home  Mission  workers  their 
ti    meager  salaries  in  full  without  this  offering.  Therefore, 
all    the   churches,   auxiliaries,   and    Sunday   Schools  of 
fl    Orange  Presbytery   are  hereby  reminded  that  June  is 
^    the  month  set  apart  for  special  offerings  for  this  cause.

\  FAYETTEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

^  The  site  for  a  new  Mission  point  in  Johnston  county 
\    has  been  selected,  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  begin 


in  this  neighborhood  the  first  of  the  summer.  This 
point  will  contact  a  large  area  with  a  large  population, 
most  of  which  is  unchurched. 

The  Lord's  Acre  Plan  has  succeeded  so  well  wherever 
it  has  been  tried  that  the  Presbytery  has  instructed  the 
Committee  on  Home  Missions  when  considering  applica- 
tions for  aid  from  groups  of  country  churches,  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  churches  in  their  fields  have  given  this 
plan  a  fair  trial  or  not.  The  I'eason  for  this  action  is  that 
the  Presbytery  needs  every  dollar  it  can  raise  for  the 
completion  of  its  unfinished  work  in  Johnston  county, 
and  every  dollar  that  the  older  groups  of  churches  can 
raise  for  their  support  will  release  that  much  for  this 
work. 

Work  on  the  erection  of  a  Sababth  School  building  to 
cost  from  $3,000  to  $3,500,  at  Spring  Lake,  a  rapidly 
growing  suburb  of  Fort  Bragg.  A  religious  census  of 
the  community  made  last  summer  by  the  men  of  the  First 
Church,  Fayetteville,  revealed  that  there  were  270  homes 
in  the  majority  of  which  there  were  children  with  neither 
church  nor  Sabbath  School  privileges.  A  Sabbath  School 
was  organized  in  a  private  home  and  flourished  until 
the  house  was  rented  to  another  party,  and  the  new 
quarters  are  too  small.  Much  of  the  material  was  donated, 
as  was  $500.00  in  cash,  which  will  be  used  for  labor.

WILMINGTON  PRESBYTERY 

Rev.  W.  H.  Eubank,  now  supplying  the  Pink  Hill  group 
has  been  doing  some  fine  evangelistic  work.

Rev.  J.  D.  Withrow  will  serve  as  pastor  of 
the  Woodbum  and  Acme  churches  and  a  new  man  is  being 
placed  in  charge  of  New  Hope,  Southport  and  expects  to 
develop  a  work  around  Shallotte.  The  prospective  pas- 
tor will  visit  the  group  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  May. 

Rev.  R.  Ralston  Ramsey,  of  Virginia,  recently  visited 
the  Rocky  Point  group  of  churches  and  has  that  work 
under  consideration. 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  has  authorized  the 
calling  of  a  Superintendent-Evangelist  and  has  placed  a 
call  in  the  hands  of  a  man  whom  we  feel  is  eminently 
qualified  to  do  a  constructive  work  in  our  Presbytery.

Glade  Valley — Two  additional  elders  and  two  more 
deacons  were  elected  at  a  congregational  meeting  last 
Sunday.  A  record  attendance  was  observed  at  Sunday 
School. 

Sparta — The  wiring  of  the  new  church  has  just  been 
completed  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  main  auditorium  will 
be  ready  for  use  by  the  latter  part  of  June.  Several  hun- 
dred dollars  is  still  needed  to  complete  this  church.  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  School  will  begin  about  June  1.  Rev.  R. 
L.  Berry  is  pastor  of  this  field. 

A  splendid  Evangelistic  meeting  was  held  in  Flat  Rock 
Church,  April  5-1 1th.  Dr.  R.  G.  McLees  from  Chatham 
preached.  Attendance  was  fine,  and  the  people  felt 
greatly  helped  by  the  scholarly  and  spiritual  messages. 
Fifteen  united  with  this  church  all  on  profession  of  faith. 

Asbury  Church  has  done  the  outside  work  in  con- 
structing four  Sunday  School  rooms.  Attendance  has 
already  increased  as  a  result.  They  hope  to  do  the  in- 
side finishing  work  sometime  this  year.

Registration  cards  should  be 
sent  at  once  to  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  P.  O.  Box  1124, 
Greensboro,  N.  C.  that  reservations  may  be  made 
for  all  expecting  to  attend.  An  interesting  program 
has  been  prepared.  Considerable  time  will  be 
given  to  general  discussion  of  topics  of  vital  in- 
terest. 


The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Ses- 
sion of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  meet  in 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  Tuesday  evening,  September  the  7th. 
Rev.  J.  M.  Walker,  D.D.,  retiring  Moderator  will 
preach  the  opening  sermon.  Christian  Education, 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Religious  Education, 
Barium  Springs  Orphanage  and  the  Annuity  Fund 
Campaign  will  be  some  of  the  interesting  subjects 
discussed.  The  Synod  has  a  membership  of  83,005; 
371  Ministers;  54  Candidates  for  the  Ministry;  537 
Churches;  2,682  Elders;  3,103  Deacons  and  70,906 
Sunday  School  Pupils.  There  were  added  last  year 
on  profession  of  faith  3,382,  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  572.  The  Synod  gave  to  Assembly's 
Causes  $247,106  and  to  Synodical  Causes  $223,227. 
Grand  total  for  benevolences  $470,343,  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  $36,164.

HOME  MISSION  CONSERVATION 

We  hear  a  great  deal  today  about  government  con- 
servation of  forest  and  soil.  There  is  great  need  of  Home 
Mission  conservation  as  well.  We  have  two  very  striking 
illustrations  of  this  important  work  in  action.  The  first 
may  be  found  near  Kannapolis,  a  thickly  settled  new  com- 
munity of  splendid  people.  Rev.  J.  E.  Flow  is  in  charge 
of  this  rapidly  growing  field  and  has  made  it  what  it  is 
by  his  faithful  and  efficient  labors. 

Many  people  from  Presbyterian  churches  in  surround- 
ing communities,  from  mission  fields  and  from  churches 
of  other  denominations  had  moved  to  this  place  and  cre- 
ated a  new  settlement.  If  neglected  they  would  soon  be 
lost  to  the  church.  So  a  mission  Sunday  school  was  started 
and  soon  a  church  of  nearly  forty  charter  members  was 
organized.  It  now  has  increased  to  68  members.  Plans 
are  on  foot  for  the  building  of  a  nice  brick  church  on  a 
beautiful  lot  already  secured  by  the  congregation.  It  is 
located  just  across  the  highway  from  the  consolidated 
public  school,  the  educational  centre  of  the  community. 
This  organization  bids  fair  to  be  a  self-supporting  church 
within  a  few  years.  This  material  would  have  been  lost 
to  our  church  if  the  principle  of  Home  Mission  con- 
servation had  not  been  employed. 

Another  impressive  instance  of  Home  Mission  con- 
servation is  at  Southern  Pines.  Rev.  E.  L.  Barber  made  a 
survey  of  the  community  and  found  a  large  number  of 
Presbyterian  families  without  a  church  home.  Members 
of  other  churches  were  also  found  to  be  in  like  condition. 
Quite  a  few  were  not  connected  with  any  church.  A  club 
house  was  rented  and  a  Sunday  school  organized  with  75 
members  the  first  day.  In  a  short  while  the  church  was 
organized  with  over  EIGHTY  charter  members.  The 
church  now  has  119  members  and  is  less  than  two  years 
old.  There  are  many  other  similar  communities  throughout 
the  Synod,  where  Home  Mission  conservation  work  may  be 
accomplished.  We  are  thus  saving  to  the  church  much 
of  the  fine  material  which  we  acquired  in  the  past  at  the 
cost  of  men  and  means  and  are  making  this  material 
a  new  centre  of  influence  for  the  winning  of  souls  and 
the  promotion  of  all  the  interest  of  our  church  at  home 
and  abroad.  This  "conservation  idea"  is  a  good  one  and 
should  be  worked  for  all  it  is  worth.  Many  strong  churches 
might  establish  "out-post"  in  these  communities  near 
them  and  thus  pave  the  way  for  a  church  organization 
in  the  near  future.

WORK  IN  EAST  CAROLINA  TEACHERS' 
COLLEGE 
Greenville,  N.  C. 

Miss  Frances  Fields  of  the  Assembly's  Training 
School  is  the  efl[icient  worker  among  the  students  of 
East  Carolina  Teachers'  College 
where  we  have  enrolled  each  year 
an  average  of  1,000  young  women. 
The  following  are  excerpts  from 
Miss  Field's  semi-annual  report  of 
activities  among  the  students. 

In  the  fall  when  the  college 
opened,  the  questionnaires  and 
cards  were  given  to  the  students 
to  fill  out. 

The  girls  were  divided  into 
teams,  according  to  dormitories,  for 
convenience'  sake,  in  order  that 
we  might  entertain  them  in 
smaller  groups.  At  the  head  of 
each  team  was  placed  a  captain  who  served  on  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Association  with  the  oflficers 
and  who  was  able  to  contact  her  team  members  so 
much  more  easily  than  any  one  person  could  have

done  with  the  entire  group.  The  Association  met 
each  month  on  the  third  Thursday  evening  for  one 
hour — 6:30-7:30  and  each  time  a  different  speaker 
led  the  discussion  or  brought  a  vital  message  to  the 
group. 

Miss  Fields  visited  the  girls  in  their  rooms  three 
times — sometimes  four  times — a  week.  She  was  well- 
received  and  is  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  most 
important  phase  of  the  work  is  the  personal  contacts 
— the  personal  visitation  and  acquaintance  with 
these  girls.  Regardless  of  poor  attendance  at  the 
church  school,  she  believes  this  personal  contact  im- 
portant because  much  can  be  accomplished  regard- 
less of  rainy  Sundays. 

The  "Church  Mothers"  have  taken  much  interest 
in  their  "adopted  daughters"  and  most  of  them  re- 
member them  with  birthday  cards,  parties,  food, 
rides,  etc.  This  serves  to  keep  these  students  more 
closely  in  touch  with  the  church  while  they  are  away 
from  home  and  also  does  a  great  deal  for  the  women 
themselves. 

More  interest  is  beginning  to  be  taken  in  the 
Young  People's  work  of  the  church  by  these  college 
students.  Several  attend  the  Older  Young  People's 
Supper-Club  which  meets  at  the  church  once  a 
month  and  several  attend  the  United  Youth  Move- 
ment meetings,  which  include  all  the  young  people 
in  the  six  Protestant  churches  in  Greenville. 

Arrowood  Church,  in  the  South  Mountains.  This 
is  one  of  the  youngest  churches  in  Concord  Presbytery, 
having  been  organized  about  three  years  ago.  Dr.  E. 
E.  Gillespie,  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  assisted  the  pastor,  Rev. 
J.  C.  Story,  in  an  eight  days'  revival  meeting,  be- 
ginning July  18.  Dr.  Gillespie  for  eight  days  preach- 
ed the  great  Gospel  truths  in  a  most  effective  man- 
ner. The  attendance  and  interest  were  encouraging. 
God  blessed  the  preaching  of  the  Word  most  richly. 
Fourteen  confessed  Christ,  and  thirteen  united  with 
the  church  by  confession  of  faith,  ten  receiving  bap- 
tism. This  brings  the  church  membership  to  about 
fifty.  There  is  an  active  Sunday  school,  and  a  young 
people's  Sunday  evening  prayer  meeting  is  held  every 
Sunday  by  the  elders  of  the  church.  It  was  a  great 
privilege  to  have  Dr.  Gillespie  in  this  meeting. 

Samacand  Manor.  At  the  pastor's  regular  second 
Sabbath  appointment  at  Samacand  Manor,  five  girls 
were  received  into  the  membership  of  the  Jackson 
Springs  Church  and  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  administered  to  the  girls  belonging  to 
this  church  as  is  the  custom.    Recently  twelve  girls 
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have  finished  at  "The  Manor"  and  returned  to  their 
homes  and  as  is  the  plan  of  the  pastor,  follow-up 
cards  have  been  sent  to  the  pastors  of  the  Presby- 
terian Churches  in  their  home  town. 

The  response  by  the  local  pastors  is  most  gratify- 
ing and  with  but  few  exceptions  the  girls  are 
found  and  are  taken  under  the  care  of  the  church. 

Lord's  Acre  Plan.  Rev.  R.  S.  Arrowood,  Chair- 
man of  Home  Missions  in  Concord  Presbytery,  had 
the  "Lord's  Acre  Plan"  forcefully  presented  to  the 
Presbytery  by  Rev.  Dumont  Clark,  Director  of  Re- 
ligious department  of  the  Farmer's  Federation.  The 
address  was  illustrated  by  many  impressive  views  of 
the  operation  of  the  plan.  It  is  hoped  that  many  will 
try  this  plan  which  has  been  worked  so  successfully 
in  many  congregations. 

Fayetteville  Presbytery  favors  Lord's  Acre  Plan. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  at  the  Spring 
meeting:  "That  Presbytery  insist  that  those  churches 
receiving  aid  through  this  Committee  (Home  Mis- 
sions) put  into  operation  this  year  the  Lord's  Acre 
Plan,  and  that  whether  these  churches  make  this 
trial  of  the  plan  or  not  will  be  considered  in  making 
appropriations  for  next  year."  The  Presbytery  be- 
lieves in  helping  those  who  try  to  help  themselves 
which  is  good  home  mission  philosophy. 

Church  Work  Buses.  Dr.  A.  R.  McQueen,  Chair- 
man of  Home  Missions  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery 
presented  another  resolution  adopted  by  Presbytery 
worthy  of  notice :  "That  the  attention  of  the  brethren 
be  called  to  the  fact  that  license  tags  for  buses  to  be 
used  exclusively  in  church  work  can  be  had  for  $1.00 
now,  instead  of  $40.00  a  few  years  ago.  The  school 
buses  now  being  operated  will  soon  give  place  to 
those  constructed  of  steel,  making  it  possible  for 
churches  to  purchase  the  buses  and  the  tags  for  a 
small  amount.  The  attendance  on  Sabbath  schools 
can  be  doubled  in  this  way."  A  wise  suggestion. 

Home  Mission  Salaries  Too  LOW— Mr.  K.  G.  Hud- 
son, Chairman  of  Home  Missions  in  Granville  Presby- 
tery calls  attention  to  a  matter  that  should  be  earn- 
estly considered  by  every  Presbytery.  He  says,  we 
rejoice  to  report  all  apportionments  for  the  past  year 
paid  in  full.  We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that 
the  salaries  of  these  workers  are  all  too  low.  With 
the  increased  cost  of  living  your  Committee  feels  that 
an  effort  should  be  made  to  raise  these  salaries.  We 
call  your  attention  to  the  recommendation  offered 
along  this  line.  "That  the  appropriations  to  each 
field  be  increased  10  per  cent  and  paid  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  provided  that  each  field  also  increases  its 
part  of  the  salary  10  per  cent;  and  provided  fui'ther, 
that  the  total  benevolent  gifts  of  the  aided  churches 
shall  not  fall  below  1936-1937."  This  has  worked 
to  good  advantage  in  other  Presbyteries. 

Martin  County  Work.  Progress  is  the  watchword 
in  this  promising  home  mission  field.  Last  October 
the  members  of  Beargrass  paid  off  the  indebtedness 
on  the  church,  burnt  the  mortgage  and  dedicated 
their  handsome  building  to  the  worship  of  God  and 
the  work  of  His  Kingdom.  The  Roberson's  Chapel 
has  paid  off  all  indebtedness  also.  The  outlook  for 
both  places  is  bright. 

Farinvi!le.  The  pastor  and  members  of  the 
church  are  rejoicing  that  at  last  they  have  a  manse.

It  is  a  handsome,  commodious  and  well-built  brick 
veneered  residence  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $6,200. 
It  is  financed  through  the  Fedei'al  Housing  Associa- 
tion on  comfortable  terms. 

Buffalo,  Lee  County.  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport  has  re- 
cently conducted  an  evangelistic  meeting  in  this  con- 
gregation. The  attendance  was  good  and  much  in- 
terest manifested.  Mr.  Davenport 
was  assisted  by  his  singer,  Mr. 
Buffaloe,  a  seminary  student,  who 
is  rendering  valuable  service  in 
the  meetings.  There  were  five  ad- 
Jf^UpP^THW  ditions  by  profession.  During  the 
''^■HLJp"  nine  months  Mr.  Davenport  has 
been  in  the  evangelistic  work  of 
the  Synod  he  has  conducted  19 
meetings.  Many  requests  for  meet- 
ings have  been  declined.  The  Su- 
perintendent of  Home  Missions, 
Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  devotes  as 
much  time  to  evangelistic  work  as 
the  other  duties  of  his  office  will 
permit.  There  has  been  such  a  demand  for  evan- 
gelistic services  that  the  labors  of  Mr.  Davenport 
and  Dr.  Gillespie  have  been  supplemented  during  the 
year  by  four  part-time  evangelists. 

Macclesfield.  Rev.  J.  Ray  Dickens  is  the  new  pas- 
tor of  this  church.  The  people  have  given  him  a 
cordial  welcome  and  the  outlook  is  most  encourag- 
ing for  a  fruitful  pastorate.  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport 
is  to  assist  the  pastor  in  an  evangelistic  meeting 
the  latter  part  of  November. 

Albemarle  Meetings.  Evangelistic  services  with 
the  following  results  have  been  held  in  Albemarle 
Presbytery  during  the  last  church  year:  Rocky 
Mount  2nd,  30;  Williamston,  1;  Beargrass,  7;  Rober- 
son  Chapel,  11;  Poplar  Point,  1;  Elizabeth  City,  9; 
Ahoskie,  15;  Farmville,  4;  Fountain,  2;  Falkland, 
5;  Berea,  11;  Calvary,  15. 

Wilson  County  Missions.  Miss  Houck  has  con- 
tinued faithfully  her  energetic  work  of  teaching, 
visiting,  stimulating  interest  and  organizing  groups 
of  interested  persons.  She  visits  with  the  young  peo- 
ple, attends  their  parties,  sews  with  the  women, 
grades  tobacco  with  families  and  so  far  as  possible 
is  "all  things  to  all  men,  if  by  all  means  she  may 
save  some."

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OCTOBER  AND  HOME  MISSIONS

Vacation  time  is  over  and  once  again  we  are 
beginning  to  get  back  into  our  fall  routine. 
The  rest  and  change  of  scenery  has  done  us 
good  and  now  we  should  be  ready  to  put  our 
best  into  the  work  that  lies  ahead. 

The  General  Assembly  at  its  meeting  last 
May  set  apart  the  month  of  October  as  the 
special  season  of  Home  Mission  emphasis  and 
study.  The  week  of  October  24-31  was  desig- 
nated as  the  Annual  Week  of  Prayer  with  a 
Special  Thank  Offering  for  Home  Missions  in 
all  the  churches. 

This,  then,  is  our  church's  program  for  Oc- 
tober. 

How  shall  we,  individually  and  collectively 
in  our  churches,  make  the  most  of  this  special 
season  so  as  to  make  it  a  time  of  refreshing 
to  the  Home  Mission  cause  and  the  Church  at 
large  ? 

In  order  to  encourage  and  stimulate  the  ob- 
servance of  this  study  season  the  General  As- 
sembly approved  the  book,  "Other  Men  La- 
bored," by  Dr.  Homer  McMillan  as  the  official 
Home  Mission  Study  Book  for  1937  and  com- 
mended it  for  use  in  all  the  organizations  of 
the  church.  There  has  been  a  hearty  spirit  of 
co-operation  manifest  by  the  Woman's  Work 
Committee,  the  Men  of  the  Church  and  the 
Young  People's  Department  in  adopting  and 
adapting  this  special  Home  Mission  season  to 
their  yearly  schedule  of  activity.  Programs, 
based  upon  Dr.  McMillan's  splendid  little  vol- 
ume, have  been  prepared  and  are  available  in 
the  regular  literature  sent  out  from  the  head- 
quarters of  these  three  organizations.  There- 
fore no  man,  woman  or  young  person  need  say 
"I  didn't  have  anything  to  help  me  in  the  ob- 
servance of  Home  Mission  month."  Certainly 
we  will  all  want  to  make  the  most  of  these 
special  programs.  We  will  put  our  best  into 
their  presentation  and  we  will  do  our  best  to 
have  them  touch  the  life  of  our  entire  organi- 
zation. 

But  October  should  be  more  than  just  a 
month  of  Home  Mission  emphasis  with  spe- 
cial programs  presented.  It  should  be  a  time 
of  Home  Mission  STUDY.  To  that  end  many 
churches  are  planning  Schools  of  Missions  in 
which  all  the  age  groups  will  endeavor  to  come 
to  grips  with  the  Home  Mission  situation.  The 
Young  People  and  Adults  will,  of  course,  use 
as  their  text  book  the  aforementioned,  "Other 
Men  Labored."  No  one  can  measure  the  good 
that  will  accrue  to  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this 
land  and  beyond  from  the  holding  of  these 
Schools  of  Missions.  There  should  be  more 
of  them  this  year  than  ever  before,  because  of 
the  challenging,  convincing  study  book  that 
has  been  made  available.

A  great  many  activities  have  been  going  on  at 
Davidson  College  during  the  summer.  Immediately 
after  Commencement  came  the  Young  People's  Con- 
ference of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The  young 
people  flowed  in  from  every  part  of  the  State  until 
there  were  about  450  of  them,  and  they  filled  every 
nook  and  corner  of  the  College.  They  had  a  great 
week  and  a  great  Conference.  No  Conference  ever 
had  a  finer  faculty  or  group  of  counselors. 

Before  the  Conference  had  adjourned  the  David- 
son College  Summer  .School  began  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  130.  Right  on  the  heels  of  that  came  the 
Music  Camp  for  Boys  with  Mr.  James  Christian 
Pfohl  as  Director.  There  were  about  fifty  teen-age 
boys  in  the  Camp,  and  for  the  space  of  six  weeks 
they  gave  us  music  morning,  noon  and  night.  Under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Pfohl  there  has  been  a  real  re- 
vival of  music  at  Davidson  College  during  the  past 
several  years. 

While  these  activities  have  been  going  on  the 
administrative  oflScers  of  the  College  have  been  busy 
getting  ready  for  the  opening  of  the  next  session 
on  September  the  fifteenth.  By  the  middle  of  June 
we  had  registered  all  the  students  we  could  take 
for  the  next  session.  Six  hundred  and  fifty  is  about 
our  limit.  Davidson  has  no  ambition  to  be  bigger 
but  it  does  want  to  be  better  in  every  way. 

The  Freshman  Orientation  Period  will  begin  on 
September  the  tenth  and  run  through  the  thirteenth. 
During  those  days,  faculty  and  student  counselors 
try  to  acquaint  the  Freshmen  with  the  workings  and 
ideals  of  the  College.  They  are  crowded  days  for 
the  Freshmen,  and  very  valuable  ones.  It  is  of 
supreme  importance  that  a  new  student  should  get 
a  good  start  right  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

Quite  a  number  of  material  improvements  are  being 
made  during  the  summer.  First  of  all,  a  new  and  up-to- 
date  Infirmary  is  being  erected.  A  man  and  his  wife,  who 
have  a  son  in  College,  have  graciously  subscribed  $25,000 
for  that  purpose.  It  will  be  the  purpose  of  the  Infirmary 
to  minister  not  only  to  sick  students  but  to  well  ones  in 
order  that  they  may  attain  to  their  finest  physical  develop- 
ment. 

The  College  Laundry  is  also  being  practically  rebuilt 
and  refurnished  during  the  summer.  If  it  be  true  that 
cleanliness  is  next  to  godliness,  then  a  good  laundry  is 
an  important  part  of  a  college's  equipment. 

The  buildings  of  the  two  Literary  Societies  are  being 
overhauled  and  repaired.  For  the  past  twenty  years  there 
has  been  a  decline  of  interest  in  the  Literary  Societies  on 
the  part  of  college  students  everywhere,  but  at  present 
there  are  at  least  slight  indications  of  renewed  interest. 
The  two  Society  buildings  at  Davidson  are  being  used  not 
only  for  literary  purposes  but  also  for  religious  purposes. 
The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  its  headquarters  on  the  first  floor 
of  Phi  Hall  and  its  social  rooms  on  the  first  floor  of  Eu 
Hall.  On  Sunday  mornings  a  large  number  of  students 
assemble  in  the  main  auditorium  of  the  Society  Halls  for 
Bible  study. 

The  Davidson  College  Centennial  Movement  is  going 
quietly  forward.  Its  purpose  is  to  raise  funds  for  the 
more  adequate  equipment  of  the  College  for  its  second 
century  task.  If  a  college  is  not  going  forward  it  will  soon 
find  itself  going  backward. 

Ministers  are  being  invited  for  the  Sunday  Vesper  serv- 
ices during  the  fall  and  for  the  regular  fall  Evangelistic 
Services.  During  the  year  we  will  have  about  twenty-five 
guest  ministers  for  these  services.  It  is  a  rare  privilege 
for  our  students  and  faculty  to  be  led  in  worship  each 
Week  by  these  visiting  ministers. 


FLORA  MAGDONALD  GOLLEGE

This  summer  has  been  marked  by  great  progress  at 
Flora  Macdonald  College.  A  beautiful  new  library  and  a 
spacious  gymnasium  are  ready  for  use.  These  are  the 
greatest  additions  to  the  physical  equipment  of  the  col- 
lege in  many  years. 

The  new  library  is  a  large  room  75  feet  long,  46  feet 
wide.  It  is  splendidly  lighted  by  fourteen  double  windows. 
It  has  been  freshly  painted.  The  ceiling  is  light  ivory,  the 
plaster  to  the  wainscoting  and  windows  is  rich  cream  and 
the  wainscoting  is  time  stained  pine. 

Bookcases  will  line  the  walls  or  be  grouped  forming  at- 
tractive alcoves.  The  seating  capacity  will  be  over  a 
hundred.  It  contains  nearly  14,000  well  selected  vol- 
umes. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliaries  of  Fayetteville,  Orange,  and 
Wilmington  Presbyteries  have  made  the  furnishing  of  this 
library  a  special  objective.  Already  a  good  sum  has 
been  contributed  for  this  purpose,  for  which  the  college  is 
most  grateful. 

The  library  will  greatly  increase  the  effectiveness  of 
the  college  and  provide  room  for  many  more  books. 

The  new  gymnasium  made  the  space  for  the  new  library 
available.  It  is  large  enough  for  basketball  and  other 
sports.  It  has  a  fine  hardwood  floor  and  will  contain 
lockers  and  shower  baths. 

The  college  is  indebted  to  Dr.  Vardell,  alumnae,  and 
other  friends  for  this  splendid  equipment  for  the  physical 
development  of  the  students.  The  building  is  ready  for 
use  but  additional  funds  are  needed  to  complete  it. 

The  enrollment  for  next  year  is  very  gratifying.  Every 
room  was  taken  by  August  10  and  only  replacements  for 
a  few  who  withdrew  could  be  taken  after  that  date.  Many 
were  turned  away  for  lack  of  room.  A  new  dormitory 
could  be  quickly  filled. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  is  rendering  a  splendid  serv- 
ice to  church  and  state  but  it  is  handicapped  by  debt  and 
insufficient  endowment.  Plans  have  been  made  by  the 
Trustees  and  approved  by  Fayetteville,  Wilmington,  and 
Orange  Presbyteries  to  complete  the  Financial  Standard- 
ization Movement  in  the  years  1938-1940. 

A  successful  summer  school  was  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Hugh  Williamson,  Dean  of  the  Conserva- 
tory. The  enrollment  reached  120  students.  So  popular  was 
the  school  that  in  response  to  a  petition  of  the  students 
a  second  term  of  six  weeks  was  added. 

During  the  summer  the  Young  People's  Conference  of 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  were  held  at  the  college.  The  In- 
termediate Conference  was  directed  by  Rev.  James  Apple- 
by of  Maxton.  Rev.  S.  H.  Fulton  of  Laurinburg  directed 
the  Senior  Conference.  The  attendance  almost  taxed 
the  capacity  of  the  college  dormitories.  A  splendid  corps 
of  workers  led  the  young  people  in  an  excellent  program. 
Both  conferences  were  considered  quite  successful. 

Members  of  the  faculty  have  spent  the  summer  in 
study  and  travel.  Mrs.  M.  L.  Sanderson  at  the  University 
of  Chicago  taking  a  course  in  Shakespeare,  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Glenn  also  at  Chicago  studying  Chemistry,  Miss  Vertie 
Prince  working  on  a  Ph.D.  at  Columbia,  Miss  Helen  Scog- 
gins  in  New  York  studying  piano  with  Mr.  Edwin  Hughes, 
Miss  Ethel  Bateman  at  Columbia  University,  Miss  Ruth 
Townsend  at  Columbia  University,  Miss  Bridgman  at 
Biological  Laboratory,  Woods  Hole,  Mass.,  Dr.  Alex. 
Stump  at  Biological  Station  of  the  University  of  Virginia, 
Mountain  Lake,  Va.,  Miss  Nell  Briscoe  and  Miss  Princie 
Maphet  at  Bowling  Green  University,  Bowling  Green,  Ky., 
Miss  Marion  Ball  at  Cornell  University.  Miss  Thelma  Hall 
traveled  extensively  in  Europe.

Lyon  on  June  18th  in  the  State  of  Washington.  Her  body 
was  brought  across  the  continent,  and  was  interred  in 
Greenwood,  S.  C.  cemetery  on  June  the  24th.  Drs.  Byrd, 
Jamison,  and  Frazer  officiated.

Union  Theological  Seminary 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President 


Midsummer,  which  is  often  thought  of  as  a  dull 
season  at  the  Seminary,  has  been  made  bright  by  a 
gift  of  $25,000  from  Mrs.  F.  S.  Royster  of  Norfolk, 
Va. 

Mrs.  Royster  was  born  and  reared  in  historic 
Milton,  N.  C,  and  received  her  Christian  training 
and  love  for  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  a  commu- 
nity made  famous  by  the  ministry  of  Hugh  McAden, 
the  pioneer  Presbyterian  missionary  to  North  Car- 
olina. Mrs.  Royster  and  her  late  husband  have  for 
many  years  taken  an  active  and  generous  interest  in 
Union  Theological  Seminary.  The  F.  S.  Royster 
Chair  of  Christian  Missions  already  bears  record 
to  their  world  wide  interest  in  the  Kingdom  and  their 
specific  love  for  this  Seminary.  Mrs.  Royster  has 
for  several  years  made  large  gifts  for  the  current 
support  of  the  Library  and  it  has  been  largely 
through  her  generosity  that  great  progress  has  been 
made  in  our  library  work  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  H.  M.  Brimm,  our  Librarian.  This  gift  of 
$25,000  establishes  the  "Mary  Stamps  Royster  Li- 
brary Fund"  which  will  be  used  to  perpetuate  the 
work  in  which  she  has  been  so  vitally  interested.  In 
looking  back  through  the  history  of  the  Seminary  it 
is  plainly  seen  that  in  each  forward  step,  and,  in 
fact,  in  each  crisis  in  the  Seminary's  existence  the 
Library  has  played  a  prominent  part.  The  Seminary 
began  indeed  with  the  book  collection  made  in  1806 
by  a  Committee  composed  of  John  Holt  Rice,  Archi- 
bald Alexander  and  others.  The  re-establishment  of 
the  Seminary  after  the  War,  under  the  brilliant  and 
sacrificial  leadership  of  Dr.  B.  M.  Smith,  was  ac- 
companied by  large  gifts  for  the  Library.  When  Dr. 
W.  W.  Moore  led  the  movement  to  establish  the 
Seminary  in  Richmond,  Spence  Library  was  an  ob- 
ject of  his  great  concern  and  its  erection  a  source 
of  gratification  and  pride. 

This  gift  from  Mrs.  Royster  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Library  will  doubtless  spur  the  friends  of  the 
Seminary  to  fulfill  the  express  purpose  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  as  voiced  in  their  meeting  in  May,  that 
the  erection  of  a  new  library  building  be  the  im- 
mediate and  paramount  object  of  our  efforts. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  the  Seminary  is 
able  to  announce  at  this  time  the  acceptance  by 
Rev.  Jas.  E.  Bear  of  the  position  of  Associate  Pro- 
fessor in  Union  Theological  Seminary.  Mr.  Bear  was 
born  of  missionary  parents  in  China.  He  received 
his  academic  education  at  Fredericksburg  College 
and  at  Washington  and  Lee  University,  from  which 
latter  institution  he  received  his  M.  A.  degree.  Mr. 
Bear  was  a  founder  of  O.D.K.,  national  leadership 
fraternity.  On  graduating  at  our  Seminary  in  1922 
he  was  elected  to  the  Hoge  Fellowship,  and  received 
his  Th.M.  degree  in  1923.  He  later  attended  Prince- 
ton Seminary  for  an  additional  year  of  graduate 
study.  While  connected  with  the  Expeditionary 
Forces  in  France  he  was  on  detailed  duty  as  a  stu- 
dent of  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  Mr.  Bear  brings 
to  his  task  a  mind  well  equipped  and  a  heart  deeply 
imbued  with  love  for  Christ  and  his  fellow  men.

Peace  will  open  its  sixty-sixth  session  the  week  of 
September  14th.  The  largest  enrollment  in  the  history  of 
the  school  is  anticipated.  The  dormitories  are  practically 
filled  at  this  writing,  August  10th,  and  an  overflow  stu- 
dent body  is  expected.  Last  year  there  was  a  total  en- 
rollment of  286  students.  This  year  there  should  be  300 
students  if  the  Raleigh  attendance  holds  up  to  its  accus- 
tomed number. 

The  physical  plant  at  Peace  has  undergone  extensive 
repairs  this  summer.  The  exterior  of  the  main  building 
and  east  building  has  been  painted,  an  additional  bath- 
room has  been  installed  on  the  third  floor  of  the  main 
building,  and  a  great  many  other  repairs  and  construc- 
tions have  been  made,  making  the  plant  more  attractive 
throughout. 

Three  new  faculty  members  have  been  added.  Miss 
Bertie  Lee  Whitesides  of  Gastonia,  N.  C,  will  teach  Home 
Economics.  Miss  Whitesides  has  an  A.B.  degree  from 
The  Woman's  College  of  The  University  of  North  Carolina, 
Greensboro,  and  her  Master's  Degree  from  Teacher's  Col- 
lege, Columbia  University.  Miss  Henrietta  Lambert  of 
Hudson,  New  York,  will  teach  Science.  Miss  Lambert  has 
an  A.  B.  Degree  from  Elmira  College,  New  York,  and  her 
Master's  Degree  from  Teacher's  College,  New  York.  She 
has  taught  successfully  at  The  Asbeville  Normal  Col- 
lege which  is  conducted  under  the  control  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.  A.  Miss  Rachel  Maddox  of 
Decatur,  Georgia,  will  assist  in  the  commercial  depart- 
ment. Miss  Maddox  is  a  graduate  of  Oglethorpe  Uni- 
versity, Georgia;  of  the  General  Assembly's  Training 
School,  Richmond,  Virginia;  and  of  the  Bowling  Green, 
Kentucky,  School  of  Commerce. 

Several  new  types  of  projects  will  be  undertaken  in 
1937-1938  at  Peace.  First,  the  home  economics  curriculum 
has  been  reorganized  to  meet  three  needs,  (a)  for  the 
student  who  wishes  to  take  two  years  of  home  economics 
at  Peace  with  the  view  of  transferring  to  a  four-year 
college  and  continuing  the  work  in  the  home  economics 
for  a  B.S.  Degree,  this  course  is  being  worked  out  in 
collaboration  with  The  Woman's  College,  Greensboro,  Miss 
Margaret  Edwards,  the  dean;  (b)  for  home  economic  stu- 
dents who  wish  elective  work  in  cooking,  sewin:^,  etc., 
and  who  are  not  concerned  in  continuing  these  courses; 
(c)  for  students  who  wish  to  acquire  fundamental 
information  regarding  various  phases  of  home  economics 
for  use  in  everyday  living.  One  will  recognize,  in  a 
glance,  that  these  are  the  most  modem  types  of  courses 
being  offered  in  home  economics  and  that  they  will  be 
exceedingly  popular. 

Second,  the  commercial  curriculum  is  being  enlarged 
with  the  addition  of  another  teacher  so  that  a  more  pro- 
gressive type  of  course  is  being  offered.  A  student  will 
be  classified  in  shorthand  and  in  typewriting  according 
to  her  individual  accomplishments,  and  will  be  able  to 
make  as  rapid  progress  as  her  ability,  industry,  and 
background  permit  her  to  make.  Various  standards  of 
accomplishment  will  be  possible.  A  student's  rating  will 
be  determined  objectively  from  time  to  time  by  her  ability 
to  pass  tests  required  by  national  commercial  standards. 
We  believe  this  "Progressive  Course"  will  not  only  be 
popular,  but  that  it  will  be  practical,  efficient,  and  in- 
spirational for  the  individual  student. 

Third,  in  the  music  curriculum  special  emphasis  is 
being  put  upon  music  as  an  integrated  part  of  the  school 
program.  The  schedule  will  be  so  arranged  that  all  col- 
lege students  will  be  able  to  take  part  in  the  Glee  Club  or 
some  part  of  the  music  program  in  her  activity.  There 
will  also  be  a  special  period  for  the  Junior  Glee  Club  for 
high  school  students. 

The  extension  work  in  Bible  will  be  continued  under 
the  leadership  of  Miss  Lucy  Steele.  This  will  be  the  fifth 
year  that  Peace  has  offered  these  courses.  The  atten- 
dance has  grown  from  year  to  year.  Last  year  between 
250  and  300  women  were  enrolled  in  the  course  and  at- 
tended regularly.  At  times  during  the  year  the  course 
was  open  to  a  great  many  visitors. 

During  the  summer  we  have  had  three  Young  People's 
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At  a  mid-summer  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  J.  0.  Mann,  Jr.,  head  of  the  Business  De- 
partment was  elected  Business  Manager.  Mr.  Mann 
took  over  these  duties  August  1.  Miss  Fern  Andrews 
was  elected  as  assistant  instructor  in  the  Business 
Department.  Professor  Rockv^ell  Boyle,  head  of  the 
English  Department  was  appointed  Registrar.  He 
will  assume  active  duty  in  this  new  office  first  of 
September. 

The  enrollment  is  most  encouraging.  There  are 
more  out  of  state  students  enrolled  than  any  previ- 
ous year.  The  high  school  department  has  attracted 
many  students. 

At  this  time  of  year  many  boys  who  have  ap- 
plied to  senior  colleges  for  entrance  find  that  they 
do  not  have  the  required  units  for  entrance.  As  we 
have  the  last  two  years  of  high  school  work  these 
boys  can  get  any  subject  that  they  lack  and  can 
strengthen  themselves  on  any  subject  on  which  they 
may  be  weak. 

Parents  should  consider  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
great  gap  between  the  average  high  school  and 
senior  college.  Presbyterian  Junior  College  is  espe- 
cially fitted  to  bridge  this  gap.  By  personal  atten- 
tion and  small  classes  students  are  helped  with 
difficult  subjects  and  this  keeps  the  student  from 
being  defeated  in  his  freshman  year. 

Rev.  Robert  Smith,  returned  missionary  from 
Brazil,  is  now  the  head  of  our  Language  Depart- 
ment. His  thorough  knowledge  of  French  and  his 
work  in  France  during  the  war  and  his  long  resi- 
dence in  Brazil  doubly  fit  him  for  this  work. 

There  are  many  problems  for  parents  and  stu- 
dents at  this  time  of  year  in  getting  young  men 
placed  in  suitable  schools.  Let  us  help  you  solve 
these  problems  either  by  a  letter  or  personal  inter- 
view. 

The  session  of  1937-'38  opens  September  the  14th. 
All  students  are  supposed  to  report  that  day. 


Conferences  at  Peace.  The  Granville  and  Wilmington 
Young  People's  Conferences  were  held  in  June  and  the 
Albemarle  Conference  in  July.  About  300  young  people 
attended  these  conferences.  The  facilities  at  Peace  are 
adequate  for  the  Conference  and  we  are  happy  for  the 
school  plant  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  church  leaders 
in  the  summer.  Miss  Steele  taught  at  The  Davidson  Younj 
People's  Conference  and  at  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Train- 
ing School  in  Montreat. 

Peace  is  looking  forward  to  entertaining  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  September  7th  and  8th.  This  will  be  the 
first  time  that  Synod  has  ever  met  at  Peace.  It  will  be  the 
first  time  that  Synod  has  ever  met  in  Granville  Presbytery 
as  Granville  was  organized  in  1923,  and  Synod  has  not 
met  in  Raleigh  since  1919.  We  hope  the  members  of  the 
synod  will  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  Presbyterians 
of  North  Carolina  own  Peace. 

We  appreciate  very  much  the  widespread  interest  being 
shown  in  the  Junior  College,  and  particularly  the  church- 
related  and  church-owned  Junior  College.  Everywhere 
there  seems  to  be  a  general  interest  in  the  smaller  type  of 
school  which  permits  more  intimate  school  life  than  in  the 
larger  school.  We  hope  Peace  can  measure  up  to  the  de- 
mands being  made  for  constructive  Christian  leadership 
on  the  part  of  its  administration,  faculty,  and  students. 
We  bespeak  the  cordial  support  and  prayers  of  our  Pres- 
byterian friends.

Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  Urges  Lord's  Acre 
Plan.  Rev.  H.  N.  McDiarmid,  Chairman  of  Home  Mis- 
sions, had  Rev.  W.  D.  Wolfe  and  Rev.  R.  T.  Baker 
address  the  Presbytery  on  plans  of  finance  for  coun- 
try churches.  A  resolution  was  then  adopted  as 
follows,  "That  Presbytery  urge  all  country  home  mis- 
sion churches  to  use  the  Lord's  Acre  Plan  and  the 
Pay  in  Kind  Plan  in  an  effort  to  bring  themselves  to 
self-support  and  to  relieve  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee of  obligations  where  possible." 

The  Salary  Question  in  Mecklenburg.  The  fol- 
lowing recommendations  were  adopted  at  Spring 
Meeting  of  Presbytery :  1.  We  recommend  that  Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery  set  a  minimum  salary  of  $1,200 
for  a  pastor  giving  full  time  to  the  field,  and  if  he 
be  married  $1,200  and  a  manse.  This  provision  to 
apply  where  a  man  serves  the  whole  field.  2.  Where 
a  church  or  group  of  churches  is  not  able  to  pay  this 
minimum  salary,  said  church  or  group  of  churches, 
shall  apply  to  Presbytery  to  be  placed  under  the  care 
of  the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  the  Presbytery 
that  it  may  adjust  the  salary  in  accord  with  the  fore- 
going schedule." 

Have  Reached  Self-Support.  Rev.  A.  L.  McDuffie, 
pastor  of  Candor,  Biscoe,  and  Macedonia  churches, 
and  his  congregations  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  success  of  their  Every  Member  Canvass  in  en- 


abling them  to  become  self-supporting.  The  out- 
look in  this  field  is  most  encouraging. 

Orange  Presbytery's  Appropriations  Met  in  FulL 
For  the  first  time  in  four  years  the  salaries  of  the 
Home  Mission  Workers  were  paid  in  full  for  the  year 
closing  March  31,  1937.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  kind  assistance  of  Synod's  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee in  making  an  additional  appropriation  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  The  outlook  is  brighter  for  this 
year  and  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery  are  urged  to 
pay  the  full  percentage  assigned  this  cause. 

Pastors  and  Evangelistic  Services.  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery  by  recommendation  of  its  Home  Mission 
Committee  is  asking  each  church  to  give  its  pastor 
permission  to  conduct  at  least  one  evangelistic  meet- 
ing in  some  Home  Mission  Field.  This  is  a  great 
Home  Mission  Presbytery  where  great  things  are  be- 
ing done  along  home  mission  lines. 

Wilmington  Presbytery  Progressing.  The  Bruns- 
wick County  field  has  been  divided  giving  Woodburn 
and  Acme  churches  to  Rev.  J.  D.  Withrow,  and  for 
the  present.  Rev.  J.  R.  Potts  is  sei'ving  as  stated 
supply  at  Southport  and  New  Hope.  Rev.  G.  A. 
Wilson  has  been  secured  as  superintendent-evange- 
list and  is  expected  to  take  charge  September  1st. 
The  Y.  P.  Conference  was  held  at  Peace  Junior 
College,  June  28th-July  2nd.  Attendance  was  good 
and  much  was  accomplished  in  the  promotion  of 
work  among  the  Young  People  of  the  Presbytery.

And  we  be- 
lieve this  will  be  possible  only  to  a  Church  that  fervently  pleads  with  God 
and  rests,  in  faith,  upon  His  sure  promises.  This  Annuity  Plan  began  in 
prayer.    It  must  be  completed  in  prayer." 

3.  Talk  of  the  importance  of  finishing  this  unfinished  business: 

(a)  in  your  home,  (b)  in  the  larger  circle  of  your  friends,  (c)  in  the 
Auxiliary,  (d)  at  Circle  Meetings,  (e)  in  Young  People's  groups,  (f)  in  the 
Sunday  school,  (g)  with  people  of  means  and  liberality,  (h)  help  reach  the 
goal,  "A  gift  and  a  pledge  from  every  member  in  1937." 

4.  Begin  your  active  efforts  to  make  our  people  understand 
the  urgency  of  completing  this  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 
now.  For  eleven  long  years  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  has 
awaited  its  chance.    The  1937  Assembly  said: 

"The  time  is  now  ripe  for  the  completion  of  the  Church's  unfinished  task 
of  setting  in  operation  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Plan,  and  as  far  as  possible, 
the  way  should  be  cleared  for  the  early  and  urgent  prosecution  of  this  ob- 
jective in  every  church  of  this  Assembly." 

5.  Encourage  the  Session  and  Deacons  of  your  Church  to  take 
the  leadership  in  this  work.    The  Assembly  called  on 

"The  elders  and  deacons,  as  God-appointed  leaders  in  our  Church  to  con- 
stitute themselves  the  responsible  agents  to  see  that  this  is  done,  exercising 
their  own  initiative  in  starting  and  in  bringing  this  issue  to  a  successful 
conclusion." 

6.  Co-operate  with  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  Committee 
in  your  Presbytery  and  in  your  church.

BROWNSON  MEMORIAL  PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH 

The  construction  of  the  new  Brownson  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Southern  Pines,  N.  C,  is  well 
underway.  In  fact,  the  walls  have  been  built  up  to 
the  floor  level  of  the  Sanctuary.  The  unit  we  are 
building  now  includes  the  Sanctuary,  an  adult  Bible 
class  room  in  which  to  house  Dr.  Marcus  A.  Brovvna- 
son's  large  Bible  class,  pastor's  study  which  will  be 
used  temporarily  for  a  class  room,  the  Sunday  school 
superintendent's  office,  and  a  basement  which  will  be 
divided  into  temporary  class  rooms,  later  to  be  used 
for  auditorium  and  fellowship  hall. 

This  church  was  organized  about  18  months  ago| 
with  a  charter  membership  of  90,  which  has  grown 
to  number  130,  with  as  many  on  the  roll  of  the  Bible 
school.  During  these  18  months  this  little  congrega- 
tion of  working  people  has  contributed  about  $8,000 
which  has  carried  our  current  expenses  and  our 
building  program  thus  far,  including  the  purchase 
of  a  beautiful  location  for  the  church  in  a  strategic 
part  of  the  resort  town. 
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This  community  offers  a  wide-open  door  for  a 
Presbyterian  Church.  Its  background  is  Presbyte- 
rian, a  heritage  handed  down  from  Scotch  pioneers 
of  this  section.  The  community  has  about  2500  year- 
around  inhabitants,  this  number  increasing  to  about 
5,000  during  the  winter.  Of  this  number  only  about 
500  are  members  of  all  the  'churches  together  in 
Southern  Pines. 

We  are  in  great  straits  to  keep  our  payroll 
up  week  by  week.  We  can  buy  our  materials  if  we 
can  keep  our  workers  paid.  It  requires  about  $300 
per  week  to  take  care  of  our  laborers.  If  this  ap- 
peal comes  to  the  attention  of  any  of  the  readers 
of  this  paper,  who  are  able  to  spare  a  few  dollars 
for  this  great  work  in  Southern  Pines,  such  gifts 
will  be  greatly  appreciated.  Anything  you  can  invest 
in  this  work  now  will  bring  in  great  dividends  in  the 
days  to  come,  for  the  people  are  here  to  be  reached 
and  we  are  reaching  them.  We  are  using  the  Civic 
Club  for  a  meeting  place  at  present.  It  is  so  inade- 
quate. We  have  not  enough  room.  Four  classes 
meet  in  the  small  auditorium,  and  one  class  meets 
in  the  kitchenette,  and  children  literally  sit  on  the 
drain  board  of  the  kitchen  sink,  to  be  taught.

PINE  RIDGE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

Rev.  J  .W.  McFall,  Minister 
A  Christian  Chautauqua  was  held  this  summer 
with  splendid  results.  The  Bible  school  enrollment 
was  41,  and  the  revival  was  conducted  by  Rev.  John 
Cook.  Five  young  people  and  young  adults  were 
united  with  the  church  as  a  result  of  the  meeting. 
The  most  promising  feature  of  this  church  is  the 
large  number  of  young  people.  We  have  a  League 
of  about  50  members  in  the  summer. 

This  winter  I  am  teaching  a  class  in  Bible  with 
about  75  members  in  the  public  school  at  Pine  Ridge. 
In  this  way  I  reach  many  who  never  attend  Sunday 
school. 

The  membership  of  the  church  has  made  unusual 
progress  in  the  stewardship  of  possessions.  Their 
contributions,  not  only  to  current  expenses,  but  to 
the  benevolent  causes  of  our  church  have  shown  a 
steady  and  wholesome  growth.  They  have  recently 
purchased  a  fine,  large  stove  for  the  church  at  a 
cost  of  about  $30,  which  was  badly  needed.

ASBURY  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 
Rev.  J.  K.  Fleming,  Minister 
A  Bible  school  was  held  here  this  summer  with 
•an  enrollment  of  48.   Rev.  Davenport  held  a  most 
successful  meeting,  14  new  additions  being  received 
into  the  church. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  great  progress  in  this 
church.  Four  new  Sunday  school  rooms  have  been 
added,  and  are  now  almost  completed,  with  all  bills 
paid  up  to  date.  The  members  have  met  two  days 
recently  at  which  time  both  men  and  women  have 
cleaned  the  church,  painted  the  new  rooms,  cui 
"Wood,  and  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  while  the  men  laid 
the  floor,  the  ladies  served  a  sumptuous  dinner  at 
the  church,  after  which  we  had  our  little  church 
opening,  from  which  we  received  the  sum  of  $61, 
•and  all  the  churches  are  not  yet  in.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  an  impressive  devotional  service. 


A  large  stove  has  recently  been  erected,  as  well 
as  a  new  flue  added  to  the  old  part  of  the  building. 

The  Auxiliary  here  numbers  about  15  active 
members.  The  League  in  the  summer  has  a  member- 
ship of  about  45  members. 

The  above  work  was  financed  by  the  Asbury 
community,  with  the  aid  of  a  few  friends,  and  when 
complete  will  cost  about  $500.

HILL'S  CHAPEL 

This  past  summer,  the  Auxiliary  of  this  church 
entertained  Group  Conference.  Through  the  efforts 
of  these  ladies  who  canvassed  the  community  and 
received  about  $90  in  free  will  offerings,  the  church 
was  painted  both  inside  and  out,  as  well  as  having 
the  seats  varnished.  The  work  was  done  by  the  men. 

A  Bible  school  was  held  this  summer,  but  due  to 
its  being  planting  time,  the  attendance  was  just 
half  of  what  it  was  the  year  before,  which  was  45. 

A  short  but  very  successful  revival  was  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  J.  W.  McFall,  at  which  time  some 
very  influential  and  promising  members  were  re- 
ceived into  the  church. 

The  members  of  the  church  have  extended  the 
new  minister,  Rev.  L.  F.  Cowan,  a  most  hearty  wel- 
come, and  with  the  spirit  of  co-operation  which  ex- 
ists, a  great  work  should  be  accomplished  in  the 
future. 

DAN  RIVER  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

A  hearty  welcome  has  been  extended  the  new 
minister.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  L.  F.  Cowan  by  the  members 
of  this  church,  which  was  expressed  by  nearly  every 
family  being  represented  at  a  shower  of  good  things 
to  eat,  after  which  a  delightful  evening  was  en- 
joyed by  all.  Delicious  refreshments  were  served. 
At  the  close  of  the  program  it  was  decided  to  begin 
raising  funds  to  paint  the  church,  which  we  hope 
will  be  accomplished  this  spring. 

A  Bible  school  was  held  here  this  summer  with 
an  enrollment  of  45.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  here  is 
small,  but  active  and  faithful. 
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WESTFIELD 


A  very  interesting  and  unique  feature  in  my  work 
is  a  Bible  school  held  in  the  Westfield  Baptist 
Church  with  an  enrollment  of  67  and  four  teachers. 

At  their  request  that  I  conduct  a  school  for  them, 
I  offered  to  do  so  if  they  would  assist  me  in  my 
schools  in  my  five  churches.  Four  of  their  members, 
teachers  and  high  school  students,  who  are  talented 
in  music  and  other  ways,  assisted  me,  and  I  re- 
turned the  favor.  The  Friends  Church  in  the  com- 
munity joined  with  us,  and  we  had  the  largest  and 
best  school  of  the  six  which  I  conducted.  This  was 
their  first,  and  they  wish  it  to  be  a  permanent  thing. 

An  outgrowth  of  this  is  that  the  minister  of  this 
church,  who  is  also  the  principal  of  the  Westfield 
school,  invited  me  to  teach  a  class  in  Bible  each 
week  in  his  school.  I  am  teaching  a  course  in 
Character  Building,  and  although  the  course  is  op- 
tional, I  have  from  75  to  85  each  week.  I  hope  this 
also  may  be  permanent  as  I  reach  dozens  who  never 
attend  services  of  any  kind.

INTERESTING  REMINISCENCES 

Rev.  J.  N.  H.  Summerell,  D.D. 

When  Albemarle  Presbytery  was  organized,  one 
of  the  very  first  actions  was  to  urge  every  church 
to  look  around  to  find  a  community  that  was  needing 
a  presentation  of  the  Gospel,  either  through  regular 
preaching  in  the  afternoon,  or  a  Sunday  school,  or 
both.  That  resolution  was  read  to  the  Session  of 
the  Tarboro  Church  at  its  next  meeting  thereafter. 
At  once,  Leggett's  was  considered  as  such  a  com- 
munity. No  church  of  any  denomination  was  near. 
Three  or  four  miles  away  was  a  small  Primitive 
Baptist  Church.  As  they  do  not  have  any  Sunday 
schools  in  their  churches,  the  Session  at  Tarboro 
decided  to  organize  a  Sunday  school  in  that  village, 
eight  miles  from  town.  A  store,  a  small  sawmill,  a 
blacksmith  shop  and  several  homes,  with  a  substan- 
tial population  around,  was  considered  a  promising 
point  for  an  undertaking. 

The  Tarboro  pastor  went  out  the  next  week  for 
a  closer  view.  He  made  an  appointment  for  a  Sunday 
school  for  the  next  Sunday.  A  hall  over  the  store 
was  engaged  as  the  place  for  holding  it.  Notice  was 
duly  given  for  preaching  at  3  p.  m.,  to  be  followed 
by  the  organization,  at  the  close,  of  a  Sunday  school. 
Captain  J.  J.  Whitehurst  was  appointed  the  super- 
intendent. Several  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  agreed  to  go  out  to  help.  One  point  was 
wisely  taken  into  consideration  in  secuinng  the 
hall — it  was  definitely  understood  that  the  hall  was 


for  a  Sunday  school  every  Sunday,  to  be  conducted 
by  the  Tarboro  Presbyterian  Church.  There  was  not 
a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  the  whole 
section  at  the  appointed  time  on  the  next  Sabbath, 
not  present.  Quite  an  encouraging  congregation  as- 
sembled— 109  persons.  A  short  sermon  was  followed 
by  a  few  remarks  and  Captain  Whitehurst,  with  the 
assistance  of  Tarboro  friends,  organized  the  school — 
the  first  one  ever  in  that  community.  Before  this, 
on  several  Sunday  afternoons,  a  preaching  service 
had  been  held  in  a  one-room  school  house,  near  Leg- 
getts.  An  amusing  little  "aside"  was  reported  to 
the  preacher.  Two  old  friends  had  entered — sat  by 
each  other.  As  the  sermon  advanced,  one,  a  Primi- 
tive, said  to  his  companion:  "That  preacher  knows 
his  business."  Presently  he  added,  "That  surely  is 
a  preaching  man."  But  when  a  more  personal  touch 
was  given,  pleading  for  acceptance  of  the  Lord  as 
Master  and  Savior,  the  Primitive  turned  to  his 
friend,  "Tsk!  Tsk!  He  is  putting  'green  gourds'" — 
and  both  went  out  of  the  house. 

Two  years  later,  this  same  preacher  was  on  his 
way,  with  his  wife,  in  a  buggy,  to  Rocky  Mount. 
Noticing  that  his  buggy  wheels  needed  greasing,  he 
drove  up  in  this  man's  yard,  asking  for  the  neces- 
sary service.  While  the  buggy  was  being  treated, 
he  asserted  that  he  knew  that  he  was  one  of  the 
elect,  and  gave  this  as  his  experience  that  assured 
him  of  salvation: 

"Three  years  ago  I  was  hauling  stock  logs  to  the 
sawmill.  I  could  not  finish  my  work  one  evening,  so 
I  took  off  the  wheels  on  one  side  of  the  wagon,  be- 
side a  large  log.  Next  morning  I  hitched  my  mules 
and  went  early  to  get  several  trips  before  break- 
fast. As  I  bent  over  to  roll  up  the  log  on  the  wagon, 
I  felt  a  blow  on  my  back.  I  turned  around  and  there 
was  the  Lord.  I  turned  and  said,  'Lord,  why  did 
you  hit  me?'  He  said,  'Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  and  thou  shalt  be  saved.'  I  was  mad,  and 
said,  'D — d  if  I  do,'  and  tried  again  to  roll  the  log 
up.  He  hit  me  again  and  I  answered  as  before. 
Again  he  ordered  me  to  believe  and  I  replied  as 
before.  Then  I  was  determined  to  get  that  log  up — 
straining  with  all  my  might.  He  then  hit  me  harder 
than  before.  I  fell  over  the  log  and  cried,  'Lord,  I 
believe.  Help  thou  my  unbelief.'  I  have  never  had 
a  doubt  since  that  I  was  one  of  the  elect."  I  could 
appreciate  the  reference  to  "green  gourds  in  the 
pot." 

This  evangelist  never  saw  the  benefit  of  arguing 
with  one  of  that  faith  who  held  such  opinions. 
When  Rev.  R.  G.  Pearson  conducted  a  meeting  in 
Tarboro,  under  the  lead  of  the  pastors  of  the  differ- 
ent churches  supporting  this  evangelistic  effort,  it 
was  agreed  that  among  the  professed  converts,  no 
church  should  by  its  pastor,  nor  officers,  nor  pri- 
vate members  make  any  endeavor  to  proselyte  a  con- 
vert before  a  certain  date.  Then  each  church  should 
open  its  doors  for  the  reception  of  new  members. 

When  the  Session  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
met,  there  was  present  a  young  man  who  had  so  far 
as  we  knew  no  proclivities  to  the  Presbyterian 
church.  We  knew  that  he  was  clerking  for  a  very 
pronounced  Methodist — that  each  church  hoped  for 
him,  as  he  was  about  the  most  attractive  young  man 
in  town  from  a  certain  standard  of  life  with  its  in- 
fluence. The  pastor  asked  him  what  di'ew  him  to  the

6.  The  General  Assembly  believes  that  the  adoption  of 
this  plan  means  a  great  advance  in  every  field  of  work. 

7.  The  year  1937  has  been  set  for  the  completion  of 
the  $3,000,000  Accrued  Liability  Fund  necessary  to  the 
operation  of  the  plan. 
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8.  As  a  church  member  it  is  your  duty  to  familiarize 
yourself  with  the  plan  and  your  privilege  to  have  a  part 
in  it. 

9.  Delay  will  be  costly  to  the  Church  both  materially 
and  spiritually. 

10.  There  is  still  time  for  you  to  share  in  this  great 
work  of  our  Church,  but  the  time  grows  short.

Dear  Fellow- Workers: 

When  we  face  the  immediate  needs  of  our  Foreign 
Mission  work  today  we  are  almost  startled.  In  1926,  there 
were  516  missionaries  on  the  fields.  Today  there  are  only 
393.  Of  this  number,  12  have  already  reached  the  age 
of  retirement  and  24  others  will  reach  this  age  within 
the  next  few  years. 

Confronted  with  this  constantly  diminishing  mission- 
ary force,  our  mission  stations  are  earnestly  requesting 
and  praying  that  we  send  to  the  fields  within  the  next 
five  years  108  new  workers.  Are  they  asking  too  much  ? 
It  will  mean  that  we  send  each  year  an  average  of  21 
workers  instead  of  the  average  of  six  we  have  been 
sending  during  the  past  five  years.  From  the  present 
force,  however,  we  may  expect  to  lose  through  retirement 
and  providential  causes  as  many  as  21  workers  each  year 
during  the  next  five  years.  Should  this  be  true,  in  1942, 
with  the  additional  108  new  workers,  there  would  still 
be  only  393  missionaries  on  the  fields.  Should  we  be 
content  with  merely  "Holding  our  own?"  Will  we  be  con- 
tent? What  of  His  command  to  go  forward?  What  of 
these  vast  unreached  territories  for  which  no  provision- 
has  been  made  ?  In  these  territories — for  which  you  and 
I  are  to  a  large  extent  responsible — are  men,  women  and 
children  without  God,  without  hope,  and,  in  their  sins, 
dying  eternally  lost. 

Again  and  again,  through  our  church  papers,  our  mis- 
sionaries and  mission  books,  the  written  word  and  the 
still  small  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  call  has  come  to  us 
to  advance;  and  yet,  missionary  receipts  fall  off  and  mis- 
sionary forces  are  depleted.  At  such  a  time  as  this,  do 
we  not  need  to  pray  earnestly  that  God  would  make  us 
willing  to  be  filled  with  all  His  fullness  that,  through 
this  infilling,  our  hearts  may  be  made  to  burn  and  glow 
with  love  for  our  Lord  and  His  Kingdom  ?  It  is  only  when 
we  love  Him  that  we  can  see  the  fields  so  white  to  harvest 
or  be  moved  with  compassion  as  He  was  moved  when  He 
beheld  the  Shepherdless  multitudes.  Love  for  Him  will, 
also,  make  our  ears  more  sensitive  to  His  voice  as  He 
bids  us  "Go."  It  will  make  our  hearts  more  willing  to 
dedicate  and  send  our  precious  sons  and  daughters  to 
the  uttermost  end  of  the  earth  to  be  laborers  together 
with  Him. 


And  as  we  shall  see  and  hear  and  go  and  send,  we 
shall  experience  anew  the  nearness  of  Christ;  for,  upon 
our  obedience  to  His  command,  is  contingent  His  promised 
presence  with  all  its  blessedness  and  power.  "If  a  man 
love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words:  and  my  Father  will  love 
him,  and  we  will  come  into  him,  and  make  our  abode 
with  him."

Union  Theological  Seminary 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President 


As  Union  Theological  Seminary  closes  the  first  term 
of  its  126th  session,  its  faculty  and  student  body  look  back 
over  an  autumn  season  unusually  full  of  profitable  and 
spiritually-beneficial  events. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  R.  Lacy,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  president, 
opening  the  session  last  September,  delivered  an  historical 
address  on  the  beginning  and  rise  of  the  Seminary  trac- 
ing its  arduous  history  from  the  early  days  on  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College  campus  to  the  removal  to  Richmond 
and  the  death  of  the  late  president.  Dr.  Walter  W.  Moore. 
He  paid  tribute  to  the  founder,  John  Holt  Rice;  to  Ben- 
jamin M.  Smith,  who  saved  the  Seminary  after  the  Civil 
War,  and  to  Dr.  Moore,  the  rebuilder. 

The  annual  reports  on  the  summer  work  of  the  stu- 
dents indicated  that  many  of  these  who  are  soon  to  be 
ordained  ministers  of  the  gospel  had  been  used  of  God  to 
win  souls  to  Christ.  This  deep  interest  in  evangelism  has 
followed  these  young  men  back  to  the  classrooms. 

As  a  further  stimulus  to  the  sacred  duties  of  their 
high  calling,  the  students  engaged  in  their  annual  Day 
of  Prayer,  October  28.  Classes  were  suspended.  The  Rev. 
Carl  R.  Pritchett,  Hoge  Fellow  at  the  Seminary  after 
graduating  in  1935,  who  is  now  pastor  at  Smithfield,  N.  C, 
led  in  services  of  deepening  consecration. 

Mr.  Pritchett  opened  the  services  on  Wednesday  eve- 
ning with  a  sermon  on  "The  Hunger  and  Thirst  After 
Righteousness."  He  said  that  the  only  thing  better  than 
religion  was  more  of  it.  He  related  the  circumstances  at- 
tendant to  growing  in  the  Christian  life.  Man  has  his 
difficulties  when  he  has  not  completely  yielded  to  Christ, 
he  said.  Mr.  Pritchett  followed  this  with  a  sermon  the 
next  morning  on  "Evangelism."  At  4  o'clock  that  after- 
noon he  gave  his  final  sermon  on  "The  Power  and  Wis- 
dom of  God."  This  was  followed  by  the  observance  of  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

Close  upon  this  experience  there  came  the  Richmond 
Preaching  Mission,  held  November  4-7.  All  formal  Semi- 
nary work  was  again  suspended  and  faculty  and  students 
attended  the  addresses,  seminars  and  services  of  the  Mis- 
sion. The  Seminary  therefore  shared  in  the  spiritual 
revival  which  touched  the  city  of  Richmond  and  which 
was  manifestly  present  in  a  series  of  services  held  a  short 
while  later  in  the  Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church  on 
the  Seminary  campus. 

Then,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  W.  McLaughlin, 
who  heads  the  Country  Church  Work  of  our  Assembly,  the 
Seminary  was  host  to  a  Town  and  Country  Ministers' 
Institute  the  week  of  November  15.  Over  60  pastors,  from 
villages  and  rural  fields,  were  in  attendance.  Classes  and 
conferences  in  the  morning  and  lectures  each  evening 
brought  the  peculiar  problems  of  the  town  and  country 
churches  to  the  attention  of  the  pastors  and  the  members 
of  the  two  upper  classes  of  the  Seminary. 

The  student  body  of  the  Seminary  comprises  at  pres- 
ent 22  Seniors,  36  Middlers,  29  Juniors,  9  special  students, 
and  8  graduates  in  residence,  including  the  Fellowship 
men.  These  students  represent  7  denominations,  are  resi- 
dents of  18  states  and  countries  and  have  attended  a  total 
of  49  colleges.  The  number  of  graduate  students  in  resi- 
dence will  be  greatly  increased  during  the  second  term.

Elise  Presbyterian  Church  has  just  completed  a  series 
of  evangelistic  services  which  have  been  among  the  most 
successful  in  the  history  of  the  church.

GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL

The  28th  session  of  the  Glade  Valley  High  School 
opened  on  September  1,  with  a  larger  enrollment  of  new 
students  than  had  been  for  several  years.  And  with  the 
enrollment  of  many  new  students,  greater  responsibilities 
and  opportunities  are  added. 

Some  of  the  responsibility  comes  with  ten  orphans 
enrolled  and  around  thirty  girls  and  boys  begging  for  work 
and  scholarships  to  enable  them  to  attend  school.  Also, 
about  one-third  of  the  student  body  registered  are  not 
members  of  any  church.  The  coming  of  these  brings  the 
opportunity  to  teachers  for  much  Christian  service. 

A  few  days  after  classes  started,  I  was  told  by  a 
teacher  that  only  50  per  cent  of  her  class,  consisting  of 
eighth  and  ninth  grade  pupils,  were  believers  in  Christ. 
The  teacher  remarked,  "Oh,  what  a  responsibility!" 

But  within  a  few  weeks  we  have  a  different  story  to 
tell.  The  last  week  of  October,  Rev.  W.  C.  Cooper,  pas- 
tor of  Mocksville  Presbyterian  Church,  held  a  series  of 
revival  services,  bringing  twice  daily  splendid  Gospel 
messages.  And  during  the  meeting  we  were  happy  to 
see  fourteen  profess  faith  in  Christ  and  eleven  of  them 
unite  with  our  church  and  receive  baptism.  Three  gave 
their  names  to  unite  with  home  churches.  The  results 
of  the  meeting  are  yet  to  be  seen  in  the  lives  of  these 
young  people  as  they  go  back  to  their  home  communities 
with  Christian  influence,  and  more  knowledge  of  the 
Bible.

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PEACE,  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 
FOR  WOMEN

The  66th  session  of  Peace  promises  to  be  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  years  in  the  history  of  the  college.  The 
school  has  enjoyed  a  capacity  enrollment  of  280  students, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  first  term,  December  1,  there  is  not 
a  vacancy  in  the  buildings.  This  is  a  fine  record,  and 
shows  better  than  anything  else  can  do  the  excellent  sta- 
bility of  the  students  attending  Peace  at  this  time.  The 
dormitories  were  filled  in  August  this  year  for  the  first 
time  in  eight  or  ten  years,  and  there  was  a  waiting  list 
when  school  opened. 

We  have  been  much  impressed  with  the  type  of  stu- 
dents we  have  at  Peace  this  year.  They  seem  to  enjoy 
being  here,  and  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  why 
they  are  here.  This  spirit,  along  with  carefully  planned 
remedial  academic  work,  promises  to  decrease  substan- 
tially the  list  of  failures  at  the  end  of  the  first  term  early 
in  December.  So  many  of  our  college  students  are  going 
to  college  poorly  prepared  to  do  the  academic  work  due 
largely  to  poor  high  school  preparation  that  we  feel  that 
the  first  term  at  Peace  is  in  some  respects  the  most  im- 
portant season  of  the  year,  providing  a  time  when  con- 
structive remedial  work  can  be  done  for  the  individual 
student. 

Peace  is  receiving  the  highest  recognition  for  its 
academic  work.  At  least  30  students  who  were  gradu- 
ated from  Peace  last  June  are  attending  four-year  col- 
leges or  doing  special  school  work  somewhere. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  volumes  have  been  add- 
ed to  our  library  since  school  opened  this  year.  Of  this 
number  some  207  have  been  bought  with  the  first  $500 
installment  of  the  $1,500  grant  which  we  received  from 
the  Carnegie  Corporation.  These  books  are  ordered 
through  the  University  of  Michigan  providing  a  special 
discount,  and  thereby  enabling  us  to  buy  more  books  than 
would  be  the  case  ordinarily.  Peace  is  one  of  four  Jun- 
ior colleges  in  North  Carolina  sharing  in  the  Carnegie 
funds.  A  comparison  of  the  circulation  figures  for  1936 
and  1937  attests  to  the  popularity  of  the  new  books.  Five 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  books  were  borrowed  up  to  the 
middle  of  November  last  year  as  compared  with  854  for 
the  same  period  this  year.  Mrs.  Lucile  Cavenaugh  is  our 
full-time  librarian. 

Miss  Steele  has  filled  a  number  of  speaking  engage- 
ments this  fall.  She  has  spoken  to  Loyalty  meetings, 
Young  People's  Rallies  and  has  taught  Ephesians,  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  Bible  Study  for  the  year.  She  has 
also  taught  the  Raleigh  Extension  Courses  in  Bible. 
These  classes  meet  Thursday  mornings  and  Thursday 
evenings,  and  about  300  women  are  enrolled  in  them. 

The  Peace  Student  Christian  Association  has  100  per 
cent  membership  this  fall.  The  president  is  Sarah  Mc- 
Lean of  Plymouth.  Amelia  Farrior  of  Warsaw  is  vice 
president.  The  Association  has  had  addresses  from  Dean 
Ed  Cloyd  of  State  College,  and  Rev.  M.  0.  Sommers  of 
Clinton  this  fall.  They  sponsored  thanksgiving  boxes 
for  all  of  the  maids  at  Peace. 

We  cannot  lose  the  opportunity  of  mentioning  here 
the  fact  that  Peace  is  the  beneficiary  from  our  benevolent 
funds  of  Synod  through  the  money  given  to  educational 
institutions.  We  appreciate  the  contributions  given  us 
through  this  medium.  We  wonder  if  our  churches  all  in- 
sist that  our  colleges  receive  their  proportionate  part  of 
the  benevolences.  We  can  assure  them  that  the  money 
sent  to  Peace  is  well  spent. 

We  are  optimistic  about  our  possibilities  at  Peace.  We 
feel  that  our  location  at  the  state  capital,  our  denomina- 
tional ownership,  our  Christian  ideals,  academic  standing, 
and  many  other  factors  furnish  us  with  unlimited  oppor- 
tunities of  Christian  service.  We  bespeak  the  construc- 
tive suggestions  and  prayers  of  our  church  people  in  as- 
sisting us  to  measure  up  to  our  opportunities. 


FLORA  MACDONALD  COLLEGE

The  fall  activities  at  Flora  MacDonald  College,  which 
will  end  with  the  time-honored  "Dome  Service"  on  the 
eve  of  the  Christmas  holidays,  Thursday,  have  been  un- 
usual in  variety  and  interest. 

The  religious  activities  have  included  some  very  fine 
services,  notable  among  them  being  the  annual  series  of 
meetings  sponsored  by  the  Flora  MacDonald  Christian 
Association,  which  were  conducted  in  October  by  the  Rev. 
Peter  Marshall,  pastor  of  the  New  York  Avenue  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Mr.  Marshall,  a 
native  of  Scotland,  who  has  been  in  this  country  only  ten 
years,  is  a  young  man  of  great  spiritual  force,  and  has  a 
peculiar  appeal  for  young  people.  His  services,  held  morn- 
ing and  evening  for  almost  a  week,  created  deep  interest, 
not  only  in  the  student  body,  but  throughout  his  audience 
which  numbered  many  from  the  town  and  from  nearby 
towns.  In  November,  Dr.  W.  H.  Hudson,  of  the  South- 
ern Presbyterian  Church,  with  40  years'  experience  in  the 
mission  fields  of  China,  was  a  particularly  delightful 
speaker  at  a  morning  chapel  service.  He  spoke  briefly 
of  his  mission  work,  dwelling  chiefly  on  the  subject  of 
world-wide  interest  just  now — the  conflict  between  Japan 
and  China.  Dr.  Hudson's  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Far 
East  and  his  recent  residence  there  qualified  him  to  state 
conditions  with  an  authenticity  diflScult  to  gain  from  the 
daily  press.  In  November,  also.  Dr.  Hubert  Poteat,  pro- 
fessor of  Latin  at  Wake  Forest  College,  made  a  forceful 
address  in  the  College  auditorium,  as  guest  speaker  at 
an  open  meeting  of  the  Linda  Vardell  Music  Club.  Dr. 
Poteat,  a  music  lover  and  an  organist  of  note,  made  a 
strong  appeal  against  the  growing  tendency  to  use  catchy, 
"ragtime"  jingles  as  music  in  young  people's  places  of 
worship.  More  recent  visitors  have  been  Dr.  Frank  Baker, 
president  of  the  Gammon  School  in  Brazil,  who  spoke 
eloquently  of  the  work  being  done  in  South  America;  and 
Miss  Irene  Hunt  Hudson,  field  secretary  of  the  executive 
committee  of  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Relief, 
Louisville,  Ky. 

Social  activities  at  the  college  have  included  a  number 
of  student  and  faculty  teas  and  receptions,  social  func- 
tions deserving  special  mention  being  those  given  by  the 
Home  Economics  Seniors  during  the  three  months  of  their 
sojourn  at  the  Home  Management  House  under  the  effi- 
cient direction  of  Miss  Frances  Comer,  head  of  the  Foods 
and  Nutritions  section  of  the  department.  This  depart- 
ment, which  has  established  a  new  high  record  as  to 
membership,  is  also  growing  in  interest  and  efficiency,  and 
is  becoming  a  very  real  asset  to  the  social  life  of  the 
college. 

The  concert  and  lecture  course,  which  is  unusually  well 
balanced,  and  includes  several  outstanding  artists,  has 
already  been  represented  by  two  very  popular  features. 
In  October,  Ruth  Bryan  Owen,  celebrated  congresswoman 
and  diplomat,  opened  the  winter  season  with  an  address 
which  held  the  attention  of  a  capacity  audience  for  more 
than  an  hour.  The  November  attraction  was  a  very  lovely 
concert  by  Margaret  Speaks,  lyric  soprano  of  concert  and 
radio  fame,  when  again  the  capacity  of  the  auditorium 
was  taxed,  this  time  by  music  lovers  from  all  over  the 
state. 

The  highlight  of  the  entire  season  was  of  course  the 
visit  of  the  Premier  of  Nova  Scotia,  Angus  Lewis  Mac- 
Donald, a  very  delightful  Scottish  gentleman  and  a  speaker 
of  rare  charm.  Mr.  MacDonald,  who  had  been  guest 
speaker  at  the  208th  meeting  of  the  ancient  and  honor- 
able St.  Andrews  Society  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  had  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  visit  the  college  named  in  honor  of 
his  distinguished  country  woman,  Flora  MacDonald,  and 
the  day  of  his  visit  was  a  great  day.  From  far  and  near, 
loyal  Scots  came  to  hear  this  eminent  Canadian  states- 
man, Scotch  to  the  bone,  who  gave  a  condensed  summary 
of  the  past  history  of  his  native  land,  a  subject  of  never- 
failing  interest  to  an  audience  in  which  the  "Macs"  pre- 
dominated. His  address  was  followed  by  a  luncheon  in 
his  honor,  at  which  time  a  number  of  prominent  people 
from  diff'erent  parts  of  the  state  were  presented  by 
President  H.  G.  Bedinger.

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QUEENS-GHICORA  COLLEGE

Since  our  last  issue  of  The  Presbyterian  News,  things 
have  been  happening  at  Queens-Chicora  College.  The 
gathering  of  the  host  in  the  early  part  of  September  was 
unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  institution;  432  as- 
sembled for  the  opening  exercises  on  September  17.  Every 
available  space  was  commandeered,  and  still  there  were 
those  who  lacked  rooms.  Arrangement  has  been  made  by 
which  teachers  are  placed  in  homes  close  by  the  campus. 
However,  another  dormitory  is  greatly  needed,  and  this 
heavy  enrollment  indicates  that  it  must  be  built.  It  is 
one  of  the  things  that  is  interfering  with  the  progress  at 
Queens-Chicora  College. 

There  are  other  needs  that  are  outstanding,  such  as  a 
central  heating  plant,  a  gymnasium,  and  a  library  build- 
ing. These  things  will  come,  of  course,  and  there  is  a 
great  deal  to  be  said  in  the  gradual  realization  of  such 
things.  When  they  are  all  thrown  into  your  lap  at  once, 
you  do  not  fully  appreciate  them,  nor  do  you  adapt  them 
to  the  use  as  fully  as  when  they  come  by  sacrifice  and 
hard  work,  and  are  assimilated  into  the  system  by  degrees. 

Messrs.  Lockhart  and  Speir  are  just  back  from  a  tour 
of  some  of  the  Eastern  cities  in  the  interest  of  the  en- 
dowment fund.  They  constitute  a  good  team,  and  have 
done  splendid  work  for  the  institution.  Incidentally,  they 
have  added  considerable  volumes  to  the  library  from  their 
visit  to  the  East. 

As  this  is  being  written,  the  eyes  of  all  are  turning 
toward  the  calendar  on  which  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
are  written.  We  are  recessing  from  Wednesday  after- 
noon until  Monday  morning  for  Thanksgiving,  and  from 
December  21  until  January  4,  for  Christmas.  These  are 
generous  holidays,  but  with  the  program  at  Queens- 
Cbicora  College  it  is  necessary  to  turn  aside  occasionally 
and  rest  awhile.  It  is  good  sense,  if  the  rest  period  is 
properly  used. 

The  lecture  series  being  provided  by  the  Sigma  Mu  has 
started  off  well — the  initial  appearance  being  that  of  Dr. 
Brownell  of  Duke  University.  Other  outstanding  speakers 
are  being  secured  and  presented  by  this  fraternity.  It 
has  also  offered  a  prize  for  the  best  original  paper  on 
any  subject  which  requires  research  for  its  production. 

The  extra  classroom  activities  and  opportunities  at 
Queens-Chicora  College  are  very  helpful  to  the  student 
body.  There  is  every  opportunity  given  in  laboratory  ex- 
perience, in  the  social  sciences,  in  the  Juvenile  Court, 
Domestic  Relations  Court,  Mental  Hygiene  Society,  and 
many  other  such  institutions  offer  fine  opportunities  for 
students  who  are  studying  Sociology.  Many  of  our  stu- 
dents have  practical  work  in  case  problems  that  are  pre- 
sented by  these  organizations. 

Charlotte  is  the  center  of  the  banking  system  of  the 
Carolinas,  having  a  branch  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Sys- 
tem located  within  its  bounds.  The  largest  banking  in- 
stitution of  the  Carolinas  is  located  here,  and  our  stu- 
dents have  the  opportunity  of  studying  economics  at  first 
hand,  not  only  in  the  banks,  but  in  great  textile  indus- 
tries, in  the  newspaper  plants,  and  in  various  corpora- 
tions for  economic  efficiency. 

Charlotte  is  located  on  the  main  line  from  New  Or- 
leans and  the  West  to  the  metropolis  of  the  world — New 
York  City.  All  outstanding  artists — musical,  literary,  and 
otherwise,  visit  us  on  occasion  of  their  tour  of  the  South 
and  Southwest.  Celebrities  of  the  world  renowned  are 
often  seen  and  heard  in  Charlotte.  If  we  cannot  bring 
them  to  Queens-Chicora's  Chapel,  we  take  the  students  to 
the  city  auditorium,  where  they  have  the  opportunity  to 
see  and  hear  these  outstanding  representatives  of  the 
musical,  artistic,  and  literary  world.  This  advantage  is 
not  to  be  despised  by  any  means.

The  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  is  our  church's  most  im- 
portant piece  of  unfinished  business.  The  year  1937  was 
designated  as  the  time  to  raise  this  fund. 

At  the  last  Assembly,  the  elders  of  our  church,  with 
the  ministers'  pledged  their  services  in  the  task  of  rais- 
ing the  money  for  this  fund.  The  Ministers'  Annuity 
Fund  is  also  the  concern  of  the  deacons  who  are  charged 
■with  the  churches'  financial  responsibilities.

The  annual  Christmas  Vesper  service  at  Davidson  Col- 
lege, conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  has  come  to  be  one  of  the  out- 
standing events  of  the  year.  The  program  this  year  con- 
sisted of  music  and  the  reading  of  the  great  Messianic 
prophecies,  and  the  New  Testament  stories  of  the  birth 
of  Jesus.  The  College  Symphonic  Band,  the  Orchestra, 
and  the  Glee  Club  all  took  part  in  the  service.  Some  of 
the  great  classical  Christmas  music  was  rendered,  in- 
cluding the  Hallelujah  Chorus  from  the  Messiah.  The 
audience  joined  in  the  singing  of  the  familiar  Christmas 
hymns.  And  what  an  audience!  There  were  more  than 
1,200  people  present.  The  seating  capacity  in  the  large 
auditorium  in  the  Chambers  Building  was  taxed  to  the 
limit  and  many  were  standing  in  the  rear  of  the  hall. 
Friends  came  from  a  radius  of  100  miles  or  more.  Auto- 
mobiles were  parked  so  thick  on  and  around  the  campus 
that  it  looked  as  if  a  football  game  might  be  in  progress. 

The  instrumental  music,  the  singing,  the  reading,  and 
the  prayers  left  a  deep  spiritual  impression  on  the  audi- 
ence. Somehow,  in  the  midst  of  a  service  like  that,  the 
hearers — or,  I  had  better  say,  the  worshippers — feel  not 
only  that  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem  1900  years  ago,  but 
that  He  is  actually  in  their  midst  as  they  go  forward  with 
the  worship  of  the  hour.

The  regular  Vesper  services  conducted  every  Sunday 
evening  at  6:30  have  come  to  be  a  very  distinctive  fea- 
ture in  the  religious  life  of  the  college.  All  the  students 
attend.  Besides,  there  are  usually  quite  a  number  of 
townspeople  and  visitors  present.  That  makes  an  inspir- 
ing audience.  A  guest  minister  is  invited  to  preach  the 
sermon  each  Sunday  evening,  and  the  musical  organiza- 
tions of  the  college  lead  the  music.  Members  of  the  Y.  M.

The  church  which  you  represent 
is  the  only  one  that  has  faithfully  kept  that  agree- 
ment. So  I  determined  to  turn  to  this  church." 

The  years  since  have,  under  the  blessing  of  God, 
madA  him  a  tower  of  strength  for  righteousness  in 
Tarboro.  He  has  a  Christian  family  and  receives  the 
utmost  confidence  from  his  church  members.  As 
these  lines  are  penned,  he  receives  from  Albemarle 
Presbytery  its  token  of  honor  by  being  sent  in  a  few 
days  as  commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
Montreat.  This  crown  placed  upon  the  value  of  a 
true  and  righteous  stand,  has  been  an  inspiration 
through  the  years.

UNUSUAL  MEETING  IN  ELKIN 

A  meeting  of  more  than  ordinary  interest  has  just 
been  held  in  the  Elkin  Presbyterian  Church,  December 
5-10.  A  former  citizen  of  the  community,  much  loved 
by  all  and  familiarly  known  to  his  many  friends  simply 
as  "Joe  Carter,"  was  the  minister. 

A  dozen  years  ago  he  lived  in  the  town  as  a  lawyer, 
later  as  editor  of  a  local  paper,  and  always  as  a  friend 
of  everybody,  a  good  checker-player  and  a  player  in  the 
game  of  life.  Finally  when  be  could  no  longer  resist 
God's  call  to  direct  service,  he  studied  for  the  ministry, 
and  at  the  earnest  invitation  of  the  congregation  was 
ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Elkin. 


Although  he  only  served  as  pastor  here  for  three  years, 
the  people  continued  their  warm  atfection  for  him.  There- 
fore, as  soon  as  the  new  house  of  worship  of  the  church 
was  completed  this  past  summer,  the  congregation  at 
once  sought  to  persuade  Mr.  Carter  to  come  for  a  visit 
and  to  conduct  a  meeting.  But  as  he  is  now  pastor  of  a 
large  and  growing  church  in  South  Carolina,  and  con- 
stantly in  demand  as  a  popular  speaker  through  the  days 
of  the  week,  his  time  was  so  fully  dated  up  that  he  gave 
very  little  hope  of  being  able  to  find  time  open  for  such 
a  visit,  much  as  he  wished  to  come.  Steady  and  pressing 
invitations  however  finally  bore  fruit,  and  he  was  able 
to  ofl^er  the  rather  unpropitious  time  of  early  in  Decem- 
ber. Happy  to  have  him  at  all,  however,  this  offer  was 
proinptly  accepted. 

With  the  date,  Mr.  Carter  arrived,  though  obliged  to 
suffer  hardships  of  stormy  travel  to  keep  his  promise. 
His  friends  deeply  appreciated  his  coming  in  the  face  of 
many  difficulties,  and  rallied  round  him  loyally.  During 
the  six  days  of  the  meeting  the  little  church  was  fre- 
quently crowded  to  the  limit,  despite  freezing  weather 
and  the  pressure  of  business  at  this  year-end  season. 
Morning  and  evening  every  day  earnest  and  reverent  at- 
tention was  given  to  the  messages,  and  truly  this  was 
well  deserved  for  every  message  was  thoroughly  based  on 
the  Scriptures,  deeply  spiritual,  and  clothed  in  language 
of  unusual  beauty  and  logical  force.  The  entire  com- 
munity as  well  as  from  miles  away  came  together  in  fine 
friendliness,  and  all  who  came  were  blessed.  The  small 
church  feels  greatly  strengthened  already,  and  has  definite 
expectations  of  growth  in  membership  and  spiritual 
progress.

Knowledge 
engenders  interest.  Someone  has  said,  "You  can 
tell  the  honesty  of  a  man's  interest  in  anything 
by  the  way  he  puts  his  money  into  it."  Measured 
by  this  rule,  how  deep  has  been  your  interest  in 
the  things  of  the  Kingdom?  Bishop  Fowler  once 
said,  "I  believe  that  in  the  day  of  judgment  more 
people  will  stand  condemned  for  the  way  they  used 
their  money  than  for  any  other  one  thing."  Daniel 
Webster  when  asked  the  greatest  thought  that  had 
ever  entered  his  mind,  replied,  "MY  ACCOUNT- 
ABILITY TO  ALMIGHTY  GOD."  We  have  had  in- 
trusted to  us  all  that  we  possess.  It  is  a  sacred 
committal.  We  should  use  the  whole  as  the  owner 
has  directed.  The  Every  Member  Canvass  may  be 
a  blessing  to  each  taking  part.  The  Benevolent 
Budget  of  our  Synod  is  $500,000.  This  is  not  an 
impossible  undertaking  for  our  80,000  Presbyterians. 
If  we  averaged  TWO  CENTS  per  member  per  day 
throughout  the  year  we  would  meet  our  goal  of 
$500,000  and  $84,000  MORE.  March  13  is  the  day 
appointed.  We  are  able  to  reach  our  GOAL.  May 
we  do  it  and  receive  the  blessing  from  the  Lord.

You  will  hear  about  this  church  in  course  of  erection 
at  Southern  Pines,  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  You  will 
want  a  share  in  the  worthy  enterprise.  Rev.  E.  L.  Barber 
of  Aberdeen  was  quick  to  see  the  great  possibilities  of 
advancing  the  Master's  Kingdom  in  this  growing  com- 
munity. We  gladly  pass  on  to  you  the  inspiring  facts  re- 
ceived during  a  recent  visit  by  the  editor  of  THE  PRES- 
BYTERIAN NEWS. 

INFORMATION 

In  April,  1935,  a  mission  was  opened  in  the  Civic  Club 
in  Southern  Pines  for  afternoon  services,  by  the  Rev.  E.  L. 
Barber,  pastor  of  Bethesda  Presbyterian  Church,  Aber- 
deen, N.  C. 

In  September,  1935,  a  Bible  School  was  organized  with 
forty  in  attendance. 

On  March  15,  1936,  the  Brownson  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church  was  organized  with  a  charter  roll  of  90. 
The  Rev.  E.  L.  Barber  was  immediately  called  to  the 
pastorate  of  this  new  church  for  half  of  his  time. 

The  present  membership  is  132. 

The  Bible  School  enrollment  is  130,  with  over  100  in 
attendance.  The  Adult  Bible  class  has  48  in  attendance. 
The  Rev.  Marcus  A.  Brownson,  D.D.,  Pastor  Emeritus  of 
the  Tenth  Presbyterian  Church,  Philadelphia,  is  the  be- 
loved teacher. 

There  has  never  been  a  Presbyterian  Church  in  South- 
ern Pines,  although  the  background  of  this  community  is 
Presbyterian.  Its  pioneer  settlers  were  among  the  Scotch 
that  entered  the  Sandhills  from  the  Cape  Fear  river. 

The  year-around  population  of  Southern  Pines  is 
2,524.  This  number  is  swelled  to  about  5,000  during  the 
winter  months,  it  being  a  popular  mid-south  winter  re- 
sort town. 

Of  this  number  of  all-year  residents,  only  a  little  more 
than  500  are  members  of  all  the  local  churches  combined. 

We  are  worshiping  in  the  Civic  Club  building  for 
which  we  pay  $240  per  year  for  rent,  for  two  hours  use 
on  Sunday  and  $5  extra  for  each  extra  meeting. 

We  were  forced  to  go  ahead  with  our  building  pro- 
gram before  we  had  all  the  necessary  funds  in  sight 
because  the  Civic  Club  soon  will  not  be  available  to  us. 
There  is  no  other  place  to  which  we  can  turn  for  shelter. 

This  appeal  carries  the  endorsement  of  the  Rev.  E.  E. 
Gillespie,  D.D.,  executive  secretary  of  Synod's  Home  Mis- 
sion committee,  and  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Dick,  chairman  of  the 
Home  Mission  committee  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery. 

Rev.  E.  L.  Barber,  the  efficient  and  beloved  pastor, 
makes  the  following  earnest  appeal  for  assistance: 

Our  congregation,  with  the  aid  of  friends,  has  raised 
eight  thousand   dollars   toward  the  construction  of  our 


church.  They  are  a  loyal  group  of  Christians  and  can  be 
depended  on  to  do  more  as  they  are  able. 

We  are  building  on  the  "pay-as-you-go"  plan  as  far 
as  possible.  The  basement  walls  have  been  built  up  to 
the  sanctuary  floor — as  you  can  see  from  the  illustration. 
It  will  require  ten  thousand  dollars  to  complete  this 
unit.  We  have  the  promise  of  a  five  thousand  dollar  loan 
from  our  Assembly's  Home  Mission  committee,  to  be  used 
to  complete  the  building.  In  order  to  effect  this  loan  we 
must  raise  five  thousand  dollars  from  our  friends.  Our 
needs  are  immediate  for  at  present  the  work  is  at  a 
standstill  because  of  the  lack  of  funds. 

The  people  are  here  to  be  reached  and  we  are  reach- 
ing them.  We  have  many  evidences  of  our  Lord's  hand 
leading  us  in  this  work.  We  are  asking  you  to  help  us 
complete  our  church  building  that  our  work  may  go  on 
while  the  doors  are  opening  to  us. 

Any  amount  you  send  us  will  be  most  acceptable  and 
we  shall  be  very  grateful  to  you.  We  are  simply  asking 
you  for  something  that  may  be  left  over  from  all  your 
generous  giving  to  our  Lord's  work.  Your  investment 
in  us  now  will  go  on  yielding  dividends  after  you  and  I 
are  gone.

Indeed,  he  passes  on  to  our  new  church  that  quality 
of  Christianity  that  alone  warrants  the  existence  of  a 
church  in  any  generation,  the  glorious  heritage  which  he 
received  from  his  godly  father  who  was  a  Presbyterian 
minister  before  him.  It  was  for  these  obvious  reasons 
that  our  congregation  arose  and  with  one  voice  said, 
"Let  us  name  our  church  'The  Brownson  Memorial  Pres- 
byterian Church'."

THE  GULF  FIELD 
Gulf,  Cumnock,  Horseshoe,  and  Farmviile  Churches 

Rev.  C.  L.  Wicker,  Pastor 

The  work  on  this  field,  during  the  winter  months,  has 
been  encouraging.  The  attendance  of  both  the  Sunday 
school  and  other  services  has  not  decreased  during  the 
cold  weather  as  it  usuallv  does.  The  artenn'^nep  has  in- 
creased at  one  of  the  churches  and  greater  interest  has 
developed.  We  are  continuing  our  effort  to  encourage 
the  reading  of  the  Bible.  As  the  Sunday  school  lessons 
for  the  first  and  second  quarters  are  based  on  the  Gos- 
pel of  Mark,  each  Sunday  school  pupil  and  others  of  the 
congregation  are  given  a  copy  of  the  Gospel  of  Mark, 
and  the  teachers  are  requested  to  encourage  the  reading 
of  it  in  connection  with  the  lesson  text.  We  have  also 
arranged  to  secure  Bibles  suitable  for  family  use,  smaller 
copies  for  individual  use,  and  copies  with  large  print  for 
older  people  who  can  not  read  the  print  usually  found 
in  the  family  Bible.  Copies  of  the  Beatitudes,  the  23rd 
Psalm,  and  other  portions  of  the  Scriptures  are  given  to 
the  Sunday  school  pupils;  many  of  the  children  have 
memorized  these  portions  of  Scripture  and  recited  them 
before  the  Sunday  school. 

All  the  Sunday  schools  of  the  field  made  a  Thanks- 
giving offering  for  the  Presbyterian  Orphans'  Home,  also 
held  special  Christmas  services,  and  provided  gifts  for 
the  younger  members.  Two  made  "Joy  Gifts"  for  the 
Old  Ministers'  Fund. 

The  work  has  been  greatly  helped  by  a  gift  of  a 
substantial  sum  of  money  from  the  Young  Women's  Chris- 
tian Association  of  Flora  MacDonald  College.  This  gift 
has  enabled  us  to  secure  more  suitable  literature,  song 
books  and  other  supplies  that  were  greatly  needed,  also 
to  help  make  some  much  needed  repairs  of  one  church 
building. 

NEWS  FROM  REV.  J.  N.  DENDY'S  FIELD 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  that  during  the 
past  six  months,  June  12-January  1,  we  have  circulated 
among  my  people  many  books  which  we  felt  they  would 
enjoy  reading.  They  have  been  novels  with  a  strong 
morality  in  them  and  devotional  books  of  various  nature. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some  85  books  have  been 
circulated  with  a  reading  of  well  over  250  during  this 
time.  Popular  numbers  in  this  lot  have  been  "The  Silver 
Trumpet"  (which  leads  the  list),  "The  Romance  of  Fire," 
"The  Splendor  of  God,"  "A  Voice  in  the  Wilderness," 
*'The  Enchanted  Barn,"  "Love  Stories  of  Great  Mission- 
aries," "The  Voice,"  "The  Christ  of  the  Indian  Road," 
^'Bible  Types  of  Modern  Women,"  "Korea  Calls,"  "The 
Secret  Garden."  These  titles  are  mentioned  because  any 
one  of  them  is  likely  to  have  a  good  circulation,  worthy 
of  purchasing  it  new.  Though  Grave  Livingston  Hill's 
books  and  those  by  E.  Stanley  Jones  and  Frances  Hodg- 
son Burnett  can  be  purchased  easily  in  second-hand  stores. 
At  each  church  service  books  are  excl  anged  for  others. 


There  has  been  no  move  to  establish  a  permanent  library 
in  any  of  the  churches.  Books  are  brought  to  them,  either 
at  church  services  or  in  pastoral  visits  or  through  friends, 
then  they  come  for  other  books.  The  theory  is  that  a 
good  wholesome  book  is  the  greatest  possible  influence 
that  can  be  exerted  over  an  individual  (usually)  during 
the  period  of  a  week  or  month.  A  book  costing  $1  can 
stand  20  readings  before  it  has  to  be  patched  up  or  cast 
aside.    Where  can  anyone  exert  such   influence  for  5c  ? 

SHILOH 

Rev.  Earle  Adkins,  Pastor 
Shiloh  has  gone  to  work  on  their  manse.  We  are  be- 
ginning to  raise  more  money,  since  we  have  other  prob- 
lems of  the  church  program  accomplished.  God  has  blessed 
us  in  a  rich  way.  We  had  $165  to  raise  to  finish  our 
quota  on  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  and  raised  $215. 
We  hope  that  Piedmont  will  end  up  as  well. 

WEST  RALEIGH 

Rev.  John  Grey,  Jr.,  Pastor 

The  church  has  continued  its  steady  growth.  We  re- 
cently baptized  the  child  of  Baptist  parents  and  on 
another  Sunday  received  a  family,  the  father  on  pro- 
fession of  faith,  the  mother  from  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  and  baptized  their  baby. 

We  sent  four  of  our  students  to  the  Atlanta  Conven- 
tion. Their  reports  have  stimulated  the  whole  group. 
One  boy  plans  to  enter  the  ministry  and  one  boy  who 
was  graduated  last  year  has  already  entered  the  seminary. 

CHURCHES  OF  REV.  R.  H.  STONE,  PASTOR 

Mr.  Conley  Thompson,  an  elder  in  the  Gillespie 
Church,  organized  on  January  2  a  new  Sunday  school  in 
the  Meadowview  School.  On  the  fourth  Sunday  in  Jan- 
uary there  were  42  present  and  an  equal  number  at  the 
other  new  outpost  at  Thaxton.  Both  schools  are  growing. 

Mr.  Thompson  has  completed  a  survey  of  the  Thax- 
ton community.  Within  a  radius  of  two  and  one-half 
miles  he  found  123  people  large  enough  to  attend  Sunday 
school.  Of  these  123  only  21  were  members  of  any 
church;  of  the  21  only  12  attended  church.  Not  a  one 
of  the  123  were  going  to  any  Sunday  school,  the  nearest 
of  which  was  six  miles  away.  This  has  been  changed 
since  right  in  the  center  of  the  Circle  Mr.  Thompson  and 
a  group  of  faithful  teachers  meet  a  good  group  each 
Sunday.  The  religious  survey  has  been  begun  in  the 
Meadowview  community — which  is  more  populous  than 
the  former. 

Each  Sunday  Mr.  Thompson  walks  about  14  mountain 
miles  in  getting  to  and  from  the  Sunday  schools.  He  is 
"reaching  the  unreached." 

The  Lansing  Church  is,  during  the  month  of  March, 
issuing  the  first  number  of  The  Lansing  Herald,  a  local 
church  publication. 

The  Obids  and  Big  Ridge  churches  have  had  a  great 
deal  of  work  done  on  them  during  the  quarter.  Each  has 
had  its  auditoriums  ceiled  with  insulite,  which  makes  for 

comfort,  added  light  and  beauty.

We  are  happy  to  say  that  since  the  last  report  on 
the  work  here  that  the  church  has  had  a  Spiritual  Re- 
vival of  much  benefit  to  it  in  all  of  its  departments. 
Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport  came  to  us  on  November  29  and 
was  with  us  through  December  5.  The  people  heard  him 
gladly  and  with  much  profit.  The  congregations  were 
large.

There  were 
five  additions  to  the  church  by  profession  of  faith. 

During  the  year  the  indebtedness  of  the  Fountain 
Church  has  been  paid  off  and  the  church  dedicated.  The 
dedicatory  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure 
of  New  Bern. 

Summer  Bible  schools  were  held  in  the  three  churches 
in  this  group.  Two  of  these  schools  were  superintend" 
by  Miss  Mary  Mulcay,  a  student  of  the  General  As- 
sembly's Training  School.  All  of  the  schools  were  held  for 
two  weeks  and  closed  with  successful  commencement 
programs. 

In  Farmville,  the  local  Ministerial  Union  is  planning 
a  church  attendance  campaign  during  the  month  of 
March  and  Pre-Easter  services  the  week  preceding  Easter, 

One  of  our  Farmville  elders  is  superintending  the  mis- 
sion Sunday  school  at  Ballards  Crossroads,  and  the  pastor 
is  preaching  there  once  a  month. 

Five  new  members  have  recently  been  received  into 
the  Farmville  Church,  four  by  profession  of  faith  and 
one  by  letter.  Two  infants  have  been  dedicated  to  God 
in  baptism.

We  have  looked  forward  for  several  years  to 
having  the  history  of  the  first  25  years  of  the  Wom- 
an's organized  work  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
printed,  and  our  hopes  and  expectations  are  about 
to  be  realized ! 

Presbyterial  historians  have  been  co-operating 
splendidly  in  the  past  years  and  former  Synodical 
historians  have  done  their  part,  especially  Mrs. 
L.  M.  Rankin,  who  has  given  many  years  of  valu- 
able labor,  and  now  Mrs.  A.  J.  Howell,  our  present 
most  efficient  historian,  has  worked  lovingly  and 
unceasingly  to  add  her  part  and  to  prepare  the  en- 
tire history  for  the  printer. 

It  is  hard  to  realize  the  painstaking  work  re- 
quired, and  the  countless  hours  spent  in  the  prepar- 
ation of  this  material.  Our  deep  gratitude  will  ever 
be  given  to  Mrs.  Howell  for  this  labor  of  love. 

We  believe  we  will  have  an  attractive  and  valu- 
able book  at  a  small  cost,  one  which  thousands  of 
our  women  will  want  to  own  and  keep  with  their 
cherished  possessions. 

We  hope  to  have  many  pages  of  photographs 
that  will  add  to  the  interest  and  value  of  the  book. 

We  all  know  that  the  more  copies  we  have  print- 
ed, the  less  will  be  the  cost  per  copy. 

With  more  than  26,000  members  in  our  Synodical, 
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we  feel  many  copies  will  be  desired  and  we  do  not 
want  to  make  the  mistake  of  printing  too  few! 

Dr.  Tenney  says  that  so  far  as  he  knows,  no  Syn- 
odical has  printed  its  history  as  a  simple  continu- 
ous history.  Alabama  has  a  265  page  volume  which 
he  says  is  a  digest,  rather  than  a  detailed  history. 
South  Carolina  has  a  splendid  volume  of  785  pages, 
filled  with  illustrations,  giving  the  history  of  each 
Presbyterial,  and  each  local  auxiliary  in  order.  This 
volume  sells  for  $2.50. 

Mrs.  Howell  says,  "The  idea  for  the  History  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synodical  Auxiliary  is  to  weave 
all  departments  of  the  work,  missions,  young  peo- 
ple, finance,  etc.,  etc.,  into  one  smooth-reading  story, 
if  possible;  to  include  some  pictures  .  .  .  and  to  try 
to  condense  it  so  that  it  can  be  sold  at  a  price 
within  the  reach  of  all  Synodical  members." 

The  committee  asks  for  the  co-operation  of  the 
women  of  the  Synodical.  We  feel  that  all  vice  presi- 
dents, historians,  secretaries  of  literature  in  all  or- 
ganizations, and  district  chairmen  can  render  in- 
valuable aid  in  publicity  and  in  giving  much  in- 
formation and  in  arousing  great  interest  concern- 
ing this,  our  history,  one  of  the  vital  objectives  that 
we  have  before  us  for  the  coming  months.

Enrollment 

By  the  time  this  article  is  published,  Peace  will  have 
completed  two  of  the  three  school  terms  of  the  academic 
year  as  our  third  term  will  begin  on  March  7.  In  many 
respects  this  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful  years 
in  the  history  of  Peace.  To  date  there  has  been  an  en- 
rollment of  291  students.  This  is  the  largest  enrollment 
in  the  history  of  the  college  and  for  the  first  time  the 
college  enrollment  this  year  has  been  over  200  students, 
as  our  college  enrollment  today  is  235  students  with  a 
high  school  enrollment  of  56  students. 

Faculty 

Mrs.  James  Darsie,  physical  education  director,  has 
been  forced  to  give  up  her  work  for  the  second  term.  She 
expects  to  return  for  the  third  term.  During  her  absence, 
Mrs.  P.  D.  Miller  (Lila  Bonner  Miller,  M.D.)  of  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  has  taught  the  health  course  and  Miss  Eleanor 
Parker  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  who  is  a  graduate  of  The  Sar- 
geant  School  of  Physical  Education  and  of  Boston  Uni- 
versity, has  taught  physical  education.  Incidentally  it 
might  be  of  interest  to  our  readers  to  know  the  type  of 
work  that  is  done  in  physical  education  nowadays  in  our 
college. 

Physical  Education 

The  work  is  built  largely  around  sports  and  games. 
During  the  fall  term  a  large  number  of  students  were 
taught  to  play  tennis  and  hockey.  During  the  spring 
term  socker  has  been  the  attraction.  Students  are  able 
to  participate  in  other  sports  such  as  horseback  riding, 
golfing,  etc.,  should  they  wish  to  do  so  individually.  We 
are  fortunate  in  that  a  great  deal  of  our  work  in  physical 
education  can  be  done  out-of-doors.  We  are  extremely 
fortunate  that  we  have  held  such  a  fine  health  record 
during  this  term.  We  have  had  practically  no  sickness. 
This  we  attribute  to,  in  general,  the  preventive  style  of 
medicine. 

Social  Life 

One  of  the  outstanding  social  events  of  the  second 
term  is  Stunt  Night.  This  was  held  in  January  with  the 
Seniors,  Juniors,  and  the  preparatory  classes  participat- 
ing. The  stunts  this  year  were  quite  original  and  inter- 
esting. The  cup  was  won  by  the  Senior  class,  the  class 
of  1938. 

On  February  12,  the  two  literary  societies  had  a  Val- 
entine party. 

Among  other  attractions  which  our  students  have  en- 
joyed have  been  two  Civic  Music  conceits,  that  of  Jan 
Smeterlin,  pianist,  and  the  National  Symphony  Orches- 
tra. Both  of  these  concerts  were  excellent  ones.  Quite  a 
number  of  the  students  are  looking  forward  to  attending 
the  concert  of  Grace  Moore  on  March  29. 

Other  social  events  in  the  near  future  will  be  the 
presentation  of  the  two  one-act  nlays  in  competition  be- 
tween the  Pi  Theta  Mu  and  Sigma  Phi  Kappa  Literary 
Societies  on  March  26,  as  well  as  the  Glee  Club  concert, 
on  April  11. 

Religious 

Dr.  Hornell  Hart  of  Hartford  Seminary  was  a  chapel 
visitor,  in  January.  Dr.  Hart  was  present  for  the  Con- 
vocation of  North  Carolina  Churches  in  Raleigh. 

Rev.  P.  D.  Miller,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Raleigh,  addressed  the  Peace  Student 
Christian  Association  in  January,  using  a  synopsis  of 
the  address  that  he  made  in  the  Youths'  Conference  in 
Atlanta,  in  December.

At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  Raleigh  in  September, 
1937,  instructions  were  given  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  inaugurate  a  campaign  and  raise  funds  sufficient  to 
wipe  out  the  indebtedness  and  to  establish  endowment. 
Since  January  1,  1938,  this  camnaign  has  been  actively 
going  forward.  The  people  of  Maxton  responded  most 
graciously,  the  faculty  contributed  100  per  cent,  and  the 
student  body  contributed  100  per  cent.  Fayetteville,  N.  C, 
and  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  have  most  liberally  co-operated 
in  the  campaign.  In  the  near  future  the  campaign  will  be 
taken  into  several  other  nearby  cities  and  will  be  quietly 
carried  out  through  the  whole  Synod.  The  Presbyterians 
of  North  Carolina  are  called  upon  to  contribute  liberally 
to  this  institution  that  is  filling  a  growing  need  in  the 
lives  of  young  men  of  North  Carolina. 

At  the  beginning  of  our  second  semester,  we  filled  the 
dormitory  and  moved  some  students  into  the  administra- 
tion building.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
school  that  every  available  place  in  the  dormitory  has 
been  filled.  These  new  students  have  come  to  us  to  meet 
a  special  need  in  their  college  work.  We  are  equipped  to 
give  two  years  of  high  school  work  and  two  full  years 
of  college  work  and  one  and  two  years  of  commercial 
work.  The  entire  cost  for  board,  room  and  tuition  and 
student  activity  fees  is  $352.  By  special  arrangement 
with  the  business  manager  this  can  be  paid  in  monthly 
payments. 

There  are  some  high  schools  that  do  not  give  sufficient 
foreign  language  to  boys  who  wish  to  enter  standard  Sen- 
ior Colleges.  By  a  special  course  in  Language  we  can  give 
the  Beginner's  Instruction  in  French,  Spanish,  German 
and  Greek.  If  there  are  sufficient  calls,  we  also  give  Be- 
ginner's Latin.  These  special  courses  permit  a  boy,  handi- 
capped by  poor  preparation  in  languages,  to  go  forward 
as  a  Freshman  and  not  be  handicapped  by  an  extra  year 
of  work.

sive changes  that  have  been  made  in  the  school  cur- 
riculum during  the  past  year  or  so.  Some  of  these  changes 
are: 

(1)  The  general  policy  of  integrating  glee  club,  music, 
art,  and  home  economics  into  the  everyday  life  of  the 
students  here. 

(2)  The  new  course  in  home  economics  which  enables 
a  student  to  transfer  to  a  four-year  college  without  loss 
of  any  credits.  This  course  has  made  it  necessary  for 
Peace  to  have  some  additional  courses  in  home  economics 
and  art.   These  courses  have  been  popular. 

(3)  The  progressive  commercial  course — Peace  is  of- 
fering both  one-and  two-year  courses  in  commercial  work 
with  the  Gregg  system  of  shorthand.  The  emphasis  is 
being  put  upon  individual  advancement  rather  than  gen- 
eral class  standards  so  that  a  student  is  able  to  make 
as  rapid  progress  as  her  ability,  interest,  and  determina- 
tion permit. 

(4)  The  standard  college  course,  graduating  from 
which  students  are  able  to  enter  the  Junior  class  of  any 
of  our  colleges  or  universities. 

(5)  General  courses  which  enable  a  certain  amount  of 
choice  in  the  selection  of  subjects. 

The  new  Book  of  Views  will  also  be  available  about 
March  1.  The  Book  of  Views,  in  addition  to  showing  build- 
ings, gives  a  cross-section  of  student  life  at  Peace  with 
pictures  of  groups  of  students,  individuals,  etc.  We  shall 
be  glad  to  send  copies  of  our  catalogue  and  Book  of 
Views  to  anyone  who  will  let  us  know  of  their  interest. 

Registration  for  1938-39  has  already  begun  and  we 
are  making  every  effort  to  line  wo  our  student  body 
earlier  than  heretofore.

The  school  orchard  produced  fifty 
bushel  of  apples.  Several  tons  of 
cabbage  were  raised,  quantities  of 
potatoes  were  stored  for  winter  use. 
Several  hundred  pounds  of  pork  and 
beef  are  produced  yearly.  Vegetables 
from  the  farm  are  canned  to  help  supply  the  boarding 
department. 

The  best  product  of  Glade  Valley,  however,  is  not 
from  orchard  and  field,  but  from  the  class  room  and 
campus. 

The  quality  of  this  finished  product — our  graduates — 
is  as  high  as  ever.  The  school  continues  to  produce 
Christian  leaders. 

While  the  home  production  of  the  school  has  increased, 
for  the  past  few  years  income  for  salaries  have  de- 
creased which  resulted  in  short  pay. 

And  again  this  year,  the  money  is  not  in  sight  to 
pay  the  teachers  in  full  but  these  teachers  are  cheerful 
because  a  great  opportunity  presents  itself — that  our 
sons  may  grow  up  as  plants  before  the  Lord;  that  our 
daughters  may  be  polished  after  the  similitude  of  a 
palace.

PRESBYTERIES  TO  MEET  AT  FLORA 
MACDONALD 

Flora  MacDonald  College  is  looking  forward  with 
•great  pleasure  to  the  meeting  of  the  Presbyteries  of 
Fayetteville,  Orange,  and  Wilmington  at  the  college  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday,  April  11  and  12.  This  will  be  the 
second  time  the  three  Presbyteries  have  gathered  at 
Flora  MacDonald  in  eight  years. 

There  will  be  joint  meetings  to  hear  addresses  of 
mutual  interest  and  separate  gatherings  for  the  business 
of  each  Presbytery.  The  program  will  include  inspira- 
tional speeches  and  music  by  members  of  the  Conserva- 
tory. 

Spring  vacation  has  been  arranged  so  that  many  of 
the  students  will  be  away.  Only  those  needed  to  entertain 
the  visitors  will  remain.  This  will  provide  abundant  room 
and  a  large  attendance  is  expected. 

These  three  Presbyteries  represent  more  than  one-third 
of  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Synod.  In  Fayetteville 
there  are  49  ministers  and  12,393  members;  in  Orange 
there  are  47  ministers  and  11,915  members;  in  Wilming- 
ton there  are  40  ministers  and  8,049  members,  totaling 
136  ministers  and  32,357  members.  In  the  Synod  there 
are  371  ministers  and  83,005  members. 

The  demands  of  this  constituency  upon  the  college 
exceed  its  capacity.  Many  have  been  turned  away  for 
lack  of  room  for  several  years. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  333  students.  There  are 
292  boarding  students,  35  day  students  and  six  special 
students.  The  graduating  class  numbers  61,  being  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  college.  In  addition  to  the 
dormitory  facilities,  33  rooms  are  rented  in  private  homes 
in  Red  Springs.  The  college  greatly  needs  an  additional 
dormitory  and  a  Home  Management  House. 

During  the  past  seven  years  the  budget  has  been 
balanced  annually,  the  debt  has  been  reduced,  and  the 
endowment  conserved.  Last  year  the  investment  com- 
mittee reported  five  and  one-half  per  cent  return  upon 
invested  funds. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  demands  upon  the  college 
and  the  necessity  for  maintaining  the  highest  educational 
standards,  the  controlling  Presbyteries  have  approved  the 
plans  of  the  trustees  to  raise  funds  this  year  (1938)  for 
the  payment  of  the  debt  and  the  enlargement  of  the 
endowment.

The  past  six  weeks  have  been  full  of  activities  at 
Flora  MacDonald  College.  Visitors  during  January  and 
February  included  Miss  Mary  Louise  Woodson  of  Texas, 
Synod's  director  of  religious  education,  who  brought  a 
fine  message;  Dr.  E.  B.  Paisley,  president  of  the  Assem- 
bly's Training  School  in  Richmond,  Va.,  who  in  the  course 
of  a  very  delightful  talk  said  that  during  his  eight  years 
at  the  training  school,  the  many  Flora  MacDonald  girls 
v/ho  had  been  enrolled  there  were  without  exception  out- 
standing in  character  and  religious  training;  and  Maurice 
Hindus,  noted  author  and  lecturer,  who  gave  a  lecture  of 
unusual  interest  on  present-day  Russia. 

While  the  college  has  had  visitors,  religious,  civic,  and 
social,  as  well  as  from  the  world  of  music  and  art,  it  has 
also  supplied  visitors  from  all  these  fields.  Dr.  Bedinger 
has  been  kept  busy  filling  pulpits.  Members  of  the  music 
faculty,  as  well  as  students,  have  presented  attractive 
programs  at  meetings  of  various  civic  and  social  or- 
ganizations. The  college  Sextette  has  been  especially  in 
demand.  The  Highland  Fling,  Floi'a  MacDonald's  own 
Scottish  Folk  Dance,  is  becoming  increasingly  popular. 
Twice  during  January  a  quartet  of  girls  in  the  colorful 
Scotch  plaids,  gave  spirited  performances  of  this  tra- 
ditional folk  dance  in  Pinehurst  at  large  gatherings  of 
the  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  teachers  of  Moore  County. 

Outstanding  in  interest  and  appeal  was  "Chinese  Re- 
lief Nickle  and  Prayer  Week,"  when  everyday  during  the 
last  week  in  January  the  chapel  hour  was  given  over  to 
Virginia,  Betty,  and  Sandy  Yates,  three  missionary  girls 
from  China,  all  students  at  Flora  MacDonald,  who  took 
turns  telling  of  China's  need,  and  more  than  that,  of  a 
way  of  answering  that  need — by  nickles  and  prayers. 
The  Flora  MacDonald  girls  listened  with  eager  attention

Other  buildings  are  the 
DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  PRACTICE  HOME  which  fur- 
nishes room  for  12  to  15  students;  THE  PRESIDENT'S 
HOME;  RESIDENCE  OF  DEAN  OF  INSTRUCTION; 
SIX  SORORITY  HOMES;  the  Y.W.  C.  A.  HUT;  THE 
GYMNASIUM,  used  for  indoor  exercises;  and  the  BLAIR 
UNION,  erected  in  1934,  named  in  honor  of  the  college's 
beloved  late  Dean,  Dr.  Elizabeth  Blair.  This  building 
with  its  lounging  room,  kitchen,  dining  room,  study  hall, 
and  lavatories,  is  for  the  particular  use  of  the  day  stu- 
dents. 

Environment 

The  climate,  social  environment,  and  religious  advan- 
tages are  excellent,  if  not  unequalled.  The  average  tem- 
perature is  59  F.  Students  are  received  into  the  best  homes 
of  the  city,  and  have  access  to  all  of  the  churches,  par- 
ticipating in  their  work  and  worship,  and  getting  training 
in  the  best  laboratories  for  Christian  work  to  be  found 
anywhere. 

Courses  of  Study  and  Teaching  Force 

Ten  departments,  consisting  of  English,  Latin,  Modern 
Languages,  Physical  Sciences,  Biological  Sciences,  History, 
Education  and  Psychology,  Religious  Education,  Mathe- 
matics, and  Home  Economics.  In  addition,  we  have  the 
separate  School  of  Fine  Arts,  including  Art,  Expression, 
Music,  and  Physical  Education.  The  staff  is  made  up 
of  the  most  highly  trained  artists  in  their  line,  and  it  is 
an  established  fact  that  Queens-Chicora  College  has  an 
outstanding  School  of  Fine  Arts.

The  new  catalogue  is  on  the  press  and  will  be  out 
within  a  few  days.  It  contains  much  interesting  material 
and  statistics.  A  total  of  677  students  have  been  enrolled 
during  the  present  session.  Of  this  number,  391  are 
from  North  Carolina.  The  remaining  286  represent  23 
other  states  and  ten  foreign  countries.  Those  from  foreign 
countries  are  sons  of  missionaries  and  constitute  one  of 
the  very  finest  groups  on  the  campus.  The  following  re- 
ligious denominations  are  represented  in  the  student 
body:  Presbyterians,  450;  Methodists,  81;  Baptists,  47; 
Episcopalians,  26;  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian,  10; 
Lutherans,  11;  Moravian,  7;  Christians,  9;  Congregation- 
alists,  2;  Quaker,  1;  and  Catholic,  1.  A  section  in  the 
original  charter  of  Davidson  College  which  was  granted 
by  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina  100  years  ago,  states 
that  the  purpose  of  the  college  is  "to  educate  youth  of 
all  classes  without  any  regard  to  the  distinction  of  re- 
ligious denominations,  and  thereby  promote  the  more 
general  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  virtue." 

The  registration  of  students  for  the  next  session  which 
opens  on  September  14,  1938,  is  well  underway.  The  reg- 
istrar's office  indicates  that  more  students  have  regis- 
tered for  next  session  than  ever  before  at  this  date.  Last 
year  our  full  quota  of  students  had  registered  by  the 
first  of  June.  At  present  it  looks  as  if  we  will  reach 
our  quota  before  that  time  this  year.  We  are  trying  to 
select  only  those  students  who  mean  business  and  who 
are  capable  of  carrying  a  college  course. 

Our  Sunday  evening  vesper  services  continue  to  be  a 
marked  feature  of  the  religious  life  of  the  college.  Six 
hundred  or  more  students,  members  of  the  faculty  and 
their  families  and  friends  from  the  community  constitute 
a  very  inspiring  audience  at  these  vesper  services.  The 
following  ministers  have  conducted  the  vesper  services 
during  January  and  February:  Rev.  Frank  W.  Price, 
China;  Rev.  John  A.  MacLean,  Richmond,  Va.;  Rev.  C.  M. 
Richards,  Davidson;  Rev.  Frank  H.  Caldwell,  Louisville; 
Rev.  J.  H.  Marion,  Rock  Hill,  S.  C;  Rev.  S.  H.  Fulton, 
Laurinburg,  N.  C;  and  Rev.  J.  A.  Redhead,  Charlotte, 
N.  C. 

A  three-day  evangelistic  meeting  is  held  at  the  college 
every  fall  and  every  spring  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Christian  Association.  During  this  period  there  are  two 
sermons  a  day  and  many  personal  conferences.  Rev. 
William  V.  Gardner,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Atlanta,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  conduct 
the  evangelistic  services  this  spring.  These  services  will 
be  held  April  26-28  inclusive. 

Rev.  John  A.  Mackay,  D.D.,  president  of  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary,  has  been  secured  to  preach  our 
Commencement  sermon  on  Sunday  morning,  June  5.  The 
graduating  exercises  will  be  held  on  June  7. 

The  trustees  of  the  college  met  in  annual  session  on 
February  16,  and  reviewed  the  work  of  the  year.  The 
reports  of  the  president  and  treasurer  indicated  that  the 
college  is  having  a  good  year.  The  treasurer's  report  in- 
dicates that  the  college  will  again  close  its  financial  year 
on  April  30,  without  debt  or  deficit  and  with  a  comfort- 
able balance  in  the  bank.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
college  for  years  to  live  within  its  budget.  Many  mate- 
rial improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The 
most  marked  of  these  is  the  $25,000  Infirmary.  With  the 
new  Infirmary  and  its  new  organization,  the  college  is 
better  prepared  than  ever  before  to  take  care  of  the  health 
and  physical  development  of  its  students.  Our  next  ob- 
jectives are  a  new  library  and  a  new  science  building. 
These  are  very  much  needed.

Union  Theological  Seminary

Your  Seminary  at  Richmond  has  had  a  most  active 
and  interesting  January  term.  Forty-eight  graduate  stu- 
dents were  in  residence,  thirty-two  of  them  working  to- 
wards their  Tb.M.  degrees  and  eight  working  towards  their 
Th.D.  degrees,  while  eight  were  listed  as  special  students. 
So  many  of  the  students  were  using  our  overcrowded  li- 
brary that  frequently  adequate  space  could  not  be  found 
for  those  doing  graduate  and  undergraduate  work.  The 
presence  of  this  group  of  active  pastors  has  a  most 
stimulating  efl'ect  upon  the  undergraduate  students  and 
the  faculty,  so  that  while  the  second  term  is  an  exceed- 
ingly busy  one  it  is  also  important  and  helpful. 

One  feature  of  the  month  which  was  commended  upon 
by  several  was  the  chapel  exercises  which  were  con- 
ducted by  members  of  the  faculty,  undergraduate  and 
graduate  students.  The  undergraduate  students  brought 
very  interesting  reports  of  the  meeting  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Youth  Convention  on  World  Missions  in  Atlanta,  and 
of  the  Interseminary  Student  Conference  held  in  con- 
nection with  the  National  Youth  Conference  at  Miami 
University,  Oxford,  Ohio. 

The  third  term  opened  with  a  week  of  special  lectures. 
The  Rev.  George  Warren  Richards,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  presi- 
dent and  professor  of  Church  History  of  the  Lancaster 
Seminary,  delivered  the  annual  Sprunt  Lectures,  on  the 
general  subject  of  "Creative  Controversies  in  Chris- 
tianity." This  series  brought  to  the  fore  the  place  that 
controversies  have  played  in  clarifying  the  thinking  of 
the  church.  The  Rev.  Luther  Allan  Weigle,  D.D.,  Ph.D., 
LL.D.,  Dean  of  the  Yale  Divinity  School,  delivered  a 
very  challenging  series  on  "Christ  and  the  Educational 
Method."  These  lectures  will  be  added  to  the  published 
Sprunt  Lectures  in  lieu  of  the  series  which  Dr.  Weigle 
delivered  several  years  ago.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Levin- 
son  Joekel,  D.D.,  Professor  of  English  Bible  and  Re- 
ligious Education  of  Austin  Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary,  Austin,  Texas,  was  the  third  lecturer,  and  de- 
livered five  very  inspiring  and  stimulating  lectures  on 
the  subject,  "The  Gospel  of  Justification  by  Faith." 

The  annual  Alumni  Luncheon  was  held  on  Thursday, 
February  10.  The  Rev.  T.  C.  Bales,  D.D.,  of  Clifton 
Forge,  Va.,  presided  as  toastmaster,  and  the  Rev.  Ber- 
nard Bain  of  the  class  of  1931,  now  pastor  of  the  Quaker 
Memorial  Pi-esbyterian  Church,  Lynchburg,  Va.,  delivered 
the  principal  address  for  the  Alumni.  Dr.  Weigle  was 
called  on  to  speak  in  behalf  of  our  distinguished  lec- 
turers. Mr.  Andrew  R.  Bird,  Jr.,  president  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  spoke  in ,  behalf  of  the  undergraduates,  and 
Dr.  Lacy  had  a  few  words  as  president  of  the  Sem- 
inary. The  Seminary  Quartette,  composed  of  Messrs. 
F.  H.  Morris,  W.  F.  Junkin,  Jr.,  R.  H.  Bullock  and  J.  W. 
Vinson,  III,  added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  luncheon  by 
their  music. 

The  session  so  far  has  been  marked  by  a  splendid 
spirit  of  deepening  faith  and  evangelical  zeal.  It  is  hoped 
that  our  third  term  will  surpass  the  other  two  in  those 
things  which  contribute  most  to  the  development  of  the 
young  men  who  are  here  preparing  for  their  life  work 
as  preachers  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.

HOME  MISSIONS  has  always  recognized  the  generous 
support  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  has  been  sin- 
cerely grateful  for  it. 

It  is  the  law  of  the  Kingdom  that  the  strong  shall  bear  the  burdens 
of  the  weak,  and  it  is  in  the  fulfillment  of  this  Divine  principle  that 
Assembly's  Home  Missions  has  its  place. 

There  are  46  Presbyteries  in  the  Assembly  whose  Home  Mission 
work  is  dependent  upon  Assembly  aid.  Three  of  these  Presbyteries  are 
in  North  Carolina. 

Our  denominational  responsibility  for  the  under-privileged  peoples 
in  the  mountains,  and  for  the  Indians,  Negroes,  Mexicans,  Jews  and 
other  people  of  foreign  speech  has  been  placed  upon  Assembly's  Home 
Missions. 

In  the  Presbyteries  and  in  these  vast  and  varied  Home  Mission 
fields  536  workers  served  742  churches,  schools,  missions,  hospitals 
and  community  centers,  with  396  outpost  Sunday  schools  and  preaching 
points. 

Through  the  assistance  of  the  Assembly's  Committee  the  Gospel  is 
being  preached  in  more  than  1,000  needy  communities. 

It  is  in  this  primary  work  that  the  Church  has  its  life  and  the 
nation  its  security. 

The  Home  Missionary  Is  Worthy  of  His  Hire! 

The  salary  of  many  is  shamefully  low,  and  a  church  of  abounding 
wealth  cannot  permit  these  inequalities  of  support  to  continue.

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CONGREGATIONAL  HOME  MISSIONS  THROUGH 
THE  MEN  OF  THE  CHURCH 

The  largest  field  artillery  post  in  the  United 
States  is  located  at  Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina,  nine 
miles  west  of  Fayetteville.  Under  the  direction  of 
Gen.  Manus  McCloskey,  Post  Commander,  the  gov- 
ernment, within  the  past  seven  years,  has  put  thou- 
sands of  dollars  into  this  post  and  permanent  build- 
ings have  been  erected  for  the  housing  of  the  ad- 
ministrative departments,  the  officers  and  the  un- 
married enlisted  men.  Should  an  enlisted  man 
marry,  however,  while  in  the  service,  no  quarters  are 
provided  for  him  and  his  family  on  the  reservation, 
so  there  has  grown  up  just  on  the  edge  of  the  gov- 
ernment property  and  within  sight  of  the  Fort 
proper,  a  settlement  of  some  250  homes,  the  great 
majority  of  residents  being  enlisted  men  who  have 
married  and  who  have  families.  This  little  com- 
munity is  known  as  Spring  Lake. 

About  two  years  ago,  the  Men's  Club  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Fayetteville  caught  a 
vision  of  the  need  in  this  community  for  a  Sunday 
school  and  church.  The  day  was  appointed  for  a 
house  to  house  canvass  of  the  situation  and  under 
the  leadership  of  the  pastor.  Rev.  A.  W.  Dick,  the 
following  men  of  the  church  went  out  and  surveyed 
the  field:  Crawford  Boyd,  T.  A.  DeVane,  Henry 
Drake,  Mclver  Fraser,  Ray  Green,  Henry  Heath, 
Lacy  Godwin,  R.  A.  Thompson,  T.  L.  Thigpen,  Clif. 
E.  Rankin,  Claude  W.  Rankin,  H.  A.  Rankin,  Jr., 
T.  J.  Wright,  G.  T.  Smith  and  W.  M.  Shaw.  Of  this 
day  Mr.  Dick  writes :  "It  was  the  second  Sunday 
afternoon  of  July,  1936,  and  the  temperature  was 
hovering  around  100  in  the  shade.  We  got  the  men 
together  and  all  started  out  from  Mr.  Ray  Green's 
home,  where  we  assembled.  It  was  about  2  p.  m. 
and  the  men  were  hot  and  sleepy.  I  was  not  very 
encouraged  over  the  success  of  the  canvass.  Well, 
we  came  back  about  4:30  and  in  all  my  life  I  have 
never  seen  a  more  enthusiastic  group  of  men.  They 
had  found  a  real  need,  and  they  were  challenged 
by  it.  Under  the  inspiration  of  it  all  traces  of  weari- 
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ness  had  disappeared.  They  had  all  met  with  a  uni- 
versal appeal  for  the  erection  of  a  church,  especially 
from  the  mothers  of  the  community,  and  they  re- 
turned from  the  canvass  with  a  spirit  that  burned 
brighter  than  the  sun  on  that  July  afternoon  and 
which  could  not  be  dampened  by  shirts  which  had 
long  since  wilted  under  the  efforts  of  their  work. 
They  all  came  back  with  one  word,  'Let  us  build 
at  once'." 

On  the  afternoon  of  September  13,  1936,  the  or- 
ganization meeting  of  the  Sunday  school  was  called. 
Ninety-one  gathered  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Ray  Green, 
who  was  a  leading  spirit  in  the  work  of  the  com- 
munity, and  who  with  Mrs.  Green  had  graciously 
thrown  their  entire  home  open  for  use  as  a  Sunday 
school.  Mr.  Green  was  appointed  by  the  Session  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  as  superintendent  of 
the  new  work;  Sergeant  R.  M.  Burdette  was  elected 
secretary  and  treasurer.  Seven  classes  were  organ- 
ized along  departmental  lines. 

In  December,  1936,  Mr.  Green  moved  into  Fay- 
etteville and  rented  his  former  home  at  Spring  Lake. 
The  Sunday  school  moved  into  a  two-room  house.  Be- 
cause of  the  crowded  conditions,  the  attendance 
dropped  somewhat  but  rarely  ever  did  it  get  below

an  average  of  fifty,  even  under  the  ci-owded  con- 
ditions. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Sandrock,  a  member  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  gave  a  beautiful  lot,  400  by  400 
feet,  a  block  back  from  the  highway,  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building.  The  following  men  from  the 
Men's  Club  were  appointed  as  a  building  committee, 
T.  A.  DeVane,  Ray  Green,  Lacy  Godwin,  A.  B.  Mc- 
millan  and  Clif.  E.  Rankin,  and  work  began  on  the 
building.  May,  1937. 

Many  donations  of  material  were  made,  and  also 
in  labor.  The  building  was  completed  the  second 
week  of  July,  1937,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $4,000 
and  the  first  service  was  held  July  18,  1937.  It  is 
equipped  with  six  splendid  class  rooms  and  a  spa- 
cious auditorium. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Men's  Club  on 
Mai'ch  11,  1938,  a  report  was  made  on  the  work.  Mr. 
T.  A.  DeVane,  who  acted  as  treasurer,  and  who  was 
the  first  to  have  a  vision  of  the  possibilities  for  a 
church  at  Spring  Lake,  reported  that  all  bills  had 
been  paid  with  the  exception  of  $110  on  the  roof.  A 
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motion  was  made  that  the  debt  be  cleared.  Here 
and  there  all  over  the  room  the  money  was  pledged 
and  in  less  than  ten  minutes  the  full  amount  was 
raised. 

The  building  now  stands  complete  with  no  in- 
debtedness. Since  its  organization  the  attendance 
at  the  Sunday  school  has  averaged  74.  Rev.  J.  B. 
Riley  is  preaching  twice  each  month  at  night  and 
conducting  prayer  service  two  Wednesday  evenings 
each  month.  The  Sabbath  school  meets  every  Sun- 
day afternoon. 

On  the  afternoon  of  May  8,  this  beautiful  build- 
ing was  dedicated  by  impressive  ceremonies.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  A.  R.  McQueen,  D.D., 
of  Dunn.  The  exercises  were  concluded  at  the  eve- 
ning service,  when  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D.,  super- 
intendent of  Home  Missions  of  the  Synod,  preached 
an  inspiring  sermon  to  a  large  congregation.

J.  Q.  Robinson,  Mayor  of 
Rocky  Mount,  presented  title  and  keys  to  Mr.  Sat- 
terfield during  appropriate  ceremonies  in  front  of 
the  church.

FLAT  ROCK  CHURCH 

Rev.  Leonard  T.  Gill  writes  as  follows  of  a  gra- 
cious meeting  just  concluded  in  Rev.  J.  K.  Flem- 
ing's field: 

''We  closed  yesterday  one  of  the  most  glorious 
meetings  I  have  ever  conducted,  assisting  Bro.  J.  K. 
Fleming  at  Flat  Rock  Church,   Mt.  Airy. 

"Visible  results  were  25  professions  with  22  addi- 
tions to  the  church  on  profession  and  one  by  re- 
statement from  the  Baptist  Church.  There  were  20 
baptized.  There  were  of  this  number  six  young  peo- 
ple and  sixteen  adults. 

"It  was  a  grand  sight  to  see  husbands  with  their 
wives  coming  down  the  aisles  to  give  their  hearts 
to  God  for  the  first  time,  men — husbands  and  fath- 
ers— yielding  to  the  wooings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  for 
the  first  time,  a  scene  in  which  Christians  wept  and 
rejoiced  and  all  joined  in  singing,  'Praise  God  from 
whom  all  blessings  flow.' 

"We  had  a  testimony  meeting  and  members  of 
the  church  who  had  drifted  away  from  God  and  had 
been  drinking,  including  officers  of  the  church,  said: 
'We  have  been  members  of  the  church  many  years 
but  had  not  been  saved  until  this  meeting.'  Some  got 
up,  saying  that  they  praised  God  for  the  meeting; 
that  it  had  brought  a  blessing  into  their  home  and 
had  started  the  'Family  Altar.' 

"At  the  close  of  the  meeting  Wednesday  night, 
we  had  a  rededication  service,  all  the  elders  and 
deacons  and  Sunday  school  officers  and  teachers 
lined  up  in  front  of  the  pulpit  and  after  answering 
the  questions  I  put  to  them,  promising  their  full 
allegiance  to  Jesus  Christ  and  loyalty  to  their  office 
and  the  church,  knelt  and  then  were  rededicated 
to  God  in  prayer  by  the  pastor  and  myself.  Then  I 


called  for  all  the  members  of  the  church  together 
with  the  new  converts  to  come  and  do  likewise  as 
the  officers  of  the  church  and  Sunday  school  stood 
on  the  platform  and  every  member  came  forward 
and  kneeling,  was  rededicated  to  full  service  in  the 
work  of  the  Master.  A  glorious  sight  and  a  touch- 
ing scene  to  all,  the  church  and  platform  was  packed 
with  people.  All  arose  and  joined  in  singing  the 
'Doxology.'  To  God  be  all  the  praise." 


JOHNSTON  COUNTY  FIELD 

Rev.  Dixon  McDonald  and  his  good  wife  are  doing 
a  great  work  in  their  promising  field  in  Johnston 
County.  It  was  a  genuine  pleasure  to  share  their 
warm  and  cordial  hospitality  over  a  week-end  re- 
cently and  see  at  first-hand  the  splendid  service  they 
are  rendering  the  cause  of  Christ  in  the  communities 
where  they  are  laboring.  Johnston  County  has  a 
population  of  over  60,000  and 
among  this  vast  number  are  some 
of  the  best  people  on  earth.  Many 
of  them  are  outside  of  any  of  the 
churches;  to  be  exact,  less  than  40 
per  cent  are  connected  with  any 
church.  Brother  Dixon  McDonald 
and  his  wife  are  much  beloved  by 
all  the  people  of  their  churches 
and  have  the  confidence  of  the 
whole  community.  Rev.  McDonald 
serves  Providence,  Berea,  Wild- 
wood,  and  Spence  in  addition  to 
several  missions.  His  Sunday 
school  enrollment  at  all  of  his 
churches  exceed  the  church  mem- 
bership by  a  large  percentage.  In 
some  cases  as  much  as  200  or  300 
per  cent.  In  addition  to  serving  these  churches,  he 
holds  an  average  of  12  extra  services  such  as  lec- 
tures to  Bible  classes,  etc.  When  he  went  to  this 
work  12  years  ago,  he  had  very  little  leadership, 
but  today  there  are  graduates  from  various  educa- 
tional institutions  ready  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the 
church.  He  has  four  young  women  at  present  at 
Flora  MacDonald  College,  and  there  are  seven  ex- 
pecting to  enter  college  next  year.  Miss  Margaret 
Stephenson,  a  student  from 
Flora  MacDonald  College,  is  to 
work  during  the  summer.  Miss 
assist  Bro.  McDonald  in  his 
Stephenson  did  most  excellent 
work  among  the  young  people 
of  this  field  last  vacation  sea- 
son. 

The  most  recent  construction 
work  undertaken  by  Bro.  Mc- 
Donald is  the  building  of  a 
church  at  Crossroads.  This  is 
in  the  midst  of  a  thickly  settled 
community.  The  people  are 
vitally  interested  in  the  build- 
ing of  this  church.  They  have 
contributed  liberally  of  their 
means  and  kind  friends  have  come  to  their  assist- 
ance. The  Belk  Foundation  through  the  kindness  of 
Mr.  Karl  Hudson,  gave  the  brick  and  the  Synod's 
Home  Mission  Committee  also  made  a  donation.  Two 
leading  spirits  in  this  new  enterprise  are  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Burnard  Hudson.   Mr.  Hudson  is  chairman  of

THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY 
OF  THE  SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Written  by  Mrs.  Andrew  J.  Howell 

That  you  may  know  how  it  came  into  being,  we 
quote  the  words  of  Miss  Louise  Clanton,  the  synod- 
ical president  of  today:  "The  history  of  the  Wom- 
an's Auxiliary  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was 
written  by  Mrs.  Andrew  J.  Howell,  synodical  histo- 
rian, at  the  request  of  the  synodical  executive  board. 
This  history  has  not  been  written  to  glorify  those 
of  us  who  have  made  it,  but  as  an  encouragement 


to  those  who  follow  after  us.  It  is  hoped  that  all. 
who  read  it  may  be  inspired  to  do  even  greater 
things  for  our  Lord." 

Pictures 

The  first  picture  in  the  booklet  is  of  the  old 
wooden  auditorium  against  a  background  of  great 
mountains  that  ever  stand  guard  over  Montreat.  It 
awakens  memories  of  bygone  days,  when  our  pioneer 
women  were  blazing  a  safe  road  for  our  auxiliary 
members  to  travel,  that  they  might  not  stumble  over 
manly  rocks  of  disapproval  of  women  who  were  try- 
ing to  function  "out  of  their  sphere."  Then  there 
are  pictures  of  all  the  synodical  presidents  from  the 
pioneer,  Mrs.  Jackson  Johnson,  to  the  leader  of 
today.  Miss  Louise  Clanton. 

Some  Facts  of  General  Interest 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Mclver,  an  active  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synodical  Auxiliary,  was  the  author  of  the 
detachable  blanks  still  in  use  by  the  auxiliary  mem- 
bers for  assembling  the  data  of  the  annual  report. 
Mrs.  Mclver  filled  various  offices  in  the  organiza- 
tion, but  her  outstanding  work  was  done  as  editor 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Department  of  the  "Pres- 
byterian Standard." 

Out  of  the  meeting  of  the  1923  Synodical  came 
the  prayer  room  at  Montreat.  "Miss  Eliza  Murphy 
told  the  women  that  it  was  proposed  to  build  a 
prayer  room  at  Montreat  and  asked  that  contribu- 
tions for  this  cause  be  sent  to  her.  Miss  Murphy 
was  one  of  the  originators  of  this  idea  and  was  made 
the  treasurer  and  manager  of  the  plan.  She  has  in 
her  possession  many  valuable  letters  from  all  over 
the  Assembly  from  women  who  yearned  for  such  a 
quiet  retreat.  Money  came  in  from  everywhere  and 
the  room  was  erected  in  1926.  It  has  been  of  great 
spiritual  benefit  to  the  thousands  of  women  annually 
visiting  Montreat." 

The  North  Carolina  organization  was  the  first  to 
adopt  the  official  name,  "Synodical." 

We  have  given  you  but  a  few  facts  of  historical 
interest  to  the  Auxiliary  at  large.  The  booklet  will  be 
of  much  value  to  the  women  of  North  Carolina,  since 
it  traces  their  history  from  the  "female"  societies 
of  early  times  to  today's  thoroughly  organized  work 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.

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PARAGRAPHS  FROM  A  RECENT  ADDRESS  BY 
MADAME  CHIANG  KAI-SHEK  TO  MISSIONARIES 
IN  HANKOW,  CHINA 


"It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  here  with  you  this 
afternoon.  Among  you  are  many  of  my  old  friends  and 
many  whom  I  am  meeting  now  for  the  first  time.  Wheth- 
er new  or  old,  I  bring  you  all  the  greetings  of  the  Gen- 
eralissimo. 

"Every  month  since  the  beginning  of  this  war,  the 
Generalissimo  and  I  have  received  hundreds  of  letters 
from  Christians  all  over  the  woi-ld  telling  us  that  they 
are  praying  for  us.   I  want  to  express  our  appreciation. 

"You  know  how  missionaries  have  succored  the  wound- 
ed, have  helped  our  refugees,  and  have  faced  the  bayon- 
ets, cannons  and  bombs,  and  the  unbridled  lust  of  the 
Japanese  troops  on  our  soil,  and  how  they  have  stood 
their  ground. 

"The  Generalissimo  and  I  feel  that  no  words  which  we 
could  speak  could  suificiently  express  our  debt  of  grati- 
tude to  the  missionary  body  all  over  China  who  have 
been  a  help  to  the  distressed  and  the  best  of  friends 
to  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  refugees. 

"You  may  remember  a  few  years  ago  it  was  quite 
the  fashion  to  decry  missionary  efforts.  There  was  even 
a  commission  sent  from  America  to  investigate  mission 
work  because  there  was  a  general  feeling  that  mission- 
ary efforts  had  been  a  failure.  There  were  also  people 
who  asked  where  were  the  successors  of  Livingstone, 
Morrison  and  Young  Allen.  Is  the  missionary  spirit  dead  ? 

"If  we  are  really  impartial  and  look  around  us  at  what 
has  happened  in  the  last  nine  months,  I  would  say  their 
successors  were  right  here.  Every  one  of  the  missionaries 
possesses  the  same  valor  and  the  same  undaunted  spirit 
that  the  missionaries  of  old  had. 

"But,  noteworthy  as  your  work  has  been,  I  want  to 
add  one  thing.  The  most  effective  and  worth-while  con- 
tribution you  have  made  to  my  country  is  not  so  much 
in  the  work  itself  as  in  the  spirit  in  which  you  have 
worked.  Why  do  I  say  this  ?  A  few  years  ago  our  own 
Chinese  people  were  very  much  against  Christianity,  and 
the  government  promulgated  a  law  whereby  religion  was 
forbidden  to  be  made  a  compulsory  study  in  any  school. 
Many  of  you  felt  that  policy  to  be  unfair,  and  contrary 
to  the  principles  of  missionary  effort.  Many  of  your  col- 
leagues wrote  to  me  and  asked  to  have  that  law  rescind- 
ed. Even  if  I  could  have  had  it  rescinded,  which  I  could 
not,  I  did  not  think  it  was  wise  to  make  a  move  in  that 
direction,  because  unless  a  rule  has  the  general  consent 
of  those  ruled,  that  rule  will  only  be  obeyed  in  the  let- 
ter and  not  in  the  spirit. 

"I  am  very  glad  to  tell  you  that  those  who  criticized 
you  and  criticized  Christianity  in  years  past  are  the  ones 
who  are — what  shall  I  say? — vociferous?  articulate  now 
in  their  praise  of  Christianity.  You  have  won  these  men 
over  by  the  work  you  have  done  and  by  the  spirit  in 
which  you  have  done  it.  When  the  missionaries  wrote  to 
me,  I  said  God  works  in  mysterious  and  inscrutable  ways, 
and  let  us  pray  that  God's  will  may  be  made  known  to 
the  government  and  that  action  may  be  taken  in  God's 
good  time. 

"It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  tell  you  that  because 
our  people  and  the  government  have  come  to  appreciate 
the  results  of  your  efforts  and  the  spirit  that  underlies 
your  work,  the  Generalissimo  has  now  found  it  possible 
to  have  the  law  amended  so  that  now  the  Bible  can  be 
taught  in  registered  mission  schools.  You  have  all  had 
a  leading  share  in  making  this  change  in  the  law  possible, 
because  you  have  shown  what  true,  practical  Christianity 
means  in  its  widest  sense."

COMMENCEMENT 

Commencement  speakers  were  Rev.  James  Apple- 
by of  Maxton,  who  preached  the  Baccalaureate  ser- 
mon; Rev.  T.  C.  Cook  of  Barium  Springs,  who 
preached  the  annual  Student  Christian  Association 
sermon ;  and  Dr.  Charles  J.  Woodbridge  of  Salis- 
bury, who  delivered  the  address  to  the  graduating 
classes. 

Fifty  are  graduating  from  the  college  and  eight 
from  the  academy. 

Mr.  Norman  P.  Grubb,  author  of  the  biography, 
C.  T.  Studd,  Cricketer  and  Pioneer,  was  the  speaker 
for  the  spring  services,  April  4-8.  Mr.  Grubb's  mes- 
sages were  an  uplift  to  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
students. 

Mrs.  Ramsay's  annual  treat  to  the  Seniors  in 
taking  them  for  an  overnight  visit  to  Montreat  and 
a  trip  to  Mt.  Mitchell  was  one  of  the  highlights  of 
the  closing  week  of  school. 

Mitchell  more  than  reached  her  goal  of  adding 
250  volumes  to  the  library  this  year. 

A  Daily  Vacation  Church  School  Institute  was 
held  at  the  college,  May  6-8.  Twenty-three  Mitchell 
students  and  twenty-three  representatives  from  the 
churches  were  enrolled  in  the  institute.  In  addition,, 
14  came  in  for  part  of  the  course.  Thirty  churches 
were  represented  in  this  enrollment,  18  of  which  are 
in  the  Concord  Presbytery.  Twenty-nine  signed  up 
for  volunteer  service  wherever  needed. 

The  Intermediate  Young  People's  Conference  of 
Concord  Presbytery  will  be  held  at  Mitchell,  June 
6-11,  and  the  Senior  Young  People's  Conference  is 
dated  for  June  13-18. 

Lumber  is  stacked  on  the  back  campus  ready  for 
use  in  remodeling  the  dormitory  rooms.  The  ceil- 
ings will  be  lowered,  the  walls  replastered,  and  hard- 
wood floors  laid.  The  work  will  begin  June  20. 

Mitchell  students  have  helped  this  year  in  three 
mission  Sunday  schools.  One  of  these,  a  colored  mis- 
sion, is  sponsored  entirely  by  the  college.  This  mis- 
sion is  located  in  a  section  where  there  are  a  score 
of  negro  families  and  no  church  of  any  denomina- 
tion. About  25  children  and  15  adults  attend  this 
Sunday  school  every  Sunday  afternoon. 

The  enrollment  for  next  session  is  encouraging. 
Mitchell  seeks  students  who  are  entering  college 
with  a  view  to  prepare  themselves  for  Christian 
service  in  their  home  communities  or  in  the  mission 
fields. 

Readers  of  this  article  are  asked  to  pray  that  the 
teaching  staff  of  Mitchell  may  teach  faithfully  the 
truth  as  revealed  in  the  Word  of  God  and  may  by 
their  lives  influence  the  students  to  seek  a  vital, 
joyous  Christian  experience,  and  that  the  students 
who  enroll  for  next  session  may  be  of  the  Spirit's 
own  choosing.

Your  Seminary  on  May  10  concluded  a  very  successful 
session,  with  a  Commencement  Address  by  the  Rev.  Nor- 
man Johnson,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
with  the  awarding  of  diplomas  and  degrees.  The  Com- 
mencement Sermon  was  preached  on  Sunday  morning  in 
Schauffler  Hall  by  the  Rev.  E.  G.  Gammon,  D.D.,  pastor 
of  the  Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church  of  Charlotte.  At 
this  Commencement,  21  undergraduate  students  complet- 
ed their  formal  course  of  study:  C.  K.  Ale,  Alexandria, 
Vs.;  A.  R.  Bird,  Jr.,  Washington,  D.  C;  D.  R.  Brandon, 
Kannapolis,  N.  C;  R.  H.  Bullock,  Denton,  Texas;  W.  S.

Southall,  Jr.,  of  the  class  of  1936,  who  has  just  departed 
for  his  work  on  our  mission  field  in  Korea.

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Hassell,  B.A.,  B.D.,  Th.M.,  of  McAllen, 
Texas,  was  awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology. 

The  enrollment  in  both  the  undergraduate  and  gradu- 
ate departments  was  greater  this  year  than  in  the  pre- 
vious session,  with  the  total  number  of  resident  students 
reaching  151.  During  the  session,  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley 
of  Salisbury,  N.  C,  the  Walter  W.  Moore  Fellow,  and 
Mr.  Duncan  D.  MacBryde  of  Linden,  N.  C,  the  Salem 
Fellow,  were  pursuing  theological  studies  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh. 

There  has  been  a  greater  demand  for  our  students  for 
vacation  work  than  at  any  time  within  the  last  decade. 
A  week  before  the  session  ended,  all  of  our  Fellows-elect, 
Middlers  and  Juniors,  had  accepted  fields  for  the  summer. 
We  hope  that  this  indicates  a  forward  movement  in  our 
mission  work  throughout  the  church. 

It  has  seemed  to  those  who  have  been  acquainted  with 
the  Seminary  over  a  term  of  years  that  there  has  been 
a  marked  increase  in  the  interest  of  our  student  body  in 
Personal  Evangelism  and  in  the  practical  side  of  the 
ministry.  This  we  think  has  not  resulted  in  a  lessening 
of  their  application  to  classroom  work,  but  there  has  ap- 
parently been  a  fine  balance  between  the  academic  and 
the  pi'actical  aspects  of  their  preparation.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  the  students  have  been  regularly  employed  in  Boys' 
Work  throughout  the  session,  while  the  other  undergrad 
uates  have  been  engaged  in  religious  activities  of  almost 
every  sort  connected  with  the  prisons,  hospitals,  churches 
and  missions  of  this  community. 

The  Seminary  is  very  happy  to  announce  that  in  con- 
nection with  the  General  Assembly's  Training  School  it 
has  secured  the  service  of  Mr.  James  Rawlings  Sydnor 
as  a  teacher  of  Voice  and  Music  for  the  ensuing  session. 
Mr.  Sydnor  comes  with  high  recommendations.  He  is  the 
son  of  the  much-beloved  Rev.  G.  G.  Sydnor,  D.D.,  pastor 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.  His 
natural  talents  have  been  finely  developed  especially  in 
the  Westminster  Choir  School  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  from 
which  he  will  receive  the  degree  of  Master  of  Music  at 
the  close  of  this  session.  In  addition  to  his  classes  in  the 
development  of  the  speaking  and  singing  voice,  he  will 
give  elective  courses  in  General  Church  Music  and  Hymn- 
ology.

In  many  respects,  the  academic  year  which  is  closing 
in  May,  the  65th  session  of  Peace,  has  been  the  most  out- 
standing in  the  history  of  the  college.  Some  of  the 
causes  for  this  are: 

(1)  A  capacity  enrollment  of  practically  300  students. 
This  is  the  largest  enrollment  in  the  history  of  the  col- 
lege and  has  been  equally  noted  for  the  general  academic 
interest  and  stability  of  the  student  body. 

(2)  The  old  floating  debt  has  been  paid. 

(3)  An  active  campaign  for  $100,000  endowment  fund 
has  been  instituted  by  the  trustees  as  being  the  first  need 
of  the  school.  This  does  not  mean  that  other  needs,  such 
as  a  gymnasium  and  dormitories,  have  been  overlooked, 
but  it  does  imply  that  the  trustees  feel  that  the  endow- 
ment should  take  first  place  in  the  needs. 

The)  alumnae  have  correlated  their  activities  of  the 
year  with  the  request  of  the  trustees  and  set  as  their 
objective  the  raising  of  $2,000  of  the  endowment  fund 
during  their  Alumnae  Loyalty  Week.  From  the  contribu- 
tions to  date,  we  are  certain  that  this  amount  will  be 
completed  by  Alumnae  Day,  May  28,  and  we  are  expect- 
ing to  have  $5,000  on  the  endowment  fund  in  hand  by  the 
end  of  the  school  year.  This  shows  substantial  progress 
in  the  campaign  and  we  are  appealing  to  all  friends  and 
alumnae  of  Peace  to  assist  us  in  raising  our  endowment 
fund. 

Our  present  plan  is  to  have  no  salaried  campaigner  in 
the  field  and  every  cent  contributed  will  be  put  into  the 
endowment  fund.  We  do  not  anticipate  any  general  church 
campaign,  we  do  feel  that  there  are  a  great  many  indi- 
viduals who  would  like  to  take  part  in  assisting  Peace. 
We  are  not  in  opposition  to  any  other  church  cause.  We 
feel  an  increasing  interest  in  Peace  on  the  part  of  the 
Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  and  we  are  giving 
them  an  opportunity  to  contribute  to  our  fund.  We  feel 
that  they  would  like  to  see  Peace  take  front  rank  in 
the  Junior  Colleges  of  the  state  and  nation. 

The  junior  college  is  firmly  established  as  one  of  the 
most  progressive  movements  in  modern  education.  It 
furnishes  an  excellent  opportunity  for  doing  the  first 
and  second  year  of  college  work  in  a  specialized  fashion 
with  a  reasonable  amount  of  individual  attention  to  stu- 
dents and  yet  with  a  thorough  academic  standard. 

The  church  junior  college  has  an  additional  opportunity 
of  providing  religious  instruction  in  a  wholesome  religious 
environment.  We  are  thoroughly  aware  of  this  opportun- 
ity and  we  are  making  every  eff"ort  to  do  a  worth  while 
piece  of  religious  work  for  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

We  are  expecting  to  have  at  Peace  this  summer  five 
conferences.  The  schedule  for  these  is  as  follows: 

Granville  Young  People,  June  6-10;  Granville  Interme- 
diate, June  13-17;  Albemarle  Young  People,  June  20-24; 
Wilmington  Young  People,  June  27-July  2;  Orange  Young 
People,  July  4-9. 

Our  registrations  for  1938-39  are  coming  in  most  sat- 
isfactorily. We  shall  be  glad  to  furnish  literature  to  any 
who  are  interested  and  to  assist  in  working  out  any 
problems  of  registration  that  may  be  involved. 


CONSECRATION  SERVICES  were  held  the  first  week 
in  March  when  we  again  had  the  pleasure  of  having  Rev. 
W.  C.  Cooper  in  our  midst  for  a  period  of  three  days 
preceding  the  communion  service.  During  one  service 
the  invitation  was  given  for  accepting  Christ  as  a  personal 
Savior  and  one  boy  came  forward,  the  only  student  who 
had  not  made  profession  in  Christ.

Monday,  April  25,  were  the  climax  of  a  successful  ses- 
sion. When  each  graduate  received  a  high  school  diploma 
and  a  Bible  with  Rev.  Joe  H.  Carter,  Anderson,  S.  C,  de- 
livering the  address,  using  four  words  as  his  topic — 
G.V.H.S. — Gratitude,  Vision,  Hard  work  and  Service. 

From  these  short  paragraphs,  you  will  see  the  school 
is  playing  a  large  part  in  helping  girls  and  boys  develop 
into  useful  Christian  citizens.

For  a  number  of  years,  certain  high  schools  in  North 
Carolina  have  given  agriculture  and  manual  training 
courses.  These  students  have  received  full  diplomas  from 
their  high  schools,  but  have  found  that  some  credits  do 
not  fit  in  with  the  regular  college  work.  This  necessitates 
that  they  go  further  in  preparation  and  in  most  cases 
they  drop  by  the  wayside.  From  the  reports  of  the  In- 
dustrial Commission  we  find  that  there  are  many  appli- 
cations for  jobs  commonly  known  as  "white  collar"  jobs 
and  very  few  men  trained  for  so-called  "skilled  labor" 
jobs.  Because  of  these  facts,  we  are  thinking  of  putting 
in  mechanical  courses  leading  to  positions  in  skilled  labor 
such  as  electricity,  plumbing,  carpentry  and  mechanics, 
at  the  same  time  putting  in  certain  practical  agricultural 
courses.  These  courses  will  be  put  in  purely  for  boys  plan- 
ning to  stop  their  college  training  after  two  years.  Some 
of  the  courses  will  fit  in  the  courses  of  senior  colleges  but 
most  of  them  will  be  terminal  courses  with  no  credit  on 
regular  degree  work  of  senior  colleges.  The  inaugurating 
of  these  courses  will  be  contingent  on  the  applications 
received  within  the  next  few  months. 

Many  young  men  are  planning  to  take  up  dentistry. 
The  dental  colleges  of  the  South  have  within  the  last  few 
years  raised  their  standards  to  require  two  years  of  col- 
lege work.  At  present  we  give  all  the  subjects  required 
for  pre-dental  preparation.  We  keep  constantly  in  touch 
with  the  dental  schools  and  keep  our  courses  of  study  in 
line  with  their  advancing  standards.  Young  men  expect- 
ing to  study  dentistry  can  get  their  full  requirements 
here  v/ithin  two  years.  To  do  this  they  must  plan  their 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  work  in  accordance  with  the 
standards  of  the  dental  colleges.  If  they  wait  until  their 
second  year  to  decide  to  study  dentistry  it  is  impossible 
without  summer  school  work  to  get  in  all  the  required 
subjects. 

Young  men  looking  forward  to  one  year  of  business 
preparation,  can  find  at  this  school  all  of  the  regular 
business  course  plus  several  very  essential  courses.  The 
course  of  study  here  for  the  nine  months  is  $150  less  than 
the  advertised  prices  of  business  schools  of  this  and  ad- 
joining states.  Besides  this  saving  the  boy  receives  the 
benefits  of  dormitory  life,  campus  life  and  spiritual 
training. 

Because  of  the  lar^e  student  body  this  year,  many  of 
whom  are  planning  to  return  for  another  year,  Freshmen 
who  are  planning  to  matriculate  should  do  so  early  so  as 
to  assure  themselves  of  accommodations.

We  have  been  in  the  main  one  large,  happy 
family,  with  the  usual  experiences  of  family  life. 

Just  now  the  bleachers  are  being  erected  for  May 
Day,  Friday,  May  6,  which  is  the  red  letter  day  in  the 
calendar  of  Queens-Chicora  College.  On  that  day  we 
maintain  "Open  House"  for  the  high  schools  of  our  sec- 
tion, and  stage  a  program  for  their  entertainment.

Next  comes  Commencement  introduced  by  the  Annual 
Baby  Show  at  10:30  on  Saturday,  May  28.  At  one  o'clock,

given  in  the  dining  salon  of  the  college.  This  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  open  house  exhibit  of  the  Art  Department.  Sun- 
day, May  29,  at  8  o'clock  in  the  college  auditorium,  the 
Rev.  Charles  F.  Myers,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Greensboro,  will  preach  the  Baccalaureate 
sermon  and  on  Monday  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  hold 
its  annual  meeting  at  12  noon;  at  4:00,  Class  Recognition 
exercises,  and  the  Concert  of  Fine  Arts  will  be  held  at 
8:15  Monday  evening.

About  sixty  students  will  graduate,  and  several 
will  receive  certificates.  Dr.  Malcolm  McDermott,  pro- 
fessor of  Law  in  Duke  University,  will  be  the  Commence- 
ment speaker. 

The  enrollment  for  next  year  is  exceedingly  promising. 
Mrs.  Frank  Brandon  Smith  is  our  Field  Agent,  and  we  an- 
ticipate a  large  enrollment,  our  limitation  being  space. 
We  will  not  take  over  two  to  a  room  any  more  under  any 
circumstances. 

Queens-Chicora  College  faces  a  very  bright  future.  The 
present  management  has  seen  it  grow  over  a  period  of 
practically  twenty  years  from  a  small  B-grade  institu- 
tion to  a  strong  A-grade  College,  accredited  by  the  high- 
est accrediting  agencies  and  recognized  as  one  of  the 
foremost  colleges  of  the  South  for  the  education  of 
women.  The  management  has  great  pride  in  the  remark- 
able growth  of  the  institution.

Instead  of  giving  further  news  items,  we  are  going  to  share 
with  our  readers  a  letter  which  was  recently  received  from  a 
student  who  graduated  at  Davidson  last  June  and  is  now  study- 
ing law  in  a  large  Southern  university,  which  is  not  located  in 
this  state.   Here  is  what  he  writes  : 


For  several  weeks  I  have  been  wanting  to  write  to  you  to 
pass  on  a  few  of  the  thoughts  which  have  come  to  my  mind 
since  graduation  last  June. 

Being  at  the  University  of   for  nearly  a  year  has  given 

me  a  different  viewpoint  from  which  to  look  back  on  Davidson 
College ;  one  which  makes  Davidson  rise  higher  and  higher 
each  time  I  look.  This  is  a  large  campus  where  one's  individ- 
uality is  lost  in  the  crowd,  where  one's  professors  treat  him 
more  or  less  as  occupant  of  seat  number  s'o  and  so,  where  one's 
leisure  and  peace  is  swallowed  up  on  every  hand  by  innumer- 
able demands  on  his  time.  Fortunately  my  four  years  at  David- 
son taught  me  the  value  of  individuality,  that  professors  can 
and  should  be  made  your  friends',  and  to  live  happily  one  must 
learn  to  live  with  himself.  If  only  we  could  have  known  when 
we  were  students  at  Davidson  that  the  so-called  college  life 
of  the  big  universities  loses  its  appeal  when  you  get  too  close 
to  it,  we  could  better  have  appreciated  Davidson. 

Most  of  all,  let  me  thank  you  for  instilling  into  my  life  a 
philosophy  which  was  not  based  upon  materialism.  During  the 
Christmas  season,  the  University  sent  out  a  statement  to  the 
students  setting  forth  the  aims  of  a  university  education  ;  they 
were  almost  all  materialistic  aims  and  advantages'.  The  con- 
trast between  all  materialistic  and  your  own  views  and  the  pre- 
vailing attitude  of  the  faculty  and  administration  of  Davidson 
is  striking. 

And  then  finally  comes  a  host  of  other  things  to  be  thankful 
for :  The  fellowship  of  Davidson  gentlemen  wherever  you  meet 
them  ;  the  prestige  of  having  spent  four  years  at  a  liberal  arts 
college  noted  for  the  character  and  gentlemanliness  of  its  stu- 
dents ;  and  the  thorough  educational  background  we  have  for 
our  later  work. 

If  I  had  time  I  could  pass  on  to  you  innumerable  compli- 
ments which  I  have  heard  on  Davidson  and  Davidson  gradu- 
ates, both  from  students  and  faculty  members.  All  go  to  show, 
however,  the  high  esteem  with  which  others  regard  Davidson. 

I  do  not  mean  to  leave  the  impression  that  I  am  unhappy 
here  ;  I  am  not.  I  am  intense  in  my  study  of  law.  The  novelty 
of  life  on  a  big  campus  fascinates  me  in  many  ways.  There  is 
a  great  deal  to  be  enjoyed  here  ;  but  I  believe  that  my  ability 
to  enjoy  and  get  the  most  out  of  my  years  here  is  to  be  at- 
tributed to  my  four  years  at  Davidson ;  those  years  anchored 
me  in  a  safe  harbor. 


down  to  the  root  of  things.  It  teaches  that  marriage  is 
holy  and  should  be  approached  with  all  reverence.  It 
glorifies  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  creative  life.  It  teaches 
that  through  the  door  of  marriage,  men  and  women  enter 
the  realm  of  their  immortality.  It  makes  marriage  holy 
and  beautiful.  It  teaches  that  it  is  not  an  arrangement 
of  convenience  to  be  entered  into  at  will  and  dissolved  be- 
cause of  a  whim.  It  defines  the  relation  of  father  and 
mother  in  the  home,  and  likewise  that  of  the  child.  "The 
father  is  the  priest  officiating  at  the  high  altar  of  God. 
He  is  teacher,  counsellor,  guide.  He  must  be  the  worthy 
object  of  youthful  admiration  and  emulation."  The  moth- 
er stands  likewise  as  a  priestess  to  give  spiritual  instruc- 
tion, to  counsel  with  the  profoundest  truths  of  life  and 
human  conduct.  The  child  in  the  home  is  not  one  to  be 
pampered,  but  to  be  trained  as  a  member  of  a  group, 
with  privileges  to  be  sure,  but  with  reciprocal  duties  and 
restraints.  The  home  is  built  upon  the  very  foundation 
of  things  that  are  spiritual. 

Thus  the  Christian  College  inculcates  ideals  that  are 
high  and  that  establish  the  home,  which  is  the  basic  unit 
of  society. 
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<yT  ^ear  of  2?rogress 


Great  progress  was  made  toward 
the  goal  of  $3,000,000  to  cover  in  part 
the  service  already  rendered  by  our 
ministers  and  missionaries  both  in 
the  homeland  and  on  the  foreign 
fields  in  the  period  from  April  1, 
1937,  to  date. 

This  has  been  another  year  of  fear 
and  anxiety  in  the  business  world, 
churches  have  sought  as  they  have 
never  sought  before  to  pay  debts, 
scores  of  financial  campaigns  have 
been  conducted  or  planned,  even 
Christians  have  become  anxious  and 
worried  about  the  future,  and  yet 
during  this  period  there  was  added 
to  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  the 
sum  of  $489,358.54  in  cash  and  $710,- 
171.26  in  pledges,  or  a  total  amount 
of  $1,199,529.80. 

There  is  now  in  hand  and  safely 
invested  of  the  $3,000,000  fund,  after 
all  expenses  from  1924  to  1938  have 
been  paid,  a  total  of  $1,097,120.39  in 
cash,  besides  $751,104.93  in  new  or 
renewed  pledges,  or  a  total  of  $1,- 
848,225.32. 

Many  churches  have  secured  cash 
and  pledges  which  have  not  been  for- 
warded to  the  Louisville  office. 
Nothing  is  being  held  back  in  these 
weekly  reports  as  is  often  done  in 


campaigns.  All  cash  and  pledges  are 
reported  as  they  are  received  at  410 
Urban  Building. 

The  Ad  Interim  Committee  on 
Changes  in  Pastorate  will  say  to  the 
General  Assembly:  "Your  Commit- 
tee would  urge  this  Assembly  to  in- 
struct its  Christian  Education  and 
Ministerial  Relief  Committee  to  con- 
tinue this  efEort  through  the  present 
church  year,  and  the  next  if  neces- 
sary, and  all  upon  all  members  who 
have  not  subscribed  to  do  so,  and 
invite  those  who  have  already  sub- 
scribed to  make  additional  pledges 
if  possible.  We  believe  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Fund  is  both  Christ-like 
and  necessary." 

The  Stewardship  and  Finance 
Committee  will  "urge  the  Assembly 
to  continue  the  campaign  for  the 
Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  with  all 
vigor,  making  this  unfinished  task 
our  major  emphasis  with  the  definite 
purpose  of  completing  the  raising  of 
the  accrued  liability  fund  as  soon  as 
possible."

GOLDEN  JUBILEE  HOME  MISSION 
CELEBRATION 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Ses- 
sion of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  convene 
in  the  Church  of  the  Covenant,  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
September  6,  1938,  at  7:30  p.m.  The  sermon  will  be 
delivered  by  the  retiring  Moderator,  Rev.  J.  R.  Mc- 
Gregor, Th.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Burlington. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  this  meeting  of  Synod 
will  be  the  GOLDEN  JUBILEE  CELEBRATION  of 
the  Synod's  Home  Mission  Work,  1888-1938.  Wednes- 
day evening  has  been  set  apart  by  order  of  Synod 
for  this  purpose  and  a  special  program  suitable  to 
the  occasion  will  be  rendered.  The  method  of  Home 
Mission  work  prior  to  1888  will  be  reviewed  by  Dr. 
C.  E.  Hodgin ;  the  achievements  of  FIFTY  years  of 
Home  Mission  work  will  be  presented  by  Dr.  R.  A. 
White;  and  the  Forward  Outlook  will  be  the  inspira- 
tional theme  of  Rev.  P.  D.  Miller,  D.D.  Special  music 
will  be  rendered  by  the  choir  of  the  Church  of  the 
Covenant  and  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D.,  has  been 
asked  by  the  Synod's  Home  Mission  committee  to 
preside.  Dr.  Wm.  E.  Mcllwaine,  who  had  an  active 
part  in  inaugurating  the  Synodical  Home  Mission 
movement  in  1888,  will  be  present  and  lead  in 
prayer.  So  far  as  we  know,  he  is  the  lone  survivor 
of  that  wise  and  far-seeing  group  of  men,  composed 
of  Hill,  Hoge,  Morton,  Sprunt,  Alexander,  Primrose, 
Wharey,  Rumple,  Johnston,  Smith,  Marable,  Hall, 
McNeill  and  Allen,  who  by  earnest  prayer  and  pro- 
longed thought  discovered  that  sound  principle  of 
home  mission  work  embodied  in  the  plan  adopted 
in  1888,  the  POLICY  of  keeping  the  financing  and 
control  of  the  work  as  near  the  base  of  operation 
as  possible.  Prior  to  this  period,  from  1866,  CEN- 
TRALIZATION had  been  the  controlling  principle. 
In  1866,  the  General  Assembly  adopted  this  plan 
which  required  "That  all  churches  shall  send  their 
contributions  for  all  five  causes  (including  Pres- 
byterial  and  Synodical  Home  Missions)  to  one  treas- 
ury, to  be  disbursed  there  by  the  Assembly's  Com- 


mittee to  the  Presbyteries,  upon  application  made  by 
them."  The  committee  did  all  in  its  power  to  make 
the  CENTRALIZATION  plan  work,  but  the  principle 
was  WRONG.  Synods  and  Presbyteries  withdrew  al- 
most from  its  inauguration.  Finally,  it  was  reported 
to  the  Assembly  that  NINE  Synods  had  inaugurated 
plans  for  conducting  their  own  home  mission  work. 
The  work  under  this  plan  was  suffering  financially. 
Homemission  workers  were  in  dire  need  of  the  ne- 
cessities of  life  and  it  was  feared  "some  would  be 
compelled  to  give  their  attention  to  secular  employ- 
ment, for  existence  sake."  It  was  a  "Red  Letter 
Day"  in  home  missions  when  the  Assembly  followed 
the  example  of  North  Carolina  and  abolished  the 
CENTRALIZATION  PLAN  and  adopted  the  LOCAL- 
IZATION principle  as  follows:  "The  Assembly 
urges  upon  all  its  Synods  and  Presbyteries  to  prose- 
cute the  work  of  Home  Missions  within  their  own 
bounds  to  the  extent  of  their  ability."  The  applica- 
tion of  the  North  Carolina  plan  to  the  Assembly 
the  veiy  first  year  resulted  in  making  the  contribu- 
tions for  Assembly's  Home  Missions  "over  45  per 
cent  GREATER  than  the  average  of  the  previous 
THREE  YEARS." 

The  work  of  our  Synod  and  Presbyteries  has 
gone  forward  with  wonderful  success  during  the 
last  FIFTY  YEARS.  During  this  period,  over  30,000 
souls  have  been  brought  to  Christ,  our  churches 
have  increased  from  262  to  534,  about  200  churches 
and  manses  have  been  erected,  our  church  member- 
ship has  grown  from  22,553  to  84,582,  and  our  ag- 
gregate contributions  have  increased  from  $141,150 
to  $2,009,294. 

The  success  of  the  past  does  not  mean  the  com- 
pletion of  the  task.  The  rapidly  growing  popula- 
tion of  North  Carolina,  increasing  100  per  cent  every 
FIFTY  years,  and  including  today  over  1,000,000 
souls  without  hope  in  Christ,  places  upon  our  gen- 
eration a  responsibility  greater  than  that  so  bravely 
assumed  by  our  forefathers  a  half  century  ago. 
Our  Golden  Jubilee  could  not  be  concluded  in  a 
better  way  than  forming  a  resolution  that  with 
God's  help  we  will  go  forth  during  the  coming  years 
as  winners  of  souls  by  personal  effort  and  by  send- 
ing others  to  places  we  cannot  go.

Thirty-three 
by  confession  and  six  by  letter  were  received  at  the  close 
of  the  services.  The  people  and  pastor  were  delighted 
with  the  faithful  ministry  of  our  Evangelist  and  showed 
their  appreciation  by  their  attendance  and  generous  offer- 
ings for  his  work.

PIEDMONT,  Rev.  J.  Earl  Adkins,  pastor.— Piedmont 
reported  81  members  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1937. 
Of  this  number  the  Session  found  only  44  whom  they 
could  call  active.  To  this  number  during  the  past  eleven 
months  have  been  added  71,  including  three  children.  The 
spirit  of  Piedmont  has  changed.  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie  held 
a  revival  for  us  and  the  results  were  most  gratifying. 
Thirty  souls  were  added  to  the  church  on  confession  of 
their  faith  and  by  letter.  On  June  12-19,  Rev.  J.  F.  Brown 
of  the  Second  and  Stoney  Creek  Presbyterian  Churches 
held  a  revival  for  Piedmont.  There  were  18  additions, 
including  the  children,  as  a  result  of  this  revival  and  per- 
sonal work.  The  Sunday  school  at  Piedmont  has  had  a 
revival.  Along  with  the  church  it  has  doubled  its  at- 
tendance. In  September,  the  membership  totaled  be- 
tween 60  and  70;  now  we  have  from  120  to  130.  Many 
young  people  come  into  the  church  through  the  Sunday 
school.  The  pressing  need  is  Sunday  school  room.  The 
church  has  had  a  new  coat  of  paint,  which  has  greatly 
improved  its  looks.  One  more  thing  Piedmont  wants  to 
do  is  to  get  a  12-year-old  manse  debt  off,  nearly  $900, 
by  April  1.

SHILOH — The  enthusiasm  of  the  Shiloh  people  is 
great.  They  have  a  wonderful  spirit  and  will  tackle  any 
job  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  In  the  hearts  of  the  Shiloh 
people  was  a  great  desire  to  build  a  manse  for  their  pas- 
tor. A  fine  committee  was  appointed  which  went  to 
work  with  plans  for  raising  the  money,  and  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  build  the  manse  and  award  the  con- 
tract. This  took  many  weeks  of  work  and  careful  pre- 
paration. The  manse  actually  cost  $3,115.00.  Of  this 
amount  the  people  of  Shiloh  raised  $2,115.00  with  the 
help  of  their  friends  and  Dr.  Gillespie.  They  borrowed 
$1,000.00  from  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  to  be  paid 
back  monthly  with  interest.  Eighty-seven  members  have 
done  a  big  job.  On  July  8,  the  pastor  and  his  wife  and 
year-old-baby,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  Earl  Adkins  and  John 
Earl,  Jr.,  moved  into  their  new  manse.  This  was  a  glo- 
rious day,  not  only  for  the  pastor  and  his  wife,  but  for 
the  people  of  Shiloh.  The  spirit  of  the  church  continues 
to  grow.  There  is  a  rich  future  for  Shiloh. 


POPLAR  TENT,  Rev.  M.  G.  Lyerly,  pastor.— A  most 
successful  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  in  this 
church,  closing  July  22.  The  enrollment  was  116  with  an 
average  attendance  of  94.  Children  ranging  from  the 
Beginners  to  the  Intermediate  departments  were  enrolled. 


A  splendid  course  in  the  Old  Testament  was  offered  to  the 
Juniors  and  Intermediates,  and  the  life  of  Christ  was 
presented  to  the  Primaries  and  Beginners.  Mrs.  M.  G. 
Lyerly,  wife  of  the  pastor,  was  principal  of  the  school 
and  the  curriculum  was  composed  by  her.  The  commence- 
ment exercises  were  held  Sunday  evening,  July  24.  It 
consisted  of  Bible  stories,  memory  work  and  two  story 
dramatizations.  Assisting  Mrs.  Lyerly  as  teachers  and 
helpers  were  the  following:  Mrs.  L.  L.  Caldwell,  Miss 
Mildred  Cline,  Miss  Cora  Johnston,  Miss  Ernestine  Untz, 
Mrs.  Walter  Oehler  and  Miss  Louise  Casper.  Rev.  Lyerly 
with  his  transportation  committee  was  the  first  step  in 
making  the  school  a  success.

RIVERVIEW— The  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  held 
in  this  church,  had  an  average  attendance  of  75  in  spite 
of  continuous  rainy  weather.

Attendance 
was  much  on  the  increase  and  results  are  now  coming  to 
light  from  our  studies.  The  young  people's  organizations 
were  represented  at  the  conference  held  at  Peace  Col- 
lege in  June.  Much  gain  has  come  to  us  from  this  con- 
ference.

GLENDALE  SPRINGS,  Rev.  J.  W.  Luke,  pastor.— 
A  petition  has  been  presented  to  Winston-Salem  Presby- 
tery with  40  names  of  those  who  will  become  chai-ter 
members  of  a  Presbyterian  Church  if  it  is  organized  at 
Glendale  Springs.  Presbytery  has  put  the  petition  in  the 
hands  of  a  committee  to  investigate  the  situation.  Eight 
Christian  Chautauquas  have  been  held  in  this  field.  In 
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all  there  have  been  about  100  professions,  counting  chil- 
dren. About  40  people  have  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  this  part  of  the  Ashe  County  Field.  We  ara 
now  facing  the  ninth  Christian  Chautauqua.  About  600 
children  have  been  enrolled  in  the  Bible  School,  and  much 
splendid  work  has  been  done  this  year.  .  .  .  Millers  School 
Church,  where  meetings  and  Sunday  school  are  held  in 
a  school  building,  wants  to  start  a  church.  They  would 
like  to  start  building  this  fall  if  help  can  be  obtained. 
Rev.  John  W.  Luke  is  our  Home  Mission  worker  in  this 
field. 


FOREST  CITY  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH— Rev. 
0.  G.  Jones  arrived  in  Forest  City,  March  17,  1938,  and 
served  the  churches  of  Forest  City  and  Ellenboro  until 
July  1,  at  which  time  he  was  called  to  these  churches  as 
regular  pastor.  In  all  departments  of  the  church  great 
improvement  has  been  noted.  The  Sunday  school  was 
organized  April  10,  with  17  present.  The  enrollment  on 
July  31  was  48,  14  in  the  Primary  department.  The 
Sunday  school  rooms  have  been  painted  and  fitted  up  at- 
tractively. The  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  re-organized  on 
April  18  with  twenty  members.  The  church  itself  has 
grown.  In  March,  the  membership  was  only  19.  By  July, 
fifteen  members  had  been  added,  two  new  elders,  W.  H.

McDiarmid  preached  and  propounded  questions.  Rev. 
R.  T.  Baker,  pastor  of  Duncan's  Creek  church,  preached 
the  sermon.  Rev.  O.  V.  Armstrong,  of  Brittain  Church 
harged  the  pastor,  and  Mr.  M.  B.  Haney,  elder  of  Spin- 
dale  church,  charged  the  people.

CHERRYVILLE,  Rev.  G.  L.  Riddle,  pastor.— August 
7  was  the  first  anniversary  of  the  present  pastorate.  We 
feel  that  a  great  many  things  have  been  accomplished 
during  this  year,  but  there  is  much  to  be  done  yet.  The 
interest  in  all  phases  of  the  church  work  is  very  en- 
couraging. The  young  people's  organization  is  moving 
along  fine.  The  best  interest  on  the  part  of  the  women 
in  the  Auxiliary  is  being  shown  in  the  history  of  that 
organization.  The  Sunday  school  has  grown  considerably 
and  the  average  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  140 
per  Sunday.

McDowell— Rev.  C.  L.  Rogers,  pastor  of  this  field, 
writes:  The  church  and  Sunday  school  are  both  doing 
tine.  We  have  had  larger  congregations  this  year  than 
8ver  before,  and  the  Sunday  school  attendance  has  been 
larger  also.  The  Industrial  class  of  girls  is  doing  good 
work.  We  have  a  splendid  lot  of  young  people  and  more 
coming  in.

TRYON  and  COLUMBUS  Group,  Rev.  D.  M.  Mc- 
Geachy,  pastor. — The  church  in  Tryon  has  been  refreshed 
and  revived  by  a  meeting  held  early  in  June  by  Dr.  D.  P.

L.  Forbis,  pas- 
tor.— We  are  indeed  thankful  for  the  Lord's  rich  blessings 
upon  us,  both  in  a  material  and  a  spiritual  way  here  in 
our  Home  Mission  work.  Our  church  has  experienced  a 
steady  advancement  in  numbers  and  there  is  evidence  of 
the  quickening  of  the  Spirit  in  the  lives  of  members  of 
the  church  as  a  whole.

The  Easter  service  was  particularly  impressive  be- 
cause on  the  anniversary  of  the  Resurrection  of  our  Lord 
there  were  14  children  and  young  people  baptized  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  Seven  infants  were  baptized  and  seven 
young  people,  by  confession  of  their  faith  in  Christ,  start- 
ed their  young  lives  on  the  upward  way,  and  were  re- 
ceived into  the  church. 

One  of  the  high  spots  of  the  summer  was  our  Vacation 
Church  School,  under  the  able  direction  of  Miss  Mary 
Edna  Rouzer,  a  student  at  the  General  Assembly's  Train- 
ing School  in  Richmond.  With  this  consecrated  leader- 
ship, and  with  a  fine  group  of  teachers,  103  children  and 
young  people  received  directed  Christian  instruction  dur- 
ing the  two  weeks  of  the  school.  The  enrollment  was  not 
only  greater  than  the  school  of  previous  years,  but  there 
was  a  decided  advance  in  the  spirit,  the  cooperation,  and 
the  reverence  on  the  part  of  the  students.  Something  of 
lasting  benefit  to  future  schools  and  to  regular  Sunday 
school  study  was  the  "Relief  Map"  of  Palestine,  showing 
to  scale  the  height  of  the  mountains  and  the  general 
geography  of  the  Holy  Land.  This  map,  a  three-feet- 
square  structure,  mounted  on  a  table,  was  made  by  the 
young  people,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Forbis,  who 
taught  the  course,  "The  Geography  of  Palestine." 

In  this  field  we  are  in  the  beginning  of  a  building 
program,  to  erect  an  educational  building.  An  increase 
of  65  per  cent  in  our  church  school  during  the  past  year 
has  necessitated  such  a  step.  A  large  wooden  building 
some  distance  away  was  given  to  the  church.  It  has  been 
torn  down  and  transported.  So,  much  lumber  is  on  the 
ground,  and  we  hope  to  get  the  building  under  way  as 
soon  as  possible.

JEFFERSON  GROUP,  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  minister.— 
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The  Obids  Church  has  been  dedicated.  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie 
preached  the  dedicatory  sermon.  Six  Christian  Chautau- 
quas  have  been  held — 620  have  been  enrolled  in  the  Bible 
schools;  5,478  chapters  of  the  Scriptures  were  reported 
read  in  five  Chautauquas.  There  have  been  27  additions 
to  our  churches  by  profession  of  faith  and  three  by  cer- 
tificate and  the  results  from  one  meeting  are  not  re- 
ported. Bible  schools  were  held  in  the  two  outpost  Sun- 
day schools  and  there  was  an  enrollment  of  69.  All  of 
the  Chautauquas  have  been  well  attended  and  God  has 
richly  blessed  the  efforts.

GULF  FIELD  -  Gulf,  Cumnock,  Farmville,  and  Horse- 
shoe Churches,  Rev.  C.  L.  Wickes,  pastor. — A  series  of 
evangelistic  services  was  held,  July  31  -  August  5.  This 
was  a  union  meeting  in  which  all  the  denomination  of 
the  community  joined.  The  large  attendance  and  interest 
manifested  encourages  us  to  believe  that  many  experi- 
enced a  deeper  consecration,  and  that  the  results  of  the 
meeting  will  be  shown  in  the  spiritual  life  of  the  com- 
munity. Six  members  of  the  Sunday  school  professed 
faith  in  Christ,  and  each  united  with  the  church  of  their 
choice. 

We  are  planning  to  hold  evangelistic  services  in  each 
of  the  other  churches  of  the  field. 

The  Farmville  congregation  has  made  the  final  pay- 
ment on  its  church  building.  It  is  a  substantial  brick 
building,  and  is  so  constructed  that  Sunday  school  rooms 
and  other  improvements  can  be  added  as  conditions  may 
require.

Hill's  Chapel. — The  young  people  of  Hill's  Chapel  met, 
May  27,  and  organized  on  the  Kingdom  Highway  plan. 
Thus  far  they  have  been  carrying  on  very  faithfully 
with  their  programs.  Two  delegates  were  sent  to  the 
Glade  Valley  Conference — Claudie  Jessup  and  Eugene 
Young.

Pins  were  rewai'ded  to  15  who  had  not  been  absent 
from  Sunday  school  during  the  past  six  months. 

A  ten-day  Bible  school  was  conducted  by  Miss  Wilson 
and  local  help. 

Dan  River. — Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport,  our  Synod's  Evan- 
gelist, held  a  revival  from  May  8-15.  As  a  result  of  this, 
four  new  members  were  received  into  the  church  on  pro- 
fession of  faith.  Bible  school  was  conducted  by  Miss 
Wilson. 

We  were  pleasantly  surprised  by  the  gift  of  a  bell 
from  one  of  our  members,  Mr.  George  Stevens;  a  large 
piece  of  tapestry  from  Mrs.  Fred  Christian;  and  a  church 
sign  from  Mrs.  Budd  Smith.  It  was  necessary  to  build 
a  tower  for  the  bell  on  top  of  the  church.  This  along  with 
the  other  gifts  have  helped  the  appearance  of  our  church 
very  much. 

As  we  do  not  have  an  organized  Sunday  school,  we 
have  been  studying  a  chapter  in  the  Gospel  of  Mark  be- 
fore each  regular  church  service.

Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  E.  Gillespie  visited  us,  June  19,  and 
we  enjoyed  having  him  preach  for  us. 

Danbury. — Rev.  W.  C.  Cooper  of  Mockesville,  N.  C, 
held  a  very  successful  revival  for  us,  June  13-22.  We 
had  ten  professions  and  out  of  this  number  five  united 
with  our  church. 


The  young  people's  work  is  going  on  well.  They  have 
been  exchanging  programs  with  the  Lee  Memorial 
Church  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  Two  of  the  members, 
Lois  Wall  and  Marjorie  Pepper,  attended  the  Conference 
at  Glade  Valley.  During  this  time  Marjorie  Pepper  was 
elected  as  vice  president  of  the  Y.  P.  of  the  Winston- 
Salem  Presbytery. 

We  held  a  Bible  school  this  year  for  the  first  time  in 
about  ten  years.

GLADE  VALLEY,  ROCKY  RIDGE,  SPARTA  GROUP, 
Rev.  R.  L.  Berry,  Pastor. 

Glade  Valley  Church. — Glade  Valley  had  a  fine  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  school  in  June  with  Miss  Nova  Beane,  a 
young  lady  from  the  Assembly's  Training  School,  as  di- 
rector, assisted  by  Miss  Clarice  Thompson  and  Miss  Evon 
Eldridge,  two  of  our  local  girls.  We  have  planned  a  pro- 
tracted meeting  for  this  fall.  During  the  summer  we  have 
had  a  Sunday  school  contest;  this  has  kept  our  attend- 
ance at  both  Sunday  school  and  church  as  high  as  it 
was  during  the  winter  months  when  we  had  the  student 
body  of  the  Glade  Valley  school  present.  Our  contest 
closed  last  Sunday  with  over  90  present. 

Rocky  Ridge  Church. — This  little  church  of  about 
eight  members  put  on  a  Sunday  school  contest  during  the 
summer.  The  attendance  on  some  Sundays  reached  75.

Sparta  Presbyterian  Church. — -Work  has  been  progres- 
sing on  the  new  Sparta  church,  the  church  lawn  has  been 
graded  and  a  sidewalk  into  the  church  and  in  front  of 
the  church  and  manse  property  has  been  started  and  is 
to  be  completed  about  the  first  of  September.

DALLAS  GROUP,  Rev.  J.  W.  Walkup,  pastor. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Dallas,  Hephzibah, 
and  Stanley  group  of  churches  have  each  had  a  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  School  of  one  week's  duration.  The  total 
enrollment  for  these  schools  was  180.  Much  interest  was 
shown  and  certificates  were  awarded  for  doing  required 
work  and  perfect  attendance.  Due  to  the  interest,  local 
teachers  from  each  church  were  secured  to  carry  on  the 
work  in  each  department.  At  Hephzibah  Church  about 
one-third  of  the  school  was  made  up  of  young  people. 
This  group  was  taught  by  the  pastor.  The  enrollment  at 
Dallas  was  much  larger  than  last  year,  the  Junior  de- 
partment being  the  largest  group.  The  first  Bible  school 
ever  to  be  held  in  Stanley  Presbyterian  Church  proved 
such  a  success  that  the  teachers  there  hope  to  have  a 
two  weeks  school  next  year.  The  Junior  department  was 
the  largest  in  this  school.  At  the  close  of  this  Bible 
school  when  the  invitation  was  given,  six  Intermediate 
girls  expressed  their  desire  to  be  Christians  and  unite 
with  the  church.  In  these  schools  the  Daily  Vacation 
Church  School  buttons  with  Scripture  references  printed 
on  them  were  used  to  advantage. 

From  June  26  -  July  3,  the  Stanley  congregation  had 
the  privilege  of  hearing  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport,  evangelist

of  the  Synod.  His  deep  spiritual  messages  were  heard  by 
an  increasing  number  of  people  each  evening.  His  coming 
was  a  blessing  both  to  the  church  and  the  community. 
At  the  close  of  this  series  of  services,  12  young  people 
united  with  the  church. 

Beginning  July  11  through  17,  Dr.  J.  T.  Dendy  of 
Eock  Hill,  S.  C,  preached  each  evening  at  the  Dallas 
church.  His  messages  were  timely  and  helpful  to  all 
who  heard  them.  The  people  felt  his  spirituality  and  were 
drawn  nearer  to  God.  The  people  of  the  community 
showed  an  unusual  interest  in  this  series  of  services. 
Six  young  people  were  united  with  the  church  at  the  close 
of  the  meeting. 


LEAKSVILLE,  Rev.  J.  D.  Blackwell,  Pastor. 
The  present  Leaksville  church  is  one  of  five  organ- 
izations that  sprung  from  a  church  organized  in  1832  by 
the  name  of  Leaksville,  and  which  was  located  six  miles 
west  of  the  present  town  of  Leaksville.  In  1837,  the 
name  of  the  old  mother  church,  called  Leaksville,  was 
changed  by  Orange  Presbytery,  to  Spring  Garden. 

Colonization,  civil  war,  shifting  population  caused  the 
parent  church  to  become  just  a  precious  memory. 

The  present  Leaksville  church,  organized  in  1860,  has 
perpetuated  the  tradition  of  the  ancient  mother  by  send- 
ing out  three  colonies. 

Wise  Home  Mission  leaders  have  kept  the  present 
Leaksville  church,  which  has  given  the  state  a  Governor 
and  two  outstanding  college  professors,  from  also  be- 
coming just  a  "precious  memory." 


EL  BETHEL— A  27-year-old  child  of  the  present 
Leaksville  church  has  a  live  and  growing  Sunday  school; 
new  people  are  moving  into  the  community,  and  babies 
are  more  and  more  noticeable.  The  church  had  a  D.  V. 
Bible  School  in  June.  Total  enrollment,  118.  Some  neces- 
sary improvements  are  being  done  on  the  roof.  A  special 
evangelistic  service  is  planned  for  September. 


KENLY  GROUP,  Granville  Presbytery,  Rev.  C.  F. 
Allen,  pastor. 

Kenly — The  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  at  the  Kenly 
church  this  year  was  the  largest  ever  held  here,  with  a 
registration  of  99.  Miss  Eleanor  Herring  of  Mt.  Olive 
had  charge  and  was  assisted  by  a  faculty  of  eight  under 
direction  of  the  pastor,  C.  F.  Allen.  Two  new  officers 
were  elected  lately  in  this  church,  one  elder  and  one 
deacon;  and  plans  for  an  aggressive  fall's  work  were 
made. 

White  Oak- — The  Larger  Parish  Meeting  of  the  Ken- 
ly Group  was  held  at  this  church  on  May  29  vnth  over 
200  present.  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann,  Synodical  Director  of  Re- 
ligious Education,  was  the  principal  speaker,  talking  on 
the  subject  of  "Religious  Education  in  the  Small  Church." 
The  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  of  this  church  was  a 
success  with  35  enrolled. 

Center  Ridge — A  new  elder  was  recently  elected  for 
this  church.  Plans  are  being  made  for  the  fall  meeting 
of  Granville  Presbytery  which  will  be  held  here  in  Oc- 
tober.  Revival  services  will  be  conducted  in  September. 

Spring  Hill — Plans  for  revival  services  to  be  held  in 
Spring  Hill  church  are  being  made,  and  a  religious  cen- 
sus of  the  community  will  be  taken.  This  church,  to- 
gether with  the  others  in  the  Kenly  Group  met  all  their 
financial  obligations  for  the  past  year,  and  raised  the 
pastor's  salary,  by  use  of  the  Lord's  Acre,  and  Pay-in- 
Kind  Plan. 


MACCLESFIELD,  Rev.  J.  Ray  Dickens,  Pastor. 

Since  the  last  report  from  this  field,  four  new  mem- 
•bers  have  been  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church. 
They  brought  new  life  and  enthusiasm  into  the  church. 


The  church  and  Sunday  school  attendance  has  held  up 
well. 

The  auxiliary  is  continuing  to  do  its  fine  and  con- 
structive work,  thus  stimulating  the  activity  of  the  church 
in  all  its  phases. 

We  have  under  consideration  at  present,  plans  for  re- 
modeling our  church,  and  preparing  better  Sunday  school 
equipment.  We  are  hoping  the  way  will  soon  open  so  this 
can  be  done,  which  will  add  much  to  the  beauty  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  present  plant. 

There  has  also  been  organized  a  new  mission  Sunday 
school  in  connection  with  the  Macclesfield  Church.  It  is 
located  about  six  miles  from  the  church  in  a  very  needy 
section  of  the  country,  where  there  is  neither  church  nor 
Sunday  school.  The  average  attendance  has  been  twenty- 
eight.  We  are  meeting  at  present  in  a  home,  as  there  is 
no  other  place.  The  community  is  thickly  settled  and  has 
no  opportunity  for  religious  instruction.  It  is  a  very 
rich  field  for  the  sowing  of  the  seed  of  the  Gospel.  The 
pastor  is  also  preaching  for  these  people  each  first  and 
third  Friday  nights.  We  are  hoping  and  praying  for  the 
growth  of  this  mission  and  the  opportunity  of  opening 
others  in  these  many  needy  sections  surrounding  the  vil- 
lage. 


Proposed  Flow-Harris  Church 

Rev.  J.  E.  Flow  saw  a  great  opportunity  for  religious 
work  in  a  rapidly  developing  community  between  Con- 
cord and  Kannapolis.  Starting  with  a  Sunday  school,  a 
church  of  42  charter  members  was  organized  about  two 
years  ago — it  now  has  107  members.  This  young  congre- 
gation owns  a  beautiful  lot  just  across  the  highway  in 
front  of  the  Winecoff  High  School  with  850  pupils.  Bro. 
Flow  has  been  using  a  "Log  Hut"  built  as  a  community 
house  or  social  building  for  his  preaching  and  Sunday 
school  services  but  the  attendance  has  outgrown  these 
accommodations  and  a  church  building  has  become  a 
NECESSITY.  A  generous  friend  has  promised  the  brick 
and  the  little  congregation  has  gone  the  limit  in  doing 
all  within  their  power  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  this 
house  of  worship.  Brother  Flow  writes  of  their  activity 
in  this  matter  as  follows: 

"We  distributed  cards  last  Sunday,  a  week  ago,  and 
took  them  up  last  Sunday  and  had  a  meeting  of  our 
finance  committee.  All  our  people  have  not  subscribed 
yet,  but  we  had  $555.56  in  cash  or  subscriptions  to  be 
paid  on  or  before  November  10.  We  have  $149.01  of  that 
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in  cash.  From  a  few  friends  we  have  received  $168.95, 
making  $724.51  in  cash  or  in  subscriptions.  So  you  see 
we  have  more  than  one-third  of  the  amount  ($2,000)  we 
expect  to  raise  and  our  committee  will  canvass  the  com- 
munity and  some  of  our  members  who  have  not  sub- 
scribed. We  have  18  on  the  finance  committee  and  they 
seem  to  be  very  enthusiastic  and  I  believe  we  are  going 
to  raise  some  money  among  our  friends  in  the  community 
and  in  Concord  and  Kannapolis. 

"We  have  107  members  and  there  are  three  that  I  ex- 
pect to  come  in  next  Sunday  and  perhaps  six.  We  have 
173  on  the  Sunday  school  roll.  We  are  having  our  Bible 
school  this  week  and  Miss  Claudia  Fraser  is  helping 
with  it.  We  are  emphasizing  the  Catechisms  and  are 
getting  good  results. 

"We  have  averaged  more  than  100  in  Sunday  school 
since  the  first  of  January,  and  more  than  that  at 
preaching. 

"If  we  can  see  our  way  clear  we  want  to  start  our 
building  about  September  1,  and  finish  it  or  get  it  under 
cover  in  November  before  cold  weather  comes,"

VARINA,  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence,  pastor.  The  sum- 
mer season  is  about  to  close  and  we  are  happy  to  say 
that  we  have  had  daily  vacation  church  schools  in  all 
four  of  our  churches  in  this  field.  The  Willow  Springs 
School  was  conducted  by  Miss  Glenn  Willard,  a  junior  at 
the  Assembly's  Training  School.  With  the  capable  as- 
sistance of  Miss  Mila  Mae  Johnson,  Miss  Mozelle  Ada- 
cock  and  Miss  Leonie  Blalock,  this  school  proved  to  be 
most  successful.  The  school  ran  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks  with  an  average  attendance  of  thirty,  which  is 
very  good  for  this  particular  church.  The  Fellowship 
School  was  under  the  capable  direction  of  Miss  Eleanor 
Herring,  also  a  member  of  the  Assembly  Training  School 
family.  Miss  Herring  has  had  much  experience  in  church 
school  work  and  the  children  responded  readily  to  her 
suggestions.  The  amount  of  Bible  study  that  they  were 
able  to  do  in  the  short  two  weeks  period  was  amazing. 
The  school  closed  with  a  church  picnic  on  the  lawn.  The 
Mount  Pleasant  School  was  held  for  a  period  of  one  week 
due  to  the  pressure  of  outdoor  work  at  this  time  of  year. 
This  school  was  conducted  by  Miss  Amelia  Hough,  a 
graduate  of  the  Training  School,  who  has  accepted  full- 
time  work  in  this  field.  On  Sunday  afternoon  following 
the  school,  the  final  exercises  were  held  and  in  spite  of 
the  rain,  all  turned  out  to  show  what  they  had  done. 
Certificates  were  awarded  and  the  children  left  the 
church  looking  forward  to  the  school  to  be  held  next  year 
and  lamenting  the  fact  that  it  could  not  be  continued 
a  week  longer.  For  the  first  time  we  tried  an  inter- 
denominational school  in  Varina.  The  school  was  held 
in  the  Methodist  Church  with  teachers  from  the  Method- 
ist, Baptist,  Christian  and  Presbyterian  churches.  The 
school  was  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Hough.  This 
school  was  held  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  with  an  en- 
rollment of  150.  All  four  departments  were  well  at- 
tended and  excellent  notebook  and  creative  work  was 
done.  Each  morning  the  ladies  of  the  different  churches 
served  cold  drinks  and  cookies.  On  Sunday  evening,  fol- 
lowing the  two  weeks  work,  we  had  our  final  program 
in  the  Baptist  church.  The  church  was  crowded  and  the 
children  presented  briefly  the  work  that  had  been  done. 
At  the  close  of  the  program,  certificates  were  presented. 
We  feel  that  the  Vacation  Church  Schools  have  done 
much  in  furthering  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  this  field.

IS  IT  WORTHWHILE? 

Is  it  worth-while — all  these  years  of  building,  teach- 
ing, preaching,  struggling,  spending  money,  getting  work- 
ers, praying,  study,  loving — ?  Is  it?  Let  us  see.  How 
are  the  people  growing  spiritually?  Are  we  learning 
to  live — "for  His  glory"? 

I  think  we  are.  I  can  see  it  in  the  lives  of  my  little 
children.  I  am  thinking  of  a  home  in  which  a  tiny  tot 
of  four  years  is  leading  her  grandfather  and  her  four 
tall,  husky  uncles  to  seek  first  the  things  of  the  Kingdom. 
She  looks  forward  to  Sunday  and  Sunday  school  as  most 
children  do  to  Christmas.  Her  grandfather  pets  her  and 
always  takes  her  to  Sunday  school.  Last  winter  for  sev- 
eral Sundays  he  was  sick  and  unable  to  take  her.  It 
nearly  broke  her  little  heart  to  miss  Sunday  school.  She 
wandered  around  like  something  lost,  and  finally  decided 
to  have  a  Sunday  school  of  her  own.  So,  those  watching, 
saw  her  have  prayers,  sing  songs,  imitate  her  teacher, 
and  conduct  her  own  little  Sunday  school  until  someone 
could  take  her  again  to  the  church.  This  past  summer, 
her  grandfather  joined  this  church. 

This  same  little  girl  insists  on  these  four  uncles  and 
her  grandfather  bowing  their  heads  for  grace  at  meals 
before  any  food  is  touched.  This  dear  little  tot  returns 
thanks  with  a  prayer  learned  at  Sunday  school. 

I  notice  it  in  the  lives  of  my  boys  and  girls  of  school 
age.  In  this  community  the  baby  Presbyterian  Church 
is  being  built.  Day  by  day  these  children  are  watching 
their  fathers  build  carefully  and  proudly  "their  church." 
It  is  so  magnificent  and  lasting  compared  to  their  homes 
that  I  am  convinced  that  they  are  growing  up  with  the 
impression  of  the  supreme  importance  of  religion  which 
requires  so  eternal  a  dwelling  place. 

The  church  is  in  sight  of  the  school  and  at  recess  it 
is  a  joy  to  see  them  dash  out  to  help  those  who  are 
working  on  the  church  by  bringing  water  and  carrying 
the  smaller  rocks.  Some  of  the  larger  boys  helped  a 
great  deal  in  the  storm-sheeting  job  and  one  lovely  Sat- 
urday, the  whole  Young  People's  League  had  a  hand 
in  nailing  up  storm-sheeting  (girls  and  all).  The  next 
day,  there  were  aching  muscles  and  bruised  fingers,  but 
happy  hearts,  too,  and  a  great  pride  in  "our  church". 

Most  of  the  material  is  being  donated,  so  we  have 
time  to  admire  and  rejoice  over  each  new  piece  as  it 
comes.  When  the  new  windows  came,  they  were  wild 
with  joy.  They  are  lovely  Florentine  glass  and  the  chil- 
dren had  never  seen  anything  like  them.  I  watched  them 
caress  them  tenderly  with  their  dear  little  hands  and 
rub  their  little  cheeks  against  them  to  "feel"  the  beau- 
tiful new  glass. 

Then  one  day,  one  got  broken  in  a  game  with  a  ball, 
and  there  was  universal  mourning.  Bits  of  broken  glass 
were  cherished  and  carried  home  to  convince  the  home 
folks  of  the  awful  tragedy. 

There  is  an  axe  which  belongs  to  the  church,  used  to 
get  wood  for  the  Sunday  school.  It  delights  my  heart  to 
hear  them  speak  proudly  of  the  "Presbyterian  axe," 
"Presbyterian  wood,"  "Presbyterian  rock,"  "Presbyterian 
sand,"  etc.  It  means  to  me  that  in  their  minds  and  hearts 
there  is  a  place  for  the  things  of  the  Kingdom. 

I  see  it  in  the  lives  of  my  young  people.  The  great 
doctrines  of  the  Presbyterian  faith  are  taking  hold  on 
our  young  people.  I  overheard  this  not  long  ago:  "Mr. 
Stone  said  he  was  going  to  preach  on  Predestination; 
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we  know  about  that,  don't  we  ?  We  studied  that  in  our 
Bible  class."  My  heart  bounded  for  joy.  The  Tuesday 
night  Bible  class  has  become  an  institution  at  Big  Ridge 
and  is  a  part  of  the  Week-day  Religious  Education  sys- 
tem. Since  the  class  began  four  years  ago,  we  have 
studied  "Church  History,"  "the  Prophets,"  "Genesis," 
"Exodus,"  and  "Hebrews,"  and  "James."  "Study  to  show 
thyself  approved — "  that  we  might  live  "to  His  glory." 

One  night  in  the  winter,  before  the  church  was 
built,  the  boy  who  had  the  key  to  the  school  house  did 
not  come.  We  were  locked  out  on  a  cold  rainy  night. 
This  is  what  I  heard:  "Let's  have  class  anyway."  A 
window  was  hoisted  and  in  they  scrambled,  big  and 
little,  like  little  wet  rats,  carrying  armfuls  of  wood  for 
a  fire.  One  Sunday  the  same  thing  happened,  and  in  they 
piled,  superintendent,  dignity,  and  all. 

One  winter,  several  years  ago,  we  had  our  first  school 
of  missions.  It  was  a  great  week  of  prayer  and  study, 
but  the  rainiest  week  in  the  calendar.  One  especially 
bad  night,  the  "Princess,"  my  car,  slipped  off  the  road 
on  a  slick  hill.  At  the  top  of  the  hill  was  the  school,  a 
warm  fire,  a  light,  and  three  boys  waiting  for  the  serv- 
ice. They  heard  the  struggling  "Princess"  and  came  to 
help.  They  worked  for  two  hours  in  the  drenching  rain 
before  we  got  out.  One  boy  said,  "What  would  you  do 
without  us?"  Of  course,  I  said:  "I  just  couldn't  get  along 
without  you."  But  a  girl  said:  "You  didn't  pull  us  out. 
I  prayed.   That  got  us  out." 

It  is  thrilling  to  see  their  pride  in  their  church.  You 
hear  them  say,  "It  is  the  prettiest  church  in  Ashe  county." 
When  we  went  to  Reynolda  to  a  young  people's  rally, 
they  said,  "Yes,  it's  almost  as  pretty  as  Big  Ridge." 

One  of  the  fine  young  people  from  this  church,  a  17- 
year-old  boy,  wrote  back  from  the  Davidson  Conference, 
"I've  never  felt  the  presence  of  God  so  real  and  near  as 
at  the  Candlelight  service.  It  was  the  loveliest  thing 
I've  ever  known,  and  all  the  rest  of  my  life  will  be 
different  because  of  that  night."  Is  it  worthwhile?  "For 
His  glory?" 

One  16-year-old  boy  who  joined  the  church  at  Chau- 
tauqua, is  reading  the  New  Testament  through  each 
month.  No  one  asked  him  to  do  it.  He  suggested  it  him- 
self. Others  in  every  church  are  reading  the  old,  old 
story  as  they  never  have  before.  Here  and  there,  as  you 
go  from  place  to  place,  you  hear  the  question,  "How  far 
are  you  in  the  Bible?  I've  gotten  to  Kings."  And  the 
answer:  "You  beat  me;  I  had  to  hoe  com." 

A  young  high  school  girl  was  leading  a  vesper  serv- 
ice for  the  first  time.  After  she  started,  she  got  stage- 
fright.  She  was  so  scared,  she  trembled.  She  stopped 
and  begged  me  to  lead.  "I  can't,"  she  said  again  and 
again.  With  everyone  encouraging,  she  finally  took  cour- 
age and  made  the  best  talk  on  "Growing  Into  Our  Best 
Selves."  She  was  really  growing.  "For  His  glory." 

From  this  same  community,  two  of  the  boys  have 
recently  accepted  Christ  as  their  Saviour  and  surrendered 
their  lives  to  Him.  You  can  tell  the  difference  in  their 
faces.  I  heard  Mr.  Stone  say  to  one  of  them,  "Jesse, 
you  are  not  sorry?"  The  answer  came  strong  and  sure, 
"No,  indeed."  I  wish  you  could  have  seen  the  light  on 
his  face. 

Drinking  is  the  worst  sin  our  boys  have  to  fight. 
When  I  see  how  sorely  they  are  tempted,  I  feel  sorry 
for  them.  It  is  offered  to  them  on  every  hand;  it  is 
plentiful  in  every  group.  One  boy  told  me  he  was  urged 
take  a  drink  twenty  times  at  church  one  night.  But  in 
spite  of  this,  some  of  them  are  conquering.  Not  long 
ago,  a  boy  said  to  me,  "I  want  to  tell  you  about  my 
drinking.  I'm  getting  along  fine.  It  isn't  nearly  so  hard 
to  refuse  a  drink  now."  Christ  does  not  have  all  of  this 
boy  yet,  but  He  has  a  hold  on  him.  I've  watched  this  boy 
fight  this  temptation  for  four  years  and  I  know  he's 


winning — through  Christ — "for  His  glory." 

Some  time  ago,  we  were  learning  a  new  song,  "There's 
a  Hand  That  Holds  Me  Steady."  We  had  no  organ,  had 
to  hist  the  tune.  In  my  uncertain  voice,  I  taught  it.  It 
was  the  last  hymn.  The  service  closed.  A  young  girl 
came  to  me  with  tears  in  her  eyes,  saying:  "Sing  it  to 
me  again,  I  almost  have  it.  Oh,  isn't  it  lovely?  It 
haunts  me."  Its  lovely  message  had  gripped  her  heart 
and  imagination. 

Our  young  people  are  really  learning  to  let  Him  have 
preeminence  in  their  social  life.  They  have  gorgeous 
parties  and  the  best  time  ever  for  hours  and  then  at  the 
close  they  have  learned  to  get  suddenly  very  quiet,  for 
they  know  that  we  must  end  our  good  times  in  fellow- 
ship with  Him  and  then  go  out  into  the  night  singing 
softly  the  always  lovely  "Taps."  "For  His  glory." 

I  notice  it  in  the  lives  of  my  older  people.  A  man 
said  to  me,  "I  believe  in  the  Sunday  school."  (Some 
people  do  not.)  "I  know  it  has  helped  my  gang  of  boys. 
It  has  started  us  all  to  read  the  Bible  and  it  has  helped 
my  boys  to  stop  drinking."  By  the  way,  he  believes  in 
it  by  coming  regularly,  too,  and  it  has  brought  him  into 
the  church. 

Another  man  said,  "I've  found  out  it  doesn't  pay  to 
work  on  Sunday.  I've  tried  it  and  I  lose  every  time.  You 
just  can't  break  God's  laws  and  get  by  with  it." 

This  summer  I  visited  the  home  of  a  man  who,  while 
his  church  was  being  built,  arose  at  four  o'clock  every 
morning,  finished  his  work  before  breakfast,  in  order  to 
have  the  privilege  of  working  on  the  new  church  dur- 
ing the  day. 

In  this  same  community,  a  girl  walked  72  miles  one 
summer  during  the  two  weeks  of  the  Christian  Chautau- 
qua, attending  Bible  school  every  morning  and  walking 
back  each  night  for  the  revival  service. 

In  the  same  community,  a  tiny  tot  of  three  years, 
a  dear  little  yellow-haired  angel,  walked  three  miles 
every  day  for  the  Bible  school  and  back  in  the  hot  sun 
for  dinner.  Every  year  from  this  family  comes  a  large 
percentage  of  their  church's  benevolent  budget — from 
raising  chickens.  At  some  time  during  the  year,  five 
little  Calhouns  walk  up  with  their  crisp  new  dollar  bills, 
received  from  the  sale  of  their  church  chickens. 

In  the  Big  Ridge  community  last  year,  there  was  a 
"chicken  club"  and  a  "potato  club."  The  children  had 
the  chicken  club  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  the  potato 
project.  This  year  the  men  have  entered  the  contest 
with  a  cabbage  patch.  They  hope  to  finish  their  church 
with  the  proceeds  from  these. 

Two  new  Sunday  schools  have  been  opened  this  year, 
in  neglected  communities.  These  people  got  close  to  the 
heart  of  a  saintly  elder  in  the  Gillespie  church.  Each 
Sunday  he  walks  about  14  miles  with  his  stack  of  hymn 
books  under  his  arm  to  these  two  growing  Sunday 
schools.  He  said  that  when  they  began,  many  of  them 
could  not  say  a  verse  of  scripture.  Now  they  recite 
chapter  after  chapter  from  the  Old  and  New  Testament. 
In  these  two  places  there  will  be  a  Bible  school  this 
summer — their  first. 

This  is  what  gladdens  my  heart.  People  who  have 
never  dreamed  of  giving  Christ  a  place  before,  who  have 
behind  them  a  background  of  indifference  or  antagonism 
to  religion,  are  now  thinking  along  the  lines  of  the 
Church's  challenge  and  their  responsibility  to  the  call 
of  Christ.  In  a  young  people's  meeting  we  were  dis- 
cussing Moody's  statement,  "Defending  the  Bible  is  like 
defending  a  lion;  let  the  lion  out  and  it  will  defend  it- 
self." This  is  what  I  think  is  taking  place  in  their  hearts 
— they  are  letting  the  Bible  loose  in  their  lives,  and  it  is 
changing  them.  The  old,  old  miracle— it  never  fails.  And 
they  will  be  changed — down  through  the  ages — into  His 
glory — "for  His  glory."

The  reading  of  this  splendid  review  of  the  devel- 
opment of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  brings  one  to  a  new  appreciation  of 
the  efforts  our  women  had  to  make,  for  recognition 
in  our  Church's  organized  life,  and  of  the  foremost 
part  that  the  leaders  of  the  women  of  North  Carolina 
had  in  this.  We  are  made  to  rejoice  that  in  our  Syn- 
od we  had  some  form  of  "Presbyterian  union"  among 
women  of  our  Presbyteries  as  early  as  May  30,  1888, 
and  that  such  an  organization  was  in  every  Pres- 
bytery by  1907.  Those  intervening  years  tell  of 
courage  and  persistence  on  the  part  of  noble  lead- 
ers, who  saw  the  possibilities  of  united  and  organized 
work  and  would  not  let  go.  One  is  especially  inter- 
ested in  this  development,  leading  to  a  Synodical 
organization  in  1912,  and  men,  as  well  as  our  women, 
will  want  to  read  the  book  to  catch  the  inspiration 
that  comes  from  well-selected  information  concern- 
ing the  progressive  growth  of  this  excellent  organ- 
ization in  our  Church. 

I  was  particularly  interested  in  the  account  of 
the  ever-growing  interest  in  the  annual  meetings  of 
the  Synodical,  and  the  excerpts  from  the  minutes  of 
such  meetings  which  revealed  the  share  that  women 
whom  we  know  and  love  had  in  them.  There  is  given 
just  enough  each  time  to  direct  us  to  an  understand- 
ing of  how  much  prayer  and  work  has  been  put  into 
our  Church's  program  by  these  women,  and  to  bring 
us  to  a  deepened  sense  of  the  workers  of  God's 
Spirit. 

Those  interested  in  young  people's  work  will  find 
it  delightful  to  follow  through,  noting  all  references 
to  discussions  of  plans  for  them.  There  is  the 
definite  conviction  that  God  had  one  woman  pre- 
pared to  lead  our  women  in  behalf  of  our  young 
people,  and  then  our  women  to  lead  our  Synod  into 
more  definite  plans  for  their  organization  and  work. 
I  marked  references  to  the  reports  concerning  this 
work  and  would  like  very  much  to  quote  some  of 
them  here,  but  much  prefer  that  you  read  the  book. 

Through  the  whole  of  this  short  history  one  is 
conscious  of  emphasis  upon  spiritual  things,  by  the 
leaders  of  our  women,  and  also  of  wise  directing  of  a 
program  that  will  instruct  and  develop  our  women  in 
all  spiritual  matters.  One  will  find  it  profitable  to 
go  through  the  book  marking  definite  signs  of  such 
growth,  and  how  this  has  come  about  along  with  a 
full  and  hearty  promotion  of  interest  in  the  Church's 
whole  life. 

The  expressed  wish  of  the  present  president. 
Miss  Louise  Clanton,  that  this  history  be  an  en- 
couragement to  all  who  read  it,  to  do  even  greater 
things,  will  surely  be  realized.

This  summer,  the  Seminary  has  two  very  important 
announcements  to  make.  The  first  is  that  the  Rev. 
Howard  Tillman  Kuist,  B.A.,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  has  been  added 
to  the  faculty  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Vir- 
ginia. Dr.  Kuist  brings  to  his  new  position  ripe  schol- 
arship and  rare  success  as  a  teacher  of  the  Bible.  Bom 
in  Highland  Park,  Illinois,  he  completed  his  liberal  arts 
course  at  Western  Union  College,  Le  Mars,  Iowa,  where 
he  received  the  B.A.  degree.  He  pursued  the  study  of 
theology  in  the  Biblical  Seminary  of  New  York  City,  and 
was  at  the  same  time  enrolled  in  the  Graduate  Depart- 
ment of  New  York  University.  The  latter  institution 
awarded  him  the  M.A.  degree  in  1922  and  the  Ph.D.  de- 
gree in  1924.  His  dissertation  for  the  doctorate  has  been 
published  under  the  title,  "The  Pedagogy  of  St.  Paul.' 
Further  study  at  Mansfield  College,  Oxford,  England,  and 
at  the  University  of  Berlin,  Germany^  helped  to  round 
out  Dr.  Kuist's  formal  preparation  for  a  brilliant  career 
as  a  teacher  of  the  Greek  New  Testament  and  the  Eng- 
lish Bible  in  the  Biblical  Seminary  of  New  York. 

A  recent  graduate  of  our  Seminary,  who  studied  for 
a  while  under  Dr.  Kuist,  wrote  the  following  letter: 

"I  wish  I  could  tell  you  of  the  thrill  I  had  as  I 
read  in  the  Presbyterian  of  the  South  of  the  addi- 
tion of  Rev.  Howard  T.  Kuist  to  the  faculty  at  Un- 
ion. How  I  rejoice  that  our  men  are  to  have  the 
privilege  of  studying  the  Bible  with  him.  I  would 
that  he  might  lead  even  a  few  in  an  experience  in 
this  study  as  he  led  me  in  my  brief  stay  in  New 
York." 

Dr.  Kuist  at  Union  Seminary  will  teach  in  both  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments,  following  the  same  general 
methods  which  elicited  such  high  praise  for  his  teach- 
ing in  New  York  City. 

*    *  * 

The  General  Assembly's  Training  School  has  already 
announced  the  opening  of  their  Department  of  Music 
under  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  R.  Sydnor.  The  Seminary  has 
secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Sydnor  for  the  training  of 
the  speaking  and  singing  voice  of  our  students  and  for 
the  conducting  of  classes  in  Hymnology  and  Church 
Music. 

Mr.  Sydnor  comes  well  prepared  for  his  task.  His 
father.  Dr.  G.  G.  Sydnor  of  Charles  Town,  West  Virginia, 
for  several  years  visited  the  Seminary  annually  to  givt 
instruction  in  music.  Mr.  James  Sydnor  brings  to  his 
work  in  Richmond  splendid  natural  gifts  and  careful 
preparation.  His  academic  work  was  taken  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  in  Vii-ginia,  and  at  Rutgers  University, 
New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey.  He  specialized  in  Music 
at  the  Peabody  Conservatory  of  Baltimore  and  in  Church 
Music  at  the  Westminster  Choir  School  at  Princeton, 
from  which  institutions  he  received  the  degrees  of  Bach- 
elor of  Music  and  Master  of  Music. 

It  is  our  belief  that  under  Mr.  Sydnor's  instruction 
our  students  will  have  excellent  opportunities  for  devel- 
oping their  voices,  primarily  for  speaking,  but  also  for 
singing.  At  the  same  time  they  will  increase  their  ap- 
preciation and  understanding  of  the  use  of  music  in  di- 
vine worship. 

In  Dr.  Kuist  and  Mr.  Sydnor  we  feel  that  we  have  two 
most  valuable  additions  to  our  teaching  staff. 

Your  Seminary  is  again  this  vacation  making  vital 
contribution  to  the  life  of  the  Church  through  her  stu 
dents  and  professors.  Almost  to  a  man  the  members  of 
the  rising  Middle  and  Senior  classes  are  engaged  in  prac- 
tical work  at  this  season.  Several  are  assisting  pastors 
of  large  city  churches  and  are  having  their  hands  full 
with  a  heavy  preaching  program  during  the  vacation  of 
the  regular  pastors.  Many  are  supplying  vacant  fields  of 
single  churches  or  groups  of  churches,  and  thus  are 
experiencing  many  of  the  normal  relationships  of  the 
pastorate  and  pulpit.  Still  others  are  engaged  in  out- 
post mission  work,  some  in  the  open  country,  some  in  the 
mountains,  and  some  in  industrial  centers. 

The  members  of  the  faculty  are  likewise  busily  en- 
gaged in  preaching,  lecturing,  and  writing.    Di'.  McAllis-

end  of  their  high  school  years  to  enter  a  college  where 
they  do  not  have  a  great  deal  of  supervision. 

It  has  been  our  aim  for  several  years  to  add  each 
year  an  additional  course  in  vocational  training.  This 
year  the  additional  year  of  Mechanical  Drawing  will  be 
supplemented  by*  Iron  Work  in  Mr.  McLaurin's  Manual 
Training  Department.

This  institution  has  to 
chronicle  some  losses  in  its 
organization.  Miss  Lillian 
Bremer,  who  for  20  years 
has  been  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Art,  is  retiring  and 
Mrs.  Esther  Wright  Huff- 
man succeeds  her.  Mrs.  Huff- 
man comes  highly  recom- 
mended, and  is  enthusiastic 
over  the  prospects  of  her 
work  here. 

On  May  7,  Dr.  Charles 
William  Sommerville  died 
very  suddenly  at  his  home, 
701  East  Boulevard,  Char- 
lotte, N.  C.  The  Board  has 
elected  as  his  successor  Dr. 
.J.  M.  Gettys,  of  Bronx,  N.  Y 
Dr.  Gettys  is  a  graduate  of  New  York  University  and 
the  Wilbert  W.  White  Bible  School.  He  holds  a  Ph.D.  de- 
gree and  is  well  qualified  for  the  work  which  he  is  to 
undertake. 

Dr.  William  H.  Frazer,  president,  after  17  years  of 
service  in  the  office  of  the  presidency,  has  resigned  his 
position  to  take  effect  June  1,  1939,  or  as  soon  as  the 
Board  can  find  his  successor.  Dr.  Frazer  will  still  be 
connected  with  the  institution  and  goes  out  of  the  office 
of  president  with  the  very  highest  esteem  and  the  deep- 
est appreciation  for  his  remarkably  successful  career  as 
president  of  all  connected  with  the  institution.  He  is 
anxious  to  be  relieved  from  the  ever-increasing  duties 
of  the  presidency  and  to  take  up  work  representing  the 
college  on  the  outside.  The  resignation  was  at  his  own 
request  and  suitable  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  when  they  reluctantly  acceded  to  bis  request. 

Having  made  this  statement  of  the  changes,  we  are 
ready  to  say  that  the  college  vdll  move  on  with  its  ac- 
customed program  just  as  it  has  always  done.  "The 
worker  falls  out,  but  the  work  goes  on." 

Already  we  have  a  large  enrollment  for  next  year  but 
we  are  not  going  to  put  more  than  two  students  in  a 
room.  The  dormitories  at  this  writing  are  full  and  two 
houses  facing  the  campus,  just  across  Selwyn  Avenue, 
have  been  secured  for  additional  students,  and  other  pro- 
vision will  be  made  for  additional  boarders. 

The  campus  has  been  alive  during  the  summer.  The 
Don  Richardson  Summer  School  of  Music  was  in  session 
for  six  weeks;  prior  to  that,  the  State  Christian  En- 
deavor Union  held  a  three-day  meeting  in  the  college.

This  has  been  a  very  busy  summer  at  Davidson.  Com- 
mencement exercises  were  held  on  June  7,  when  119  young 
men  received  their  diplomas  and  their  degrees.  By  the 
way,  tbere  were  no  honorary  degrees  conferred  this  year. 
On  the  day  after  Commencement,  500  young  people  came 
pouring  into  Davidson  from  all  over  North  Carolina  for 
the  annual  Young  People's  Conference  which  continued 
for  a  week.  It  was  a  great  Conference  in  every  way. 
The  very  day  the  Conference  closed,  the  summer  school 
opened  with  about  140  students.  A  week  later,  the  Sum- 
mer Music  Camp  for  Boys  opened  with  about  40  boys 
in  attendance.  These  two  groups  remained  at  Davidson 
for  six  weeks.  So  you  can  see  that  we  have  plenty  of 
young  life  around  the  college  during  the  summer  months. 

While  these  schools  and  conferences  have  been  busyy 
workmen  have  been  equally  busy  making  improvements 
on  the  grounds  and  buildings.  The  biggest  improvement 
at  Davidson  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  erection 
and  furnishing  of  the  new  Infirmary  at  a  cost  of  about 
$35,000.  The  college  is  now  prepared  to  provide  the  best 
possible  medical  service  for  her  students.  The  architect 
is  drawing  outline  plans  for  a  new  library  and  a  new 
science  building  so  that  we  will  be  ready  to  go  forward 
with  the  erection  of  these  buildings  as  soon  as  the  money 
is  at  hand.  Of  course,  we  do  not  know  when  this  will 
be,  but  we  hope  that  it  may  come  to  pass  in  the  near 
future.  We  wish  that  the  friends  of  Davidson  and  the 
Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  could  realize  how  much 
we  need  a  new  church  at  Davidson. 

The  Registrar  reports  that  more  students  have  applied 
for  admission  into  Davidson  for  next  session  than  ever 
before  in  the  history  of  the  college.  Our  full  quota  of 
650  students  had  been  registered  by  the  first  of  June. 
It  has  been  distressing  to  turn  away  good  students  who 
have  applied  since  the  first  of  June.  We  do  not  know 
whether  this  overflow  of  students  is  only  temporary  or 
whether  we  may  expect  it  to  continue. 

There  will  be  a  number  of  new  faces  in  the  facultj/ 
when  the  college  opens  in  September.  Dr.  Albert  Hill- 
house  will  take  the  position  in  the  Department  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
Professor  J.  P.  Williams.  Dr.  Hillhouse  is  a  native  of 
Georgia,  a  graduate  of  Davidson,  and  holds  graduate  de- 
grees from  Columbia  and  Northwestern  Universities.  Dr. 
J.  A.  McGeachy  comes  to  take  the  Chair  of  European; 
History  which  was  formerly  filled  by  the  late  Dr.  Thomas 
W.  Lingle.  Dr.  McGeachy  is  a  native  of  Fayetteville, 
North  Carolina,  a  graduate  of  Davidson,  and  holds  grad- 
uate degrees  from  the  Universities  of  North  Carolina 
and  Chicago. 

Dr.  Samuel  B.  Knight  comes  as  assistant  professor 
in  chemistry  to  fill  the  place  made  vacant  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Professor  Avery  Patton.  Dr.  Knight  is  a  native 
of  Bishopville,  South  Carolina,  a  graduate  of  Clemson 
College,  and  holds  his  doctor's  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina. 

Professor  William  G.  McGavock  of  the  Department  o" 
Mathematics,  who  has  been  doing  graduate  work  at  Duke 
University  and  Princeton  University  for  the  past  two 
years,  will  return  to  Davidson  in  September.  Professor 
Lewis  B.  Schenck  of  the  Department  of  Bible  and  Re- 
ligious Education  and  Professor  Frontis  W.  Johnston  of 
the  Department  of  History,  both  received  the  degree  of 
Ph.D.  from  Yale  in  June.  The  Yale  authorities  spoke 
in  the  highest  terms  of  their  dissertations  and  it  is  hoped 
that  they  will  be  published  in  book  form.

The  development  program  in  which  Flora  MacDonald 
College  is  engaged  at  the  present  time  marks  the  actual 
beginning  of  the  definite  undertaking  to  firmly  establish 
this  college  as  one  of  the  leading  institutions  of  higher 
learning  for  women  in  North  Carolina. 

For  more  than  two  years,  this  program  has  been  under 
consideration  by  the  college  authorities  and  the  three 
supporting  Presbyteries  of  Fayetteville,  Orange,  and  Wil- 
mington. The  program  has  been  officially  endorsed  by  all 
three  Presbyteries.  At  the  regular  mid-summer  sessions, 
both  Fayetteville  and  Orange  Presbyteries  set  up  strong 
special  program  committees  to  promote  the  work  in  these 
Presbyteries.  A  similar  committee  will  be  appointed  by 
Wilmington  Presbytery  at  its  fall  meeting. 

The  actual  campaign  work  will  begin  in  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  early  in  September  and  will  be  pushed  to 
completion  in  that  Presbytery  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  first  objective  of  the  development  program  is  the 
raising  of  $350,000  ~  $90,000  of  which  will  be  used  to 
pay  the  present  indebtedness  and  the  remainder  to  in- 
crease the  endowment  fund. 

In  approaching  the  development  program,  the  college 
feels  that  it  is  in  line  with  the  best  thought  of  the  day 
in  the  field  of  education.  Some  time  ago,  the  president 
of  one  of  the  leading  universities  in  America  made  this 
statement — "I  am  glad  to  register  my  high  opinion  of 
the  small  American  college  that  rests  upon  moral  and 
religious  sanctions."  About  the  same  time,  the  president 
of  another  great  American  university,  in  accepting  elec- 
tion to  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  small  denominational 
college,  said,  "I  am  honored  by  being  asked  to  become 
associated  with  an  institution  which  is  rendering  the 
finest  kind  of  service  in  education." 

In  the  light  of  such  statements  as  these  it  may  be 
well  to  look  at  some  of  the  advantages  offered  by  the 
college  with  a  limited  enrollment.  The  first  is  the  per- 
sonal contact  of  the  individual  student  with  the  members 
of  the  faculty.  It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  connec- 
tion that  one  of  our  southern  colleges  for  men  adver- 
tises "Personalized  Education."  Further  evidence  as  to 
the  value  of  this  feature  of  small  college  life  is  to  be 
found  in  the  tribute  paid  by  many  graduates  of  these 
institutions  to  the  deep  enrichment  of  their  lives  result- 
ing from  the  personal  contacts  with  department  heads 
and  teachers. 

The  college  with  a  small  and  limited  student  body 
offers  the  further  advantage  of  smaller  classes  and  more 
intensive  work,  which  is  a  distinct  help  to  the  students. 
The  value  of  this  type  of  contribution  is  being  further 
enhanced  in  quite  a  few  of  our  smaller  American  colleges 
by  the  introduction  of  the  tutorial  system. 

The  fact  that  in  the  majority  of  smaller  institutions 
the  cost  of  education  is  lower  than  in  the  larger  colleges 
or  universities,  with  the  exception  of  those  supported  by 
tax  funds,  is  another  reason  why  the  small  college  has 
a  large  and  increasingly  valuable  place  in  our  educational 
system.  It  is  true  that  this  lower  cost  is  made  possible 
by  the  building  up  of  endowment  and  scholarship  funds 
which  come  largely  from  the  gifts  of  loyal  alumni  and 
friends.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  the  establishment 
of  these  funds  presents  a  challenge  to  the  supporters  of 
these  colleges  which  insures  the  continuance  of  their  in 
terest  in  education  and  at  the  same  time  broadens  their 
own  lives  by  giving  them  a  share  in  the  better  training 
of  a  new  generation. 

Finally,  but  by  no  means  the  least  important  of  the 
values  of  the  small  college  as  a  vital  part  of  our  educa- 
tional system  is  its  place  as  the  guardian  of  that  free- 
dom of  thought  and  expression  which  must  be  preserved 
if  our  democracy  is  to  endure.  With  present  trends  in 
the  world  what  they  are,  the  drift  toward  state  control  i-^ 
one  which  we  do  well  to  view  with  concern  if  not  with 
alarm.  WTiile  the  poison  of  governmental  domination 
may  not  yet  have  attacked  our  public  educational  sys- 
tem, it  is  a  distinct  safety  factor  to  have  as  many  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  in  our  land  as  we  do,  which 
are  not  supported  by  tax  funds  and  therefore  cannot 
easily  be  brought  under  control  of  the  state.

The  summer  of  1938  has  been  a  busy  one  at  Peace. 
Five  Presbyterian  Pioneer  and  Young  People's  Confer- 
ences have  been  held  at  the  college.  Those  presbyteries 
having  conferences  were  Albemarle,  Granville  (two). 
Orange,  and  Wilmington.  About  650  young  people  were 
in  attendance.  We  have  been  happy  to  place  our  college 
with  its  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  the  church  organ- 
izations. The  school  administrative  group  has  assisted  in 
general  with  these  conferences  and  Mr.  Pressly  was  di- 
rector of  the  Granville  Pioneer  Conference. 

Miss  Lucy  Steele  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
the  North  Carolina  Young  People's  Conference  at  David- 
son and  of  the  South  Carolina  Young  People's  Confer- 
ence at  Clinton.  She  also  taught  Bible  at  the  Assembly's 
Auxiliary  Training  School  at  Montreat  and  at  the  Vir- 
ginia Synodical  Training  School  at  Massanetta. 

We  are  expecting  a  capacity  enrollment  at  Peace 
this  fall.  This  means  an  enrollment  of  about  300,  equally 
divided  between  resident  and  Raleigh  students.  School 
will  open  the  week  of  September  12. 

There  will  be  a  few  faculty  changes  this  year.  Miss 
Letitia  Currie  of  Davidson,  N.  C,  daughter  of  Professor 
and  Mrs.  Archibald  Currie,  will  teach  Psychology  and 
History.  Miss  Currie  is  a  graduate  of  Salem  College  and 
has  a  Master's  degree  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  She  has  studied  in  Europe  at  The  Hague. 

Miss  Perry  Jones  of  Norfolk  will  teach  Science.  Miss 
Jones  is  a  graduate  of  Duke  University  and  has  studied 
at  The  University  of  Munich,  Germany.  Miss  Jones  is  a 
member  of  the  Roddey  family  of  Rock  Hill,  South  Car- 
olina. 

Miss  Mary  Primrose  Noble  of  Smithfield,  N.  C,  will 
teach  Preparatory  French  and  other  subjects  in  the  Pre- 
paratory Department.  She  was  graduated  this  year  from 
Agnes  Scott  College,  where  she  held  several  outstanding 
student  offices. 

Mrs.  Charles  Williams  (Betty  Vaiden  Wright)  of 
Raleigh  ^ill  be  an  associate  teacher  of  Voice.  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams is  a  graduate  of  the  Music  Department  of  Con- 
verse College  and  has  studied  extensively  in  Louisville 
and  Chicago.  She  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Peace 
music  faculty. 

Miss  Lucy  Steele,  teacher  of  Bible,  will  be  on  leave 
the  first  semester  for  study  in  New  York.  She  will  re- 
turn to  Peace,  February  1,  for  the  second  semester. 

The  usual  repair  work  has  been  done  this  summer,  and 
the  buildings  have  been  put  in  excellent  condition.  The 
East  Building  has  been  painted  and  renovated  through- 
out. The  floor  of  the  Chapel  has  been  refinished,  a  large 
number  of  rooms  in  the  Main  Building  have  been  re- 
papered,  etc.  Two  five-foot  walks  have  been  laid  from 
the  front  gate  to  the  fountain.  This  is  a  most  welcome 
improvement.  Two  bronze  tablets  identifjdng  Peace  Jun- 
ior College  have  been  placed  on  the  front  gates.  These 
markers  are  the  gift  of  the  class  of  1938.  Strangers  mo- 
toring by  Peace  will  no  longer  be  in  doubt  as  to  the 
identity  of  our  college.  Twelve  new  attractive  benches 
have  been  added  to  the  campus. 

A  well-planned  orientation  program  has  been  arranged 
to  assist  in  adjusting  the  new  students  to  college  courses, 
living,  and  social  activities. 

We  also  feel  the  responsibility  of  living  up  to  our 
church  standards  and  we  are  trying  to  offer  at  Peace  out- 
standing work  in  Bible  and  in  religious  education  and 
activities  which  will  meet  these  requirements. 

We  have  enjoyed  a  splendid  year  financially  at  Peace 
in  1937-38.  Our  old  floating  debt  has  been  paid.  This 
was  due  largely  to  the  generosity  of  an  alumna  who  con- 
tributed $5,000  and  through  general  economy  in  admin- 
istrating the  school's  finances.  For  our  next  objective  we 
are  striving  to  raise  an  endowment  fund  of  $100,000 
which  will  stabilize  our  finances  and  put  Peace  in  the 
forefront  of  American  Junior  Colleges.  With  its  nearly 
70  years  of  unusual  history  as  a  school  of  outstanding 
emphasis  upon  academic  instruction,  social  training,  cul- 
tural subjects,  and  religion,  Peace  has  deep  roots  from 
which  to  grow.  We  ask  the  support  financially  and  spir- 
itually of  our  Presbyterian  friends.

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Why  I  Believe  in  Home  Missions 

By  a  Home  Mission  Chairman 


Home  Missions  is  the  organized  effort 
of  Christians  to  carry  the  gospel,  in 
obedience  to  Christ's  command,  to  those 
in  the  homeland  who  have  it  not,  in  order 
that  they  may  become  Christians. 

I  believe  in  Home  Missions  because  I 
believe  in  Christ,  accept  His  commission 
and  approve  the  plan  and  program  He 
gave  His  church.  He  believed  in  Home 
Missions.  He  was  a  Home  Missionary, 
beginning  His  ministry  in  His  home  town, 
Nazareth,  and  concluding  it  in  the  capi- 
tal of  His  homeland,  Jerusalem.  In  all 
His  efforts  to  bring  salvation  to  the  whole 
world.  He  never  went  beyond  the  bounds 
of  His  native  Palestine.  Although  He 
commissioned  His  disciples  to  "go  into  all 
the  world"  and  carry  the  gospel  to  "all 
nations,"  He  told  them  to  "begin  at  Je- 
rusalem." In  this,  Christ's  plan  and  pro- 
gram for  His  church,  Home  Missions  is 
the  foundation  of  all  of  its  world-wide 
work. 

I  believe  in  Christ's  church.  It  is  my 
church.  I  want  it  to  be  a  Christ-like 
church,  witnessing  for  Him  "unto  the  ut- 
termost part  of  the  earth."  Christ's 
church,  my  church,  believes  in  Home  Mis- 
sions and  should  place  it  first  in  all  its 
missionary  work,  and  is  dependent  more 
largely  upon  it  for  growth  and  develop- 
ment than  upon  any  other  phase  of  its 
manifold  task.  There  are  still  vast  areas 
and  millions  of  people  within  reach  of  our 
church  who  are  not  Christians.  They  are 
unreached  by  any  church  or  church 
school.  If  they  are  ever  reached  and 
saved,  it  must  be  through  the  Home  Mis- 
sion work  of  our  denomination.  I  want  to 
be  loyal  to  Christ,  accept  His  commission, 
obey  His  command,  and  meet  the  need  of 
the  unsaved  about  me  and  throughout  the 
world,  and  I  cannot  do  this  without  be- 
lieving in  and  supporting  Home  Missions. 

I  believe  in  Home  Missions  because  it 
PAYS.  It  pays  the  richest  possible  divi- 
dends and  proves  the  soundest  and  safest 
investment  one  can  make  spiritually.  It 
pays  those  who  give  themselves  to  it.  I 
know  this  from  years  of  personal  experi- 
ence in  distinctively  Home  Mission  work. 


It  pays  large  dividends  to  those  who  give 
their  means  to  it.  On  the  whole,  I  be- 
lieve Home  Missions  pays  the  largest 
dividends  of  any  work  in  which  our  church 
is  engaged.  I  believe  that  the  gospel  has 
been  carried  to  more  people,  more  souls 
saved,  more  churches  organized,  built 
and  maintained,  more  homes  blessed,  more 
lives  changed  from  the  effort  and  money 
used  in  Home  Missions  than  from  the 
same  amount  of  effort  and  money  used  in 
any  other  cause  of  our  church's  work. 
Home  Missions  pays  in  the  leadership  it 
furnishes.  A  large  proportion  of  our 
ministers  and  missionaries  come  from  our 
Home  Mission  churches,  among  them  many 
of  our  most  useful  and  distinguished  lead- 
ers. It  pays  in  the  growth  of  our  denomi- 
nation. The  Home  Mission  denomination 
today  is  the  growing  denomination  tomor- 
row. About  90  per  cent  of  our  churches 
had  their  origin  directly  or  indirectly  in 
Home  Missions.  It  pays  in  building  up 
and  maintaining  our  self-supporting 
churches.  But  for  the  members  received 
from  the  Home  Mission  churches,  many  a 
city  church  would  soon  die.  Home  Mis- 
sions pays  in  every  way.  I  believe,  there- 
fore, in  Home  Missions  because  I  believe 
it  is  the  safest  and  highest-paying  invest- 
ment one  can  make  in  the  work  of  our 
church,  and  that  it  is  the  most  necessary, 
for  it  is  the  foundation  undergirding 
all  the  other  work  our  denomination  is 
doing.  Home  Missions  must  be  supported 
and  maintained  and  advanced  for  the 
maintenance  of  all  other  departments  of 
our  church's  manifold  work. 

As  we  come  again  to  the  HOME  MIS- 
SION SEASON  (October  1-November  6) 
and  our  WEEK  OF  PRAYER  AND  SELF- 
DENIAL  (October  30-November  6)  let  us 
thank  God  for  the  opportunity  and  invest 
in  it  our  prayers,  our  thought,  our  money 
and  our  purpose  to  lift  this  neglected 
cause  of  Christ's  church,  our  church,  to 
its  rightful  place  in  Christ's  plan  and  pro- 
gram for  it,  that  "beginning  at  Jerusalem," 
we  may  continue  to  carry  the  gospel  "into 
all  the  world."

The  Williamston  Church 
has  just  been  finished  and  the  first  service  held  in  the 
beautiful  auditorium.  Spindale  has  just  secured  a  most 
des^able  manse.  Saluda  has  also  provided  a  home  for 
her  pastor.  Forest  City  is  making  plans  for  a  new 
church.  Sparta  Church  is  about  completed.  Jason  is  in 
the  midst  of  constructing  a  new  church.  Kinston  is  about 
ready  to  commence  a  Sunday  school  building  in  keeping 
with  her  recently  erected  church,  and  the  congregation 
at  Elizabeth  City  is  contemplating  moving  their  church 
to  a  more  central  location  and  erect  a  new  building. 
Thus  the  good  work  goes  on. 


COMPLETING  THE  UNFINISHED  TASK 

Vitally  connected  with  our  Home  Mission  Work  is  the 
Ministers'  Accrued  Liability  Fund.

Pleasant  Grove.  Rev.  Roy  Whitley,  the  pastor,  was 
recently  assisted  in  a  protracted  meeting  by  Rev.  E.  E. 
Gillespie,  D.D.  Thorough  preparation  had  been  made  by 
the  pastor  and  his  efficient  wife  before  the  coming  of 
the  visiting  preacher.  The  congregations  were  most 
gratifying.  The  young  people  and  little  children  as  well 
as  adults  were  present  at  nearly  every  service.  As  a 
visible  result  of  the  services,  21  were  received  on  pro- 
fession of  faith  and  eight  on  restatement  of  their  faith. 
The  whole  community  was  most  graciously  blessed. 

Salisbury  Second.  Rev.  Charles  A.  McGirt,  from  East 
Hanover  Presbytery,  has  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his 
new  pastorate  here  with  every  promise  of  a  very  fruit- 
ful ministry. 

Thyatira  and  Back  Creek.  Rev.  H.  S.  Robinson,  the 
new  pastor  of  this  group,  has  already  greatly  endeared 
himself  to  the  congregations  of  both  churches.  Attend- 
ance upon  services  is  good  and  increased  interest  is 
manifested  in  all  phases  of  the  church  work. 

Concord  (I).  Mr.  W.  F.  Summers  of  this  congregation 
has  been  taken  under  the  care  of  Concord  Presbytery  as 
a  candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

Chinquapin  Group.  This  field  consists  of  Chinquapin, 
Bethel  and  Beulaville  churches.  Rev.  Benj.  Lacy  Rose 
has  recently  taken  charge  of  this  work.  His  earnest  and 
consecrated  efforts  are  being  matched  by  a  hearty  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  all  of  the  congregations. 

Shiloh  Church  (Kings  Mountain  Presbytery).  Rev. 
H.  L.  Reaves,  pastor  of  this  church,  is  conducting  two 
outpost  Sunday  schools  and  has  raised  Sunday  school 
enrollment  from  95  to  197  by  these  means.  Evangelistic 
meetings  held  at  these  points  have  resulted  in  adding 
five  by  confession  and  two  by  letter. 

Bessemer  Church  Dedicated.  Rev.  K.  L.  Whittington 
and  his  congregation  were  greatly  rejoiced  over  the  pay- 
ing off  of  all  debt  on  their  church  and  having  it  dedicat- 
ed on  Sunday,  November  20.  A  home-coming  was  ar- 
ranged for  the  occasion  and  dinner  served  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  church.  A  large  congregation  assembled  for 
both  morning  and  afternoon  services.  The  dedicatory  ser- 
mon was  preached  at  11  o'clock  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie, 
D.D.,  superintendent  of  Synod's  Home  Missions,  and  Dr. 
C.  E.  Hodgin  preached  at  2  o'clock.  The  cancelled  note 
was  burned  and  an  impressive  dedicatory  service  was 
conducted  by  Dr.  Gillespie. 

Williamston  Church  Completed.  November  27  was  a 
"Red  Letter"  day  in  the  history  of  the  Williamston  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  which  Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff  is  pastor. 
He  is  really  "Bishop"  of  Martin  County.  He  has  done  a 
most  outstanding  and  constructive  home  mission  work 
throughout  the  entire  county.    Ten  years  ago,  a  tent 


meeting  was  held  in  Williamston  with  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie 
as  preacher.  Rev.  A,  J.  Crane,  then  superintendent  of 
home  missions  in  Albemarle  Presbytery,  Rev.  J.  L.  Yan- 
dell  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Smith  had  charge  of  the  details  of 
the  meeting.  The  singing  was  under  the  efficient  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Smith.  Out  of  this  meeting  grew  the  Wil- 
liamston Church. 

A  choice  lot  was  selected  and  a  beautiful  church  erect- 
ed. The  Sunday  school  part  was  completed  but  the 
church  auditorium  was  simply  "hulled  in"  and  remained 
in  this  condition  for  several  years.  It  was  recently  com- 
pleted and  the  first  service  was  held  on  the  morning  of 
November  27.  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D.,  preached  both 
morning  and  evening  to  splendid  congregations  repre- 
senting all  the  denominations  of  the  city.  The  music  was 
led  by  the  choir  from  Bear  Grass  that  had  been  effi- 
ciently trained  by  Rev.  John  Whitley,  the  associate  pas- 
tor. The  field  of  these  two  brethren  includes  Williamston, 
Bear  Grass,  Popular  Point,  Roberson's  Chapel,  the  Prison 
Camp  and  several  outpost  Sunday  schools  and  preach- 
ing points.  As  a  visible  result  of  evangelistic  services 
held  in  this  field,  two  were  received  at  Bear  Grass,  25  at 
Roberson's  Chapel,  17  at  the  Prison  Camp,  10  at  Wil- 
liamston and  15  at  Popular  Point,  making  a  total  of  69. 
The  sincere  regret  was  that  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk  could  not  be 
present.  His  abiding  interest  in  and  generous  contribu- 
tions to  the  work  in  this  field  have  made  these  gratify- 
ing results  possible. 

First  Church,  Mount  Airy.  Sunday,  October  23,  was 
a  red  letter  day  for  this  congregation.  At  the  morning 
service.  Dr.  Ernest  Thompson,  former  moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly,  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  preached  ; 
at  the  morning  service.  The  evening  service  was  con- 
ducted by  a  commission  of  the  Presbytery  of  Winston- 
Salem  to  ordain  and  install  Mr.  J.  B.  Ficklen,  IH.  Dr. 
J.  R.  Cunningham  preached  the  sermon.  The  constitu- 
tional questions  were  propounded  by  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone. 
Dr.  Ernest  Thompson  gave  the  charge  to  the  pastor,  and 
Mr.  Hunter  Marshall,  an  elder  of  the  Myers  Park  Church, 
Charlotte,  delivered  the  charge  to  the  congregation.  Mrs. 
Hunter  Marshall  sang  a  solo.  Other  members  of  the  com- 
mission were  Rev.  J.  K.  Fleming  and  Judge  W.  F.  Carter. 

Winston-Salem  Presbytery.  This  Presbytery  has  tak- 
en an  advanced  step  in  its  home  mission  work  by  elect- 
ing a  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions,  who  will  enter 
upon  his  work  the  first  of  January,  1939.  Rev.  0.  V. 
Caudill  of  Whitesburg,  Kentucky,  has  been  called  to  this 
position.  Mr.  Caudill  has  accomplished  an  outstanding 
piece  of  work  in  his  present  field.  He  will  be  located  at 
Elkin.  Half  of  his  time  will  be  given  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Elkin  and  the  remainder  to  the  work  of  home 
missions  throughout  the  Presbytery.

STEWARDSHIP  IN  A  COUNTRY  CHURCH 

In  the  upper  section  of  Stokes  County  near  the  Surry 
line,  lying  right  by  the  side  of  the  Virginia  state  line,  is 
a  very  old  community  known  as  Asbury.  Its  earliest 
settlers  were  largely  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians  and 
English  Quakers.  The  Presbyterian  Church  today  is  the 
only  church  having  any  organized  work  in  the  immediate 
community.  This  has  remained  through  all  the  years  a 
strictly  rural  community,  and  many  of  the  families  have 
held  to  the  fine  things  of  a  great  heritage  that  was 
brought  over  from  the  Old  World. 

The  Presbyterian  denomination  was  rather  late  in 
getting  into  this  field  with  any  organized  work.  Start- 
ing as  it  did  in  1894,  the  work  all  along  has  been  diffi- 
cult and  has  been  conducted  under  many  handicaps.  For 
more  than  a  century  the  field  seems  to  have  been  almost 
entirely  neglected  by  the  more  active  branches  of  the 
Protestant  faith.  The  people's  worship  being  left  through 
those  several  generations  in  the  hands  of  the  native  un- 
educated ministers  who  had  no  affiliation  with  the  Pres- 
byterian work  is  perhaps  one  of  the  principal  things  that 
makes  progress  in  Religious  Education  and  Church  Sup- 
port such  difficult  matters  today. 

For  a  long  while  the  gifts  even  to  local  church  sup- 
port were  very  negligible.  While  such  contributions  are 
still  small  compared  to  those  of  the  more  substantially 
established  churches,  the  feeling  is  that  some  beginning 
and  progress  have  been  made.  The  present  year  has 
been  a  particularly  encouraging  one,  not  only  to  the 
minister,  but  to  the  church  officers  and  members  as  well. 
Last  winter,  prior  to  the  Every  Member  Canvass,  we  se- 
cured Rev.  C.  F.  Allen  of  Kenly,  N.  C,  for  a  series  of 
four  services  at  night.  These  services  could  be  called  a 
"Stewardship  Revival."  In  reality  they  constituted  a 
conference  on  "The  Work  of  the  Country  Church."  In 
these  services  the  various  matters  and  problems  of 
church  work  were  presented  in  their  relation  to  rural 
and  agricultural  life,  much  emphasis  being  placed  upon 
"The  Lord's  Acre"  and  "Pay  In  Produce"  plan.  Before 
the  series  closed  the  officers  and  members  had  expressed 
their  whole-hearted  approval  of  this  method  of  church 
support.  When  the  canvass  was  made  it  was  found  that 
a  goodly  number  made  pledges  who  had  not  been  doing 
so  before,  this  being  made  possible  through  the  "Pay  In 
Produce"  plan.  Not  only  so,  but  several  of  the  "cash" 
pledges  were  considerably  larger  than  heretofore.  One 
man  pledged  an  acre  of  corn,  and  it  was  a  delight  to 
him  to  be  able  to  point  to  it  as  the  best  field  of  corn  on 
his  farm. 

Early  in  November,  "Harvest  Day"  was  observed 
with  a  sermon  by  Rev.  L.  F.  Cowan  at  11  a.  m.  The  fam- 
ilies brought  large  baskets  of  food  and  at  noon  we  en- 
joyed a  delicious  dinner.  The  members  had  brought  to 
the  church  their  contributions  in  produce  and  cash,  and 
at  2  p.  m.  a  Consecration  service  was  observed  in  which 
God's  blessings  were  solemnly  asked  upon  the  gifts  thus 
dedicated  to  His  work.  Following  this  service  one  of  the 
church  officers  acted  as  auctioneer.  Nothing  was  sold 
under  wholesale  price.  Among  the  produce  brought  were 
Irish  and  sweet  potatoes,  corn  and  chickens.  A  consid- 
erable amount  of  the  stuff  was  sold  to  the  members  of 
the  church,  and  the  balance  was  marketed  in  Mount  Airy. 
The  results  of  the  whole  procedure  are  that  Asbury  will 
this  year  raise  about  three  times  the  amount  on  church 
support  that  they  have  been  raising  in  any  previous

4.  The  payment  of  the  Foreign  Mission  debt. 

Our  mission  force  has  dropped  from  507  missionaries 
in  1924  to  383  in  1938.  The  income  for  this  cause  has 
decreased  from  $1,222,159  in  1D24  to  $723,397  in  1938 
The  destruction  of  property  is  conservatively  estimated 
at  $200,000.  In  addition  are  the  personal  losses  of  the 
property  of  missionaries.  The  debt  of  the  committee  was 
highest  in  1931,  amounting  to  $359,277.  At  present  it  i 
$238,211.  It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the  committee  that 
the  church  as  a  whole  will  rally  to  the  realization  of  the 
worthy  objectives  presented.

This  institution  has  entered  upon  what  promises  to  be 
a  most  successful  session.  Every  room  in  the  dormitories 
is  occupied,  and  teachers  and  several  students  have  been 
placed  in  homes  adjacent  to  the  college.  The  session  has 
gotten  off  to  a  good  start  and  promises  to  be  one  of  out- 
standing worth  and  success. 

While  we  are  carrying  on  in  the  application  of  the  gen- 
eral curriculum  of  an  institution  for  the  education  of 
young  women,  we  are  not  satisfied  to  perform  this  per- 
functory service  alone.  We  are  ambitious  to  make  the 
scope  of  education  given  at  Queens-Chicora  College  to  in- 
clude much  more  than  science,  languages,  mathematics, 
philosophy,  history,  political  science,  and  what  have  you! 
We  desire  to  make  it  bring  the  student  into  a  world  rela- 
tionship, and  even  an  eternity  relationship. 

We  want  first  of  all  to  give  the  student  the  conscious- 
ness of  responsibility  of  an  integer  in  society.  She  must 
know  the  great  democratic  ideals  upon  which  this  gov- 
ernment is  founded  and  has  hitherto  been  directed.  She 
must  know  also  the  dangers  which  seek  to  overthrow,  or 
rebuild  our  government.  She  must  set  herself  with  all  of 
the  determination  of  her  enlightened  being  against  these 
movements  and  "isms"  and  false  philosophies.  She  must 
know  the  origin  of  such  theories  as  go  contrary  to  "Gov- 
ernment of  the  people,  for  the  people,  and  by  the  people," 
and  she  must  have  the  ability  as  well  as  the  intention  to 
strike  a  death  blow  to  all  such  as  menace  our  social,  eco- 
nomic, and  political  welfare.  There  is  need  in  America 
today  of  a  reassessing  of  the  strange  elements  that  have 
come  into  our  social  order.  There  should  be  the  holding 
up  of  every  suspicious  "import"  into  our  social  order,  and 
the  asking  of  these  old  familiar  questions:  "Who  are  you; 
whence  come  you;  and  what  come  you  here  to  do?"  In 
this  way,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  undesirable  "imports" 
could  be  checked  up  and  their  movements  watched,  and  in 
many,  many  cases  they  could  be  told  that  tl"eir  "Room  is 
good  company."  The  price  of  the  foundation  of  America's 
liberty  is  eternal  vigilance — vigilance  not  simply  on  the 
part  of  an  Investigating  Committee  of  Congress,  but 
vigilance  on  the  part  of  every  member  of  our  democratic 
order. 

Again  they  should  be  educated  to  distinguish  between 
real  statesmen  and  sound  government  and  noisy  mis- 
representations of  politicians.  There  needs  today  to  be 
more  careful  and  discriminating  thought  applied  to  the 
great  principles  of  government.  There  are  many  thino- 
represented  to  the  public  as  beneficial  measures,  which 
need  to  be  thought  out  and  if  they  prove  to  be  wise  meas- 
ures, they  should  be  accepted,  but  if  they  prove  to  be  un- 
wise measures  they  should  be  rejected.  No  man  because 
be  bears  the  stamp  of  a  triumphant  political  party,  or  be- 
cause he  enjoys  the  esteem  of  the  majority  to  a  sufficient 
extent  to  place  him  in  office  should  expect  his  views  to  be 
accepted  by  the  public  without  careful  thought  being  ap- 
plied to  them.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  should  be  a 
danger  sign  erected  before  the  minds  of  the  public,  in  the 
form  of  the  familiar  railroad  crossing  sign:  "Stop,  Look, 
Listen." 

We  are  having  much  legislation  that  is  being  turned 
out  entirely  too  fast  and  that  threatens  the  very  founda- 
tion of  our  American  citizenship.  Too  many  are  being  en- 
couraged by  the  very  circumstances  of  this  legislation  to 
cease  their  legitimate  endeavors  to  care  for  themselves 
and  those  who  depend  upon  them  by  hard,  patient,  per- 
sistent efforts,  and  are  holding  out  hands  with  the  cry, 
"Give,  give,  give."  Oliver  Goldsmith  described  a  political 
and  social  condition  of  his  beloved  England  160  years  ago 
in  these  immortal  lines: 

"111  fares  the  land,  to  hastening  ills  a  prey, 
Where  wealth  accumulates  and  men  decay: 
Princes  and  Lords  may  flourish,  or  may  fade, 
A  breath  can  make  them,  as  a  breath  has  made; 
But  a  bold  peasantry,  their  country's  pride. 
When  once  destroyed,  can  never  be  supplied." 
We  might  paraphrase  these  lines  to  describe  a  condi- 
tion a  great  deal  different  in  our  day  to  what  it  was  in 
the  days  of  Goldsmith  and  make  it  read  as  follows: 
111  fares  the  land,  to  hastening  ills  a  prey. 
Where  wealth  is  freely  distributed,  and  men  decay. 
Sweeping  grants  of  wealth  may  flourish,  or  may  fade 
Legislature  can  make  them,  as  legislatures  have  made. 
But  as  independent  citizenship,  its  country's  pride. 
When  once  destroyed  can  never  be  supplied. 


Rev.  Watson  M.  Fairley,  D.D.,  Moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  was  the  guest  minister  at  our  Vesper 
service  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  in  November.  He 
preached  an  unforgettable  sermon  on  "Justification  by 
Faith."  Our  Vesper  services  have  come  to  be  a  very  im- 
portant part  of  the  religious  life  at  Davidson.  It  is  an 
impressive  sight  to  see  more  than  six  hundred  young  men 
and  the  people  of  the  community  assemble  for  these  Ves- 
per services  Sunday  after  Sundav. 

The  following  other  ministers  have  conducted  our  Ves- 
per services  during  the  fall  term:  Rev.  Charles  F.  Myers, 
D.D.,  Greensboro,  N.  C;  Rev.  H.  M.  Moffett,  D.D.,  David- 
son, N.  C;  Rev.  Thomas  Cook,  Barium  Springs,  N.  C; 
Rev.  Kenneth  J.  Foreman,  Davidson,  N.  C.;  Rev.  J.  R. 
Cunningham,  D.  D.,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C;  Rev.  C.  M. 
Richards,  D.D.,  Davidson,  N.  C;  Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Pfohl, 
Winston-Salem,  N.  C;  Rev.  A.  J.  McKelway,  Pinehurst, 
N.  C;  Rev.  B.  R.  Lacy,  D.D.,  Richmond,  Va.;  Rev.  Charles 
J.  Woodbridge,  Salisbury,  N.  C;  and  Rev.  W.  A.  Smart, 
Emory  University,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

Rev.  John  A.  Redhead,  D.D.,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  con- 
ducted the  fall  evangelistic  services  at  the  college  each 
morning  and  evening  for  three  days.  The  services  were 
largely  attended  by  students  and  others.  It  is  the  custom 
of  the  college  to  have  three  days  of  evangelistic  services 
in  the  fall,  and  three  days  in  the  spring.  These  services 
are  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association. 

The  Centennial  Movement  for  the  more  adequate  equip- 
ment of  the  college  has  been  going  quietly  forward.  The 
following  are  some  of  the  results:  A  new  Infirmary  has 
been  erected  and  furnished  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $30,- 
000;  a  chair  has  been  endowed  for  $50,000  of  which  $30,- 
000  has  been  paid;  a  Student  Loan  fund  of  $10,000  has 
been  created.  There  is  on  hand  about  $30,000  in  cash, 
which  is  to  be  used  toward  the  erection  of  another 
building.  In  addition  to  these  items  we  have  pledges  for 
a  little  more  than  $200,000  to  be  paid  over  a  period  of 
two  and  three  years.  Our  centennial  program  calls  for  a 
new  library,  a  new  science  building,  a  new  dormitory,  and 
a  new  gymnasium,  and  last  but  not  least,  a  new  church. 
In  the  face  of  our  enlarged  student  body  and  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  in  the  educational  world,  all  these 
needs  are  not  only  real,  but  urgent.  The  subscriptions 
that  have  already  been  made  will  make  one  or  two  of 
these  buildings  possible.  We  are  hoping  and  praying  that 
the  Lord  will  put  it  in  the  hearts  of  some  of  His  children 
who  have  been  richly  blessed  to  provide  the  funds  for 
the  erection  of  additional  buildings. 

Reference  has  been  made  above  to  our  new  Infirmary. 
The  donors  have  preferred  to  remain  anonymous  but  just 
recently  they  have  given  their  consent  "to  allow  their 
names  to  be  given  to  the  public.  The  handsome  buildin*? 
was  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Y.  Preyer  of 
Greensboro,  N.  C.  The  equipment  was  given  by  two  friends 
in  Texas.  This  is  a  very  handsome  thing  which  these 
friends  have  done  and  Davidson  College  now  has  an  In- 
firmary of  which  we  may  well  be  proud. 

The  Registrar's  report  gives  some  very  interesting 
statistics.  A  total  of  664  students  have  been  enrolled  for 
this  session.  They  represent  23  states  and  9  foreign  coun- 
tries. Those  from  foreign  countries  are  sons  of  mission- 
aries and  constitute  a  very  fine  group.  The  following  states 
have  the  largest  representation:  North  Carolina,  378; 
South  Carolina,  48;  Tennessee,  39;  Georgia,  35;  Virginia, 
32;  Florida,  29;  Alabama,  15;  Kentucky,  10;  Mississippi, 
10;  and  West  Virginia,  9. 

Of  the  664  students,  531  have  decided  what  they  want 
to  do  for  their  life-work.  They  are  planning  to  enter  35 
different  callings.  Here  are  some  of  the  callings  that  have 
appealed  to  the  largest  number  of  students:  Business, 
141;  Medicine,  109;  Law,  57;  Ministry,  41;  Chemistry,  24; 
Teaching,  23;  Accounting,  17;  Aviation,  15;  Engineering, 
14;  and  Music,  11.  It  should  be  the  purpose  of  a  Chris- 
tian college  to  train  Christian  leaders  for  all  walks  of  life. 

Twelve  different  religious  denominations  are  represent- 
ed in  the  student  body.  All  but  25  of  the  664  students 
are  members  of  the  church.  The  following  denominations 
have  the  largest  number:  Presbyterian,  419;  Methodists, 
95;  Baptists,  53;  Episcopalians,  40;  Lutherans,  11;  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterians,  11;  and  Moravians,  11.

ENROLLMENT  AND  CURRICULUM— Peace  has  an 
enrollment  this  year  of  practically  300  students.  We  have 
a  capacity  boarding  enrollment  and  the  usual  large  num- 
ber of  Raleigh  students.  The  first  eight  weeks  of  this 
term  have  passed  rapidly  enough.  The  first  term  examina- 
tions will  be  on  November  30,  December  1,  2,  and  3.  We 
are  operating  on  a  three-term  basis  at  Peace.  This  makes 
it  possible  for  students  to  complete  the  first  term  exam- 
inations before  the  Christmas  holidays.  We  have  had  an 
unusually  fine  school  this  fall  due  largely  to  the  type  of 
the  student  body  and  the  cooperation  of  a  well-selected 
faculty  who  are  constantly  alert  to  the  individual  needs 
of  the  students  and  yet  who  demand  from  them  thorough 
academic  work.  The  students  at  Peace  this  year  are  reg- 
istered in  practically  one  of  four  groups.  (1)  The  stan- 
dard college  group,  those  students  who  expect  to  be  at 
Peace  two  years  and  then  enter  the  junior  class  of  one 
of  our  leading  colleges  or  universities.  (2)  The  standard 
home  economics  course.  This  course  has  been  worked  out 
in  cooperation  with  one  of  our  leading  state  institutions 
and  is  a  very  popular  course  at  the  present  time.  (3)  The 
commercial  courses,  both  one-  and  two-year  courses.  (4) 
Students  who  prefer  a  general  college  course  with  electives 
in  music,  art,  etc.  The  usual  high  school  courses  are  being 
offered. 

Peace  had  45  graduates  in  1938.  A  recent  cheek  of  the 
whereabouts  of  these  students  show  that  at  least  35  of 
them  are  in  standard  colleges  and  universities  this  fall; 
in  other  words,  practically  75  per  cent  of  the  graduating 
class  is  attending  college  elsewhere.  This  testifies  as  to 
the  type  of  work  that  is  being  done  at  Peace  and  the  in- 
terest of  the  students. 

Peace  students  have  had  the  usual  opportunity  for 
hearing  attractive  lecture  and  concert  numbers.  The 
school  provides  the  Raleigh  Civic  Music  tickets,  good  for 
four  musical  numbers,  to  all  the  boarding  students.  In 
addition,  the  school  has  this  year  four  lyceum  numbers. 
This  furnishes  ample  opportunity  for  the  students  to  se- 
cure the  very  best  in  the  musical  and  other  cultural  at- 
tractions. 

The  administration  and  faculty  of  Peace  were  at  home 
to  the  North  Carolina  Synodical  at  a  tea  on  October  19. 
We  were  happy  to  have  the  women  of  the  Synodical  as 
our  guests  at  Peace  and  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  them. 

PLANS  FOR  THE  PRESENT  AND  THE  FUTURE— 
At  our  trustee  meeting  in  March  last  year,  the  board  of 
trustees  instituted  a  campaign  for  a  $100,000  endowment 
fund  as  being  the  first  need  of  the  school  at  the  present 
time.  This  does  not  mean  that  other  needs  such  as  a 
gymnasium  or  dormitories  have  been  overlooked  in  our 
general  plans,  but  it  does  imply  that  the  trustees  feel 
that  the  endowment  is  our  most  pressing  need  just  now. 
The  securing  of  that  amount  as  endowment  will  insure 
Peace  membership  in  the  Southern  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges,  and  will  place  Peace  in  a  much  more  secure 
financial  position.  We  feel  that  our  alumnae  and  friends 
will  want  to  assist  in  accomplishing  such  a  program.  Last 
year  during  "Peace  Week,"  the  alumnae  raised  $2,100 
which  is  to  go  to  this  fund.  This,  with  the  other  funds 
which  we  have  available,  gives  us  about  $4,000  on  our  to- 
tal. While  this  is  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  the 
total,  it  is  a  beginning.  The  Alumnae  voted  at  their 
business  meeting  last  commencement  to  raise  $2,000  for 
the  endowment  fund  during  "Peace  Week,"  March  14-21, 
1939. 

The  junior  college  is  firmly  established  as  one  of  the 
most  progressive  movements  in  modern  education.  It 
furnishes  an  excellent  opportunity  for  doing  the  first  and 
second  year  of  college  work  in  a  specialized  fashion  with 
a  reasonable  amount  of  individual  attention  to  students 
and  yet  with  a  thorough  academic  standard. 

The  church  junior  college  has  an  additional  opportun- 
ity of  providing  religious  instruction  in  a  wholesome  re- 
ligious environment.  We  are  thoroughly  aware  of  this 
opportunity  and  we  are  making  every  effort  to  do  a  worth 
while  piece  of  religious  work  for  the  Presbyterian  Church 


Presbyterian  Junior  College

The  1938-9  session  has  opened  splendidly.  Our  new 
president,  Louis  C.  LaMotte,  was  on  the  campus  to  greet 
the  students  when  they  arrived.  Rev.  James  Appleby  is 
performing  a  splendid  service  in  handling  the  duties  of 
the  presidency  pending  the  time  when  Mr.  LaMotte  will 
arrive  to  take  over  the  full  responsibility  of  the  admin- 
istration. Other  new  members  of  the  faculty  are  Mr.  H. 
Steve  Brown,  Director  of  Athletics,  and  Mr.  B.  Henry 
Massey,  Professor  of  Bible  and  Director  of  Religious  and 
Social  Activities. 

The  enrollment  of  114  students  is  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  The  states  represented  are  as  fol- 
lows: North  Carolina,  92;  Virginia,  11;  South  Carolina,  5; 
Georgia,  2;  Florida,  2;  and  Cuba,  2. 

Particular  emphasis  is  being  placed  by  the  faculty  this 
year  on  the  individual  personal  guidance  of  each  student 
and  improvement  of  the  quality  of  religious  and  social 
activities  on  the  campus. 

NEW  COURSE.  Due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  an  in- 
creasing realization  that  the  work  of  public  high  schools 
does  not  sufficiently  prepare  boys  for  college  work,  we 
have  decided  to  add  a  COLLEGE  PREPARATORY  12th 
GRADE  to  our  curriculum.  The  emphasis  of  this  course 
will  be  upon  a  thorough  review  of  the  important  funda- 
mentals which  our  experience  indicates  that  most  high 
school  graduates  have  failed  to  grasp.  The  subjects  in  this 
course  will  be:  Bible;  English  Grammar,  punctuation, 
spelling;  Mathematical  Review:  Arithmetic,  Algebra  and 
Plane  Geometry;  Solid  Geometry;  High  School  Physics; 
Beginners'  French,  Latin  or  Spanish. 

ALL  OPERATING  DEBT  REPORTED  PAID.  At  the 
semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Novem- 
ber 14,  it  was  reported  that  every  cent  of  operating  debt 
had  been  settled. 

NEEDS.  In  1937  we  set  out  to  satisfy  several  impor- 
tant needs  of  the  college  as  follows: 

1.  Funds  for  the  retirement  of  $20,000  operating  debt. 
Completed  in  1938! 

2.  Funds  for  the  retirement  of  $18,000  purchase  price 
debt. 

3.  Funds  for  $100,000  endowment  required  according  to 
the  standards  set  up  by  the  Southern  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges. 

4.  Funds  for  additional  repairs  to  the  plant. 

5.  Funds  for  establishments  of  scholarships  for  needy 
students. 

6.  Enlarged  enrollment  to  reduce  overhead  expenses. 
We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  first  of  these  needs  has 

been  met  in  1938.  We  are  asking  that  our  friends  and 
alumni  help  us  to  meet  the  second  of  these  needs  during 
1939  and  the  third  during  1940.  It  is  felt  that  the  solution 
of  the  last  three  needs  will  be  found  in  the  solving  of 
the  first  three  needs,  namely:  Operating  debt,  mortgage 
debt  and  endowment. 

PLANT.  During  the  summer  the  plant  was  greatly  im- 
proved by  the  painting  of  the  ceilings  and  varnishing  the 
floors  in  the  dormitory.  One-fourth  of  the  dormitory 
equipment  was  replaced  with  new  equipment.  The  floors 
in  the  administration  building  were  cleaned  and  treated 
and  all  of  the  furniture  repaired. 

SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUS- 
TEES—The  stated  fall  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
was  attended  by:  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk,  Charlotte;  Rev.  James 
A.  Jones,  Henderson;  Dr.  P.  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  Davidson; 
Rev.  S.  H.  Fulton,  Laurinburg;  Rev.  R.  L.  Alexander, 
Lumberton;  Mr.  F.  E.  Coxe,  Maxton;  Dr.  R.  A.  White, 
Mooresville;  Dr.  W.  M.  Fairley,  Raeford. 

The  advisability  of  conducting  a  summer  school  next 
summer  was  left  to  the  executive  committee  for  consid- 
eration. The  Board  expressed  commendation  of  the  re- 
cent progress  made  in  the  affairs  of  the  college. 

WORK  PROGRAM.  Our  program  of  student  aid  is 
unique.  All  aid  is  given  purely  in  exchange  for  value 
received  in  labor.  Looking  at  the  results  of  this  labor,  we 
are  convinced  that  the  students  heartily  approve  of  this 
idea.  The  aided  students  have  been  assigned  various 
projects  under  supervision  of  student  foremen  and  faculty 
supervisors.  In  addition  to  the  regular  maintenance,  ad- 
ministrative and  instructional  assistance,  two  development 
projects  are  in  progress  which  promise  to  materially  en- 
hance the  appearance  of  the  plant.

Union  Theological  Seminary  opened  the  127th  session 
of  the  school  on  Wednesday,  September  21,  with  a  devo- 
tional service  in  Watts  Chapel.  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  presi- 
dent, presided  at  the  opening  program.  Approximately 
40  new  students  were  enrolled  in  the  Junior  class.  They 
come  from  ten  states  and  countries,  and  represent  more 
than  20  educational  institutions.  The  total  enrollment  for 
all  three  classes  of  the  Seminary  is  over  100. 

The  new  faculty  members,  Dr.  Howard  T.  Kuist  and 
Mr.  James  R.  Sydnor,  were  presented  to  the  students. 
The  address  of  the  occasion  was  delivered  by  Dr.  J.  Gray 
McAllister,  who  spoke  on  the  life  and  work  of  Dr.  Wal- 
ter W.  Moore.  Dr.  McAllister  will  soon  have  his  book 
on  the  life  of  Dr.  Moore,  former  Seminary  president,  ready 
for  the  publisher. 

In  the  group  of  new  students  there  are  seven  from 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  This  group  is  taking  a  very 
active  part  in  the  program  of  the  Seminary. 

Monroe  Wicker  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  president 
of  the  Young  People  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  has 
been  elected  vice  president  of  the  Junior  class.  He  is 
entering  the  Seminary  after  an  outstanding  academic 
and  athletic  career  at  Davidson  College. 

The  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry,  the  oldest  mission- 
ary organization  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  church, 
brought  Dr.  E.  H.  Pruden,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Washington,  D.  C,  as  the  first  speaker  on  the 
society's  program  for  this  year.  The  subject  of  his  lec- 
ture was  "Present  Conditions  in  the  Orient  and  their 
Missionary  Implications." 

The  annual  Season  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  the 
students  and  faculty  the  last  week  in  October.  Dr.  Wil- 
liam V.  Gardner,  outstanding  young  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  was  the  speaker 
of  the  services.  As  a  former  student  of  the  Seminary  and 
former  pastor  of  the  Farmville,  "Virginia  Presbyterian 
Church,  Dr.  Gardner  returned  to  familiar  surroundings. 
His  inspirational  services  were  exceptionally  well  con- 
ducted and  left  a  deep  influence  on  the  campus. 

Dr.  Lacy  announced  recently  that  Dr.  John  R.  Mott, 
who  is  to  be  the  Sprunt  Lecturer  for  this  year,  had 
sailed  for  Madras,  India,  where  as  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing figures  he  will  preside  at  the  World  Missionary 
Congress.  Dr.  Mott  sent  word  just  before  he  sailed  that 
his  series  of  lectures,  February  19-25,  1939,  will  concern 
world  missions.  With  much  new  material  from  the  Ma- 
dras Congress  to  bring  the  story  of  missionary  work  up 
to  date.  Dr.  Mott's  lectures  will  have  peculiar  significance 
in  the  study  of  world-wide  mission  problems. 

Mr.  Henry  M.  Brimm,  librarian,  had  a  special  exhibit 
of  rare  Presbyterian  records  in  connection  with  the  ses- 
quicentennial  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  held  here 
last  September.  Among  the  most  interesting  items  were 
the  desk  and  other  mementoes  of  Francis  Makemie,  the 
Father  of  Presbyterianism  in  America.  The  Makemie 
relics  are  among  the  most  valued  articles  of  the  Presby- 
terian church  in  America.  The  exhibit  which  was  largely 
of  old  records  were  from  the  excellent  collection  of  histor- 
ical Presbyterian  items  possessed  by  the  Spence  Library. 

The  Town  and  Country  Minister's  Institute  for  this 
region  of  the  Presbyterian  church  was  held  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  from  November  7  through  No- 
vember 11.  Thirty-five  ministers  from  North  Carolina 
were  among  those  who  attended  the  Institute.  Dr.  0.  E. 
Baker,  senior  agricultural  economist  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C,  discussed 
population  trends  and  their  relation  to  the  progress  of 
the  church  today.  Blended  with  a  spiritual  interpretation, 
his  message  from  the  science  of  Economics  contributed 
important  data  to  the  church's  program  of  religious  edu- 
cation. As  co-lecturer  on  the  program,  Dr.  Harry  E.  Blcks- 
ler,  Parish  of  Temple  Hills,  Oak  Hill,  Ohio,  brought  an 
mteresting  discussion  of  his  organization  of  cooperating 
rural  churches.  On  the  morning  of  November  9,  Dr.  J.  0. 
Mann,  Director  of  Religious  Education  for  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  was  the  speaker. 

It  has  been  announced  that  Sunday,  December  4,  has 
been  designated  Union  Seminary  Day  by  the  Presbyterian 
churches  of  Greensboro,  North  Carolina. 


OPENING  EVENTS.  The 
83rd  session  of  Mitchell  Col- 
lege and  Academy  opened  Sep- 
tember 13,  with  an  enrollment 
of  181. 

Dr.  W.  L.  Lingle,  president 
of  Davidson  College,  was  the 
speaker  for  the  Founder's  Day 
celebration,  September  15.  Fol- 
lowing the  program  in  Shearer 
Hall,  a  reception  honoring  the 
speaker  and  the  faculty  was 
held  in  the  college  parlor. 

As  a  part  of  the  orienta- 
tion program,  Mrs.  Chas.  J. 
Woodbridge  of  Salisbury  con- 
ducted an  open  forum  for 
Freshmen  the  first  three  days. 

The  Student  Christian  Association  entertained  the  new 
students  at  an  over-night  party  at  the  Barium  Springs 
camp  on  the  Catawba  river,  September  16. 

Frosh  Week,  mercifully  shortened  to  three  days,  ended 
in  the  traditional  wedding  ceremony  sealing  the  friendship 
of -the  classes.  Eleanor  Bonner  of  Valdese  was  the  bride 
and  Henry  Nicholson  was  the  groom. 

Rush  Week  for  the  Grace  Ramsay  and  Raynal  societies 
began  with  a  tea  in  the  Woman's  Club  and  ended  October 
17  with  initiation  ceremonies  in  which  each  society  claims 
to  have  enrolled  the  choicest  of  the  new  students. 

The  fall  carnival,  held  in  the  gymnasium,  was  a  color- 
ful event,  climaxing  in  the  crowning  of  Miss  Gladys 
Knox  of  Davidson  as  queen  of  the  carnival. 

Special  guest  speakers  for  chapel 
and  vespers  include  Rev.  Harper  Brady  of  Japan,  Mr. 
Norman  P.  Grubb  of  England,  Miss  Dorothy  Strauss  of 
Charlotte,  Mrs.  R.  M.  Rickert  of  the  local  welfare  depart- 
ment, Rev.  T.  C.  Cook  of  Barium,  Rev.  E.  H.  Hamilton 
of  China  and  Miss  Louise  Woodson,  Synod's  Director  of 
Young  People's  work.

There  has  been  a  particularly  optimistic  spirit  at  Elise 
this  fall,  and  many  believe  that  this  will  be  one  of  the 
best  years  we  have  had.  We  have  an  enrollment  of  215, 
a  tremendous  increase  over  that  of  any  previous  year, 
and  are  happy  to  number  in  our  student  body  boys  from 
the  North  and  the  South,  Cuba,  and  the  Panama  Canal 
Zone.  Having  added  the  twelfth  grade  this  year,  Elise  is 
now  among  the  few  schools  in  the  state  to  offer  that  ad- 
vantage to  students  who  want  further  preparation  before 
entering  college.  The  twelfth  grade  affords  an  additional 
year  in  history,  English,  mechanical  drawing,  vocational 
guidance,  and  commercial  subjects,  and  the  membership 
of  12  is  proof  that  the  additional  year  is  filling  a  real 
need  in  the  community. 

Each  year  we  are  trying  to  add  to  our  curriculum  a 
course  in  vocational  training;  and  with  Mr.  Evans'  subject 
in  vocational  guidance,  and  his  and  Mr.  McLaurin's  sec- 
ond years  of  mechanical  drawing  and  manual  training, 
we  are  making  strides  in  that  direction. 

An  additional  faculty  member  brings  that  number  up  to 
ten,  including:  W.  Stuart  Evans,  superintendent,  head 
coach  and  instructor  in  mathematics  and  mechanical  draw- 
ing; Edwin  A.  West,  principal  and  instructor  in  history; 
Miss  Isabel  McLeod,  modern  languages;  Miss  Billie  Jane 
Ruff,  coach,  home  economics,  and  English;  Franklin  S. 
Clark,  dean  of  boys  and  instructor  in  science  and  mathe- 
matics; Miss  Cleta  Black,  English  and  history;  Rev.  L.  A. 
McLaurin,  Bible  and  manual  training;  Miss  Katherine 
Wicker,  Bible  and  biology;  Miss  Mary  Pate,  piano  and 
chorus;  Miss  Hannah  Willis,  commercial.  Ralph  Sinclair 
is  assistant  dean  of  boys  and  assistant  coach;  Miss  Currie 
McLeod  is  matron;  M.  A.  Bell,  superintendent  of  grounds 
and  buildings;  W.  L.  MacLean,  farm  superintendent.

A  larger  number  of  pupils  than 
usual  comes  from  the  Presbyterian 
Home  Mission  fields  of  our  mountain 
counties.  The  study  of  the  Bible  and  the  Christian  train- 
ing these  young  people  receive  in  the  school,  will  enable 
them  to  help  in  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  churches. 
In  the  past  summer,  several  of  the  G.  V.  pupils  were 
found  helping  in  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  Sun- 
day school  and  Young  People's  League. 

We  have  enrolled  fifteen  orphans  and  to  these  the 
school  is  offering  a  home  and  Christian  education.  They 
are  working  out  part  of  their  expenses  and  being  aided 
with  scholarship  funds.  About  50  per  cent  of  the  pupils 
are  working  part  of  their  way  in  school,  otherwise  they 
could  not  come. 

During  the  third  week  of  September  we  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  having  Rev.  Leonard  Gill,  Pageland,  S.  C,  conduct 
revival  services  in  connection  with  services  being  held  in 
the  new  Presbyterian  Church  in  Sparta,  N.  C.  Rev.  Gill 
preached  in  Sparta  at  night  and  in  the  morning  at  Glade 
Valley.  The  meeting  was  a  great  blessing,  eight  young 
people  uniting  with  the  G.  V.  Church.

Our  working  force  con- 
sists of  364  ministers,  2725  ruling  elders,  3179  dea- 
cons, 72,146  Sunday  school  teachers  and  pupils.  Our 
TASK  and  PRIVILEGE  is  the  winning  of  souls. 
Within  the  bounds  of  our  nine  Presbyteries  are 
1,614,590  immortal  souls  over  ten  years  of  age  OUT 
OF  CHRIST.  "The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous  but 
the  laborers  are  few.  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers  into 
His  harvest."  Then  endeavor  to  answer  our  prayers 
by  GIVING,  GOING  and  GATHERING.  "He  that 
winneth  souls  is  wise."

(Isa.  1:10)  "Thus  saith  the  Lord,"  rings  through 
the  Old  Testament.  And  the  New  Testament  puts 
the  seal  of  inspiration  upon  the  Old.  "The  Holy 
Ghost  spake  by  the  mouth  of  David."  (Acts  1:16) 
"All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God."  (2 
Tim.  3:16)  "The  prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the 
will  of  man,  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were 
moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost."  (2  Pet.  1 :21) 

If  the  men  who  wrote  this  Book  were  not  in- 
spired, they  were  liars,  and  we  have  to  explain  how 
the  Book  which  contains  the  highest  morality  ever 
given  to  earth  could  be  written  by  a  set  of  liars. 
And  these  bad  men  at  the  same  time  wrote  their  own 
doom,  for  there  is  no  vice  more  severely  condemned 
in  the  Bible  than  deception.  To  claim  that  good  men 
wrote  the  Bible,  and  deny  its  inspiration,  is  on  a  par 
with  the  claim  that  Christ  was  a  good  man,  while  He 
pretended  to  be  what  He  was  not.

^  Suggestion  from  ^  dayman 

The  Editor  has  received  a  thought-provoking  letter  from  Mr.  K.  G.  Hudson, 
Chairman  of  Home  Missions  in  Granville   Presbytery,  proposing  a  plan  of 
exchange  of  Home  Mission  Workers.    Read  what  he  has  to  say  and  write  us 
your  reaction.   The  suggestion  is  as  follows : 


What  would  you  think  of  a  plan  like  this — 
The  General  Assembly  Home  Mission  Committee 
as  the  hub,  the  Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee 
as  the  immediate  contact  from  the  Assembly's  Home 
Mission  Committee  to  Synod  and  the  Presbytery's 
Home  Mission  Committee  cooperating  with  the  Syn- 
od's Home  Mission  Committee  and  into  the  hands 
of  these  committees  cooperating  together  be  placed 
the  Home  Mission  task.  Let  these  committees  call 
for  a  band  of  volunteer  ministers  for  Home  Mis- 
sion work.  A  group  of  ministers  who  would  agree  to 
put  themselves  into  the  hands  of  this  combined 
Home  Mission  committee  to  go  wherever  and  when- 
ever this  committee  should  send  them.  Then  for 
volunteer  Home  Mission  churches  who  would  agree 
to  accept  whatever  ministers  their  Presbytery's 
Home  Mission  Committee  should  agree  on  coming 
to  them. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  plan  something  along  these 
lines  would  do  several  things: 

PMrst,  this  would  eliminate  inequality  in  Home 
Mission  salaries  for  to  accomplish  this  a  standard 
salary  would  be  necessary.   I  think  this  should  be. 

Second,  it  would  get  rid  of  lots  of  the  unrest  in 
our  churches  among  the  ministers.  It  would  also 
relieve  lots  of  the  embarrassing  positions  of  our 
churches.  There  are  ministers  who  can  do  a  fine 
work  for  two,  three  or  five  years  but  who  then  need 
to  move.  Under  our  present  system  they  have 
trouble  getting  a  call  and  often  have  to  remain  in 
a  field  several  years  after  they  have  finished  their 
best  work.  During  this  time  the  work  goes  back- 
wards and  often  the  whole  of  the  good  work  that 
has  been  done,  is  lost.  Also  it  is  often  the  case  that 
a  minister  will  do  a  fine  work  and  when  he  leaves, 
the  minister  following  him  will  fail  to  fit  in  and  be- 
lOre  the  church  can  get  him  to  move  on,  the  work 


which  has  been  done  before  is  lost  and  a  bad  situa- 
tion exists. 

In  the  third  place,  I  believe  it  would  help  very 
much  relieve  the  problem  of  the  old  minister.  There 
are  lots  of  ministers  who  have  served  larger 
churches  but  need  to  change  and  can  not  get  a  call 
because  of  age.  Many  of  these  men  would  prove  a 
great  blessing  to  any  of  our  Home  Mission  churches 
and  these  churches  would  receive  them  gladly  if 
they  knew  they  would  not  be  responsible  for  them 
in  case  of  old  age,  sickness  or  a  breakdown.

PENDERLEA  HOMESTEADS 

We  are  indebted  to  Penderlea  Pageant  Program  for 
;he  concise  history  of  this  interesting  Government  Devel- 
i)pment. 

In  February,  1934,  the  United  States  Department  of 
he  Interior  purchased  for  the  subsistence  Homestead  Cor- 
>oration  a  tract  of  4,500  acres  of  land  in  the  northwest 
omer  of  Pender  County,  North  Carolina,  proposing  to 
luild  300  homesteads  of  from  three  to  ten  acies  each. 
This  tract  of  land  was  of  the  type  known  as  "cut-over 


wood-land,"  but  of  a  fertile  soil  type.  Development  began 
immediately;  roads  were  built,  land  cleared,  and  a  con- 
struction camp  erected.  Work  went  forward  rapidly.  In 
1935,  the  project  was  taken  over  by  the  Resettlement  Ad- 
ministration. Ten  dwellings  and  accompanying  outbuild- 
ings having  been  erected,  settlers  were  selected  for  these 
ten  homes;  the  first  of  them  chosen  was  J.  S.  Austin,  who 
moved  into  his  house  April  1,  1934.

GLADE  VALLEY  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

This  Presbyterian  Mountain  Mission  Church  was  built 
about  thirty  years  ago  at  a  very  nominal  cost.  It  has  a 
large  place  in  the  affections  of  the  people  of  this  com- 
munity. 

The  present  active  membership  numbers  about  75,  an 
evergreen  Sunday  school  is  maintained,  the  superintendent 
and  two  teachers  are  graduates  of  the  Glade  Valley 
School.  Tbe  Woman's  Auxiliary  carries  on  an  active  pro- 
gram, including  Bible  and  Mission  study.  Rev.  R.  L. 
Berry  is  present  pastor. 

The  cemetery  in  the  church  year  is  a  peaceful  spot 
and  well  kept.  Here  are  buried  many  of  the  church 
fathers  who  await  the  resurrection  morn. 

The  church  is  located  in  a  wooded  section  near  the 
high  school  and  often  spoken  of  as  the  "Little  Church 
in  the  Wildwood."  An  alumni  visitor  remarked  recently 
that  there  was  something  very  sacred  about  these  simple, 
unpretentious  country  churches  that  made  one  feel  near 
to  God. 

This  simple  picturesque  church  has  a  great  history  in 
connection  with  the  Glade  Valley  High  School,  which  was 
built  soon  after  the  church,  as  through  the  years  the 
faculty  and  students  have  wound  their  way  through  the 
wooded  path  of  evergreens  to  the  church,  Sunday  by 
Sunday,  and  worshipped  there  with  the  community  folk. 

The  church  and  school  have  labored  together  these 
many  years  in  the  Christian  training  and  development  of 
the  students  while  they  are  on  the  campus  and  pastors 
and  teachers  have  labored  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's 
Kingdom.  Hearts  have  been  made  to  rejoice  as  they  have 
seen  many,  many  young  people  accept  Christ  as  their 
personal  Savior  and  from  the  large  number  who  have  ac- 
cepted Christ  there  have  been  more  than  THREE  HUN- 
DRED Glade  Valley  students  to  join  this  little  church 
since  the  establishment  of  the  high  school  here. 

Many  of  these  as  they  have  gone  back  to  home  com- 
munities or  completed  higher  education  and  located  in 
many  country  villages  and  cities,  have  transferred  their 
letters  to  churches  of  their  residence. 

This  Mission  Church  and  High  School  has  been  a 
strong  evangelistic  arm,  for  not  only  this  community,  but 
many  others  as  well  and  a  great  blessing  to  the  young 
lives  they  have  touched.

ELISE  ACADEMY

One  of  the  finest  things  that  has  been  accomplished  at 
Elise  recently  is  the  student  vested  choir  which  sang  for 
the  first  time  at  the  church  service,  February  5.  Eighteen 
students,  half  of  whom  are  dormitory  boys,  make  un  the 
choir  membership;  and  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mary 
Pate,  our  music  teacher,  are  rendering  a  valuable  and 
beautiful  service  for  the  church  and  school.  It  is  expected 
that  they  will  add  much  to  the  annual  meeting  the  first 
week  in  March,  when  Rev.  Arthur  Vann  Gibson  of  Sar- 


ford  will  preach;  and  we  are  hoping  that  our  friends  will' 
be  much  in  prayer  for  this  series  of  services. 

With  an  increased  enrollment  this  year,  we  are  se- 
riously overcrowded,  with  study  halls  being  held  in  the 
auditorium,  and  approximately  fifty  students  in  five  of  the 
recitation  periods.  Large  classes  like  these  are  a  grave 
hindrance  to  eff'ective  learning,  and  we  are  praying  night- 
ly in  the  prayer  meeting  groups  that  this  condition  will 
be  alleviated.  The  same  situation  exists  in  the  boarding 
department,  with  only  one  dormitory  which  houses  both 
faculty  and  students.  Elise  is  meeting  a  real  need  for 
many  boys  over  the  state,  which  makes  even  more  se- 
rious our  possibly  having  to  limit  our  boarding  enrollment 
because  of  lack  of  space.  We  do  know  that  God  has  a 
purpose  for  us  here,  and  believe  that  He  will  meet  our 
need  for  a  cottage  by  next  fall. 

In  both  boys'  and  girls'  basketball  our  teams  have 
done  exceptionally  well,  having  won  more  than  half  of 
the  games  they  have  played  so  far  this  season,  and  having 
shown  a  remarkable  spirit  of  good  sportsmanship  and  ap- 
preciation for  a  clean  game.  Our  boys  have  won  the 
Moore  County  Sportsmanship  banner  for  three  years  out 
of  five. 

Realizing  the  need  for  visual  education  in  the  mod- 
ern and  successful  school,  we  inagurated  on  December  8, 
a  weekly  program  of  educational  motion  pictures  for  our 
students  in  the  high  school.  With  inadequate  equipment, 
the  beginnings  were  small;  but  now  the  other  principals 
in  the  county  have  shown  a  willingness  to  cooperate  with 
us  in  the  plan,  and  we  are  hoping  soon  to  be  making  this 
method  of  teaching  a  regular  part  of  our  classroom 
work,  so  that  the  study  of  history,  science,  languages, 
and  the  Bible  may  be  more  vital  in  the  experiences  of 
our  students. 


Penderlea  Homesteads 

(Concluded  from  page  3) 
Administration  it  was  decided  to  develop  142  units  _  of 
approximately  20  acres  each.  In  June,  1936,  construction 
of  these  142  units  was  completed  and  homesteaders  were 
moved  in  rapidly.  At  present  all  available  units  are  oc- 
cupied or  assigned. 

In  March,  1936,  options  were  secured  on  6,000  acres 
adjoining  Penderlea  and  designated  as  the  Penderlea  Ex- 
tension. At  the  present  time  there  are  50  additional  units 
under  construction  on  this  area,  which  will,  when  com- 
pleted, accommodate  158  additional  homesteads  of  30 
acres  each,  making  a  total  of  300  units. 

A  Farmstead  consists  of  a  modern  home  (from  four  | 
to  six  rooms,  depending  upon  the  size  of  family),  indi- 
vidual water  supply  operated  by  electric  pump,  storage 
tanks  for  hot  and  cold  water,  barn,  poultry  house,  A-type 
hog  house,  corn  crib  and  a  combination  wash  and  smoke  > 
house.  In  addition  to  the  Farmstead,  a  community  center-  : 
has  been  erected  including  a  large  school  building,  audito- 
rium, gymnasium,  inn  or  teacherage.  shops  building,  office 
building  and  various  cooperative  buildings,  store,  machine 
shop,  vegetable  grading  plant,  grist  and  feed  mills. 

Visualize,  if  possible  the  present  Penderlea  two  and 
one-half  years  ago — a  vast  wooded  area  traversed  by 
two  undeveloped  roads  inhabited  by  denizens  of  the  woods 
— then  ride  over  the  project,  look  at  it  today,  and  visual- 
ize what  it  will  be  two  years  from  now. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  superintendent  of  Home  Mission* 
of  the  Synod,  and  Rev.  G.  A.  Wilson,  Jr.,  superintendent 
of  Home  Missions  of  Wilmington  Presbytery,  have  visited 
Penderlea  vAth  a  view  of  providing  some  form  of  "Com- 
munity Church"  privileges.  An  organization  has  been; 
perfected  and  a  pastor  will  be  called  in  the  near  future. 
Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee  has  made  an  appropria- 
tion toward  the  sunpoi't  of  the  enterprise.  This  is  but  one 
of  many  such  developments  springing  up  over  the  country.,  i

POPULATION  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

In  1930,  the  date  of  the  last  official  government  cen- 
sus. North  Carolina  had  a  population  of  3,170,276.  There 
was  an  urban  population  of  809,847  against  a  rural  pop- 
ulation of  2,360,429.  The  latest  religious  census  gives  a 
Sunday  school  enrollment  of  1.044.522  of  which  312,392 
was  urban  and  732,130  rural.  The  per  cent  not  enrolled 
in  Sunday  school  is  61.5  and  69  per  cent  rural. 

There  is  a  striking  relation  of  Sunday  school  enroll- 
ment to  results  of  evangelism.  Where  there  is  a  high 
and  growing  Sunday  school  enrollment  the  spiritual 
birth  rate  is  correspondingly  high.

As  the  church  year  draws  to  a  close  it  is  proper  to 
take  stock  of  our  accomplishments  in  the  past,  and  to 
look  forward  to  an  ever-increasing  field  of  service  in  the 
future.  Soon  the  Presbyterials  will  be  meeting  when 
an  accounting  of  our  stewardship  will  be  made.  As  we 
think  back  over  our  year  of  service,  will  there  be  heart 
rejoicing  or  heart  ache,  when  the  reports  are  given  about 
Family  Altars,  Prayer  Groups,  Personal  Witnessing,  Bible 
Study,  Tithers,  Church  Papers,  Survey  subscribers,  special 
Home  and  Foreign  Mission  seasons,  and  the  promotion 


of  the  work  of  the  four  executive  committees.  It  is  not 
too  late  to  check  over  the  list  in  every  Auxiliary  and 
rectify  any  neglect  of  the  Auxiliary  activities. 

Perhaps  no  more  interesting  event  has  taken  place 
during  the  past  year  than  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Prayer  Calendar,  uniting  the  family  worship  material 
from  the  Survey  and  the  information  and  petitions  about 
our  Home  and  Foreign  work  from  the  Prayer  Calendar, 
into  a  booklet  called  "Day  by  Day."  This  new  devotional 
booklet  first  appeared  in  January.  It  supplies  a  long  felt 
need  of  a  guide  to  personal  and  family  worship  in  which 
the  scripture  follows  the  Auxiliary  Bible  study,  and  the 
prayers  relate  to  our  church  work  at  home  and  abroad. 
There  could  be  no  better  "New  Year's"  resolution  for 
every  pastor,  session  member  and  auxiliary  member,  than 
to  determine  to  place  this  booklet  in  every  home  in  the 
church.  Many  churches  are  presenting  the  booklet  to 
each  family,  for  at  least  one  issue,  so  as  to  help  erect 
family  altars.  What  a  mighty  force  would  be  loosened  to 
combat  the  enemies  attacking  our  American  homes,  if 
each  family  in  each  church  had  a  copy  of  "Day  by  Day," 
and  would  use  it.

The  North  Carolina  Conference  for  Negro  Women  is 
held  annually  at  Teachers'  College,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C, 
the  first  week  in  June.  The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  Con- 
ference is  to  train  Christian  leaders  among  the  Negro 
Women  who  can  lead  and  help  their  race  to  a  true  con- 
ception of  what  it  means  to  be  a  "Christian."  These  con- 
ferences were  begun  on  our  Synodical  in  1923,  with  Miss 
Margaret  Rankin  of  Charlotte,  who  worked  faithfully  and 
efficiently  for  eight  years.  Since  then,  the  writer  of  this 
article  has  had  charge  of  this  work,  which  has  shown  a 
gratifying  growth,  both  in  interest  and  attendance.  In 
the  last  seven  years  (we  haven't  the  figures  prior  to  that 
time)  the  enrollment  has  increased  160  per  cent. 

Local  Auxiliaries  send  the  delegates  and  pay  all  ex- 
penses, nine  dollars  and  travelling  expenses.  The  very 
best  teachers  and  speakers  are  secured  for  the  week's 
program — God  bless  them,  every  one.  Bible  study  and 
lessons  on  the  Christian  home  are  especially  stressed. 

At  our  last  Conference,  134  delegates  were  enrolled, 
representing  57  cities  and  towns,  and  41  counties.  Foi'- 
syth  County  led  with  38  delegates,  and  Mecklenburg,  sec- 
ond, with  20.  Four  counties  never  before  represented, 
sent  delegates:  Stanley,  Pender,  Harnett  and  Rocking- 
ham. Eleven  new  cities  or  towns  were  represented.  Forty- 
seven  delegates  were  Presbyterian.  Presbyterian  Aux- 
iliaries paid  the  expenses  of  107  delegates.  Methodist 
and  Baptist  Auxiliaries  sent  three  each,  and  several  paid 
their  own  expenses.  This  is  all  most  encouraging.  A 
fine  spirit  pervades  every  Conference.  It  is  a  big  work 
and  pays  a  big  dividend. 

Yes,  and  town  and  country  shad- 
ows— black  and  brown  shadows — and  we  like  to  think  of 
our  Conference  as  one  source  of  light  and  love,  seeking 
to  dispel  these  shadows,  bringing  in  the  sunshine  of 
Jesus'  love.

CHARACTER  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  POPULATION 

There  is  no  state  in  the  Union  that  has  a  larger  per 
cent  of  native  American  stock  and  a  smaller  per  cent  of 
foreign  stock  than  North  Carolina. 

Foreign  stock  outside  of  the  South  is  48.2  per  cent  or 
nearly  one-half  of  the  total  population. 

In  the  South  it  is  eight  per  cent.  The  following  are  the 
lowest  states:  Virginia,  3  per  cent;  Alabama,  2.2  per 
cent;  Georgia,  1.6  per  cent;  Mississippi,  1.5;  South  Caro- 
lina, 1  per  cent;  North  Carolina,  7/10  of  1  per  cent — 
smallest  in  the  Union. 

This  is  a  great  asset  to  us  in  our  Home  Mission  work. 
The  people  are  our  very  own.  And  our  population  is  rap- 
idly increasing.  Every  FIFTY  years  our  population 
doubles!  It  will  keep  our  churches  of  all  denominations 
busy  to  keep  pace  with  the  growing  population.

We  shall  be  glad  to  place 
copies  of  these  in  the  hands  of  any  who  may  be  interested 
in  securing  them.  The  catalogue  contains  largely  the 
curriculum  and  general  policies  of  the  school,  while  the 
book  of  views  contains  pictures  showing  the  activities  and 
the  life  of  the  school. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  Presbyterians  for  us  to  re- 
state the  aims  and  purposes  of  Peace  as  they  are  given 
in  the  book  of  views: 

Peace,  A  Junior  College  for  Women,  is  owmed  by  the 
Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina.  The  school  received  its 
name  for  William  Peace  of  Raleigh,  who  contributed  the 
site  for  the  school  along  with  a  substantial  financial  gift. 

The  purpose  of  Peace  in  the  minds  of  the  founders 
was  to  have  a  small  Presbyterian  college  for  women  in 
Raleigh,  the  Capital  of  North  Carolina;  a  city  of  unusual 
background,  culture  and  unlimited  educational  advantages. 

A  present-day  capacity  of  300  students,  half  of  whom 
are  from  Raleigh,  furnishes  a  student  body  of  ideal  size 
numerically  and  permits  a  reasonable  amount  of  individ- 
ual attention.  A  well-rounded  schedule  emphasizing  phys- 
ical, social,  mental,  and  religious  development  of  the  in- 
dividual student  is  a  general  aim  of  the  school.  The 
faculty  at  Peace  has  always  been  recognized  as  one  of 
outstanding  ability,  not  only  because  of  their  academic 
training  and  their  ideals  for  thorough  scholarship,  but 
also  because  of  their  sympathy  with,  and  understanding 
of,  student  problems. 

The  school  plant  is  modern  in  its  appointment  and  is 
adequately  equipped  to  do  outstanding  junior  college 
work.  Bedrooms  in  the  East  Building  have  connecting 
baths.  The  large  number  of  social  rooms  in  the  main 
building  with  their  comfortable  furnishings  create  a  home- 
like atmosphere. 

Peace  is  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of 
Junior  Colleges.  It  is  rated  as  a  standard  junior  college 
by  the  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction and  by  the  North  Carolina  College  Conference. 
Academic  work  is  accepted  at  full  value  by  all  colleges 
and  universities  in  North  Carolina  and  by  practically  all 
colleges  and  universities  in  the  East  or  South. 

Courses  offered  are:  Standard  college  courses,  the  us- 
ual freshman  and  sophomore  courses  of  any  two-  or  four- 
year  college;  general  college  courses,  two-year  courses 
with  more  freedom  of  choice  of  subjects;  a  two-year 
standard  course  in  Home  Economics;  commercial  courses 
(Gregg  system),  both  one-  and  two-year  courses;  special 
courses  in  Art,  Home  Economics,  Organ,  Piano,  Voice, 
etc.;  preparatory  courses,  offering  all  four  years  of  high 
school  work. 

We  shall  continue  our  project  of  inviting  prospective 
students  to  visit  the  school  for  a  week-end  and  we  shall 
be  glad  to  have  pastors.  Peace  alumnae,  and  friends  of 
the  school  to  send  us  names  of  students  interested  in 
visiting  the  school  and  receiving  our  literature. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Marion,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  Durham,  conducted  a  four-day  series  of 
services  at  Peace,  February  14-17.  These  services  are 
sponsored  yearly  by  the  administration  of  Peace  and  the 
Peace  Student  Christian  Association.  Dr.  Marion  upheld 
the  high  standard  of  preaching  of  those  who  have  con- 
ducted these  services  in  the  past. 

Miss  Lucy  Steele  has  returned  from  studying  the  first 
semester  at  the  Biblical  Seminary  and  New  York  Uni- 
versity. She  resumed  her  teaching  schedule  at  Peace  on 
January  30.  Her  schedule  at  Peace  for  the  spring  se- 
mester is  teaching  Bible  here  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and 
Saturday  of  the  week;  this  makes  it  possible  for  her  to 
do  promotional  work  for  Peace  part  of  the  week.  Her 
extra  time  in  February  has  been  spent  teaching  the  Bible 
Study  of  Pbilipnians  in  the  Presbyterian  churches  of 
Albemarle,  Asheboro,  and  Dunn,  and  Mebane.  She  will 
visit  high  schools  during  March,  April,  and  May.  We 
shall  be  glad  to  receive  any  special  requests  for  her 
services  durirg  these  three  months. 

We  hope  that  the  Woman's  Auxiliaries  of  the  Synod 
will  Dlan  to  use  tl'e  study  book,  THE  CHURCH  AND 
EDUCATION.  The  administration  at  Peace  will  gladly  co- 
operate with  any  auxiliary  making  this  study. 


The  new  catalogue  is  soon  to  come  from  the  press. 
Copies  will  be  mailed  to  all  prospective  students  who 
request  them.  A  new  arrangement  of  courses  has  been 
worked  out,  keying  in  with  the  colleges  to  which  most 
of  our  graduates  transfer  after  two  years  at  Presbyte- 
rian Junior  College.  Courses  are  especially  fitted  for 
the  young  man  who  expects  to  enter  the  ministry,  for 
the  prospective  teacher,  for  one  who  wishes  to  work  to- 
ward a  degree  in  agriculture,  or  toward  a  degree  in  busi- 
ness administration,  or  in  engineering.  Courses  fit  stu- 
dents who  plan  to  study  law  or  dentistry.  After  two 
years  at  P.  J.  C,  l  eceiving  the  special  advantages  here, 
students  may  transfer  to  a  senior  college  and  complete 
their  work  for  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence degrees  m  two  more  years.  The  catalogue  also  car- 
ries suggested  terminal  curricula.  There  is  the  regular 
academic  course  leading  to  a  Junior  College  diploma  in 
two  years.  This  offers  wide  choice  of  electives  and  op- 
portunity for  music  or  some  business  training.  There 
is  a  two-year  business  course  and  a  one-year  business 
course. 

COLLEGE  PREPARATORY 

The  College  Preparatory  Twelfth  Grade  is  a  new 
course  designed  to  fit  the  need  of  students  who  are  grad- 
uates of  high  school  but  who  are  not  fully  prepared  to 
compete  in  college  with  students  who  have  graduated 
from  a  school  of  twelve  grades.  By  intensive  review  and 
thorough  instruction  in  fundamental  subjects  the  student 
is  fitted  to  carry  college  work  with  greater  ease  and 
with  a  larger  benefit  to  himself. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

Many  Presbyterian  young  men  are  sent  out  of  North 
Carolina  every  year  to  attend  select  preparatory  schools. 
Parents  wish  their  sons  to  have  the  wholesome  direction 
and  character-strengthening  influence  of  a  Christian 
school.  Presbyterian  Junior  College  will  receive  young 
men  for  their  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth  grades  of  high 
school  work.  We  urge  parents  to  investigate  the  advan- 
tages offered. 

A  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Primarily,  Presbyterian  Junior  College  is  a  Christian 
College.  The  glory  of  God  and  the  highest  good  of  youth 
are  the  aims.  By  Christian  influence  and  atmosphere,  by 
instruction  in  Bible,  high  standards  of  student  life,  an 
active  Student  Christian  Association,  frequent  contact 
with  the  work  of  the  church,  and  other  means,  there  is 
effort  to  advance  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  individual  hearts 
and  social  relationships. 

SCHOLASTIC  STANDARDS 
High  academic  standards  are  another  aim.  Having  a 
high  school  department  enables  us  to  take  men  who  are 
irregular  in  their  work  and  fit  them  in  and  carry  them 
on.  There  is  no  slackness  in  requirements  and  ail  work 
must  be  thorough  and  of  high  quality.  We  must  prepare 
a  student  to  transfer  to  some  senior  college  or  university 
and  successfully  complete  his  education.

Alumni  are  now  scattered  over  America  and  in  foreign 
countries,  engaged  in  many  occupations. 

PERSONAL  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

Presbyterian  Junior  College  seeks  to  do  more  than 
give  academic  courses.  It  strives  to  build  men,  to  de- 
velop well-rounded  Christian  character  in  each  young 
man  entrusted  to  our  care.

Flora  Macdonald  College  is  enjoying  encouraging 
progress  during  the  present  year.  The  attendance  the 
first  semester  totaled  318  students  including  275  boarders, 
39  day  students,  and  four  special  students.  It  was  again 
necessary  to  rent  a  number  of  rooms  in  private  homes 
near  the  campus  for  professors  and  students.  Many  were 
turned  away  during  the  summer  because  the  dormitories 
were  filled. 

Many  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  attended  gradu- 
ate schools  during  the  summer:  Mrs.  J.  C.  Glenn,  of  the 
Chemistry  Department,  at  the  University  of  Chicago;  Dr. 
Alexander  Stump  and  Miss  Josephine  Bridgman  of  the 
Biology  Department,  at  Mountain  Lake  Biological  Station 
of  the  University  of  Virginia;  Miss  Ruth  Townsend,  of 
the  Language  Department,  at  Middleburg  German  School, 
Griston,  Vt.;  Miss  Thelma  Hall,  of  the  Home  Economics 
Department,  at  Columbia  University;  Miss  Ethel  Bate- 
man,  of  the  Physical  Education  Department,  at  Columbia 
University;  Miss  Emma  Jones,  professor  of  School  Music, 
at  the  Julliard  School  of  Music;  Mrs.  Chapman,  professor 
of  piano,  attended  lectures  at  Boston  University,  and  also 
a  member  of  Harold  Bauer's  piano  class;  Miss  Vertie 
Prince,  of  the  Mathematics  Department,  at  Duke  Uni- 
versity; Mrs.  M.  L.  Sanderson,  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment, at  the  University  of  Chicago;  and  Miss  Princie 
Maphet,  of  the  Commercial  Department,  at  Bowling  Green 
Business  University.  The  faculty  is  splendidly  qualified 
and  doing  excellent  work. 

The  Concert  and  Lecture  Course  has  attracted  un- 
usual attention.  The  following  numbers  have  been  en- 
joyed: Curtis  String  Quartet,  Seagle  Singers,  Ben  Ames, 
and  Mischa  Levitski.  Other  attractions  will  include  Dr. 
No  Yong  Parks,  Edwin  and  Jewel  Hughes,  and  the  David- 
son Glee  Club  and  Symphony  Orchestra.  The  increasing 
popularity  of  the  Concert  and  Lecture  course  is  attract- 
ing large  numbers  of  patrons. 

The  Flora  Macdonald  Development  Program,  under  the 
direction  of  Rev.  L.  A.  Davis,  is  making  encouraging 
progress.  Red  Springs,  Robeson  County,  and  a  number 
of  churches  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery  have  been  can- 
vassed. Fayetteville,  Orange,  and  Wilmington  Presby- 
teries have  made  this  cause  an  objective  of  primary  im- 
portance for  the  immediate  future.  The  program  will  be 
vigorously  pressed  in  all  three  of  these  Presbyteries  dur- 
ing the  present  year. 

This  spring  will  mark  the  beginning  of  a  very  delight- 
ful series  of  annual  meetings  at  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege, when  on  April  18,  representatives  from  the  South 
Coastal  Plains  Garden  Clubs  will  be  guests  of  the  college 
at  a  "Flower  Lovers'  Festival."  The  Red  Springs  Garden 
Club  will  be  hostess  club  at  this  event,  which  has  for  its 
inspiration  the  justly  famous  Flora  Macdonald  Gardens. 

The  Flora  Macdonald  Christian  Association,  under  the 
leadership  of  Miss  Floride  Lemmon,  is  cai*rying  on  a 
splendid  program  of  student  religious  activities.  Splen- 
did inspirational  leaders  have  spoken  under  its  auspices, 
among  tbem  being  Rev.  Cecil  Brearley,  of  Conway,  S.  C, 
Rev.  E.  M.  Hamilton,  and  Rev.  Oscar  Woods  of  China; 
Rev.  L.  E.  LaMott,  president  of  Presbyterian  Junior  Col- 
lege; Rev.  James  Appleby;  Miss  Lillian  Austin  of  Korea, 
and  others.  Rev.  C.  R.  Pritchard  of  Ahoskie,  N.  C,  will 
conduct  the  special  services  this  spring. 

On  February  11  the  college  celebrated  Dr.  C.  G.  Var- 
dell's  79th  birthday  with  a  dinner  in  his  honor.  Tributes, 
toasts,  and  gifts  were  in  order.  The  condition  of  Mrs. 
Vardell,  who  has  been  ill  for  about  a  year  as  a  result 
of  a  fall,  is  gradually  improving. 

The  prospects  for  a  large  enrollment  next  year  are  ex- 
cellent. Many  students,  old  and  new,  have  already  ap- 
plied for  admission.

Mr.  Sherrard  Rice  has  been  elected  full-time  secretary 
of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  His  term  of 
service  is  to  begin  the  first  of  next  September.  He  is  the 
son  of  the  late  Dr.  Theron  H.  Rice,  who  was  one  of  the 
great  preachers  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 
His  son  is  walking  in  his  father's  footsteps. 

Bishop  Edwin  A.  Penick  of  the  Episcopal  Church  has 
accepted  the  invitation  to  preach  the  Baccalaureate  ser- 
mon on  Sunday  morning,  June  4.  The  graduation  exer- 
cises will  be  on  Monday,  June  5,  this  year.  For  a  num- 
ber of  years  the  graduation  exercises  have  been  on  Tues- 
day. Some  of  us  can  remember  when  the  Baccalaureate 
was  on  Sunday  and  Commencement  proper  on  Thursday. 
The  tendency  for  a  number  of  years  in  all  institutions  has 
been  to  shorten  the  Commencement  period. 

The  trustees  will  hold  their  annual  meeting  on  Thurs- 
day, February  23,  at  10  a.  m.  There  are  49  trustees.  Of 
these  33  are  elected  by  the  Presbyteries  of  North  Caro- 
lina, including  Asheville  Presbytery;  four  are  elected  by 
the  Presbyteries  of  Florida;  and  12  are  elected  by  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  college. 

Davidson  celebrated  her  Centennial  in  1937.  In  con- 
nection with  the  celebration,  there  was  a  Centennial 
movement  started  for  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  more 
adequate  equipment  of  the  college.  Since  this  movement 
began,  a  total  of  $360,000  has  been  contributed  or  sub- 
scribed. A  considerable  part  of  this  was  for  designated 
purposes.  A  professorship  has  been  endowed  for  $50,000; 
a  new  infirmary  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  $30,000;  an 
addition  made  to  the  stadium  costing  about  $25,000;  and 
a  new  loan  fund  established  of  $10,000.  A  new  dormitory 
will  be  erected  between  now  and  the  first  of  September 
with  some  special  funds.  As  soon  as  undesignated  pledges 
can  be  collected,  we  hope  to  erect  a  new  library  and  a  new 
science  ball.  There  is  also  a  need  for  a  new  church,  a 
new  social  center,  a  new  gymnasium,  and  a  greatly  in- 
creased endowment.  Davidson  does  not  aspire  to  be  a 
lich  college,  but  she  does  hope  to  keep  up  with  the  edu- 
cational progress  that  is  being  made  by  all  the  best  in- 
stitutions of  the  countrj'  and  thereby  to  maintain  her 
high  standing  in  the  educational  woi-ld.  In  the  meantime 
it  is  our  earnest  hope  that  Davidson  may  become  more 
and  more  Christian  in  her  aspirations  and  ideals. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  students  of  Davidson 
College  are  registered  for  35  diff'erent  callings  in  life. 
Perhaps  some  of  us  have  not  realized  that  there  are  that 
many  callings.  The  largest  numbers  are  registered  for 
Business,  Medicine,  the  Ministry,  Law,  Teaching,  Chem- 
istry, and  Aviation.  We  conceive  it  to  be  the  function  of 
a  church  related  college  to  train  Christian  leaders  for 
all  the  walks  and  callings  of  life. 

There  are  26  diff^erent  subjects  taught  at  Davidson, 
with  quite  a  number  of  different  courses  in  practically  all 
of  them.  Out  of  a  total  of  650  students  the  following 
number  are  studying  the  following  subjects:  English  458, 
Bible  387,  Mathematics  283,  Political  Science  224,  His- 
tory 211,  Spanish  185,  Biology  180,  Psychology  169,  Eco- 
nomics 167,  Chemistry  158,  Business  153,  French  146, 
German  135,  Physics  121,  Commercial  Geography  78,  So- 
ciology 74,  Education  54,  Greek  54,  Latin  34,  Physical 
Education  27,  Asti-onomy  24,  and  Philosophy  23. 

In  addition  to  the  above  subjects  we  have  in  the  De- 
partment of  Music  a  Symphonic  Band,  an  Orchestra,  and  a 
Glee  Club,  all  of  which  have  attained  to  a  high  degree  of 
excellence.

THROUGH  THE  YEARS 

To  one  who  has  been  privileged  to  be  identified  with 
Queens-Chicora  College  for  nearly  two  decades,  the  pros- 
pect of  retirement  brings  up  mingled  feelings  and  causes 
one  to  look  back  and  see  the  events  that  have  transpired 
during  this  time.  > 

Well  do  we  remember  the  June  day  in  1921  when  we 
■assumed  the  responsibility  at  the  helm  of  the  good  ship 
■Queens.  Little  did  we  dream  of  how  much  responsibility 
and  how  many  devious  courses  we  were  to  take  on  our 
voyage  toward  the  port  of  a  Standard  A-grade  institution! 

The  first  three  or  four  years  were  years  of  finding  our 
place  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  among  whom  we  were 
to  work.  We  had  to  establish  ourselves.  In  the  meantime, 
we  were  feeling  out  our  weak  places  and  looking  for  a 
source  from  which  strength  could  be  secured  for  these 
weak  places.  It  was  with  heavy  heart  that  we  turned 
from  the  office  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education, 
with  the  statement  ringing  in  our  ears,  "You  have  five 
points  to  overcome  before  you  can  be  rated  A-grade  by 
the  State  Depai'tment."  These  were: 

1.  The  separation  of  a  Pitting  School  from  the 
College. 

2.  The  raising  of  the  standards  of  admission  and 
graduation. 

3.  The  increasing  of  the  library,  which  by  the 
way,  was  only  1800  volumes  and  was  housed  in  a 
classroom. 

4.  The  increase  of  teachers  with  professorial 
rank.  There  was  only  one  Master  of  Arts  connected 
with  the  institution  and  she  was  in  the  Preparatory 
Department. 

5.  The  increase  in  the  pay  to  our  faculty. 

We  set  about  these  plans  and  by  1923  these  limitations 
had  been  overcome  and  Messrs.  Allen  and  Highsmith  re- 
ported favorably,  after  a  thorough  examination,  and  we 
were  admitted  to  the  list  of  A-grade  colleges  in  North 
Carolina. 

Then  came  the  launch  toward  the  port  of  membership 
in  the  Southern  Association.  The  sea  was  rough,  the 
winds  were  contrary,  and  the  help  was  weak. 

In  1925,  Dr.  Malcolm  Lockhart  was  secured  to  conduct 
a  campaign  for  $300,000,  with  the  motto  floating  from 
our  mast:  "Make  Queens  One  of  the  Queen  Colleges  of 
the  South." 

We  labored  toward  our  immediate  goal  of  $300,000 
and  within  a  year  subscriptions  to  that  amount  were 
raised. 

In  1928,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hook  headed  a  committee  for  the 
raising  of  an  additional  $100,000.  She  labored  earnestly 
and  most  efficiently  and  our  goal  was  reached;  though  in 
neither  case  were  the  collections  up  to  the  subscriptions. 
Then  we  had  another  vision  in  which  the  president  and 
one  or  two  assistants  attempted  to  raise  an  additional 
$50,000.  We  could  not  "mount  upon  wings  as  Eagles," 
but  we  had  to  "run  and  not  be  weary;  to  walk  and  not 
faint."  It  was  a  hard  job.  The  depression  was  on.  We 
had  to  solicit  funds  to  supplement  those  given  by  the 
benevolence  funds  of  the  Synods  to  keep  up  our  quotas. 
Dr.  Tilden  Scherer,  formerly  president  of  Kings  College, 
was  called  to  our  assistance  and  we  finally  reached  our 
goal. 

In  January,  1936,  Dr.  Malcolm  Lockhart  came  again 
and  is  still  rendering  splendid  service  in  a  quiet  hunt  for 
funds. 

In  the  meantime,  in  1930,  Queens  College  had  united 

with  Chicora  College  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  assumed 
the  name  of  Queens-Chicora  College.  We  secured  mem- 
bership in  the  Southern  Association  in  1932,  having  met 
all  requirements  of  this  Accrediting  Agency.  However,  we 
had  ambition  to  go  beyond  the  border  line  and  to  build  a 
great  institution;  hence  we  continued  our  efforts  and  are 
still  continuing  them  today. 

We  feel  that  the  challenge  to  the  incoming  president 
is  going  to  be  housing  equipment,  scholastic  recognition 
and  curricular  development.  There  are  needed  now  at 
least  five  buildings  most  overwhelmingly.  These  are: 
Central  Heating  Plant,  Library,  Gymnasium,  Language 
Building,  Dormitory. 


We  have  been  before  some  of  the  great  Foundations 
and  have  left  a  most  impressive  outlay  of  our  plans  and 
have  had  a  great  deal  of  encouragement.  Queens-Chicora 
College,  with  one  who  will  take  up  the  work  here  and 
push  forward  with  all  of  his  consecrated  energies,  is  as- 
sured of  an  exceedingly  bright  future.  He  will  have  to 
do,  however,  like  the  Apostle  Paul:  Forget  the  things 
that  are  behind,  look  toward  the  future,  and  press  toward 
the  mark! 

That  mark  must  be  challengingly  high,  and  it  must 
engage  his  every  energy.  The  motto  of  the  college 
through  all  of  her  trials  and  triumphs  has  been:  "Not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit  saith  the  Lord  of 
Host."  We  have  never  feared  the  outcome,  provided  we 
were  in  the  proper  attitude  to  make  the  request  of  God, 
Whether  we  have  been  on  praying  ground  or  not  has  been 
the  concern  of  the  management  through  these  passing 
years.  If  and  when  we  have,  God  has  answered  our 
prayers. 

But  the  sailing  has  not  been  over  financial  waters 
alone,  there  have  been  other  phases  of  the  journey  that 
cannot  be  overlooked.  The  most  difficult  one  of  all  is 
the  securing  of  competent  and  willing  assistants.  In 
many  cases  we  have  been  most  fortunate,  in  some  cases 
we  have  been  unfortunate.  However,  as  we  look  back  over 
the  18  years,  we  thank  God  for  the  great  amount  of  co- 
operation that  has  been  shown  the  management. 

Another  phase  of  the  work  is  that  of  ideals  and  dis- 
cipline. We  have  had  as  an  ideal  the  law  of  God  as  in- 
terpreted by  the  Presbyterian  General  Assembly.  We 
have  felt  that,  this  being  an  institution  under  the  own- 
ership and  control  of  subordinate  courts  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  our  church,  it  should  reflect  the  teachings 
and  obey  the  deliverances  of  that  Assembly.  This  has 
been  notably  true  in  our  stand  on  observance  of  the  Sab- 
bath Day  and  certain  types  and  forms  of  worldly  amuse- 
ments. We  have  taken  the  ground  that  an  ecclesiastically 
controlled  college  is  the  Church  in  action  in  the  field  of 
education,  just  as  an  ecclesiastically  controlled  pulpit  is 
the  Church  in  action  in  the  field  of  evangelism,  and  there- 
fore we  have  to  reflect  the  teaching  and  conduct  of  the 
Church  just  as  much  as  do  the  Sabbath  Schools,  Young 
People's  Societies,  Women's  Societies,  and  even  the  min- 
istry of  our  church.  We  do  not  always  have  the  unani- 
mous support  in  our  attitude,  but  we  have  preferred  the 
criticism  of  men  to  what  we  thought  would  be  the  con- 
demnation of  God,  if  we  acted  otherwise. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  discipline  within  the  walls 
of  the  institution  our  experience  has  been  varied  and  has 
gone  the  whole  gamut  of  conduct,  or  misconduct.  Student 
Government  has  been  in  vogue  since  1921,  having  been  in- 
stituted by  the  present  management,  when  he  assumed 
the  presidency  of  the  institution,  and  it  is  his  happy  re- 
flection that  he  has  never  had  to  reverse  the  decision  of 
the  Student  Council.  On  a  few  occasions  only  has  he  found 
it  necessary  to  make  a  change  in  the  penalty  imposed, 
sometimes  a  little  heavier,  and  sometimes  a  little  lighter. 
Every  form  of  misconduct  has  had  to  be  dealt  with  and 
every  penalty  from  the  giving  of  points  through  "campus 
restrictions"  and  strict  restriction  to  expulsion  has  been 
imposed.  As  we  reflect  today  we  believe  that  in  every 
case  we  have  been  divinely  guided  and  if  we  had  to  do  it 
over  again  we  would  take  the  same  course  of  action. 

Another  source  of  embarrassment  and  even  trouble 
has  been  the  limitation  of  our  dormitory  space.  We  have 
had  to  make  brick  without  straw  in  this  respect.  For 
some  years  necessity  drove  us  to  put  three  in  a  room. 
This  is  never  desirable  from  any  standpoint  from  which 
it  might  be  considered.  We  have  needed,  but  simply  could 
not  have  a  new  dormitory.  We  have  been  chagrined  al- 
most beyond  endurance  because  of  the  embarrassing  prob- 
lems which  have  arisen  from  the  lack  of  this  dormitory. 
We  have  had  to  put  students  and  teachers  out  of  their 
rooms  into  other  quarters  and  do  many  makeshift  things 
that  we  did  not  like,  but  it  was  the  best  we  had,  and  we 
had  to  do  the  best  we  could. 

The  pay  of  the  faculty  has  been  one  of  the  great  prob- 
lems, especially  during  the  depression.  The  Southern 
Association  requires  a  definite  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  of  different  ranks.  The  faculty  was 
gracious  in  cooperating  with  us  during  the  extreme  de- 
pression days.  Somehow  we  paid  them  their  salaries  and 
somehow,  we  do  not  understand  now  after  the  nightmares

The  historic  Sprunt  Lectures  of  the  Union  Theological

Dr.  John  R.  Mott  of  New  York  will  be  the 
Sprunt  Lecturer  for  this  year.  Dr.  Mott  is  chairman  of 
the  International  Missionary  Council  and  a  world  figure 
in  mission  work.  He  will  come  direct  from  Madras,  In- 
dia, where  he  has  presided  at  the  World  Missionary  Con- 
gress. Mr.  Mott  will  lecture  here  on  "The  Unfolding  As- 
pects of  the  World  Mission  in  the  Last  Five  Decades." 
These  five  decades  are  coincident  with  his  own  life  and 
work.   The  lectures  are  as  follows:

IV.  Money  and  Missions. 
V.  Depression,  Recession,  Re-examination. 

VI.  &  VII.  The  Prophetic  View. 

Dr.  Emil  Brunner,  Swiss  theologian  associated  with 
Karl  Barth  and  one  of  the  best  known  European  religious 
thinkers  of  the  day,  will  be  special  lecturer  during  the 
week.  He  is  at  present  a  guest  professor  at  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary,  coming  from  the  University  of 
Zurich.  He  will  give  five  lectures  on  the  general  topic  of 
Revelation : 

I.  General  or  Creation  Revelation. 
II.  Revelation  in  the  Old  Testament  History.

If  we  are  real  quiet  we  may  be  able  to  hear  what  those 
two  ten  dollar  bills  are  saying.

Ramsay  read  that  letter  from  a  student  inquiring  about 
the  college?  When  she  read  where  the  student  said:  'I 
want  to  be  a  home  missionary  but  I  am  very  poor  in 
earthly  goods.  Will  you  help  me?'  I  made  up  my  mind 
that  I  did  want  to  help.  You  know,  though,  it's  going  to 
take  many  more  like  us  to  do  it.  Perhaps  some  of  those 
Presbyterians  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  hear 
about  it  and  be  as  eager  to  help  as  we  are." 

Look  at  those  dejected  bills  over  there  on  that  biology 
desk!  They  are  disappointed  because  they  thought  that 
they  were  going  to  New  York  to  buy  a  new  microscope 
for  the  science  lab.

Recently  Mitchell  received  a  letter  from  a 
minister  who  said,  "I  have  a  daughter  who  is  anxious  to 
secure  more  education.  If  she  does  so  we  desire  that  she 
secure  it  in  a  Christian  atmosphere."  Make  your  dollars 
count  for  Him,  and  send  your  daughters  with  your  dollars!

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EDITORIAL 

CO-OPERATIVE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  AND  CHURCH 
EXTENSION  PLANNED  IN  WINSTON-SALEM 

J.  M.  Wells 

The  organized  churches  of  the  City  of  Winston- Salem 
have  formed  a  joint  committee  to  investigate  and  if 
feasible  promote  the  establishment  of  outpost  mission 
Sunday  schools  in  Forsyth  County.  Two  elders  from  each 
of  the  sessions  of  the  four  churches  were  named  to  the 
Committee.  It  consists  of  J.  M.  Wells,  Jr.  (chairman), 
and  Tully  D.  Blair,  of  the  First  Church,  John  W.  Moore 
(secretary),  and  W.  R.  Martin  of  Reynolds,  R.  D.  Watson 
and  E.  H.  Hege  of  Lee  Memorial,  and  S.  A.  Wooten  and 
J.  E.  McClain  of  Waughtown.  At  the  first  meeting  the 
Committee  unanimously  felt  that  there  were  many  un- 
churched areas  in  the  county  where  outpost  Sunday 
schools  should  be  established;  that  there  is  an  abundance 
of  man-power  available  to  man  four  or  more  such  out- 
posts; that  it  was  desirable  to  have  such  outposts  for 
the  development  of  leadership  in  all  of  the  churches;  and 
that  the  combined  resources  of  the  churches  should  be 
used  to  locate  and  establish  these  Sunday  schools.  It  was 
decided  to  proceed  at  once  with  surveys  to  determine  the 
location  and  to  establish  such  Sunday  schools  in  as  many 
places  as  the  surveys  revealed  there  was  an  onening  which 
did  not  compete  with  other  churches  putting  on  active 
programs. 

The  first  step  in  the  survey  was  in  considering  the 
population  movement  trends  in  the  area.  Finding  from 
government  data  that  the  trend  affecting  this  area  was 
away  from  sparsely  settled  rural  areas  and  away  from 
heavily  congested  urban  areas  to  consolidated  school  areas 
and  to  suburban  settlements  on  and  adjoining  the  high- 
ways leading  out  from  the  city  it  was  decided  to  center 
further  investigation  on  the  areas  to  which  the  trend  was 
apparent  with  the  view  of  establishing  the  outpost  Sun- 
day schools  where  the  future  was  brightest  for  later  de- 
velopment into  churches. 

A  plan  was  adopted  for  investigating  and,  if  the  way 
be  clear,  locating  outpost  Sunday  schools: 

1.  Survey  by  appearance: 

(1)  Density  of  population. 

(2)  Other  church  facilities  available. 

2.  Map  territory  to  be  surveyed. 

3.  Actual  Census  by  young  people  determine: 

(1)  People  not  connected  with  any  church. 

(2)  People  affiliated  but  not  attending  any  church. 

(3)  Responsiveness  to  proposal. 

4.  Transfer  information  to  map. 

(1)  Determine  need. 

(2)  Determine  approximate  location  of  proposed 
Sunday  school. 

5.  Meeting  those  interested  and  leaders  in  community 
to  determine. 

(1)  Availability  of  land. 

(2)  What  financial  help  will  promise. 

(3)  Present  support  avaliable. 

6.  Determine  size  of  structure  necessary. 

(1)  Now. 

(2)  Future  as  near  as  possible. 

7.  Approval  plans  and  cost  and  location. 

8.  Get  approval  of  all  sponsoring  churches  to  completed 
plan  and  raise  necessary  funds  for  construction. 

At  later  meetings  of  the  committee,  various  reports 
were  made  on  first  step  of  surveys  by  appearances.  Eight 
areas  were  selected  to  map  and  census  one  of  which  was 
the  only  consolidated  school  in  the  county  not  already 
churched.  The  other  areas  were  on  the  principal  high- 
ways leading  from  the  city  centering  from  one  to  five 


miles  from  the  city  limits.  Four  of  the  most  promising? 
were  selected  for  immediate  canvass,  and  assigned  to  the 
respective  churches.  In  three  of  the  churches  the  young 
people  took  over  the  entire  census  project  including  the 
mapping  and  in  all  are  doing  the  actual  census  taking. 

In  making  the  maps,  a  single  line  represents  the  road 
and  numbers  from  one  up  show  the  location  of  the  houses. 
This  number  is  carried  on  the  census  card  which  gives 
at  a  glance  the  location  of  the  family  interviewed.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  large  map,  the  area  is  divided  into  the  num- 
ber of  teams  making  the  canvass  and  a  small  map  made 
of  the  part  to  be  covered  by  the  team.  Thus  by  side  roads 
and  distances  from  a  starting  point  the  team  can  see 
the  exact  location  of  the  house  as  numbered  on  the  map 
and  census  card. 

For  the  completion  of  the  program  a  sub-committee 
was  appointed  on  plans  to  have  designed  a  unified  plan 
for  a  completed  church  and  Sunday  school  building  that 
can  be  constructed  progressively;  first  a  Sunday  school 
building  with  only  two  Sunday  school  rooms  partitioned 
off  to  be  used  both  for  Sunday  school  and  church  serv- 
ices; second,  a  brick  church  added  and  third,  the  Sunday 
school  unit  partitioned  and  brick  veneered.  Thus  the  first 
unit  will  be  of  nominal  cost.  This  committee  is  also  to 
get  estimates  on  the  proposed  structure  in  various  sizes. 

Another  sub-committee  on  finance  was  appointed  to 
pro-rate  and  raise  the  needed  money  in  the  communities 
to  be  served  and  in  the  respective  churches. 

When  the  proper  points  of  location  are  determined  each 
point  is  to  be  assigned  to  the  session  of  one  of  the 
churches  to  visit  and  line  up  the  cooperation  of  those  liv- 
ing in  the  area.  Aftei:  completion  each  outpost  is  to  be 
assigned  to  one  of  the  organized  churches  to  man  the 
Sunday  school  and  provide  the  preaching.

HOME  MISSION  RECEIPTS 

Reports  to  the  General  Assembly  show  a  total  of 
$361,231  contributed  to  Assembly's  Home  Missions  against 
$321,020  the  previous  year.  The  sum  of  $650,595  was 
given  for  Local  Home  Missions  against  $657,254  of  the 
previous  year.  The  grand  total  for  1939  for  Home  Mis- 
sions is  $1,011,826  against  $978,274  for  the  year  1938. 
The  total  for  Foreign  Missions  for  1939  was  $741,299 
against  $757,557  in  1938,  a  decrease  of  $16,258.  There 
was  an  increase  to  Home  Missions  of  $33,852.

PROFESSIONS  OF  FAITH 

There  were  added  on  profession  of  faith  during 
1939,  21,268,  an  increase  over  1938  of  4,978.  The  Sunday 
school  enrollment  increased  from  427,189  in  1938  to  432,- 
245  in  1939,  a)  gain  of  5,056  This  is  very  encouraging. 
Our  total  number  of  communicants  is  511,364  against 
497,816  in  1938,  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  13,548.

BIG  RIDGE  CHAUTAUQUA 

The  preacher  at  the  Big  Ridge  Chautauqua  was  Rev. 
0.  V.  Caudill,  the  superintendent  of  home  missions  in  Win- 
ston-Salem Presbytery.  His  sermons  were  strong  gospel 
appeals.  There  were  many  reconseerations  and  ten  mem- 
bers were  received  by  profession  of  faith  and  baptism. 
1026  chapters  were  read  in  the  Bible.  In  the  Church  Va- 
cation School  were  enrolled  85  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  56 — ten  came  every  day. 


Public  Schools  is  working  out  successfully  under  the  di- 
rection of  Rev.  C.  F.  Allen  of  Kenly,  N.  C. 

In  four  consolidated  schools,  Kenly  and  Glendale  in 
Johnston  County;  Lucama  in  Wilson  County;  and  Na- 
hunta  in  Wayne  County;  is  organized  a  Bible  Club,  con- 
sisting of  the  members  of  the  high  school  grades,  and 
the  seventh  grade  of  the  grammar  school.  Membership 
in  these  clubs  is  purely  voluntary,  and  is  regarded  as  one 
of  the  Activity  Periods  of  the  schools.  These  clubs  meet

GLENDALE  SPRINGS  CHAUTAUQUA 

The  Vacation  Church  School  was  well  attended.  More 
than  100  being  enrolled  with  an  average  attendance  of  81. 
Forty-four  attended  every  day.  The  evangelistic  services 
were  conducted  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  superintendent  of 
Synod's  Home  Missions.  There  were  12  or  more  profes- 
sions. Plans  were  completed  for  presenting  to  Pres- 
bytery a  petition  for  the  organization  of  a  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Glendale  Springs.  A  petition  has  already  been 
submitted  but  the  new  request  will  contain  several  ad- 
ditional names  of  persons  desiring  to  become  charter 
members.  Rev.  John  W.  Luke  has  done  and  is  doing  a 
splendid  work  at  this  point. 

BIBLE  TEACHING  IN  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  OF 
EASTERN  CAROLINA 
Rev.  C.  F.  Allen 
In  the  counties  of  Johnston,  Wayne,  and  Wilson  in 
Eastern   North  Carolina,  a  plan  of  Bible  Study  in  the

twice  a  month,  and  for  about  an  hour  study  the  Bible, 
and  endeavor  to  give  it  a  practical  application  to  every- 
day living. 

A  systematic  course  is  laid  out  with  assigned  Bible 
reading,  and  written  papers  on  various  phases  of  the  part 
of  the  Bible  studied.  Members  of  the  clubs  are  marked 
on  the  written  assignments,  and  on  attendance  on  classes, 
and  an  Honor  Roll  is  kept  for  each  quarter  which  is  placed 
on  the  bulletin  board  at  the  schools,  and  published  in 
the  local  papers.  A  Contest  Record  is  kept  between  the 
schools  on  a  percentage  basis,  and  published  from  time  to 
time.  At  the  Commencement  Program  at  close  of  school 
a  banner  is  awarded  to  the  club  having  the  best  record. 

The  principals  of  the  various  schools,  the  local  boards, 
and  the  parents  of  the  communities  have  rendered  fine 
cooperation  in  this  work.  Chapel  programs  are  held  fre- 
quently by  the  Bible  clubs  in  the  local  schools,  and  the 
clubs  exchange  visits  with  each  other.  A  Union  Com- 
mencement program  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  school

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year,  at  which  time  a  program  of  speaking  and  contests  is 
given,  and  all  honors  awarded. 

This  Bible  teaching  has  been  in  progress  for  four 
years  at  Kenly  School,  and  about  400  boys  and  girls  have 
been  enrolled.  For  two  years  the  club  has  been  organized 
at  Glendale,  a  rural  school,  with  about  200  in  attendance 
over  the  period.  At  Lucama,  and  Nahunta,  the  club  is  in 
its  first  year  with  about  75  in  attendance. 

A  complete  course  of  Bible  Study  has  been  worked  out 
by  Mr.  Allen  covering  a  period  of  four  years,  and  em- 
bracing the  whole  Bible.  This  course  has  been  tested,  and 
it  works.  The  plan  of  these  Bible  Clubs  is  one  way  that 
the  Bible  can  be  taught  effectively  in  the  public  schools, 
and  the  results  have  been  well  worth  the  efforts  put  forth. 
By  the  Bible  Study  it  is  hoped  to  familiarize  the  pupils 
of  our  schools  with  the  essential  things  of  the  Bible,  and 
to  build  up  an  atmosphere  of  Bible  Study  in  the  com- 
munities served,  in  the  present  and  future  generations. 
The  work  is  pui-ely  voluntary,  and  no  expense  is  involved 
for  the  pupils,  and  no  credit  is  given  on  regular  school 
work. 

Inquiries  as  to  this  plan  of  work  have  been  received 
from  this  and  neighboring  states,  and  Rev.  C.  F.  Allen 
will  be  glad  to  answer  any  such  that  may  be  sent  to  him, 
and  give  suggestions  as  to  his  plan  of  study. 

*    *  * 

Rev.  C.  F.  Allen  is  the  busy  pastor  of  a  group  of  four 
churches.  It  was  the  privilege  of  Synod's  Superintendent 
of  Home  Missions  to  spend  a  week-end  in  this  field.  The 
churches  of  this  group  are  Center  Ridge,  Kenly,  Spring 
Hill  and  White  Oak.

A  movement  w-xs 
started  for  a  real  church  building  and  the  accompanying 
picture  of  the  church  was  the  result.  While  this  beauti-

condition  to  be  used  and  a  flourishing  Sunday  school  and 
zealous  congregation  are  making  good  use  of  their  new 
place  of  worship.

A  Bible  school  was  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Katharine  Carter  and  Miss  Nell  Hall,  assisted  by  a  group 
of  young  people  from  the  church.  The  pastor,  Rev.  W.  M. 
Currie,  preached  each  night  for  two  weeks. 

At  the  end  of  this  period,  the  interest  was  so  great 
that  the  tent  was  used  each  Sunday  afternoon  for  Sunday 
school  until  cool  weather.  Something  had  to  be  done,  so 
the  Belmont  church  made  the  proposition  to  those  interest- 
ed that  a  lot  and  part  of  the  material  for  a  chapel  would 
be  given  if  the  remainder  of  the  material  and  the  labor 
could  be  secured.  The  offer  was  accepted  and  on  Novem- 
ber 1,  1938,  Sunday  school  was  held  in  the  new  chapel. 

But  the  chapel  proved  too  small  and  lacked  class  rooms,

so  on  February  1,  1939,  the  Men's  Bible  class  of  the  Bel 
mont  church  made  the  chapel  congregation  the  proposi- 
tion that  they  would  furnish  the  material  to  add  five  class 
rooms  if  the  labor  could  be  secured.  On  March  1,  when 
the  addition  was  used  for  the  first  time,  214  people  were 
crowded  into  the  chapel,  which  is  now  a  building  30  by 
56,  with  an  auditorium  seating  200  and  five  class  rooms, 
At  present,  Sunday  school  is  conducted  each  Sunday 
afternoon  with  an  average  of  around  100  in  attendance. 
The  afternoon  the  picture  was  taken,  a  preaching  service 
was  held,  increasing  the  usual  attendance.  In  addition  to

DAVIDSON  GOLLEGE

During  the  first  week  in  May,  work  was  begun  on  a 
new  dormitory.  The  building  will  house  about  75  students 
and  will  be  fireproof  throughout.  It  is  not  the  purpose  of 
the  college  to  increase  the  size  of  the  student  body.  We 
are  only  trying  to  provide  adequate  living  quarters  for 
those  that  we  already  have.  For  several  years  past  we 
have  limited  the  student  body  to  650.  The  registration 
for  next  session  had  already  passed  the  600  mark  when 
this  article  was  written  on  May  10. 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  college  closed  on  April  30.  The 
treasurer's  report  will  show  that  the  receipts  for  running 
expenses  for  the  year  amounted  to  $327,108.65,  and  that 
the  expenses  amounted  to  $326,459.16,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $649.49.  That  was  a  very  close  margin.  During  the 
year  tho  College  received  from  the  Presbyterian  Churches 
of  North  Carolina,  through  the  Synod's  budget,  $3,123.05. 
During  the  same  period  the  Colleg:e  awarded  to  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry,  sons  of  ministers,  and  other  stu- 
dents who  needed  financial  assistance,  the  sum  of  $19,- 
240.00. 

It  might  be  well  to  note  here  that  the  Synod  called 
upon  the  churches  last  year  to  give  $42,000  to  the  five 
Presbyterian  colleges  and  two  Presbyterian  high  schools 
located  in  the  Synod.  As  an  actual  fact,  the  churches 
gave  only  $16,341  to  all  these  institutions  combined.  It 
would  mean  a  great  deal  to  the  Presbyterian  Colleges  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  if  the  churches  would  con- 
tribute the  full  quota  asked  for  in  the  budget  of  the 
Synod. 

Commencement  at  Davidson  College  will  be  arranged 
a  little  differently  this  year,  from  that  of  previous  years. 
The  following  are  the  important  days: 

Saturday,  June  3 — Alumni  Day 

Sunday,  June  4,  11:00  a.m. — Baccalaureate  Sermon 
Monday,  June  5,  11:00  a.m. — Graduating  Exercises 
Bishop  Edwin  A.  Penick  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  will  preach  the  baccalaureate  sermon. 
About  140  young  men  will  receive  their  diplomas.  No 
honorary  degrees  will  be  conferred  by  the  college  this 
year.  Inasmuch  as  an  unusual  number  of  honorary  de- 
grees were  conferred  in  1937,  the  Centennial  Year,  it 
seemed  wise  to  the  faculty  not  to  confer  any  honorary 
degrees  last  year  or  this  year. 

The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  graduating  class 
have  their  plans  made  for  next  year.  A  large  number  will 
pursue  graduate  work  in  universities,  medical  colleges,  and 
professional  schools  in  general.  Quite  a  number  will  enter 
theological  seminaries  in  the  fall. 

The  Young  People's  Conference  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  will  meet  at  Davidson  on  June  7,  and  will  re- 
main in  session  a  week.  At  that  time  about  500  Pres- 
byterian young  people  from  all  parts  of  North  Carolina 
will  come  pouring  into  Davidson.  We  shall  be  delighted 
to  see  them. 

The  Summer  Session  of  the  College  will  open  on  June 
14,  and  continue  through  July  21.  Prof.  F.  K.  Fleagle 
will  be  the  director  of  the  Summer  Session,  and  15  mem- 
bers of  our  regular  faculty  will  constitute  the  summer 
faculty.  Courses  will  be  offered  in  Bible,  Biology,  Chem- 
istry, English,  French,  German,  Spanish,  Latin,  Mathe- 
matics, History,  Music,  Physics,  and  Political  Science. 
The  Summer  Session  is  intended  largely  for  college  stu- 
dents and  those  who  expect  to  enter  college  in  September. 
It  affords  these  students  an  opportunity  to  do  advanced 
work,  or  to  make  up  back  work.  Full  college  credit  i? 
given  for  all  work  successfully  completed.  Those  who  are 
interested  should  write  Prof.  F.  K.  Fleagle,  director, 
Davidson,  N.  C.

One  of  the  most  successful  years  that  we  have  had 
came  to  a  close  on  Tuesday,  May  9,  when  34  seniors  re- 
ceived diplomas,  and  the  Hon.  Willis  Smith,  of  Raleigh, 
delivered  an  inspiring  commencement  address  on  "Amer- 
ican Citizenship."  Other  features  of  the  exercises  on 
Tuesday  morning  were  the  presentation  of  Bibles  by  the 
school  and  friends  of  the  school  to  each  graduate,  and 
the  awarding  of  medals  and  prizes  for  outstanding  work 
in  the  various  school  departments  to  12  students.  This 
was  the  largest  graduating  class  at  the  Academy  in  13 
years,  and  one  of  the  most  talented. 

On  Monday  evening  at  Class  Day,  Shannon  Morgan, 
valedictorian,  and  Eva  Owen,  salutatorian,  made  splendid 
addresses.

THE  CHRISTIAN  COLLEGE 

The  Christian  College  perpetuates  the  training  of  the 
home.  The  ideals  of  both  should  be  gotten  from  the  Word 
of  God.  There  is  a  tremendous  appeal  today  to  youth  to 
adopt  standards  that  are  contrary  to  the  standards  of 
those  of  one  or  two  generations  ago.  With  all  of  the 
change  which  is  essential  and  necessary,  there  can  be  no 
change  in  the  fundamental  ethical  principles  by  which 
character  is  being  formed.  There  must  be  no  change  in 
character,  which  is  the  saving  force  in  the  social  order 
of  any  civilization.  Dr.  William  Allen  White  has  re- 
marked: "It  is  not  a  question  so  much  of  churches  and 
teachers  as  it  is  of  colleges  that  will  make  leaders  who 
will  create  a  world  in  which  churches  can  thrive;  leaders 
in  all  walks  of  life,  in  all  callings  and  professions." 

The  Christian  College  is  necessary  because  of  the  de- 
fense of  our  civilization  from  a  Godless  culture.  Covet- 
ousness  and  crime  springing  from  the  greed  of  gain  are 
always  the  vices  of  those  who  have  had  educational  ad- 
vantages. The  world  is  still  staggering  under  the  load 
of  debt  and  weakened  by  the  moral  poison  which  resulted 
from  a  world  war,  and  men  said:  "Just  to  think  of  such 
a  dreadful  outburst  in  this  20th  century."  But  the  truth 
is  this  century  is  the  era  in  which  such  an  eruption  might 
have  been  looked  for.  "Scientific  Education",  "Practical 
Education",  "Vocational  Education",  and  such  phrases 
have  been  the  educational  motto  for  more  than  fifty  years. 
The  moral  element  in  education  has  been  almost  eliminat- 
ed. "Religious  Education"  has  been  derided.  The  whole 
educational  program  for  fifty  years  has  been  based  on 
the  falsehood  that  man  shall  live  by  bread  alone.  Well,  the 
outcome  was  a  bread  riot,  which  was  world-wide.  Com- 
mercialism and  greed  were  at  the  bottom  of  all  the  hor- 
rible disturbance.  Centuries  ago,  Paul  said  that  "The 
world  by  wisdom  knew  not  God",  and  he  gave  us  to  un- 
derstand that  to  be  without  God,  is  to  be  without  hope. 
Education  without  religion  leads  to  atheism,  and  atheism 
leads  to  anarchy.  If  out  civilization  is  going  to  be  pre- 
served, then  chastity,  righteousness,  and  consideration  of 
the  rights  of  others  are  going  to  mark  our  lives.  We 
must  have  an  education  which  inculcates  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  Christianity. 

Another  service  of  the  Christian  College  lies  in  the 
government  or  management  of  the  institution.  There 
should  be  a  standard  of  conduct  and  of  attitude  that  would 
tend  to  produce  spirituality  and  not  worldliness.  There 
are  certain  liberties,  practices,  and  conformities  that 
would  not  be  expected  to  produce  spirituality.  It  is  a  very 
unpopular  thing  to  speak  of  a  differentiation  in  conduct 
and  in  the  diversions  of  students  of  Christian  institutions 
from  that  of  the  secular  school.  There  are  those  who 
would  tear  down  all  barriers,  and  erase  all  lines  of  de- 
marcation and  make  the  standards  of  the  world  to  be  the 
standards  of  Christian  Institutions,  which  are  avowedly 
in  existence  for  the  purpose  of  producing  Christian  Edu- 
cation. The  modem  cry  is  that  of  Israel  of  old:  "Nay, 
but  we  will  have  a  king  over  us,  that  we  may  be  like  all 
the  nations."  There  is  the  cry  against  an  over-observed 
Sabbath,  a  cry  against  restraint  of  liberties  that  lead  to 
dissipation  and  the  dulling  of  spiritual  sensitiveness.  But, 
you  cannot  produce  spiritual  life  by  feeding  the  soul  upon 
the  husks  fit  only  for  swine  food.  The  putrid  stuff  that 
is  poured  into  the  life  of  the  modern  youth  in  the  name 
of  pastime  and  amusement  will  not  produce  a  likeness  to 
Jesus.  There  can  be  no  reason  for  the  existence  of  an  in- 
stitution in  the  name  of  Christ  which  is  not  producing 
in  the  lives  of  its  students  the  spirit  and  the  image  of 
the  Christ.  We  cannot  honestly  spend  the  money  given 
by  the  Church  for  Christian  Education,  if  we  are  going 
to  direct  the  student  into  the  same  paths  and  recommend 
to  Yim  or  her  the  same  things  that  belong  to  the  world- 
There  is  yet  a  line  of  demarcation  to  be  drawn  and  a  cry 
to  be  raised:  "Come  out  from  among  them  and  be  ye 
separate,  saith  the  Lord." 

This  means  an  enriching,  ennobling,  and  inspiring  of 
life.  It  gives  to  every  man  and  woman  thus  educated  an 
elevated  position  in  relation  to  the  things  that  are  mate- 
rial. It  makes  one  to  approach  life's  duties  and  oppor- 
tunities in  a  new  attitude,  and  from  a  new  viewpoint.

As  this  issue  of  The  Presbyterian  News  goes  to  press, 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia  is  celebrating  its 
127th  Commencement.  Members  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  figure  largely  in  our  exercises.  Dr.  A.  D.  P. 
Gilmour,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Wil- 
mington, N.  C,  and  a  former  associate  professor  in  our 
Seminary,  delivers  the  Baccalaureate  sermon.  On  Tues- 
day, May  16,  the  Hon.  Charles  G.  Rose  of  Fayetteville, 
N.  C,  a  Ruling  Elder  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
in  that  city,  and  a  former  president  of  the  North  Carolina 
Bar  Association,  delivers  the  Commencement  Address. 

Among  the  34  men  who  complete  their  three-year 
course  at  this  Commencement,  the  following  eight  are 
from  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina:  D.  Alexander  Bowles 
of  Fayetteville,  A.  Russell  Buffaloe  of  Wake  County,  Lynn 
T.  Jones  of  Forest  City,  Sam  N.  Milton  of  Albemarle, 
James  E.  Ratchford  of  Waxhaw,  George  H.  Ricks  of  Con- 
cord, Claude  C.  Swaim  of  Winston-Salem  and  John  M. 
Walker,  Jr.,  of  Charlotte. 

Twelve  men  at  this  Commencement  receive  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Theology  and  four  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Theology.  This  represents  a  great  amount  of  work  both 
on  the  part  of  the  successful  candidates  for  the  degrees 
and  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  Seminary. 

Dr.  Edward  Mack,  who  inaugurated  the  Graduate  De- 
partment in  the  session  of  1916-17,  was  made  Professor 
Emeritus  at  this  Commencement.  As  Dean  of  the  Grad- 
uate Department  he  has  seen  this  work  develop  until 
there  were  this  year  studying  under  the  direction  of  our 
Seminary  faculty  34  men  working  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Theology  and  24  men  working  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Theology. 

The  Seminary  had  this  year  studying  abroad  four 
Fellows.  All  of  them  pursued  part  of  their  courses  at  the 
University  of  Edenburgh.  One  of  them  had  done  addi- 
tional work  in  Germany  and  another  at  the  School  of 
Oriental  Research  in  Jerusalem,  while  a  third  is  returning 
to  America  via  China,  Korea  and  Japan,  thus  encircling 
the  globe.  Among  our  Fellows-elect  is  Mr.  John  Mack 
Walker,  Jr.,  the  son  of  a  former  Moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Howard  T.  Kuist,  who  taught  for  many  years  in 
Biblical  Seminary,  New  York,  has  completed  with  great 
success  his  first  year  as  a  professor  in  our  Seminary. 
Professor  James  R.  Sydnor,  a  graduate  of  Westminster 
Choir  School  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  and  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music  at  the  General  Assembly's  Training  School, 
has  rendered  very  effective  service  in  the  development  of 
the  speaking  and  singing  voices  of  the  Seminary  students. 
During  the  partial  illness  of  Dr.  James  Porter  Smith,  Dr. 
Laurence  F.  Kinney  has  taught  the  Middlers  Systematic 
Theology  with  fine  success. 

In  spite  of  the  multitude  of  other  duties,  members  of 
the  faculty  have  put  through  the  press  the  following 
products  of  their  pen:  Dr.  Edward  Mack  has  made  a  third 
revision  of  his  book,  "The  Office  of  the  Deacon."  The 
Presbyterian  Committee  has  published  a  pamphlet  by  Dr. 
Howard  T.  Kuist,  which  is  entitled,  "How  to  Enjoy  the 
English  Bible."  Dr.  D.  W.  Richardson  has  recently  pub- 
lished a  volume,  "The  Revelation  of  Jesus  Christ;  An  In- 
terpretation." Dr.  J.  Gray  McAllister  has  brought  to  com- 
pletion the  biography  of  Dr.  Walter  W.  Moore,  after  sev- 
eral years  of  work.

LaMotte  as  president  of  the  college  at  a  special  convo- 
cation on  Friday,  May  26,  at  11  o'clock.  Dr.  Walter  L. 
Lingle,  president  of  Davidson  College,  will  deliver  the 
principal  address  at  this  time.  Dr.  Watson  Fairley,  Mod- 
erator of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  Dean  E.  L.  Cloyd, 
of  North  Carolina  State  College,  Dr.  William  Preston 
Few,  president  of  Duke  University,  President  Leslie  H. 
Campbell  of  Campbell  College,  and  State  Superintendent 
Clyde  A.  Erwin  are  expected  to  have  parts  on  the  pro- 
gram. 

On  Sunday,  May  28,  at  11  o'clock,  the  Commencement 
sermon  will  be  preached  by  Dr.  J.  0.  Mann,  director  of 
Religious  Education  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

On  Monday,  May  29,  at  11  o'clock,  the  graduating  ex- 
ercises will  be  held.  Dr.  William  P.  Jacobs,  president  of 
Presbyterian  College  at  Clinton,  South  Carolina,  will  de- 
liver the  literary  address. 

At  the  present  writing,  progress  is  being  made  slowly 
on  the  effort  to  secure  $6,000  by  Commencement  which 
will  free  the  college  of  all  debt  through  the  securing  of 
the  $20,000  conditional  gift  of  Mr.  R.  L.  McLeod  and 
Mr.  W.  H.  Belk.  About  $2,500  is  still  needed. 

Applications  for  next  session  are  coming  in  frequently. 
Many  requests  for  catalogues  are  being  received. 

The  Christian  education  of  young  men  is  the  purpose 
of  Presbyterian  Junior  College.  The  charter  provides  that 
every  individual  trustee  and  professor  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  his  duties,  declare  his  belief  in  the  Bible  as  the 
inspired  Word  of  God  and  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith 
and  practice.  Not  only  does  the  school  strive  to  give 
thorough  academic  instruction  but  it  seeks  to  do  more 
than  that.  It  hopes  to  be  an  agency  for  the  development 
of  well-rounded  Christian  manhood.  Through  the  teach- 
ing of  the  Bible,  the  activities  of  the  Student  Christian 
Association,  the  daily  chapel  service,  the  frequent  con- 
tacts with  visiting  Christian  leaders,  and  by  personal 
counsel  and  guidance  an  effort  is  made  to  maintain  the 
spiritual  life  upon  the  campus.  Several  students  help  con- 
duct outpost  Sunday  schools,  and  some  have  been  used  in 
mission  work  during  the  summer. 

Academic  work  of  a  high  order  is  an  aim.  A  student 
must  be  fitted  to  transfer  to  the  leading  colleges  and  uni- 
versities after  two  years  at  Presbvterian  Junior  College 
and  he  must  be  ready  to  carry  on  successfully  and  gradu- 
ate in  two  years.  Small  classes  with  frequent  contact 
between  professor  and  student,  with  required  study  pe- 
riods, weekly  grading,  coaching  classes  when  needed,  and 
personal  counsel  have  proved  efficient  methods  in  develop- 
ing good  study  habits  in  young  men  and  bringing  out  their 
native  abilities.  After  attending  Presbyterian  Junior  Col- 
lege our  students  have  entered  48  different  colleges  and 
universities. 

In  addition  to  the  spiritual  and  mental  growth  of  young 
men,  provision  is  made  for  social  and  physical  develop- 
ment. Faculty  members  live  in  the  dormitories,  thus 
assuring  gentlemanly  conduct.  Each  student  is  assigned 
to  an  adviser  who  offers  friendly  personal  attention  and 
counsel.  Student  activities  include  a  literary  society,  glee 
club,  publications,  and  various  clubs.  At  the  beginning 
of  each  session  a  reception  to  new  students  is  held  which 
is  largely  attended  by  young  ladies  from  Flora  Macdon- 
ald  College,  located  12  miles  away.  Through  the  year, 
at  least  once  each  month,  some  social  gathering  for  the 
students  is  arranged.  There  are  football,  basketball,  base- 
ball, and  track  teams.  Boxing,  tennis,  golf,  and  swimming 
are  a  part  of  the  athletic  program.  Calisthenics  have  a 
regular  place  in  the  daily  program  except  when  intramural 
contests  are  being  conducted. 

The  liberal  arts  course  is  the  backbone  of  the  cur- 
riculum. The  business  courses  prepare  for  commercial 
vocations,  while  students  seeking  to  enter  the  various  pro- 
fessions are  given  prerequisite  training.  Courses  in  music 
are  also  given.

enthusiastic  action  of  our  General  Assembly.  The  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  at  its  meeting  last  September  set  in 
motion  a  special  campaign  in  the  interest  of  evangelism 
in  line  with  the  recent  action  of  the  Assembly.  The  fol- 
lowing were  the  strong  resolutions  adopted: 

1.  In  view  of  the  deplorable  decline  in  additions 
in  our  church  on  profession  of  faith,  in  the  General 
Assembly  from  21,155  last  year  to  16,290  this,  being 
4,865  less;  and  in  our  Synod  a  decline  from  3,382 
to  2,941,  being  441  less,  we  most  earnestly  urge 
Presbyteries  and  individual  churches  to  give  more 
prayerful  attention  to  soul-saving  by  inaugurating 
a  more  aggressive  program  of  evangelism  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

2.  That  outpost  preaching  points  and  Sunday 
schools  be  established  wherever  possible,  and  that 
a  series  of  evangelistic  services  be  held  annually 
at  these  places  and  in  all  organized  churches. 

Synod's  Home  Mission  committee  is  now  carrying 
out  the  above  resolutions  by  a  full-time  evangelist  giv- 
ing all  his  time  to  evangelistic  work,  the  superintendent 
giving  a  large  portion  of  his  time  to  the  meetings  and 
several  part-time  evangelists  being  used.  Pastors  and 
Home  Mission  workers  are  being  assisted  by  Synod's 
Committee  in  securing  ministers  of  evangelistic  gifts  to 
assist  them  in  their  churches.  We  welcome  with  great 
delight  the  action  of  the  Assembly  and  look  forward  with 
much  encoui-agement  to  cooperation  with  this  new  agency.

ASSEMBLY'S  HOME  MISSION  COUNCIL 

There  was  before  the  Assembly  for  adoption  the  Man- 
ual of  the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  Council.  In  view 
of  the  trend  toward  CENTRALIZATION  in  our  home 
mission  work.  Orange  Presbytery  sent  to  the  Assembly 
the  following  overture:  The  Presbytery  of  Orange  re- 
spectfully overtures  the  General  Assembly  meeting  in 
Montreat,  N.  C,  May  25,  to  advise  the  Assembly's  Home 
Mission  Council  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  Home 
Missions  that  the  Assembly  expresses  itself  as  favorable 
to  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Council  as  an  advisory 
and  educational  and  inspirational  body,  but  would  object 
to  any  move  or  practice  looking  toward  centralization 
or  toward  any  changing  of  the  present  financial  distribu- 
tion in  Presbyteries  or  Synod. 

The  Assembly's  action  on  this  overture  was  as  fol- 
lows: "Touching  the  Home  Mission  Council  of  the  As- 
sembly, your  committee  recommends  first  that  attention 
be  called  to  the  original  action  of  the  Assembly  relative 
to  the  authority  of  th^  Council  as  set  forth  in  the  1938 
minutes  pages  141-3;  and  secordly,  that  this  Assembly 
affirm  that  though  sojne  order  of  procedure  must  be 
adopted  for  any  co-ordinating  agency  such  as  this,  the 
Home  Mission  Council  is  an  advisory  and  promotional  or- 
ganization without  authority  to  set  forth  any  rules  for 
Presbyteries  not  applying  for  aid  to  the  Assembly's  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  and  not  intended  to  lead  to  any  cen- 
tralization of  the  home  mission  work  of  the  church  un- 
der any  one  committee." 

The  Assembly  has  wisely  placed  a  "governor"  on  the 
Assembly  Home  Mission  Council's  car  to  hold  it  down 
to  "local"  gear  lest  it  should  meet  the  sad  fate  of  a 
previous  Home  Mission  Advisory  Council's  car  that  was 
driven  to  two  Assemblies  in  "Centralization  Gear"  to  be 
parked  by  the  Assembly  in  the  garage  of  oblivion.  The 
"trends"  of  home  missions  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U-  S.  A.  and  in  our  own  Southern  Presbyterian  Church 
will  be  traced  in  future  issues  of  the  Presbyterian  News.

There  has  been  a  real  revival  of  music  at  Davidson 
during  the  past  few  years.  The  Symphonic  Band,  the 
Orchestra,  and  the  Glee  Club  at  Davidson  College  are 
making  a  real  name  for  themselves  in  the  musical  world. 

A  number  of  Davidson  professors  will  teach  in  the 
Summer  Session  of  Duke  University  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  and  other  institutions.  Seven  or  eight 
professors  will  be  studying  in  well-known  universities,  or 
doing  research  work.  The  president  of  the  college  and  all 
members  of  the  administrative  staff  will  stay  right  on 
the  job  at  the  college  during  the  summer. 

The  Centennial  Movement  is  still  moving  on  quietly. 
The  major  accomplishments  to  date  are  as  follows:  A 
splendid  new  Infirmary,  an  addition  to  the  Athletic  Sta-

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Foreign  Mission  Recruits 
Needed 

The  need  for  well-qualified  recruits  is  most  urgent.  During  the  past 
church  year,  1938-'39,  the  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign  Missions  authorized 
the  sending  of  twenty-two  new  missionaries  to  our  several  fields.  Of  these, 
however,  only  twelve  could  be  found  who  were  qualified  in  every  way  to  fill 
the  various  positions.  Moreover,  in  addition  to  this  "deficit"  of  ten  mis- 
sionaries for  the  year  just  concluded,  the  Committee  has  authorized  the  send- 
ing of  at  least  twenty  more  new  missionaries  during  the  year  ahead,  1939-'40. 
This  does  not  represent  any  radical  strengthening  of  our  work,  as  we  lose 
annually  about  twenty  missionaries  by  illness,  death  and  old  age,  and  the 
reinforcements  contemplated  will  barely  serve  to  hold  our  force  at  its 
present  level. 

The  seriousness  of  the  situation  grows  out  of  the  fact  that  we  are  not 
prepared  to  supply  new  missionaries  even  in  such  conservative  numbers  as 
indicated.  While  we  have  more  than  two  hundred  names  enrolled  in  our 
Candidate  Department,  practically  all  of  these  are  still  in  various  stages  of 
their  preparation,  and  the  number  of  well-qualified  candidates  whose  train- 
ing is  complete  and  who  will  be  ready  during  the  coming  year  to  take  up 
their  work  on  the  field  is  entirely  inadequate. 

We  feel  that  this  situation  should  be  laid  upon  the  hearts  of  the  younger 
ministers  throughout  the  Church.  The  Foreign  Mission  Committee  would  be 
glad  to  enter  into  correspondence  with  well-qualified  young  ministers,  doc- 
tors, teachers  and  nurses  between  the  ages  of  twenty-five  and  thirty  who 
have  completed  their  full  training  and  who  have  had  a  year  or  two  of 
experience  in  the  work  of  their  choice.  Above  all,  they  should  be  men  and 
women  of  definite  missionary  conviction  and  passion,  willing  to  devote  their 
lives  to  the  service  of  the  Master  abroad, 
t 

This  matter  is  really  urgent.  Because  of  the  great  shrinkage  in  the 
number  of  missionaries,  an  immeasurably  heavy  strain  has  been  thrown 
on  those  who  are  now  carrying  on.  One  missionary  assumes  the  burden  of 
two  or  three.  An  evangelist  in  Korea,  charged  with  the  oversight  of  forty 
churches,  is  required  to  take  on  responsibility  for  thirty-five  more  as  a  field 
formerly  worked  by  four  men  must  now  be  carried  by  two.  Missionaries  who 
have  served  long  past  their  usual  terms  of  work  are  remaining  on  the  field 
without  furlough  because  there  is  no  one  in  whose  hands  the  task  can 
be  left  while  they  take  their  leave.  Doctors  are  trying  to  run  two  hospitals, 
sometimes  separated  by  distances  of  sixty  or  seventy  miles.  The  need  for 
reinforcement  is  immediate.  Breakdowns  are  sure  to  increase  as  men  and 
women  try  to  labor  under  such  conditions  of  pressure.

The  General  Assembly  on  May  29  and  again  on  May  30  put  the  church  on 
record  that  the  $3,000,000  needed  to  open  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  shall 
be  raised  in  the  near  future. 

The  following  resolutions  were  approved  by  unanimous  vote: 

URGENCY  RECOGNIZED:  "That  the  General  Assembly  call  the  Presby- 
teries, churches,  organizations  of  men,  women  and  youth,  and  individuals  to 
a  clearer  recognition  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  completion  of  the 
Annuity  Fund  at  once." 

APPEAL  TO  LOYALTY:  "That  the  churches  and  church  officers  be  re- 
minded of  their  obligation  as  Presbyterian  churches  and  Presbyterian  officers 
to  perform  the  responsibilities  resting  upon  then:<  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the 
Greneral  Assembly." 

HELP  SUMMONED  FOR  THE  EMERGENCY:  "That  the  General  As- 
sembly direct  its  Executive  Committee  to  call  together  the  chairmen  of  the 
Committees  on  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  of  each  Presbytery  in  every 
Synod  and  urge  these  chairmen  to  draft  special  business  men  who  can  and 
will  lead  the  campaign  to  the  Synods  to  a  successful  conclusion  and  that  in 
the  month  of  November,  the  month  assigned  last  year  for  the  Ministers' 
Annuity  Fund,  the  period  from  November  12  to  19,  1939,  be  used  this  year 
as  the  time  in  which  this  enlarged  force  may  make  a  heroic  and  united 
effort  to  complete  this  unfinished  business." 

CONFIDENCE  EXPRESSED:  "That  in  the  confident  belief  and  expecta- 
tion that  the  prayers,  efforts  and  liberality  of  the  members  of  the  church 
will  effect  the  completion  of  this  unfinished  business,  the  General  Assembly 
direct  the  Executive  Committee  to  make  necessary  preparation  for  the  opening 
of  the  Annuity  Fund  by  April  1,  1940." 

A  CALL  TO  ALL:  On  the  recommendation  of  its  Standing  Committee  on 
Stewardship  and  Finance,  the  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Assembly  on 
May  30:  "That  the  Assembly  urge  the  pastors  and  officers  to  give  the  mem- 
bers who  have  not  subscribed  to  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  the  opportunity 
and  privilege  of  helping  to  complete  our  Unfinished  Task;  that  each  church 
which  has  not  yet  reached  its  quota  be  urged  to  do  so  at  once,  so  that  when 
the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  has  been  completed  our  church  will  be  ready 
to  meet  effectively  ever  enlarging  opportunities." 

There  is  now  in  the  office  (after  all  expenses  have  been  paid)  to  apply 
on  the  $3,000,000  fund  cash  and  pledges  to  the  amount  of  $2,433,191.05.  The 
General  Assembly  has  authorized  the  transfer  of  legacies  to  the  amount  of 
$166,834  and  of  gifts  to  the  amount  of  $60,000,  or  a  total  of  $226,834,  when  this 
will  bring  the  Fund  to  $3,000,000.  This  will  leave  $339,974.95  yet  to  be 
secured. 

Several  of  the  largest  churches  in  the  General  Assembly  are  just  now  be- 
ginning the  campaign.  Many  others  have  proposed  to  complete  the  raising  of 
their  quotas.

The  whole  Synod  and  the  church  at 
large  should  be  in  constant  prayer  for  wisdom  to 
guide  in  preparation  and  execution  of  plans  devised 
for  the  winning  of  souls  and  the  spiritual  edification 
of  the  whole  church.  Dr.  Donald  W.  Richardson,  the 
I  chairman  of  the  Assembly's  committee  on  the  Evan- 
gelistic Crusade,  will  deliver  the  main  address  on  the 
subject  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  Greenville,  Sep- 
tember 19.

aished  inside  with  electric  lights,  piano,  etc.  We  have 
aow  19  members  here.  We  give  one  night  service  a  month 
ind  meet  with  the  Sunday  school  practically  each  Sunday. 
We  sent  the  superintendent  to  the  Montreat  Leadership 


school.  The  group  picture  is  made  up  of  Primary,  Junior 
and  Intermediate  departments  of  the  D.  V.  B.  S.  We 
taught  a  group  of  young  people  at  night.  There  is  a 
cradle  roil  of  16  babies  at  the  outpost. 

I  have  one  location  for  another  Sunday  school  I  hope 
to  be  able  to  open  up  this  fall  if  we  can  find  a  place  to 
meet. 


Grace  Chapel 


D.  V.  B.  S.  Group,  Grace  Chapel 

The  children  in  this  group  are  exceptionally  bright  and 
most  of  them  are  children  of  renters.  It  is  a  worth-while 
task  to  reach  these  little  ones.  The  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  lasted  two  weeks  and  56  were  enrolled.  Two  Sun- 
day school  superintendents  attended  the  leadership  school 
at  Montreat.  The  college  group  of  young  people  put  on 
P.  M.  services  at  Pinetops  with  the  subject,  Religious  Life 
and  Activities  in  My  College.  There  was  good  attendance 
and  real  interest  and  profit. 

Farmviile — Rev.  H.  M.  Wilson,  pastor. 

In  May,  the  pastx)r  was  assisted  in  a  series  of  meetings 
in  the  Farmviile  Church  by  Rev.  R.  C.  Clontz  of  White- 
ville.  His  messages  were  most  helpful  and  a  blessing  to 
the  church.  Three  have  united  with  the  church  by  pro- 
fession of  faith,  and  we  have  good  hopes  of  receiving 
others  soon. 

A  Summer  Bible  School  was  conducted  by  the  pastor 
at  Farmviile  with  the  assistance  of  three  teachers  from 
the  local  Sunday  school.  Good  work  was  done,  and  since 
then  more  interest  has  been  manifested  in  studying  the 
Catechisms.  Four  young  people  have  recited  the  Child's 
Catechism,  and  others  are  expecting  to  complete  it  soon. 
Average  attendance,  32. 

The  young  people  of  the  Farmviile  Church  have  been 
organized  into  two  groups  with  Mrs.  H.  M.  Wilson  as 
their  adviser.  Eight  of  these  young  people  attended  the 
Presbyterial  Young  People's  Conference  at  Peace  Col- 
lege. Also  one  member  of  the  Ballard's  Sunday  school  and 
five  young  people  from  Falkland  Church  attended. 

In  June,  Rev.  Robt.  S.  Boyd  of  Greenville,  assisted  the 
pastor  in  a  series  of  meetings  at  the  Falkland  Church. 
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The  church  was  greatly  blessed  by  Dr.  Boyd's  messages. 
During  this  time  and  since,  through  efforts  that  have  been 
made  to  follow  up  these  meetings,  eight  have  united  with 
this  church  by  profession  of  faith  and  three  by  letter. 
A  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was  conducted  at  Falkland 
by  Miss  Alice  McConnell.  Average  attendance  25.  Miss 
McConnell  is  the  efficient  helper  who  was  secured  by  the 
Religious  Education  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  for  the 
Summer  Bible  Schools.  She  was  ably  assisted  in  the  Falk- 
land School  by  Misses  Ruth  Pittman  and  May  Ellen  Nor- 
ville.  Good  work  was  done  in  this  school. 

Albemarle  Presbytery  held  its  mid-summer  meeting 
in  the  Falkland  Church  on  July  11.  The  Auxiliary  served 
a  most  tempting  lunch  at  the  home  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  C.  A. 
Lawrence.  New  pews  have  been  ordered  for  the  Falkland 
Church,  and  we  are  expecting  to  have  them  installed  in  a 
few  weeks. 

In  July,  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  at 
Ballards  v^dth  an  average  attendance  of  20,  which  was  the 
first  to  be  held  at  this  point.  The  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure, 
of  New  Bern,  and  Miss  Yvonne  Smith  of  Farmville,  as- 
sisted the  pastor  in  this  school.  Mr.  McClure  also  preached 
in  the  evenings.  Much  interest  was  shown  in  the  Bible 
School  and  the  evening  services  were  most  helpful. 

Fountain  Auxiliary  joined  with  the  Farmville  and 
Falkland  Auxiliaries  in  sending  a  delegate  to  the  Col- 
ored Woman's  Conference,  at  Winston-Salem.  Since  her 
return  she  has  conducted  a  two  weeks  Bible  School  in 
Farmville  for  her  people,  with  206  children  enrolled.  For 
a  week  she  also  conducted  a  Bible  School  for  the  adults 
at  night,  with  about  forty  in  attendance.  This  was  the 
first  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  to  be  held  in  Farm- 
ville for  the  colored  people. 

MARTIN   COUNTY  HOME  MISSION  FIELD

and  continued  until  July  21.  During  this  time  four  two- 
week  schools  were  held.  There  were  385  persons  attend- 
ing the  commencement  exercises.

The  program  was  un- 
der the  direction  of  Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff,  Rev.  Jack  W. 
Vinson,  Jr.,  and  Miss  Louise  Paschall.

The  Rev.  Jack  W.  Vinson,  Jr.,  a  recent  graduate  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  Va.,  has  ac- 
cepted the  work  in  Martin  County  recently  vacated  by 
Rev.  John  C.  Whitley,  now  of  LaGrange,  N.  C. 

Ahoskie — Rev.  Stuart  Bennett,  pastor. 

The  Sunday  school  rooms  have  been  renovated  and 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  the  church 
auditorium  is  to  be  carpeted  soon.  The  ladies  through 
their  own  efforts  have  made  $160.  When  they  reach  $200 
the  carpet  will  be  laid.  The  manse  was  repainted  and  re- 
paired several  months  ago.  Rev.  F.  M.  Dick,  the  former 
pastor  of  this  church,  is  going  to  assist  the  pastor  in  a 
meeting,  September  3-10.   Plans  have  also  been  made  to 


hold  a  Vacation  Bible  School  in  the  morning  while  the 
meeting  is  going  on.  Various  plans  are  being  used  to  in- 
crease the  Sunday  school  enrollment. 

CONCORD  PRESBYTERY 
Flow-Harris — Rev.  J.  E.  Flow,  pastor. 

Since  April  1,  1939,  the  Session  of  the  Flow-Harris 
church  has  received  five  members  by  letter  and  seven  on 
profession  of  faith.  The  pastor  has  baptized  four  adults 
and  five  children.

Harmony,  Tabor  and  Bethany — Rev.  F.  A.  Barnes,  pastor. 

Harmony  has  a  membership  of  70  and  a  Sunday  school 
enrollment  of  87.  Rev.  H.  S.  Robinson  held  a  week's 
meeting  recently  conducting  two  services  each  day.  One 
was  received  on  profession  and  one  by  letter.  Rev,  R.  S. 
Arrowood  assisted  the  pastor  in  a  meeting  at  Tabor  dur- 
ing which  two  were  received,  a  boy  and  his  mother,  as 
was  the  case  at  Harmony. 

Rev.  Robert  Turner  held  a  meeting  at  Bethany,  Au- 
gust 21-27,  in  which  the  entire  congregation  was  greatly 
blessed. 

The  church  at  Harmony  cooperated  with  the  Baptist 
church  in  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School,  furnishing  sev- 
eral teachers  and  pupils.  The  attendance  was  very  grati- 
fying and  the  results  good. 

Tabor  has  a  large  proportion  of  children  and  young: 
people  attending  its  preaching  services. 

McDowell — Rev.  C.  L.  Rogers,  pastor. 

An  evangelistic  meeting  has  recently  been  held  in  this 
church  lasting  five  days.  The  pastor  is  much  encouraged 
with  the  outlook.  The  congregation  is  preparing  to  finish 
the  church  in  the  near  future. 

Poplar  Tent — Rev.  M.  G.  Lyerly,  Pastor. 

Rev.  J.  K.  Fleming  of  Mt.  Airy  assisted  the  pastor  in 
revival  services,  July  23-30.  Earnest  Gospel  messages 
were  delivered.  The  visible  results  of  the  meeting  were 
30  re-consecrations  and  11  professions,  10  of  whom 
joined  the  church.  A  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was 
held  July  17-21  with  an  enrollment  of  92.  On  Tuesday, 
August  1,  the  church  celebrated  its  188th  anniversary. 
The  day  was  enjoyed  by  all.  We  feel  that  it  will  mean 
much  to  the  life  of  the  church.  The  following  account 
of  the  celebration  is  given  by  Rev.  J.  G.  Garth,  D.D.: 

On  August  1,  Poplar  Tent,  one  of  the  seven  famous 
churches  of  colonial  Mecklenburg  County,  celebrated  its 
organization  with  a  Home  Coming  and  all-day  meeting. 
Rev.  W.  H.  Eubank,  former  pastor,  said  the  date  accepted 
for  the  organization,  1762,  and  placed  over  the  entrance 
to  the  church,  should  be  1751  and  he  attributed  the  organ- 
ization to  Rev.  John  Thompson,  who  died  in  1753.  He 
said  Hezekiah  James  Balch,  first  pastor,  whose  body  lies 
in  the  cemetery  of  the  church,  was  the  real  author  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Declaration  of  Independence.  Another  pas- 
tor, John  Robinson,  conducted  a  classical  school  for  32 
years,  which  was  the  forerunner  of  Davidson  College. 

Rev.  M.  R.  Gibson,  a  former  pastor,  made  an  address 
on  "The  Living  Church,"  and  Attorney  J.  F.  Newell  de- 
livered another  on  "The  State,  The  Church  and  The  Na- 
tion." 

Rev.  M.  G.  Lyerly  is  pastor,  and  presided  with  the 
assistance  of  C.  R.  Andrew,  an  elder.  H.  E.  Bond,  another 
elder,  made  the  address  of  welcome. 

Greetings  were  brought  from  Sugar  Creek,  Steele 
Creek,  Rocky  River,  Hopewell,  Center,  and  Providence,, 
which  enjoy  the  distinction  of  being  the  other  seven  old 
churches  of  colonial  Mecklenburg. 

The  ladies  of  Poplar  Tent  spread  a  fine  lunch  in 
the  grove  of  trees  around  the  church.  There  were  about 
500  present  at  the  gathering. 

West  Marion  Group,  McDowell  County— Rev.  J.  C.  Story, 
pastor. 

Five  churches — West  Marion,  Landis  Chapel,  Conley 
Memorial,  Glen  Alpine,  Arrowood — 233  church  members 
and  280  enrolled  in  Sunday  school  in  the  group.  $1300 
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contributed  last  year  for  all  purposes.  Eleven  additions 
since  April  1,  five  by  confession  and  six  by  letter.  A 
union  Bible  School  at  West  Marion  in  June — 90  enrolled. 
Bible  school  at  An-owood  in  August,  about  50  enrolled. 
Good  substantial  church  building  at  each  church.  Repairs 
have  been  made  on  four  of  the  churches.  Two  revivals 
have  been  held  and  three  more  to  be  held  by  early  fall. 
Church  attendance  is  good  and  regular  at  all  the  churches. 
The  blessings  of  the  Lord  rest  on  this  group. 

Just  a  word  about  Glen  Alpine  which  you  no  doubt 
remember:  The  pulpit  platform  and  choir  have  been 
torn  out  entirely  and  a  beautiful  one  put  in,  more  in 
keeping  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  style  and  custom. 
New  concrete  steps  and  sidewalk  have  been  built.  The 
church  has  been  underpinned  with  stone  and  concrete.  The 
ladies  of  the  church  are  now  preparing  to  take  out  the 
old  windows  and  replace  them  with  new  sash  with  floren- 
tine  or  chipped  glass.  All  told,  this  has  cost  more  than 
$300.  We  are  now  planning  to  paint  the  church,  which 
will  cost  us  more  than  $100. 

FAYETTEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 
Church  of  the  Covenant — Rev.  E.  A.  Alexander,  pastor. 

The  work  of  the  Young  People's  League  is  outstanding 
in  the  Church  of  the  Covenant.  Have  fine  attendance  by 
soldiers  of  Fort  Bragg  especially  at  Y.  P.  League  and 
Sunday  evening  services,  as  well  as  at  mid-week  sings. 
By  order  of  Presbytery  the  Hebron  church  was  dis- 
solved and  practically  all  its  members  transferred  to  the 
Flat  Branch  church.  One  other  has  been  received  at  Flat 
Branch. 

Bunnlevel  Group — Rev.  D.  H.  Dulin,  pastor. 

Evangelistic  services  in  Bunnlevel  and  Westminster. 
Visible  results  not  so  much,  as  only  two  each  were  added 
on  profession,  but  I  feel  we  bad  excellent  meetings  at 
both  places.  The  attendance  and  interest  shown  were 
fine.  Rev.  G.  F.  Kirkpatrick  was  with  me  at  Bunnlevel 
and  Rev.  D.  F.  Blue  at  Westminster. 

Rev.  L.  A.  McLaurin  is  to  be  with  me  at  Sardis  in 
evangelistic  services.,  beginning  the  fourth  Sunday  in 
August.  Am  hoping  to  have  a  meeting  at  Palestine  some- 
time in  September. 

Had  Vacation  Bible  School  here  at  Linden,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Methodist.  Enrolled  115.  Had  some  chil- 
dren from  three  of  my  churches  in  this  school — Sardis, 
Palestine  and  Westminster.  About  50  of  the  children 
were  either  members  of  our  church  or  attended  the  Sun- 
day schools.  Had  a  very  fine  school  in  every  way. 

Four  have  been  added  on  profession  since  April  1, 
1939. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday  schools  is  progressing  fairly 
well  at  all  points — especially  so  at  Palestine.  Up  until 
the  first  of  the  church  year  we  were  so  handicapped,  not 
having  enough  teachers  and  helpers  to  interest  the  folks. 
Since  the  beginning  of  the  church  year^  the  Men's  Club 
of  Highland  Church  has  been  assisting  us  in  sending 
teachers  and  helpers.  Sunday  school  enrollment  has  more 
than  doubled.  Prospects  there  seem  to  be  very  bright  for 
growth.  We  were  on  the  lookout  for  teachers  and  help- 
ers at  Palestine — the  Men's  Club  at  Highland  heard  our 
prayer  and  has  responded  in  a  fine  way.  The  work  of  the 
Y.  P.  League  at  Linden  is  doing  very  good  work. 

The  work  of  the  women  at  Bunnlevel  and  Sardis  is 
going  on  in  a  splendid  way. 

Providence  Group — Rev.  Dixon  McDonald,  pastor. 

Brother  McDonald  has  the  foUow- 
mg  to  say  about  the  work  in  this 
group.  I  have  completed  a  religious 
survey  for  an  outpost  Sunday  school 
and  preaching  point.  I  will  have  to 
wait  for  a  lot  before  I  can  do  anything 
further.  I  have  conducted  services 
in  a  few  homes;  people  appear  to  be 
interested.  I  will  come  in  possession 
of  a  lot  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

So  far  we  have  conducted  two  re- 
vivals, which  resulted  in  20  profes- 
sions. Sixteen  have  been  added  on 
profession.  I  will  conduct  other  re- 
vivals beginning  in  October.  All  reg- 
ular services  have  been  well  attended. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  conduct 
any  Vacation  Bible  Schools  on  ac- 
count of  children  being  needed  at 
home;  this  is  a  section  where  the 
people  do  their  own  work,  in  the  To-

bacco  belt  and  children  are  needed  at  home.  We  have  a 
great  future  outlook  for  preaching  points  and  Sunday 
schools  which  I  hope  to  take  care  of  at  an  early  date. 
Miss  Margaret  Stephenson,  who  did  such  efficient  work 
in  this  field  last  summer,  is  again  helping  in  a  splendid 
way.  The  people  are  devoted  to  her  and  she  is  render- 
ing a  most  worth-while  service. 

Bensalem,  Eagle  Springs,  Spies    Group — Rev.   John  W. 
Crinkley,  pastor. 

Bensalem  Church  has  an  outpost  Sunday  school  which 
operates  as  a  Sunday  School  Patrol,  going  to  different 
homes  in  the  same  neighborhood,  with  announcement  at 
each  meeting  of  the  next  place  of  meeting  for  the  fol- 
lowing Sunday.  In  some  of  the  homes  reached  there  are 
large  families,  none  of  whom  attend  Sunday  school  or 
church  services.  There  is  preaching  on  two  or  more 
Sundays  each  month.  This  plan  is  followed  with  the 
hope  that  those  reached  will  soon  come  to  the  main  Sun- 
day school.  Bensalem  Church  also  has  an  outpost  preach- 
ing point,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  70  on  each 
fourth  Sunday  night  of  the  month.  A  DVB  School  has 
been  completed,  with  an  enrollment  of  40,  and  30  certi- 
ficates were  awarded.  Four  additions  by  certificate  have 
been  recently  received,  and  there  are  bright  prospects 
for  the  evangelistic  meeting,  which  will  begin  soon.  The 
YPC  has  painted  the  interior  of  the  Community  House. 
A  manse  has  been  completed,  with  furnace  and  garage 
in  the  basement  of  the  building.  And  the  beautiful  spirit 
and  enthusiasm  of  the  congregation  are  such  as  to  encour- 
age and  challenge  to  advancement. 

Eagle  Springs  Church  has,  with  the  other  churches  of 
the  community,  completed  a  fine  DVB  School  with  an  en- 
rollment of  42,  and  32  certificates  were  awarded.  The 
church  has  removed  an  indebtedness  of  many  years' 
standing,  and  the  building  was  dedicated  on  the  last 
fourth  Sunday  in  May.  There  are  fine  prospects  for  the 
evangelistic  meeting,  to  be  held  this  month. 

Spies  Church  has  completed  a  short  evangelistic  meet- 
ing with  six  professions  of  faith,  one  addition  on  pro- 
fession, and  three  additions  by  certificate.  A  number 
were  aroused  who  had  not  shown  interest  before.  A  DVB 
School  was  completed,  with  an  enrollment  of  25,  and  20 
certificates  were  awarded.  The  YPC  has  bought  and  paid 
for  an  unused  store  building  with  a  small  lot,  to  be  used 
as  a  Community  Building,  and  has  already  used  it  to  great 
advantage,  on  many  occasions.  This  church  is  in  a  very 
needy  mission  territory,  a  hard  work,  but  is  beginning  to 
bear  fruit  in  a  fuller  way. 

Mr.  Charles  Parrish,  of  Presbyterian  Junior  College, 
serving  under  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  has  done  a 
fine  work  with  us  during  the  summer,  working  in  the 
DVB  Schools,  Outposts,  developing  the  singing  among  the 
young  people,  and  also  preaching. 

Elise — Rev.  L.  A.  McLaurin,  pastor. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  this  church  in  March,  so  no 
protracted  services  are  planned  for  the  summer.  Since 
April  1,  one  young  man  has  been  received  on  profession 
of  faith.  A  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  has  been  held 
with  an  attendance  of  65.  It  was  conducted  by  our  work- 
ers with  good  results.  Children  from  other  churches  at- 
tended. A  meeting  is  being  planned  in  Elise  church  for 
October. 

Olivia — Rev.  W.  A.  Brown,  pastor. 

Rev.  L.  A.  McLaurin  assisted  the  pastor  in  a  series 
of  evangelistic  services  in  June  for  eight  days.  God  most 
graciously  blessed  the  earnest  messages  of  Bro.  Mc- 
Laurin. Splendid  interest  was  manifested  from  the  very 
beginning.  The  meeting  resulted  in  25  being  received  on 
profession  of  faith  and  7  by  restatement.  Mr.  H.  C.  Cam- 
eron is  the  efficient  Sunday  school  superintendent,  and 
has  done  a  wonderful  work  here  for  the  past  20  years. 
Rev.  W.  A.  Brown  is  doing  a  fine  work  and  was  greatly 
rejoiced  over  the  harvest  of  his  faithful  sowing  in  the 
past. 

GRANVILLE  PRESBYTERY 
Kenly  Group — Rev.  Charles  E.  Clarke,  pastor. 

An  outstanding  piece  of  work  was  done  by  Bro. 
Clarke  in  this  field  several  years  ago.  He  returned  to 
Kenly  and  Selma  the  middle  of  July.  A  choir  has  been 
organized  at  Kenly  and  three  members  received.  The 
Senior  Young  People  have  been  organized  by  Miss  Pauline 
Eagles.   At  Selma,  Mrs.  Hogue  is  doing  a  splendid  work 
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among  the  young  people.  A  religious  survey  has  been 
made  of  Selma,  including  every  family  in  the  tovra.  Evan- 
gelistic meetings  have  been  planned  for  both  Kenly  and 
Selma  and  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  will  be  held  in 
connection  with  these  services.  The  outlook  is  very  en- 
couraging in  both  of  these  churches.  Bro.  Clarke  is  much 
beloved  by  the  people  of  both  communities.

This  church  has  an  outpost,  Mitchell's  Chapel,  where  the 
pastor  recently  conducted  a  week's  evangelistic  meeting.

KINGS  MOUNTAIN  PRESBYTERY 
Goshen  Church — Rev.  J.  K.  Hall,  pastor. 

Since  April  1,  Goshen  Church  has  received  eight  mem- 
bers on  profession  of  faith,  seven  of  them  being  received 
during  an  evangelistic  meeting  held  by  Rev.  W.  K.  Beaty 
of  Mount  Holly. 

For  17  years  the  pastor  of  Goshen  Church  has  had 
the  privilege  of  speaking  to  the  school  children  of  North 
Belmont  every  Wednesday  morning  during  the  school 
term.

pastor. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Hodgin  preached  in  Dallas  during  April. 
Additions:  two  by  profession,  one  by  restatement.  Dr. 
W.  H.  Frazer  held  a  meeting  at  Hephzibah;  one  by  pro- 
fession. Both  ministers  gave  deep  spiritual  messages  and 
were  appreciated  by  congregations  large  in  attendance. 

Two  vacation  church  schools:  Hephzibah,  40  enrolled; 
classes  thru  Y.  P.  Department;  Dallas,  75  enrolled;  classes 
thru  Seniors.

A  new  composition  roof  has  been  placed  on  the  Ro- 
berdell  Church  through  the  combined  efforts  of  her  mem- 
bers and  the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Presbytery.  A 
successful  singing  school  was  conducted  in  this  church 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Q.  N.  Huneycutt,  superintendent 
of  Home  Missions. 

Plans  are  underway  for  conducting  evangelistic  serv- 
ices next  month  in  the  Brainerd  and  the  Cameronian 
churches. 

Our  churches  are  looking  forward  to  a  more  progres- 
sive program,  and  pray  God's  continued  blessings  to  abide 
with  us. 

Morven  Group — Rev.  J.  P.  H.  McNatt,  pastor.

Indian  Trail  Group — Rev.  W.  H.  Eubank,  pastor. 

Meeting  was  conducted  by  pastor  in  Siler  church, 
July  22-August  1.  The  attendance  was  splendid  and  un- 
usual interest  was  shown.  Received  as  a  result  of  the 
services  were  15  on  profession  and  1  by  letter. 

Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  has  been  held  at  Indian 
Trail,  using  local  teachers.  The  average  attendance  was 
35.  An  evangelistic  meeting  is  planned  for  this  church 
beginning  September  3. 

ORANGE  PRESBYTERY 
Piedmont-Shiloh  Group — Rev.  J.  Earl  Adkins. 

We  had  our  Bible  School  at  Piedmont  from  June  19- 
30,  for  ten  days.  Miss  Emeline  Hanna  of  Statesville  was 
the  director.  We  had  enrolled  83,  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  65;  this  does  not  include  the  faculty.  It  was 
the  first  school  they  had  had  in  several  years.  We  were 
very  much  encouraged  with  the  results.  We  also  had  a 
revival  during  the  first  ten  days,  June  18-28,  at  Piedmont; 
the  results  are  on  this  report.  During  the  past  week  the 
church  has  been  painted  and  pews  shellacked  on!  the  in- 
terior. We  are  having  Home-Coming  Day,  August  13,  and 
Dr.  Donald  Mclver,  founder  of  the  church,  will  preach. 

We  had  our  annual  Bible  School  at  Shiloh,  July  3-14. 
,We  had  48  enrolled,  with  a  faculty  of  ten  and  an  average 
attendance  of  35.  Our  school  was  much  larger  than  last 
year.    Mrs.  Adkins  helped  me  to  direct  it.    The  Inter- 


mediates handwork  was  doing  over  the  Beginners'  chairs, 
repairing  them,  painting  them  pink  and  blue.  Also  they 
made  several  seats  out  of  orange  crates,  for  the  Primaries. 
They  all  did  fine  work.  We  emphasized  the  work  in  the 
Bible.  We  only  had  three  classes.  It  was  my  happy  priv- 
ilege to  teach  16  Intermediates.  We  want  to  have  a  re- 
vival soon. 

Eno,  Fairfield  and  Little  River  Group — Rev.  J.  W.  Mann, 
pastor. 

Beginning  the  third  Sunday  in  June  and  continuing 
through  the  fourth  Sunday,  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport  brought 
to  our  people  a  series  of  earnest  evangelistic  messages. 
There  were  11  professions  of  faith  and  nine  have  united 
with  this  church. 

Four  of  our  young  people  attended  the  young  people's 
conferences  at  Peace  Junior  College.  Two  of  them  com- 
pleted the  three-year  conference  course.  The  Sunday 
school  attendance  has  been  good,  the  enrollment  being 
larger  than  the  church  membership.  For  the  first  time 
in  a  number  of  years  circumstances  prevented  our  having 
a  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School. 

At  a  recent  congregational  meeting  two  new  elders 
and  two  new  deacons  were  elected. 

Last  church  year  this  little  church  contributed  to  all 
causes  $1,038.  All  phases  of  the  work  receive  the  loyal 
support  of  the  faithful  women  of  the  Auxiliary. 

A  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  is  now  in  progress  in 
Fairfield  Church.  A  series  of  evangelistic  services  is 
being  planned  to  begin  the  fourth  Sunday  in  August. 
One  of  the  young  people  attended  the  Young  People's 
Conference  at  Peace  Junior  College.  The  faithful  little 
band  of  women,  in  spite  of  the  small  number,  have  gone 
forward  without  a  lapse  in  their  meetings  since  the  or- 
ganization more  than  12  years  ago. 

Prom  the  third  to  thie  fourth  Sunday  of  July,  Rev. 
R.  K.  Davenport  preached  twice  each  day  to  a  large  and 
interested  congregation  at  Little  River  Church.  Five  per- 
sons have  been  added  to  the  membership  by  letter  or 
statement.  We  now  have  in  progress  a  Summer  Bible 
Course  for  the  entire  church  studying  the  Gospel  of 
John.  We  are  meeting  each  Thursday  night  and  will 
continue  for  ten  weeks.  In  addition  to  the  Bible,  hymns, 
and  memory  work,  we  are  presenting  short  sections  of 
"Chapels"  at  each  meeting. 

This  church  has  an  unusually  large  and  interesting 
group  of  young  people.  Three  of  them  attended  the 
young  people's  conference  at  Peace  Junior  College.  On 
a  recent  Sunday  evening  the  young  people  of  New  Hope 
and  Eno  churches  attended  their  meeting. 

About  50  women  are  enrolled  in  the  three  circles  of 
the  Auxiliary  and  seem  especially  interested  in  the  circle 
Bible  Study. 

A  number  of  people  in  this  church  have  Lord's  Acre 
projects. 

Gulf  Group — Rev.  C.  L.  Wicker,  Pastor. 

Rev.  Robert  B.  Smith,  Th.M.,  Professor  in  the  Pres- 
byterian College  at  Maxton,  N.  C.,  held  a  series  of  evan- 
gelistic services  at  Horseshoe  Church  ( Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery), beginning  July  23,  and  continuing  eight  days. 
Attendance  at  each  service  was  good. 

Mr.  Smith  did  not  treat  us  to  a  series  of  sensational 
sermons  and  methods,  or  discourses  on  the  most  modern 
interpretations  of  the  Scriptures,  but  preached  the  truths 
of  the  gospel  in  a  way  that  appealed  to  old  and  young, 
learned  and  unlearned.  As  evidence  that  our  services 
were  blessed,  nine  persons  professed  faith  in  Christ,  and 
a  number  of  church  members  re-consecrated  their  lives  to 
God's  service.  Parents  were  convinced  of  their  duty  to 
obey  the  Savior's  command,  "Suffer  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not:  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God" — nine  infants  were  baptized.  The  meet- 
ing was  closed  with  the  observance  of  the  Sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper. 

Evangelistic  services  will  be  held  at  the  other  churches 
of  the  field  in  the  fall  and  early  winter. 

Each  family  on  the  field  has  been  supplied  with  a 
copy  of  the  Devotional  Quarterly,  "Day  by  Day".  We 
believe  this  Quarterly  is  the  best  literature  our  church 
has  sponsored  in  recent  years  to  encourage  the  re-esta- 
blishment of  the  Family  Altar.  The  daily  use  of  the  Quar- 
terly will  be  greatly  encouraged  if  the  pastor  and  Sun- 
day school  superintendent  will  frequently  refer  to  its 
use  and  value  as  a  source  of  spiritual  help.  As  a  tract 
for  general  distribution  it  has  no  superior.   It  is  expen- 
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sive,  yes,  but  less  expensive  than  homes  without  Chris- 
tian religion,  churches  without  worshippers,  and  a  civ- 
ilization without  Christ. 

Glenwood — Rev.  J.  T.  Barham,  pastor. 

Evangelistic  services  were  held  in  this  church  in 
June.  A  Vacation  Bible  School  has  been  held  this  sum- 
mer with  an  enrollment  of  116.  Since  April  1  there  have 
been  received  into  this  church  12  on  profession  and  4  by 
letter.  The  outlook  is  very  encouraging. 

Pittsboro  Group — Rev.  Jonas  Barclay,  pastor. 

The  pastor  preaches  at  the  prison  camp  the  first  Sun- 
day of  each  month.  There  were  15  requests  for  prayer 
at  last  service.  Evangelistic  meeting  has  been  held  in 
Pittsboro  resulting  in  two  additions  by  letter  and  two 
on  profession.  A  daily  vacation  Bible  school  was  held 
at  Pittsboro  with  an  attendance  of  85.  The  outlook  for 
gradual  growth  is  encouraging. 

Riverview — Rev.  J.  S.  Cook,  pastor. 

A  union  tent  meeting  has  been  held  in  this  community 
resulting  in  much  good.  Six  additions  to  this  church  on 
profession  as  a  result  of  services.  The  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  School  was  one  of  our  best.  The  average  attendance 
was  90.  There  have  been  since  April  1,  one  addition  by 
letter  and  23  on  profession  of  faith.  Our  great  need  is 
additional  Sunday  school  rooms  to  care  for  the  ever-in- 
creasing attendance. 

Yanceyville  Group — Rev.  Roy  F.  Whitley,  pastor. 

Mr.  William  W.  Williamson,  II,  of  Danville,  Virginia, 
by  an  appropriation  of  Synod's  Home  Mission  Commit- 
tee, is  working  as  assistant  on  this  field  during  the 
summer  months.  He  was  graduated  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  last  spring  and  will  enter  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  the  fall.  His  work  up  to  thia 
point  has  consisted  of  the  following: 

1.  Organizing  one  outpost  Sunday  school  and  preach- 
ing point.  Two  preaching  services  a  month  wall  be  held 
here.  About  fifty  pupils  will  be  the  average  for  this 
work. 

2.  Evangelistic  meetings.  Helped  in  revival  at  the 
Pleasant  Grove  Church  in  July.  The  building  was  crowd- 
ed at  eveiy  service  except  one  at  which  time  a  storm 
prevented  a  large  crowd.  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport  was  the 
evangelist. 

In  the  Bethesda  section,  a  house  to  house  evangelistic 
visitation  program  has  been  set  up.  Prayer  meetings  are 
held  once  each  week  from  house  to  house  in  non-Christian 
homes  mostly.  This  work  is  being  sponsored  and  con- 
ducted by  the  young  people  of  the  church. 

3.  Three  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been  held  with 
an  enrollment  of  213.  Commencement  programs  were 
held  to  show  the  parents  and  friends  a  sample  of  the  work 
done.  Yanceyville  held  the  commencement  on  Friday  at 
11  o'clock  and  invited  all  the  parents  to  see  the  program 
and  to  remain  for  a  picnic  dinner  on  the  grounds.  The 
other  two  were  held  on  Sunday. 

4.  Only  one  revival  has  been  held  so  far.  The  other 
three  will  be  held  in  September  and  October.  Ten  young 
people  were  i-eceived  in  the  Pleasant  Grove  Church  by 
confession  and  baptism.  The  Yanceyville  church  has  re- 
ceived five  on  profession  and  five  by  letter  since  April. 
This  makes  a  total  of  20  so  far  this  church  year. 

The  Bethesda  Church  held  her  annual  Home-Coming 
in  July  at  which  time  ten  new  memorial  windows  were 
dedicated.  New  chimes  were  installed  as  a  gift  of  Mrs. 
Mary  Boyd  Dibrell,  of  Danville.  Yanceyville  has  received 
two  new  memorial  windows  from  friends  of  the  church. 
Griers  has  improved  the  inside  of  the  church  and  placed 
a  beautiful  new  carpet  on  the  floor.  A  bequest  of  the 
late  Mr.  D.  A.  Mebane  made  this  improvement  possible. 
The  young  people  of  two  of  the  churches  wei-e  taken  to 
Fairy  Stone  Park  recently  for  an  all-day  stay  and  pro- 
gram. The  other  two  church  leagues  have  had  weiner 
roasts  and  parties  at  the  manse  in  Yanceyville. 

The  Yanceyville  Church  is  working  on  an  addition  to 
the  church  to  house  the  growing  Sunday  school  there. 
Ten  classes  are  crowded  into  one  room  at  present.  The 
Pleasant  Grove  Church  is  also  planning  to  build  an  addi- 
tion in  the  future.  Two  classes  cannot  all  be  seated  in 
their  rooms.  Many  have  to  stand  throughout  the  lesson. 

These  churches  are  all  wide-awake  and  growing.  The 
possibilities  for  growth  in  the  future  are  bright.  The 
obstacles  are  also   many  but  with  constant  effort  and 


hard  work  the  Kingdom  will  be  advanced  rapidly  on  this 
field. 

WILMINGTON  PRESBYTERY 
Pollocksville  Group — Rev.  J.  R.  Phipps,  pastor. 

We  have  organized  one  outpost  Sunday  school  in 
Onslow,  ten  miles  out  from  Jacksonville,  N.  C.  The  in- 
terest is  increasing,  have  lot  given  for  church.  Rev. 
John  L.  Smith,  U.T.S.  student,  has  been  stationed  at 
Jacksonville  since  Jane  1.  His  work  l-as  been  of  high 
order.  We  are  planning  a  meeting  for  Antioch  Church, 
August  21-25. 

Vacation  Bible  schools  held  in  Pollocksville,  Croatan, 
Jacksonville,  with  splendid  attendance. 

The  attendance  of  the  entire  group  of  churches  has 
been  very  good.  One  meeting  held  at  Pollocksville.  Rev. 
G.  A.  Wilson  preached  for  us;  everyone  who  heard  him 
felt  moved  by  the  strong  presentation  of  the  truth. 

Webb  Memorial-Wildwood  Group — Rev.  K.  C.  Seawright, 
pastor. 

The  work  in  the  Webb  Memorial-Wildwood  group  is 
progressing  nicely.  The  attendance  and  interest  in  both 
Sunday  school  and  worship  services  have  held  up  well 
during  the  summer.  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were  held  at 
each  church  with  very  satisfying  attendance  and  good  work 
done.  Four  adults  have  been  received  on  profession  of 
faith  and  baptized  since  April  1.  Plans  are  underway 
for  the  fall  months,  with  special  emphasis  to  be  made  on 
Rally  Day.    The  outlook  for  the  future  is  encouraging. 

Kenansville  Group — Rev.  F.  L.  Goodman,  pastor. 

We  have  no  outpost  work  except  the  prison  camp 
which  we  take  care  of  the  second,  fourth  and  fifth  Sun- 
days. Evangelistic  meetings  are  planned  for  the  fall  in 
all  three  churches.  Successful  V.  C.  S.  were  conducted 
in  each  of  the  churches  (Union  in  Grove)  put  on  by  our 
own  workers.  Stanford  does  not  seem  to  have  much 
ahead  just  now.  Grove  is  natural  growth.  Hallsville  has 
fine  opportunity  with  so  many  young  couples  man^ying 
and  settling  down  in  the  community.  Perhaps  highlights 
in  our  spiritual  life  are  the  pre-communion  services  held 
two  nights  before  Sunday  communion. 

Chinquapin,  Beulaville,  Bethel  Group — Rev.  B.  L.  Rose, 
pastor,  \yrites : 

At  Bethel  church  we  had  a  most  successful  Bible 
School  in  June.  The  enrollment  was  119  and  the  daily 
average  was  95.  The  church  was  full  to  running  over 
on  Commencement  Night.  We  are  looking  forward  to  our 
revival  in  September,  which  will  be  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  J.  R.  Potts  of  Southport.  The  field  is  white  unto 
the  harvest  and  we  expect  a  great  ingathering. 

At  Beulaville  Church  we  are  working  hard  now  on  a 
drive  to  raise  money  to  do  some  much-needed  work  on 
the  interior  of  our  church.  The  church  auditorium  needs 
paint  and  plaster,  and  we  need  one  more  Sunday  school 
room.  The  money  and  pledges  are  coming  in  fine  and  we 
hope  to  have  the  work  done  in  a  month  or  two. 

At  Chinquapin  Church  we  have  recently  finished  sev- 
eral interior  and  exterior  improvements  on  the  church. 
We  had  a  fine  Bible  School  in  June  and  are  looking  for- 
ward now  to  Rally  Day  and  to  our  evangelistic  meeting 
in  November  to  be  held  by  Rev.  James  Appleby  of  An- 
derson, S.  C. 


Harpers-Southland  Memorial 
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Pink  Hill  Group — ^Rev.  J.  Ray  Dickens,  pastor. 

The  Pink  Hill  Group  of  Presbyterian  Churches  con- 
sists of  four  preaching  points.  There  are  three  organ- 
ized churches  and  one  outpost.  This  outpost  Sunday 
school  was  started  a  year  ago  by  Rev.  Eubanks  in  a 
community  about  two  miles  north  of  Pink  Hill  where 
there  was  no  Sunday  school.  In  July,  1938,  one  Sunday 
afternoon  while  Sunday  school  was  being  held  in  a  little 
school  house,  lightning  killed  four  that  were  attending. 
At  once  they  began  work  to  build  a  church  in  memoriam 
to  the  dead.  With  the  aid  of  outside  friends  they  have 
almost  completed  a  fine  church  building.  The  inside  is 
yet  to  be  finished  and  we  hope  to  do  this  this  fall.  To- 
day in  this  place  where  a  few  years  ago  no  Sunday  school 
was  held  and  no  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  a  Sunday 
school  is  held  each  Sunday  and  the  Gospel  is  preached 
twice  each  month.  If  anyone  reading  this  paper  would 
like  to  contribute  to  the  completing  of  this  building  it 
would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  pastor  and  people. 

We  have  enrolled  in  the  four  Sunday  schools  200  pu- 
pils. Each  church  had  Vacation  Bible  School  with  an  en- 
rollment of  195  and  an  average  attendance  of  155.  The 
schools  were  directed  by  Mrs.  Dickens  and  local  balp  was 
used  for  teaching.  The  schools  ran  for  six  days  each, 
closing  with  a  well-attended  and  helpful  commencement 
and  picnic. 

There  is  enrolled  in  the  young  people's  organization 
of  the  churches,  70  young  people.  Each  church  has  its 
own  young  people's  unit  meeting  regularly.  Once  a  year 
all  the  organizations  come  together  in  a  meeting  of  fun, 
fellowship  and  worship  which  we  call  the  Inter-Church 
Rally.  This  year  it  will  be  held  on  the  afternoon  of  Sep- 
tember 2,  at  Smith's  Presbyterian  Church. 

Since  we  came  on  the  field,  April  13,  four  have  been 
received  by  certificate  and  three  by  profession. 

The  outlook  for  growth  in  the  future  is  very  bright. 
Truly,  I  have  never  seen  a  field  with  a  greater  oppor- 
tunity for  real  service.  The  harvest  is  ripe  and  we  are 
trusting  God  to  give  us  a  great  reaping. 

Rocky  Point  Group — Rev.  J.  T.  Echols,  pastor. 

The  Pike  Church  at  a  congregational  meeting  June  11, 
elected  one  new  elder  and  two  new  deacons.  These  were 
ordained  and  installed  on  the  second  Sunday  in  July. 

We  are  beginning  a  meeting  in  the  Pike  Church,  Au- 
gust 14,  with  Rev.  L.  W.  Kessler  of  Atkinson  as  our 
preacher.  Meetings  will  be  held  in  the  Rocky  Point  and 
Currie  churches  later  in  the  fall. 

Southport  Group — Rev.  J.  R.  Potts,  pastor. 

An  outpost  Sunday  school  and  preaching  point  has 
been  established.  Since  April  1,  two  have  been  received 
at  Southport  by  letter  and  four  on  profession.  The  out- 
look here  is  bright.  The  pastor  has  five  meetings  booked 
for  this  fall. 

Delgado  Field — Rev.  C.  C.  Myers,  pastor. 

A  Young  People's  League  has  been  recently  organized 
in  the  Delgado  church  with  23  members.  Five  members 
have  been  received  by  letter  since  April  1.  Seven  mem- 
bers of  the  Sunday  school  here  have  received  New  Testa- 
ments for  reciting  the  Catechism. 

Burgaw,  Hopewell  Group — Rev.  P.  L.  Clark,  pastor. 

An  outpost  Sunday  school  and  preaching  point  has 
been  established  by  Hopewell  church  at  Six  Forks,  where 
a  comfortable  chapel  has  been  erected.  Regular  services 
are  held  here. 

The  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  at  Burgaw  lasted 
two  weeks  and  had  an  attendance  of  60.  The  outlook  for 
growth  is  good.  Evangelistic  meetings  are  planned  for 
the  coming  fall.  Last  fall  we  received  on  profession  one 
at  Maple  Hill,  eight  at  Burgaw  and  fifteen  at  Hopewell. 


WINSTON-SALEM  PRESBYTERY 

Rev.  0.  V.  Caudill,  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions 
in  the  Presbytery,  writes: 

The  Home  Mission  fields  in  Winston-Salem  Presbytery 
have  all  reported  a  deep  interest  in  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  work  during  the  last  three  months. 

There  has  been  a  spirit  of  revival  in  connection  with 
these  Bible  schools.  During  the  month  of  June,  48  came 
into  our  mission  churches  on  profession  of  faith.  There 
was  also  a  good  increase  shown  in  the  month  of  July. 

The  Big  Ridge  Church  was  dedicated  in  July.  The 
Glendale  Springs  people  were  granted  a  petition  to  or- 
ganize a  new  church  at  the  last  meeting  of  Presbytery. 
The  Jefferson  church  paid  off  the  last  note  on  its  manse 
in  the  spring.  Committees  have  met  on  Mr.  Fleming  and 
Mr.  Cowan's  fields,  each  working  on  the  problem  of  a 
manse  and  more  Sunday  school  rooms. 

The  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lexington  reports 
the  largest  Sunday  school  in  our  mission  field. 

The  Bixley  Church  reports  the  greatest  interest  in  the 
Lord's  Acre  Plan.  They  have  planted  six  acres  of  cotton. 

A  fine  Young  People's  Conference  has  been  held  at 
Glade  Valley.  A  new  interest  has  been  developed  in  Al- 
leghany County  in  Mr.  Berry's  field. 

Through  evangelistic  efi'orts  on  the  part  of  our  pastors 
and  those  who  have  helped  in  revivals,  through  the  splen- 
did work  that  has  been  done  by  our  women  workers  with 
the  great  number  of  volunteers  that  have  helped  in  va- 
cation schools  and  revivals.  Winston- Salem  Presbytery 
is  encouraged  to  go  forward  with  new  courage  in  its 
Home  Mission  program. 

Beulah  (Colored) — Rev.  J.  R.  Mallard,  pastor,  writes: 

Our  work  at  tie  Beulah  Church  is  encouraging.  We 
have  not  had  evangelistic  services  at  this  place  during 
this  church  year,  but  hope  to  in  the  near  future.  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  June  19-30,  1939.  At- 
tendance was  56.  Books  of  the  0.  T.  and  N.  T.  were  com- 
mitted to  memory.  Child's  and  Shorter  Catechisms,  some 
passages  of  the  Bible  were  recited,  etc. 

I  am  serving  the  little  mission  (Bristol)  at  Jeffer- 
son. I  preach  there  the  second  Sunday  in  each  month. 
We  had  a  series  of  meetings  there  July  3-7.  The  attend- 
ance was  good.  Many  expressed  a  desire  to  accept  Christ, 
but  thought  that  they  were  not  ready.  The  outlook  for 
growth  in  the  future  seems  to  be  encouraging. 

Lexington  Second — Rev.  Harding  King,  pastor. 

The  Second  Church  has  no  outpost  Sunday  school  or 
preaching  points,  but  the  young  people  have  conducted  a 
Vacation  Church  School  during  the  summer  for  Negro 
children  in  the  city.  120  were  enrolled.  Average  attend- 
ance, 87.  One  series  of  evangelistic  meetings  held  with 
a  score  or  more  professions.  Fifteen  have  united  with  our 
church  since  April  1.  Seven  by  certificate,  eight  by  bap- 
tism. In  our  own  Bible  School  we  enrolled  138.  Average 
attendance  113;  perfect  attendance,  75.  Outlook  for  the 
future  growth  of  church  very  good. 

Flat  Rock,  Asbury,  Collinstown  Group — Rev.  J.  K.  Flem- 
ing, pastor. 

On  the  night  of  June  28,  a  gi-eat  revival  meeting  closed 
in  Asbury  Church,  Mount  Airy,  N.  C,  RFD  2.  The  meet- 
ing had  been  in  progress  for  ten  days,  and  was  the  best 
this  church  had  had  in  a  number  of  years.  Rev.  Leonard 
T.  Gill  was  the  evangelist,  and  preached  the  Gospel  with 
its  old-time  convicting  power.  The  splendid  singing  of 
Mrs.  Gill  was  a  great  inspirational  help.  The  people  at- 
tended in  very  large  numbers.   Men  gave  their  hearts  to 
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God,  and  immediately  became  personal  workers  and 
brought  others  also  to  an  acceptance  of  Christ  as  Saviour. 
Twenty  people  made  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ. 
Sixteen  of  these  united  with  our  church,  and  five  more 
came  into  this  church  by  letter  from  other  churches.  The 
power  of  the  Spirit  was  manifest  in  this  meeting  in  a 
very  wonderful  way. 

An  evangelistic  meeting  of  eight  days  came  to  a  close 
in  Flat  Rock  Church,  Mount  Airy^  N.  C,  on  Wednesday 
night,  August  9.  Rev.  S.  K.  Emurian  of  Cape  Charles, 
Virginia,  was  the  evangelist.  The  attendance  was  large. 
The  universal  opinion  was  that  the  meeting  was  unus- 
ually helpful  to  the  church  and  Christian  people.  His 
ministry  here  was  effective  not  only  in  his  clear  Gospel 
preaching,  but  also  in  his  great  service  as  soloist  and  song 
leader.  His  own  musical  compositions  were  especially  en- 
joyed, such  as  "The  Lord's  Prayer",  "The  Prodigal  Son", 
and  "The  Shorter  Catechism".  He  taught  the  choir  to 
sing  a  section  of  the  Catechism,  and  this  was  participated 
in  by  a  goodly  number  of  people  from  several  other  de- 
nominations. We  expect  to  continue  work  on  the  Cat- 
echism until  our  church  can  sing  all  of  it.  Its  musical 
setting  is  most  inspiring  and  instructive,  and  is  just  the 
thing  to  deepen  a  people's  appreciation  and  love  for  this 
great  system  of  doctrine. 


Sandy  Ridge  Bible  School 


Danbury,  Dan  River,  Hills,  Pine  Hall,  Sandy  Ridge  Group 
Rev.  L.  F.  Cowan,  pastor. 

Danbury — Union  revival  with  Methodist  and  Presby- 
terian pastors  conducting  it.  Bible  School  during  the  day 
with  local  help  with  27  enrolled.  Kingdom  Highway  and 
a  newly  organized  Pioneer  Group  are  active. 

Dan  River — -Looking  forward  to  a  revival  and  Bible 
School  soon.  Newly  organized  Y.  P's  work.  Bible  study 
before  each  service,  led  by  pastor. 

Hills — Stirring  revival  held  by  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  with 
two  professions.  Twenty-three  enrolled  for  Bible  School 
during  busy  tobacco  season.  Active  Y.  P's  work. 

Pine  Hall — A  good  revival  by  Rev.  R.  L.  Berry  with 
eight  professions.  Bible  school  during  the  day  with  sur- 
prising attendance  of  94  enrolled.  Have  newly  organized 
Y.  P's  work. 

Sandy  Ridge — An  interesting  revival  with  six  new 
additions  to  church.  A  most  interesting  Bible  School  di- 
rected by  Miss  Edna  Higgins  with  85  enrolled. 

The  pastor  is  looking  forward  to  a  new  manse  for 
this  field  real  soon. 

Cooleemee-Bixby  Group — Rev.  J.  W.  Foster,  pastor. 

The  Bixby  Presbyterian  Church  which  has  been  under 
construction  for  several  years,  is  to  be  dedicated  at  a 


meeting  of  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  which  will  meet 
in  the  church  next  October  10. 

This  cfiurch  is  a  dream  come  true.  It  is  built  of  rough 
stone  from  the  fields  and  represents  a  great  deal  of  ma- 
terial and  work  given  by  the  people  of  the  community, 
and  several  thousand  dollars  in  money  given  by  friends. 
There  is  an  auditorium  that  will  seat  200  people  and 
six  Sunday  school  rooms,  equipped  for  classes,  a  kitchen 
and  an  assembly  room. 

It  is  hoped  that  as  many  of  the  friends  who  helped 
as  can  will  come  to  the  dedication. 

The  evangelistic  services  held  August  7-14  were  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  Hugh  R.  Foster,  Annapolis,  Mo.,  a  brother 
of  the  pastor.  Rev.  J.  W.  Foster.  It  was  marked  by  ex- 
cellent, thoughtful  sermons. 

A  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  is  being  held  at  the 
present  time  in  charge  of  Miss  Edna  Higgins,  Presby- 
tery's summer  worker  from  the  Assembly's  Training 
School  in  Richmond,  Va.,  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  Linville  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Training  School. 
The  following  young  ladies  of  the  community  are  assist- 
ing: Misses  Foy  Robertson,  Opal  Robertson,  Annette 
Barney,  Florence  Stafford  and  Betty  Cornatzer.  The  at- 
tendance is  fine,  about  60  or  65  have  been  enrolled. 

Record  Bible  School  at  Cooleemee 
The  Cooleemee  Presbyterian  Church  has  the  pleasure 
to  report  the  best  and  biggest  Bible  School  of  its  history. 
There  were  139  enrolled,  not  counting  those  who  came 
only  one  day.  The  average  attendance  was  94.4,  which 
is  the  best  average  to  date. 

The  pastor,  Rev.  J.  W.  Foster,  was  assisted  by  the 
following  young  ladies  of  Cooleemee:  Misses  Mary  White 
McNeely,  Helen  Penninger,  Mildred  McCubbins,  Earline 
Hudson,  Betty  Pegram,  Nancy  McNeely,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Mc- 
Neely and  Miss  Rebecca  Knight,  niece  of  Mrs.  Foster, 
from  Statesville. 

Carson  Memorial-Glade  Valley  Group — Rev.  R.  L.  Berry, 
pastor. 

An  interesting  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  at 
Rocky  Ridge  with  an  enrollment  of  36.  Rev.  0.  V.  Cau- 
dill  conducted  the  evangelistic  meeting,  bringing  us  strong 
gospel  messages  at  each  service.  An  evangelistic  meet- 
ing was  held  in  Carson  Memorial  church  beginning  Au- 
gust 16,  by  Dr.  B.  L.  Bowman  of  Sarasota,  Florida.  The 
Gospel  was  presented  in  its  purity  through  the  convinc- 
ing messages  delivered. 

Ebenezer  Group — Rev.  John  W.  Luke,  pastor. 

This  group  is  composed  of  Ebenezer,  Peak  Creek,. 
Laurel  Forks,  Low  Gap,  Miller's,  Bethel  and  West  Jeffer- 
son, and  Glendale  Springs.  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have 
been  held  at  the  following  points  (the  figures  being  the 
enrollment):  Glendale  Springs,  110;  Ebenezer,  69;  Laurel 
Forks,  33;  Peak  Creek,  105;  Low  Gap,  85;  West  Jefferson, 
150;  Bethel,  50;  and  Miller's,  70.  Evangelistic  meetings 
have  been  held  at  all  of  these  points  and  about  fifty  have 
been  received  on  profession  of  faith. 

A  church  was  organized  at  Glendale  Springs,  August 
13.  A  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  su- 
perintendent of  Synod's  Home  Missions,  who  was  invited 
to  serve  with  the  commission.  About  35  charter  mem- 
bers were  enrolled.  For  the  present  the  new  congregation 
will  worship  in  the  public  school  building.  The  outlook- 
is  very  bright  for  this  new  organization.

Most  of  the  judges 
of  Juvenile  Courts  say  that  out  of  every  1,000  boys  who  come  before  them  for  trial  that  only  about  five  are 

Sunday  School  boys. 


Jefferson- Lansing  Group — Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  pastor. 

The  Lansing  church  has  had  a  wonderful  evangelistic 
meeting  conducted  by  Rev.  L.  T.  Gill.  There  were  more 
than  20  professions  of  faith  and  many  reconsecrations. 
Ten  have  been  received,  nine  by  letter  and  one  on  pro- 
fession. 

A  tent  meeting  was  held  at  Thaxton,  an  outpost  of  the 
Gillespie  church,  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  superintendent  of 
Synod's  Home  Missions.  There  were  15  professions,  nine 
of  whom  gave  their  names  to  join  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Dedication  of  Big  Ridge  Church 

Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  pastor  of  this  church,  ari'anged  for 
the  dedication  service  at  the  meeting  of  Winston-Salem 
in  the  Big  Ridge  Church.  Dr.  J.  R.  Cunningham  preached 
the  dedicatory  sermon  and  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie  presided 
and  conducted  an  interesting  and  impressive  dedication 
service  followed  by  prayer.  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  gave  a 
history  of  the  church,  part  of  which  was  prepared  by 
Hev.  D.  F.  Helm,  a  former  pastor.  Miss  Kathryn  Hunt, 
the  efficient  and  consecrated  worker  in  this  church,  gave 
an  impressive  presentation  of  her  longings  for  the  fu- 
ture of  this  beautiful  stone  church  under  the  topic,  "My 
Ih-eam  of  The  Future."

Action  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May,  1939

GREAT  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Therefore  we  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  call  the  presbyteries, 
churches,  organizations  of  men,  women,  and  youth,  and  individuals  to  a 
clearer  recognition  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  completion  of  the  Annuity 
Fund  at  once. 

That  the  churches  and  church  officers  be  reminded  of  their  obligation  as 
Presbyterian  churches  and  Presbyterian  officers  to  perform  the  responsi- 
bilities resting  upon  them  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly. 

That  in  the  confident  belief  and  expectation  that  the  prayers,  efforts  and 
liberality  of  the  members  of  the  church  will  effect  the  completion  of  this 
unfinished  business,  the  General  Assembly  directs  the  Executive  Committee  to 
make  necessary  preparation  for  the  opening  of  the  Annuity  Fund  by  April  1, 
1940. 

Action  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  July,  1939 

"That  in  each  Group  Conference  of  1939  a  major  place  on  the  program 
be  given  to  the  presentation  of  the  completion  of  the  Ministers'  Annuity 
Fund,  and  that  each  Presbyterial  Auxiliary  appoint  a  committee  with  the 
Presbylerial  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Relief  as 
Chairman,  and  the  Presbyterial  President  ex-officio,  to  contact  Presbytery's 
Committee  of  this  Cause,  make  a  survey  of  churches  not  already  participat- 
ing in  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund,  and  make  renewed  effort  to  promote  this 
Cause.  That  the  Presbyterial  Auxiliary  Committee  urge  the  local  Auxiliaries 
to  adopt  the  following  plans : 

"1.  Pray  earnestly  for  the  completion  of  the  Unfinished  Task. 

"2.  Initiate  the  effort  in  every  local  church  which  has  not  yet  accepted 
the  plan,  or  completed  its  quota,  by  conferring  with  the  pastor,  giving  him  a 
letter  to  present  to  the  session,  urging  the  presentation,  promotion  and  com- 
pletion by  that  church  of  its  full  quota  to  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund. 

"3.  That  each  individual  woman  prayerfully  consider  her  personal  re- 
sponsibility to  this  Cause."

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE 

Including  Recommendations  of 
the  Committee  on  Woman's  Work 
Based  on  General  Assembly's  Ac- 
tions. 

In  view  of  the  present-day  con- 
ditions, when  the  forces  of  evil  seem 
unrestrained,   when    there  appears 
to  be  a  breaking  down  of  the  morale 
of  the  home,  the  nation  and  the 
world  at  large,  the  women  of  the 
Church    are    reminded    that  they 
serve  an  Omnipotent  God,  in  whose 
power  they  trust  to  cause  even  the 
wrath  of  man  to  praise  Him;  and  as  those  who  fulfill 
Christ's  plan,  they  are  called  by  the  Woman's  Advisory 
Committee  to  regard  the  following  recommendations: 

A.  1.  That  each  individual  woman  examine  her  own  life 
in  the  light  of  His  Word,  as  interpreted  in  the  Personal 
Guide. 

2.  That  she  strive  to  enrich  her  own  life  through 
■prayer  and  Bible  study,  that  she  may  be  fitted  to  lead 
lier  family  in  home  and  sanctuary  worship. 

3.  That  the  General  Assembly's  campaign  of  Evan- 
gelism be  regarded  by  every  woman  in  the  Church  as  her 
definite  responsibility,  through  prayerful  preparation  and 
participation,  recognizing  the  effect  it  will  have  in 
strengthening  the  whole  work  of  our  Church. 

4.  That  in  view  of  the  following  recommendations 
adopted  by  General  Assembly:  "That  every  Presbytery 
have  an  active  Committee  which  shall  find  and  recom- 
mend to  Presbytery  the  best  methods  of  Scripture  dis- 
tribution and  use  in  the  local  churches",  the  women  be 
urged  to  cooperate  with  such  a  committee,  and  in  addi- 
tion do  all  that  they  can  to  further  this  cause  through  a 
wider  distribution  of  the  Gospel  of  John,  and  other  por- 
tions of  Scripture. 

B.  — 1.  That  Presbyterial  and  local  Auxiliary  presidents 
secure  and  study  carefully  the  Minutes  of  General  As- 
sembly, the  Annual  Reports  of  the  four  executive  com- 
mittees to  the  General  Assembly  and  the  other  committee 
reports  adopted  by  the  Assembly,  noting  especially  the  re- 
ports on  Evangelism,  Social  and  Moral  Welfare,  the  Sab- 
bath, and  the  Ad  Interim  Committee  Report  on  changes 
in  pastorates. 

2.  (a)  That  all  Auxiliaries  be  urged  to  make  larger 
use  of  all  the  facilities  of  the  Educational  departments 
'of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Committees  in  special 
seasons  and  in  the  regular  presentation  of  Missions  in 
ALL  departments  of  the  Church  School. 

(b)  That  the  women  of  the  Church  be  reminded  that 
our  Presbyterian  Book  Stores  exist  primarily  to  serve 
Presbyterians  and  where  possible  they  make  use  of  this 
service. 

3.  That  women  of  the  Church  cherish  their  holy  priv- 
ilege of  leading  others  to  Christ,  and  with  a  new  vision  of 
service  challenging  them,  go  to  those  who  need  Christ, 


LEAD  them  to  Him,  SHARE  with  them  the  fellowship 
of  the  Church. 

4.  That  the  attention  of  the  Auxiliaries  be  directed  to 
the  great  urgency  of  increasing  our  Sunday  school  enroll- 
ment in  the  interest  of  a  larger  ministry  to  the  spiritually 
neglected  children  and  youth  within  our  Presbyterian  ter- 
ritory, and  in  the  interest  of  the  future  growth  of  our 
Presbyterian  Church;  and  that  they  be  urged  to  make 
this  a  matter  of  special  prayer  and  study  in  order  to  as- 
sist in  any  aggressive  programs  of  Sunday  School  Ex- 
tension that  may  be  launched  in  their  churches. 

5.  That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  share  the  General  As- 
sembly's concern  over  the  present  depleted  state  of  our 
missionary  forces  and  the  apparent  lack  of  well  qualified 
candidates  for  positions  that  the  Foreign  Mission  Commit- 
tee is  now  ready  and  anxious  to  fill;  that  young  men  and 
women  be  urged  to  give  prayerful  heed  to  the  call  for 
volunteers. 

6.  That  Auxiliaries  and  individuals  be  urged  to  assume, 
wherever  practicable,  definite  responsibility  for  definite 
parts  of  the  foreign  mission  work. 

7.  (a)  That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  urge  the  whole 
Church  to  make  the  widest  possible  use  of  the  seasons  of 
study,  self-denial,  and  prayer  set  apart  for  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Causes,  organizing  and  taking  part  in 
study  classes  and  Schools  of  Missions.  (See  "Our  Church 
Program"  for  dates.) 

(b)  And  that  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  be  called  to  her 
knees  before  God  in  prayer  and  earnest  supplication  that 
these  seasons  be  observed  in  all  our  churches  as  a  time 
of  Church-wide  re-dedication  to  the  world  task  of  Chris- 
tian Missions. 

8.  That  all  Auxiliaries  be  urged  to  strengthen  and  give 
full  support  to  all  Assembly  Causes,  and  in  view  of  the 
large  decrease  in  number  of  titbers  and  total  gifts  as 
shown  by  our  report  to  the  Assembly  to  make  the  tenth 
the  minimum  standard  of  giving. 

9.  That  the  Woman's  Advisory  Committee  endorse  our 
new  Presbyterian  Quarterly,  "Day  by  Day",  and  heartily 
commend  it  to  our  women,  and  urge  that  every  effort  be 
put  forth  to  get  at  least  one  copy  regularly  into  every 
Presbyterian  home. 

10.  That  in  each  Synodical  Auxiliary  and  Group  Con- 
ference of  1939,  a  major  place  on  the  program  be  given 
to  the  presentation  of  the  completion  of  the  Ministers' 
Annuity  Fund. 

12.  That  each  Presbyterial  Auxiliary  appoint  a  com- 
mittee with  the  Presbyterial  Secretary  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Ministerial  Relief  as  chairman,  and  the  Pres- 
byterial president  ex-officio,  to  contact  Presbytery's  Com- 
mittee of  this  Cause,  make  a  survey  of  churches  not  al- 
ready participating  in  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund,  and 
make  renewed  effort  to  promote  this  Cause.  That  the 
Presbyterial  Auxiliary  Committee  urge  the  local  Aux- 
iliaries to  adopt  the  following  plans:  (a)  Pray  earnestly 
for  the  completion  of  the  Unfinished  Task,  (b)  Initiate 
the  effort  in  every  local  church  which  has  not  yet  ac- 
cepted the  plan,  or  completed  its  quota,  by  conferring  with 
the  pastor,  giving  him  a  letter  to  present  to  the  session, 
urging  the  presentation,  promotion  and  completion  by 
that  church,  of  its  full  quota  to  the  Ministers'  Annuity 
Fund,  (c)  That  each  individual  woman  prayerfully  con- 
sider ber  responsibility  to  this  Cause. 

13.  That  the  book,  "The  Church  and  Education,"  pre- 
pared as  a  study  book  to  be  used  by  the  various  organ- 
izations of  the  Church  to  inform  our  people  of  the  crisis 
that  is  confronting  present  democracy  and  the  part  which 
our  Christian  schools  and  colleges  must  play  in  helping 
to  maintain  our  most  cherished  institutions,  be  given 
the  widest  possible  use.

It 
is  wide  enough  for  a  football  field  and  long  enough  for 
two.  This  new  field  will  be  used  mainly  for  the  various 
intra-mural  sports. 

Three  new  men  will  join  the  faculty  and  staff  of  the 
college  at  the  beginning  of  the  session.  Dr.  Elmer  E. 
Brown  comes  as  Associate  Professor  in  Biology.  He  grad- 
uated at  Davidson  in  1928,  taught  in  high  school  for  two 
years,  studied  medicine  two  years,  and  then  specialized  in 
Biology,  taking  his  doctor's  degree  from  Cornell  Uni- 
versity. He  should  be  especially  helpful  to  students  who 
expect  to  study  medicine  of  whom  there  are  more  than 
100  at  Davidson.  By  the  way,  there  were  64  men  in  the 
Senior  class  of  the  School  of  Medicine  at  Duke  University 
this  past  year.  Five  of  these  were  elected  to  Alpha 
Omega  Alpha,  the  honorary  medical  fraternity,  corre- 
sponding to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  colleges.  Of  the  five,  four 
were  Davidson  graduates. 

Dr.  William  C.  Matthews  comes  as  Associate  College 
Physician.  He  is  the  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Carl  Matthews, 
who  was  well  known  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Dr. 
Matthews  is  an  alumnus  of  Davidson  and  a  graduate  of 
the  School  of  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Virginia.  After 
graduating  from  the  Medical  College  he  became  City 
Physician  of  the  City  of  Roanoke,  Virginia.  Davidson  is 
unusually  well  equipped  to  look  after  the  physical  well- 
being  of  her  students.  The  new  Preyer  Infirmary  is  well 
nigh  perfect  in  its  appointments.  A  capable  registered 
nurse  is  on  duty  at  the  Infirmary  day  and  night.  The 
College  Physician  and  Associate  Physician  have  office 
hours  in  the  Infirmary  three  or  four  hours  evei-y  day  and 
are  on  call  day  and  night.  We  also  have  a  very  efficient 
Director  of  Physical  Education,  also  an  efficient  Assistant 
Director.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  a  sound  mind  and 
a  sound  body.  It  is  with  gratitude  that  we  are  able  to 
say  that  there  has  not  been  a  death  from  sickness  in  our 
large  student  body  since  1918.  During  that  year  one  stu- 
dent died  from  Spanish  influenza. 

Mr.  Lamar  Burton  came  to  us  about  the  middle  of  Au- 
gust to  direct  the  work  of  the  Alumni  Office  during  the 
coming  year  and  to  assist  in  the  treasurer's  office.  Mr. 
Burton  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson,  majored  in  Business 
Administration,  and  held  a  government  position  in  Wash- 
ington prior  to  his  coming  to  us  in  .  August.  Last  June, 
the  trustees,  with  the  Alumni  Association  cooperating,  di- 
rected us  to  secure  a  Director  of  Public  Relations  and 
Alumni  Activities.  This  position  requires  a  man  of  such 
unusual  gifts  we  are  delaying  this  selection  until  the  right 
man  can  be  found. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  be  meeting  in  the 
near  future.  In  behalf  of  the  Presbyterian  colleges  of 
North  Carolina  we  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Pres- 
byterians of  North  Carolina  in  general  and  of  the  Synod 
in  particular  to  a  matter  that  is  of  vital  importance  to 
all  our  Presbyterian  colleges.  During  the  past  ten  years 
the  income  from  college  endowments  has  been  steadily 
decreasing.  At  the  same  time  the  number  of  students 
applying  for  financial  assistance  has  been  steadily  increas- 
ing. Ministers  are  constantly  appealing  to  us  to  extend 
financial  assistance  to  young  people  of  their  churches. 
This  is  just  as  it  should  be.  We  always  rejoice  when  we 
see  a  minister  doing  all  in  his  power  to  help  the  promising 
young  people  of  his  congregation  secure  a  Christian 
education. 

Now  with  this  background  we  want  to  lay  before  you 
a  problem.  The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  placed  its 
schools  and  colleges  on  the  Synod's  budget  for  8%'/r  of

In  my  first  article  for  the  Presbyterian  News  may  I 
take  occasion  to  express  joy  at  the  privilege  of  serving^ 
in  the  great  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  To  be  called  to 
help  guide  one  of  the  educational  institutions  of  North 
Carolina  humbles  one  and  causes  him  to  depend  unreserv- 
edly on  Almighty  God  and  to  rely  upon  the  help  and  ad- 
vice of  countless  friends  of  Christian  Education. 

The  Christian  college  has  today  a  supreme  opportun- 
ity. Out  of  the  despair  and  confusion  in  our  world,  men 
are  seeking  guidance  and  wistfully  inquiring  if  such  guid- 
ance may  not  lie  finally  with  God  and  religion.  Here  lies 
the  supreme  opportunity  for  the  Christian  college  and  for 
the  Church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  education,  Presbyterians  always  have  been  leaders. 
Those  educational  institutions  of  this  Synod,  along  with 
other  Presbyterian  Colleges  and  similar  institutions  of 
other  churches,  have  provided  a  continually  flowing  stream 
of  educated  men  and  women,  firmly  grounded  in  Christian 
faith  and  morals,  into  the  Christian  church.  From  such 
schools  have  come  the  majority  of  our  ministers  and  mis- 
sionaries, our  Christian  editors  and  educational  leaders. 
Not  only  have  these  Christian  institutions  furnished  lead- 
ership for  the  church,  but  by  their  high  standards  of 
character  and  learning  they  have  exerted  across  the 
years  an  influence  upon  secular  education  far  beyond  the 
numbers  of  their  student  bodies  and  their  financial  re- 
sources when  compared  proportionately  with  other  in- 
stitutions. 

Some  ask,  Why  not  leave  the  task  of  higher  education 
to  the  state?  Why  pour  money  into  denominational  col- 
leges? Many  have  never  thought  through  what  the  total 
contribution  of  a  Christian  college  should  be.  For  myself 
I  can  approach  this  problem  only  from  the  basis  of  the 
Universal  Church  of  Christ.  Like  foreign  missions,  Pres- 
byterians alone  cannot  accomplish  the  Church's  task  in 
higher  education.  It  is  the  task  of  the  Universal  Church 
through  Christian  Colleges  to  bring  to  bear  an  influence 
upon  all  schools  across  our  nation  and  to  place  a  Christian 
emphasis  upon  education  and  character  development.  To- 
gether with  our  sister  denominations  we  may  exert  a  tre- 
mendous influence  to  hold  education  in  line  with  Christian 
faith  and  morals. 

The  Christian  college  has  a  larger  function  than  mere- 
ly to  educate  the  children  of  the  families  within  the  con- 
trolling constituency.  It  serves  the  whole  Church  of 
Christ,  as  its  influence  permeates  the  educational  world 
and  as  it  ministers  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  any 
parents  wishing  for  their  children  education  under  dis- 
tinctly Christian  control. 

At  your  college  in  Charlotte  it  is  the  hope  of  the  in- 
coming administration,  the  faculty,  and  the  student  body 
that  we  may  cooperate  together  and  with  the  Synod  in 
maintaining  a  distinctly  Christian  college  and  letting  our 
influence  extend  far  and  wide  in  the  cause  of  Christ. 


the  total  budget.  The  amount  thus  raised  is  apportioned 
on  a  percentage  basis  to  Queens-Chicora,  Flora  Macdon- 
ald,  Davidson,  Peace,  Mitchell,  Presbyterian  Junior  Col- 
lege, and  the  Hemp  and  Glade  Valley  High  Schools.  If 
the  total  budget  were  raised  the  sum  going  to  all  these 
schools  and  colleges  would  amount  to  $42,000  and  that 
would  be  of  immense  help  to  these  Presbyterian  colleges 
and  schools.  But  as  an  actual  fact,  only  $16,341  of  this 
total  budget  for  schools  and  colleges  in  the  Synod  was 
raised  last  year.  The  problem  is  this:  How  can  the  Synod 
raise  the  whole  sum  of  $42,000  allotted  to  the  Presbyte- 
rian schools  and  colleges  ?  Other  causes  seem  to  get  the 
full  amount  assigned  to  them  on  the  Synod's  budget.  Why 
should  schools  and  colleges  get  only  $16,000  when  they  are 
on  the  budget  for  $42,000?  If  the  full  amount  could  be 
raised  it  would  be  of  great  help  to  our  schools  and  col- 
leges, every  one  of  which  is  having  difficulty  in  making 
ends  meet  in  these  days  of  financial  crisis. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  Davidson  College  shows 
that  last  year,  Davidson  College  extended  financial  as- 
sistance to  candidates  for  the  ministry,  sons  of  minis- 
ters, and  needy  students  amounting  to  $19,300.  The  same 
report  shows  that  during  the  year  Davidson  College  re- 
ceived from  the  Synod's  budget  $2,995.91.  We  trust  that 
the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  and  the  members  of 
the  Synod  will  think  on  these  things.

Few  people  realize  how  busy  the  summer  months  are 
in  a  college.  The  days  are  filled  with  correspondence  in 
regard  to  prospective  students,  positions  for  the  members 
of  the  graduating  class,  faculty  changes  and  innumerable 
business  matters,  not  to  mention  supervising  repairing 
and  painting  in  the  buildings,  supplementing  equipment, 
etc. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Lang,  who  is  well  known  to  all  the  former 
students  as  the  affable  superintendent  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  has  moved  into  his  own  home  and  the  house 
which  he  occupied  for  25  years  has  been  prepared  as  an 
annex  for  students  or  professors.  A  heating  plant  has 
been  installed  and  a  lavatory  placed  in  every  room.  The 
building  has  been  painted  inside  and  out.

She  not  only  did  her  work  efficiently  but  exer- 
cised a  fine  Christian  influence  upon  all  who  knew  her. 
She  will  be  succeeded  by  her  niece.  Miss  Zella  Dew  of 
Alachua,  Florida,  an  alumnae  of  the  college. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Vardell  spent  the  summer  at  Blowing 
Rock.  Their  children,  with  their  families,  have  spent  much 
of  the  summer  with  them.  Dr.  Vardell  is  quite  well  and 
will  celebrate  his  80th  birthday  in  February,  1940.  Mrs. 
Vardell  is  much  improved.  Their  presence  on  the  campus 
is  a  constant  inspiration  to  all.  Dr.  Vardell  is  busily  en- 
gaged. He  spends  much  time  in  the  lovely  gardens  which 
are  the  product  of  his  mind  and  hand  and  which  has 
attracted  state-wide  attention.  He  serves  as  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Alumnae  Association.

ogy and  Bible;  Miss  Mary  Pate,  music  and  glee  club; 
Irvin  Smith,  assistant  coach,  science,  and  dean  of  boys; 
Rev.  L.  A.  McLaurin,  Bible  and  manual  training;  Miss 
Hannah  Willis,  secretary  and  commercial  subjects;  Miss 
Currie  MacLeod,  matron;  W.  L.  MacLeod,  farm  superin- 
tendent; and  Clemonsee  MacDaniel,  band  director.

AN  OPEN  LETTER 

The  following  letter  is  addressed  to  the  alumnae,  to 
the  Presbyterians  of  the  Synod,  and  to  the  friends  of 
Christian  education: 

Dear  Friends  of  Mitchell  College: 

This  letter  is  sent  to  present  Mitchell's  real  claims 
and  needs.  The  trustees  and  the  staff  of  the  college  are 
persuaded  that  the  time  has  come  when  Mitchell  must  go 
forward. 

During  the  past  ten  years  Mitchell's  progress  has  been 
slow  but  steady.  More  than  $25,000  has  been  put  in  per- 
manent improvements.  A  new  gymnasium  has  been  built, 
chemistry  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum  and  the  la- 
boratory equipped.  $5,000  has  been  added  to  the  endow- 
ment, the  dormitory  rooms  have  been  refinished,  the  presi- 
dent's home  has  been  remodelled  and  equipped  with  steam 
heat,  over  $2,000  has  been  added  in  new  furniture  and 
over  a  thousand  books  added  to  the  library.  Last  year  a 
new  audio-visual  projecting  machine  was  presented  to  the 
science  department. 

Now,  this  advancement  simply  means  that  Mitchell 
has  met  the  year-by-year  demands  of  the  standardizing 
agencies  and  the  pressing  equipment  needs.  What  must 
come  in  the  immediate  future  is  a  real  advance. 

The  faculty  has  handed  in  a  list  of  urgent  needs  for 
Mitchell.  Some  of  these  items  are — a  book-binder  for 
the  library  ($25.00),  18  chairs  for  the  library  ($2.50 
each),  three  microscopes  ($275.00),  one  piano  ($200-$500), 
ten  new  typewiiters  ($625.00),  a  classroom  dictionary 
($3.50),  250  volumes  for  the  library  ($3757),  a  transpor- 
tation bus  ($1200-$1500).  Two  immediate  goals  are  a 
new  fireproof  dormitory  and  an  endowment  fund  of 
$100,000.  Every  one  of  the  "urgent  needs"  listed  is  ur- 
gent, but  the  new  dormitory  and  the  $100,000  endowmept 
are  equally  urgent.  The  new  dormitory  will  release  the 
present  main  building  for  necessary  expansion  in  the 
library  and  solve  the  imperative  need  for  classroom  space. 
The  college  must  have  an  endowment  income  to  build 
up  its  curriculum  offerings.

College  opens  on  September  12.  Young  men  from 
North  Carolina,  Virginia,  Washington,  D.  C,  South  Caro- 
lina, Georgia,  Florida,  Cuba,  Alabama,  Kentucky,  West 
Virginia,  and  perhaps  other  states  will  gather  on  the 
campus  at  Maxton  to  begin  the  session's  work.  On  Mon- 
day, September  11,  there  will  be  re-examinations  and  per- 
haps some  entrance  examinations.  The  faculty  will  meet 
Monday  night.  All  during  the  day  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
young  men  will  be  arriving  on  the  campus  and  getting 
room  assignments.  Everything  is  being  systematized  this 
year  so  that  from  the  first  entrance  of  the  new  or  re- 
turning student  in  the  front  door  and  the  greeting  by  the 
president  in  the  adjoining  office  there  will  be  no  delay 
in  getting  him  comfortably  settled.  In  the  president's 
office  the  new  student  will  receive  his  dormitory  assign- 
ment and  he  will  be  escorted  to  his  room.  After  he  has 
settled  in  his  room  the  student  will  return  to  the  presi- 
dent's office  and  be  given  a  card  which  must  be  carried  to 
his  faculty  adviser,  who  will  discuss  with  him  his  courses. 
Next  he  will  pass  into  the  Registrar's  office  and  the  course 
of  study  will  be  determined  and  recorded.  Across  the 
hallway  is  the  business  office,  where  fees  are  paid  and 
books  purchased.  Later  there  will  be  a  final  check  by  the 
Dean  of  Instruction  to  see  that  the  proper  courses  have 
been  assigned.  After  each  youth  has  completed  all  this 
he  will  have  a  little  time  for  arranging  his  room,  getting 
acquainted  with  the  other  boys,  making  a  reconnaissance 
of  the  town,  inspecting  the  campus,  and  playing  games. 
The  joy  of  seeing  old  friends  will  not  belong  to  fresh- 
men, but  the  adventure  of  making  new  acquaintances  will. 

The  first  meal  is  on  Monday  night,  but  on  Tuesday 
night  a  special  dinner  will  be  served  at  which  the  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  their  wives  will  be  present.  The 
faculty  will  be  introduced  to  the  new  students.  Classes 
begin  on  Wednesday  morning,  September  13,  at  8:30  a.m. 
Vacation  is  over  now  and  real  work  begun.  For  the  re- 
mainder of  the  week  and  into  the  next  week  the  orien- 
tation program  proceeds.  There  will  be  intelligence  and 
aptitude  tests  which  will  help  in  the  counseling  program. 
The  Student  Government  will  be  explained  and  begin 
functioning.  Tbe  Student  Christian  Assoc'ation  will  an- 
nounce its  program  for  the  year.  The  Literary  Society 
will  be  reorganized.  The  Librarian  will  explain  the  best 
methods  for  utilizing  the  library.  Football  practice  will 
be  underway  in  the  afternoons.  Various  clubs  and  interest 
groups  will  meet.  Orchestra  and  glee  club  practices  will 
be  arranged.  The  second  week  there  will  be  a  series  of 
Chapel  talks  by  Rev.  John  H.  McKinnon,  the  new  pastor 
of  the  Maxton  Presbyterian  Church.  On  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 23,  the  Reception  to  New  Students  will  bring 
young  ladies  from  Flora  Macdonald  College  to  the  P.  J.  C. 
campus  for  the  first  time  in  tbe  session.  The  well-rounded 
and  busy  life  of  the  young  men  at  our  Synod's  Junior 
College  for  men  will  be  underway. 

Mr.  John  McClellan  Formwalt,  M.A.,  comes  to  the 
faculty  to  take  charge  of  the  department  of  physics.  He 
has  had  two  years  experience  as  student  instructor  at 
Duke  University.  He  comes  with  the  highest  recommen- 
dations, not  only  as  to  ability,  but  as  to  Christian  char- 
acter and  leadership.  During  the  summer  four  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Junior  College  faculty  did  graduate 
study.  Professor  Charles  H.  Little,  Jr.,  a  son  of  a 
North  Carolina  minister,  completed  his  thesis  in  the  field 
of  pentagonal  lines  and  was  granted  his  Master's  Degree 
by  the  University  of  North  Carolina.

We  have  had  a  very  busy  summer  at  Peace.  We  have 
had  six  Presbytery  Pioneer  and  Young  People's  Confer- 
ences this  summer,  those  of  the  Presbyteries  of  Granville 
(2),  Albemarle,  Orange  (2),  and  Wilmington.  We  estimate 
that  about  700  Pioneers  and  Young  People  have  attended 
these  conferences.  We  are  happy  to  place  the  facilities 
of  our  school  plant  at  the  disposal  of  tbe  Presbyteries. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  making  active  plans  for 
the  opening  of  Peace  Junior  College  for  tbe  week  of  Sep- 
tember 11.  A  capacity  school  is  expected.  The  past  year 
there  was  an  enrollment  of  300  and  we  are  expecting 
about  the  same  size  of  school  in  1939  and  1940.  An 
orientation  program  has  been  planned  for  the  new  stu- 
dents who  will  arrive  on  September  13.  A  faculty  con- 
ference has  been  called  for  September  12. 

There  will  be  few  faculty  changes  for  1939  and  1940. 
Miss  Aileen  Pendleton  of  Hendersonville,  North  Carolina, 
will  be  physical  director.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  Wom- 
an's College  of  Greensboro  and  has  had  charge  of  physical 
education  work  in  Rocky  Mount  for  the  past  several 
years.  Dr.  Lila  Bonner  Miller  of  Raleigh  will  teach  health. 
Mrs.  Miller  formerly  practiced  medicine  in  Atlanta  be- 
fore coming  to  Raleigh  where  her  husband.  Rev.  P.  D. 
Miller,  D.D.,  is  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mrs.  Miller  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Peace 
faculty.  Mr.  Herbert  Bird  of  Raleigh  will  teach  violin 
as  Mrs.  Alden  will  be  on  leave  for  the  year  studying. 
Mr.  Bird  is  a  graduate  of  Oberlin  Conservatory. 

We  are  planning  to  offer  the  usual  courses  that  have 
been  offered  in  the  past.  The  special  courses  in  Bible 
that  have  been  offered  to  the  women  of  Raleigh  in  the 
past  will  be  offered  again  this  year,  beginning  October  5. 
These  courses  will  be  taught  by  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  head 
of  the  Bible  department  of  Peace. 

The  usual  number  of  improvements  has  been  made 
this  summer.  All  the  offices  on  the  first  floor  and  the 
dining  room  have  been  painted  and  re-papered.  Shower 
baths  have  been  installed  in  the  bathrooms  on  the  second 
and  fourth  floors  in  the  main  building  and  other  general 
improvements  made. 

As  a  church-owned  Junior  College,  we  feel  that  Peace 
meets  a  great  many  of  the  educational  and  the  religious 
needs  of  the  present  day.  Modern  educators  are  almost 
unanimous  in  their  opinion  of  the  great  service  the  junior 
colleges  are  rendering  the  students  today.  The  church- 
owned  junior  college  has  an  additional  religious  function 
which  makes  it  all  the  more  valuable  than  the  casual 
junior  college.

Recognizing  the  desperate  need  and  the  unparalled  evangelistic  oppor-

If  the 
people  fail  to  come  to  the  preaching  we  must  take 
the  preaching  to  them. 

By  special  preparation  and  proper  publicity  it  is 
possible  to  have  a  full  church  waiting  to  hear  the 


preached  word.  The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  is 
aroused  and  interest  is  increasing.  Conferences  on 
Evangelism  are  being  held  throughout  the  state,  in 
the  interest  of  the  Crusade.  Dr.  P.  D.  Miller,,, 
Synod's  Chairman  on  Evangelism,  is  being  heartily,' 
supported  in  his  faithful  efforts  to  promote  the.

THREE  GOALS  TO  ATTAIN 

I.  More  adequate  manning  of  mission  fields.  The 
harvest  is  truly  great  and  the  laborers  are  few.  Our 
faithful  workers  are  much  overworked.  Some  have  as 
many  as  seven  and  eight  preaching  points.  They  must 
have  assistance  and  new  and  inviting  fields  must  be 
entered.  Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  send 
laborers  into  the  harvest.  Then  endeavor  to  answer  the 
prayer  by  most  generous  giving. 

II.  More  adequate  equipment  of  our  mission  fields. 
Better  churches  are  needed  in  many  instances.  Sunday 
School  rooms  should  be  provided  and  provision  made  for 
the  activities  of  the  Young  People.  Many  organizations 
have  no  church  building  and  many  fields  have  no  manse. 
These  are  matters  of  vital  importance  and  should  receive 
immediate  attention. 

III.  More  adequate  support  of  our  faithful  and 
efficient  home  mission  workers.  Each  Presbytery  should 
make  to  start  with  the  minimum  salary  of  $1,200.00  for 
a  single  minister  and  $1,500.00  and  a  manse  for  a  married 
pastor.  If  no  manse  is  provided  at  least  two  to  three 
hundred  dollars  should  be  allowed  for  a  manse. 

These  THREE  GOALS  should  be  kept  before  us  at 
all  times  and  attained  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Proper 
support  of  the  great  Home  Mission  enterprise  will  solve 
the  problem  of  each  goal. 


If  YOU  have  not  done  YOUR  part  in  supporting  our 
vital  home  mission  work,  before  the  close  of  this  church 
year  closes  make  the  support  from  your  church  100 
percent.  It  is  certainly  true  that  "With  Everybody 
Helping  the  Task  will  be  Easy."

PRE-SYNOD  HOME  MISSION  CONFERENCE 

The  second  pre-Synod  home  missions  conference  of 
the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  closed  at  the  East 
Carolina  Teachers'  College,  Greenville,  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon, September  19,  after  hearing  messages  from  church 
leaders  urging  greater  activity  in  evangelism  and  stress- 
ing the  opportunity  of  the  Church  to  bear  testimony  in 
this  particular  world  situation.  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D., 
of  Greensboro,  superintendent  of  home  missions  of  this 
Synod,  was  in  general  charge  of  the  one-day  meeting, 
which  he  declared  to  be  highly  successful.  Arrangements 
have  already  been  made  to  continue  the  conference  prior 
to  the  Synod's  meeting  in  1940.  The  opening  session 
Monday  evening  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk, 
of  Charlotte,  a  loyal  member  of  Synod's  Committee  of 
Home  Missions  and  a  liberal  supporter  of  the  work. 
Approximately    150    Presbyterians    representing  various 


local  and  geographical  units  of  the  Synod  were  in  attend- 
ance on  the  Monday  evening  and  Tuesday  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions,  which  concluded  their  program  in 
time  for  the  opening  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
Tuesday  evening.  Rev.  P.  D.  Miller,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Raleigh,  Rev.  J.  R.  Cunningham,  D.D.,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Church,  Winston-Salem,  and  Rev.  Henry 
W.  McLaughlin,  D.D.,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  director  of 
Country  Church  Work  of  the  General  Assembly,  were 
special  speakers  at  the  conference,  together  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  woi'k  in  the  Synod.  Dr.  Gillespie  out- 
lined a  new  program  of  publicity  through  the  use  of 
private  moving  pictures,  which,  he  said,  would  soon  be 
available  for  use  throughout  the  state.  Scenes  were 
shown  the  assembly  on  Monday  night,  and  comprehensive 
views  of  the  entire  Synod-wide  work  will  be  made  avail- 
able as  soon  as  possible.  Dr.  Miller,  who  is  the  chairman 
of  a  special  committee  of  the  Synod  charged  with  spon- 
soring the  evangelistic  program,  called  the  gathering  to  a 
new  consecration  to  the  Gospel  of  the  Cross  of  Christ. 
He  urged  preachers  to  be  their  own  evangelists  with  the 
help  of  local  officers.  Dr.  Cunningham  called  the  group 
to  consider  the  Church  and  her  relationship  to  the  present 
crisis.  Dr.  McLaughlin  spoke  of  the  need  of  taking  care 
of  "the  children  of  the  poor,"  and  spoke  of  Mussolini, 
Stalin,  Hitler  and  Daladier  as  men  who  had  risen  from 
surroundings  of  comparative  poverty.  Dr.  McLaughlin 
characterized  the  cause  of  the  present  situation  as  largely 
due  to  the  fact  that  "these  boys  learned  to  hate  the 
Church  and  the  things  for  which  the  Church  stands,  and 
are  motivated  by  the  Gospel  of  hate  and  the  philosophy 
that  might  is  right."  The  general  purpose  of  the  con- 
ference was  emphasized  by  lighted  signs  throughout  the 
auditorium  which  said,  "1,200,000  unreached  souls  in 
North  Carolina  is  our  home  mission  task."  "From  little 
missions  big  churches  grow.  Plant  an  outpost  Sunday 
school."  "Ninety  out  of  every  one  hundred  churches  owe 
their  origin  to  a  home  mission  agency."  The  last  of 
these  statements  was  illustrated  by  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  of 
West  Jefferson,  when  he  traced  the  spiritual  heritage 
of  a  mission  point  in  a  field  in  Ashe  county,  showing  it 
to  be  an  outpost  of  Gillespie  church,  named  for  Dr. 
Gillespie,  this  in  turn  being  founded  by  the  Lansing 
Church,  the  Lansing  Church  founded  from  the  West 
Jefferson  Church,  and  it  by  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Greensboro,  which  finally  found  its  beginning  as 
a  mission  outpost  of  the  Buffalo  Church  in  Guilford 
county.  The  work  of  home  missions  was  visually  pre- 
sented through  maps  and  pictures  from  each  of  the  nine 
Presbyteries  which  constitute  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.  This  Synod  with  86,000  members  ex- 
tends to  the  mountains,  except  for  a  section  of  the  ex- 
treme western  part  which  is  a  part  of  Appalachia  Synod. 

Dr.  R.  A.  Young,  of  Charlotte,  chairman  of  the  find- 
ings committee,  presented  the  following  report  which  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Report  of  Findings  Committee  Synod's 
Home  Missions 

During  the  sessions  of  this  Conference  on  Home 
Missions,  we  have  become  largely  familiar  with  these 
and  similar  words  and  phrases:  Indifference;  Neglected 
areas;  Lack  of  information;  One  million  two  hundred 
thousand  unreached  souls  in  North  Carolina;  Contact; 
Prayer;  Recanvass;  Resources;  Evangelism;  New  Stra- 
tegy; Bible  School;  Sacrificial  service;  Shorter  Catechism; 
The  gospel  of  redemption  through  Christ;  Dedication  to 
Christ;  Fulfill  commission;  Build  the  Kingdom;  Responsi- 
bility to  God  and  our  fellowman;  Task  of  making  Amer- 
ica Christian;  Adequate  understanding   of  physical  and 
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spiritual  needs  of  the  Home  Mission  fields;  Increased  in- 
terest in  and  support  of  our  Home  Mission  work  and 
workers  on  the  part  of  our  self-supporting  congregati'ons; 
Consciousness  that  from  little  missions  big  churches 
grow;  Constant  contact  with  God,  the  source  of  life, 
light  and  power;  Come  to  grips  with  sin  in  the  liv^es  of 
those  who  do  not  believe  that  they  are  sinners;  Preach 
Christ  as  the  Eternal  Son  of  God,  our  one  Lord  and  one 
Savior;  Deal  with  the  individual;  Declare  the  need  of 
individual  regeneration,  a  vital  connection  with  Christ 
and  an  active  experience  in  Christ.  Gathered  around 
these  words  and  phrases  wonderful  and  persuasive  truths 
have  been  compellingly  presented.  We  believe,  as  has 
been  so  truthfully  stated,  that  political  chicanery,  legis- 
lative enactments,  economic  theories  and  social  and  racial 
idealologies  have  not  solved  the  problems  of  the  individ- 
ual, the  home,  the  community,  the  state,  or  the  world. 
We  believe  that  the  Church,  after  a  period  of  somewhat 
allying  herself  with  programs  of  civic  righteousness, 
social  justice,  and  mass  movements  looking  toward  moral 
improvement,  has  to  some  extent  become  disillusioned 
and  is  now  ready  to  more  fully  accept  the  Lordship  •of 
Christ  and  follow  His  program  for  regeneration  and  ad- 
vance. Further,  we  believe  that  our  own  and  the  Church's 
reaction  to  the  present  violent  upheaval  of  the  baser  ele- 
ments in  the  social,  economic,  civic,  and  international 
relationships  of  man,  provide  a  peculiar  and  timely  basis 
for  a  great  challenge  to  every  Christian  to  a  greater 
loyalty  to  Christ  and  His  Church. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  by  this  group  here  gathered 
in  conference: 

1.  That  we  express  to  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D., 
our  Synod's  Chairman  of  Home  Missions,  and  all  those 
who  contributed  to  this  program,  our  most  sincere  thanks 
for  their  splendid  services. 

2.  That  we  ask  Dr.  Gillespie  and  his  Committee  to 
arrange  a  similar  Conference  immediately  preceding  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  Synod. 

3.  That  we  ask  Dr.  Gillespie  to  convey  to  the  Synod 
in  his  Annual  Report  the  wish  that  the  Synod  would 
challenge  every  church  of  every  Presbytery  to  re-canvass 
their  fields  to  find  the  resources,  the  needs,  the  oppor- 
tunities and  the  responsibilities. 

4.  That  the  Synod  challenge  every  self-supporting 
church  to  become  more  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
Home  Mission  needs  and  opportunities  of  their  Presbytery 
and  Synod  and  show  a  more  active  interest  both  in 
sympathy  and  financial  support. 

5.  That  every  church  be  challenged  to  enter  largely 
into  the  Evangelistic  Campaign  proposed  by  our  General 
Assembly  with  the  goal  of  larger  enlistment  in  service, 
deeper  consecration  and  a  wonderful  ingathering  of  souls 
yielded  to  our  Lord. 

6.  That  the  Synod  set  apart  a  certain  period  for 
prayer,  during  its  sessions,  in  which  definite  petitions 
shall  be  humbly  made  to  God;  that  His  will  may  be  done 
on  earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaven;  that  peace  may  come 
again  to  men  and  nations;  and  that  the  Church  may  be 
led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  fulfill  more  perfectly  her  Divine 
Mission. 


YANCEYVILLE 

A  union  meeting  was  held  here  in  the  Methodist 
Church,  September  25-October  1,  in  which  all  the  churches 
co-operated  in  a  splendid  spirit  of  Christian  brotherhood. 
Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D.,  of  Greensboro,  did  the  preach- 
ing to  crowded  congregations.  Music  was  furnished  by 
the  community  choirs  under  the  direction  of  Lee  Price, 
with  Mrs.  Price  at  the  piano.  Special  numbers  were 
rendered  each  night  by  local  talent.  Dr.  Gillespie  con- 
ducted the  junior  choir  a-cappella  and  taught  them  many 
choruses  which  they  still  sing  at  home  and  on  the  streets. 
A  thorough  system  of  visitation  was  set  up  and  many 
unchurched  homes  were  reached  and  started  back  into 
regular  attendance  upon  the  Sunday  school  and  church 
services.  The  evangelist  held  song  services  about  in  the 
homes  wherever  he  found  groups  of  children.  Nine  addi- 
tions were  made  to  the  churches,  and  countless  friends 
who  were  permanently  helped  in  their  spiritual  lives 
will  hold  Dr.  Gillespie  in  esteem  and  in  love  for  life. — Roy 
F.  Whitley.

OLD  BETHESDA  CHURCH 

In  Orange  Presbytery,  enjoyed  a  season  of  spiritual  bless- 
ings in  October.  Orange  Presbytery  met  there  October  10, 
and  a  spirit  of  fellowship  and  renewal  of  acquaintances  as 
well  as  a  rich  spiritual  blessing  was  brought  to  the  com- 
munity. On  October  16-22,  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  superin- 
tendent of  Synod's  home  missions,  held  a  series  of  evan- 
gelistic services.

MARTIN  COUNTY  HOME  MISSION  FIELD 

During  the  summer  four  Vacation  Church  schools 
were  held.  One  each  at  Bear  Grass,  Roberson's  Chapel, 
Poplar  Point,  and  Gold  Point. 

There  was  a  staff  of  30  teachers  in  these  schools. 
Twenty-one  were  local  ladies  and  young  people.  Fifteen 
of  these  teachers  had  themselves  been  trained  in  former 
Vacation  Church  schools. 

We  were  assisted  in  these  schools  by  Miss  Louise 
Paschall  and  Rev.  Jack  W.  Vinson,  Jr.  The  school  en- 
rollment was  around  300. 

The  fall  evangelistic  meetings  have  already  been  held 
at  Bear  Grass,  Roberson's  Chapel,  Poplar  Point,  Gold 
Point,  and  the  Prison  Camp.  The  visiting  minister  at 
Bear  Grass  was  Rev.  L.  C.  LaMotte,  of  Presbyterian 
Junior  College,  Maxton,  N.  C,  and  the  visiting  minister 
at  Roberson's  Chapel  was  the  Rev.  J.  Norton  Dendy,  of 
Tarboro,  N.  C.  The  other  three  meetings  were  conducted 
by  Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff,  assisted  by  Jack  W.  Vinson,  Jr. 

The  visible  results  of  these  meetings  were  20  pro- 
fessions. Bear  Grass  three,  Roberson's  Chapel  five. 
Poplar  Point  seven.  Gold  Point  one,  and  the  Prison  Camp 
four. 

Following  the  meeting  at  Gold  Point  a  Sunday  School 
was  begun  in  the  schoolhouse  there.  The  enrollment  at 
the  present  time  is  around  25.  The  school  is  held  at 
4  p.  m.  each  Sunday  afternoon. 


On  November  15  we  inaugurated  what  we  hope  will 
develop  into  one  of  the  finest  educational  and  evangelistic 
activities  yet  begun  in  our  field.  Since  that  day  we  have 
shown  the  motion  picture  "In  His  Steps,"  which  is  a 
portrayal  of  Charles  M.  Sheldon's  masterpiece  by  the 
same  name,  to  seven  audiences  numbering  2,500  persons. 
Most  of  these  were  pupils  in  our  various  day  schools. 
The  picture  was  well  received  and  we  have  been  asked  to 
screen  other  features. 

It  is  our  plan  to  use  some  short  religious  subjects 
on  week  nights  in  connection  with  hymn  singing  and  the 
preaching  of  the  Word  in  well  located  and  needy  sections 
of  the  county.  There  is  a  great  field  of  service  in  the 
motion  picture  field  and  we  are  praying  that  through 
this  medium  we  will  be  able  to  reach  scores  of  people 
not  now  being  reached  by  the  Church.

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Union  Theological  Seminary 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President

The  128th  session  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  was 
formally  begun  with  exercises  in  Watts  Chapel  on  Sep- 
tember 20.  Dr.  William  Taliaferro  Thompson,  professor 
of  Christian  Education  at  the  seminary,  sounded  the  key- 
note for  the  session  in  an  inspirational  address  built 
around  the  phrase  Paul  uses  in  introducing  his  Epistle 
to  the  Romans,  "Paul,  a  slave  of  Jesus  Christ."  Dr. 
Thompson  appealed  to  the  students  and  faculty  to  ap- 
proach the  work  of  the  session  in  the  spirit  of  reverence, 
humility,  obedience  and  love.  "Our  lives  can  only  obtain 
freedom  and  unity  through  complete  surrender  to  Jesus 
Christ,"  Dr.  Thompson  said.  The  services  were  conclud- 
ed with  the  stirring  hymn,  "A  Charge  to  Keep  I  Have", 
which  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  announced  to  be  "a  declara- 
tion and  a  prayer". 

Dr.  Thompson's  theme,  elaborated  during  several 
chapel  exercises,  established  the  tenor  of  the  session.  The 
spiritual  life  of  the  seminary  has  so  far  been  charac- 
erized  by  earnestness  and  evangelistic  zeal.  This  spirit 
has  been  reflected  in  the  senior  preaching  services  on 
Thursdays  and  in  the  various  chapel  programs  which 
have  brought  to  the  students  soldiers  of  the  cross  from 
all  parts  of  the  world.  Among  the  chapel  speakers  have 
been:  Dr.  Walter  H.  Judd,  medical  missionary  in  the 
fchansi  Province,  North  China;  Dr.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage, 
irom  Kwangju,  Korea;  Dr.  George  Cousar,  Belgian  Con- 
go: Dr.  Claude  H.  Pritchard,  educational  secretary  of 
the  executive  committee  of  Home  Missions;  Rev.  John  R. 
Williams,  evangelist  of  Atlanta;  and  Dr.  A.  Hoyt  Miller, 
Belgian  Congo. 

Dr.  Robert  A.  Lapsley,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  admirably  carried 
forward  the  theme  of  the  year  in  the  services  of  the 
Season  of  Prayer.  These  services,  held  on  October  4-5, 
are  annually  sponsored  by  the  Society  of  Missionary 
Inquiry. 

The  emphasis  which  the  church  is  placing  on  evan- 
gelism this  year  and  the  presence  on  the  campus  of  such 
leading  figures  in  the  crusade  as  Dr.  Donald  W.  Rich- 
ardson and  Dr.  John  A.  MacLean  has  no  doubt  con- 
tributed to  the  spirit  of  earnestness  which  has  charac- 
terized the  seminary  activities  this  session. 

An  announcement  of  great  importance  was  made  at 
the  opening  exercises  by  Dr.  Lacy.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees has  elected  the  Rev.  John  Bright,  Jr.,  of  Catons- 
ville,  Maryland,  and  a  graduate  student  at  Johns  Hop- 
kins, associate  professor  in  the  Biblical  Department.  Mr. 
Bright  will  begin  his  professorship  in  September,  1940. 

After  graduating  from  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  1931,  Mr.  Bright  was  for  four  years  a  Walter  W. 
Moore  fellow  and  an  instructor  of  Hebrew  and  Greek. 
Besides  the  B.D.  degree,  he  holds  a  Th.M.  from  the 
seminary.  In  1936,  Mr.  Bright  accompanied  Dr.  Melvin 
G.  Kyle,  Dr.  J.  L.  Kelso  and  Dr.  Albright  on  an  expedi- 
tion in  Palestine  with  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research. 

The  student  committee  on  Intellectual  Life  conducted 
the  first  in  a  series  of  forums  on  contemporary  problems 
facing  the  church  in  the  South.  On  November  1,  Dr. 
Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  professor  of  Church  History  and 
Polity  at  the  seminary,  led  the  discussion  on  "The  Chris- 
tian's Attitude  Towards  War."  The  forums  have  been 
launched  this  session  by  the  Intellectual  Life  Committee 
in  an  efi'ort  to  broaden  the  interests  of  students  in  cur- 
rent trends  and  events  beyond  the  immediate  academic 
sphere.  Tentative  plans  have  been  made  for  six  forums, 
C.  Lynnwood  Brown,  chairman,  has  announced. 

The  seminary  was  represented  by  three  delegates  at 
the  Presbyterian  Student  Conference  for  the  Synod  of 
Virginia,  held  at  the  Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church 
on  October  20-21.  Approximately  80  students  from  22 
colleges  were  addressed  by  Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  presi- 
dent of  Hampden-Sydney,  Dr.  J.  J.  Murray,  of  Lexington, 
adult  advisor  for  the  delegation  from  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  to  the  World  Christian  Youth  Conference 
at  Amsterdam,  and  Dr.  W.  T.  Thompson. 

Plans  are  under  way  for  the  convention  of  the  Inter- 
;  seminary  Conference  which  will  be  held  at  Union  Semi- 
nary, in  March. 

Examinations  begin  on  December  13.  The  seminary 
will  adjourn  for  the  Christmas  holidays  on  December  20.

The  progress  of  our  work  so  far  this  year  has  been 
to  us  a  lurther  evidence  of  the  effectiveness  of  prayer, 
coupled  with  taith  and  hard  work.  The  first  two  weeks 
of  the  fail  session  found  us  with  an  enrollment  oi  ^zo,  tne 
largest  we  ever  had,  and  not  nearly  enough  desks  and 
space  to  accommodate  the  students.  We  were  hnaiiy 
granted  an  additional  teacher,  Gilbert  S.  Hoibrook,  of 
jvenuucky,  bringing  the  number  of  faculty  members  up  to 
ten;  ana  were  able  to  make  one  room  a  combination  li- 
brary and  Classroom.  This  relieved  the  situation,  but  the 
problem  of  overcrowding  has  not  been  soivea,  and  our 
constant  prayer  in  the  nightly  faculty  prayer  meetings 
is  for  more  space  that  we  may  better  fuinii  our  purpose 
here. 

A  cottage  for  the  teachers  has  been  one  of  our  prayers 
during  the  past  year;  and  this  last  summer  we  made  a 
start  on  the  funds  for  that  purpose.  There  seemed  iittie 
encouragement  in  that  direction,  though,  until  tne  lioard 
of  Trustees  in  their  annual  meeting  in  October  voted  to 
build  a  cottage  dormitory.  With  tnat  bunding,  we  can 
use  all  the  present  dormitory  space  for  the  boarding 
students. 

Last  year  we  inaugurated  a  visual  education  program 
in  the  school,  and  this  year  we  are  seeing  another  step 
in  educational  progress  in  having  set  up  a  student- 
participation  project  here.  The  center  of  the  project 
IS  the  student  council  composed  of  representatives  from 
the  home-rooms  and  from  the  faculty  where  recommen- 
dations from  these  two  groups  are  discussed  and  plans 
for  school  betterment  are  voted  on  by  both  groups. 
Through  this  council  definite  steps  are  being  taken  to 
build  up  a  library,  to  perfect  our  chapel  system,  to  make 
other  improvements  in  the  school  plant  and  student  or- 
ganization; and  above  all,  to  give  our  students  in  these 
serious  dictator  days,  a  respect  for  active  democracy 
and  studied  public  opinion. 

The  church,  the  school  and  the  community  enjoyed  a 
good  week's  meeting  in  October,  when  Rev.  R.  K.  Daven- 
port, Synod's  Evangelist,  preached  twice  a  day  here  for 
us,  in  the  morning  to  the  students  and  in  the  evening  to 
the  general  public.  Two  of  our  boys  joined  the  church 
here,  and  we  feel  that  God's  blessing  was  here. 

We  are  making  an  effort  now  to  secure  Bibles  to 
present  to  our  35  graduating  students  in  the  spring. 
Realizing  the  far-reaching  results  of  Bibles  in  the  hands 
of  young  people,  we  are  asking  the  prayers  and  the  ma- 
terial help  of  the  church  along  this  line,  as  we  are  for 
every  phase  of  the  church  and  school  work  here.

The  enrollment  of  the  session  of  1939-40  is  the  larg- 
est we  have  had  for  several  years,  both  dormitories  filled 
to  capacity  and  we  turned  several  applicants  away  for 
want  of  room. 

From  a  section  of  our  mountain  territory  we  enrolled 
16  girls  and  boys,  most  of  them  from  Home  Mission 
communities  of  the  Winston-Salem  Presbytery. 

The  school  is  offering  to  these  and  many  others  Chris- 
tian education,  and  as  they  study  the  Bible  and  are 
trained  in  the  Christian  activities  of  the  school  it  will 
enable  these  young  people  to  help  in  the  church  work  of 
their  home  communities.  Four  of  the  girls  are  taking

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A  Letter  to  Ministei 


We  trust  that  you  can  find  a  little  time  to 
read  this  letter  thoughtfully  and  sympatheti- 
cally. It  is  addressed  to  you  by  the  Presidents 
of  the  six  Colleges  which  are  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina. 
They  are:  Davidson,  Queens-Chicora,  Flora 
Macdonald,  Peace,  Mitchell,  and  the  Presby- 
terian Junior  College.  We  recently  spent  a 
day  together  in  Charlotte  in  conference  and 
in  prayer  concerning  the  work  and  problems 
•of  these  Presbyterian  Colleges.  This  letter  is 
a  result  of  that  conference.  We  want  to  tell 
you  of  some  of  the  things  that  are  on  our 
hearts  and  minds. 

First  of  all,  we  wish  that  it  were  possible 
for  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  to 
realize  that  these  Colleges  belong  to  them. 
They  were  founded  by  them,  are  owned  by 
them,  and  are  controlled  by  trustees  who  are 
elected  year  after  year  by  the  several  Presby- 
terian Church  Courts  of  North  Carolina.  The 
trustees,  faculties,  and  administrative  officers 
are  but  servants  of  the  Church  who,  for  the 
time  being,  are  entrusted  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  directing  the  work  of  these  institu- 
tions. The  ministers  and  officers  of  our 
Churches  could  render  a  large  service  if  they 
could  help  the  entire  membership  of  the 
Church  to  realize  that  the  Colleges  really  be- 
long to  them. 

As  we  talked  together  about  the  work  of 
these  six  Colleges,  we  did  it  in  a  spirit  of 
optimism.  They  are  all  doing  good  work. 
They  all  have  a  good  record.  The  future  is  as 
bright  as  the  promises  of  God.  So,  if  we  lay 
before  you  some  of  the  problems  connected 
with  our  Presbyterian  Colleges,  please  do  not 
get  the  impression  that  we  are  doing  it  in  a 
spirit  of  pessimism.  We  are  doing  it  in  a 
spirit  of  realism.  We  want  the  Presbyterians 
of  North  Carolina  to  know  the  facts  about 
their  Colleges.

While  the  income  of  our  institutions  fr 
these  several  sources  has  been  decreasing, 
actual  cost  of  running  our  Colleges  has  b 
increasing.    Not  only  that,  but  the  number 
students  needing  financial  assistance  seems 
be  steadily  increasing.    In  the  meantime, 
Federal   and   State   Governments   have  1 
pouring  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars 
tax-supported  institutions  for  building  eqi 
ment  and  current  expenses.

al  of  $42,000.00  to  be  divided  among  them 
ording  to  percentages  fixed  by  the  Synod, 
an  actual  fact,  the  churches  contribute 
y  about  $16,000.00  a  year.  If  the  full 
,000.00  could  be  raised  each  year,  it  would 
of  tremendous  help  to  your  Colleges. 

3.  Our  ministers  and  officers  could  render

rch  through  the  budget  each  year.

Those  of  us  who  are  members  of  the 
several  faculties,  and  those  who  are  trustees 
covet  your  prayers  and  your  co-operation  as 
we  strive  earnestly  day  after  day  and  year 
after  year  to  make  and  keep  our  Presbyterian 
Colleges  not  only  high-grade  institutions  of 
learning  but  centers  of  spiritual  power. 

We  close  with  a  paragraph  from  the  pen 
of  William  Allen  White,  the  distinguished 
Kansas  editor:  "If  Christianity  is  to  survive 
it  must  survive  in  the  environment  made  by 
Christian  leaders.  It  cannot  survive  in  the 
atmosphere  that  is  thickening  with  modern 
paganism.  Out  of  paganism  comes  the  crass 
ideals  of  the  tyrants  who  are  ruling  Europe 
in  Rome,  in  Moscow,  in  Berlin.  And  don't 
think  that  America  is  free  of  that  atmosphere. 
We  are  still  the  land  of  liberty  but  unless  the 
free  are  brave,  they  will  no  longer  be  free. 
Unless  those  who  believe  in  Christian  civil- 
ization are  willing  to  sacrifice  of  their  good, 
hard-earned  cash  to  educate  Christian  leaders 
they  will  find  in  a  few  generations  that  their 
dream  has  vanished."

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Making  the  Home  More  Christian 

Rev.  P.  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  D.D. 

Introduction:  Man  is  indeed  a  frail  creature.  He 
walks  through  this  universe  surrounded  on  all  sides  by 
forces  which  may  at  any  moment  combine  to  overwhelm 
him.  His  primary  struggle  is  always  to  reduce  the 
hazards  of  existence.  The  wholesale  slaughter  now 
taking  place  in  Europe  and  the  Orient  illustrates  how 
precarious  life  remains  despite  centuries  of  effort  to 
make  it  safe.  In  a  perilous  and  a  lonely  world,  man's 
universal  longing  is  for  security  and  companionship. 

In  the  hope  of  achieving  these  ends,  human  beings 
have  established  great  social  institutions,  whose  purpose 
is  co-operative  endeavor  for  progress  and  combined  de- 
fense against  disaster.  Man's  most  ancient  and  effective 
bulwark  of  protection  and  fellowship  is  the  home.  So 
si^niticant  was  the  family  group  in  Anglo-Saxon  society, 
tnat  a  man's  home  was  termed  his  castle.  It  was  a 
haven  of  safety  and  refuge,  which  might  not  be  invaded, 
e^'en  by  the  state.  Lord  Chatham  of  England  made  him- 
self famous  by  his  description  of  the  poor  man's  cottage. 
'Ut  may  be  frail,"  said  he,  "its  roof  may  shake;  the  wind 
may  blow  through  it;  the  storms  may  enter;  the  rains 
may  enter;  but  the  King  of  England  cannot  enter." 

Down  through  the  ages  family  life  has  ministered 
to  the  deepest  cravings  of  the  human  race.  It  has  reg- 
ulated the  expression  of  sexual  desire.  It  has  offered  an 
opportunity  for  the  fulfillment  of  paternal  and  maternal 
instincts.  It  has  renewed  the  youth  of  the  mature  and 
restrained  the  impetuous  spirit  of  the  young.  It  has 
served  as  a  cradle  of  culture  and  religion.  And  until 
recently  the  family  has  been  the  chief  agency  of  economic 
survival.  For  centuries  the  home  has  been  venerated 
as  the  cornerstone  of  civilized  society. 

But  today  the  family  unit  is  buffeted  on  every  side 
by  the  rising  tides  of  social  change.  Children  are  no 
longer  an  economic  asset  but  a  definite  financial  burden. 
A  steadily  climbing  standard  of  living  has  increased  the 
tension  and  strain  in  families  of  modest  income.  The 
ever  present  spectre  of  unemployment  breaks  down  the 
morale  of  the  home.  Outside  organizations  compete  for 
its  functions  as  the  center  of  recreational  life  and  educa- 
tional experience.  The  prevailing  spirit  of  experimenta- 
tion in  human  relations  undermines  the  conventional 
restraints  which  once  helped  to  keep  husband  and  wife 
together.  Divorce  is  relatively  easy  and  on  the  increase. 
Promiscuity  and  infidelity  are  made  attractive  by  popular 
writers  in  the  current  magazines.  Religious  exercises, 
which  used  to  be  such  a  conspicuous  feature  of  the  family 
fellowship,  have  almost  disappeared  from  the  American 
home.  Disintegration  of  family  life  is  a  familiar  topic, 
which  receives  ample  advertising  in  the  headlines  and  on 
the  screen. 

One  must  stop  short,  however,  of  wholesale  pessimism, 
if  he  is  to  abide  by  the  truth.  There  are  encouraging 
signs  that  the  thinking  people  of  this  country  are  be- 
ginning to  understand  the  dangers  that  threaten  the 
home.  An  earnest  desire  to  find  ways  and  means  of 
stabilizing  family  life  and  preserving  its  rich  heritage 
is  evident  in  the  minds  of  discriminating  citizens  every- 
where. How  can  we  conserve  and  enrich  the  values 
of  the  American  home?  is  the  question  on  their  lips. 
My  answer  is  this:  If  we  would  make  the  influence  of 
the  family  more  constructive  and  abiding,  we  must  make 


the  life  of  the  family  more  Christian.  Modern  American 
philosophy  emphasizes  the  ideas  of  individuality  and 
freedom.  The  Christian  religion  alone  develops  the  sense 
of  responsibility  and  personal  discipline  which  must 
accompany  this  larger  liberty  if  it  is  to  culminate  in 
growth  rather  than  mere  license.  Religion  is  truly  power- 
ful when  it  envelops  the  life  of  the  individual  from  in- 
fancy. Very  few  children  repudiate  in  later  years  the 
enduring  example  of  a  godly  father  and  mother.  What, 
then,  are  the  characteristics  of  the  home  where  the  spirit 
of  Jesus  prevails? 

First  of  all,  it  is  a  place  where  God  dwells  and  where 
young  and  old  seek  to  know  His  will.  Its  spirit  is  that 
of  the  great  prophet,  who  said:  "The  fear  of  the  Lord  is 
the  beginning  of  wisdom."  America,  in  the  midst  of  her 
materialism,  needs,  above  everything  else,  to  learn  again 
the  lesson  of  reverence.  The  story  is  told  of  a  group  of 
American  tourists,  who  were  traveling  in  Europe.  In 
the  course  of  their  journeys,  they  visited  the  home  of 
Beethoven.  The  caretaker  took  them  over  the  house  of 
the  great  musician  and  into  his  studio.  In  one  corner 
of  the  room  stood  his  piano.  A  flippant  young  lass  sat 
down  on  the  stool  and  played  over  several  popular  airs. 
Suddenly  she  whirled  around  and  said  to  the  guide:  "I 
suppose  many  artists  visit  this  shrine."  "Yes,"  he  re- 
plied, "the  immortal  Paderewski  was  here  the  other  day." 
"I  suppose  that  he,  too,  played  on  Beethoven's  piano." 
"He  did  not,"  said  the  guide.  "He  said  he  was  un- 
worthy." In  our  arrogance  and  self-assurance  we  have 
made  all  things  common. 

The  Christian  home  inculcates  a  veneration  of  things 
which  are  sacred,  because  it  teaches  sincere  dependence 
upon  the  great  universal  spirit,  who  is  man's  determiner 
of  destiny.  The  revelation  of  God's  will  may  be  sought 
in  the  hour  of  family  worship,  when  the  problems  of 
parent  and  child  are  brought  to  the  throne  of  grace. 
The  inspiration  of  His  presence  may  come  in  the  practice 
of  private  devotions.  God  may  be  made  real  to  young 
lives  in  the  study  of  the  Sunday  School  lesson  assigned 
for  the  next  Sabbath.  He  may  seem  peculiarly  near 
when  the  family  group  gathers  around  the  piano  to  sing 
the  everlasting  hymns  of  the  Christian  Church.  That 
experience  left  a  more  permanent  impress  upon  the 
members  of  my  family  than  any  other.  In  after  years, 
when  we  had  departed  from  the  parental  roof  and  on 
rare  occasions  gathered  again  at  the  old  homestead,  the 
one  pleasure,  which,  by  common  consent,  was  never 
omitted,  was  the  singing  of  the  ancient  hymns  of  the 
faith. 

In  the  Christian  home  parents  and  youngsters  keep 
company  with  God.  He  is  a  member  of  the  family. 
Children  who  grow  up  in  such  an  atmosphere  learn  to 
appreciate  the  mystery  of  the  universe.  They  early  come 
to  ponder  the  central  questions  of  origin,  duty,  and 
destiny.  They  develop  a  sense  of  balance  and  perspective, 
which  enables  them  to  estimate  fairly  their  own  capacities 
and  to  deal  charitably  with  their  fellowmen.  God  is  their 
center  of  reference  and  His  restraining  hand  is  ever  upon 
the  tendency  to  worship  man  and  his  glory. 
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The  Christian  family  also  exalts  the  power  of  truth 
to  liberate  the  human  spirit.  Deception  and  double  deal- 
ing get  short  shrift  in  an  atmosphere  which  is  controlled 
by  the  gospel  of  Jesus.  Members  of  the  family  group 
have  implicit  trust  in  each  other.  There  is  no  appre- 
hension or  uneasiness  lest  one  should  suffer  betrayal  at 
the  hands  of  his  fellows.  The  security  of  perfect  con- 
fidence quiets  troubled  spirits  and  banishes  the  corroding 
power  of  fear.  In  such  a  home,  when  one  member  of 
the  family  faces  a  crisis  in  his  life,  all  the  others  rally 
to  his  support.  Their  purpose  is  to  help  him  arrive  at 
a  true  and  honorable  solution  of  his  problem. 

This  Christian  faith  in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  truth 
creates  a  courageous  and  honest  facing  of  reality.  There 
is  little  chance  of  running  away  from  the  issues  of  life. 
My  mother  was  never  fooled.  With  a  gentle  but  relent- 
less discernment  she  cut  away  all  pretense  and  hypocrisy. 
We  were  taught  the  futility  of  hiding  our  heads  in  the 
sand.  It  was  pointed  out  that  Jesus  refused  to  indulge 
in  the  luxury  of  wishful  thinking.  He  faced  without 
flinching  the  loss  of  popularity  and  the  bitter  experience 
of  the  cross  for  the  sake  of  the  truth  He  loved.  The 
growi;h  of  such  a  spirit  in  the  family  circle  builds  rugged 
character.  It  generates  power  to  meet  the  emergencies 
of  life.  It  nourishes  the  fundamental  virtues  of  loyalty 
and  idealism.  It  gives  boys  and  girls  the  incentive  to 
establish  worthy  convictions,  and  the  grit  to  defend  them 
in  the  face  of  indifference  and  ridicule. 

As  President  Hyde  has  so  beautifully  said,  the  essence 
of  the  Christian  religion  is  the  principle  of  love.  The 
home  which  honors  the  teaching  and  example  of  Christ 
is  a  place  where  love  abides.  Let  us  perceive  that  love, 
as  exemplified  by  Jesus  and  immortalized  by  Paul,  is  not 
a  manifestation  of  mere  sentimentality.  It  is  a  vigorous, 
creative  experience  which  transforms  the  whole  person- 
ality. 

Where  there  is  love  as  Jesus  displayed  it,  there  is 
understanding — the  ability  to  put  oneself  in  the  place  of 
another  and  to  see  things  through  his  eyes.  On  the  part 
of  parents,  it  implies  the  capacity  to  remember  some  of 
the  experiences  of  their  own  childhood,  as  they  discharge 
their  daily  responsibilities  of  guidance  and  control.  They 
recall  that  they  too  were  once  immature,  lacking  in  a 
sufficient  store  of  experience  to  make  wise  choices.  They 
remember  with  patience  and  forbearance  their  ovm  jour- 
ney over  fool's  hill.  They  bind  their  children  to  them 
with  hoops  of  steel,  because  they  are  never  arbitrary  or 
unreasonable — always  willing  to  listen  to  the  arguments 
of  the  impulsive  son  or  daughter,  however  foolish  or 
fallacious  they  may  be.  On  the  part  of  the  younger 
members  of  the  family.  Christian  love  reveals  itself  in 
a  more  adequate  realization  of  the  difficult  problems  con- 
fronted by  parents.  Through  the  understanding  eyes  of 
love  they  catch  a  vision  of  the  heavy  burden  father  and 
mother  have  shouldered  for  their  sakes.  They  learn  how 
to  shape  their  requests  in  keeping  with  the  pattern  which 
family  circumstances  permit.  On  the  part  of  all  there  is 
the  constant  endeavor  to  live  by  the  rules  of  generosity, 
forgiveness  and  mutual  burden  bearing. 

A  second  quality  of  Christian  love  is  a  high  regard 
for  the  possibilities  of  every  individual  in  the  family 
circle.    Parents  who  possess  it  realize  that  their  children 


have  rights  which  are  peculiarly  their  own.  These  they 
are  careful  not  to  violate.  The  wishes  and  aspirations 
of  their  growing  youngsters  are  respected.  Their  per- 
sons are  nurtured  and  never  exploited  for  selfish  pur- 
poses. The  boys  and  girls  in  the  Christian  home  are 
also  taught  to  remember  that  parents  are  persons.  They 
are  not  mere  conveniences  to  be  used  and  imposed  upon 
with  impunity.  And  so  the  natural  selfishness  of  adoles- 
cence is  tempered  by  the  self -forgetful  law  of  Jesus. 

A  third  element  in  the  life  of  the  home  motivated 
by  Christian  love  is  a  joyous  partnership  in  its  responsi- 
bilities and  privileges.  Every  member  of  the  group 
makes  a  contribution  to  its  progress  and  happiness.  None 
is  left  out  of  the  family  councils.  There  is  no  attempt 
on  the  part  of  one  or  two  to  ride  through  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  others.  All  participate  in  a  co-operative 
sharing  of  the  pleasures  which  grow  out  of  such  an 
intimate,  affectionate  association.  The  loyalty  which  has 
its  roots  in  this  unforgettable  experience  is  invincible. 
Frequently  it  becomes  the  most  powerful  influence  in 
keeping  a  young  man  or  woman  true  to  high  ideals  in 
the  midst  of  insidious  temptations. 

But  love  is  not  enough.  It  must  be  undergirded  by 
discipline.  Love  which  is  not  guided  by  knowledge  and 
strengthened  by  moral  law  becomes,  in  the  end,  mere 
selfish  indulgence.  Christian  parents  teach  their  children 
the  great  ethical  principles  of  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 
Their  dealings  with  their  fellow  men  are  governed  by 
the  code  of  the  Master.  Thus,  by  incarnating  in  their 
lives  the  commands  of  the  Gospel,  they  demonstrate  to 
their  children  daily  the  applications  of  Christian  morality. 

Jesus  taught  that  the  only  discipline  worthy  of  the 
name  is  self-discipline.  Members  of  the  Christian  home 
therefore  strive  for  that  inner  motivation  of  the  heart 
which  makes  the  fruit  of  the  tree  pure  and  good. 
Arbitrary  dictatorship  has  no  place  in  the  Christian 
family.  Democratic  self-control  based  upon  co-operation 
and  sacrifice  is  the  goal  of  all  its  activities.  This  is  the 
most  difficult  task  that  fathers  and  mothers  who  have 
sworn  allegiance  to  Jesus  ever  undertake.  How  can  I 
lead  my  child  to  accept  and  practice  the  Christian  ethics 
of  his  own  free  will  and  accord?  Jesus  shows  us  that 
the  only  way  to  achieve  Christian  conduct  is  through 
freedom  under  guidance.  Hence  our  children,  if  they 
are  to  live  as  responsible  Christians  governed  by  a  true 
self-discipline,  must  have  the  opportunity  to  make  moral 
choices  that  matter.  All  that  we  as  Christian  parents 
can  do  is  to  point  out  the  way,  seek  earnestly  to  walk 
therein  ourselves,  and  pray  for  their  success. 

It  is  a  glorious  privilege  to  have  been  born  into  a 
Christian  home.  My  father  and  mother  were  the  most 
courageous  followers  of  the  Master  I  have  ever  known. 
Both  have  now  passed  on  to  the  great  family  of  the  re- 
deemed. For  years,  from  the  time  when  I  first  left 
home,  my  mother  never  failed  to  write  me  at  least  once 
a  week.  Every  letter  closed  with  this  sentence:  "I  am 
still  praying  for  you."  Mother's  letters  come  no  more 
to  my  mailbox.  But  that  petition  will  go  ringing  down 
the  years  with  me  as  an  inspiration  to  hold  my  rudder 
true.

DEATH  OF   REV.  GEORGE  M.  MATTHIS 

Rev.  George  Mcintosh  Matthis,  pastor  of  Trinity  Ave- 
nue Presbyterian  Church,  Durham,  N.  C,  died  at  his 
residence  on  June  6.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  this 
church  he  had  served  for  nine  years.  The  Rev.  Messrs. 
Marion,  Ruppenthal,  and  Showalter,  the  other  Presby- 
terian pastors  of  the  city,  officiated. 

Death  came  to  Mr.  Matthis  as  a  result  of  a  stroke 
of  paralysis.  More  than  a  year  ago  he  suffered  his  first 
attack.  With  a  determined  devotion,  he  refused  to  re- 
linquish his  strenuous  ministry.  He  remained  in  unus- 
ually active  service  for  the  Master  until  the  hour  of  his 
death. 

Rev.  Mr.  Matthis  was  a  native  of  Clinton,  N.  C.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College  and  of  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  He  held  pastorates  at  Culpep- 
per, Va. ;  Texarkana,  Texas;  Wilmington,  N.  C;  Clin- 
ton, N.  C;  and  Durham.

Like  his  Lord,  Rev.  Mr.  Matthis  had  compassion 
on  the  common  people,  because  they  were  as  sheep  not 
having  a  shepherd.

music  as  in  one  community  served  by  a  Presbyterian 
minister  only  one  in  the  church  is  able  to  play  the  piano, 
she  being  a  Glade  Valley  graduate  and  a  public  school 
teacher,  and  when  she  is  away  there  is  no  one  to  play 
for  the  church  services. 

The  school  is  not  only  training  the  mind  but  en- 
deavors to  develop  and  influence  young  people  to  know 
Christ  as  their  personal  Savior  and  sei*ve  and  follow 
Him  in  their  daily  life,  and  in  carrying  out  this  plan 
each  session,  a  revival  meeting  is  held  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  local  pastor  assisted  by  the  visiting  minister. 
In  October  we  had  the  pleasure  of  having  Rev.  J.  B. 
Ficklen,  III.,  pastor  of  Mt.  Airy  Presbyterian  Church, 
to  assist  in  our  meeting.  Rev.  Ficklen's  Gospel  messages 
were  very  forceful  and  inspiring.  During  the  meeting 
several  of  the  students  made  a  profession  of  religion 
and  six  have  united  with  our  church.  Some  gave  their 
names  to  unite  with  home  churches. 

Before  the  students  leave  for  the  Christmas  holidays, 
a  pageant  will  be  presented  by  the  Young  People's  League 
and  an  offering  taken  at  this  time  for  aged  ministers. 
The  Y.  P.  League  presents  programs  on  the  different 
church  causes  and  an  offering  is  taken  for  the  causes. 
It's  surprising  the  amount  the  students  give  during  the 
session  out  of  their  small  savings.  A  special  service  was 
held  on  Thanksgiving  and  the  offering  taken  for  Barium 
Springs  Orphanage. 

When  you  give  to  Glade  Valley  School  you  are  giving 
to  the  work  and  development  of  Home  Missions  as  this 
is  a  Home  Mission  School  and  is  doing  an  evangelistic 
service  for  the  church. 

We  thank  you  for  your  interest  and  support  and  wish 
for  all  a  Merry  Christmas  and  many  happy  returns  of 
the  season.

WHERE  LIES  THE  RESPONSIBILITY? 

FIRST: 

The  Synod  should  accept  the  full  amount  appor- 
tioned it  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  has  done  this  and  has  been  doing 
so  for  several  years.  The  FULL  amount  has  been 
apportioned  to  the  several  Presbyteries.  We  are 
100  percent  thus  far. 

SECOND: 

The  Presbyteries  should  accept  the  full  amount 
apportioned  them  by  Synod  and  apportion  it  among 
their  churches.  The  Presbyteries  have  accepted 
their  apportionments  and  handed  them  down  in 
full  to  their  churches.  We  are  100  percent  on  the 
second  step. 

THIRD: 

The  churches  should  accept  the  FULL  amount 
apportioned  them  by  the  Presbytery  and  raise  this 
amount  in  FULL.  Here  is  where  we  note  our  first 
defect  in  carrying  out  our  plan  of  financing  our 
causes.  Many  churches  either  scale  their  appor- 
tionments or  do  not  take  them  seriously.  How  about 
YOUR  church?  Will  you  not  endeavor  to  remedy 
this  defect  before  the  close  of  the  last  QUARTER 
of  our  church  year?  Find  out  WHAT  your  FULL 
quota  for  Benevolences  is  and  see  that  your  church 
scores  100  percent  on  item  THIRD. 

FOURTH: 

Every  church  having  met  in  full  its  benevolent 
quota,  should  divide  it  by  the  percentages  adopted 
by  the  Presbytery.  Now  here  is  where  much  of  our 
TROUBLE  lies.     If  each  church  raises  its  quota 


for  benevolences  in  FULL  and  divides  the  amount 
as  Presbytery  instructs  it,  all  causes  will  be  prop- 
erly cared  for.  Whatever  the  amount  a  church 
raises  for  benevolences  should  be  divided  according 
to  the  percentages  of  its  Presbytery.  But  this  is 
NOT  done.  Consequently  some  causes  are  overpaid 
and  others  are  made  to  suffer. 

Take  a  look  at  the  facts.  According  to  the 
Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  the  Budget  of 
our  Synod  was  practically  met  in  full.  If  the 
amount  raised  had  been  distributed  each  cause 
would  have  received  the  same  percentage  of  its 
apportionment.  But  did  they?  Here  is  the  way  the 
percentages  of  receipts  vary: 

Foreign  Missions    95.37%  of  its  Quota 

A.  H.  Missions    63.54%  of  its  Quota 

C.  E.  &M.  Relief   142.22%  of  its  Quota 

Rel.  Education    86.85%  of  its  Quota 

A.  Training  School    65.38%  of  its  Quota 

Bible    76.7  %  of  its  Quota 

Synod's  H.M   59.9  %  of  its  Quota 

Orphanage   248.    %  of  its  Quota 

Ed.  Institutions    75.6  %  of  its  Quota 

P.  Home  M   86.5  %  of  its  Quota 

Religious  Ed.  and  St.  In   66.43%  of  its  Quota

that  your  benevolent  contributions  are  divided 
according  to  the  percentages  adopted  by  your 
Presbytery  and  that  each  cause  receives  its 
proportional  part  of  what  is  given?

At  this  time  the  Presbyterians  of  North 
Carolina  Synod  are  asked  to  raise  $501,000.00  for 
the  benevolent  causes  of  the  Assembly,  Synod  and 
Presbytery.  A  great  task  it  is,  but  when  distributed 
among  our  membership  of  86,929  Presbyterians  of 
the  Synod,  it  is  less  than  two  cents  per  day  per 
member.  Surely  this  can  be  raised  by  our  loyal 
body  of  communicants  of  the  Old  North  State. 

The  trouble  is,  only  part  of  our  membership 
gives  to  the  budget.  In  the  canvass  an  earnest  effort 
should  be  put  forth  to  reach  EVERY  MEMBER  and 
secure  a  pledge  from  EVERY  MEMBER.  Do  not 
consider  the  campaign  finished  until  every  member 
of  the  congregation  has  been  given  an  opportunity 
to  do  HIS  part  in  the  support  of  the  church  and  her 
benevolences. 

PRESBYTERIAN  EVANGELISTIC  CRUSADE 

Thorough  preparation  is  being  made  throughout 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  for  the  inauguration  of 
our  Evangelistic  Crusade.  Conferences  are  being 
held  in  Presbyteries  and  plans  are  being  made  in 


local  churches  for  the  winning  of  souls  both  now 
and  through  the  years  to  come.  As  has  been  point- 
ed out,  failure  to  reach  the  unsaved  in  meetings  is 
due  to  "lack  of  preparation,  lack  of  prayer,  lack  of 
personal  work,  and  lack  of  perseverance." 

Many  pastors  will  hold  their  own  meetings  but 
some  ministers  having  two  or  more  churches  will 
need  assistance.  Synod's  committee  on  Home  Mis- 
sions has  the  full  time  of  two  Evangelists  who  are 
ready  to  assist  in  meetings  in  any  of  the  nine  Pres- 
byteries of  the  Synod.  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport,  our 
regular  Evangelist,  is  available.  Then  through  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk,  Rev.  W.  H.  Eubank  has 
been  plaiced  under  our  committee  and  may  be  had 
for  meetings  by  addressing  the  Home  Mission  office, 
P.  O.  Box  1124,  Greensboro,  N.  C.  The  full  time  of 
these  two  ministers  and  half  of  the  time  of  the  su- 
perintendent will  be  available  to  the  churches  need- 
ing help.  By  prayer  and  effort  make  your  church  a 
soul-winning  station  and  a  refuge  in  the  time  of 
storm  for  those  seeking  protection.  Eddie  Cantor 
gave  a  striking  testimony  recently  at  the  close  of 
one  of  his  radio  performances: 

"We've  had  a  lot  of  fun  here  tonight,  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  and  now,  if  you'll  permit  me,  I'd  like  to 
say  something  a  bit  more  serious.  Here  in  Los  An- 
geles a  few  days  ago,  we  had  a  rather  disturbing 
windstorm.  I  was  walking  along  Sunset  Boulevard 
at  the  time,  and  like  the  other  pedestrians,  I  ran 
for  cover  as  the  gale  swept  down.  There  were  a 
number  of  stores  nearby,  but  something  guided  me 
tovv^ard  a  building  across  the  street.  I  stood  there 
in  the  archway  several  minutes,  I  guess,  before  I 
realized  where  I  was.  I  had  taken  refuge  in  the 
doorway  of  a  church — and  it  set  me  thinking.  This 
world  today  is  going  through  something  far  more 
threatening  than  a  windstorm.  Every  single  one  of 
us  needs  refuge  of  one  kind  or  another.  And  I  know 
of  no  better  place  to  go  for  it  than  a  church. 
Y'know,  the  church  must  be  a  very  strong  and 
righteous  thing — for  it  has  survived  every  enemy 
it  ever  had!  And  the  book  which  embodies  the 
principles  of  the  church — the  Bible — is  still  at  the 
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top  of  the  best-seller  list.  We  are  extremely  for- 
tunate to  live  in  a  country  where  w^e  can  vs^orship 
as  we  please,  when  we  please.  Let's  make  the  most 
of  this  blessing.  Go  to  church  .  .  .  You'll  meet  old 
friends — and  make  new  ones.  The  greatest  calamity 
that  can  befall  a  people  is  the  loss  of  religion.  Don't 
let  it  happen  here.  Go  to  church."

JAMES  L  VANCE  MEMORIAL  CHURCH 

AT  BOONE.  N.  C. 
Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  congregation 
for  construction  of  the  James  I.  Vance  Memorial 
Presbyterian  church,  an  edifice  which  will  cost  ap- 
proximately $25,000,  and  work  is  expected  to  begin 
before  April  1. 

Rev.  John  Rhea,  first  minister  of  the  newly- 
organized  congregation,  states  that  the  modern  brick 
structure  will  be  expected  on  a  lot  situated  near  the 
entrance  to  Boone  cemetery  on  Howard  street.  He 
expects  it  to  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy 
by  mid-summer. 

The  interior  and  exterior  will  follow  the  early 
American  style  of  architecture.  Drawings  indicate 
that  the  auditorium  with  balcony  and  choir  loft 
seats  350  persons. 

The  basement  is  divided  into  assembly  and  de- 
partmental rooms  for  the  Sunday  school,  and  a 
kitchen  will  be  modernly  equipped  to  care  for  din- 
ner meetings  of  the  congregation. 

Dr.  Vance,  whose  death  occurred  at  Blowing 
Rock  last  November,  was  born  and  reared  in  Hol- 
ton  Presbytery,  and  during  his  long  life  had  come 
to  be  recognized  as  the  leading  preacher  of  that  de- 
nomination. For  more  than  forty  years  he  had  main- 
tained a  summer  residence  at  Blowing  Rock,  and 
since  childhood  had  paid  annual  visits  to  the  moun- 
tain section. 

His  annual  Flat  Top  Mountain  services  for  Wata- 
uga's rural  citizenry  drew  wide  attention  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  and  offered  inspiration  for  the 
memorial  church  here.  Mrs.  Vance  and  daughter, 
Miss  Margaret,  are  now  making  their  year-round 
home  at  Blowing  Rock. 

The  Boone  congregation  was  organized  in  Janu- 
ary, 1939,  with  a  membership  of  thirty.  Rev.  Mr. 
Rhea,  the  first  pastor,  came  in  October  and  since 
that  time  membership  has  increased  to  68.  Eighty- 
six  Appalachian  State  students  are  regular  attend- 
ants at  services  which  are  now  being  held  at  the 
local  high  school  auditorium.  They  come  from  the 
synods  of  North  Carolina,  Appalachian  and  South 
Carolina.

SYNOD'S  HOME  MISSIONS

The  first  Sunday  school  work  was  begun  there  in  1888 
by  Dr.  J.  H.  Summerell,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Tarboro,  and  Capt.  R.  C.  Brown,  an  elder  of  the  Tar- 
boro  church.  The  work  was  carried  on  intermittently  for 
years  but  has  been  going  on  continuously  since  1922  when 
Mrs.  A.  C.  Johnson  of  Tarboro  and  others  began  to  work 
with  the  people  of  the  community  in  their  Sunday  school.

Rev.  Donald  H.  Stewart,  the  pastor,  gives  the  fol- 
lovdng  description  of  this  "Watch  Night"  service: 

The  decorations,  so  far  as  the  trees  and  the  candles 
were  concerned,  were  the  work  of  our  Intermediate  Sen- 
ior Boys'  class,  under  Mr.  Minor  Gwynn.  The  cross  was 
placed  on  the  communion  table,  which  was  itself  put  at 
the  end  of  the  chancel.  The  setting  in  the  picture  is  the 
regular  setting  that  was  used  during  the  last  two  years 
at  our  vesper  servicj.  The  two  pulpits  were  placed  one 
on  each  side,  and  there  were  two  chairs  on  each  side 
of  the  communion  table. 

The  service  commenced  at  11:30  New  Year's  Eve, 
which  was  Sunday  night.  It  has  not  been  the  custom 
amongst  the  white  population  of  Chapel  Hill  to  have  a 
Watch  Night  service.  However,  it  has  been  the  custom 
-amongst  the  colored  congregations.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  a  small  group  of  continental  families  who 
have  had  to  leave  their  homeland  in  Europe,  and  to  whom 
a  service  of  this  kind  is  part  of  their  regular  tradition, 
it  occurred  to  us  to  institute  this  service  this  year. 

The  whole  setting  was  perfectly  beautiful,  the  red 
cathedral  candles,  the  green  shrubbery,  and  the  blue  vel- 
vet backdrop  making  a  very  adequate  vestibule  for  the 
minds  of  the  worshippers  in  their  contemplation  of  all 
that  the  cross  symbolizes.  The  entire  left  side  of  the 
church  was  filled  with  colored  people,  though  we  had 
asked  them  not  to  sit  in  any  blocked  off  or  segregated 
manner,  they  nevertheless  did  so.  There  were  roughly 
200  Negroes  and  some  75  whites. 

The  service  was  conducted  by  five  ministers — the  col- 
ored minister  of  the  local  A.  M.  E.,  and  the  Presiding 
Elder  of  the  same  communion  together  with  the  minis- 
ters of  the  local  Methodist,  Baptist,  and  Presbyterian 
white  congregations.  After  a  brief  period  of  prayer, 
Scripture  reading,  and  New  Year's  meditation,  the  Holy 
Communion  was  administered  by  one  of  the  colored  min- 
isters, along  with  one  of  the  whites.  The  Negro  Elders 
cooperated  in  the  distribution  of  the  Elements. 

The  service  was  over  at  12:30,  and  we  feel  that  such 
interracial  and  inter-faith  worship  is  a  means  of  affirm- 
ing the  common  bond  of  the  human  family.  The  re- 
sponse to  the  service  has  been  very  favorable,  and  we 
trust  that  it  will  become  a  regular  part  of  the  com- 
munity life  here,  and  greatly  aid  in  inter-racial  coopera- 
tion. 

As  one  thinks  of  St.  Augustine,  in  these  days  most 
especially,  one  wonders  how  much  Western  Christendom 
has  penalized  herself  in  the  loss  of  a  fuller  brotherhood 
with  her  African  part  of  the  house. 


DEDICATION  OF  JOHNSON  PRESBYTERIAN 
CHAPEL 

A  beautiful  brick  veneer  chapel  was  dedicated  on  Sun- 
day, October  15,  by  the  Presbyterian  congregation  at 
Mayo's  Cross  Roads. 

This  building  is  the  culmination  of  efforts  of  Sunday 
school  leaders  and  workers  of  the  community  and  Tar- 
boro, who  for  years  have  felt  the  need  of  a  church  at 
Mayo's. 


Johnson  Presbyterian  Church 

More  than  three  hundred  people  gathered  for  the  dedi- 
cation services  and  for  the  dinner  which  was  served  by 
the  people  of  the  church  and  community  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  Will  J.  Mayo  as  chairman.  The  dedication 
services  were  led  by  Rev.  J.  N.  Dendy,  pastor  of  the 
church,  assisted  by  Rev.  Chester  Alexander  of  Tarboro. 
After  the  sermon  by  Rev.  Chester  Alexander  and  an  his- 
torical address  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Peters,  Jr.,  the  chapel  was 
dedicated  and  named  in  honor  of  Mrs.  C.  A.  Johnson  of 
Tarboro,  who  has  worked  faithfully  among  the  people  for 
more  than  15  years.  At  the  request  of  the  people,  the 
church  was  named  the  Johnson  Presbyterian  Chapel. 

During  the  morning  services  the  Young  People's 
League  of  the  church  gave  an  impressive  service  of 
dedication,  in  which  they  pledged  their  support  to  the 
work  of  the  future.  This  service  was  led  by  Miss  Rachael 
Wilson,  local  league  president.  The  Young  People's  work 
is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Jack  Wall  of  Tarboro. 

The  land  on  which  the  chapel  stands,  surrounded  by 
spacious  grounds,  was  the  gift  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Doughtie,  for 
many  years  a  leader  in  religious  work  of  the  community. 
The  pulpit  Bible,  which  was  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Brooks  Peters,  Jr.,  of  Tarboro,  was  given  in  memory  of 
the  late  Mai-tha  Doughtie  Roberson.  Friends  from  out- 
side gave  generously  to  the  building  program,  and  it  was 
through  a  munificent  gift  from  Mr.  C.  A.  Johnson  of  Tar- 
boro that  the  building  was  completed  free  of  debt.  The 
building  contains  an  auditorium  in  modified  colonial  style, 
with  pews  and  pulpit  furniture  of  northern  elm.  Two  class 
rooms  and  basement  for  young  people's  activities  are  pro- 
vided for  the  church  school  program.  The  building  is 
equipped  with  a  heating  plant. 

For  many  years  the  work  was  carried  on  in  an  old 
school  building,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  C.  A.  John- 
son. She  has  been  assisted  by  many  faithful  workers 
during  the  years,  among  them  Mrs.  John  Pender  and  Miss 
Pocahontas  Britt,  of  Tarboro,  remain.  The  growth  of  this 
work  through  the  years  is  evidenced  by  a  membership  of 
about  60  people  at  present.  There  is  no  other  Presbyter- 
ian Church  within  ten  miles  of  the  present  location;  mak- 
ing a  challenging  field  for  future  work. 

The  services  were  continued  in  the  afternoon,  following 
the  dinner  and  the  taking  of  pictures  by  Mr.  M.  S.  Brown 
of  Tarboro.  Rev.  H.  R.  McFadyen  preached  the  afternoon 
sermon  and  Rev.  E.  C.  Lynch  of  Wilson,  conducted  the 
Communion  service.  Among  other  ministers  having  part 
in  the  worship  services  of  the  day  were  Rev.  Norman 
Johnson  of  Rocky  Mount,  Rev.  J.  T.  Wildman  of  Parmele, 
Rev.  John  Whitley  of  Lagrange.  Elders  H.  H.  Littrell  of 
Rocky  Mount  and  Rev.  H.  R.  McFadyen  of  Pinetops,  rep- 
resented the  Presbyterian  Home  Mission  Committee. 

New  Church  at  Forest  City — Ground  has  been  broken 
on  the  site  of  the  new  Presbyterian  Church  building  on 
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West  Main  street.  Rev.  0.  G.  Jones,  the  pastor,  was  in 
charge  of  the  ceremonies  held  in  connection  with  the 
ground-breaking.  Dr.  Jones  turned  the  first  shovel  of 
dirt  and  immediately  a  big  shovel  went  into  action  digging 
the  foundation  for  the  new  edifice.  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk,  our 
great  friend  of  Home  Missions,  contributed  the  brick  for 
this  beautiful  church  and  Synod's  Home  Mission  Commit- 
tee gave  $500.00.  The  congregation  has  worked  hard  and 
given  very  liberally  toward  this  worthy  enterprise. 

Varina — Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence,  the  pastor  of  the 
Varina  group  of  churches,  is  to  be  married  March  9.  The 
following  invitations  are  out:

La  Grange — Recently,  Mrs.  John  H.  Rouse,  Jr.,  who  is 
the  organist  of  this  church,  and  who  recently  moved  her 
membership  from  the  Independent  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Savannah,  Georgia,  consented  to  teach  neglected  children 
(as  well  as  the  regular  children  of  the  church)  the  hymns 
of  the  church  and  other  musical  scores  appropriate  for  the 
different  age  groups.  The  children  are  meeting  at  the 
church  in  the  afternoons  after  school  is  ended.  Mrs. 
Rouse  before  her  recent  marriage,  taught  public  school 
music,  and  is  therefore,  most  capable  in  that  respect. 

The  most  interesting  and  inspiring  thing  about  the 
project  is  not  the  fact  that  the  music  is  being  taught. 
Many  such  classes  are  taught  in  the  different  churches 
perhaps.  But  this  class  is  especially  for  those  who  are 
neglected  and  untaught.  The  children  come  from  the  back 
streets  of  the  town  and  from  the  surrounding  country. 
They  practice  in  their  overalls  and  patched  clothing.  But 
when  they  are  ready  to  sing  in  Church,  they  will  be  given 
white  vestments  in  order  that  they  may  all  look  alike. 
We  are  hoping  that  the  class  will  grow  indefinitely  large 
and  that  it  may  be  the  means  of  teaching  the  neglected 
ones  of  the  Christ  through  the  medium  of  that  music 
period,  taught  by  a  consecrated  and  talented  young  mar- 
ried woman  of  the  church. 

Jason — At  a  Congregational  meeting  of  the  Jason 
church  February  4,  1940,  it  was  decided  that  plans  would 
be  made  immediately  to  begin  a  campaign  to  raise  $1,800 
during  the  year  1940  with  which  to  finish  the  auditorium 
of  the  church.  Three  hundred  dollars  of  this  amount  is  to 
be  raised  by  the  people  on  the  field  and  $1,500  is  to  be 
given  by  friends  of  the  church.  The  gifts  of  the  $1,500 
will  depend  on  the  raising  of  the  $300  on  the  field. 

The  members  of  the  congregation  are  looking  forward 
to  this  work  and  they  are  rejoicing  at  the  fine  prospects 
for  the  completion  of  another  unit  of  the  work. 

Rev.  John  Whitley,  the  pastor  of  the  La  Grange-Jason 
group  of  churches  has  taken  unto  himself  a  bride  quite 
recently  and  they  are  at  home  in  La  Grange. 

Ahosk-e — Rev.  J.  Stuart  Bennett  serves  Ahoskie  church 
and  two  outposts,  Newsome's  Chanel  and  Tunis.  During 
the  recent  "flu  enidemic"  over  200  visits  were  made  to 
homes  in  his  field.  The  roads  have  been  almost  impass- 
able. A  new  carpet  has  been  installed  in  the  Ahoskie 
church  which  adds  a  great  deal  to  the  beauty  of  the  in- 
terior of  the  church. 

Rocky  Mount  Second — Rev.  R.  L.  Forbis  is  pushing  to 
completion  the  Sunday  school  addition  to  his  church  which 
will  mean  much  to  the  church  school  and  the  work  of  the 
young  people. 

Stanley-Castanea  Group — Rev.  R.  H.  Ratchford  is  the 
new  pastor  of  this  group  of  churches  receiving  aid  from 
Synod's  Committee  of  Home  Missions.  In  preoaration  for 
the  Evangelistic  Crusade,  classes  in  personal  work  have 
been  planned  at  Stanley  and  Castanea  churches.  We  ex- 
tend to  Brother  Ratchford  a  most  cordial  welcome  to  our 
fine  home  mission  group  of  workers. 

Peachland  Group,  of  which  Rev.  T.  H.  Mitchell  is  pas- 
tor: Brother  Mitchell  preaches  at  Peachland,  Polkland, 
Bethlehem,  and  Midland  churches.  Services  in  the  new 
Bethlehem  church  for  the  first  time  on  first  Sunday  of 


January.  This  splendid  equipment  will  mean  much  to  ad- 
vances of  all  phases  of  the  work  in  this  congregation. 

Penderlea; — The  work  at  Penderlea  is  a  union  project 
of  the  Presbyterian,  Methodist,  and  Baptist  churches.  A 
union  church  has  been  organized,  called  the  "Community 
Church."  This  community  is  a  Government  Homestead 
settlement  of  over  250  families.  The  only  religious  ser- 
vices held  there  are  the  services  we  have  provided  in  the 
Community  Church.  Rev.  W.J.B.  Burrus  is  the  pastor. 
Our  Synod's  Committee  is  glad  to  share  in  this  interesting 
work  which  has  such  a  bright  outlook. 

Concord  First — Dr.  Frank  Crossley  Morgan  has  been 
called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  First  Church  and  has  signi- 
fied his  acceptance.  Dr.  Morgan  was  bom  in  London, 
England.  In  1919  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  was 
ordained  by  Ft.  Wayne  Presbytery  in  1820,  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.S.A.  He  has  served  as  pastor  at  Sparta 
and  Augusta,  Ga. 

Tenth  Avenue — Rev.  A.  Julian  Warner  of  the  Capitol 
View  Presbyterian  Church  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  has  accepted  a 
call  to  this  church  and  will  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his 
new  pastorate  March  1. 

Highland — Rev.  W.  Ted  Jones  of  Bartow,  Fla.,  has 
been  installed  pastor  of  Highland  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Fayetteville.  The  installation  sermon  was  preached  by 
Dr.  John  M.  Alexander  of  Fayetteville  First. 


IN  THE  FIELD  OF  R.  H.  STONE 
The  Thaxton  Chapel  is  under  way.     Work  began  in 
earnest  during  the  first  week  in  November.    Plans  were 
drawn  by  Mr.  William  Roy  Wallace,  of  Winston-Salem. 
The  interior  is  24x36  and  is  to  be  of  frame  construction. 

One  of  the  many  interesting  hours  each  month  is  that 
on  the  fourth  Sunday  afternoons  with  the  convicts.  That 
is  Presbyterian  Day  in  the  camp.  There  is  a  new  camp 
near  Smethport.  All  of  the  men  are  colored  and  are  very 
appreciative  of  the  friendships  and  the  Gospel  messages. 

Seven  Christian  Chautauquas  were  held  this  year  with 
an  enrollment  of  706.  In  addition  Miss  Ruby  Hudler  con- 
ducted a  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  for  the  colored  chil- 
dren in  the  Bristol  community  near  Jefferson.  There  was 
an  enrollment  of  33.  Into  the  Presbyterian  churches  there 
came  50  new  members  during  the  summer.  In  the  Chau- 
tauquas 7,234  chapters  of  the  Scriptures  were  reported 
read. 

Miss  Kathryn  Hunt  has  been  in  demand  as  a  speaker 
at  Home  Mission  Conferences  and  at  Auxiliary  and  Circle 
programs. 

The  Jefferson  church  has  been  redecorated  and  a  mem- 
orial window  is  being  put  in  in  memory  of  the  late  Mr. 
E.  A.  McNeill,  for  39  years  an  elder  and  clerk  of  the  Ses-

A  GREAT  REVIVAL 

Bethel  Church,  Wilmington  Presbytery,  recently  closed 
the  most  successful  i-evival  meeting  of  its  15-year  history. 
During  the  ten-day  meeting,  a  total  of  exactly  50  persons 
were  added  to  the  church.  Forty-four  of  these  came  by 
profession  of  faith,  four  came  by  re-statement,  and  two 
by  letter.  Many  others  came  to  reconsecrate  themselves 
to  Christ  and  the  work  of  His  Church.  The  church  was 
crowded  to  capacity  every  night  except  the  first  night. 
On  at  least  six  nights  there  was  a  CTOwd  of  from  50  to 
100  persons  standing  on  the  outside  who  could  not  get 
seats  inside.  The  normal  capacity  of  the  church  is  only 
about  200  but  during  the  meeting  over  400  were  crowded 
in.  The  Junior  Choir  had  from  50  to  80  children  every 
night,  and  the  Adult  Choir  was  full,  with  almost  30 
throughout  the  meeting.  Rev.  J.  R.  Potts,  of  Southport, 
N.  C,  was  the  preacher  during  the  meeting.  His  sermons 
were  short  but  forceful,  and  God  marvelously  used  him. 
The  congregation  had  been  much  in  prayer  for  the  meet- 
ing, and  God  poured  out  His  Spirit  upon  us  bountifully. 
This  makes  a  total  of  57  persons  who  have  been  added  to 
the  church  in  the  past  two  months.  The  membership  of 
the  church  at  the  last  General  Assembly's  report  was  only 
87.    Rev.  Ben.  L.  Rose  is  pastor  of  the  church.

The  yoimg  people  have  an  active  league;  help  in 
prayer  services  twice  a  week  and  at  the  meetings  con- 
ducted at  county  jail,  county  home,  and  prison  camp, 
whenever  the  pastor  fills  his  appointment  there. 

The  young  people  respond  to  every  type  of  work  done 
in  the  church.  At  present  they  take  complete  charge  of 
the  worship  service  in  Sunday  school  and  have  made  fine 
improvements  in  the  quietness  of  the  hour.

Miss  Fretwell  is  well  qualified 
for  her  great  opportunity  and  has  won  the  hearts  of  the 
people  with  whom  she  works. 

The  booklet  on  Home  Missions  in  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery speaks  of  the  work  as  follows:  "Spring  Lake,  located 
about  a  mile  above  Fort  Bragg,  from  Fayetteville,  was  or- 
ganized under  the  guidance  of  Rev.  A.  W.  Dick  during 
his  pastorate  of  the  First  Church  in  1936,  assisted  by  his 
Men's  Club.  They  saw  the  great  need  in  the  community 
north  of  Fort  Bragg,  where  many  soldiers  and  their  fam- 
ilies live.  Therefore  a  survey  was  taken  and  a  Sunday 
school  organization  was  perfected,  with  Mr.  Ray  Green, 
a  member  of  the  First  Church,  as  superintendent.  Spring 
Lake  has  not  been  organized  into  a  church  but  steps  are 
being  taken  in  that  direction.  At  present  Miss  Mary  Fret- 
well, a  social  church  worker,  is  engaged  in  the  Spring 
Lake  community.  Her  salary  is  paid,  one-third  by  the 
Synod's  home  mission  committee,  one-third  by  the  Men's 
Club  of  the  First  Church,  and  one-third  by  the  Presby- 
tery. She  is  making  a  religious  survey  of  the  commun- 
ity, helping  in  the  Sunday  school,  and  is  adult  advisor  of 
the  young  people.  In  this  promising  chapel.  Rev.  John  M. 
Alexander,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Fayetteville,  conducts  weekly,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  Sunday 
Vespers,  after  which  the  school  goes  into  the  individual 
classes.

The  Flora  Macdonald  College  Development  Program, 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Lawrence  A.  Davis,  has  been 
making  steady  progress.  Two  recent  developments  have 
put  new  life  into  it. 

The  alumnae  have  undertaken  to  raise  $80,000  for  en- 
dowrment  in  honor  of  Dr.  C.  G.  Vardell.  They  collected 
$5,000  and  presented  it  to  the  college  in  his  honor  on  his 
eightieth  birthday.  It  is  their  purpose  to  secure  the 
whole  amount  and  they  are  loyally  and  enthusiastically 
working  toward  this  goal. 

Some  of  the  trustees  have  projected  a  debt  liquidation 
plan  which  is  meeting  with  encouraging  success.  It  is  a 
stock  subscription  plan  by  which  shares  are  subscribed 
over  a  period  of  five  years.  An  insurance  feature  will 
prevent  loss  by  deaths  by  subscribers  and  a  replacement 
plan  will  offset  loss  by  cancellation.  The  plan  has  met 
with  a  good  response  when  it  has  been  presented.  This 
plan  bids  fair  to  relieve  the  college  of  the  yoke  of  debt  < 
in  a  few  years.

Miss  Hannah  _ou  Willis,  who  has  been  the  efficient 
commercial  teacher  in  our  school  for  some  time,  became 
the  bride  of  Mr.  Frank  S.  Clark,  of  Davidson,  N.  C,  who 
was  also  a  former  member  of  our  faculty.  Miss  Mildred 
Pankey  of  Kirmmgham,  graduate  of  Birmingham  South- 
ern College,  Assembly's  Training  School,  Richmond,  and 
who  attended  Wheeler  Business  College,  Birmingham,  has 
assumed  her  work  and  is  also  acting  as  secretary. 

The  school  year  has  been  singularly  successful  and  the 
enrollment  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school, 
being  235  at  this  time.  From  the  standpoint  of  achieve- 
ment our  students  have  shown  themselves  capable  in 
several  capacities.  Our  athletic  teams,  while  not  being  as 
strong  as  in  some  former  years,  have  made  very  g«ood 
records.  The  manual  training  department  has  expanded 
and  is  turning  out  very  fine  workmanship,  their  projects 
being  more  difficult  than  any  ever  undertaken  before.  For 
the  first  time  we  have  had  a  gymnastic  team  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Gilbert  S.  Holbrook.  This  team  has  given 
several  public  performances  and  has  delighted  its  aud- 
iences. Also  a  new  venture  for  our  handicraft  department 
is  the  sale  of  hand-made  linen  handkerchiefs.  Our  senior 
class  is  sponsoring  for  the  first  time  an  annual  and  doing 
practically  the  entire  job  themselves  with  the  exception 
of  the  photography. 

Our  crying  need  is  still  for  more  space  for  our  manual 
training,  home  economics,  and  library  departments.  We 
are  hoping  that  the  friends  of  the  school  will  realize  our 
need  and  will  supply  us  with  the  additional  rooms  needed.

A  BIT  OF  PRAISE  FROM  GRADUATES 

We  are  often  impressed  with  the  interest  the  former 
students  and  graduates  show  in  this  Home  Mission  school, 
both  by  return  visits,  letters,  and  sometimes  gifts. 

Just  a  few  excerpts  from  letters  received  will  probably 
give  you  some  idea  of  this  interest  and  appreciation  of 
what  the  school  has  meant  to  them. 

"I  always  think  of  Glade  Valley  with  love  and  admi- 
ration in  my  heart  for  the  privilege  of  having  had  the 
opportunity  of  going  to  school  there. 

"I  am  praying  that  you  may  influence  as  many  lives 
in  the  future  as  you  have  in  the  past,  and  whole-heartedly 
I  wish  for  you  the  very  best  of  everything  throughout  the 
remaining  school  year,  and  all  the  years  to  follow." 

Another  writes:  "I  cannot  tell  you  all  how  much  I 
appreciate  what  you  have  done  for  me.  I  enjoyed  staying 
there  with  you  and  working  for  the  school.  Glade  Valley 
will  always  have'  a  warm  place  in  my  life  and  I  shall 
never  forget  the  faculty  and  the  ideals  of  the  school.  I 
shall  always  be  ready  to  speak  a  good  word  for  G.  V." 

We  quote  from  a  senior  essay:  "The  reasons  why  I 
came  to  G.  V.  are  very  important,  I  think.  First,  it  is  a 
Christian  school.  Last  year  I  attended  a  state  school,  and 
scarcely  heard  the  name  of  God  mentioned;  everyone 
seemed  to  look  out  for  himself  and  no  one  else.  The  things 
which  God  would  have  us  do  as  young  people  of  this  age, 
were  neglected.  No  time  whatsoever  was  given  to  spirit- 
ual things.  Not  even  a  few  minutes  for  chapel;  things 
of  the  spirit  had  no  place  there.  About  all  the  majority 
of  the  students  thought  about  was  something  to  amuse 
them  and  to  take  their  thoughts  from  both  spiritual 
things  and  school  work  as  well. 

"Glade  Valley  boys  and  girls  who  never  attended  a 
state  school  do  not  realize  the  extra  opportunities  which 
they  have  here.  In  a  small  school  like  this,  each  person 
learns  to  know  everyone  else,  and  we  soon  become  almost 
like  a  great  big  family.  You  receive  much  more  training 
at  G.  V.  than  you  get  at  other  larger  schools.  ...  At  G.  V. 
we  hear  preachers  and  other  speakers  often.  Missionaries 
from  foreign  fields  come  and  tell  us  about  their  work, 
which  is  always  very  interesting.  We  have  Sunday  school 
every  Sunday,  another  privilege  which  lots  of  boys  and 
girls  do  not  have.  In  addition  to  all  these,  we  receive  a 
preat  deal  more  personal  attention  from  teachers.  .  .  .  And 
we  as  students  of  G.  V.  should  feel  proud  of  having  the 
privilege  of  coming  to  this  Christian  school." 


Union  Theological  Seminary 

Ur.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President 


Dr.  John  Alexander  Mackay,  president  of  the  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary,  was  the  Sprunt  L.ecturer  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  February  4-10.  Dr.  Mackay's  sub- 
ject was  "A  Preface  to  Theology."  He  carried  through 
the  series  the  figure  of  the  pilgrim  and  the  road.  The 
seven  lectures  were  as  follows:  "Our  Road  to  Emmaus," 
"The  Two  Approachments  to  Truth,"  "Man's  Encounter 
with  the  Truth,"  "Truth  Is  in  Order  to  Goodness,"  "I  and 
My  Brother,"  "The  Purpose  of  God  in  History,"  and  "The 
Church  and  the  World." 

Other  lecturers,  who  were  brought  to  the  seminary  by 
the  Sprunt  Foundation,  were  Dr.  Manford  George  Gutzke, 
professor  of  English  Bible  and  Religious  Education  at 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  Decatur,  Georgia,  and 
Dr.  John  H.  Strong,  of  Larchmont,  New  York,  son  of  Dr. 
Augustus  H.  Strong,  the  eminent  theologian. 

Dr.  Gutzke  conducted  the  "Studies  from  Scripture,"  an 
annual  feature  of  the  lecture  week,  on  the  acts  of  the 
Apostles.  His  subjects  were:  "The  Manner  of  the  Men," 
"The  Power  of  the  Preachers,"  "The  Technique  of  the 
Teachers,"  "The  Conduct  of  the  Church,"  and  "The  Work 
of  the  Witnesses." 

Dr.  Strong,  Baptist  minister  and  formerly  professor 
of  New  Testament  Interpretation  at  Biblical  Seminary, 
New  York  City,  delivered  four  inspirational  addresses  em- 
phasizing the  evangelistic  mission  of  the  Church.  His  lec- 
tures were:  "Spiritual  Certitude,"  "The  Friendship  of 
Jesus,"  "Fi-om  Faith  to  Faith,"  and  "Life  Because  of 
Another." 

The  Sprunt  Lecture  Foundation  was  established  in  1911 
and  each  year  since  that  time  students  and  faculty  of  the 
seminary  have  been  addressed  by  leading  theologians  and 
churchmen.  The  lectures  divide  the  second  and  third 
terms  of  seminary  work. 

Late  in  January  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  seminary  pres- 
ident, announced  the  appointment  of  six  fellowship  men. 
These  members  of  the  senior  class  were  awarded  another 
year's  study  on  the  ground  of  "distinguished  merit  and 
exceptional  promise  of  efficiency  in  ministerial  work."  The 
following  men  received  these  awards:  Balmer  H.  Kelly,  of 
W^ytheville,  Va.;  Peter  G.  Cosby,  III,  Lynchburg,  Va.; 
Thomas  W.  MacLean,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C;  Mortimer  J. 
McChesney,  Jr.,  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.;  C.  Lynnwood 
Brown,  of  Concord,  N.  C;  and  Jack  R.  McAlpine,  III,  of 
Hartsville,  S.  C. 

The  a  Cappella  Choir  of  the  General  Assembly's  Train- 
ing School  and  the  Seminary  was  organized  last  month 
with  the  election  of  the  following  officers:  W.  Monroe 
Wicker,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  president;  Margaret  Pritchard, 
Savannah,  Ga.,  secretai-y;  Mary  Brownley  Boyce,  librar- 
ian; Louise  McLeod,  Lillington,  N.  C,  robe  custodian; 
Jack  Walkup,  Monroe,  N.  C,  chairman  in  charge  of  trans- 
portation; and  James  L.  Price,  Jr.,  of  Chase  City,  Va., 
publicity  chairman. 

The  choir  began  practices  in  September,  1938,  when 
James  R.  Sydnor,  professor  of  music  at  U.T.S.  and  A.T.S., 
issued  an  invitation  to  members  of  both  institutions  to 
undertake  the  organization  of  an  a  Cappella  choir.  From 
an  untrained  group  Professor  Sydnor  has  developed,  with- 
in the  short  space  of  a  year,  a  choir  which  gives  authentic 
interpretations  of  representative  choral  works.  Plans  are 
now  being  made  for  a  spring  tour  through  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina. 

Union  Seminary  will  entertain  the  Southern  Division 
of  the  Interseminary  Movement  April  10  through  12.  Dr. 
G.  Ray  Jordan,  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  will  be  the 
speaker.  The  conference  will  follow  the  theme  of  the 
Amsterdam  Conference.  J.  Harvey  Glass,  of  Richmond, 
Va.,  a  member  of  the  seminary  middle  class,  is  president 
of  the  southern  division.

Dear  Friends  and  Readers  of 
the  Presbyterian  News: 

There  is  no  benevolent  cause  dear- 
er to  the  hearts  of  our  women  than 
orphanage  work.  Always  you  are 
generous  in  giving  and  loyal  in  your 
interests.  You  are  helping  to  make 
possible  at  Barium  Springs,  one  of 
the  very  best  orphanages  in  the  whole 
country — one  of  which  our  entire 
church  may  well  be  proud  of.  It  was 
founded  and  is  conducted  to  the  glory 
of  God.  There,  today,  318  boys  and 
girls  are  living — cared  for,  educated, 
trained  for  life  and  usefulness,  and 
we  can  be  grateful  that  we  have  a 
share  in  a  service  so  worthwhile — so 
Christ-like ! 

For  a  long  time  there  has  been  a  crying  need  for  the 
replacement  of  old  Alexander  building — make-shift  home 
of  the  dairy  boys.  This  building  was  built  for  other  pur- 
poses, and  never  adequate  or  comfortable  to  live  in — it  is 
an  eye-sore  and  a  heart-break  to  us  all. 

Last  fall,  in  session  at  Rutherfordton,  Synodical  sensed 
the  urgency  of  the  need,  which  has  been  pressing  in  on 
the  hearts  of  some  of  our  women.  On  the  recommendation 
of  the  Synodical  secretary  of  orphanage  work,  and  with 
the  unanimous  approval  of  the  executive  board,  Synodical 
voted  "That  the  Synodical  Auxiliary,  through  the  nine 
Presbyterials,  raise  $10,000.00  for  the  erection  of  the  first 
unit  of  the  proposed  quadrangle  to  replace  Alexander 
building  at  Barium  Springs  Orphanage.  This  campaign 
to  start  in  the  spring  and  to  be  contributed  or  pledged  by 
June  30,  1940." 

Since  that  time,  we  have  been  looking  forward  to  these 
campaign  months,  with  prayer  and  eagerness.  It  will  be 
a  wonderful  privilege  to  put  into  brick  and  mortar,  our 
love  for  these  fatherless  ones — and  lead  in  the  building  of 
a  real  home  for  growing  boys. 

A  meeting  of  the  orphanage  committee,  appointed  at 
Synodical,  is  called  to  meet  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Sanford,  March  5,  at  11  a.  m.  Mr.  J.  B.  Johnston,  super- 
intendent, and  Mr.  J.  Parks  Alexander,  regent,  and  chair- 
man of  finance  committee,  have  been  asked  to  meet  with 
us.  All  Presbyterial  presidents  and  other  committee 
members  are  expected  to  spend  the  day  in  prayer  and 
planning  together  as  we  undertake  this  special  campaign! 


Every  woman  in  the  Synod  is  asked  to  give  something 
to  this  building.  Many  can  make  large  gJts,  many  can 
make  small  gifts — and  all  together  we  can  raise  a  Duilding 
adequate  and  home-like,  which  will  be  a  continuing  bless- 
ing to  boys,  through  the  years. 

We  are  grateful  that  one  generous  and  loyal  friend  of 
Barium,  an  elder  from  Charlotte,  we  are  told,  has  caught 
the  vision  and  has  given  $10,000.00  to  build  tue  second 
unit  of  the  proposed  quadrangle.  As  we  are  faithful,  still 
others,  we  believe,  will  provide  for  the  remaining  units. 

We  women  may  well  express  our  own  zeal  in  words 
like  these:  I  cannot  give  everything,  but  I  can  give  some- 
thing. 

What  I  can  give,  I  ought  to  give.    And  what  I  ought 
to  give,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  I  will  give.    Please  do!

under  way;  in  fact,  the  number  registered  at  this  time 
is  far  ahead  of  anything  in  previous  years  at  this  same 
time.  It  looks  now  as  if  our  full  quota  of  students  for 
next  session  may  be  reached  by  commencement.  A  ques- 
tionnaire was  sent  to  the  entering  class  last  year  asking 
them  to  tell  why  they  came  to  Davidson.  Here  are  the 
reasons  that  received  the  highest  number  of  votes: 

Scholastic  rating  of  Davidson,  82;  religious  affiliation 
and  ideals  of  the  college,  38;  character  and  spirit  of  the 
student  body,  29;  recommendation  of  friends  and  alumni, 
27;  size  of  college,  23;  curriculum,  18;  parents'  wishes, 
18;  near  home,  13. 

The  departments  of  music  at  Davidson  and  at  Queens 
have  arranged  a  plan  by  which  they  are  working  in  close 
cooperation.  The  arrangement  is  going  to  mean  much 
to  both  institutions.  The  musical  organizations  of  David- 
son and  Queens  conducted  a  Music  Festival  at  Davidson 
about  the  middle  of  February,  at  which  time  there  were 
three  public  concerts.  All  three  programs  were  greatly 
appreciated.  On  the  Sunday  afternoon  of  the  festival 
the  musical  organizations  of   Davidson  and  Queens,  a 


number  of  visiting  musicians,  and  a  large  number  of 
Davidson  people  gave  a  very  impressive  rendition  of 
Mendelssohn's  Oratorio  "Elijah"  in  the  Davidson  College 
Chapel.  The  chapel  was  filled  to  overflowing  with  an 
appreciative  audience.  People  came  from  a  radius  of  a 
hundred  miles.  Automobiles  were  parked  so  thick  on 
and  around  the  campus  that  a  passing  stranger  might 
have  supposed  that  a  football  game  was  in  progress. 
It  is  inspiring  to  know  that  so  many  people  appreciate 
good  music,  especially  good  music  of  a  spiritual  nature. 

Our  Sunday  vesper  services  have  been  especially  help- 
ful this  year.

We  shall  be 
glad  to  send  a  catalogue,  book  of  views,  a  folder,  or  a 
small  bulletin,  "Facts  About  Peace,"  to  any  who  might 
be  interested.  The  school  administration  anticipates  no 
change  in  financial  charges  and  practically  no  changes 
involving  the  academic  courses. 

We  desire  to  increase  our  number  of  Presbyterian 
students  at  Peace,  and  we  desire  to  increase  the  quality 
of  our  student  body,  particularly  as  this  involves  aca- 
demic ability  and  general  seriousness  of  purpose.  We 
shall  be  glad  to  have  the  ministers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  as  well  as  the  men  and  women  of  the  church, 
advise  us  of  students  in  their  communities  who  might  be 
interested  in  attending  Peace. 

We  have  just  completed  a  short  series  of  religious 
services,  which  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  John  R. 
Cunningham,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Winston-Salem.  For  years,  the  school  has  had 
a  short  series  of  religious  services  in  January  or  Feb- 
ruary. This  year,  these  services  fitted  into  the  general 
Presbyterian  evangelistic  program.  Dr.  Cunningham 
brought  most  effective  and  stimulating  messages.  We 
have  never  had  any  finer  religious  services  at  Peace  than 
those  led  by  Dr.  Cunningham. 

"Peace  Week"  this  year  will  be  observed  from  March 
11  through  the  18th.  For  some  years,  the  alumnae 
and  friends  of  Peace  have  set  aside  a  special  week  in 
the  year  to  contribute  to  some  project  of  the  Alumnae 
Association,  of  which  Mrs.  George  F.  Avinger,  of  Laurin- 
burg,  is  president.  The  other  officers  of  the  association 
are:  Mrs.  E.  L.  McKee,  of  Sylva,  N.  C,  Mrs.  E.  W. 
Shackleford,  of  Durham,  N.  C,  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Johnson, 
of  Lumberton,  N.  C,  vice  presidents;  Mrs.  R.  Y.  Mc- 
Aden,  of  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  secretary;  and  Mrs.  Frank  Sher- 
wood, of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  treasurer.  The  goal  set  for 
this  year  is  $3,000.  This  amount  will  be  applied  to  the 
Peace  Endowment  Fund.  We  are  slowly  building  up  our 
endowment  fund,  hoping  to  have  $100,000  available  short- 
ly for  endowment.  This  is  one  of  the  school's  most  ur- 
gent needs.  The  yearly  amounts  which  are  contributed 
to  Peace  through  all  church  organizations  to  educational 
institutions  have  been  a  substantial  help  to  the  college. 
This  help  varies  in  amounts  from  $1,500  to  $2,000.  We 
are  hoping  that,  at  this  season  of  the  year  when  the 
church  budgets  are  being  paid  up  for  the  year,  all  organ- 
izations will  meet  their  obligations  to  educational  insti- 
tutions in  full.  We  are  also  honing  that  all  church  or- 
ganizations will  assume  their  full  obligation  to  the  edu- 
cational institutions  in  the  budget  for  1940-41.  We  feel 
that  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  should  stand  by 
their  colleges.  We  feel  that  the  colleges  merit  their 
support  in  the  type  of  work  they  are  doing. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Marion,  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Durham,  N.  C,  has  recently  been  made 
a  trustee  of  Peace.

Second  semester  began  January  29.  One  hundred  and 
six  students  are  enrolled.  There  is  a  representation  in 
tne  student  body  from  North  Caivlina,  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida,  Virginia,  Maryland,  District  of  Colum- 
bia, New  York,  Cuba,  and  a  missionary's  son  from  Africa. 
When  registration  was  completed  classes  go'  under  way. 

Bible  Course  Change 
All  students  at  Presbyterian  Junior  College  take  Bible 
for  the  two  college  years.  In  order  to  simplify  the 
schedule  a  new  arrangement  has  been  worked  out  which 
makes  Bible  available  for  the  entire  third  period  each 
day. 

New  Catalogue 

Already  450  requests  for  the  new  catalogue  have  been 
received.  It  is  expected  from  the  press  within  a  few 
days  and  will  be  mailed  out  to  prospective  students  upon 
request.  It  sets  forth  some  of  the  distinctive  character- 
istics of  Presbyterian  Junior  College  and  outlines  courses 
for  the  A.B.  and  B.S.  degree  students,  for  commercial 
students,  and  for  the  pre-engineering,  pre-agxicultural, 
pre-dental,  and  pre-legal  students. 

Preparatory  Department 

As  a  standard  four-year  junior  college  Presbyterian 
Junior  College  offers  the  last  two  years  of  high  school 
in  its  preparatory  department.  Many  parents  wish  their 
sons  to  attend  a  distinctive  Christian  school  which  em- 
phasizes thoroughness  in  academic  work  under  male  in- 
structors. The  preparatory  department  is  larger  this 
year  than  formerly.  The  twelfth  grade  college  prepara- 
tory course  is  for  the  young  man  who  wishes  a  good 
foundation  course  before  attending  some  leading  univer- 
sity, or  Annapolis,  or  West  Point. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week 

The  week  leading  up  to  the  Day  of  Prayer  for 
Schools  and  Colleges,  is  to  be  observed  as  the  week  of 
special  religious  emphasis  upon  the  campus.  Rev.  Charles 
J.  Woodbridge,  pastor  at  Salisbury,  N.  C,  will  speak 
twice  daily.  The  Student  Christian  Association  is  spon- 
soring the  services.  Some  of  the  students  who  are  minis- 
terial candidates  are  helping  regularly  in  the  mission 
work  near  Maxton. 

Founder's  Day,  February  21 
Commemorating  the  action  of  the  Synod  in  founding 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  on  February  21,  1928,  the 
college  will  observe  Founder's  Day  with  appropriate  ser- 
vices. Last  year  after  the  morning  program  the  after- 
noon was  used  for  an  unique  observance.  The  faculty 
challenged  the  student  body  to  meet  it  at  2  o'clock  and 
to  join  a  work  day  for  the  college.  Various  projects  had 
been  selected  which  improved  the  campus  or  plant  and 
the  whole  afternoon  was  spent  in  manual  work  for  the 
school.  Thus  each  student  made  a  contribution  of  his 
time  and  effort  to  P.  J.  C.  as  an  indication  of  his  loyalty. 
All  during  the  year  some  students  are  working  for  the 
college  in  order  to  earn  money  for  college  expenses.  The 
plan  is  to  observe  Founder's  Day  in  the  same  way  this 
year. 

Aviation 

It  was  felt  that  it  was  an  honor  to  Presbyterian 
Junior  College  to  be  selected  in  the  fall  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority  for  a  unit  of  the  Civilian  Pilot 
Training  Program.  Twenty  students  are  now  receiving: 
instruction  and  from  time  to  time  are  now  "doing  solo" 
for  the  first  time.  The  training  prepares  the  student  for 
a  private  pilot's  license  and  is  not  connected  with  the 
army.  Considerable  interest  has  been  indicated  in  the 
pjogram  for  next  year. 

Presbyterian  Junior  College  Day 

Carrying  out  the  request  of  Synod  that  all  Presby- 
terians help  meet  the  financial  needs  at  our  Synod's 
Junior  College,  several  Presbyterians  have  requested  and 
some  churches  have  observed  a  special  day  for  the  col- 
lege. Presbyterian  Junior  College  Day  was  set  for  Feb- 
ruary 25,  in  Winston-Salem  Presbytery.  This  is  the  reg- 
ular day  of  prayer  for  schools  and  colleges.

Mitchell  is  justifiably  proud  of  the  fact  that  over 
75  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  graduating  classes 
of  1939  are  continuing  their  studies  in  senior  colleges 
and  universities. 

The  college  also  takes  great  satisfaction  in  the  fact 
that  80  per  cent  of  those  students  taking  the  one-year 
commercial  course  obtained  secretarial  positions  almost 
immediately  upon  completing  their  course. 

Special  guest  speakers  for  chapel  and  vespers  have 
included  Miss  Louise  Woodson,  Synod's  director  of  Young 
People's  work;  Mr.  Homer  Rodeheaver,  evangelist  and 
song  leader;  Mr.  Edwin  Gillman  of  the  Worldwide  Evan- 
gelistic Crusade;  Mr.  Rodman  Williams  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege, reporting  on  the  Amsterdam  Conference;  Miss 
Marian  Speering  of  Africa;  Mr.  Sherrard  Rice,  bringing 
a  message  on  the  part  that  young  people  may  have  in 
the  Evangelistic  Crusade;  and  Mr.  L.  J.  Clow,  lecturing 
on  South  America.

This  Year  At  College 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  has  been  421,  one  of  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  college.  A  fine  spirit  of 
enthusiasm  and  cooperation  has  existed  on  the  campus 
during  the  year.  Under  the  direction  of  the  dean  of 
students.  Miss  Clara  Barnett  Slaton,  and  her  assistant, 
Miss  Shirley  Marvil  Black,  committees  from  the  student 
body  are  working  carefully  through  certain  problems  in 
order  to  have  increased  efficiency  in  student  government 
and  a  better  correlation  of  extra-curricular  activities. 

Plan  for  Future  Development 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  faculty  are  giving  a  great 
deal  of  thought  to  the  future  development  of  the  college. 
Queens  College  is  in  its  83rd  year  and  by  the  time  17 
more  years  pass  the  college  will  finish  the  first  century 
of  service.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  such  a  devel- 
opment in  buildings  and  endowment  that  the  second  cen- 
tury will  be  of  far  larger  service  in  the  cause  of  Chris- 
tian education  than  even  the  first  century.  It  is  gen- 
erally felt  in  educational  circles  that  our  colleges  must 
go  forward  if  they  are  to  maintain  their  prestige  in  the 
day  when  tax-supported  institutions  are  receiving  more 
government  funds  than  at  any  time  in  history. 

Now  "Queens  College" 
The  change  of  the  name  of  the  college  back  to  the 
simplified  name  of  Queens  College  has  met  with  general 
approval.  "Chicora"  alone  was  a  good  name,  but  the  hy- 
phenated name  was  very  difficult  for  any  who  did  not 
already  understand  the  history  of  the  two  colleges.  It 
seems  that  the  Board  of  Trustees,  following  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  acted  wisely  when 
they  decided  that  now  the  fusion  of  the  traditions  of  the 
two  colleges  which  were  combined  in  1930  had  become 
so  complete  that  the  hyphenated  name  no  longer  seemed 
fitting.  The  change  in  no  way  affected  the  standing  of 
any  graduate  of  either  institution.  We  believe  that  the 
traditions  of  Chicora  College  and  Queens  College  will  con- 
tinue to  be  united  in  the  splendid  way  which  character- 
izes them  at  present,  and  that  the  alumnae  of  both  in- 
stitutions and  of  the  combined  college  will  continue  their 
interest  in  their  college's  future. 

Enrollment  for  1940-41 

The  new  catalogue  of  the  college  came  from  the  press 
a  few  days  ago  and  a  new  viewbook  will  appear  shortly. 
Already  applications  for  admission  are  being  received. 
Queens  College,  with  the  many  students  who  will  be  re- 
turning next  year,  will  have  a  limited  number  of  places 
for  new  students  and  we  hope  that  those  expecting  to 
apply  for  admission  will  not  wait  too  long.  A  most  care- 
ful selection  of  students  will  be  made  by  a  faculty  com- 
mittee, which  should  help  in  raising  scholastic  standards 
and  the  larger  usefulness  of  the  college.

Should  We  Tithe  In  Hard  Times? 


npHERE  is  no  better  time  to  begin  to  tithe  than 

during  a  time  of  business  depression.  Then  it 
takes  both  faith  and  courage.  If  tithing  were  a  sure 
thing,  like  buying  five  dollar  bills  for  $4.00  it  would 
have  no  more  moral  value  than  any  other  form  of 
bargain  hunting.  Everybody  would  tithe;  the  man 
most  careful  to  pay  the  tenth  might  be  the  most 
avaricious  man  in  town. 

That's  not  the  tithing  God  has  promised  to  bless. 
Tithing  is  a  sure  thing;  and  usually  leads  to  ma- 
terial betterment.  But  not  always ;  and  never,  in 
any  magical  or  non-moral  way. 

The  law  of  the  tithe  is  not  a  law  for  times  and 
seasons.  It  does  not  rest  on  circumstances,  whether 
good  or  bad.  The  true  Christian  will  begin  to  obey 
it  as  soon  as  he  realizes  that  it  is  a  law,  and  that  it 
is  for  his  guidance  and  his  good. 

All  true  enough;  nevertheless,  there  are  special 
reasons  and  special  values 
attached  to  tithing  in  hard 
times. 

It  is  easy  enough  to  thank 
God  for  pleasant  experiences, 
though  we  know  that  often 
they  may  be  spiritually  bar- 
ren. It  is  not  so  easy  to  be 
thankful    for  adversity, 
though  difficulties  and  dis- 
appointments  in   our  ma- 
terial affairs  can  provide 
the  finest  of  disciples. 

Listen  to  Habakkuk, 
the  prophet:  "Although  the 
fig  tree  shall  not  blossom, 
neither  shall  fruit  be  in  the 
vines ;  the  labour  of  the 
olive  shall  fail,  and  the  fields 
shall  yield  no  food;  the  flock 
shall  be  cut  off  from  the  fold, 
and  there  shall  be  no  herd 
in  the  stalls:  Yet  will  I  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  I  will 
joy  in  the  God  of  my  salvation." 

The  tither  who  can  make  the  prophet's  words  his 
own  will  not  be  deceived  by  prosperity,  if  and  when 
it  comes.  Prosperity  is  quite  likely  to  come  to  the 
tither;  remember  that.  Somebody  has  counted  the 
Bible's  references  to  giving.  They  total  seventy-two. 
And  forty-eight  "show  open  promise  of  God's  bless- 
ing to  the  giver." 

During  a  spell  of  hard  times  a  bank  auditor  ex- 
amining the  books  of  many  Toronto  business  houses 
found  entries  in  the  books  of  John  Macdonald  &  Co., 
that  showed  the  firm  was  setting  aside  a  tenth  of  its 
profits  for  religious  and  philanthropic  work.  He 
closed  his  audit  and  recommended  to  the  bank  that 
the  Macdonald  house  should  have  all  the  credit  it 
desired.    It  was  the  beginning  of  a  new  prosperity. 

John  H.  Converse,  when  president  of  the  Bald- 
win Locomotive  Works,  was  a  tither  who  believed  in 


doing  more  in  hard  times.  One  unprofitable  year  he 
gave  $40,000  to  religious  and  charitable  work. 

The  head  of  a  great  business  did  this  once,  when 
he  was  worse  than  bankrupt.  One  day  he  opened  his 
Bible  at  Genesis  28:22,  drew  a  pencil  mark  around 
the  verse,  and  said,  "From  this  moment  on,  as  long  as 
I  live,  of  all  that  God  gives  me  I  will  give  Him  one- 
tenth." 

Since  then  he  has  prospered  far  beyond  the  ordi- 
nary. But  what  is  more,  he  has  made  "hundreds  of 
investments  for  human  betterment  and  to  advance 
righteousness  on  earth."  The  feeling  that  one  can 
thus  be  a  co-laborer  with  God  is  the  greatest  in- 
centive to  true  living  which  man  can  have.  It  can 
make  one's  sunset  days  his  best  days. 

A  conscientious  examination  of  your  affairs  now 
may  actually  show  how  you  can  save  enough  to  pay 
the  whole  tithe.  Consider  more  methodical  ways  of 

  buying.  Wait  a  week  before 

buying  something  you  think 
you  want.  Buy  for  use  rather 
than  for  appearance  or  lux- 
ury-value. 

Budget  your  income  and 
outgo.  Many  people  who  be- 
gin to  spend  by  a  budget 
make  a  surprising  discov- 
ery. They  find  that  from 
ten   to    twenty   cents  of 
their  dollar  is  being  spent 
without  producing  any  cor- 
responding benefit.  So  your 
whole     situation     may  be 
helped  as  you  see  where  your 
tithe  can  be  paid  without 
distress. 

Hard  times  are  hard 
times  for  God  as  well  as  for 
us.  His  work  suffers  be- 
cause, when  depression 
threatens,  many  cut  off  their  gifts  to  religion.  Never 
mind  trying  to  explain  the  theology  of  it.  You  know 
that  benevolent  agencies  face  lessened  incomes.  Stu- 
dents who  would  gladly  work  must  leave  college  for 
lack  of  funds;  church  enterprises  are  forced  to  re- 
trench their  work;  the  poor,  the  sick,  the  distressed, 
all  must  know  keener  their  sufferings  because  the 
church  has  less  money  to  spend  in  their  behalf.  So 
the  tither  who  tithes  in  hard  times  is  doubly  blessed 
— in  his  own  life  and  in  being  the  friend  indeed  who 
comes  as  the  friend  in  need. 

The  tithe  in  hard  times  contributes  to  our  spirit- 
ual self-respect.  When  we  are  prosperous,  we  may 
feel,  as  we  should,  that  the  tithe  ought  to  be  supple- 
mented by  free  will  offerings  and  gifts  far  beyond 
the  tenth.  In  hard  times  we  may  not  be  able  to  make 
these  gifts.  But  we  know  that  in  tithing  we  are  ac- 
knowledging God,  and  declaring  our  faith.  We  are 
not  offering  to  God  that  which  has  cost  us 
nothing.

RESULTS  OF  THE  EVANGELISTIC  CRUSADE

MODERATOR  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 
Rev.  Frank  C.  Brown,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Dallas,  Texas,  was  elected  Moderator 
of  the  80th  General  Assembly  of  the  Southern  Presby- 
terian Church  meeting  in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  Dr.  Brown 
is  pastor  of  the  largest  church  in  the  Assembly,  the 
First  Church  having  a  membership  of  3,007.  The  min- 
utes of  1939  show  a  Sunday  school  enrollment  of  1675, 
76  additions  on  profession  of  faith,  145  by  letter  and 
contributions  to  benevolences  of  $29,170.  Dr.  Brown  is 
known  as  a  great  soul-winner  and  personal  worker.  He 
will  do  much  to  keep  up  the  interest  of  the  church  in 
EVANGELISM  as  he  goes  throughout  the  church  as 
Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly.

THE  NEED  OF  BETTER  CHURCH  PUBLICITY 

The  great  General  Assembly  of  the  Southern  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  over  half  a  million  communicants 
met  in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  May  16,  and  was  barely 
noticed  by  the  daily  papers  of  North  Carolina.  We  did 
not  know  from  the  press  who  was  Moderator  until  Tues- 


day, May  21,  five  days  after  the  election.  Practically 
nothing  has  been  reported  about  the  proceedings.  Other 
denominations  seem  to  be  able  to  get  the  work  of  their 
higher  courts  before  their  constituents  while  it  is  news. 
We  have  always  found  the  daily  press  of  North  Caro- 
lina ready  and  anxious  to  give  the  people  religious  news. 
The  fault  must  be  with  our  method  of  dealing  with  the 
press.  This  matter  should  receive  attention  before  an- 
other gathering  of  our  General  Assembly.

So  helpful  have  been  the  two  Pre-Synod  Home  Mis- 
sion Conferences  that  it  was  unanimously  decided  to 
hold  one  every  year.  A  strong  committee  of  which  Rev. 
R.  H.  Stone,  retiring  Moderator,  is  chairman,  has  been 
appointed  to  prepare  an  interesting  and  helpful  pro- 
gram and  to  supervise  the  arrangements  for  the  gather- 
ing. Synod  will  meet  at  High  Point  next  September  and 
this  Conference  will  be  held  the  day  and  evening  prior 
to  the  meeting  of  Synod.

The  Committee  of 
Synod  and  the  Committees  of  Presbyteries  cannot  send 
out  these  much-needed  checks  unless  the  funds  are  in 
hand.  We  dare  not  go  in  debt.  This  means  the  workers 
MUST  suffer  if  the  money  is  not  forthcoming.  This  is 
the  season  of  the  year  when  we  suffer  most  for  the  lack 
of  funds.  Kindly  keep  this  important  matter  in  mind 
and  REMEMBER  YOUR  FAITHFUL  HOME  MISSION 
WORKERS  need  MONTHLY  support  WHICH  YOU 
CAN  GIVE  THEM. 
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A  CLAUSE  FOR  YOUR  WILL 

Mr.  J.  B.  Duke  was  a  wise  business  man.  He  made 
this  statement  about  the  church :  "Other  institutions 
change.  The  church  abides.  The  good  I  do  in  the  fu- 
ture I  intend  to  do  through  the  church."  Our  church 
has  a  Synod's  Committee  on  Home  Missions  incorporat- 
ed under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina  through  which  you 
may  help  this  worthy  cause  of  Home  Missions.  Just 
have  your  attorney  embody  the  following,  stating  the 
amount  you  would  like  to  have  working  for  you  after 
you  have  been  called  Home. 

"I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  North  Carolina,  the  sum  of  $  

to  be  used  for  the  appropriate  objects  of  said  cor- 
poration of  Home  Mission  Work." 

Others  have  done  this  and  a  "Book  of  Remembrance" 
is  being  kept  in  which  their  names  and  their  service 
may  be  handed  down  to  generations  now  unborn.  Do 
not  neglect  to  give  this  matter  immediate  attention,  for 
life  is  so  uncertain  and  the  Master  needs  YOUR  help. 


BE  QUIET 

There  is  a  proverb  which  runs,  "When  you're  rattled, 
don't  rush."  When  you  don't  know  what  to  do,  do  noth- 
ing. When  a  dense  fog  settles  upon  a  harbor  full  of  ships, 
the  only  wise  course  is  for  each  to  cast  anchor  and  stand 
still.

WORK  IN  PRISON  CAMPS— The  pastor  of  the 
church  has  been  going  at  regular  intervals  to  the  prison 
camp  near  the  city  and  conducting  services  for  the 
prisoners.  Several  of  the  members  of  the  Ministerial 
Association  of  Rocky  Mount  have  been  assigned  regular 
dates  by  the  State  Chaplain,  to  go  to  the  prison  camp, 
and  a  service  is  held  there  each  Sunday  afternoon.  There 
is  an  average  of  from  70  to  100  Negro  prisoners  at  this 
camp  who  are  there  for  minor  offenses,  usually.  So  this 
provides  a  good  opportunity  to  reach  a  great  number  of 
minor  criminals.  Most  of  the  prisoners  listen  with  good 
attention  and  interest  and  enter  into  every  part  of  the 
services  wholeheartedly.  Many  make  professions  and  re- 
consecrations  are  numerous.

Here  is  a  piece  of  news  of  the  first  magnitude.  A 
friend  has  contributed  to  Davidson  College  the  sum  of 
$150,000  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new  library  build- 
ing. Plans  and  specifications  for  the  building  are  being 
drawn  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  may  be  begun  on  its 
erection  early  in  June.  This  new  library  building  is 
going  to  mean  a  great  deal  in  the  educational  program  of 
Davidson  College.  Only  those  who  are  connected  with 
educational  work  realize  how  the  college  library  has  be- 
come the  great  central  workshop  of  the  present-day  col- 
lege. The  donor  of  this  new  library,  who  prefers  to  re- 
main anonymous  for  the  present,  has  made  a  great  con- 
tribution not  only  to  Davidson  College  but  through 
Davidson  College  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  large. 

Since  the  Centennial  Program  began  some  four  or 
five  years  ago,  a  new  infirmary  and  a  new  dormitory 
have  been  erected.  The  older  dormitories  have  been 
thoroughly  renovated  and  brought  up  to  date.  The  roads 
and  walks  through  the  campus  have  been  hai-d-surfaced. 
An  addition  has  been  made  to  the  athletic  stadium.  More 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  have  been  added  to 
the  endowment,  and  we  have  $65,000  in  the  bank  toward 
another  building. 

There  is  real  need  for  a  new  science  building,  a  new 
gymnasium,  and  a  new  church.  It  looks  as  if  the  science 
building  is  almost  in  sight.  If  all  those  who  subscribed 
to  our  Centennial  Campaign  could  pay  their  subscrip- 
tions promptly,  we  could  go  right  forward  with  the 
erection  of  this  science  building  during  the  summer. 

We  have  been  hoping  for  a  number  of  years  that  the 
Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  might  rise  up  and  build 
an  adequate  church  at  Davidson  College.  The  present 
church  building  was  erected  more  than  50  years  ago.  As 
the  college  grew  it  was  enlarged  and  patched  in  every 
possible  way  until  it  hardly  looks  like  a  church  any  more. 
Even  then  its  seating  capacity  is  entirely  inadequate  for 
the  townspeople  and  the  students  of  the  college.  There 
is  no  greater  need  in  the  entire  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
than  the  need  of  a  new  church  at  Davidson  College. 

We  have  been  enjoying  some  rare  privileges  at  David- 
son during  the  past  month  or  two.  First  of  all,  Dr.  John 
R.  Mott  came  to  deliver  the  lectures  on  the  Otts  Founda- 
tion. There  were  five  lectures  in  all  and  every  lecture 
was  packed  full  of  practical  Christian  wisdom.  Many  of 
the  students  took  copious  notes,  and  we  feel  sure  that 
they  will  find  these  notes  profitable  for  years  to  come. 

A  little  later,  Dr.  Charles  F.  Myers,  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Greensboro,  came  and  conducted 
a  series  of  evangelistic  services  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  in  the  College  Chapel.  His  preaching  seemed 
to  come  right  straight  out  of  his  heart,  and  certainly 
went  straight  to  the  hearts  of  his  hearers.  There  were 
more  than  a  dozen  additions  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Sunday  vesper  services  in  the  College  Chapel 
have  been  of  an  unusually  high  order.  These  services 
are  conducted  by  visiting  guest  ministers  who  do  the 
preaching.  The  concluding  vesper  service  for  this  session 
was  conducted  by  Rev.  F.  Crossley  Morgan,  D.D.,  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Concord.  He  is  the 
son  of  Dr.  Campbell  Morgan,  the  distinguished  English 
preacher,  and  is  following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father. 

The  registration  of  students  for  the  next  session  is 
ahead  of  anything  known  in  the  history  of  the  college 
at  this  time  of  the  year,  and  applications  continue  to 
come  in  a  steady  stream.  We  try  to  limit  our  student 
body  to  650  young  men,  and  it  looks  as  if  this  limit  will 
be  reached  in  the  near  future.

The  friends  of  our  colleges  at  this  season  of  the  year 
are  interested  in  reports  from  their  institutions  telling  of 
the  year's  work. 

Queens  College  completed  on  May  28  her  eighty-third 
year  of  service  to  the  Church.  It  was  a  year  marked  by 
success.  The  year  has  been  completed  with  all  bills  paid, 
with  no  deficit,  with  no  indebtedness  from  past  years,  and 
with  many  improvements  made  to  the  physical  plant. 
This  has  been  due  not  only  to  the  excellent  business  man- 
agement of  the  new  treasurer  and  bursar,  Mr.  Howard 
MacGregor,  but  also  to  the  loyalty  of  the  supporting 
churches  who  from  their  benevolences  have  supported 
the  work  here  with  their  gifts.  The  loyal  support  of 
Christian  friends  encourages  a  college  administration  tO' 
render  the  best  service. 

A  good  spirit  has  been  shown  everywhere  on  the  cam- 
pus. The  students  have  cooperated  in  a  line  way  as^ 
plans  for  advance  have  been  formulated.  The  faculty 
have  also  been  very  cooperative  with  the  newly  appointed 
officials  of  the  college. 

At  the  beginning  of  May,  when  this  article  was  writ- 
ten, the  enrollment  for  the  next  session,  beginning  on. 
September  10,  was  well  on  the  way  to  completion.  More 
than  half  of  all  the  dormitory  rooms  had  been  reserved 
by  payment  of  the  required  reservation  fee.  At  that  time 
it  seemed  that  the  boarding  student  enrollment  would  be 
completed  by  early  June. 

Most  of  the  faculty  of  this  college  will  return  for  next- 
session.  However,  a  few  changes  will  be  made  in  faculty 
personnel.  Dr.  Calvin  D.  Linton,  of  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, comes  to  head  the  Department  of  English.  Miss. 
Helen  E.  Craig,  who  for  a  number  of  years  has  been, 
head  of  the  Department  of  Business  Administration  of 
Anderson  Junior  College,  Anderson,  S.  C,  will  be  an  in- 
structor in  the  Department  of  Business  Administration, 
here.  Mrs.  Warren  H.  Booker,  who  for  many  years  has- 
been  head  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  and  has 
rendered  faithful  service,  has  resigned  to  go  to  Raleigh,, 
where  her  husband  has  an  important  position  with  the 
State  of  North  Carolina.  Her  successor  had  not  been  an^- 
nounced  at  the  time  this  was  written. 

A  development  of  large  significance  for  the  future  of' 
the  college  is  the  plan  by  which  Davidson  College  and. 
Queens  College  will  cooperate  in  the  departments  of 
music  under  the  direction  of  Professor  James  C.  Pfohl, 
who  will  direct  both  music  departments  next  year.  Two 
new  professors  of  music  will  be  on  the  staff  at  Queens,. 
Professor  Merle  T.  Kesler,  of  Boulder,  Colo.,  student  of 
music  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  Teachers'  College, 
Columbia  University,  and  Juilliard  Institute  of  Music, 
and  formerly  head  of  the  Stringed  Instruments  Depart- 
ment of  Drury  College,  Springfield,  Mo.;  and  Professor- 
Gordon  W.  Sweet,  of  Flint,  Mich.,  teacher  of  music  at 
Michigan  State  Normal  College  from  1933-37,  and  in- 
structor and  student  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  Both 
of  these  men  are  gifted  musicians  with  splendid  records. 
Along  with  the  two  members  of  the  music  staff  of 
Queens  College,  who  will  return  next  year.  Miss  Grace 
Robinson  and  Mrs.  Emily  Moseley,  these  three  additional 
members,  in  cooperation  with  the  Davidson  faculty  of 
music,  give  this  college  an  unusually  fine  Music  Depart- 
ment.

The  May  Day  pageant  this  year  revolved  around  an 
old  Carolina  plantation,  reminiscent  of  the  days  of  hoop- 
skirted  maidens,  gallants  in  side-bums  and  care-free 
ante-bellum  darkies.  Queen  of  the  May  was  Louise  Moore, 
of  Madison,  and  her  maid  of  honor  was  Ellen  Coxe 
Merritt,  of  Roxboro.  May  Day  fetes  at  Flora  Macdonald 
have  become  the  most  generally  popular  and  colorful 
events  of  the  school  year.  They  are  under  the  artistic 
direction  of  Miss  Bateman,  head  of  Physical  Education, 
and  draw  increasingly  large  crowds  from  all  over  this 
section  of  the  state.  More  than  2,500  people  were  pres- 
ent on  this  occasion. 

During  the  week  of  April  8-13  two  events  brought  to 
the  campus  over  600  women  from  all  over  the  south- 
eastern section  of  the  state.

After  a  business 
session  and  lunch,  they  swarmed  through  the  gardens 
now  brilliant  with  bl;oom,  under  Dr.  Vardell's  guidance, 
and  doubtless  stored  up  much  knowledge  for  future  use 
in  their  major  project  for  the  year.  Home  Beautification. 
Attractive  programs  in  booklet  form  carried  on  the  covers 
a  sketch  of  the  college  and  front  campus. 

Three  days  later  the  South  Coastal  Plain  Garden  Clubs 
met  here  in  their  annual  Flower  Lovers  Festival,  a  part 
of  the  State  Garden  Pilgrimage  now  in  progress.  The 
speaker  of  the  day  was  Alexander  Sprunt  of  Charleston, 
S.  C,  a  son-in-law  of  Dr.  Vardell.  He  is  a  representative 
of  the  National  Audubon  Society  and  has  oversight  of  all 
bird  refuges  from  Virginia  to  Texas.  He  made  a  delight- 
ful talk  on  the  conservation  of  wild  life,  particularly 
birds,  which  he  said  were  so  necessary  to  gardens,  that 
without  them  no  garden  could  survive. 

The  regular  Summer  School  session  at  Flora  Mac- 
donald will  begin  May  29,  continuing  through  July  9. 
Miss  Mary  Conoly  of  the  college  faculty  is  director.  The 
dormitories  will  not  be  open,  but  board  and  rooms  are 
available  in  nearby  homes.  Special  courses  for  music 
teachers  will  also  be  offered. 

Flora  Macdonald  is  justly  proud  of  being  winner  of 
the  Grand  Prize  in  the  annual  style  show  held  at  State 
College,  Raleigh,  on  April  25.  Nettie  Grace  Cameron,  of 
Polkton,  won  with  a  blue  check  gingham  dress,  made 
shirtwaist  style  with  full  pleated  skirt. 

There  were  142  other  participants  from  nine  colleges 
in  the  state.  These  garments  were  all  made  in  the 
various  class  rooms  from  fabrics  designed  and  woven  by 
students  in  the  Textile  School,  at  State  College. 

During  the  spring  the  students  in  home  economics 
have  been  giving  a  series  of  teas,  dinners,  and  public  dem- 
onstrations in  the  preparation  of  various  foods.

Extracts  from  report  of  President  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

"Brethren: 

"To  you  who  are  appointed  by  our  Church  to  guide 
and  direct  the  affairs  of  Presbyterian  Junior  College, 
I  most  respectfully  make  my  second  annual  spring  re- 
port. I  am  grateful  that  I  have  been  able  for  the  past 
year  to  serve  the  Kingdom  of  God  through  a  humble  ed- 
ucational ministry  to  young  men. 

"Since  the  meeting  of  the  Board  last  May,  there 
has  been  much  to  hearten  us  in  our  service  at  Presby- 
terian Junior  College.  We  would  record  our  gratitude  to 
our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  and 
burning  of  the  Mortgages,  for  the  gift  of  the  money 
which  was  used  for  repairs  last  summer,  for  the  gift  of 
a  32-acre  addition  to  our  campus,  for  the  addition  of  a 
department  of  physics  and  a  physics  laboratory  to  the 
college,  for  the  selection  of  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
for  a  unit  of  the  Civilian  Pilot  Course  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority  of  the  United  States  Government, 
for  the  furnishing  of  a  Student  Christian  Association 
lounging  room  by  the  women  of  Maxton,  for  the  setting 
up  of  our  endowment  from  nothing  to  $4,810.41,  for  the 
reaffirmation  by  Synod  of  its  request  that  the  Presbyte- 
rians over  the  State  come  to  the  help  of  the  college  and 
for  the  fine  advertising  and  contributions  from  some 
of  the  Presbyteries,  for  the  opening  of  college  with  an 
enrollment  of  103  students  and  a  total  enrollment  during 
the  year  of  115,  for  a  paid  registration  for  next  session 
to  date  of  16  students,  that  by  severe  economy  expenses 
have  been  kept  within  income — for  all  these  and  many 
other  things  we  are  thankful  to  Divine  Providence  and 
to  the  many  people  who  have  helped  accomplish  these 
things.  We  set  our  faces  forward  with  renewed  con- 
fidence as  we  tackle  the  many  great  tasks  which  must 
be  fulfilled  in  order  to  insure  the  permanent  and  maxi- 
mum service  on  the  part  of  this  institution. 

"Of  course  there  are  many  promblems  and  difficulties. 
We  must  expect  to  have  our  patience  and  faith  tried. 
Through  problems  and  difficulties  we  must  keep  our  poise 
and  steadily  hold  true  to  the  main  purpose,  that  of  mak- 
ing this  institution  fulfill  the  objectives  to  which  it  is 
dedicated.  As  we  wrestle  with  problems  and  difficulties 
which  call  for  the  best  of  one's  strength,  ability,  experi- 
ence, training,  and  for  the  loyal  cooperation  of  faculty 
and  workers,  it  is  encouraging  to  feel  that  the  interest 
and  generosity  of  the  people  of  the  Church  are  support- 
ing this  work. 

"Our  eflFort  is  to  make  this  a  Christian  School  in  the 
truest  sense.  We  would  not  succumb  to  shoddiness  nor 
be  content  with  mediocre  service.  By  patience  and  faith- 
fulness we  would  have  this  college  fulfill  its  stewardship 
and  with  singleness  of  purpose  press  toward  its  aims." 

Commencement 

All  the  Maxton  Churches  united  in  the  commencement 
service  in  the  college  chapel  at  which  time  Dr.  J.  Mc- 
Dowell Richards,  president  of  Columbia  Theological  Sem- 
inary, Atlanta,  Georgia,  preached.  On  Monday,  12  young 
men  received  their  diplomas  representing  graduation  from 
Junior  College.  The  Associate  of  Arts  and  Associate  of 
Science  diplomas  represent  half  the  work  toward  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  Seven 
young  people  received  a  certificate  from  the  Commercial 
Department.  The  Preparatory  Department  gave  eight 
high  school  diplomas.  The  literary  address  at  Com- 
mencement was  by  Dr.  William  P.  Jacobs,  president  of 
Presbyterian  College,  Clinton,  S.  C. 

Summer  School,  June  4 

Soon  after  commencement  the  summer  school  opens 
on  June  4.  The  courses  offered  in  the  regular  college 
catalogue  will  be  generally  followed.  Most  of  the  regular 
courses  in  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years  are  avail- 
able. Somewhat  of  an  experiment  in  summer  schools  is 
in  the  new  Preparatory  Department  summer  school. 
Courses  will  be  offered  upon  the  10th,  11th  and  12th  grade 
level  in  the  high  school  subjects.  It  is  believed  there 
are  a  great  many  young  people  who  would  like  to  take 
one  course  missed  in  high  school  or  required  for  some 
particular  career  in  college.   This  summer  school  offers 


such  an  opportunity  to  take  high  school  courses.  Requests  , 
for  information  are  coming  in  frequently.

ON  SOUL  WINNING 

For  an  effective  evangelism  that  is  true  to  the  peculiar 
genius  of  our  church,  the  congregation  must  be  the 
center  of  activity.  It  is  the  congregation  that  is  responsi- 
ble for  those  in  the  community  who  are  not  of  the  church. 
Evangelism  to  be  successful  must  be  the  outgoing  of  the 
congregation's  life.  It  must  be  the  constant  and  unin- 
terrupted program  of  every  congregation. 

Three  things  should  always  be  in  the  mind  of  every 
congregation:  Retention  of  those  who  are  in  the  church; 
reclamation  of  those  who  have  lapsed  from  the  church; 
recruiting  of  those  who  have  not  been  in  the  church. 
These  three  are  mutually  complementary  and  together 
constitute  the  whole  program  of  evangelism. 

For  the  purpose  of  retaining  our  present  members, 
these  factors  should  be  fully  utilized:  The  home,  the 
Sunday  school,  the  catechetical  class.  The  congregation 
must  use  its  influence  to  keep  these  spiritually  effective. 

For  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  those  who  have  lapsed, 
these  factors  are  important:  Personal  work  on  the  part 
of  every  member  of  the  congregation;  special  congrega- 
tional services  with  a  distinctly  evangelical  aim;  the 
regular  services  with  sermons  that  carry  an  evangelistic 
appeal. 

For  the  purpose  of  recruiting  those  who  are  entirely 
outside  Christ  and  His  church,  the  above  factors  will 
again  be  used.  Instruction  of  new  converts,  both  before 
and  after  confirmation,  is  highly  important  and  the  only 
adequate  means  of  securing  a  faithful  and  intelligently 
informed  church  membership. 

A  good  motto  for  every  congregation  is  "The  Whole 
Congregation  at  Work  All  the  Year  for  Souls."  Pastors 
and  church  councils  should  give  repeated  study  to  this 
matter  of  evangelism.  Personal  workers  should  be  taught 
and  trained  for  their  work  in  special  classes  organized 
for  this  purpose.  The  entire  congregation  should  be  in- 
spired to  witness  for  Christ. 

We  should  use  the  spirit  given  to  the  church  as  the 
disciples  of  old  used  Him.  We  need  to  apply  the  divine 
power  that  abides  in  the  church  to  the  deep  spiritual 
needs  of  men.  Advent,  Epiphany,  Lent,  Post-Easter, 
Post-Pentecost — these  are  the  special  seasons  in  which 
the  church's  divine  spirit  and  power  must  go  forth  to  the 
saving  of  souls. 
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Union  Theological  Seminary

The  session  which  closed  on  May  14  has  been  in  many 
respects  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  recent  history 
of  the  Seminary.  While  the  number  of  men  who  received 
their  B.  D.  degrees  was  only  23,  there  were  11  Th.M's  and 
three  Th.D's  awarded.  The  quality  of  work  throughout 
the  entire  session  has  been  of  a  very  high  order  and 
there  has  pervaded  the  Seminary  a  spirit  of  missions 
and  evangelism  that  augurs  well  for  the  ministry  of  the 
men  whom  we  are  now  sending  out. 

The  session  has  been  unusually  fruitful  in  outstanding 
gifts.  As  the  old  year  ended  we  received  $25,000  for  the 
new  library  building  from  Mrs.  Mary  Stamps  Royster  of 
Norfolk,  and  just  after  the  new  year  opened  Mr.  Web- 
ster S.  Rhoads  of  Richmond,  Va.,  contributed  for  the  same 
purpose  a  like  sum.  This,  together  with  the  $100,000 
available  from  the  Latta  Fund,  will  enable  us  to  erect  a 
new  library  building  in  the  immediate  future.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  we  received  on  April  12  a  bequest  of  $30,000 
from  the  will  of  Mrs.  Annie  Watts  Hill,  who  like  her 
father  has  been  a  generous  friend  of  our  Seminary. 
From  the  will  of  Mrs.  Sue  Speed  Kirkpatrick  of  Lynch- 
burg, a  life-long  friend  of  the  Seminary,  $5,000  was  re- 
ceived, and  from  Miss  Susie  Slaughter  of  Richmond, 
$1,000  to  establish  a  scholarship  in  memory  of  her 
mother.  These  gifts,  coming  without  any  special  cam- 
paign, have  brought  great  encouragement  to  the  Sem- 
inary and  will  be  of  untold  help  in  the  work  which  we 
are  carrying  on  here. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was  an- 
nounced that  the  Trust  Fund  of  $65,000,  provided  in  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Lelia  G.  Robertson  of  Norfolk,  to  establish 
the  Walter  H.  Robertson  Chair  of  the  New  Testament, 
had  been  set  up  as  of  May  1.  Rev.  Howard  T.  Kuist, 
Ph.D.,  was  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  this 
Chair.  At  the  same  time  Rev.  James  E.  Bear,  B.D.,  Th.M., 
was  elected  to  the  Henry  Young  Chair  of  Biblical  Litera- 
ture and  New  Testament  Interpretation.  Rev.  John  N. 
Thomas,  Ph.D.,  pastor  of  the  Grace  Covenant  Church 
in  Richmond,  Va.,  was  elected  to  the  Robert  L.  Dabney 
Chair  of  Systematic  Theology.  Dr.  Thomas  has  this 
call  under  consideration.  Should  he  accept,  all  of  the  reg- 
ular Professorships  of  the  Seminary  will  be  filled  for  the 
session  of  1940-41. 

The  enrollment  for  the  coming  session  is  considerably 
in  advance  of  that  of  last  year.

Our  Hope  and  Plan 
for  Glade  Valley 

For  the  past  sev- 
eral years  Glade 
Valley  has  just  been 
holding  its  own-un- 
able to  progress  be- 
cause of  insufficient 
financial  support. 
However,  we  have 
the  faith  to  believe 
that  this  difficulty 
will  tend  to  solve  it- 
self when  the  Chris- 
tian people  become 
aware  of  our  needs. 

1.  Increased  bud- 
get for  running  ex- 
penses. During  the 
last  few  years  it 
has  been  necessary 
for  the  teachers  to 
contribute  $2500  in 
order  to  balance  the 
school's  budget.  This 
has  been  done  at  a 
sacrifice,  for  even 
when  receiving  full 
pay  our  teachers  re- 
ceive less  than  state 
school  salaries. 

2.  Increased  teaching  staff.  This  point  could  be  con- 
sidered a  part  of  No.  1.  However,  it  is  so  important  that 
we  do  not  wish  to  take  a  chance  on  its  being  overlooked. 
At  present  our  entire  teaching  staff  is  overloaded.  In- 
stead of  living  with  the  children  six  hours  a  day,  five 
days  a  week  as  state  teachers  do,  we  live  with  them 
24  hours  per  day,  seven  days  per  week.  We  sometimes 
need  a  little  relaxation,  and  this  is  difficult  to  find  with 
the  present  number  on  our  staff.  Too,  we  have  a  125- 
acre  farm  in  connection  with  the  school.  The  boys  live 
here  and  work  on  the  farm.  Yet,  we  have  no  agricul- 
ture instructor.  We  feel  that  such  a  teacher  is  impera- 
tive and  practical,  for  our  mountain  children  need  the 
training  and  the  schools  needs  the  increased  productivity 
of  the  farm  which  would  result. 

3.  Improved  and  increased  equipment.  In  our  home 
economics  department  we  have  three  sewing  machines. 
There  are  no  stoves.  The  boys  need  a  workshop  in  order 
to  use  their  time  constructively  during  the  winter  months. 
At  Glade  Valley  we  have  three  months  each  year  when 
all  outside  activity  is  at  a  standstill.  The  boys  and  girls 
still  need  wholesome  recreation.  Without  this  how  can 
we  expect  them  to  mature  healthily?  Yet,  we  have  no 
place  for  recreation.  We  badly  need  a  gymnasium. 

4.  Student  aid.  Recently  there  has  been  a  great  need 
for  and  a  definite  lack  of  scholarships  at  Glade  Valley. 
With  more  aid  along  this  line  the  school  can  take  in 
more  students  from  home  mission  territory  who  would 
otherwise  be  unable  to  attend.  It  was  our  painful  job 
to  turn  away  several  worthy  boys  and  girls  for  lack  of 
finances  last  fall.  A  scholarship  which  pays  tuition  for 
a  school  year  costs  $20;  a  $75  fellowship  makes  it  possible 
for  a  smart  student  to  work  off  the  remainder  of  his 
expenses;  and  a  $128  fellowship  pays  a  pupil's  entire  ex- 
penses for  an  eight-month  term.

FAMILY  WORSHIP 


^^x^|F  ever  thei-t  was  a  time  when  every 
house  should  be  a  house  of  prayer,  it 
is    now.    Infidelity    and  skepticism 
W,  M  prevail.    Iniquity  abounds.  Corrup- 
tion  flows  in  the  vital  currents  of  the 
^ — ^  soul,  and  rebellion  against  God  breaks 
out  in  the  life.    Enslaved  by  sin,  the  moral 
powers  are  under  the  tyranny  of  Satan.  The 
soul  is  made  the  sport  of  his  temptations ;  and 
unless  some  mighty  arm  is  stretched  out  to 
rescue  him,  man  goes  where  the  archrebel 
leads  the  way. 

And  yet,  in  this  time  of  fearful  peril  some 
who  profess  to  be  Christians  have  no  family 
worship.  They  do  not  honor  God  in  the  home ; 
they  do  not  teach  their  children  to  love  and 
fear  Him.  Many  have  separated  themselves 
so  far  from  Him  that  they  feel  under  con- 
demnation in  approaching  Him.  They  cannot 
"come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,"  "lift- 
ing up  holy  hands,  without  wrath  and  doubt- 
ing." Hebrews  4:16;  1  Timothy  2:8.  They 
have  not  a  living  connection  with  God.  Theirs 
is  a  form  of  godliness  without  the  power. 

The  idea  that  prayer  is  not  essential  is 
one  of  Satan's  most  successful  devices  to  ruin 
souls.  Prayer  is  communion  with  God,  the 
fountain  of  wisdom,  the  source  of  strength 
and  peace  and  happiness.  Jesus  prayed  to 
the  Father  "with  strong  crying  and  tears." 
Paul  exhorts  believers  to  "pray  without  ceas- 
ing," in  everything,  by  prayer  and  supplica- 
tion, with  thanksgiving,  making  known  their 
requests  to  God.  "Pray  one  for  another," 
James  says.  "The  effectual  fervent  prayer  of 
a  righteous  man  availeth  much."  Hebrews 
6:7;  1  Thessalonians  5:17;  James  5:16. 

By  sincere,  earnest  prayer,  parents  should 
make  a  hedge  about  their  children.  They 
should  pray  with  full  faith  thkc  God  will  abide 
with  them,  and  that  holy  angels  will  guard 
them  and  their  children  from  Satan's  cruel 
nower. 

In  every  family  there  should  be  a  fixed 
time  for  morning  and  evening  worship.  How 
appropriate  it  is  for  parents  to  gather  their 
children  about  them  before  the  fast  is  broken, 
to  thank  the  heavenly  Father  for  His  protec- 
tion during  the  night,  and  to  ask  Him  for  His 
help  and  guidance  and  watch-care  during  the 
day!  How  fitting,  also,  when  evening  comes, 
for  parents  and  children  to  gather  once  more 
before  Him,  and  thank  Him  for  the  blessings 
of  the  day  that  is  past! 

The  father,  and,  in  his  absence,  the 
mother  should  conduct  the  worship,  selecting 
a  portion  of  Scripture  that  is  interesting  and 
easily  understood.  The  service  should  be 
short.  When  a  long  chapter  is  read  and  a 
^ong  prayer  offered,  the  service  is  ruade  weari- 
ne,  and  at  its  close  a  sense  of  relief  is  felt. 


God  is  dishonored  when  the  hour  of  worship 
is  made  dry  and  irksome,  when  it  is  so  tedious, 
so  lacking  in  interest,  that  the  children 
dread  it. 

Fathers  and  mothers,  make  the  hour  of 
worship  intensely  interesting.  There  is  no 
reason  why  this  hour  should  not  be  the  most 
pleasant  and  enjoyable  of  the  day.  A  little 
thought  given  to  preparation  for  it  will  en- 
able you  to  make  it  full  of  interest  and  profit. 
From  time  to  time  let  the  service  be  varied. 
Questions  may  be  asked  on  the  portion  of 
Scripture  read,  and  a  few  earnest,  timely  re- 
marks may  be  made.  A  song  of  praise  may 
be  sung.  The  prayer  offered  should  be  short 
and  pointed.  In  simple,  earnest  words  let  the 
one  who  leads  in  prayer  praise  God  for  His 
goodness  and  ask  Him  for  help.  As  circum- 
stances permit,  let  the  children  join  in  the 
reading  and  the  prayer. 

Eternity  alone  will  reveal  the  good  with 
which  such  seasons  of  worship  are  fraught. 

The  life  of  Abraham,  the  friend  of  God, 
was  a  life  of  prayer.  Wherever  he  pitched 
his  tent,  close  beside  it  was  built  an  altar, 
upon  which  was  offered  the  morning  and  the 
evening  sacrifice.  When  his  tent  was  re- 
moved, the  altar  remained.  And  the  roving 
Canaanite,  as  ho  came  to  that  altar,  knew  who 
had  been  there.  When  he  had  pitched  his 
tent,  he  repaired  the  altar,  and  worshiped  the 
living  God. 

So  the  homes  of  Christians  should  be  lights 
in  the  world.  From  them,  morning  and  eve- 
ning, prayer  should  ascend  to  God  as  sweet 
incense.  And  as  the  morning  dew.  His 
mercies  and  blessings  will  descend  upon  the 
suppliants. 

Fathers  and  mothers,  each  morning  and 
evening,  gather  your  children  around  you,  and 
in  humble  supplication  lift  the  heart  to  God 
for  help.  Your  dear  ones  are  exposed  to 
temptation.  Daily  annoyances  beset  the  path 
of  young  and  old.  Those  who  would  live  pa- 
tient, loving,  cheerful  lives  must  pray.  Only 
by  receiving  constant  help  from  God  can  we 
gain  the  victory  over  self. 

Each  morning  consecrate  yourselves  and 
your  children  to  God  for  that  day.  Make  no 
calculation  for  months  or  years ;  these  are  not 
yours.  One  brief  day  is  given  you.  As  if  it 
were  your  last  on  earth,  work  during  its  hours 
for  the  Master.  Lay  all  your  plans  before 
God,  to  be  carried  out  or  given  up,  as  His 
providence  shall  indicate.  Accept  His  plans 
instead  of  your  own,  even  though  their  ac- 
ceptance requires  the  abandonment  of  cher- 
ished projects.  Thus  the  life  will  be  molded 
more  and  more  after  the  divine  example;  and 
"the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  under- 
standing, shall  keep  your  hearts  and  minds 
through  Christ  Jesus."    Philippians  4:7 
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Watch  Unto  Prayer

^jLMl     IS  right  and  proper  to  have 
set   times   to    pray.  The 
psalmist  says,  "Evening,  and 
y  S  niorning  and  at  noon,  will  I 
P^'ay,"  and  no  one  can  be 
v^i  successful  in  the  Christian 
life  who  neglects  his  ap- 
pointed hour  of  prayer. 

Jesus  said,  "Men  ought  always  to 
pray,  and  not  to  faint."  We  do  not 
understand  this  to  teach  that  we 
should  always  be  going  through  the 
form  of  prayer  to  be  constantly  re- 
peating words  of  prayer,  but  rather 
that  the  mind  should  be  continually 
in  a  prayerful  attitude;  that  we 
should  always  recognize  our  help- 
lessness so  fully  and  have  such  per- 
fect trust  in  God  that,  when  assailed 
by  danger  or  temptation,  our  hearts 
would  constantly  cry  out  to  God. 
As  the  little  child  calls  for  its 
mother  when  alarmed,  so  we  should 
intuitively  call  upon  our  Father  in 
heaven  for  help. 

It  is  perfectly  proper  to  pray  every 
morning  for  grace  to  meet  the  temp- 
tations and  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  day;  but  this  cannot  take  the 
place  of  prayer  at  the  moment  of 
trial. 

The  case  of  Nenemiah  is  a  gooa 
illustration  of  watching  unto  prayer. 
How  he  longed  to  go  to  Jerusalem 
and  help  to  rebuild  the  broken-down 


walls  and  to  restore  the  capital  ot  his 
nation!  He  was  cupbearer  to  the 
king  of  Persia,  and  it  was  difficult  to 
get  leave  of  absence.  Great  was  his 
sorrow  of  heart,  and  yet,  before  the 
king,  he  must  assume  a  cheerful 
countenance;  for  no  sad  face  must 
come  into  the  king's  presence. 

One  day,  while  in  great  sorrow, 
Nehemiah  was  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  king.  He  was  prompt  to 
obey,  but  the  king  noticed  his  sad- 
ness. Instead  of  ordering  him  pun- 
ished or  banished  from  his  presence, 
the  king  inquired  as  to  the  cause  of 
his  sorrow. 

Now  the  long-hoped-for  and 
prayed-for  time  had  come.  Had  I 
stood  in  Nehemiah's  place,  seeing 
the  kindly  interest  of  the  king,  I  fear 
I  should  at  once  have  presented  my 
petition.  But  not  so  with  Nehe- 
miah. Before  uttering  one  word, 
before  even  attempting  to  frame  the 
sentence  expressing  his  desire,  he 
says  of  himself,  "So  I  prayed  to  the 
God  of  the  heaven."  He  watched 
unto  prayer.  He  prayed  at  the  right 
time,  at  the  crucial  moment.  This 
prayer  brought  the  desired  results. 
Nehemiah  became  a  prominent  fac- 
tor in  the  work  at  Jerusalem. 

Let  us  learn  to  watch  unto  prayer, 
and  not  forget  our  Father  in  the 
time  of  trial.

SUPPLEMENTARY   OFFERING  FOR  SYNOD'S 
HOME  MISSIONS 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  placed  upon  the  importance 
and  urgent  NEED  of  the  SUPPi.EMENTARY  OFFER- 
ING ordered  by  Synod  for  Synod's  Home  Missions.  The 
recommendation  is  as  follows: 

"To  enable  the  Committee  to  meet  in  full  its 
obligations  and  to  enter  new  and  inviting  Home  Mis- 
sion Fields,  we  recommend  that  a  SUPPLEMEN- 
TARY OFFERING  for  Synodical  Home  Missions  be 
taken  on  the  second  Sunday  of  September,  1940,  by 
churches,  Sunday  Schools  and  Auxiliaries." 

Synod's  Committee  is  assisting  EIGHT  of  the  NINE 
Presbyteries  in  prosecuting  their  work,  thus  enabling 
them  to  do  additional  work  to  the  amount  of  about  $25,- 
000.00.  Then  in  addition  our  committee  is  paying  7%%  of 
its  salary  appropriation  to  the  Annuity  Fund  that  our 
workers  may  have  the  benefit  of  this  protection.  This 
alone  will  cost  the  committee  nearly  $2,000  in  addition 
to  the  other  obligation.  This  SUPPLEMENTARY  OFF- 
ERING will  help  the  committee  to  do  all  the  above  with- 
out curtailing  its  appropriations  to  the  several  Presby- 
teries.

Dear  Fellow  Workers: 

I  wish  to  pass  on  to  you,  for  your 
guidance  during  the  year,  the  Find- 
ings and  Recommendations  of  the 
1940  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Advis- 
ory Committee. 

Findings : 

With  the  woi'ld  in  a  plastic  state 
of  opportunity  as  never  before,  the 
definite  call  comes  to  every  Christian 
woman  to  serve  the  day  in  which  she 
lives  by — 

1.  Living  a  life  of  experiential 
faith  that  issues  in  Christian  love  in 
action. 

2.  A  complete  commital  of  life  and 
service  to  the  Lord  of  life. 

3.  Uniting  the  force  of  that  committed  life  into  a  flow 
of  evangelism  which  includes  the  whole  world,  for  at  the 
name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow  and  every  tongue 
confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  to  the  glory  of  God 
the  Father. 

4.  Acknowledging  her  responsibility  for  furthering  the 
program  of  her  own  church  through  study,  prayer  and 
gifts. 

Recommendations  : 

1.  That  the  need  for  vital  importance  of  the  Christian 
religion  in  our  educational  program  be  kept  constantly  be- 
fore the  women  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  Day  of 
Prayer  for  schools  and  colleges  be  made  a  vital  part  of 
the  Auxiliary  program. 

2.  That  the  continuing  need  for  the  Joy  Gift  for  min- 
istering to  the  urgent  needs  of  those  not  eligible  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  be  kept  before 
the  women. 

3.  Recognizing  that  our  State  Institutions  of  higher 
learning  present  a  tremendous  challenge  to  the  Church, 


we  recommend  that  the  women  consider  prayerfully  the 
work  of  our  church  among  the  students. 

4.  That  local  presidents,  recording  secretaries  and  sec- 
retaries of  causes  agree  on  figures  and  information  given 
in  statistical  and  educational  reports  and  in  calendars 
of  work  to  prevent  discrepancies  in  information  received 
by  Pi'esbyterial  recording  secretaries  and  Presbyterial 
Cause  secretaries. 

5.  That  list  of  officers'  names  and  addresses  of  newly 
organized  and  re-organized  auxiliaries  be  furnished  im- 
mediately to  the  Presbyterial  presidents,  who  in  turn, 
will  see  that  this  information  is  forwarded  promptly  to 
the  Committee  on  Woman's  Work,  Synodical  presidents 
and  Synodical  recording  secretaries. 

6.  That  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  our  Home  Missions 
ministers  participating  in  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund, 
we  recommend  that  our  objective  for  this  year  be  to  use 
our  influence  to  increase  our  offerings  for  Assembly's 
Home  Missions  in  local  churches,  to  take  care  of  the  ad- 
ditional 7%%,  which  would  otherwise  be  deducted  from 
their  salaries. 

7.  That  in  continuing  the  evangelistic  crusade  into  the 
coming  year,  the  women  be  urged  to  cooperate  on  the 
1940-41  evangelistic  program  of  the  setting  up  of  at 
least  one  Vacation  Church  School  and  the  establishment 
of  at  least  one  Sunday  school  outpost  during  the  year. 

8.  That  in  order  that  the  extension  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Religious  Education  be  properly  maintained, 
each  auxiliary  write  into  its  Benevolent  Budget  the  full 
percentage  apportioned  to  it. 

9.  That  our  women  be  urged  to  promote  and  encourage 
the  use  of  all  the  resources  of  plans,  programs,  materials, 
methods,  books,  leaders,  and  teachers  which  our  Com- 
mittee of  Religious  Education  is  anxious  to  furnish. 

10.  That  an  earnest  and  continuing  effort  be  made  to 
assure  the  observance  in  every  local  auxiliary  of  the 
Special  Seasons  as  designated  by  the  General  Assembly 
and  listed  in  the  Church  Calendar  of  Work. 
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The  previous  census  was  made  in  1926.  During  this  pe- 
riod of  ten  years  the  following  facts  are  reported:

Greenville  First,  Rev.  R.  S.  Boyd,  D.D.,  Pastor:  The 

two  mission  points  conducted  by  this  church  are  showing 
growth  and  interest.  The  Sunday  school  at  Meadowbrook 
Chapel  is  well  attended  and  the  young  people's  meeting 
at  7:00  p.m.  has  an  attendance  of  about  thirty  enthusi- 
astic children.  Preaching  services  are  held  each  Sunday 
night  at  8  p.  m.  Mr.  Sidney  Crane  came  to  assist  in  this 
work,  June  13,  and  will  be  associated  with  us  till  Sep- 
tember 9,  when  he  enters  Union  Theol.  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond. A  daily  vacation  Bible  school  is  now  in  progress 
at  the  chapel  under  the  supervision  of  Mary  Council 
Home  and  other  competent  teachers.  The  enrollment  is 
most  encouraging.  This  chapel  is  a  service  project  of  the 
very  active  Men's  Bible  Class  of  the  First  church,  and 
was  built  and  paid  for  within  six  months  at  a  cost  of 
some  $1600.  It  has  the  hearty  support  of  the  community 
in  which  there  is  no  other  church. 

Hollywood  mission  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Lonnie  McGowan  and  Miss  Kate  Lewis,  members  of  this 
church.  The  attendance  has  increased  to  some  sixty  for 
the  summer  and  with  the  installation  of  electric  lights 
the  school  is  becoming  a  community  center  of  various 
social  and  religious  activities.  Mr.  Crane  will  conduct 
song  services  each  week  at  this  mission  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  pastor,  Rev.  R.  S.  Boyd  will  preach  at  all 
mission  noints  and  the  First  church  during  the  month 
of  August.  The  great  hope  of  these  two  mission  points 
lies  in  the  large  number  of  young  people  who  attend  them.

Elizabeth   City,   Rev.  C.  C.  Crawford,  Pastor:  The 

handsome  and  commodious  residence  purchased  some 
time  ago  for  an  Educational  Building,  has  been  moved 
back  on  the  lot  and  the  construction  of  the  new  church 
is  to  begin  immediately. 

Dan  River  Group,  Rev.  L.  F.  Cowan,  Pastor:  Dr.  Gil- 
lespie assisted  the  pastor  in  a  meeting  at  Dan  River. 
There  were  five  professions,  many  reconsecrations  and 
three  united  with  the  church  on  profession.  On  July  14 
we  had  a  joint  meeting  of  all  my  churches  at  Dan  River 
with  picnic  dinner  on  the  grounds  and  preaching  in  the 
morning,  afternoon  and  night  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie. 

Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport  helped  me  in  the  revival  at  Dan- 
bury,  July  22-29.  Earnest  gospel  messages  were  delivered 
and  the  congregation  greatlv  blessed.

Tryon-Columbus  Field,  Rev.  I.  M.  McGeaehy,  Pastor: 

The  outstanding  thing  in  the  summer's  work  for  these 
churches  has  been  the  Vacation  Church  Schools.  The  one 
in  Columbus  came  first.  In  cooperation  with  the  Baptist 
Sunday  school,  and  vnth  teachers  from  the  community, 
one  of  the  best  schools  we  have  had  was  conducted.  More 
than  ninety  were  enrolled,  and  seventy-five  certificates 
were  given  for  full  attendance.  One  pupil  united  with  our 
church  from  the  school. 

The  Tryon  School  was  not  so  large,  but  just  as  en- 
thusiastic. The  Methodist  Sunday  School  cooperated  with 
us  in  this  one.  and  forty-two  were  enrolled.  In  this 
school  the  teachers  were  all  from  the  community,  and 
the  work  done  was  of  a  hierh  order.  Thirty  certificates  for 
the  required  attendance  were  given.  One  pupil  came  into 
the  church  from  this  school. 

Thus  far  the  work  of  these  churches  for  the  year  has 
been  encouraging.

THE  WORK  IN  WILMINGTON  PRESBYTERY 

All  of  the  men  are  doing  eff'ective  work  and  their 
churches  are  g-enerally  in  healthy  condition,  as  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  these  32  comparatively  small  and 
weak  churches,  with  a  little  less  than  one-fourth  of  the 
membershin_  of  the  Presbytery,  reported  last  year  more 
than  one-third  of  the  total  additions  on  profession  of 
faith,  and  about  one-third  of  the  total  Sunday  school  en- 
rollment. 

Fourteen  of  the  churches  have  increased  their  share 
of  their  nastor's  support,  some  of  them  very  materially. 
Within  the  past  two  or  three  years  three  manses  have 
been  built  in  Home  Mission  fields,  and  more  or  less  ex- 
pensive improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made  on 
five  other  manses,  the  o^reater  part  of  the  cost  being 
borne  bv  the  fields  themselves.  Also  considerable  repairs 
and  improvements  have  been  made  on  church  buildings. 


A  handsome  brick  church  has  been  finished  to  a  stage 
where  it  is  in  use,  in  a  community  where,  until  May, 
1938,  no  Presbyterian  work  had  been  done.  This  building 
and  the  work  there  is  under  the  control  of  the  Pleasant 
View  Session,  and  the  majority  of  the  families  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  new  church  have  come  into  Presbyterian 
membership.  A  beautiful  little  chapel  has  been  built  and 
paid  for  in  Mr.  Rose's  field  within  the  past  year,  and  a 
flourishing  work  is  carried  on  there,  with  a  good  Sunday 
school  and  Young  People's  League.  With  the  aid  of  Mr. 
David  Sprunt  a  new  outpost  Sunday  school  was  esta- 
blished this  summer  at  Cypress  Creek  in  Mr.  Rose's  field. 
A  chapel  is  being  built  in  Onslow  county  and  a  good 
Sunday  school,  meeting  in  a  private  home,  is  conducted 
in  that  community  under  the  auspices  of  the  Jacksonville 
church.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  build  a  new  church 
at  Southport.  To  stimulate  this  effort,  Mr.  Potts  has  been 
directed  to  give  his  full  time  at  Southport,  which  has 
doubled  its  share  of  his  support.  Mr.  Potts  is  also  in 
great  demand  for  evangelistic  meetings  in  which  he  has 
had  large  success.  The  New  Hope  Church,  formerly  un- 
der Mr.  Potts'  care,  has  been  put  in  Mr.  Withrow's  group 
and  is  going  forward  with  renewed  life.  Space  forbids 
mentioning  other  items  of  encouraging  interest. 

These  small  and  weak  churches  besides  paying  their 
local  expenses  and  their  promised  share  of  their  pastors' 
salaries  contributed  last  year  $450  to  Foreign  Missions, 
and  proportionate  amounts  to  other  benevolent  causes. 

There  is  urgent  and  immediate  need  for  two  new  full- 
time  workers.  One  of  these  should  be  stationed  at  Bladen- 
boro,  and  one  in  Onslow  county  to  take  over  work  in  that 
county  now  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Phipps  together  with 
Maple  Hill,  formerly  under  Mr.  Clark.  The  committee 
has  made  arrangements  for  supporting  a  new  man  at 
Bladenboro,  and  the  superintendent  is  now  looking  for 
the  man.  It  is  honed  that  before  the  fiscal  year  closes  it 
will  be  financially  possible  to  look  for  a  man  to  take  over 
the  Onslow-Maple  Hill  field.  With  such  a  man  much  more 
effective  work  could  be  done  in  that  field,  and  Mr.  Phipps 
and  Mr.  Clark  would  be  released  for  important  tasks 
nearer  to  them.

Evangelistic  Meetings  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Eubank:  Pro- 
tracted services  have  been  held  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Eu- 
bank at  El  Bethel  in  Orange  Presbytery,  Providence  and 
Unity  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  Good  congregations 
were  present  at  the  services,  strong  earnest  messages 
were  delivered.  The  people  of  God  were  much  strength- 
ened and  there  were  27  additions  on  profession  to  these 
churches.  The  services  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Eubank  may  be 
had  by  applying  to  the  superintendent.

Pinetops,  Rev.  H.  R.  McFadyen,  Pastor:  A  daily  vaca- 
tion Bible  School  at  Grace  was  carried  on  by  local  talent, 
people  who  had  not  done  any  such  work  before,  but  the 
result  was  fine  and  we  had  a  good  school,  lasting  two 
weeks.  At  Macclesfield  we  also  had  a  school  for  the  same 
length  of  time.  We  had  a  Presbyterial  helper.  Miss  Mary 
C.  Horne.  Our  enrollment  was  67.  Attendance  average,  44. 
This  was  a  good  school  also. 

The  attendance  at  Grace  Chapel  ran  a  little  lower  but 
we  had  a  group  of  young  men  and  women  who  came  out 
for  four  nights  that  averaged  25. 

Yesterday  we  removed  all  our  church  furniture  out  of 
the  church  at  Pinetops  preparatory  to  taking  down  the 
old  building  and  starting  on  our  new  house  of  worship. 
We  hope  to  get  all  this  going  so  that  we  will  be  able 
to  use  our  new  building  by  cold  weather.  We  will  hold 
our  services  in  the  Pinetops  school  building  for  the  time.

Harmony  Group,  Rev.  F.  A.  Barnes,  Pastor:  Tabor 
church  had  an  unusual  service,  Sunday  night,  August  4. 
A  few  months  ago,  a  family  of  father,  mother  and  seven 
children  moved  into  the  community.  The  mother,  a  Pres- 
byterian, long  away  from  her  home  church,  moved  her 
membership  to  Tabor.  Last  week,  the  father,  a  Method- 
ist, got  his  letter.  Sunday  night,  the  reception  of  the 
father  was  announced;  the  oldest  girl,  having  previously 
been  examined,  was;  publicly  received  and  baptized  on 
her  own  faith,  and  all  the  other  children  were  baptized  on 
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the  faith  of  the  parents.  They  had  neglected  it  but  now 
realize  the  duty  and  privilege.  This  fine  family  is  a  great 
help  to  the  Sunday  school  and  church.  The  pastor 
preached,  Sunday  night,  on  "The  Covenant  Rights  of 
Children."

The  Farmville  Group,  Farmville,  N.  C:  The  Farm- 
ville  Church  has  two  outposts,  one  at  Ballards  Cross 
Roads  and  the  other  at  Carraway's  Chapel.  The  second 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  at  Ballards  this 
summer  with  an  enrollment  of  30  and  an  average  attend  - 
ance of  28.  The  school  was  conducted  by  the  pastor  and 
two  volunteer  teachers.  In  the  morning  the  Bible  school 
was  conducted.  In  the  afternoons  work  was  done  in  re- 
pairing and  painting  the  building.  The  building  was  a 
former  public  school  building  which  was  bought  by  the 
community,  and  was  in  bad  condition.  The  lot  was 
donated  by  the  Blounts  of  Greenville.  The  roof  has  been 
repaired,  the  building  painted  outside,  and  the  assembly 
room  inside.  The  work  on  the  building  has  not  been 
completed,  but  will  be  continued  when  sufficient  funds 
are  received.  Two  picnics  and  Fellowship  Gatherings 
have  been  held  here.  Interesting  programs  were  given 
at  both  of  these.  The  last  of  these  was  held  July  9.  Short 
talks  were  made  before  the  picnic  supper  by  Revs.  R.  S. 
Boyd  and  R.  E.  McClure.  After  supper  a  sermon  was 
preached  by  Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff.  A  series  of  meetings 
were  recently  held  here,  in  which  good  interest  was  mani- 
fested and  one  young  lady  received  by  profession  of  faith. 

A  Bible  School  was  held  in  the  Farmville  Church  with 
an  enrollment  of  24  and  an  average  attendance  of  22. 
The  pastor  and  three  volunteer  teachers  conducted  the 
school.  One  Junior  recited  the  Child's  Catechism.  There 
is  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  Sunday  school  attendance. 

The  first  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  at 
Carraway's  Chapel  this  summer,  with  an  enrollment  of  27 
and  an  average  attendance  of  21.  Since  last  fall,  prayer 
meetings  have  been  held  in  the  homes  on  Friday  evenings. 
These  services  have  been  well  attended  and  there  ha.s 
been  a  marked  increase  in  attendance  at  Sunday  school 
and  the  preaching  services. 

A  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  at  Falkland 
with  an  enrollment  of  29.  Miss  Mildred  Mallard,  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Assembly's  Training  School,  conducted  this 
school  and  was  assisted  by  two  local  teachers.  Good  work 
was  done  in  all  these  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

Increased  interest  has  been  manifested  by  the  Farm- 
ville Church  in  attendance  upon  Presbyterial  Conferences. 
A  good  representation  of  deacons  was  present  at  the  An- 
nual Deacons  Conference  held  in  Goldsboro  just  before 
the  Every-Member  Canvass,  and  C.  F.  Baucom  of  Farm- 
ville was  elected  president  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Auxiliaries  of  Farmville  and  Falkland  were  well 
represented  at  the  Auxiliary  Officers'  Training  Confer- 
ence held  at  Pinetops. 

Twenty-nine  young  people  from  this  group  attended 
the  Young  People's  Conference  at  Peace  College  and  the 
pastor  served  as  a  Counselor.  A  good  number  of  the 
young  people  attended  the  Echo  Conference  held  in 
Rocky  Mount. 

Farmville,  Falkland  and  Fountain  Auxiliaries  united 
in  sending  a  colored  woman  from  Fountain  to  the  Col 
ored  Woman's  Conference  held  at  Winston-Salem.  The 
Farmville  Auxiliary  and  Young  People  sent  a  colored 
school  teacher  from  Farmville  to  this  Conference,  which 
was  her  second  year.  Both  years  she  has  conducted  a 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  for  the  Negro  youth  in  the 
mornings,  for  two  weeks,  and  a  Bible  Class  for  adults 
in  the  evenings.  The  local  ministers  of  the  Farmville 
white  churches  taught  this  Bible  Class.  This  year  the 
enrollment  of  Negro  youth  was  201  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  160.  The  enrollment  of  the  adult  class  was 
about  40. 

The  Farmville  Church  has  enjoyed  a  visit  from  Dr. 
A.  P.  Hassell,  of  Japan  and  his  family.  Dr.  Hassell 
preached  for  us  one  Sunday  morning.  We  have  also  en- 
joyed a  visit  from  Mrs.  A.  S.  Venable,  wife  of  a  former 
pastor  of  the  Farmville  Church.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary 
of  Farmville  gave  a  picnic  supper  in  honor  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Hassell,  their  family,  Mrs.  Venable,  and  Mr.  J.  H. 
Paylor,  the  retiring  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school, 
who  had  served  16  years,  and  who  has  a  record  of  not 
missing  Sunday  school  for  32  years.  H.  M.  Wilson  is 
pastor  of  this  group.

REPORTS  OF  BIBLE  SCHOOLS  « 

Our  first  Bible  school  for  the  summer  was  held  at 
Willow  Springs,  the  smallest  of  our  four  churches.  Here  nii 
we  had  an  enrollment  of  28  with  an  almost  perfect  daily  wi 
attendance,  25  of  the  28  being  present  every  day.    The  h 
school  was  carried  on  for  eight  days,  and  although  there 
were  many  requests  that  it  continue  for  another  week, 
we  were  unable  to  do  so  because  of  the  busy  season  on  . 
the  farms  at  this  particular  time.   In  the  Beginners  De-  . 
partment  the  course,  "Pleasing  God,   Our  Father"  was 
taught;  in  the  Primary  Department,  "God,  Our  Friend,"  « 
and  in  the  Junior  Department,  "Trying  Out  What  Jesus 
Taught."  J 

At  Varina  we  had  an  enrollment  of  72  with  an  average-  ' 
daily  attendance  of  61.  Music  was  made  a  special  fea-  , 
ture  of  this  school  as  we  hoped  to  make  the  results  last-  ^, 
ing  by  incorporating  into  our  Sunday  school  the  things;  ^ 
we  were  able  to  get  across  to  the  children  during  the<  j 
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Bible  school.  This  was  also  used  as  a  means  of  teacher 
training  as  some  of  our  young  people  were  urged  to 
assist  in  carrying  on  this  school. 

Our  enix)llment  at  Fellowship  was  51,  a  large  in- 
crease over  last  year.  We  were  somewhat  handicapped 
here  because  of  inadequate  space,  but  the  cooperation  of 
both  children  and  parents  was  fine,  and  in  spite  of  this 
very  real  handicap,  we  were  able  to  have  a  very  good 
school.  Almost  all  the  work  here  was  done  by  the  young 
people  themselves  with  some  supervision. 

Our  last  Bible  school  was  held  at  Mount  Pleasant 
Church.  There  was  a  decided  increase  in  enrollment  and 
attendance  over  last  year,  which  was  very  gratifying  to 
us.  The  enrollment  was  65  with  an  average  daily  at- 
tendance of  52.  Although  this  Bible  school  was  held  dur- 
ing the  time  of  our  Young  People's  Conference  we  were 
able  to  secure  unusually  good  help.  The  cooperation  and 
interest  of  the  parents  of  this  section  was  a  great  joy  to 
us  as  many  of  them  stopped  during  a  busy  day  on  the 
farm  to  bring  their  children  and  others  to  the  school 
and  return  for  them  at  the  close.  Here  we  feel  that  we 
learned  much  that  will  carry  over  into  our  Sunday  school. 

We  were  very  much  pleased  in  all  of  our  Bible 
schools  by  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  helpfulness 
and  loyalty  that  was  manifested  by  both  children  and 
parents  and  our  young  people  as  well.  At  the  close  of 
three  of  our  schools  we  had  a  Commencement  in  order 
that  all  the  parents  might  know  what  the  children  had 
been  doing  at  Bible  school.  We  used  as  courses  some  of 
the  Departmental  Graded  Sunday  School  Courses  since 
we  do  not  have  these  regularly  in  our  Sunday  schools. 
They  proved  very  satisfactory  and  we  had  practically  no 
expense  as  we  secured  these  courses  from  our  committee 
at  Richmond  free  of  charge. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

Through  our  Sunday  school  and  our  evening  Vesper 
services  we  are  able  to  make  definite  contact  with  ap- 
proximately 200  young  people  between  the  ages  of  16 
and  24.  Our  young  people  are  serving  our  churches  in 
many  capacities  and  doing  a  splendid  work  as  ushers, 
Sunday  school  teachers,  secretaries,  helping  in  the  choirs 
of  the  four  churches,  and  in  many  other  ways.  One  of 
our  groups  has  taken  as  a  project  the  paying  of  the 
light  bill  for  the  church;  another  group  is  now  working 
on  a  play,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  in  in- 
stalling lights  in  the  church.  This  same  group  has  al- 
ready bought  a  pulpit  table  for  the  church.  Sixteen  of 
our  young  people  and  Intermediates  attended  the  Pres- 
bytery Conferences  held  at  Peace  College.  During  the 
summer  months  we  have  been  going  to  the  various  homes 
in  the  community  for  a  period  of  fellowship,  games,  and 
refreshment  after  our  regular  evening  vesper  meetings, 
which  are  held  on  week  nights  in  the  country  churches. 
We  have  found  this  very  helpful  in  creating  a  better  spirit 
of  cooperation  among  the  parents  and  a  better  under- 
standing by  them  just  what  the  young  people  are  trying 
to  accomplish.  Through  this  and  other  ways  we  have 
hoped  to  keep  in  unity  the  whole  program  of  the  church 
and  not  allow  any  organization  to  feel  that  it  is  not  a 
definite  part  of  the  church.  We  feel  that  we  can  be 
justly  proud  of  the  loyalty  of  our  young  people.

Riverview  Church,  Rev.  J.  S.  Cooke,  Pastor.  Au- 
gust 7. — The  Riverview  church  has  just  closed  its  D.V. 

B.  S.  with  an  average  attendance  of  fifty  in  spite  of  the 
extreme  heat.  Miss  Eveline  Hannah  had  charge  of  the 
school  and  made  it  one  of  the  most  effective  we  ever  had. 
Many  of  the  young  people  cooperated  and  assisted  her 
very  efficiently. 

We  have  joined  with  other  denominations  in  a  union 
meeting  and  tho  there  was  not  the  visible  results,  we 
were  all  built  up  spiritually  and  believe  the  harvest  will 
be  reaped  in  due  time.

Spindale,  Rev.  J.  W.  Hassell,  Pastor:  We  have  had 
about  15  additions  since  our  arrival,  February  1.  Several 
of  these  have  been  by  profession.  Since  April  1  we  have 
received  three  by  profession  and  two  by  letter.  This  raises 
the  membership  from  around  45  to  about  60. 

We  plan  special  evangelistic  services  the  latter  part  of 
September,  with  Rev.  R.  A.  Forrest  doing  the  preaching. 

Only  today  the  deed  was  signed  for  a  gift  of  a  lot 
for  a  church  building  at  Duke  Power  Plant,  near  Cliff- 
side.  The  lot  is  125  feet  square  and  is  donated  by  Mrs. 

C.  C.  Pannell,  farming  people.  Incidentally  they  are 
Baptists.    We  are  the  first  people  on   the  ground  and

Castanea — Stanley  Creek  Field:  Rev.  R.  H.  Ratch- 
ford,  a  native  of  Gaston  county,  in  which  the  above  field 
is  located,  began  work  in  this  field,  December  1,  1939. 
This  is  a  new  grouping  as  Stanley  Creek  was  formerly 
with  the  Dallas  group  and  Castanea  was  reorganized  in 
October,  1938.  During  the  last  week  in  March  the  pastor 
preached  in  special  services.  There  were  some  ten  con- 
fessions of  faith,  eight  uniting  with  the  Stanley  church. 

During  the  past  year  the  faithful  group  of  45  mem- 
bers at  Castanea  have  been  busy  erecting  a  church 
building  of  stone.  Though  incomplete,  services  are  now 
being  held  in  the  building.  Distinctly  encouraging  is  the 
fact  that  over  600  days  of  labor  has  been  contributed 
toward  the  erection  of  the  building.  Over  $1600  in  money 
has  been  contributed  and  there  is  no  debt.

Flow-Harris  Church,  Rev.  J.  E.  Flow,  Pastor:  The  Flow- 
Harris  church  is  still  working  with  free  labor  on  their  new 
building,  completing  the  boxing,  molding  and  painting  on 
the  outside,  and  grading  the  lot.  In  addition  to  the  cabin 
they  are  now  using  the  basement  of  the  church  for 
preaching  and  Sunday  school.  The  large  room  in  the 
basement  is  seated  with  opera  chairs  given  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Salisbury.  A 
beautiful  cornerstone  has  been  laid,  which  was  given 
by  Mr.  John  E.  Ramsey  of  the  First  Church,  Salisbury. 
Paying  as  they  go,  the  church  owes  only  a  small  lum- 
ber bill  and  they  are  trying  to  pay  it  off  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  church  was  greatly  benefitted  by  an  eight- 
day  evangelistic  meeting  in  May  by  Dr.  Gillespie,  in 
which  ten  members  were  received,  nine  of  them  on  pro- 
fession. Two  have  been  received  by  letter  since — a  father 
and  mother  whose  three  daughters  had  previously  joined 
on  profession.  The  church,  now  a  little  over  four  years 
old,  has  144  resident  members,  with  the  prospect  of  sev- 
eral more  families  uniting  in  the  near  future.  Since 
they  have  more  room,  the  Session  expects  to  organize  a 
men's  Brotherhood  and  a  Junior  League,  this  coming 
Sunday,  August  11.  Cook's  Crossroad,  the  road  running 
in  front  of  the  church  and  between  the  church  and  the 
Winecoff  High  School,  has  been  recently  hard  surfaced, 
the  water  line  has  been  laid  and  the  meter  put  in  on  the 
church  lot.  Our  friends  have  been  generous  and  the 
Lord  has  been  good  to  us.  His  work  is  prospering  and  to 
Him  we  give  the  praise.

Johnston  County  Group,  C.  F.  Allen,  Minister:  The 

last  few  months  have  seen  much  activity  in  the  John- 
ston County  Group  in  Granville  Presbytery.  The  churches 
of  Center  Ridge,  Oak  Grove,  and  Spring  Hill  have  been 
repainted  both  within  and  without,  and  new  tin  roofs 
put  on  all  of  them.

Mr.  Charles 
Parrish,  a  graduate  of  Presbyterian  Junior  College  at 
Maxton,  N.  C,  has  assisted  the  pastor  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  He  has  just  finished  a  religious  census  of 
Zebulen,  N.  C,  which  revealed  good  prospects  of  the  or- 
ganizing of  a  Presbyterian  Church  at  that  place.  During 
the  last  year  two  Bible  classes  were  conducted  by  the 
pastor  in  the  Consolidated  high  schools  at  Glendale  and 
Corinth-Holder  with  over  100  students  in  attendance,  and 
a  Bible  Commencement  program  in  April  that  drew  an 
attendance  of  300  from  the  communities  represented. 
Plans  for  the  next  year  look  for  four  such  classes  in 
the  above  mentioned  schools,  and  the  schools  at  Zebulon 
and  Wendell,  N.  C.  Spring  Hill  Church  entertained  the 
summer  meeting  of  Granville  Presbytery  in  June.

Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
During  the  last  two  weeks  in  June  the  most  successful 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  in  the  history  of  the  church 
was  conducted.

The  Vacation  Bible  School,  which  was  conducted  in  the 
Morven  Presbyterian  Church,  was  authorized  by  the  Ses- 
sion of  that  church  and  was  made  possible  by  the  local 
Woman's  Auxiliary  and  the  Presbytery's  Committee  of  Re- 
ligious Education,  of  which  Rev.  R.  A.  Young,  D.D.,  of 
Central  Steel  Creek  Presbyterian  Church,  is  chairman. 

The  school  was  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Nancy 
Boyd,  of  the  Central  Steel  Creek  community,  near  Char- 
lotte. Those  of  the  Moi-ven  Church  who  assisted  were 
Mrs.  W.  Q.  Davis,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Steagall,  Miss  Margaret 
May  and  Rev.  J.  P.  H.  McNatt. 

The  daily  schedule  consisted  of  the  following:  Devo- 
tional period,  Bible  study  and  memory  work,  the  Cat- 
echisms of  the  Church,  music  and  hymns,  studies  in  wor- 
ship, recreation  and  handicraft. 

There  were  about  25  regular  pupils  and  transportation 
was  provided  for  about  one-third  of  the  eni'ollment. 

This  was  a  new  venture  for  the  Morven  Church,  and 
it  is  the  hope  of  the  congregation  that  it  may  become  a 
regular  part  of  the  church  work  each  year. 

The  school  was  conducted  from  July  8-19,  1940,  and 
a  "Little  Commencement"  service  was  conducted  on  the 
evening  of  July  19.  Certificates  were  presented  and  the 
entire  program  was  based  on  the  study  during  the  school.

MARKS  CREEK,  MARSTON  AND  ROURK  DAILY 
VACATION  CHURCH  SCHOOLS 

Two  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools  have  been  held  in 
this  field  this  summer.  Rev.  A.  T.  Taylor,  the  pastor,  was 
the  director  of  each  of  these  schools.  The  first  was  held 
July  1-7  at  Marks  Creek  Church  for  the  Marks  Creek 
and  Marston  Churches.  Different  members  of  the  Mars- 
ton  congregation  used  their  cars  in  transporting  the  chil- 
dren from  Marston  to  Marks  Creek.  Ninety-eight  were 
enrolled  in  this  school  with  a  daily  average  attendance  of 
74.  There  were  58  who  had  perfect  attendance.  The 
Beginner  class,  using  "Happy  Times  in  our  Church",  was 
taught  by  Mrs.  H.  C.  McRae  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Samuels. 
The  Primary  class  was  taught  by  Miss  Annette  McKay, 
who  used  a  unit  of  study  in  "Homes  of  Today".  Mrs. 
A.  T.  Taylor  taught  the  Juniors  and  Intermediates  "The 
Ministry  of  Friendly  Guidance".  Mr.  Taylor  led  the  Sen- 
ior and  Adult  Group  in  studies  in  "The  Book  of  the 
Witnesses  for  Jesus — The  Acts".  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor 
and  Miss  McKay  taught  these  same  groups  and  classes 
for  the  Rourk  School,  July  8-14.  Miss  Catherine  Morgan 
taught  the  Beginners  in  this  school.  The  Rourk  enroll- 
ment was  85  with  a  daily  average  attendance  of  69.  . 
There  were  59  who  had  perfect  attendance.  .

ROB? 


ROBBERY  has  never  been  so  common  as  today. 
There  are  all  kinds  of  robbers,  from  the  low- 
down  holdup  to  the  high-up  swindler,  from  the 
low-brow  that  robs  a  man  of  his  fair  name  to  the 
high-brow  that  loathes  slander  but  robs  trusting 
innocents  of  their  fair  work  and 
wage.  All  cursed  by  God.   Read.  ^  ..  . 

Mai.  3:5. 

Robbery  is  carried  on  on  a 
hitherto  undreamed  of  scale — save 
in  the  great  historic  treks  of  bar- 
baric hordes — by  individuals  in 
million-swindles,  by  corporations 
in  billion-swindles,  by  military 
banditry  as  in  China^  by  nations 
in  colonial  extortions  and  the  gen- 
eral "do  or  be  done"  principle. 

Robbery  is  any  way  of  making 
money  or  getting  another's  prop- 
erty by  speculative,  fraudulent  or  •***•• ' 
tricky  ways — albeit  within  the  hu- 
man law — if  withal  outside  the  Divine  Law  of  Love. 
There  are  only  five  ways  of  making  money  honestly: 
(1)  Earn.;  (2)  Inherit;  (3)  Gift;  (4)  Find;  (5)  Bor- 
row. All  other  ways  are  sinful. 

Robbery  can  even  be  committed  while  legally — 
according  to  common  business  methods  or  current 
opinion,  able  lawyers  or  crooked  judges — within 
these  five  ways.  If  we  don't  give  fair  work  or 
wages,  if  we  don't  do  our  best  to  find  the  owner  of 
firidings,  or  repay  lenders,  when  possible.  1  Tim. 
5:18.    Ps.  37:2L 

Robbery  is  always  a  sin,  damnable  in  act,  person 
and  eternity.  But  the  Old  Testament  prophet  speaks 
in  our  text  of  a  far  more  damnable  robbery  thus: 
"Will  a  man  rob  God?"  The  prophet  thinks  it  such 
an  awful  accusation,  that  he  just  asks,  leaving  the 
answer  to  each  individual  conscience. 

"Will  a  man  rob  God?"  Most  churchmen  would 
be  shocked  at  the  very  suggestion — as  for  themselves 
at  least — and  say:  "No!  Of  course  I  wouldn't  think  of 
such  an  awful  deed!"    Maybe  we  consciously  and 


"Will  a  man  rob  God? 
Yet  ye  have  robbed 
me.  But  ye  say:  Where- 
in have  we  robbed  thee? 
In  tithes  ( giving  a  tenth 
of  one's  income )  and  of- 
ferings.."—Mat.  3:8. 


conscientiously  believe  that  we  do  not  do  it,  and  grieve. 


yet  do  it,  not  realizing,  what  it  is.  Let  us  therefore 
see : 

We  "rob  God"  of  the  honor  due  Him  when  we 
neglect  public  and  private  worship  at  church  or 
family  altars,  or  when  we  by  lack  of  love  or  moral 
conduct  disgrace  His  name — being  called  "God's 
children"  and  "Christians."  Rom.  2:24.  If  we 
rather  lose  life  itself  than  our  honor  among  men, 
why  "rob  God"  of  His  honor? 

We  "rob  God"  of  the  confidence  we  owe  Him 
and  "make  Him  a  liar"  when  we  doubt  His  promise 
to  forgive  us  in  Christ,  to  hear  our  prayers  and 
provide  for  us.  Do  not  thus  "rob  God";  but  give 
Him  your  heart  in  faith  and  love,  and  your  life  in 
worship  and  obedience.  It  is  His.  He  has  paid 
for  it.    2  Pet.  2:1.    I  John  5:10. 

We  "rob  God"  when  we  do  not  have  our  chief 
joy  in  Him.  Joyless  believers  rob 
God  of  the  "blessed  assurance" 
and  joyous  confidence  they  owe 
Him.  Church  people  who  find 
more  joy  in  the  world  than  in  God 
"rob  Him"  of  His  attractiveness 
by  giving  the  impression  that 
there  is  more  joy  in  the  world 
than  in  God. 

We  "rob  God"  of  the  children 
by  neglecting  Goo's  house  on 
Sundays  and  God's  Word  on  week 
days,    by    filling    the  children's 

 hearts  and  minds  with  more  care 

*** *'*     for  secular  than  spiritual  affairs, 
or  by  unclean,  unkind,  or  untrue 
talk  or  acts  offend  His  little  ones.  Matt.  18:6. 

We  "rob  God"  when  we  do  not  give  of  our  best 
time,  work,  and  effort — and  not  merely  spare  mo- 
ments— to  further  His  great  cause,  the  mission  of 
His  Church  and  children  to  bring  the  Gospel  to  all 
men.  We  know  it  by  whether  we  consider  meetings, 
dues  and  duties  more  important  in  secular  organ- 
izations. 

We  "rob  God"  if  we  turn  poor  church  members 
over  to  public  charity,  unless  congregational  ability 
has  reached  the  extreme  limit.  Those  who  in  the 
"better  days"  stood  loyally  by  the  church,  the  church 
must  stand  by  just  as  loyally  in  "worse  days,"  or 
the  church  "robs  God"  as  Jesus  Christ  says  in 
Matt.  25:45. 

We  "rob  God"  of  His  honor  in  the  world,  when 
we  spread  evil  rumors  about  church  or  church  mem- 
bers. All  churches  have  their  weak  spots.  But  the 
mistakes  or  misdeeds  of  anyone  within  the  church 
bring  out  those  who  "rob  God,"  for  some  rejoice  in 
a  bit  of  slander  as  a  choice  morsel,,  while  others

The  Davidson  Presbyterian  Church  and  Davidson  Col- 
lege are  rejoicing  in  their  new^  pastor,  Rev.  Carl  Prit- 
chett.  He  began  his  work  here  on  the  first  Sabbath  in 
August,  and  from  the  very  beginning  has  completely  won 
our  hearts.  He  will  preach  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
every  Sunday  morning  and  very  frequently  at  the  Ves- 
per services  in  the  College  Chapel  on  Sunday  evenings. 
His  sermons  are  deeply  spiritual  and  his  visits  in  our 
homes  are  real  pastoral  visits.  We  feel  that  he  was  sent 
of  the  Lord  to  this  particular  field.         ffl  ffl 

The  coming  of  the  new  minister  emphasizes  the  fact 
that  we  have  long  needed  a  new  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Davidson.  The  present  building  was  erected  more  than 
fifty  years  ago.  At  that  time  there  were  about  100  stu- 
dents at  Davidson  College.  As  the  student  body  grew, 
the  church  kept  adding  to  its  building  until  it  became  a 
patch-work  and  scarcely  resembled  a  church  any  more. 
Even  then  it  was  entirely  inadequate  for  needs  of  the 
community  and  student  body. 

There  is  no  greater  need  in  the  bounds  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  than  that  of  a  new  church  at  David- 
son College.  The  local  congregation  is  not  financially  able 
to  build  the  church  that  is  needed.  In  fact,  it  is  more 
than  a  local  problem.  Students  come  here  from  every 
part  of  North  Carolina.  We  would  like  to  make  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Synod  and  to  the  Presbyterians  of  North 
Carolina  to  rise  up  and  build  a  church  at  Davidson  for 
the  spiritual  oversight  of  the  650  students  who  come  to 
Davidson  College  each  year.  Here  is  a  real  challenge 
to  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina. 

More  students  have  applied  for  admission  into  the 
college  for  the  next  session,  which  opens  in  September, 
than  ever  applied  before  in  one  year,  and  more  have  been 
registered.  We  try  to  limit  our  student  body  to  650,  but 
it  is  difficult  to  stay  within  that  limit  when  splendid 
young  men  keep  knocking  at  our  doors  long  after  the 
quota  has  been  reached. 

The  next  session  of  the  college  will  open  on  Septem- 
ber 17.  Orientation  period  for  Freshmen  will  begin  on 
Friday  morning,  September  13.  All  members  of  the  in- 
coming Freshman  class  are  expected  to  report  early  that 
morning. 

Davidson  has  been  a  very  busy  place  all  summer. 
Shortly  after  Commencement  more  than  400  Presbyterian 
young  people  came  to  Davidson  from  all  parts  of  the 
state  for  the  annual  Young  People's  Conference  of  the 
Synod.  They  were  with  us  for  a  week  to  our  great  de- 
light. It  would  be  a  source  of  joy  and  thanksgiving  to 
the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  if  they  could  all  see 
this  fine  group  of  more  than  400  young  people  studying 
religion  and  church  work  with  great  earnestness,  morning, 
noon,  and  night,  for  a  solid  week. 

The  day  the  young  people  left,  130  students  from  va- 
rious quarters  came  to  Davidson  for  the  Summer  School. 
About  the  same  time,  more  than  60  boys,  ranging  from 
10  to  18  years  of  age,  came  to  the  Summer  Music  Camp. 
The  Summer  School  and  the  Music  Camp  continued  for 
six  weeks.  There  was  plenty  of  life  and  lots  of  good 
music  around  Davidson  while  they  were  here. 

Since  the  close  of  the  Summer  School  and  Music 
Camp,  members  of  the  administrative  staff  of  the  college 
have  been  very  busy  getting  everything  ready  for  the 
opening  of  the  college  in  September.  It  takes  lots  of 
work  to  keep  the  campus  and  all  the  buildings  in  good 
order.  It  also  takes  lots  of  work  to  carry  on  the  necessary 
conferences  and  correspondence  involved  in  registering, 
classifying,  and  financing  more  than  650  students.  The 
campus  never  looked  more  beautiful  than  it  does  today 
as  we  write. 

At  this  writing  we  are  somewhat  disturbed  over  a 
movement  to  tax  certain  income-producing  property  owned 
by  the  church-related  colleges  of  North  Carolina.  We 
believe  there  are  several  conclusive  reasons  why  church- 
related  colleges  have  never  been  taxed  and  why  they 
should  not  be. 

First  of  all,  they  are  rendering  a  very  large  service 
to  the  State  in  the  field  of  higher  education.  The  best 
available  statistics  indicate  that  there  are  about  10,000 
students  in  the  tax-supported  colleges  and  universities  of 
North  Carolina,  and  that  there  are  about  15,000  students 
in  the  church-related  colleges  and  universities  of  the 
State. 

It  costs  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  a  great  deal  of 
money  to  educate  the  ten  thousand  students  in  tax-sup- 


COLLEGE  GIRLS  AND  VOCATIONS 

The  most  challenging  vocation  which  a  young  woman 
may  follow  is  that  of  building  a  home.  This  occupation 
has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  the  major  interest  of 
women.  In  a  woman's  college  the  curriculum  may  be 
constructed  with  this  ideal  as  its  center.  The  emphasis 
may  be  placed  upon  the  cultural  aspects  of  home-making, 
or  it  may  be  placed  upon  the  so-called  "practical"  side, 
with  training  in  domestic  skills.  At  Queens  College  we 
are  striving  to  combine  the  cultural  and  the  applied 
phases  of  home-building. 

From  time  immemorial,  however,  women  have  had  to 
develop  skill  in  other  vocational  fields.  Socrates'  wife  had 
to  become  a  business  woman  or  to  face  poverty.  World 
crises  have  often  required  the  participation  of  women  in 
the  important  occupations  of  a  state  or  of  a  nation.  At 
times  women  have  even  tilled  the  fields  and  run  the 
offices  and  factories  in  order  that  the  men  might  meet 
a  threat  to  the  security  of  the  group.  Young  women  have, 
therefore,  a  great  educational  ideal  to  meet.  "They  must 
achieve  a  general  education  of  a  broad  nature,  for  they 
are  the  foundation  on  which  the  culture  of  a  nation  is 
built.  They  must  achieve  skill  in  home  management  and 
in  home-building,  for  the  quality  of  the  nation's  homes 
will  be  determined  by  the  women  who  make  them.  In 
addition,  young  women  should  be  able  to  enter  a  vocation 
if  the  circumstances  of  life  require  it  or  if  a  special  chal- 
lenge calls  her  to  a  worth-while  task. 

Queens  College  is  building  its  course  of  study  on  the 
ideal  of  integrating  general  education  with  home-building 
and  with  pre-vocational  training  in  fields  of  special  in- 
terest to  women.  Early  vocational  specialization  is  a  mis- 
take. One  must  first  acquire  a  general  awareness  of 
the  nature  of  the  world  in  which  one  lives.  The  liberal 
arts  college  has  a  fine  opportunity  to  prepare  the  student 
to  understand  life  and  to  participate  in  a  practical  way 
in  the  work  of  the  world  in  which  she  lives. 

Queens  College  has  developed  several  pre-vocational 
courses  which  are  of  special  interest.  In  addition  to  the 
customary  teacher-training  program  which  is  off"ered,  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  participate  in  the  train- 
ing of  laboratory  technicians,  nurses,  secretaries,  dieti- 
cians, artists,  and  musicians.  In  cooperation  with  hos- 
pitals and  laboratory  training  schools,  the  college  gives 
credit  on  the  B.  S.  degree  for  the  studies  which  are  pur- 
sued in  these  hospitals  and  laboratories.  For  example, 
the  course  in  nursing  at  an  approved  hospital  m.ay  count 
as  one  of  the  years  of  college  work.  Similiarly,  the  15 
months  spent  in  an  approved  laboratory  training  school 
may  be  counted  as  one  year  of  college  work.  During  the 
time  spent  in  college,  a  program  of  cultural  and  pre- 
vocational  subjects  is  followed. 

A  small  college  for  women,  even  though  the  number 
of  its  courses  may  be  small,  may  organize  its  offerings 
into  different  combinations  or  patterns  which  stress  pre- 
paration for  a  wide  variety  of  specific  tasks.  General 
culture.  Christian  idealism,  foundations  for  home-build- 
ing, and  pre-vocational  training — all  of  these  may  be 
united  in  the  college  for  women.

ported  institutions.  It  would  cost  them  a  great  deal  more 
if  they  had  to  pay  additional  taxes  to  educate  the  15,000 
who  are  in  church-related  colleges  receiving  an  educa- 
tion that  does  not  cost  the  taxpayers  a  penny  except  the 
exemption  which  the  church-related  colleges  receive  from 
taxes.  It  looks  like  good  business  for  the  State  to  en- 
courage the  church-related  colleges  in  every  possible  way. 

In  the  second  place,  the  churches,  friends  and  alumni 
have  already  voluntarily  taxed  themselves  to  build  and 
maintain  these  church-related  colleges.  It  is  not  reason- 
able that  they  should  now  be  called  on  to  raise  money  to 
pay  taxes  on  what  they  have  already  contributed  to 
the  public  good. 

The  State  needs  these  church-related  colleges  to  sup- 
plement the  work  that  State  institutions  are  doing.  They 
can  do  a  much-needed  type  of  work  in  the  field  of  re- 
ligion and  character  that  the  State  cannot  do  from  the 
very  nature  of  the  case.  Our  dual  educational  system  has 
been  one  of  the  glories  of  our  nation  from  the  very  be- 
ginning.  This  dual  system  has  been  one  of  our  guaran-

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FLORA  MAGDONALD  COLLEGE

Red  Springs,  N.  C.

The  100th  year  of  higher  education  for  women  in 
eastern  North  Carolina  will  be  marked  by  the  opening 
of  Flora  Macdonald  College,  September  10.  In  1841, 
Floral  College  opened  its  doors  to  the  young  women  of 
this  part  of  the  South  and  flourished  until  aff'ected  by 
the  Civil  War.  It  succumbed  before  the  difficulties  of  Re- 
construction days  in  1878.  The  great  need  for  such  an 
institution  resulted  in  the  action  of  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery in  1896,  by  which  Red  Springs  Seminary  was  es- 
tablished. This  school  enjoyed  phenomenal  growth  and 
has  developed  into  the  Flora  Macdonald  College  of  to- 
day. 

Floral  College  was  the  first  in  North  Carolina  to 
grant  a  college  degree  to  women.  A  treasured  document 
is  the  diploma  granted  Miss  Margaret  H.  McCollum,  in 
1842.  Appropriate  exercises  commemorating  this  event 
will  be  held  during  the  coming  year. 

This  is  the  45th  year  of  Flora  Macdonald  College. 
The  prospects  are  for  a  full  enrollment.  Last  year  the 
enrollment  surpassed  all  previous  records,  numbering  344 
students.  There  were  56  graduates.  Many  of  these  young 
women  have  secured  positions  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  North  Carolina.  Some  have  gone  on  for  grad- 
uate work  at  the  Assembly's  Training  School  and  various 
universities. 

There  are  a  few  changes  in  the  faculty.  The  French 
professorship,  filled  by  Miss  Ettie  Brown  from  1898  to 
her  death  in  1940,  will  be  filled  by  Miss  Mary  Hamilton 
of  Davidson,  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Gaynelle  C.  Spivey,  Professor  of  English,  has  ac- 
cepted a  position  at  the  Woman's  College  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina.  She  will  be  succeeded  by  Miss 
Mary  A.  Magginis  of  Rock  Hill,  South  Carolina. 

Miss  Bridgman,  Professor  of  Biology,  has  been  grant- 
ed a  leave  of  absence  for  graduate  work  at  Yale  Uni- 
versity. Dr.  Margaret  A.  Stirewalt  will  fill  this  posi- 
tion. 

M  iss  Elizabeth  Brown,  Professor  of  Primary  and 
Grammar  Grade  Methods,  has  resigned,  to  be  succeeded 
by  Miss  Helen  Burch  of  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C. 

A  number  of  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
physical  plant  this  summer.  The  college  offices  have  been 
redecorated.  The  dormitories  in  Morgan  Hall  and  the 
dining  hall  have  been  freshly  painted.  Drinking  foun- 
tains, the  gift  of  the  class  of  1940,  have  been  installed. 
New  roofs  have  been  placed  on  Vardell  and  East  Halls. 
A  beautiful  stone  bridge,  built  by  Dr.  Vardell  in  "Para- 
dise", is  a  gift  from  the  classes  of  1939  and  1940.  A 
dressing  room  and  shower  bath  has  been  added  to  the 
accommodations  for  day  students. 

The  Flora  Macdonald  College  Development  Program 
has  made  encouraging  progress  in  the  two  and  a  half 
years  of  its  activities.  The  debt  has  been  reduced  $6,000 ; 
13,500  has  been  added  to  the  scholarship  fund;  $5,000 
has  been  added  to  endowment,  and  there  ax'e  in  hand 
subscriptions  totaling  about  $45,000.  Due  to  the  cotton 
and  tobacco  situation  and  other  conditions  brought  about 
by  the  war  in  Europe,  the  trustees  were  forced  to  change 
the  form  of  the  campaign.  The  trustees  have  organized 
among  laymen  the  Flora  Macdonald  Debt  Liquidation  As- 
sociation, the  purpose  of  which  is  to  pay  the  college  debt. 
This  movement  is  making  encouraging  progress. 

The  alumnae  are  engaged  in  the  Birthday  Loyalty 
Fund  to  raise  $80,000  for  endowment  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Charles  G.  Vardell.  This  movement  also  is  making  prog- 
ress. Due  to  the  fact  that  these  movements  are  being 
carried  on  by  the  Alumnae  and  the  laymen  and  the  change 
in  the  method  of  conducting  the  Development  Program, 
a  director  was  no  longer  required  and  the  services  of 
the  director  have  been  discontinued.  The  Development 
Program  will  be  carried  on  by  the  trustees  and  the 
Alumnae. 

Homecoming  Day  will  be  celebrated  on  Saturday,  No- 
vember 16,  when  a  great  crowd  of  alumnae  will  gather 
at  the  college  for  a  special  program  and  a  luncheon.

Life  moves  on  and  Glade  Valley  with  it.  The  school 
is  proud  of  her  thirty  successful  sessions  which  are  now 
history,  and  she  revels  when  she  considers  the  lives  of 
her  graduates.  But  life  fails  to  fulfill  its  purpose  when 
merely  looking  back;  and  so  does  Glade  Valley.  Hence, 
with  eager  expectancy  and  determined  conviction  our 
school  moves  on  into  a  tomorrow  of  greater  Christian 
service. 

May  we  remind  you? — Glade  Valley  is  a  boarding 
mission  high  school  located  high  in  the  Blue  Ridge  Moun- 
tains of  North  Carolina.  It  was  established  thirty  years 
ago  in  order  to  give  a  Christian  high  school  education  to 
worthy  mountain  children.  The  need  for  the  school  is 
growing.  Last  year  we  enrolled  80  students.  Fifty  per 
cent  of  them  were  from  home  mission  territory.  The  other 
half  was  made  up  of  orphans,  children  from  broken 
homes,  and  those  who  chose  the  school  because  of  its 
Christian  influence.  There  were  others  who  wanted  to 
come,  but  our  finances  were  so  limited  that  we  were 
unable  to  help  more.  The  1939-'40  session  was  definitely 
a  success.  But  even  so,  we  are  expecting,  and  have  rea- 
son to  expect,  an  even  more  profitable  year  in  1940-'41. 

Current  developments  at  Glade  Valley.  **  During  the 
early  spring  we  purchased  and  sowed  some  blue  grass 
and  legumes.  As  a  result,  our  campus  is  more  beautiful 
this  summer  than  it  has  been  for  several  years  past.  ** 
In  May  of  the  current  year,  a  quarterly  paper  giving 
news  of  the  school  was  begun.  The  next  issue  will  be 
forthcoming  in  August.  If  you  desire  a  copy  of  Glade 
Valley  Echoes,  will  you  kindly  inform  us?  **  We  are 
realizing  one  of  our  four  main  objectives  this  year.  The 
school  is  employing  an  agriculture  teacher  in  the  faith 
that  her  Christian  friends  will  remember  that  an  added 
staff  member  must  be  supported.  **  Our  recently  pro- 
cured mimeograph  is  proving  to  be  quite  an  aid  in  many 
phases  of  our  work.  **  Present  interest  and  inquiries 
point  toward  a  good  enrollment  for  the  coming  session 
which  begins  September  2.  **  The  Summer  Conference 
of  the  Senior  Young  People  of  Winston-Salem  Presbv- 
tery  met  at  Glade  Valley,  July  1-6.  Following  it  the 
Pioneer  Camp  for  the  Intermediates  of  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery  convened  July  8-13.  The  school  was  honored 
by  their  presence  and  hopes  to  serve  such  groups  in  the 
future. 

Three  objectives  for  the  future:  1.  Increased  budget 
for  running  expenses.  Finances  have  been  coming  in 
slowlv  since  the  beginning  of  the  depression.  Our  teach- 
ers and  administrators  have  taken  more  than  their  share 
of  financial  cuts.  Essentials  have  at  times  been  regard- 
ed as  non-essentials.  Corners  have  necessarilv  been  am- 
putated which  will  cost  in  the  long  run.  **  There  is  al- 
ready evidence,  however,  that  the  Rip  Van  Winkle  of 
finances  is  coming  out  of  his  lethargy,  and  we  are  truly 
thankful.  2.  Improved  and  increased  equipment.  After 
thirtv  years,  some  of  our  original  equipment  is  be- 
erinning  to  show  siens  of  wear.  Besides,  with  an  ever- 
increasing  student  body  we  need  more  supplies  than  ever 
before.  Buildings  are  in  demand.  Shall  we  say  impera- 
tive? **  3.  Student  aid.  Manv  boys  and  srirls  attend 
Glade  Valley  through  this  medium  who  would  never  be 
able  to  do  so  in  any  other  way.  Many  of  our  mountain 
families  have  such  a  little  money.  A  tuition  scholarship: 
$20;  fellowship  allowing  child  to  work  off  remaining  ex- 
penses: $75;  fellowship  for  year's  expenses:  $128.

Then  he  goes  by  the  business  manager's  office 
and  makes  financial  arrangements  and  purchases  his 
books.  Classes  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  10,  ac- 
cording to  the  printed  schedule  in  the  catalog.  At  10:15, 
the  chapel  period  will  begin  with  a  devotional  exercise 
and  the  time  will  then  be  given  to  an  explanation  of  col- 
lege regulations  by  the  Dean  of  Students  and  the  Business 
Manager.  The  president  of  the  Student  Government  will 
explain  the  honor  system. 

Wednesday  at  10:15,  the  formal  opening  of  college 
will  be  held  at  the  chapel  hour.

The  report  of  the  school  year  1939-1940  made  to 
Synod  shows  a  small  reduction  in  the  debt  and  a  small 
increase  in  the  endowment  funds  of  the  college.  These 
two  objectives  are  being  kept  constantly  before  the  trus- 
tees and  the  administration  and  they  will  be  emphasized 
again  in  1940-1941.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  free 
Peace  of  debt  and  to  provide  an  endowment  of  at  least 
$100,000.  The  college  appeals  to  all  Presbyterians  of 
North  Carolina  to  aid  it  in  attaining  these  objectives, 
and  shortly.  No  church  junior  college  anywhere  has  a 
better  future  than  Peace.  Its  location  in  the  Capital  of 
North  Carolina,  its  wonderful  history,  its  modern  equip- 
ment, its  present  emphasis  on  a  well-balanced  education, 
and  its  religious  education  program  all  unite  to  furnish 
the  college  with  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  service  to 
the  Presbyterian  church.  The  college  asks  for  your  sup- 
port and  your  prayers. 


heritage  which  reaches  back  into  the  Middle  Ages  when 
the  Church  was  the  mother  of  learning  and  when  the 
foundations  of  Western  culture  were  laid  in  the  esta- 
blishment of  the  European  universities  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Church.

Every  member  of  every  church  has  a  responsibility  for  the 
ministers  who  are  called  away  from  the  sources  of  material 
gain  to  spiritual  ministries. 

1.  Some  of  these  servants  of  the  church  are  not  receiving  "a  living"  on 
which  they  can  maintain  efficiency. 

For  this  reason  the  whole  church  and  all  of  its  work  suffers.  September 
is  the  month  when  the  women  of  the  church  are  studying  Synod's  and  Pres- 
bytery's Missions.  Let  this  fact  be  known.  Let  the  pastors  shake  off  undue 
tnodest  reticence  and  arouse  all  the  people  to  a  I'enewed  sense  of  this  obligation. 

2.  The  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  has  already  done  great  things  for  the 
morale  of  the  entire  church. 

Eighty-eight  per  cent  of  the  ministers  in  the  home  land  who  are  eligible 
to  enter  are  now  in  the  fund.  Others  are  planning  to  enter  at  once.  Some  of 
the  Home  Mission  pastors  need  financial  help  to  enter.  Consult  the  Chair- 
man of  Home  Missions  of  your  Presbytery  about  this. 

3.  Already  59  ministers  have  retired  on  pensions. 

Six  ministers  have  died  and  a  modest  annuity  goes  to  the  widow  who 
has  shared  in  the  service  of  the  minister. 

This  has  left  many  pulpits  without  preachers,  and  churches  without 
pastors. 

4.  Today  there  is  need  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  candidates  for 
the  ministry  who  have  spiritual,  intellectual  and  vocational  fitness  for  this 
holy  office.

THE  SUPPLY  OF  CANDIDATES  FOR  THE 
MINISTRY 

Henry  H.  Sweets 

Through  the  fine  influence  of  the  Ministers'  An- 
nuity Fund,  seventy-eight  ministers  whose  strength 
has  not  been  suflScient  for  their  task  have  been  re- 
tired since  April  1,  1940.  In  addition  to  this,  eleven 
ministers  have  been  called  away  from  their  field 
of  labors  and  have  left  widows  who  are  now  receiv- 
ing modest  pensions. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  concern  to  the  entire 
Church  that  the  choicest  of  our  youth  shall  be 
called  of  God  and  shall  heed  His  call  by  entering 
the  great  and  happy  work  of  the  ministry.  The  men 
required  today  must  have  spiritual,  intellectual  and 
vocational  fitness  for  this  high  office. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  the  entire  church  to  know 
that  we  have  at  this  time,  November,  1940,  in  our 
four  theological  seminaries,  176  candidates  for  the 
ministry.  Of  these,  57  are  in  the  senior  class  and 
will  be  prepared  to  enter  into  the  service  next  May; 
59  are  in  the  middle  class;  and  60  are  doing  the 
first  year  work  in  the  theological  seminaries. 

Our  seminaries  are  also  giving  preparation  to  31 
candidates  for  the  ministry  who  are  under  the  care 
of  the  Presbyterian  Churcfh,  U.  S.  A.,  and  also  five 
candidates  whose  membership  is  in  other  churches 
in  the  United  States. 

Oiur  seminaries  report  also  that  they  now  have 
96  post-graduate  students  and  23  special  students. 

During  the  month  of  December  the  Church  is 
callinig  upon  all  of  our  pepople  to  pray  earnestly  to 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  send  forth  la- 
borers into  His  harvest. 

The  call  also  goes  out  that  all  the  members  of 
the  Church  may  seek  earnestly  and  prayerfully  to 
know  God's  plan  and  purpose  for  their  lives.  A  very

A  LITTLE  CHILD  SHALL  LEAD  THEM 
Rev.  Ben  L.  Rose 

"In  November,  1938,  a  short  evangelistic  meeting  was 
held  at  Bethel  Church.  The  meeting  was  thought  to  be  a 
failure.  The  crowds  were  small,  and  there  was  only  one 
profession,  a  small,  frail  looking  young  girl,  about  16 
years  old,  named  Aileen.  But  what  was  thought  to  be  a 
failure  has  proved  to  be  a  wonderful  success,  for  God  has 
used  that  young  girl  to  do  great  things.  Aileen  lives  a 
little  over  three  miles  from  Bethel.  During  the  meeting 
the  next  year,  she  saw  to  it  that  a  group  of  never  less 
than  30,  and  sometimes  as  many  as  50,  were  present  at 
the  meeting  from  her  community.  She  was  instrumental 
in  bringing  nine  persons  from  her  community  to  Christ 
during  that  meeting.  Three  months  later  she  was  the 
main-spring  in  starting  a  Sunday  school  in  her  commun- 
ity, which  on  that  cold  second  Sunday  in  last  January 
had  over  100  present.  The  Sunday  school  still  continues 
with  fine  attendance.  At  her  suggestion,  a  meeting  was 
held  in  the  pack-house,  where  the  Sunday  school  meets. 
As  a  result  of  this  meeting,  and  through  Aileen's  per- 
sonal work,  18  persons  professed  Christ,  among  whom 
were  Aileen's  father  and  two  brothers.  To  the  meeting 
this  fall,  at  Bethel,  Aileen  saw  that  a  truck  was  run 
which  every  night  carried  around  50,  and  as  a  result  of 
which  five  more  from  her  community  accepted  Christ. 
Now  interest  has  been  aroused  by  her  in  erecting  a  small 
chapel  in  that  community.  She  has  canvassed  the  com- 
munity, solicited  help  from  everyone,  and  with  God's  help 
will  probably  have  the  chapel  before  spring. 

We  closed  a  fine  meeting  at  Bethel  last  month.  There, 
were  in  all,  11  additions,  10  on  profession  and  one  on 
statement.  Rev.  A.  B.  McClure,  of  Lincolnton,  was  the 
preacher.

CASTANEA  AND  STANLEY  CREEK 

Work  is  progressing  these  days  on  the  unfinished 
stone  church  at  Castanea.  The  men  of  the  church  have 
done  almost  all  the  work  except  plastering.  This  historic 
old  church  now  has  in  its  possession  a  historic  old  pulpit 
Bible,  a  gift  of  Mrs.  Stonewall  Jackson,  who  was  at  the 
time  a  member  of  Castanea  church.

FOREST  CITY  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 
Rev.  O.  G.  Jones,  Pastor 

The  congregation  rejoices  that  the  handsome  new 
-church  building  at  this  place  is  now  being  used  for  wor- 


ship. Ground  was  broken  for  the  building  on  February 
13,  1940,  with  appropriate  exercises. 

The  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  edifice  on  July 
28,  1940,  at  which  time  the  son  of  the  pastor.  Rev.  Lynn 
T.  Jones,  of  Buchanan,  Va.,  preached  the  sermon.  Talks 
were  made  by  the  pastor.  Rev.  O.  G.  Jones,  D.D.;  Rev. 
H.  N.  McDiarmid,  chairman  of  Home  Missions  in  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery;  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk,  of  Charlotte,  who 
contributed  generously  to  the  building;  and  Mr.  Abner 
Nash,  clerk  of  session  of  Forest  City  church. 

The  house  was  filled  to  over-flowing,  and  there  was 
general  rejoicing  that  the  beautiful  house  of  God  was 
ready  for  occupancy.    Six  new  members  were  welcomed. 

The  building  is  located  in  a  lovely  residential  section, 
on  a  spacious  lot,  in  what  a  Government  survey  pro- 
nounced "one  of  the  ten  most  beautiful  cities  in  the 
United  States,"  and  is  a  $15,000  plant. 

On  October  29,  the  men  of  Kings  Mountain  Presbytery 
held  their  annual  meeting  in  this  church,  with  an  attend- 
ance of  175  men.  Mr.  S.  A.  Robinson,  of  Gastonia,  pre- 
sided. Rev.  J.  W.  Hassell,  of  Spindale,  spoke  on  Foreign 
Missions.  Rev.  Carl  Pritchett,  pastor  of  Davidson  College 
Church,  gave  a  forceful  message  on  the  necessity  of 
sacrifice  and  endurance  on  the  part  of  Christian  people 
in  this  day  of  peculiar  stress  and  strain. 

The  women  of  the  church  sei-ved  a  delightful  banquet 
in  the  social  hall  of  the  church.  It  was  a  distinct  pleasure 
to  entertain  so  representative  a  body  of  Christian  men. 

The  Forest  City  Presbyterian  Church  was  organized 
in  1895,  but  it  was  not  until  July,  1938,  that  the  church 
ever  had  an  all-time  pastor.  Since  then  the  church  has 
grown  steadily.  There  have  been  57  members  added  to 
the  roll  during  the  present  pastorate  of  two  and  a  half 
years.  Despite  the  fact  that  several  members  have  moved 
away  during  the  last  year,  the  present  membership  looks 
forward  with  renewed  enthusiasm  to  zealous  work  in  the 
kingdom. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  with  an  enrolment  of  32,  has 
contributed  over  $100  to  the  building  fund  during  the  past 
year. 

Mr.  Carl  Waldrop  is  superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
school.  Mr.  T.  0.  Vernon  was  recently  elected  elder. 

The  first  baptism  in  the  new  church  was  that  of  the 
little  granddaughter  of  the  pastor,  Ann  O'Brien  Jones, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Jones,  of  Spiro,  Okla. 

The  first  funeral  was  that  of  the  revered  senior  elder. 
Dr.  George  P.  Reid,  who  had  served  the  church  long  and 
faithfully. 

The  first  wedding  was  that  of  Miss  Pattie  Alcott  and 
Mr.  Clyde  Gaskins. 

The  congregation  is  deeply  appreciative  of  the  in- 
terest and  generous  contributions  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  Kings  Mountain  Presbytery,  and  many  individ- 
uals, without  which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
build  the  church  at  this  time. 

The  pastor  expects  to  retire  from  this  pastorate,  and 
it  is  with  thanksgiving  to  God  that  he  has  been  privileged 
to  serve  the  Forest  City  church  during  the  closing  years 
of  a  long  ministry.

LEAKSVILLE 

In  1832  there  was  a  Leaksville  church  organized  seven 
miles  from  the  present  town  of  Leaksville.  From  that 
Leaksville  church  there  were  organized  three  other 
churches:  Madison,  Wentworth,  and  Cascade,  Va. 

In  1837  Orange  presbytery  changed  the  name  of  the 
Leaksville  church  to  Spring  Garden.  From  that  center 
there  came  two  governors  of  North  Carolina,  Glenn  and 
Scales. 

By  migration  and  colonization  Spring  Garden,  formerly 
Leaksville,  died. 

In  1860  a  little  remnant  of  six  from  Spring  Garden 
were  organized  into  the  present  Leaksville  church.  Run- 
ning true  to  form  three  other  churches  have  gone  out 
from  the  present  Leaksville  church:  Spray,  Riverview, 
and  El  Bethel. 

El  Bethel 

In  1923  El  Bethel  was  organized  with  52  charter  mem- 
bers, all  from  the  Leaksville  church.  The  present  mem- 
bership of  El  Bethel  is  117,  with  a  Sunday  school  enroll- 
ment of  140. 
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El  Bethel  has  just  added  to  its  equipment  by  excava- 
tion a  hot  air  furnace  and  two  more  Sunday  school  rooms; 
thus  making  five  Sunday  school  rooms  added  under  the 
present  pastorate. 

The  D.  V.  B.  S.  had  an  enrollment  of  121  with  an 
average  attendance  of  86.

Rev.  John  R.  Cunningham,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  pastor  of  tha 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  was 
elected  president  of  Davidson  College  at  a  meeting  of 
the  trustees  on  November  19,  1940.  At  this  writing  he 
has  not  yet  indicated  his  acceptance.  However,  the 
friends  of  Davidson  are  earnestly  hoping  that  he  will  see 
his  way  clear  to  accept. 

Dr.  Cunningham  is  a  native  of  Missouri,  a  graduate 
of  Westminister  College,  Fulton,  Missouri,  and  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Louisville  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary. 
He  has  held  several  important  pastorates,  among  them 
that  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Gainesville, 
Florida,  the  seat  of  the  University  of  Florida.  While 
pastor  in  Gainesville  he  did  an  unusually  fine  work  among 
the  University  students  and  was  greatly  beloved  by  them. 
From  1930  to  1936  he  was  president  of  the  Louisville 
Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary,  where  he  revealed  his 
executive  ability  as  well  as  his  spiritual  qualities.  Those 
who  were  closely  associated  with  him  in  Louisville  speak 
in  the  highest  terms  of  his  work  there.  Since  1936  Dr. 
Cunningham  has  been  pastor  of  the  large  and  influen- 
tial First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Winston-Salem.  The 
friends  of  Davidson  College  are  delighted  with  the  choice 
which  the  trustees  have  made.  If  Dr.  Cunningham  sees 
his  way  clear  to  accept,  he  will  probably  begin  his  work 
at  Davidson  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester, 
which  is  about  the  first  of  February. 

Each  fall  and  each  spring  the  students  of  Davidson 
College,  under  the  auspices  of  the  YMCA,  have  what 
they  call  the  fall  evangelistic  campaign  and  the  spring 
evangelistic  campaign.  During  November,  Rev.  John 
Newton  Thomas,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology 
in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia,  con  - 
ducted the  services  for  the  fall  campaign.  For  three 
mornings  and  three  evenings  he  spoke  about  the  things 
that  belong  to  God  with  great  clarity  and  great  persua- 
siveness. Very  few  speakers  that  have  come  to  Davidson 
College  in  recent  years  have  made  such  a  strong  appeal 
to  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  students. 

Just  previous  to  the  Christmas  holidays  each  year,  the 
several  musical  organizations  at  Davidson  conduct  a 
Sunday  Christmas  Vesper  service.  The  service  consists 
largely  of  hymns  and  music  that  center  about  the  Child 
Christ  and  the  reading  of  select  passages  of  Scripture 
from  the  prophets  and  the  Gospels  which  bear  upon  the 
coming  of  the  Messiah.  These  "services  have  made  a 
tremendous  appeal  not  only  to  the  students  and  faculty 
of  Davidson  College  but  to  many  friends  living  within  a 
radius  of  a  hundred  miles.  The  college  auditorium  which 
seats  1250  people,  is  always  crowded  and  overflowing 
at  this  Christmas  Vesper  service.  This  year,  Christmas 
Vespers  will  be  held  on  Sunday,  December  15. 

The  construction  of  the  new  library  is  getting  well 
under  way.  It  is  going  to  be  very  handsome  and  at  the 
same  time  a  very  useful  building.  Great  pains  have  been 
taken  in  the  planning  of  the  building  so  as  to  make  it 
meet  all  the  needs  of  a  modern  college  library.  At  the 
same  time,  the  foundations  for  the  new  science  hall  are 
being  laid.  This  building  will  be  constructed  along  very 
much  the  same  lines  as  the  library.  The  two  will  face 
each  other  and  make  a  beautiful  open  court  south  of  the 
Chambers  Building. 

At  the  opening  of  the  college  in  September,  682  stu- 
dents were  enrolled.  This  is  the  largest  enrollment  in  the 
history  of  the  college.  In  fact,  it  was  larger  than  we 
really  wanted  as  we  try  to  limit  our  number  to  650  stu- 
dents. We  purposely  went  beyond  that  point  this  year 
because  we  did  not  know  what  the  selective  draft  might 
do  to  our  student  body  before  the  year  is  over.  The 
larger  Christian  denominations  are  represented  as  follows 
in  the  student  body:  Presbyterians,  440;  Methodists, 
103;  Baptists,  54;  Episcopalians,  40.  In  addition  to  these, 
there  are  smaller  representative  groups  of  eight  or  ten 
other  denominations.  Of  the  682  students  only  21  report 
themselves  as  being  members  of  no  church. 

Our  students  are  looking  forward  to  entering  at  least 
47  different  vocations  in  life.  Perhaps  some  of  us  did  not 
know  that  there  were  that  many  different  vocations  in 
the  world.  More  than  ten  students  have  registered  for 
each  of  the  following  vocations:  Business,  112;  Medicine, 
111;  Ministry,  46;  Law,  41;  Teaching,  31;  Chemistry,  2^- 
Aviation,  16;  Music,  15;  Banking,  13;  Accounting,  12;

RELIGIOUS  LIFE  AT  QUEENS  COLLEGE 

The  students  and  faculty  of  Queens  College  at  their 
chapel  program  last  Friday  joined  in  pledging  themselves 
to  finance  a  scholarship  for  an  English  refugee  next 
year,  and  to  contribute  to  Chinese  war  relief  this  year. 
This  program  was  the  result  of  several  weeks  of  careful 
planning  by  the  Student  Christian  Association  cabinet. 
The  students  made  their  usual  hearty  response,  and  will 
put  the  project  over  with  their  usual  enthusiasm  and 
thoroughness. 

This  program  was  characteristic  of  the  work  of  the 
Student  Christian  Association  on  the  Queens  College  cam- 
pus. It  is  composed  of  all  the  students  in  the  college, 
not  merely  in  name,  but  also  largely  in  fact.  The  cab- 
inet elected  by  the  students  each  year  does  the  plan- 
ning in  advance,  and  elicits  a  hearty  cooperation  in  wor- 
ship programs  and  service  projects. 

The  chapel  programs  for  the  year  have  also  elicited 
a  good  response.  The  Tuesday  chapels  have  been  led  by 
Dr.  Blakely  or  one  of  his  invited  guests.  These  chapel 
programs  not  only  set  a  reverent  mood  for  the  day,  but 
also  suggest  ways  in  which  student  problems  may  be 
solved.  During  the  last  month  one  of  the  president's 
talks  centered  in  the  philosophy  of  giving  rather  than 
getting.  He  drew  from  life  a  number  of  examples  of 
persons  who  found  their  sorrow  in  merely  getting,  and 
of  other  persons  who  found  great  happiness  in  giving. 
One  of  his  visitors,  Mr.  David  Ovens  of  Charlotte,  told 
the  girls  that  he  would  take  the  most  unlikely  among 
them  and  make  a  success  of  her  provided  "she  could 
take  it."  His  theme,  as  will  be  guessed,  was  "How  to 
Win  Out  in  the  Battle  of  Life." 

The  Friday  chapels  are  a  new  venture  in  planning. 
During  the  year  each  department  of  the  college  will  give 
or  sponsor  a  chapel  program.  This  series  is  designed 
to  help  the  students  to  see  how  a  modern  college  cur- 
riculum can  be  integrated  around  a  Christian  ideal. 

The  Department  of  Bible  plays  an  important  role  in 
the  religious  life  at  Queens.  It  vitalizes  and  guides  stu- 
dent growth  through  study  of  the  Bible  itself  as  the  cen- 
tral source  book  of  Christianity.  The  book  study  meth- 
od which  is  used  teaches  the  students  to  study  indepen- 
dently, interpret  fairly,  and  live  consistently.  The  influ- 
ence of  this  department  is  reinforced  by  the  Christian 
leadership  of  the  faculty  as  a  whole. 

The  highlights  of  the  religious  life  are  usually  the 
fall  and  spring  religious  emphasis  weeks.  The  fall  serv- 
ices, led  this  year  by  Dr.  William  V.  Gardner  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Atlanta,  gave  a  welcome 
impetus  to  our  growing  experience  this  year.  Plans  are 
now  being  made  for  the  spring  services,  during  which 
Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy  of  Union  Seminary  will  be  the  prin- 
cipal speaker. 

The  effort  to  develop  the  religious  life  at  Queens  has 
met  with  an  unusually  good  response.  The  world  situa- 
tion has  sobered  the  students  and  has  opened  a  door  of 
opportunity.  The  faculty-student  religious  program  com- 
mittee is  profiting  by  the  experience  of  last  year's  com- 
mittee. The  real  secret  is  the  work  of  the  Student  Chris- 
tian Association,  which  has  been  making  Christian  living 
wholesome  and  contagious  on  our  college  campus.

CAUSE  FOR  THANKSGIVING 

The  Thanksgiving  season,  at  hand  as  this  is  being 
written,  will  have  passed  when  you,  my  fellow  Presby- 
terians, read  it.  Maybe  it  is  always  fitting  to  have  a 
thankful  heart.  Perhaps  God  is  pleased  at  any  tinae 
when  we  are  grateful  for  His  blessings.  As  the  writer 
meditates  upon  a  message  concerning  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  for  Men,  it  seems  to  him  that  we  Tarheel  Presby- 
terians have  ground  for  gratitude  in  our  junior  college. 

The  picture  is  quite  different  today  from  that  which 
faced  Synod  in  1937.  Then  the  baby  institution  of  Synod 
seemed  likely  to  die  before  it  reached  the  age  of  adoles- 
cence. In  spite  of  the  heroic  efforts  of  the  founders  and 
of  the  Rev.  R.  A.  McLeod,  the  first  president;  notwith- 
standing the  courageous  building  program  of  President 
R.  G.  Matheson,  Jr.,  and  his  expert  educational  know- 
ledge; even  with  the  loyalty  of  the  church  to  President 
P.  Gary  Adams  and  his  stimulating  influence  upon  the 
students,  still  the  financial  problem  remained  unsolved. 
The  depression  years  had  piled  up  a  debt  of  $47,346.59. 
Some  of  the  firm  friends  of  the  college  were  beginning  to 
wonder. 

Today  we  may  be  grateful,  as  Presbyterians,  that  the 
outlook  has  completely  changed.  Not  only  has  all  the 
debt  been  paid,  but  the  endowment  fund,  necessary  to 
fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  highest  accrediting  agen- 
cies, has  been  built  up  to  $7,950.  When  the  pledged  part 
of  the  assets  of  Elise  Academy  are  received,  there  will 
be  about  $5,000  more  endowment  to  be  known  as  the 
Elise  Academy  Memorial  Endowment  Fund.  The  plant 
has  had  several  thousand  dollars  spent  upon  renovation, 
repair,  and  equipment,  and  today  has  an  appraised  value 
of  $170,653.81.  The  campus  has  been  increased  from  20 
to  57  acres.  There  has  been  added  an  athletic  field  con- 
taining a  football  gridiron  and  cinder  track.  A  practice 
green  of  three  golf  holes  has  been  constructed.  A  new 
physics  laboratory  and  a  mechanical  drawing  room  have 
been  added.  A  barbeque  pit  and  recreational  center  has 
been  built  on  the  back  campus.  Several  thousand  dec- 
orative pine  trees  have  been  set  out.  A  lounging  room 
for  the  Student  Christian  Association  has  been  outfitted. 
Furniture  and  furnishings  have  been  improved.  Lastly, 
on  Armistice  day  the  American  Legion  gave  a  beautiful 
70-foot  metal  flagpole  capped  with  a  golden  ball  and  with 
flag  and  accessories  to  grace  the  front  campus.  Of  course 
we  could  list  many  things  still  needed  and  some  of  them 
are  pressing  needs,  but  on  the  physical  and  financial  side 
there  is  cause  for  thanksgiving  on  the  part  of  North 
Carolina  Presbyterians.  However,  the  physical  is  only  a 
means  to  other  ends.  Educational,  cultural,  and  spiritual 
factors  are  more  important  than  the  financial.  We  be- 
lieve there  is  ground  for  thanksgiving  here  also.  The 
foundations  laid  in  patience  and  self-sacrifice  by  many 
workers  are  beginning  to  bear  fruit.  Since  1937  Pres- 
byterian Junior  College  has  become  a  member  of  the 
American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges  and  the  South- 
em  Association  of  Junior  Colleges.  Before  that,  it  was  a 
member  of  the  North  Carolina  College  Conference  and 
the  Presbyterian  Educational  Association.  It  has  set  its 
face  toward  membership  in  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  and  now  fulfills  prac- 
tically all  the  requirements  except  endowment.  The 
preparatory  department  has  been  strengthened  and  recog- 
nized by  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction. In  1940  Elise  Academy  was  consolidated  with 
the  preparatory  department,  thus  bringing  together  again 
P.J.C.  and  the  school  out  of  which  it  grew.  The  long 
service  of  Elise  since  1904  and  its  educational  prestige 
are  now  a  part  of  the  background  of  the  P.J.C.  preparatory 
department.  The  library  has  been  enlarged  and  a  trained 
librarian  has  come  to  administer  it.  Music  has  been 
added  to  the  curriculum,  as  well  as  physics,  mechanical 
drawing,  several  business  courses,  and  aviation.  The 
selection  of  P.J.C.  for  a  unit  of  the  C.A.A.  Pilot 
Training  Program  was  quite  an  honor  and  provides 
a  needed  vocational  course.  An  up-to-date  system  of 
student  counseling  records  has  been  installed,  and 
increasing  emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  individual 
counseling. 

A  difficult  decision  two  years  ago  was  to  increase  the 
tuition  slightly.    P.J.C.  is  set  for  service,  not  to  make  a 


The  first  term  at  Peace  will  end  on  December  6.  This 
has  been  a  very  satisfactory  school  year.  The  school  has 
a  full  enrollment  in  the  boarding  department  and  the 
usual  large  attendance  from  Raleigh.  The  total  enroll- 
ment to  date  is  260.  Of  this  number,  57  are  seniors,  134 
are  juniors,  29  are  preparatory  students,  while  40  are 
special  students.  Most  of  these  students  are  from  North 
Carolina,  while  nine  other  states  and  one  foreign  country 
are  represented  in  our  student  bpdy  as  follows:  Georgia, 
Louisiana,  Missouri,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  South  Caro- 
lina, Tennessee,  Texas,  and  Virginia. 

A  very  well  planned  and  constructive  Orientation  Pro- 
gram for  the  new  girls  was  administered  by  the  faculty 
and  school  officers.  This  type  of  program  has  become  an 
essential  part  of  pur  school,  and  makes  it  possible  for  a 
new  student  to  begin  the  school  year  under  most  auspic- 
ious circumstances. 

Courses  at  Peace  are  planned  for: 

1)  students  who  wish  to  take  two  years  of  junior  college 
work  before  attending  a  four-year  college  or  univer- 
sity and  who  wish  to  enter  the  junior  class  of  that 
type  of  college  without  examination  or  with  no  loss 
of  credits. 

2)  students  who  wish  two  years  of  college  with  some 
choice  of  subjects  such  as  piano,  voice,  organ,  home 
economics,  etc. 

3)  students  who  wish  to  take  vocational  courses: 

a)  One  and  two-year  commercial  courses 

b)  Pre-nursing  courses.  This  type  of  course  enables 
a  student  to  take  a  two-year  course  here  and  trans- 
fer to  one  of  the  large  hospitals  the  type  of  Duke 
Hospital  or  Stuart  Circle  in  Richmond. 

c)  Laboratory  Technician  courses 

d)  Courses  in  music,  which  would  be  followed  at  a 
Conservatory  of  Music 

Peace  is  offering  the  extension  course  in  Bible  for  the 
women  of  Raleigh  again  this  year.  This  course  is  taught 
by  Miss  Lucy  Steele.  It  has  been  necessary  this  year  to 
limit  this  to  a  morning  section.  This  class  is  composed 
of  about  200  women  from  the  various  churches  in  Raleigh. 
This  year,  they  are  studying  the  Book  of  Romans.  In 
some  respects,  this  class  is  unique  in  educational  circles. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Administration  and  the  Peace 
Student  Christian  Association  to  have  a  speaker  from 
outside  the  school  once  a  month  for  the  P.  S.  C.  A.  meet- 
ings on  Sunday  evening.  The  speakers  this  year,  to  date, 
have  been  Miss  Mary  Council  Horne,  of  Greenville,  N.  C, 
who  is  an  alumna  of  Peace  and  who  is  now  teaching  in 
Raleigh;  Mrs.  Clyde  R.  Hoey,  wife  of  the  Governor  of 
North  Carolina;  Dr.  Hubert  Poteat  of  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege, who  talked  on  "Hymnology,"  and  Mrs.  Earle  Brian 
of  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

New  trustees  that  have  been  elected  on  the  Peace 
Board  are  Rev.  W.  R.  Patterson  of  Lowell,  N.  C,  and 
Rev.  P.  D.  Patrick  of  Kings  Mountain,  N.  C.,  who  have 
been  appointed  representatives  of  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery on  the  board;  the  Rev.  M.  C.  MacQueen  of  Clinton, 
N.  C.,  who  has  been  appointed  representative  of  Wilming- 
ton Presbytery. 

We  are  planning  to  have  the  1941-1942  Peace  cata- 
logue and  book  of  views  available  between  January  15 
and  February  1.  We  are  beginning  to  plan  our  student 
body  for  1941-1942  even  at  this  early  date.  I  shall  appre- 
ciate it  if  our  friends  will  send  for  literature  for  any 
students  who  might  be  interested.  This  is  particularly 
true  if  students  are  applying  for  school  help.  We  find 
an  increasing  interest  in  Peace  on  the  part  of  the  Pres- 
byterian people  of  North  Carolina.  This  is  a  challenge 
to  us  to  make  our  work  more  worthwhile.  We  ask  for 
the  interests  and  support  of  all  Presbyterians  in  making 
Peace  an  outstanding  church  junior  college. 

profit.  Our  aim  is  to  give  all  we  can,  not  to  get.  How- 
ever, if  board  charges  and  fees  are  set  too  low,  a  low 
standard  of  living  must  result.

Union  Seminary,  which  began  its  one  hundred  twenty- 
ninth  year  on  September  18,  reports  an  enrollment  of  103 
undergraduate  students  in  residence  this  year,  plus  four 
fellows  who  are  also  in  residence.  This  group  represents 
17  states  and  foreign  countries,  66  diffei'ent  literary  in- 
stitutions, and  43  presbyteries.  North  Carolina,  with  18 
representatives,  runs  second  only  to  Virginia  in  the  num- 
ber of  students  in  the  present  group. 

The  following  North  Carolinians  are  in  our  junior 
class:  Sidney  D.  Crane,  Hickory;  David  A.  McLean,  Eagle 
Springs;  Polk  Moffett,  Davidson;  Roger  M.  Rice,  Reids- 
ville;  Henry  B.  Searight,  Washington;  and  David  W. 
Sprunt,  Wilmington. 

Rev.  John  A.  Redhead,  Jr.,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  was  the  inspirational 
speaker  for  the  annual  Day  of  Prayer  on  October  9  and 
10.  Dr.  Redhead  delivered  three  sermons,  and  the  final 
service  was  closed  with  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per, conducted  by  Dr.  Redhead  and  Rev.  W.  Taliaferro 
Thompson,  D.D.,  of  our  faculty. 

The  second  outstanding  speaker  of  the  year  was  Rev. 
Egbert  Watson  Smith,  D.D.,  field  secretary  of  Foreign 
Missions,  who  was  brought  to  the  seminary  on  November 
7  by  the  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry.  Dr.  Smith  spoke 
on  "The  Minister  as  a  Pulpit  and  Personal  Evangelist." 
Only  through  hearing  Dr.  Smith  can  one  realize  the 
breadth,  depth,  and  consecration  of  the  labors  of  this 
servant  of  God.  Dr.  Smith  made  a  profound  impression 
upon  our  students,  quickening  in  them  an  evangelistic 
zeal  and  an  eagerness  to  know  how  to  win  souls  to  Christ 
that  should  have  a  great  effect  on  their  future  ministry. 

Plans  for  the  new  library  building  are,  according  to 
Librarian  Henry  M.  Brimm,  progressing  well.  The  pre- 
liminary plans  are  in  the  final  stage,  and  the  committee 
hopes  to  turn  these  sketches  over  to  the  local  architects 
to  guide  them  in  preparing  detailed  drawings.  It  is  im- 
possible to  say  just  when  construction  will  begin.  The 
consulting  architects,  the  planning  committee,  and  ad- 
ministrative offices  are  pressing  the  work  rapidly  for- 
ward, taking  great  care,  however,  that  before  construction 
is  actually  begun  the  building  shall  incorporate  all  the 
features  which  will  best  suit  the  needs  of  the  seminary. 

The  junior  class  has  entered  wholeheartedly  into  the 
practical  work  in  and  around  Richmond.  A  large  group 
of  men  under  the  supervision  of  Ellsworth  Orndoff  are 
teaching  in  the  Seventeenth  Street  Mission  for  Negroes, 
while  another  group,  under  the  direction  of  W.  P.  Ander- 
son, Jr.,  are  visiting  in  the  homes  of  this  area.  James 
M.  Blanton,  Jr.,  is  in  charge  of  the  group  which  conducts 
services  in  several  Richmond  factories  each  Monday, 
while  W.  W.  Preston  is  in  charge  of  a  group  which  visits 
the  patients  in  the  St.  Philip  Hospital  for  Negroes  and 
the  Richmond  Detention  Home.  Other  features  of  prac- 
tical work  include  preaching  services  at  the  city  jail, 
state  penitentiary,  and  Pine  Camp  Tubercular  Sanator- 
ium, visiting  work  at  the  Westbrook  Sanatorium  and 
Home  for  Incurables,  Sunday  school  services  in  the  fire 
stations,  and  work  among  the  Sunday  schools  and  young 
people's  groups  in  Richmond  churches. 

One  of  the  active  campus  groups  is  the  a  cappella 
choir  of  the  seminary  and  assembly's  training  school. 
Professor  James  R.  Sydnor  selected  40  men  and  women 
through  competitive  try-outs,  and  has  presented  them  in 
several  concerts  already.  The  group  has  sung  over 
station  WRVA,  Richmond,  before  East  Hanover  Presby- 
tery, and  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  Peters- 
burg, and  Second  Church,  Richmond.  Their  major  per- 
formance of  the  year  will  be  a  presentation  of  "The 
Messiah"  in  conjunction  with  the  Grace  Covenant  Pres- 
byterian Choir  on  December  15. 

The  junior  class  organized  several  weeks  ago,  and 
elected  as  their  officers  the  following:  president,  Sher- 
rard  Rice,  Richmond,  Va.;  vice  president.  Polk  Moffett, 
Davidson,  N.  C;  and  athletic  director,  Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr., 
Knoxville,  Tenn.  Rice  and  Moffett  are  both  sons  of 
Union  graduates. 

Rev.  William  Childs  Robinson,  Th.D.,  D.D.,  of  Colum- 
bia Seminary,  will  deliver  the  Sprunt  lectures  this  year. 


GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Prof.  E.  B.  Eldridge,  Supt.         Glade  Valley,  N.  C. 


On  September  2  Glade  Valley  opened  her  doors  for  the 
thirty-first  consecutive  year  of  service.  It  was  good  to 
feel  the  campus  come  to  life  as  a  capacity  group  filled 
both  dormitories.  New  students  moved  with  an  air  of 
adventure  and  expectancy,  while  old  ones  seemed  to  say, 
"I  am  happy  that  I  am  able  to  be  here  again." 

Not  only  were  many  new  pupils  welcomed,  but  there 
were  two  faculty  members  to  join  our  group.  One,  Miss 
Susan  Inscoe  (Flora  MacDonald  College)  who  replaced 
Miss  Anne  Corry  as  teacher  of  English  and  FVench,  and 
two,  Mr.  Marcus  Sheram  (Berry  College)  who  is  the 
added  member  in  the  field  of  agriculture.  (This  is  the 
first  year  the  school  has  succeeded  in  placing  its  agri- 
cultural training  on  a  state  accredited  basis  and  we  are 
proud  of  the  improvement.)  Both  new  teachers  are 
proving  to  be  exceptionally  capable  and  willing  workers. 

Speaking  of  improvements,  within  the  past  few 
months  the  following  have  been  realized:  a  new  bathroom 
for  the  boys  with  three  showers  and  three  lavatories;  a 
shower  bath  in  the  girls'  building;  an  office  for  the  prin- 
cipal; an  addition  to  our  barn;  and  ten  tons  of  lime  for 
the  pasture.  Most  of  these  have  been  made  possible 
through  the  aid  of  active  friends  of  the  school.  The  lime 
was  purchased  with  gifts  from  alumni. 

Yes,  there  is  a  renewed  and  increased  interest  in  the 
work  at  Glade  Valley.  And  even  the  above  paragraph 
does  not  show  all.  —  This  fall  our  hearts  have  been 
gladdened  by  the  visits  of  many  friends  who  have  come 
to  see  Glade  Valley  in  action.  Such  delegations  within 
the  past  two  months  include:  High  Point,  25;  Lexington, 
14;  Greensboro,  6;  Winston-Salem,  5;  Yancey ville,  4;  and 
Mebane,  3.  We  appreciate  your  keen  interest  and  are 
truly  thankful  that  in  response  to  our  great  need,  we  are 
receiving  an  increased  number  of  scholarships  for  the  aid 
of  the  large  number  of  children  who  cannot  pay  their 
expenses.  We  are  praying  that  more  $20  and  $75 
scholarships  will  be  forthcoming  from  individuals,  aux- 
iliaries, Sunday  schools,  and  churches. 

Surely  this  would  be  an  incomplete  and  inadequate 
picture  of  Glade  Valley  if  this  year's  religious  program 
were  not  mentioned.  For  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  a  high  scholastic  rating,  the  main  purpose  of  Glade 
Valley  is  to  give  Christian  training.  This  we  try  to  do 
from  year  to  year  through  the  influence  of  Christian 
teachers,  Sunday  school,  church  services,  young  people's 
league,  student  prayer  meetings,  and  evangelical  services. 
But  this  year  we  have  added  a  service  which  has  proved 
to  be  a  joy  and  an  inspiration  to  each  of  us.  The  weather 
has  been  lovely  all  fall.  Hence,  repeatedly  we  have 
gathered  around  a  nice  bonfire  in  our  little  amphitheater 
and  enjoyed  the  presence  of  God  in  our  vesper  worship. 
At  times  the  entire  student  body  has  gone  from  vespers 
to  bed  without  one  word  being  spoken.  —  Since  the 
weather  has  turned  too  cool  for  such,  the  boys  and  girls 
have  solemnly  expressed  their  regret  and  keenly  felt  a 
difference.  —  I  hope  that  some  day  we  shall  have  a  place 
to  continue  vespers  indoors  when  the  weather  gets  chilly.

ALBEMARLE  PRESBYTERY 
Home  Mission  Activities 

In  keeping  with  the  awakened  evangelistic  spirit  in 
our  church,  the  home  mission  churches  have  been  holding 
evangelistic  services  during  October  and  November.  A 
number  of  visiting  ministers  have  assisted  our  home 
mission  pastors  in  their  meetings.  Rev.  Fred  Manning 
of  Union,  S.  C,  conducted  services  at  Johnson  chapel  in 
Edgecombe  county  during  October.  Great  interest  was 
manifested  in  Bible  reading  during  the  ten  days  of  the 
meeting  and  a  study  was  conducted  in  the  Epistle  to  the 
Romans.  Rev.  Norton  Dendy  is  pastor  of  Johnsons  cha- 
pel. Rev.  Ernest  G.  Clary,  formerly  chaplain  and  Bible 
teacher  at  the  Berry  School,  in  Georgia,  assisted  Rev. 
Dendy  in  a  meeting  at  Nahala  church.  Afternoon  study 
classes  were  conducted  in  the  first  epistle  of  John  and 
each  night  Mr.  Clary  brought  an  evangelistic  message. 

La  Grange-Jason 

The  congregations  of  the  LaGrange  and  Jason  churches 
are  happy  to  have  as  their  new  pastor-elect.  Rev.  Fred 
Manning,  of  Monarch  church,  Union,  S.  C.  Mr.  Manning 
comes  to  the  field  with  a  ripe  experience  in  building  up 
churches.  Under  his  pastorate  the  church  at  Monarch 
more  than  doubled  its  membership  and  greatly  increased 
its  gifts  to  all  causes  of  the  kingdom.  Mr.  Manning 
visited  the  field  on  November  24  and  was  greeted  by  two 
splendid  congregations.  He  expects  to  move  his  family 
to  LaGrange  before  the  Christmas  holidays.  With  Mr. 
Manning's  coming,  the  building  program  of  the  Jason 
church  will  be  resumed,  and  by  spring  the  spacious  build- 
ing should  be  ready  for  dedication.  It  is  a  lovely  brick 
veneer  building  of  modified  colonial  design.  Elder  Henry 
A.  Walker,  of  the  Kinston  church,  has  made  a  most  gen- 
erous gift  toward  the  work  of  completing  this  church. 

Second  Church,  Rocky  Mt. 
Rev.  R.  L.  Forbis  reports  a  splendid  evangelistic  meet- 
ing under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  A.  G.  Courtenay,  of 
Fountain.  The  attendance  was  the  largest  ever  recorded 
in  the  church.  The  last  night  of  the  meeting  saw  every 
available  seat  taken  and  the  auditorium  crowded  with 
extra  chairs.  A  large  number  of  young  people  attended 
the  services  and  had  a  special  part  in  the  music  of  the 
meeting.  The  new  Sunday  school  rooms,  though  not  yet 
complete,  are  being  used  to  take  care  of  an  increasing 
attendance  in  the  church  school. 

Pine tops 

Work  on  the  new  church  building  at  Pinetops  is  pro- 
gressing nicely.  The  walls  are  up  and  in  a  short  time 
the  building  will  be  enclosed  against  severe  winter 
weather.  When  completed  this  building  will  be  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  in  this  section.  The  building  is  of  the 
English  countryside  style.  The  congregation  will  spend 
the  money  on  hand  to  "get  inside"  for  worship  and  will 
complete  the  interior  on  the  pay-as-you-go  plan.  The 
people  are  to  be  congratulated  on  joining  with  their  pas- 
tor in  constructing  this  new  building.  While  the  building 
is  going  up  the  congregation  is  holding  services  in  the 
public  school  building.  Rev.  H.  R.  McFadyen  is  giving  a 
Bible  study  each  week  to  over  300  children  in  the  Pine- 
tops  school. 

This  church  is  one  of  the  smallest  congregations  in 
the  Synod  which  has  its  own  mission  outpost,  Grace 
Chapei.  An  unusual  rally  day  was  held  this  year  at 
Grace  Chapel,  the  people  meeting  on  a  week  day  and 
after  having  dinner  on  the  grounds  went  into  the  chapel 
for  their  rally  day  program. 

Farmville,  Falkland,  and  Missions 

The  reconditioned  building  at  Ballards  crossroads,  an 
outpost  of  Farmville  church,  is  attracting  a  larger  at- 
tendance to  the  church  and  Sunday  school  services.  This 
building  is  becoming  a  community  center  and  recently 
electric  lights  were  added  to  make  possible  night  meet- 
ings of  community  groups.  Evangelistic  services  were 
held  during  October  at  Carraways  chapel  and  at  Falk- 
land church,  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Eubanks.  During  these  two 
meetinqrs  20  new  members  were  added  to  the  churches. 
Rev.  H.  M.  Wilson  is  promoting  a  full  schedule  of  ser- 
vices at  these  churches  and  missions.  A  prayer  service 
held  at  Carraways  chapel  is  especially  well  attended. 


Martin  County 
Rev.  Z.  T.  PiephoiT  has  been  carrying  on  a  double  load- 
in  the  Martin  county  work  since  the  departure  of  Rev. 
Jack  Vinson  for  China.  For  over  two  months  Mr.  Piep- 
hoff  has  been  holding  the  scheduled  services  of  the  two 
churches  and  three  missions  of  the  Martin  county  field  in 
addition  to  his  own  work  at  Williamston.  Mr.  Piephoff 
hopes  soon  to  have  an  able  assistant  to  take  Mr.  Vinson's 
place.  Evangelistic  services  were  held  at  Bear  Grass  in 
September,  by  Rev.  Ghiselin,  with  two  additions.  In  addi- 
tion to  his  tremendous  load  of  work  Mr.  Piephoff  held 
the  evangelistic  meetings  at  Roberson  chapel,  with  a 
large  attendance.  Six  were  received  into  the  membership 
of  this  church  as  a  result  of  the  meeting. 

Hyde  County 

The  work  at  Calvary  and  Henderlite  Memorial  churches 
was  greatly  revived  during  the  summer  by  the  work  of 
Rev.  T.  L.  Harnesberger,  one  of  our  missionaries  on  fur- 
lough from  China.  Mr.  Harnesberger  spent  two  and  a 
half  months  visiting  among  the  people  and  holding  ser- 
vices in  the  two  churches.  Additional  officers  were 
elected  at  Calvary  church  after  a  successful  evangelistic 
meeting.  Around  ten  were  added  to  the  Calvary  church 
and  several  to  the  Henderlite  Memorial.  Mr.  Harnes- 
berger was  not  able  to  remain  long  enough  to  recondition 
the  manse  at  Calvary,  which  is  in  a  bad  state  of  repair. 
Presbytery's  committee  hopes  to  find  a  minister  for  this 
field  and  to  put  the  manse  in  a  livable  condition. 
Elizabeth  City 

Rev.  Clayton  Crawford  is  leading  this  congregation  in 
a  building  program.  This  field  offers  a  good  opportunity 
for  growth.  Mr.  Crawford  has  the  enthusiastic  support 
of  his  congregation  and  the  help  of  outside  friends  in  his 
program  for  a  more  suitable  house  of  worship.  A  build- 
ing to  cost  $15,000  is  well  under  way.  The  congregation 
is  growing  and  the  people  are  giving  sacrifically  to  the 
new  church  program.  Presbytery's  committee  confidently 
expects  a  self-supnorting  work  at  Elizabeth  City  soon 
after  the  building  program  is  completed. 

William  and  Mary  Hart  Chapel 

This  beautiful  little  church,  situated  at  Leggett,  six 
miles  from  Tarboro,  is  being  supplied  by  Rev.  C.  A. 
Lawrence,  of  Falkland.  A  permanent  pastor  will  be 
called  to  this  work  in  the  near  future.  Evangelistic  ser- 
vices, held  by  Mr.  Lawrence  and  Rev.  Chester  Alexander, 
of  Tarboro,  were  well  attended.  During  this  meeting  in 
October  ten  members  were  added  to  the  church.  The 
home  mission  committee  hopes  to  build  a  manse  at  Leg- 
gett soon.  The  Presbytery's  manse  in  Tarboro  will  be 
disposed  of  and  the  money  used  in  the  building  of  the 
Leggett  manse.  A  challenging  work  is  offered  by  this 
thickly  settled  countryside. 

Dr.  Boyd's  Work 

Rev.  Robert  S.  Boyd,  of  Greenville,  is  continuing  his 
mission  work  in  addition  to  his  heavy  program  as  pastor 
of  the  Greenville  church.  Dr.  Boyd  is  a  splendid  addi- 
tion to  our  home  mission  committee.  He  is  a  tireless  and 
zealous  advocate  of  outpost  work.  The  work  at  the  new 
Meadow  Brook  chapel  near  Greenville  is  serving  an  in- 
creasing number  of  nev/  residents  to  this  suburb.  Dr. 
Boyd  has  extensive  plans  for  a  revived  work  at  the 
Hollywood  community,  where  he  is  holding  services. 
The  Committee's  Activities 

At  its  fall  meeting,  vdth  Presbytery's  approval,  the 
home  mission  committee  organized  a  League  for  Home 
Mission  Advance.  Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff,  who  is  promotional 
secretary  of  home  missions,  is  getting  the  churches  of  the 
Presbytery  acquainted  with  the  needs  of  our  home  mis- 
sion work.  Programs  have  been  put  on  in  the  young 
peonle's  groups  in  the  Presbytery,  and  nlans  have  been 
made  to  present  the  cause  of  home  missions  to  every 
Sundav  school,  auxiliary,  and  young  people's  society  in 
the  Presbytery. 

Durinar  this  week  a  sheet  of  home  mission  facts  will 
be  mailed  to  all  church  oflScers  and  other  leaders  within 
the  Presbytery.  The  great  number  of  unsaved  people  in 
Albemarle  Presbytery  is  a  constant  spur  to  the  committee 
to  extend  its  home  mission  outposts  and  occuny  territory 
where  the  Word  of  God  is  not  being  nreached.  Conserv- 
ative figures  place  the  number  of  unsaved  in  the  bounds 
of  our  Presbytery  at  a  quarter  of  a  million.

HOME  MISSIONS 


CONCORD  PRESBYTERY 


Rev.  S.  B.  Hoyt, 
Chairman 


For  several  years  now  Concord  Presbytery  has  had  no 
superintendent  of  home  missions.  Rev.  R.  S.  Arrowood 
gave  generously  of  his  time  and  energies  for  four  years, 
as  chairman  of  the  home  mission  committee.  Mr.  Arro- 
w^ood,  thus  really  doing  the  work  of  a  part  time  superin- 
tendent, but  getting  no  pay  for  his  work.  This  work 
greatly  blessed  the  work  and  left  it  in  good  shape  finan- 
cially, by  this  saving.  The  gratitude  of  all  who  are  in- 
terested in  our  home  mission  work  goes  to  Mr.  Arrowood 
for  this  work  of  love.  Since  the  spring  meeting  of 
Presbytery  Rev.  S.  Browne  Hoyt,  as  chairman  of  the 
home  mission  committee,  has  carried  on  this  work,  with 
the  loyal  support  of  the  rest  of  the  committee. 

Second  Presbyterian  Church,  Kannapolis.  This  church 
was  organized  the  fourth  of  August,  growing  out  of  a 
mission  started  by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  Rev. 
W.  B.  Heyward  has  a  great  opportunity  here  and  is  doing 
a  splendid  work.  They  have  56  members  and  150  in  the 
Sunday  school. 

Since  its  organization  the  Second  church  has  entirely 
outgrown  its  building  and  having  paid  off  the  debt  went 
to  work  and  added  an  addition.  This  doubles  its  audi- 
torium space  and  adds  six  nice  Sunday  school  rooms  to 
their  original  building.  This  has  been  added  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  help  the  looks  of  the  building. 

Flow-Harris,  between  Concord  and  Kannapolis,  has 
moved  into  their  new  building.  Although  not  complete  it 
is  paid  for  as  far  as  they  have  gone  and  when  completed 
will  take  care  of  a  large  Sunday  school  and  congrega- 
tion.   Dr.  Flow  and  his  people  have  been  richly  blessed. 

Kirkwood  Mission  of  Bethpage.  Sunday  school  rooms 
have  been  added  here  during  the  year.  Mr.  W.  W.  Pres- 
ton was  the  student-pastor  for  the  summer.  Many  other 
churches  ought  to  do  what  Bethpage,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mr.  Turner,  has  done  here. 

Bayless  Memorial  has  almost  doubled  their  member- 
ship since  Rev.  R.  H.  Cox  has  been  pastor,  a  little  over 
a  year.  They  are  still  working  on  their  Sunday  school 
equipment.  Although  they  have  been  in  the  building  for 
some  time,  they  are  hoping  for  200  in  Sunday  school 
soon,  and  we  feel  it  won't  be  long  until  they  are  entirely 
off  the  committee. 

Poplar  Tent  church  was  faithfully  served  by  Rev.  M. 
G.  Lyerly  for  a  little  more  than  seven  years.  This  sum- 
mer a  very  successful  meeting  was  conducted  by  Rev.  J. 
T.  Barham.  They  have  a  splendid  young  people's  work, 
meeting  each  Sunday  night. 

Center  group.  Rev.  J.  K.  Parker  reports  successful 
meetings  at  Center  Shearer's  chapel,  and  Sherrill's  Ford. 
Mr.  Parker  is  greatly  beloved  by  his  people. 

Harmony  group  is  faithfully  served  by  Rev.  F.  A. 
Barnes.  They  report  revival  services  and  vacation  Bible 
schools.  New  Sunday  school  rooms  have  been  added  to 
one  or  more  of  the  churches  in  this  group  this  year. 

Rev.  B.  B.  Shankel  has  the  home  mission  work  around 
Lenoir.  He  is  reporting  two  new  points  opened  up, 
Setzers  Gap  and  Cattrell  Hill.  A  large  group  is  reached 
at  each  point.  Someone  can  make  a  fine  investment  by 
helping  build  a  church  at  one  of  these  points.  Mr. 
Shankel  is  pastor  of  Beattie  Memorial,  Fairview,  and 
Oakwood,  and  besides  these  labors  reports  about  25  other 
addresses  a  month. 

Burke  and  McDowell  counties.  These  14  churches  are 
to  be  grouped  under  three  pastors,  who  have  all  just  come 
to  the  Presbytery. 

Rev.  I.  B.  Ruff— Old  Fort,  Siloam,  Conley  Memorial, 
Landis  Chapel,  and  Oakdale. 

Rev.  G.  M.  Morrow — Glen  Alpine,  Quaker  Meadows, 
Bridgewater,  Arrowood,  and  McDowell. 

Rev.  M.  G.  Lyerly — Clinchfield,  Drusilla,  W.  Marion, 
and  Hebron. 

This  is  a  new  grouping  with  the  men  much  more  con- 
veniently and  strategically  located. 

Mr.  Story,  who  labored  so  long  and  faithfully,  has 
been  critically  ill  since  early  in  June. 

Mr.  Hansell  also  has  had  to  retire  because  of  sick- 
ness. Our  prayers  go  with  these  two  in  their  time  of 
trials. 

The  Second  Church,  Concord,  came  off  the  Home  Mis- 
sion committee  in  the  spring.  In  addition  to  assuming 
full  support  they  have  gone  to  work  and  started  a  mis- 
sion of  their  own.  This  work  is  with  the  colored  people 


of  Concord  in  a  very  needy  section.  Some  75  or  more 
are  gathered  together  each  Sunday  afternoon.  Rev.  W.  B, 
McSwain  with  his  workers,  mostly  young  people,  fur- 
nish the  leadership.  The  Home  Mission  committee  prob- 
ably will  help  some  next  year  with  the  salary  of  a  local 
negro  minister  who  is  helping  in  this  important  work. 

The  Home  Mission  committee  is  encouraging  local 
churches  to  start  mission  points.  It  is  at  the  present 
time  working  with  several  churches,  looking  to  this  end. 
We  feel  that  here  is  a  field  of  large  possibilities.  The 
young  people  of  the  First  Church,  Concord,  under  the 
leadership  of  Miss  Kathryn  Keiger  and  the  encourage- 
ment of  Dr.  Morgan,  are  preparing  to  canvass  a  section 
to  see  if  a  work  might  be  started. 

All  of  our  Home  Mission  fields  but  one  have  entered 
the  Ministers  Annuity  Fund,  affording  this  protection  and 
investment  both  for  their  minister  and  the  churches. 
This  of  course  has  added  an  additional  cost  of  nearly 
$500  to  our  yearly  expenses. 

We  have  heard  a  whisper  that  some  good  ladies  of 
one  of  our  churches  are  to  play  Santa  Claus  to  the 
children  of  one  of  our  Home  Mission  families.  What 
church  and  what  family  would  be  telling,  but  maybe 
others  would  like  to  get  a  little  joy  in  trying  out  the 
same  idea. 

All  of  our  field  are  now  filled  but  one.  When  Rev. 
M.  G.  Lyerly  accepted  the  call  to  Clinchfield,  that  left 
Poplar  Tent  vacant.  At  present.  Rev.  W.  P.  Robertson  of 
Concord  is  supplying  this  fine  old  church.  They  expect 
to  have  a  regular  pastor  before  many  months.

able  more  worthy  young  men  to  help  themselves  by 
working  while  attending  college.  We  believe  the  better 
living  standards  are  reflected  in  a  higher  morale  among 
the  students.  The  addition  of  the  Anstress  McLean  Mem- 
orial Endowment  provides  some  student  aid  each  year.  A 
Director  of  Student  Religious  and  Social  Activities  has 
been  appointed,  and  more  consideration  is  being  given  to 
the  social  welfare  of  the  students. 

The  student  body  has  increased  slightly.  Until  a  new 
dormitory  is  built  there  is  no  room  for  very  much  increase 
in  size.  This  year,  counting  the  aviation  students,  the 
student  body  numbers  128. 

Spiritual  progress  is  difficult  to  measure.  By  faith- 
fully teaching  the  Scripture,  emphasizing  chapel  services, 
and  encouraging  the  use  of  the  means  of  grace,  we  be- 
lieve we  are  carrying  on  the  work  which  is  the  primary 
aim  in  our  college's  existence.  Special  services  are  con- 
ducted twice  each  year.  The  ministerial  student  group 
and  the  Student  Christian  Association  are  active. 

Thanksgiving!  Yes,  for  all  the  many  Presbyterians 
all  over  the  state  who  have  had  part  in  the  upbuilding  of 
Presbyterian  Junior  College;  for  the  administrators, 
faculty  members,  and  staff  members  who  have  faithfully 
given  their  best  efforts;  for  the  trustees  who  have  tra- 
velled long  miles  and  given  of  their  time  to  direct  the 
school's  affairs;  for  loyal  students  and  alumni.  We 
Presbyterians  have  much  to  be  thankful  for  in  our  junior 
college.  May  we  rededicate  our  college  to  an  ever-increas- 
ing service  to  young  men,  "For  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
highest  good  of  youth."

The  Presbyterian  Church,  obeying  the  expressed  will  of  God,  has  called 
away  from  the  sources  of  material  gain,  to  spiritual  ministries,  its  ministers 
and  missionaries. 

It  has  promised  to  provide  the  material  things  needed  for  their  life 
and  efficiency  and  has  refused  to  permit  them  to  turn  aside  to  aivocations  of 
money-making. 

In  many  cases  the  support  provided  has  not  been  adequate  and  the 
Church  has  expected  its  servants  to  be  efficient  when  it  has  not  made  it 
possible  for  them  to  maintain  efficiency. 

Our  Church  now  has  on  its  roll  of  Ministerial  Relief  570  homes.  To 
these  homes  it  is  sending  an  average  of  76  cents  a  day.  That  means  76  cents 
a  day  per  family,  not  per  person. 

Seventy-six  cents  a  day  for  fuel,  food,  rent,  water,  light,  clothing, 
medicine — the  bare  necessities  of  life.  Can't  we  do  better  than  this?

We  are  having  in  our  church  here  at  Spindale  a  re- 
vival in  the  study  of  the  catechisms.  Classes  have  been 
organized  in  the  Sunday  school  for  intensive  study  on  this 
alone,  so  as  to  be  able  to  recite  the  work  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

To  stimulate  this  study,  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk,  of  Charlotte, 
has  offered  a  prize  to  any  member  of  the  Sunday  school 
of  any  of  our  weaker  churches.  The  prize  for  perfect 
recitation  of  the  Child's  Catechism  is  |1;  of  the  Shorter 
Catechism,  $2.    We  have  about  20  enrolled  in  this  study.

I  have  brought  about  the  privilege  of  a  half  hour  of 
religious  inspiration  at  Old  Fort  school.  It  has  a  roll  of 
over  800.  It  is  divided  into  three  groups:  high,  gram- 
mar, and  primary.  A  minister  is  responsible  to  one  of 
these  groups  for  a  month,  then  rotation.  During  October 
I  had  nearly  all  the  groups  myself,  on  account  of  church 
courts. 

Near  Conally  Memorial,  about  three  miles,  is  another 
high  with  about  350.  Here  I  have  half  hour  with  whole 
in  assembly  every  other  week.  The  Conally  children 
attend  here. 

At  Pleasant  Gaidens,  where  the  children  of  Siloam 
and  Landis  churches  attend,  is  a  high  of  some  400.  I  am 
planning  to  secure  an  opportunity  to  speak  to  a  division 
every  other  week. 

I  weekly  bring  a  message  of  about  20  or  30  minutes 
to  a  large  sewing  group,  PWA.  Also  a  group  of  NYA 
girls.  These  all  make  the  finest  kinds  of  audiences.  Dur- 
ing October  I  have  brought  messages  to  an  average  of 
1,000  a  week  in  these  combined  numbers.  I  also  spoke  to 
a  good  group  of  home  demonstration  ladies,  as  well  as 
a  C.C.C.  group,  in  October. 

The  needs  of  the  wide  field  is  great,  having  been  with 
our  pastor  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  at  all  the 
churches.  The  opportunities  are  good.  The  people  are 
kind  and  patient. — T.B.R. 

P.  S. — Old  Fort  is  responding  beautifully.  Our  at- 
tendance is  increasing:  nicely.  We  elected  two  elders 
and  deacons  here  in  October,  three  fine  men.  They  will 
be  taken  through  conference  and  installed  later.  I  am 
covering  the  Confession  on  Wednesday  night  prayer  meet- 
ings for  a  numbei-  of  weeks. — T.B.R.

The  General  Assembly's  Training-  School  for  Lay  Workers  has  during 
its  twenty-six  years  of  existence  enrolled  approximately  450  of  your  young 
people,  and  these  have  gone  forth  in  the  service  of  Christ  and  His  church 
into  every  section  of  our  home  church  and  foreign  field.  Many  have  been 
engaged  within  the  bounds  of  your  own  synod. 

The  Assembly  recognizing  the  importance  of  the  work  and  its  need  for 
immediate  financial  support,  authorized  the  campaign  for  $350,000  to  be  se- 
cured during  the  church  year,  1940-41.  • 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  twice  approved  the  campaign  and 
accepted  a  goal  of  $75,000,  calling  upon  all  individual  church  members  to  make 
liberal  contributions.  Each  presbytery  has  within  it  a  com.mittee  which  has 
allocated  goals  to  the  individual  churches.

OUR  BOYS  IN  MILITARY  CAMPS 

National  DEFENSE  is  heard  on  every  hand  and 
our  boys  are  being  sent  to  military  camps  by  the 
housands  for  training  to  do  their  part  in  an  efficient 
Planner  if  the  occasion  should  arise.  What  about 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  these  young  men  while 
iway  from  home?  What  has  the  Government  done 
to  care  for  their  spiritual  morale?  It  is  well,  fath- 
ers and  mothers,  to  know  the  situation  confronting 
as  and  how  we  as  a  church  are  endeavoring  to  meet 
it.  There  will  soon  be  60,000  or  more  men  at  Fort 
Bragg  near  Fayetteville  and  probably  as  many  will 
3e  gathered  at  Fort  Davis  at  Holly  Ridge  near  Wil- 
nington.  It  is  reported  that  a  $40,000.00  Marine 
3orps  training  center  at  Marines  in  Onslow  and 
^amlico  counfes,  $15,000,000  to  be  expended  at 
Vlarines  and  $25,000,000  in  Pamlico  County  near 
Vlinnesott  Beach  on  the  Neuse  River.  The  land  will 


cost  something  over  $1,000,000  and  about  700,000 
acres  will  be  secured. 

At  all  of  these  places  and  others  that  will  doubt- 
less be  opened,  there  will  be  thousands  upon  thou- 
sands of  our  own  boys.  Chief  of  Staff  General 
George  C.  Marshall  has  this  to  say  on  the  subject 
which  so  greatly  concerns  us:  "A  subject  of  out- 
standing importance  and  one  to  which  we  have  given 
extensive  consideration  is  the  moral  and  spiritual 
welfare  of  the  young  soldier.  Our  Corps  of  Chap- 
lains, with  one  chaplain  for  every  1200  men,  is  well 
organized  and  will  be  adequately  equipped  to  pro- 
vide religious  services  and  training  for  all  denomina- 
tions similar  to  those  found  in  the  average  city  par- 
ish. The  Chief  of  Chaplains  is  being  assisted  by 
Dr.  Paul  Moody  of  the  Protestants,  by  Bishop  John 
O'Hara  for  Catholics,  and  by  Dr.  David  de  Sola  Pool 
of  the  Jewish  Welfare  Board.  There  should  be  no 
fear  that  any  young  man  will  suffer  spiritual  loss 
during  the  period  of  his  military  service,  and,  on  the 
contrary,  we  hope  that  the  young  soldier  will  return 
to  his  home  with  a  keener  understanding  of  the  sa- 
cred ideals  for  which  our  churches  stand. 

"However,  despite  the  facilities  which  ex'st  for 
the  spiritual  protection  of  the  soldier,  there  is  an- 
other serious  problem  arising  from  the  establish- 
ment of  these  large  camps,  and  one  which  troubles 
me  more  than  any  other.  I  am  referring  to  matters 
that  seriously  affect  morale,  that  affect  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  Army,  and  especially  that  will  affect  the 
future  of  the  young  men  now  in  the  service.  I  am 
talking  about  the  problem  of  handling  tremendous 
numbers  of  young  men  who  flood  into  the  small 
nearby  communities  over  the  week-ends,  or  in  the 
evenings  when  their  work  is  done." 

So  far  so  good,  but  what  is  ONE  CHAPLAIN  to 
1200  young  men!  Our  churches  must  be  aroused  to 
the  importance  and  the  NECESSITY  of  throwing  re- 
ligious influences  around  these  young  men. 

At  Fort  Bragg,  Lt.  Col.  Charles  W.  B.  Hill  is  the 
Post  Chaplain.  He  is  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 
There  are  18  chaplain  under  him,  representing  the 
denominations  as  follows:  Catholic,  2;  Christian,  2; 
Baptist,  2;  Lutheran,  2;  Methodist,  7;  and  Presby- 
terian, 3.  The  Presbyterian  Chaplains  are  Capt. 
Ralph  E.  McCaskill,  Capt.  Wm.  C.  Phillips,  and  First 
Lieut.  Wm.  S.  Behrick. 

The  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
has  appointed  a  committee  to  devise  ways  and  means 
for  reaching  our  young  men  in  these  several  camps. 


Assembly's  Training 

School  Campaign 

E.  B.  Paisley 

At  the  date  when  this  issue  of  The  Presbyterian  News 
goes  to  press,  returns  on  the  campaign  for  the  Assembly's 
Training  School  have  been  most  encouraging.  The  church 
has  reported  to  the  Training  School  contributions  to  the 
amount  of  $116,933.81  in  cash  and  pledges.  From  the 
cash  receipts  the  Training  School  has  been  able  to  reduce 
its  indebtedness  by  $58,000.  Only  $12,000  of  indebtedness 
remains,  and  this  is  co^^ered  by  pledges  far  in  excess  of 
this  amount.  Payment  of  the  debt  will  relieve  the  Train- 
ing School  of  constant  and  terrific  pressure. 

This,  however,  is  not  enough.  Since  1928,  the  Training 
School  has  been  forced  to  operate  with  receipts  insufficient 
to  care  for  the  efficient  conduct  of  the  school.  It  would  be 
folly  to  pay  the  debt  and  leave  the  institution  in  a  posi- 
tion which  would  make  it  necessary  for  such  an  experi- 
ence to  be  repeated.  After  careful  study,  the  General 
Assembly  has  called  upon  the  whole  church  to  furnish 
$350,000  as  the  minimum  present  need  of  this  institution. 

The  Training  School  has  not  prosecuted  the  campaign 
during  the  season  for  special  offerings  to  the  wdrk  of  the 
Committees  of  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Re- 
lief, Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions,  but  now  that 
these  seasons  are  passed,  it  is  beginning  again  to  ask 
the  churches  to  complete  this  task  before  the  meeting  of 
the  1941  Assembly. 

We  are  encouraged  to  report  that  a  benevolent  foun- 
dation has  granted  $5,000  to  the  Training  School  when 
the  total  amount  of  subscriptions  in  this  campaign  shall 
have  reached  $150,000  and  the  cash  payments  shall  have 
reached  $100,000.  It  is  possible  for  us  to  attain  this  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  if  even  a  few 
more  of  the  churches  will  do  their  part. 

The  church  has  not  finished  what  it  has  so  well  be- 
gun. Let  us  take  courage  that  it  has  started  and  ex- 
ercise persistence  until  the  goal  is  reached.

From  Brazil: 

Mission  meeting  was  a  particularly  happy  occasion 
this  year  as  all  members  but  one  were  present,  and  three 
new  missionaries  were  welcomed  into  the  work.  On  the 
opening  morning  we  felt  deeply  moved  as  we  sang  to- 
gether in  worship, 

"Jesus  calls  us:  o'er  the  tumult  .  .  . 
Saying,  'Christian,  follow  Me!'  " 
As  I  looked  around  the  group,  I  realized  what  following 
Christ  has  meant  to  them  these  past  few  years  since  I 
have  known  them.  Many  grey  hairs  were  visible  that 
were  not  there  four  years  ago,  skin  on  the  faces  seemed 
dry  and  more  lined  due  to  tlae  trying  climate,  and  in 
comparison  to  the  freshness  of  those  just  out  from  the 
homeland  they  appeared  a  bit  worn  and  tired.  But  the 
unimportance  of  these  things  was  realized  as  the  reports 
were  being  read.  Each  missionary  gave  thanks  to  God 
for  the  blessing  on  his  work  the  past  year,  and  each 
spoke  of  the  glorious  opportunities  yet  before  us. 

Here  at  Gammon  Institute  we  have  had  a  good  year 
in  all  the  departments  of  the  Institution.  Our  enroll- 
ment was  670,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
But  what  pleased  us  most  were  'the  indications  of  the 
influence  of  Gammon.  This  influence  was  quite  evident 
in  a  series  of  incidents.  On  Founder's  Day  many  cams 
from  far  and  near.  Formerly  they  came  here  bringing 
their  little  cowhide  trunks  on  muleback,  but  now  they 
come  in  automobiles  of  the  latest  models.  Only  a  few 
days  ago  a  father  wrote  from  a  far  interior  town  ask- 
ing if  Lavras  had  an  airport. 
From  Japan: 

We  had  five  detectives  and  policemen  coming  to  ques- 
tion us — asking  where  we  went,  or  for  what — were  under 
espionage  as  spies  for  the  U.  S.  Government.  Food  was 
running  short,  and  the  supplies  sent  by  relatives  by  boat 
from  America  were  being  held  for  months  in  the  cus- 
toms— apparently  to  make  it  difficult  for  missionaries. 
We  had  not  had  a  potato  for  two  months,  cooking  fats, 
oils,  and  flour  were  giving  out.  We  could  get  a  small 
supply  of  rice,  mixed  with  oats  or  barley,  by  tickets. 
Soap,  even  for  laundry,  was  going  off  the  shelves.  Sugar, 
one  cup  per  month,  sold  only  by  a  ticket  given  by  police. 
Matches  were  limited  to  three  matches  each  day — to 
light  fires,  etc.  We  cook  with  charcoal.  That  was  to 
be  cut  to  about  two  coal  bucketfuls  a  month,  for  cookiri^ 
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meals  and  heating  baths,  etc.,  per  adult.  One  towel  a 
year  became  the  order,  cotton  goods  was  running  short. 

From  China: 

The  first  stated  meeting  of  the  newly  organized 
Suchowfu  Presbytery  (December  10,  1940)  was  a  thriller! 
Around  20  pastors  and  elders  were  present.  We  three 
missionary  evangelists  were  also  in  attendance. 

Early  in  the  meeting  we  Americans  faced  them  with 
two  facts  arising  out  of  the  very  strained  relations  ex- 
isting between  America  and  Japan  in  the  Pacific:  (1) 
That  at  any  time  all  of  us  U.  S.  citizens  might  have  to 
leave  for  America  or  West  China.  (2)  That  in  case  we 
had  to  leave,  the  generous  gifts  from  their  mother  church 
in  the  States  upon  which  they  had  so  largely  depended 
in  years  past  might  be  entirely  cut  off. 

It  was  thrilling  to  see  the  way  those  men  faced  these 
facts.  They  gave  us  real  evidence  for  believing  that  the 
Church  of  Christ  has  TAKEN  ROOT  in  China!  One  of 
their  number  arose  during  one  of  the  meetings  and  ad- 
dressed us  American  brethren  in  the  following  manner: 

"We  hate  the  thought  of  your  leaving  us  if  that  is 
necessary,  but  if  and  when  you  do  leave,  don't  worry 
about  us  out  here  because  we  are  going  to  carry  on." 

I  believe  that  that  brother  represented  his  fellow- 
presbyters  when  he  spoke  and  I  feel  fully  assured  that 
they  will  be  faithful  shepherds. 

This  is  going  to  be  a  different  letter  from  any  I  have 
ever  written.  It'll  make  some  of  you  glad,  and  some  of 
you  sad,  and  it  might  make  a  few  of  you  "mad".  And 
all  this  because  I'm  going  to  mention  something  that 
we  all  like  to  talk  about,  but  none  of  us  like  to  be  talked 
about — money.  No,  I  don't  want  you  to  give  us  one 
penny. 

I  am  thinking  now  of  my  wife's  reluctance  to  leave 
China.  It  was  not  only  because  of  her  love  for  me  (and 
that's  a  lot!)  or  of  her  love  for  the  work  (and  that's  a 
lot,  too!).  But  one  reason  why  she  held  out  to  the  last 
against  going  back  to  the  U.  S.  A.  with  the  children  was 
the  thought  of  how  much  it  would  cost  the  Executive 
Committee  to  get  them  across  from  Suchowfu,  China,  to 
Atlanta,  Georgia.  And  the  main  reason  why  she  went 
when  she  did,  on  the  "Coolidge",  was  that  a  later  boat 
would  have  cost  U.  S.  $300  more  for  our  family  than  the 
Third-Class-Tourist  combination  they  had  on  the  "Coo- 
lidge". 

I'm  thinking  not  just  of  our  family  now,  but  of  all 
our  missionaries  who  had  to  evacuate  from  China,  Japan 
and  Korea.  Not  a  one  wanted  to  go.  Not  a  one  ran 
away  from  his  post  of  duty.  But  each  for  a  very  real 
reason  was  constrained  to  leave  his  beloved  work.  In 
some  cases  it  was  to  remove  little  children  from  the 
danger  of  war  breaking  upon  them;  in  other  cases  pool 
health  or  old  age  forbade  their  remaining  to  risk  intern 
ment  or  worse;  while  in  yet  other,  cases  (especially  in 
Korea)  the  missionaries  left  because  their  presence  was  a 
source  of  embarrassment  and  even  a  menace  to  the  na- 
tive Christians.  Instead  of  blame  I  know  that  you  will 
give  them  all  your  loving  sympathy. 

And  now  I  am  thinking  of  the  terrific  burden  thai 
Dr.  Darby  Fulton  and  our  entire  Executive  Committet 
are  bearing:  for  they  of  necessity  have  had  to  spend 
tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  evacuate  so  many  of  oui 
missionaries  from  the  Far  East.  How  in  God's  name 
will  they  shoulder  this  load,  unless  God's  people  througl 
all  our  Church  rise  up  and  help  them  bear  this  burden; 

The  burden  is  on  my  heart,  and  that's  why  I  an: 
writing  to  all  of  you  who  are  so  near  to  my  heart.  Jusi 
to  get  our  family  home  cost  the  Executive  Committee 
nearly  $1500,  real  money!  I  have  been  thinking  of  what 
a  fine  thing  it  would  be — and  how  proud  we  would  be  oi 
you — if  you,  our  dear  friends,  would  send  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  enough  to  cover  the  entire  evacuatior 
expense  (I'll  not  say  running  expenses! )  of  Mrs.  H.  anc 
the  children;  all  this  to  be  over  and  above  your  ordinarj 
gifts  to  Missions,  of  course.  And  it  will  not  be  hardl 
for  this  letter  is  going  to  444  friends  all  over  America  fraiw 
And  if  each  of  you,  as  you  are  led  in  your  heart,  wil  and  ( 
scribble  off  a  check  for  $1  or  $5,  or  more,  payable  bt  safel 
the  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  matjortlii 
to  Mr.  Curry  B.  Hearn,  treasurer,  P.  0.  Box  330,  Nash  ' 
ville,  Tenn.,  I'll  wager  that  every  dollar  of  the  expens< 
that  we  have  deprecated  -wiW  be  liquidated,  and  then 
will  be  a  good  balance  to  apply  on  the  evacuation  of  th( 
other  missionaries. 

Won't  you  do  this  fine  thing,  not  only  because  of  youi 
love  for  us,  and  to  please  us,  but  most  of  all  because  o] 
vour  love  of  our  Lord?  I  know  it  will  please  Himi 
Would  that  we  all  could  say  with  Him,  " — For  I  d< 
always  those  things  that  please  Him."

THE  TRYON-COLUMBUS  FIELD

These  churches  have  had  a  good  year  thus  far.  The 
.[i  Tryon  Church  has  been  able  to  keep  on  time  with  its 
,j  schedule  of  payments  on  its  church  debt,  as  well  as  tak- 
ing care  of  all  other  obligations  as  they  fall  due.  The 
church  has  done  more  in  taking  care  of  its  Benevolent 
Budget  than  ever  before.  In  all  the  work  of  the  church 
there  has  been  a  steady  and  strong  growth,  the  increase 
in  financial  strength  being  based  on  the  addition  of  a 
group  of  good  workers  to  the  church. 

The  Columbus  Church  has  had  a  good  year,  also.  But 
the  story  has  been  written  in  the  midst  of  difficulty.

sjstored  with  the  Historical  Foundation  at  Montreat  on  the 
ground  floor  of  the  Assembly  Inn  .  .  .  that  was  when 
he  church  at  Castanea  had  been  abandoned  .  .  .  the  old 
rame  church  had  fallen  in  ruins,  and  the  historic  Bible 
land  communion  silver  set  were  taken  to  Montreat  for 
afe  keeping  by  the  Foundation  .  .  .  within  the  past  two 
or  three  years,  the  Castanea  church  has  been  revived,  a 
handsome  new  stone  building  has  been  erected  and  the 
congregation  has  taken  on  new  life  under  the  pastorate 
of  Mr.  Ratchford  .  .  .  consequently  they  asked  permis- 
ion  to  have  ownership  of  their  historic  Bible  again  .  .  . 
it  was  brought  down  from  Montreat  by  S.  A.  Robinson 
lome  weeks  ago  and  was  taken  back  to  its  original  home 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Ratchford  ...  it  is  in  an  excellent  state  of 
reservation,  well  bound  and  undamaged  ...  it  could 
e  used  without  any  harm  to  it  .  .  .  Mrs.  Jackson  was 


one  of  the  daughters  of  Dr.  Robert  Hall  Morrison,  famous 
Lincoln  county  divine,  one  of  the  founders  of  and  first 
president  of  Davidson  College. 

Dr.  Morrison  had  six  daughters,  all  of  whom  married 
officers  in  the  Confederate  army  .  .  .  they  were  Isabella, 
who  married  Gen.  D.  H.  Hill;  Eugenia,  who  married  Gen. 
Rufus  Barringer;  Susan,  who  married  Judge  Alphonso 
C.  Avery;  Harriett,  who  married  James  P.  Irvin;  Laura, 
who  married  Col.  John  Edmund  Brown;  and  Anna,  who 
married  Gen.  Stonewall  Jackson  .  .  .  four  sons  of  Dr. 
Morrison  were  also  officers  .  .  .  the  ancestral  home  of  the 
Morrisons  in  Lincoln  county  was  called  "Cottage  Home" 
...  it  was  built  on  land  given  to  Dr.  Morrison's  wife, 
who  was  Mary  Isabella  Graham,  by  her  father,  Gen. 
Joseph  Graham  .  .  .  after  the  tragic  death  of  her  husband, 
Mrs.  Stonewall  Jackson  returned  from  Lexington,  Va.,  to 
"Cottage  Home"  where  she  lived  until  the  death  of  her 
father.  Dr.  Morrison,  when  she  went  to  Charlotte  to  live 
.  .  .  she  was  the  first  citizen  of  Charlotte  during  her  life- 
time and  helped  welcome  many  visiting  celebrities,  in- 
cluding two  or  more  Presidents  .  .  .  she  died  in  April, 
1915,  and  is  buried  beside  General  Jackson  at  Lexington 
.  .  .  Joseph  Graham  Morrison,  grandson  of  Dr.  Morrison, 
county  agent  of  Lincoln  county,  who  married  Miss  Pearl 
Gardner  of  Shelby,  now  lives  at  the  old  home  .  .  .  one 
of  his  sons  is  a  preacher,  Rev.  Joseph  Graham  Morrison, 
Jr.,  and  another,  Junius,  is  a  pilot  on  the  Eastern  Air 
Lines.

CASTANEA,  Rev.  R.  H.  Ratchford,  pastor.

CHERRYVILLE,  Rev.  R.  J.  Hunter,  pastor 

The  church  promised  to  keep  up  usual  activities,  as 
when  Bro.  Riddle  was  here,  but  the  flu  epidemic  came 
along  and  thwarted  all  our  well  laid  plans.  Schools, 
churches,  movies  and  lodges  were  closed.  None  of  these 
organizations  have  come  back  to  normal.  The  week  of 
prayer  and  self-denial  was  also  broken  up.  We  did  have 
several  prayer  meetings,  and  I  gave  two  Sunday  morning 
services  to  the  Study  of  Missions.  The  Auxiliary  put  in 
as  much  time  as  they  possibly  could,  on  the  Mission 
study  book.  We  are  planning  to  have  the  contributior 
for  Missions  next  Sunday  morning.  (February  9.)  We 
are  not  able  to  estimate  what  the  sum  may  be.  If  all  who 
prayed  about  the  cause  should  be  liberal — as  liberal  as 
they  earnestly  prayed,  we  ought  to  have  a  creditable  sum. 

The  church  treasurer  tells  me  that  the  church  envel- 
opes fell  off  considerably.  He  thinks  the  closing  up  and 
the  expense  of  flu,  has  caused  the  shortage.  I  am  find- 
ing a  goodly  number  of  the  membership.  All  speak  en- 
couragingly of  prospects  for,  at  least,  the  usual  activities 
of  the  congregation.  Personally,  I  am  enjoying  the  work, 
and  the  people  are  lending  a  cordial  welcome.  The  town 
is  also  very  cordial.  I  have  spoken  to  the  high  school 
students  three  times;  to  the  grammar  school  once;  to  the 
Union  church  services  (four  denominations).  I'm  dated 
for  a  service  for  the  CCC  boys.  The  community  should 
know  me  even  tho,  I  know  a  very  few  among  them.  I 
preached  in  the  afternoon,  in  a  community  house  of  one 
of  the  Cotton  Mills,  where  a  Sunday  school  was  being 
held.  A  large  majority  of  those  present  claimed  to  be 
Baptists.  There  were  more  old  people  than  children.  No 
chance  for  a  Presbyterian  outpost  there.  What  Presby- 
terians were  present  were  members  of  this  church.

AHOSKIE,  Rev.  Stuart  Bennett,  pastor. 

Our  church  here  is  doing  splendidly.  We  have  had  66 
additions  to  our  Sunday  school  in  the  last  11  months, 
and  36  additions  to  our  church  ...  a  number  of  these 
additions  being  adults  who  joined  the  church  on  a  pro- 
fession of  faith.

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THE  ART  OF  BEING  KIND 

"f  ET  US  be  kind  to  one  another,  for  most  of  us  are 
fighting  a  hard  battle,"  is  a  sample  of  many  fine 
things  among  the  writings  of  the  late  Dr.  John  Wat- 
son (Ian  Maclaren),  who,  in  his  day,  was  a  great 
power,  and  whose  name  is  still  cherished  by  thou- 
sands. At  this  season  of  the  year,  when  our  hearts 
are  most  gently  disposed,  his  words  on  kindness  may 
not  fall  on  barren  ground,  and  may  help  to 
strengthen  the  spirit  of  good-will,  which  is  so  indis- 
pensable to  our  commercial  life. 

"There  is  no  balm  for  sarrow  .  .  like  your  neigh- 
bor's kindness.  Much  of  the  sorrow  of  life  springs 
from  the  accumulation  day  by  day  and  year  by  year, 
of  little  trials — a  letter  written  in  less  than  courte- 
ous terms,  a  wrangle  •at  the  breakfast  table  over 
some  arrangement  of  the  day,  the  rudeness  of  an 
acquaintance  on  the  way  to-  the  city,  an  unfriendly 
act  on  the  part  of  anoth.er  firm,  a  cruel  criticism 
needlessly  reported  by  some  meddler,  a  feline 
amenity  at  afternoon  tea,  the  disobedience  of  one 
of  your  children,  a  social  slight  by  one  of  your  cir- 
cle, a  controversy  too  hotly  conducted — which  might 
have  been  spared  if  we  or  our  brother  man  had  had 
a  grain  of  kindliness.  Our  social  insolences,  our  ir- 
ritating manners,  our  censorious  judgment,  our 
venomous  letters,  our  pin-pricks  in  conversation,  are 
all  forms  of  deliberate  unkindliness  and  evidences 
of  an  ill-conditioned  nature.  .  . 

"Let  us  resolve  that  if  we  are  out  of  sorts,  or  if 
we  have  been  disappointed  in  our  work,  we  will  not 
take  it  out  of  our  neighbors,  our  wife  and  children, 
our  servants  or  our  clerks;  that  we  will  not  debate 
and  wrangle  in  speech  about  politics  and  religion 
and  a  hundred  other  things  of  less  importance  till 
every  one  is  on  edge. 

.  .  If  one  has  had  success,  let  us  make  much 
of  it.  If  one  has  had  a  reverse,  let  him  know  that 
wc  also  sulfer. 

"Let  us  never  pass  a  friend  without  a  signal  of 
good-will.  •  .  . 

"If  we  hear  evil  gossip,  let  us  bury  it  immedi- 
ately. 

"Let  us  blaze  abroad  any  good  report  about  any- 
one. 

"Let  us  carry  ourselves  patiently  with  tiresome, 
irritating,  sour  and  uncharitable  people.  .  .  , 

"Let  us  write  a  letter  in  such  terms  that  the 
post  will  bring  pleasure  next  day  to  some  house." 


Jesus  regarded  it  of  very  great  importance  that 
His  followers  convey  to  others  the  right  impression 
of  God.  The  final  question  for  any  Christian  in 
the  matter  of  influence  is,  "What  impression  of  God 
do  we  give  to  men?"  It  does  not  matter  so  much 
what  men  think  of  us,  but  it  does  matter  what  men 
think  about  the  God  whom  we  profess  to  love  and 
serve.  The  answer  to  the  question  will  be  found  in 
what  you  are  rather  than  in  what  you  say.

WHAT  YOUR  CHURCH  OFFERS 

"And  the  hour  shall  be  filled  with  music. 
With  songs  and  praise  and  prayer. 

And  the  burdens  of  life  shall  be  lifted 
From  all  who  enter  there." 

'T'HESE  lines,  taken  from  the  bulletin  of  a  metro- 
*  politan  church,  aptly  describe  what  the  church 
promises  those  who  enter  its  portals.  The  church 
seeks  to  give  expression  and  reality  to  those  wonder- 
ful words  of  the  Master  when  He  said,  "Come  unto 
me  all  ye  who  labor  and  are  heavy  laden  and  I  will 
give  you  rest."  The  music,  the  prayers,  the  sermon 
— these  all  but  point  to  Him  who  can  meet  the  needs 
of  them  who  seek  strength,  guidance,  comfort  and 
peace. 

But — there  are  reservations  to  be  made  regard- 
ing these  lines.  In  a  way  they  are  true  for  one  who 
enters  the  church  at  all.  But  in  a  very  real  sense 
such  a  promise  presupposes  a  habit  of  life,  an  atti- 
tude of  the  soul,  a  regular  seeking  because  there  is 
an  ever-recurring  need.  No  one  would  think  of  ex- 
pecting one  meal  to  do  one  a  week.  Yet  many  go  to 
church  on  Christmas  Sunday  and  at  Easter,  or  per- 
haps only  at  Easter,  and  expect  their  souls  to  be 
sustained  for  a  year  on  the  nourishment  received. 
And  as  a  rule,  they  are  the  people  who  blame  the 
church  for  its  failure  to  help  them,  who  accuse  it  of 
being  unequal  to  their  needs. 

And  in  lesser  measure  the  same  is  true  of  those 
who  make  church  going  a  matter  of  convenience, 
rather  than  a  regular  practice.  The  church  must 
have  a  chance  with  people  if  its  mission  to  act  as  a 
medium  for  the  Spirit  of  God  is  realized. 

Our  church  offers  much  through  its  ministry  to 
those  who  have  recently  entered  its  fellowship.  It 
seeks  to  demonstrate  to  the  people  of  this  community 
that  it  is  a  channel  of  God's  grace  to  men's  hunger 
and  need  of  spiritual  reality.  It  only  asks,  however, 
that  it  be  given  a  chance.

Christian  Social  Service  is 
a  vital  and  important  phase  of 
our  church  work.  The  Master's 
eyes  were  ever  open  to  the  hu- 
man needs  around  Him,  and 
through  those  same  eyes  His 
co-labourers  today  should  be 
able  to  plan  wisely  how  to  meet 
the  still  existing  human  needs  in  order  that  Christ 
may  be  made  known  in  every  relationship  of  life. 

Amid  the  spiritual  darkness  that  war  has  brought 
to  many  parts  of  the  world,  and  that  may  come  to 
still  other  nations,  men  need  more  than  ever  that 
renewal  of  hope  and  strengthening  of  faith  that 
can  be  found  nowhere  save  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ.

A  very  definite  work  which  the  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Service  is  asked  to  promote  is  that 
of  the  Negro  Woman's  Conference  held  in  Teacher's 
College,  Winston-Salem  in  June.  Plans  should  be 
made  to  select  and  send  delegates  capable  of  lead- 
ership in  their  community  to  this  conference. 

The  field  of  Christian  Social  Service  is  white  with 
opportunities.  And  unto  the  least  service  that  is 
rendered  may  we  remember  to  do  it  in  the  spirit 
of  love  and  "in  His  name".  Social  Service  is  not 
enough — it  must  be  Christian  Social  Service,  and 
not  only  Christian  Social  Service  but  Christian  Soul 
Service.

If  we  were  to  start  down  the  street  and  ask  eacli 
one  we  met  what  their  job  was,  there  would  be  a  mul- 
titude of  answers,  and  probably  all  would  be  different.

In  the  light  of  the  New  Testament  our  task  is 
to  have  the  spirit  of  love,  not  so  much  as  a  sentiment 
but  as  active  good  will.  To  live  a  life  of  good  will  and 
strive  to  build  it  into  all  relationships,  that  is  the 
supreme  task  of  living.  It  is  such  a  life  as  God  lives 
towards  his  children  and  yearns  to  see  them  live  to- 
wards Him  and  towards  each  other. 

With  this  in  mind,  then  we  think  of  our  task  as 
the  realization  of  the  Christian  spirit.  That  being 
true,  what  we  do  is  the  way  of  expressing  a  spirit, 
and  he  best  does  his  task  who  best  through  the  ac- 
tivities of  life  expresses  the  spirit  of  Jesus.

MATCHLESS  SERVICE 

A  GREAT  many  people  get  the  idea  that  they  have 
little  opportunity  for  what  they  call  real  serv- 
ice in  the  church.  The  simple  daily  duties  of  life 
consume  most  of  their  strength  and  time,  and  they 
have  the  feeling  that  theirs  is  such  a  humble  part 
in  life's  great  work-a-day  world  that  their  service 
for  the  Lord  will  be  counted  as  nothing.  They  even, 
fancy  that  they  are  hindered  by  these  little  common 
duties  from  performing  some  greater  work  some- 
where in  the  church  or  the  world. 

But  we  should  stop  to  consider  that  after  all,  the 
one  who  toils  faithfully  to  perform  all  the  little,  irk- 
some duties  as  they  come  daily  to  his  hand,  doing 
them  thoroughly,  patiently  and  uncomplainingly  for 
those  about  him,  is  the  one  who  is  rendering  the 
highest  kind  of  service.  It  may  not  be  counted  as 
such  in  the  eyes  of  men,  but  in  the  eyes  of  God  will 
find  favor. 

A  few  weeks  ago  there  came  to  our  attention  a  no- 
tice of  the  death  of  an  individual  who  had  been  one 
of  the  humble  workers  in  God's  kingdom.  That  no- 
tice, brief  as  it  was,  told  a  story  of  service  for  hu- 
manity such  as  we  believe  few  will  excel.  It  is  the 
story  of  a  little  girl,  left  motherless  at  the  age  of 
twelve.  Still  more  pathetic  was  the  fact  that  there 
were  seven  younger  than  herself  in  the  family  left 
motherless  also.  It  was  a  great  task  this  little 
twelve-year-old  girl  undertook — the  mothering  and 
caring  for  all  these  younger  ones.  But  she  did  it 
bravely  and  faithfully  through  the  years  that  fol- 
lowed, until  they  were  grown  to  manhood  and  wom- 
anhood. None  can  tell  of  the  countless  sacrifices- 
she  must  have  made  in  order  to  accomplish  this 
task.  And  who  can  imagine  the  round  of  irksome, 
monotonous  duties  which  must  have  fallen  to  her 
small  hands  to  perform?  How  weary  her  feet  must 
have  been  at  times,  and  how  heavy  her  burden  of  re- 
sponsibility seemed! 

When  the  children  were  all  grown  she  then  went 
to  keep  house  for  a  grandparent,  after  that  back 
home  again  to  keep  house  for  some  of  her  brothers,, 
until  the  life  of  service  was  at  last  quickly  ended 
by  the  hand  of  death. 

The  world  knows  little  about  the  devotion  and 
sacrifice  of  this  humble  saint.  It  would  call  her 
life  a  dull,  monotonous  one.  But  these  children  now 
rise  up  and  call  her  blessed,  glorifying  in  the  match- 
less service  she  rendered  them  in  their  younger 
years.  And  the  shining  record  made  of  her  by  the 
recording  angel,  could  we  but  see  it,  would  doubtless 
make  known  to  us  many  good  deeds  of  love  and  devo- 
tion which  would  equal,  nay,  far  excel,  the  record  of 
some  whose  works  seem  more  pretentious  and  which,  i 
have  won  applause  in  the  eyes  of  men. 
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DAVIDSON  COLLEGE 

Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  President 


Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham  entered  upon  his  duties  as 
president  of  Davidson  College  on  February  1.  However, 
the  trustees  requested  him  to  visit  other  colleges  and 
universities,  North  and  South,  that  he  might  interview 
college  presidents  and  deans,  and  thus  bring  to  Davidson 
the  best  up-to-date  methods  to  be  had  concerning  the  work 
of  the  president's  office  and  the  work  of  administering 
the  educational  program  of  the  college.  During  his  ab- 
sence on  this  mission.  Dr.  Cunningham  has  requested  Dr. 
Lingle  to  remain  in  the  office  and  hold  the  fort  until  he 
is  permanently  settled  at  Davidson,  which  will  be  early 
in  March.  The  whole  college  and  community  are  looking 
forward  with  joy  to  the  coming  of  Dr.  Cunningham  and 
his  family.  In  the  meantime,  the  president's  house  is 
being  given  a  thorough  overhauling. 

The  new  catalogue  of  the  college  will  be  out  in  the 
near  future,  and  in  addition  to  giving  full  information 
about  the  courses  of  study  and  expenses  involved,  it  will 
give  some  very  interesting  information  about  the  student 
body.  The  total  enrollment  of  students  for  this  session 
has  been  689.  The  college  administration  tries  to  limit 
the  number  each  year  to  650.  But  we  registered  more 
than  that  number  this  year  as  we  did  not  know  what  the 
war  might  do  to  our  student  body  before  the  end  of  the 
session.  Enrollment  by  classes  is  as  follows:  Seniors  135, 
Juniors  155,  Sophomores  151,  Freshmen  237,  and  Specials 
11.  These  students  have  come  from  24  different  states 
and  eight  foreign  countries.  Those  from  foreign  countries 
are  sons  of  missionaries.  The  largest  numbers  come  from 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Florida,  Virginia,  Geo- 
gia,  Tennessee,  Alabama  and  Kentucky.  Our  students  are 
looking  forward  toward  many  different  vocations.  More 
than  ten  students  have  registered  for  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing callings  in  life:  Business  112,  Medicine  111,  Min- 
istry 46,  Law  41,  Teaching  31,  Chemistry  23,  Aviation  16, 
Music  15,  Banking  13,  Accounting  12,  Engineering  12, 
Undecided  155.  It  is  stated  in  the  literature  that  goes 
out  from  the  college  that  the  purpose  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege is  to  train  men  for  Christian  leadership  in  all  the 
walks  of  life. 

The  following  quotation  from  a  letter  written  by  a 
research  student  in  another  institution  ought  to  gratif^ 
the  friends  of  Davidson  College.  It  reads  in  part  as  fol- 
lows: "In  preparing  an  article  on  the  standing  of  North 
Carolina's  Big  Five  College  Faculties,  I  found  that  the 
Faculty  of  Davidson  College  ranks  first  in  percentage 
of  degrees  held.  Since  this  study  naturally  speaks  well 
for  Davidson  College,  I  would  appreciate  it  if  you  would 
prepare  me  a  statement  for  publication.  To  what  do  you 
attribute  Davidson's  high  ranking?  Does  Davidson  have 
any  particular  policy  in  employing  faculty  members?"  In 
brief,  we  might  say  that  in  employing  faculty  members 
we  have  three  requirements  that  we  insist  upon  as  a 
minimum.  Does  he  know  his  subject?  Can  he  teach  it? 
Are  his  character  and  personality  such  that  his  influence 
in  the  classroom  and  on  the  campus  will  be  positively 
Christian? 

The  construction  of  our  new  library  and  our  new  Sci- 
ence Building  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  Both  of  these 
buildings  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  before  the  open- 
ing of  the  next  session  next  September.  The  library  is 
the  gift  of  a  Davidson  alumnus  and  is  being  erected  as 
a  memorial  to  his  father  and  mother.  The  cost  will  be 
$150,000.  The  new  Science  Building  is  being  erected  by 
funds  which  were  contributed  during  the  Centennial  Cam- 
paign. 

Davidson  College  hopes  to  do  her  part  in  the  campaign 
for  Christian  Education  which  was  planned  by  the  last 
General  Assembly  and  approved  by  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  This,  as  our  readers  know,  is  to  be  an  As- 
sembly-wide campaign  covering  all  synods  and  presby- 
teries in  the  bounds  of  our  General  Assembly. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on 
this  campaign,  each  Presbyterian  college  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  was  requested  to  state  in  specific  terms 
its  needs.  Davidson  still  needs  a  good  many  things,  but 
its  three  greatest  needs  are:  A  new  church,  a  new  gym- 
nasium, and  an  increased  endovvnuent. 

We  are  hoping  that  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Caro- 
lina will  move  forward  as  a  unit  in  this  campaign  which 
will  probably  extend  over  the  next  two  years,  and  that 
thus  moving,  we  may  be  able  to  equip  all  of  our  Pres-

MUSIC  FOR  STABILITY 

At  a  time  when  the  world  is  torn  by  upheaval  and 
terror,  the  need  for  stability  in  our  daily  lives  is  real- 
ized more  than  ever  before.  Regardless  of  business  or 
profession,  a  sanctuary  is  required  by  every  one  as  a 
retreat  from  the  toxic  pessimism  a  few  individuals  main- 
tain. This  sanctuary  may  be  expressed  in  many  ways  but 
ultimately  it  would  constitute  mental  rest  and  relaxation 
as  a  defense  against  corrosive  thoughts.  The  arts  have 
been  considered  to  be  the  needed  retreat  since  earliest 
times,  and  of  the  arts  not  one  offers  this  opportunity  as 
generously  as  music.  One  of  the  greatest  philosophers 
Homer,  realized  that  this  art  provides  the  stability  we 
need  today  when  he  said,  "Noble  and  manly  music  in- 
vigorates the  spirit,  strengthens  man  and  incites  him  to 
great  and  worthy  deeds." 

For  proof  of  Homer's  contention,  we  may  look  to  the 
college  student  of  today.  He  may  be  aroused  to  the  pur- 
suit of  music  as  an  avocation  by  contact  with  the  art  in 
his  daily  life,  for  it  is  nowhere  absent.  He  is  aware  of 
music  accompanying  all  events  of  his  day.  In  church, 
music  of  the  finest  type  constitutes  a  major  portion  of  the 
service.  The  radio  in  his  room  or  car  provides  an  abun- 
dance of  both  popular  and  serious  music.  He  enjoys  a 
moving  picture  set  to  a  background  of  music,  his  social 
gatherings  demand  music,  and  so  on  into  every  activity 
of  his  life  until  he  realizes  the  importance  of  its  pres- 
ence and  begins  to  consider  it  more  seriously.  With  his 
serious  consideration  comes  a  demand  for  knowledge  of 
the  art  and  its  principles  and  with  the  knowledge  comes 
a  demand  for  more  music.  Thus  he  has  found  an  avocation 
and  activity  for  his  leisure  hours.  When  he  has  discovered 
this  escape,  he  has  found  a  retreat  in  which  he  may  com- 
pletely forget  the  petty  troubles  and  stabilize  his  mind 
for  the  tasks  requiring  an  unafraid  and  resolute  faith 
in  himself.  For  proof  of  these  results  we  turn  to  any  of 
the  outstanding  men  of  our  time  and  find  agreement  in 
the  need  for  a  few  hours  each  day  or  each  week  in  which 
to  submerge  oneself  in  an  activity  which  through  com- 
plete absorption  brings  mental  rest  and  strength.  In 
the  majority  of  cases  one  finds  music  to  be  the  form  of 
activity. 

With  the  student  who  pursues  music  as  a  vocation 
one  discovers  a  training  which  will  mold  him  into  a  char- 
acter containing  the  highest  conceptions  of  Americanism. 
From  the  first  year  in  college,  he  learns  to  work  in  co- 
operation vidth  his  fellow  men.  Every  band  and  orchestra 
is  governed  by  rules  and  regulations  and  is  directed  by 
a  personage  of  a  strong  and  demanding  personality  which 
ultimately  teaches  you  the  discipline,  respect  and  sociabil- 
ity. His  profession  will  become  a  lasting  one,  the  ideals 
of  which  he  vdll  carry  out  into  society.  In  the  com- 
munity his  activity  will  bring  innumerable  contacts  and 
at  the  same  time  serve  to  draw  citizens  together  into 
joint  effort  and  understanding.  Many  are  the  friendships 
gained  in  the  concert  hall  through  the  discussion  of  some 
master  or  master-work.  The  musician's  profession  today 
is  apparently  of  unlimited  scope,  and,  since  music  is 
nowhere  absent,  he  vnll  be  the  implement  to  provide  the 
music  which  Aristotle  believed  necessary  in  molding  the 
.character  of  children,  which  Ruskin  considered  the  in- 
strument of  moral  instruction,  and  which  Longfellow 
declared  to  be  the  requirement  for  a  happy,  peaceful,  and 
contented  family. 

True  Americanism  demands  these  forces  of  strength 
in  man,  happiness  in  his  family,  and  peace  in  his  country. 
Stability  of  mind  and  thought  is  necessary  to  achieve  this 
conception  of  Americanism  and  music  offers  to  its  fol- 
lowers, whether  professional  or  laymen,  the  opportunity 
for  the  fortification  of  such  ideals.

The  board  of  trustees  of  Flora  Maedonald  college  held 
the  mid-winter  meeting  with  21  members  present. 

The  Advisory  board  of  the  college  and  the  trustees, 
representing  the  three  controlling  Presbyteries,  Fayette- 
ville,  Orange  and  Wilmington,  met  in  joint  session  in  the 
president's  office  to  hear  his  report.  Afterwards  they 
held  separate  business  sessions. 

President  Bedinger  reported  that  the  college  is  en- 
joying a  successful  year.  The  enrollment  numbers  300 
students,  253  of  whom  are  boarding  students,  and  47  day 
students. 

Dr.  Bedinger  first  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
college  is  celebrating  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  found- 
ing of  Floral  college  and  the  45th  anniversary  of  the 
opening  of  Flora  Maedonald.  Special  exercises  will  be 
held  at  commencement,  commemorating  these  events. 

The  report  of  summer  school  directed  by  Miss  Mary 
Conoly,  was  received,  and  the  faculty  was  authorized  to 
conduct  summer  school  this  year.  A  report  on  the  re- 
ligious life  of  the  college  showed  that  there  is  much  in- 
terest and  activity  in  this  important  phase  of  the  in- 
stitution's work.  Mrs.  Neighbors  is  again  engaged  in 
visiting  prospective  students. 

The  president  announced  with  regret  the  resignation 
of  Dean  Mary  Johnston,  who  has  served  the  college  for 
40  years.  Miss  Johnston  began  as  professor  of  piano  in 
1901  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until  1906,  when  she 
was  made  dean.  The  board  adopted  a  resolution  of  ap- 
preciation for  the  services  rendered  by  Dean  Johnston. 
Miss  Johnston  has  purchased  a  home  in  Red  Springs,  and 
will  move  into  it  when  she  leaves  the  college.  The  matter 
of  her  successor  was  referred  to  the  president  of  the 
college  and  the  executive  committee  of  trustees. 

A  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Flora  Maedonald  de- 
velopment program  revealed  that  this  is  being  conducted 
in  three  phases: 

1.  The  collection  of  pledges  secured  by  Rev.  L.  A. 
Davis,  director.  Amount  outstanding,  $14,500.  Payments 
of  the  alumnae  are  credited  to  the  Birthday  Loyalty  Fund. 

2.  The  Birthday  Loyalty  fund  of  the  Alumnae  asso- 
ciation in  honor  of  Dr.  C.  G.  Vardell — cash  reported  on 
80th  birthday,  $5,000.  Reported  on  81st  birthday,  $1,500. 
The  Alumnae  plan  to  complete  the  second  $5,000  by  com- 
mencement. 

3.  The  Debt  Liquidation  association,  promoted  by  trus- 
tees and  other  laymen,  has  received  over  100  of  the  250 
shares  needed  to  put  this  plan  into  operation. 

The  board  of  trustees  adopted  a  plan  dividing  its 
members  into  subcommittees,  as  follows:  Executive  com- 
mittee, Rev.  A.  R.  McQueen,  chairman;  investment  com- 
mittee, A.  T.  McLean,  chairman;  finance  committee,  H. 
McN.  Jones,  chairman;  building  and  grounds  committee, 
Hiram  Grantham,  chairman ;  public  relations  committee, 
Dr.  A.  R.  McQueen,  chairman;  education  committee,  Dr. 
C.  H.  Storey,  chairman;  religious  and  social  life,  church 
and  alumnae  relationships.  Rev.  N.  N.  Fleming,  chairman. 
These  committees  are  expected  to  study  the  problems  of 
their  departments  of  the  college  and  report  to  the  board 
•of  trustees  in  May. 

Students  for  next  year  are  enrolling.  Present  indica- 
tions point  to  a  full  enrollment.  Ministers,  secretaries  o^ 
«ducational  institutions  of  the  Auxiliaries,  alumnae,  and 
other  friends  can  render  a  great  service  to  prospective 
students  and  the  college  by  sending  the  names  of  high 
school  seniors  in  their  churches  who  would  appreciate  the 
advantages  offered  by  Flora  Maedonald  College.

ROCKY  MOUNT  SECOND  EVANGELISTIC  SERVICE 
One  of  the  high  points  in  the  program  at  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Rocky  Mount  during  the  past 
year  was  the  special  evangelistic  service  conducted  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  November.  Various  preparations 
during  the  weeks  preceding  the  services  pointed  to  this 
special  series  of  messages  and  prepared  the  way  for  the 
revival. 

The  Rev.  A.  G.  Courtenay,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Fountain,  N.  C,  was  the  visiting  evangelist, 
and  throughout  the  services  preached  forceful  and  chal- 
lenging Gospel  messages.  The  membership  of  the  church 
was  aroused  to  new  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the  v^ork 
of  the  Master,  and  there  were  many  reconsecrations 
among  them.

The  campus  was  virtually  deserted  from  December 
19  to  January  1,  when  the  student  body  scattered  from 
Florida  to  Pennsylvania  and  as  far  west  as  Texas  for 
the  holidays.  When  the  January  term  opened,  the  Sem- 
inary student  body  was  larger  by  some  forty  graduate 
students  who  were  doing  residence  work  during  the  term. 
Six  were  working  on  the  Th.D.,  thirty-one  were  working 
on  the  Th.M.,  and  three  were  doing  special  work. 

The  emphasis  on  Evangelism  in  the  Seminary  was 
continued  and  climaxed  when  on  January  15,  Dr.  Frank 
C.  Brown,  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly,  spoke  to 
the  assembled  student  bodies  of  the  Seminary  and  Train- 
ing School  in  Watts  Chapel  on  "Personal  Evangelism". 
It  was  an  inspiration  to  have  a  man  of  Dr.  Brown's  zeal 
and  enthusiasm  speak  to  us  on  this  important  subject 
which  is  now  being  emphasized  in  our  church. 

A  number  of  the  students  were  confined  by  the  flu 
during  the  January  term.  This  epidemic  brought  to  light 
the  fact  that  the  Seminary  was  badly  in  need  of  an  in- 
firmary. Two  rooms,  partially  isolated  from  the  remainder 
of  the  building,  have  been  set  aside  as  an  infirmary,  and 
a  student  health  officer  has  been  appointed  to  assist  Dr. 
Wyndham  Blanton,  the  Seminary  physician,  with  students 
who  are  ill.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Seminary's  officials  that 
some  interested  friend  will  desire  to  equip  the  infirmary 
with  facilities  necessary  to  care  for  any  students  who 
find  it  necessary  to  go  to  bed. 

The  1941-42  fellowship  winners  were  announced  re- 
cently, and  among  them  was  one  North  Carolinian,  W. 
Monroe  Wicker,  of  Charlotte,  the  Walter  W.  Moore  Fel- 
low. Other  winners  are  Clifford  R.  Johnson,  Columbus, 
Ga. ;  E.  Ashby  Johnson,  Columbus,  Ga. ;  John  Osman, 
Clinton,  S.  C;  and  James  L.  Price,  Jr.,  Chase  City,  Va. 
Upon  his  graduation  in  May,  Wicker  vdll  be  enabled  to 
take  an  additional  year  of  work  in  his  chosen  field. 

Three  projects  have  been  adopted  by  the  Society  of 
Missionary  Inquiry  for  their  benevolences  this  year.  The 
students  have  pledged  contributions  to  the  fund  for  Eur- 
ope's "Orphaned  Missions",  to  the  Ybor  City  Italian  Mis- 
sion in  Tampa,  Florida,  and  toward  the  building  of  two 
mountain  chapels  in  Northwestern  North  Carolina.  It  is 
hoped  the  society  budget  will  pass  the  $300  mark  which 
it  reached  last  year.  Dr.  Edward  D.  Grant,  of  the  Re- 
ligious Education  and  Publication  Committee,  was  the 
January  S.  M.  I.  speaker,  outlining  for  the  group  the  work 
which  his  committee  is  doing. 

A  full  schedule  of  lectures  was  delivered  February 
2-8  on  the  Sprunt  Foundation.  The  two  visiting  lecturers 
were  Dr.  William  Childs  Robinson,  professor  of  Ecclesias- 
tical History  and  Polity  in  Columbia  Seminary,  and  Dr. 
R.  J.  G.  McKnight,  president  of  the  Reformed  Presbyte- 
rian Seminary,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  Dr.  Robinson  spoke  night- 
ly on  the  general  theme,  "Christ — The  Hope  of  Glory", 
while  Dr.  McKnight  lectured  each  morning  on  "The  Prin- 
ciples and  Program  of  the  Kingdom,"  basing  his  ad- 
dresses on  an  exegetical  study  of  Revelation  1-14.  In 
addition,  the  four  new  professors  on  the  faculty — Rev. 
Profs.  James  E.  Bear,  John  Bright,  Howard  T.  Kuist, 
and  John  N.  Thomas — delivered  their  inaugural  addresses, 
each  in  his  chosen  field. 

The  annual  Alumni  Luncheon  was  held  in  the  re- 
fectory, February  6,  with  Dr.  Paul  King  Buckles,  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Newport  News,  Va.,  as 
the  guest  speaker.  The  classes  of  1873,  1888,  1889,  1890. 
1905,  1906,  1907  1922,  1923,  1924,  and  1939  held  their 
reunions  at  this  luncheon. 

At  the  close  of  the  January  term  Dr.  W.  Taliaferro 
Thompson,  professor  of  Religious  Education,  began  his 
sabbatical  leave.  Dr.  Thompson  will  spend  part  of  his 
leave  in  study  at  Columbia  University  in  New  York.  Dr. 
Harris  E.  Kirk  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  will  be  guest  professor 
for  the  spring  term,  coming  over  each  week  from  Bal- 
timore to  teach  a  course  in  Soteriology  based  upon  a 
study  of  Calvin's  Institutes. 

After  a  swing  south,  during  which  it  lost  to  Davidson 
and  defeated  Presbyterian  Junior  College,  the  Seminary 
basketball  team  was  inactive  during  January  finals  and 
Sprunt  Lectures  Week.  The  basketeers  plan  to  take  a 
northern  trip  before  the  end  of  the  season. 

Two  major  projects  will  occupy  the  majority  of  time 
in  rehearsals  of  the  A  Cappella  Choir.  The  group  will 
sing  Maunder's  cantata,  "Olivet  to  Calvary,"  during 
the  Easter  season,  and  portions  of  Bach's  "B  Minor  Mass" 
at  commencement.  The  choir  is  also  hoping  to  complete 
raising  funds  for  gowns  for  the  group.

MANUAL  LABOR  AT  GLADE  VALLEY 
Even  in  winter,  there  is  much  to  be  done  at  Glade 
Valley.  And  most  of  the  work  is  accomplished  by  the 
boys  and  girls  in  school.  Each  Monday  (This  is  our 
work  day.  We  attend  classes  on  Saturday)  the  boys  will 
be  found  scattered  over  our  125  acre  farm,  each  group 
doing  its  assigned  task.  Some  will  be  found  clearing 
new  ground;  a  few  grubbing  with  mattocks  while  the 
lumber-jacks  use  the  saws  and  axes;  others  may  be  seen 
with  the  mules  hauling  and  scattering  on  campus  and 
pasture  the  seventeen  tons  of  lime  bought  by  our 
alumni;  others  are  removing  undesirable  brush  and 
brambles  from  the  meadow  with  scythes  and  pruning 
snips;  while  the  firemen  may  be  seen  storing  the 
wood  from  the  new  ground  by  their  furnaces  for  fuel.— 
Yes,  two  furnaces  have  to  be  fired  seven  days  a  week 
and  stove  wood  split  for  the  kitchen. — If  you  got  here 
very  early  in  the  morning  or  stayed  until  late  in  the 
evening,  you  would  see  the  milking  crew  do  its  task 
(approximately  3650  gallons  of  milk  is  procured  each 
year^,  and  perhaps  you  would  have  time  to  wonder  what 
the  pigs  do  with  so  much  food.  If  you  are  lucky,  you 
would  happen  to  be  here  when  the  agricultural  class 
was  transplanting  some  trees  or  setting  out  some  shrub- 
bery; or  perhaps  when  the  meat  ran  low  and  the  boys 
had  a  beef  or  hog  to  butcher.  (The  farm  furnishes  a  ton 
of  beef  and  pork  per  year). — The  biggest  problem  on  the 
farm  is  tools.  They  are  expensive  and  difficult  to  keep. 
— Each  boy  has  to  do  twenty  hours  of  work  every  month. 
(This  is  considered  as  important  as  attending  class). 
And  many  of  them,  those  working  off  part  of  their  ex- 
penses, do  more.  Several  average  as  much  as  seventy 
hours  per  month. — This  experience  is  of  more  value  than 
defraying  expenses.  It  is  a  part  of  real  life  and  will  be 
of  value  all  through  life.  It  teaches  to  work.  And  above 
all,  instills  in  the  mind  the  fact  that  manual  labor  is  an 
honorable  thing.  After  all  what  boy,  from  city  or  country, 
is  not  better  off  from  having  breathed  lots  of  fresh  air, 
made  acquaintance  with  a  cross-cut  saw,  learned  pa- 
tience by  driving  mules,  or  gained  appreciation  for  milk 
by  milking  a  cow?  Maybe  he  will  even  hang  up  his 
clothes  or  make  the  bed  when  he  comes  home,  for  he 
keeps  his  own  room  at  Glade  Valley. 

But  we  would  not  spend  all  our  time  talking  about 
the  boys,  for  the  girls  and  their  activities  are  equally 
interesting  and  important.  Monday  is  their  work  day, 
too,  although  most  of  these  have  seven-day  activities 
(preparing  meals,  cooking,  sweeping,  washing  dishes, 
canning).  After  a  thorough  cleansing  of  their  rooms 
and  the  entire  dormitory,  they  go  to  the  wash  house 
instead  of  the  farm.  Many  girls,  who  have  never  known 
the  process,  learn  to  do  their  own  laundry.  This  takes 
the  better  part  of  Monday,  but  as  usual  (Sunday 
through  Saturday)  three  meals  have  to  be  prepared  and 
cooked  and  dishes  must  be  washed.  Domestic  science? 
Oh,  yes,  practical  domestic  science.  There  is  not  such 
a  thing  as  a  girl  at  Glade  Valley  who  does  not  work. 
And  they  are  few  and  far  between  who  graduate  or  even 
remain  here  a  year  who  do  not  know  the  basic  prin- 
ciples of  cooking  and  housekeeping. 

Thus,  with  the  boys  producing  it  and  the  girls  pre- 
paring it,  Glade  Valley  is  able  to  set  a  table  with  its 
own  products  included  twelve  months  a  year. 

Accompanying  a  small  donation,  we  recently  re- 
ceived this  note:  "I'll  never  be  able  to  express  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  for  the  fine  training  I  received  while 
at  Glade  Valley  School,  and  if  I  am  considered  a  suc- 
cess now  or  in  the  future,  a  great  part  of  the  credit 
must  go  to  Glade  Valley  School. — A  grateful  graduate."

•The  report  on  the  Bible  cause  said  that  a  ma- 
jority of  homes  in  the  United  States  did  not  have 
a  copy  of  the  Bible.

The  Assembly  was  so  impressed  by  the  great 
crisis  confronting  our  church  and  nation  that  a  Day 
of  Fasting  and  Prayer  was  appointed  to  be  observed 
on  JUNE  THE  TWENTY-SECOND. 

*  *  * 

Dr.  D.  W.  Richardson,  Richmond,  Va.,  was  re- 
elected as  chairman  of  the  permanent  committee  of 
evangelism  and  the  committee  was  authorized  to 
employ  a  full-time  secretary  of  evangelism. 

*  *  * 

The  statistical  report  to  the  General  Assembly 
states  that  we  have  at  present  17,789  Ruling  Elders, 
20,472  Deacons,  added  on  profession  of  faith  16,168, 
added  by  certificate  23,366,  total  communicants 
538,133,  Sunday  School  enrollment  436,178.  That 
which  is  of  grave  concern  is  that  our  Sunday  School 
enrollment  is  875  less  than  last  year,  and  that  the 
number  added  on  profession  of  faith  was  9,352  less 
than  the  previous  year.  Evangelism  should  be 
stressed  as  NEVER  BEFORE.  Every  church  should 
hold  a  season  of  evangelistic  services  and  each 
Christian  should  seek  to  bring  at  least  one  to  Christ 
during  the  year.

The  contributions  to  Foreign  Missions  amounted 
to  $794,286.00,  an  increase  of  $104,691.00.  Gifts  to 
Assembly's  Home  Missions  were  $357,081.00,  an  in- 
crease of  $27,477.00.  Total  gifts  from  all  sources, 
$12,292,379.00.  Per  Capita  Gifts  for  benevolences, 
$6.48,  against  $6.36  of  last  year.  For  current  ex- 
penses per  capita,  $16.36,  against  $15.74  last  year. 
The  Per  Capita  for  total  gifts,  $22.84,  against 
$22.10  last  year.

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  adopted  unani-

Winston-Salem  Presbytery,  36  to  1 ;  and  Albemarle 
Presbytery,  78  to  1."  Synod's  Committee  of  Home 
Missions  employs  a  full  time  evangelist,  Rev.  R.  K. 
Davenport,  who  is  ready  to  assist  in  evangelistic 
work  in  all  parts  of  the  Synod  where  he  may  be  re- 
quested to  serve.  The  Superintendent  will  be  glad 
to  assist  churches  in  securing  a  suitable  man  for 
evangelistic  services.  We  should  leave  no  stone 
unturned  in  our  efforts  to  reach  the  unsaved  within 
our  bounds.

In  my  humble  way. 

Then  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  was  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"When  these  ten  I  win, 
Then  a  new  list  I'll  begin." 

It  is  a  great  privilege  to  be  a  co-worker  with 
God  in  reaching  the  unsaved  and  they  are  all 
around  us.  Half  of  the  population  of  North  Carolina 
is  outside  of  the  church.  "The  harvest  indeed  is 
plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few.  Pray  ye  there- 
fore the  LORD  of  the  harvest,  that  He  send  forth 
laborers  into  His  vineyard."  Many  are  ready  for 
Him  to  send  someone  else.  Our  prayer  should  be, 
"Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  ME  to  do?"  I  heard  of 
a  man  that  used  to  sing  that  beautiful  hymn  of 
Frances  Havergal's — 

"Take  my  life  and  let  it  be 
Consecrated,  Lord  to  Thee," 
He  used  to  sing  it — 

"Take  my  WIFE  and  let  her  be 
Consecrated,  Lord,  to  Thee." 
We  are  inclined  to  delegate  to  others  that  which 
the  Lord  wants  US  to  do.    Be  sure  to  sing  "MY 
LIFE"  and  NOT  "MY  WIFE"  in  your  season  of 
consecration.    "HERE  AM  I,  LORD,  SEND  ME."

THINGS  ONE  WOULD  NEVER  BE 
SORRY  FOR 

iT  WOULD  seem  to  be  a  very  good  idea  for  a  man 
*  to  try  to  have  behind  him  on  the  pathway  of  his 
life  quite  a  number  of  things  that  he  could  not  pos- 
sibly on  any  consideration  be  sorry  for.  If  he  has 
too  many  of  the  other  kind,  that  is,  things  that  he 
has  done  that  he  doesn't  like  to  think  about  and  that 
have  not  stood  the  test  of  years  very  well,  memory  is 
likely  to  trouble  him  with  them  more  than  is  com- 
fortable or  convenient.  To  have  quite  a  few  things 
back  there  on  the  pathway  of  the  years  the  memory 
of  which  brings  refreshment  and  gladness  of  soul  to 
one  must  add  something  of  real  comfort  and  joy  to 
living. 

I  have  never,  for  instance,  been  sorry  for  the  ex- 
ercise of  generosity  in  any  situation  in  life,  not  that 
I  have  anything  to  boast  of  in  this  connection,  but  I 
have  had  men  tell  me  that  I  was  too  generous  on  oc- 
casions and  that  I  would  probably  be  sorry,  after  the 
impulse  to  generosity  had  time  to  subside,  that  I  had 
given  or  done  so  much,  but  that  time  never  came  in. 
one  single  instance.  Giving  might  be  just  a  little 
hard  at  the  time  and  may  call  forth  a  little  struggle 
but  afterward  there  are  not  many  feelings  of  regret 
as  one  thinks  over  what  he  had  done.  The  way  of 
generosity  is  not  one  that  is  strewn  \Ath  vain  regrets 
or  sorrow  of  heart,  indeed,  it  does  seem  to  have  many 
flowers  of  quite  another  sort. 

Neither  have  I  ever  had  occasion  to  feel  sorry  for 
any  generosity  I  have  been  able  to  cherish  and  to 
show  in  my  judgments  and  attitudes  toward  other 
people.  A  kindly  spirit  does  not  have  many  sorry 
feelings  in  its  wake  so  far  as  I  have  ever  been  able 
to  discover.  But  I  suppose  I  am  one  with  a  million 
other  people  when  I  say  that  harsh  judgments  and 
unfriendly  and  cruel  attitudes  toward  other  people 
are  not  very  pleasant  things  for  me  to  remember.  It 
does  not  leave  a  very  pleasant  taste  in  the  mouth  to 
remember,  even  after  the  lapse  of  years,  that  in  a 
given  situation  in  dealing  with  other  people  one  has 
been  unnecessarily  harsh  or  hot-headedly  unfair  or 
stupidly  inconsiderate.  But  I  can  speak  for  a  multi- 
tude of  people  as  well  as  for  myself  when  I  say  that 
the  memory  of  kindliness  and  consideration  and  an 
earnest  effort  to  be  even  more  than  fair  in  one's  atti- 
tude to  others  gives  a  freshness  and  a  glow  that  can 
scarcely  come  by  any  other  road. 

And  so  one  might  enumerate  many  other  deeds 
and  moods  and  tempers  that  do  not  leave  any  time  of 
sorrow  or  regret  behind  them.  It  surely  will  de  a 
good  thing  and  a  wise  thing  to  leave  behind  us  many 
of  these  things  for  which  we  can  never  be  sorry, 
things  the  contemplation  of  which  will  bring  joy  and 
not  a  tear. — Selected. 


Success  in  life  consists  )f  doing,  each  of  us,  what 
only  we  can  do.  When  this  is  accomplished,  sacrific 
ing  nothing  of  the  elements  of  decency  or  kindness, 
retaining  the  love  and  respect  of  friends  and  gaining 
the  gratitude  of  many  a  man  whom  we  have  helped  by 
ihe  way,  when  men  reach  the  end  of  life  with  a  su- 
preme satisfaction  of  having  done  their  duty.

■Government  has  provided  a  Chaplain  for  every 
1,200  men  but  our  great  responsibility  is  without 
the  command.  The  Chief  of  Chaplains  has  the  fol- 
lowing to  say  about  the  situation: 

"A  subject  of  outstanding  importance  and  one 
to  which  we  have  given  extensive  consideration  is 
the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  young  soldier. 
Our  Corps  of  Chaplains,  with  one  chaplain  for 
every  1,200  men,  is  well  organized  and  will  be  ade- 
quately equipped  to  provide  religious  services  and 
training  for  all  denominations  similar  to  those 
found  in  the  average  city  parish.  The  Chief  of 
•Chaplains  is  being  assisted  by  Dr.  Paul  Moody  for 
Protestants,  by  Bishop  John  O'Hara  for  Catholics, 
and  by  Dr.  David  de  Sola  Pool  of  the  Jewish  Wel- 
fare Board.  There  should  be  no  fear  that  any 
young  man  will   suffer  spiritual   loss  during  the

period  of  his  military  service,  and,  on  the  contrary, 
we  hope  that  the  young  soldier  will  return  to  his 
home  with  a  keener  understanding  of  the  sacred 
ideals  for  which  our  churches  stand. 

"However,  despite  the  facilities  which  exist  for 
the  spiritual  protection  of  the  soldier,' there  is  an- 
other serious  problem  arising  from  the  establish- 
ment of  these  large  camps,  and  one  which  troubles 
me  more  than  any  other.  I  am  referring  to  matters 
that  seriously  alTect  morale,  that  affect  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  Army,  and  especially  that  will  affect  the 
future  of  the  young  men  now  in  the  service.  I  am 
talking  about  the  problem  of  handling  tremendous 
numbers  of  young  men  who  flood  into  the  small 
nearby  communities  over  the  week-ends,  or  in  the 
evenings  when  their  work  is  done. 

"Growing  out  of  our  experience  in  the  World 
War,  it  had  been  determined  many  years  ago  that 
we  should  not  have  competing  welfare  organizations 
on  the  military  reservations,  and  that  the  Army 
should  take  care  of  such  matters  and  provide  the 
recreational  facilities.  Congress  has  given  us  the 
money  for  the  necessary  construction  and  for  the 
operation  of  such  services,  and  these  are  being  or- 
ganized in  a  large  way.  On  the  reservations  the 
Army  can  control  matters,  but  when  the  soldier 
leaves  the  camp  our  troubles  begin. 

"Human  nature  being  what  it  is,  establishments 
for  the  purpose  of  selling  liquor  are  becoming  in- 
creasingly active  in  the  communities  adjacent  to 
the  camps,  and  in  some  communities  there  has  been 
an  influx  of  persons  of  questionable  reputation. 
Here  we  have  on  the  one  side  a  sordid  business  for 
the  accumulation  of  money,  and  on  the  other  the 
interest  of  every  parent  in  the  United  States  who 
has  a  son  in  the  Army,  not  to  mention  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  War  Department  to  develop  an  Army 
of  the  highest  quality.  This  situation  must  be 
brought  under  control  before  it  grows  serious. 

"It  is  in  this  field,  in  the  communities  in  the 
vicinity  of  our  troop  concentrations,  that  the  War 
Department  urgently  desires  the  assistance  of  every 
welfare  organization  in  the  country.  We  can  man- 
age matters  on  the  military  reservations,  but,  as  I 
have  said,  we  have  little  authority  once  the  soldier 
goes  to  town.  Therefore,  it  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  the  Army  that  the  Red  Cross  and  the 
YMCA,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Jewish 
Welfare  Board,  the  Salvation  Army,  the  various 
fraternal  organizations,  and  the  churches  of  the 
community,  all  cooperate  to  develop  wholesome 
places  for  the  soldier  to  go  for  his  entertainment — 
places  where  he  at  least  can  sit  down  in  respectable 
surroundings  and  not  have  to  tramp  the  streets 
with  the  ever  present  prospect  of  getting  into 
trouble. 

"This  question  has  received  continuous  thought 
in  the  War  Department,  and  much  has  been  done 
to  stimulate  the  organization  of  committees  of  men 
and  women  familiar  with  local  customs  to  cooperate 
with  camp  commanders,  who  have,  in  turn,  been 
ordered  to  make  contacts  with  the  committees  in 
communities  adjacent  to  their  camps."

This  Committee  has  selected  the  location  for  one 
chapel  adjoining  a  Government  reservation  on  which 
over  500  homes  of  soldiers  have  been  built.  Three 
suitable  ministers  have  been  called  to  the  work  and 
we  hope  will  accept  and  will  soon  begin  their  work. 
This  work  is  an  emergency  enterprise  and  is  OVER 
and  ABOVE  ALL  other  benevolences  of  our  church. 
We  should  not  allow  contributions  to  this  work 
to  interfere  in  the  least  with  the  other  benevolent 
work  for  which  the  church  has  assumed  an  obliga- 
tion to  support. 

Not  half  of  our  churches  have  sent  in  their 
contributions  yet.  A  large  number  are  meeting 
their  quotas  and  several  have  gone  beyond  what 
was  asked.  The  churches  that  have  not  sent  in 
their  gifts  are  urged  to  do  so  AT  ONCE.

Rural  Pastors'  Institute:  Several  of  our  home 
mission  workers  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
Rural  Pastors'  Institute  at  Duke  University,  June 
2-7.  Many  strong  and  interesting  speakers  were  on 
the  program.  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Hewitt,  author  of 
"Highland  Shepherds,"  and  "Steeples  Among  the 
Hills"  drew  large  crowds  and  all  were  highly 
pleased  and  greatly  benefited  by  his  messages.  The 
Institute  and  Conference  was  well  attended  by 
ministers  of  several  denominations.

Flow-Harris:  Rev.  J.  E.  Flow  is  the  energetic 
pastor  of  this  church.  To  his  monthly  report  he 
makes  the  following  informing  comment  which  I 
pass  on  to  you. 

"We  subscribed  our  budget  for  benevolences  of 
$325.00  and  special  collections  will  run  over  that. 
Also,  $1,000.00  for  current  expenses,  including  Pas- 
tor's salary,  $660.00,  an  increase  of  10  percent,  and 
the  Ministers'  Annuity  of  $49.50.  We  owe  nothing 
on  our  building  and  are  now  finishing  the  front  on 
the  outside  and  guttering  and  spouting  the  roof  and 
have  the  money  and  the  material  and  the  free  labor 
to  do  it. 

"Soon  after  I  get  back  from  the  Assembly  we 
are  going  to  have  our  Bible  School  and  a  revival 
meeting.  Our  report  is  not  bad  for  a  five-year-old 
church,  but  I  am  far  from  being  satisfied  with  it. 
We  need  a  real  revival  and  I  am  hoping  and  praying 
that  we  may  have  one.  I  organized  the  Men  last 
fall  and  we  have  a  monthly  meeting.  Not  long  ago 
we  had  a  supper  just  for  the  men  and  our  good 


women  served  it  for  us.  Each  man  could  invite  a 
friend  and  we  had  Bob  Efird,  from  Kannapolis,  talk 
to  Us  on  the  subject  of  tithing.  I  counted  eight 
men  who  were  there  as  our  guests  who  are  prospec- 
tive members  of  our  church.  I  think  there  are 
possibilities  for  good  along  that  line.  We  want  to 
get  the  outside  of  our  building  and  the  lawn  just 
like  we  want  it.  We  are  comfortable  in  the  base- 
ment and  can  stay  there  until  we  can  get  the  money 
to  finish  the  auditorium — we  will  not  be  forced  to- 
go  into  debt." 


Penderlea:  Rev.  J.  R.  Potts  is  now  in  charge  of 
our  community  church  work  at  Penderlea.  This  is 
a  homestead  Government  project  where  more  than 
250  families  are  located.  Mr.  Potts  has  been  well 
received  and  is  doing  a  splendid  work.

Cape  Fear  Group:  Miss  Irene  Heltzel  has  charge 
of  educational  programs  of  Cape  Fear,  Cedar  Rock^ 
Buies  Creek,  and  Raven  Rock  churches.  A  particu- 
larly fine  group  of  young  people  at  Cedar  Rock  wha 
meet  each  Tuesday  evening.  There  are  usually  be- 
tween twenty  and  thirty  at  the  meetings,  ages  from 
12  to  21.  Miss  Heltzel  directed  a  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  School  at  Lillington.  Similar  schools  will  be 
held  at  each  church  in  this  field.

Chapel  Hill:  Rev.  Charles  M.  Jones  has  entered 
upon  his  new  work  as  pastor  of  the  Chapel  Hill 
Presbyterian  Church.

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Stewardship 

Christian  Stewardship 
Is  Essential  to  Spiritual 
Life  and  Character 

No  SUBJECT  is  of  more  vital  importance  than 
that  of  Christian  Stewardship.  The  recogni- 
tion of  God's  ownership  of  life  and  posses- 
sions is  essential  to  a  true  Christian  faith  and  ex- 
perience. Around  this  great  principle  a  man's  daily 
life  and  activities  must  be  organized  if  it  is  to  be 
in  reality,  Christian. 

Stewardship  is  not  a  method  by  which  God  tries 
to  take  something  away  from  us,  but  one  of  His 
ways  of  enriching  us  with  a  new  and  deeper  ex- 
perience of  fellowship  with  Him  as  we  learn  how 
to  administer  all  His  gifts,  as  His  partner. 

The  most  picturesque  and  beautiful  of  the  defini- 
tions of  Stewardship  is  the  one  given  by  a  boy  of 
thirteen  after  a  careful  study  of  Stewardship  in 
his  Sunday  school:  "Stewardship  means  that  life  is 
a  great  ship,  loaded  with  a  rich  cargo  of  many 
things,  to  be  delivered  to  many  peoples,  in  many 
places.  God  is  the  owner  of  the  ship,  but  I'm  the 
captain  of  it." 

Everything  I  have  aboard,  all  my  possessions,  my 
talents,  my  time,  my  health,  my  strength,  my  ca- 
pacity, my  personality,  my  privileges,  my  money,  is 
a  cargo  to  be  delivered.  God  has  entrusted  it  to  me, 
for  his  children  in  every  place.  I  do  not  own  what 
I  possess;  I  owe  it.  God  has  made  me  the  captain  of 
the  ship  (His  steward),  and  it  is  my  job  to  bring  the 
ship  to  the  right  port  and  discharge  the  cargo. 
That's  Stewardship.  Everything  I  have  aboard  is  for 
delivery. 

"I  do  not  own  what  I  possess,  I  owe  it."  That's 
a  good  definition  of  Stewardship — to  have  is  not  to 
own,  but  to  owe.  That's  the  Christian  meaning  of 
having.  God  gives,  not  that  we  may  keep,  but  that 
we  may  use. 

A  church  that  does  not  insist  that  all  should 
share  each  according  to  his  ability  in  the  support 
of  the  kingdom  is  negligent  in  a  sacred  trust.  It  in- 
cludes the  youngest  and  the  poorest  in  the  church. 
A  father  who  contributes  for  his  household  denies 
other  members  of  his  family  a  spiritual  benefit.  A 
lad  gave  his  five  barley  loaves  and  two  small  fishes, 
and  God  blessed  it  to  the  feeding  of  the  multitude. 
A  widow  gave  two  mites,  and  Mary  brought  a  box  of 
very  costly  ointment,  and  Jesus  made  both  of  them 
examples  of  generous  love.  Someone  has  said:  "The 
more  one  has,  the  more  is  required  of  him.  The 
larger  the  prosperity,  the  greater  will  be  his  lib- 
erality." 


The  application  of  this  simple  rule  to  every  indi- 
vidual is  the  sure  solution  of  the  church's  financial 
problems  and  a  sure  blessing  to  all  who  practice  it. 

Giving  is  an  act  of  worship.  It  is  an  expression 
of  devotion.  When  one's  soul  rejoices  in  the  pres- 
ence of  God,  he  does  not  ask  how  little  and  how  sel- 
dom he  can  contribute  to  the  work  of  His  kingdom, 
but  how  often  and  how  much.  The  offering  is  as 
much  a  part  of  worship  as  are  the  hymns  and  the 
sermon.  The  reason  that  worship  means  so  little  to 
many  people  is  that  they  contribute  nothing  to  it. 

It  has  been  demonstrated,  over  and  over  again, 
that  those  who  contribute  regularly  are  the  ones  who 
take  the  greatest  interest  in  the  church. 

We  have  often  proceeded  as  though  it  were  a  spe- 
cial favor  to  exempt  one  from  any  financial  obliga- 
tions to  the  church  and  put  his  name  on  the  non- 
contributors'  list.  On  the  contrary,  we  are  doing 
such  an  one  a  grave  injustice.  The  church  has  a 
sacred  obligation  to  inspire  every  one  under  her  care 
to  d(  his  part  in  spreading  the  kingdom  of  God  at 
home  and  abroad.  This  is  a  part  of  her  spiritual 
ministry. 

Let  the  children  be  encouraged  to  contribute 
regularly,  even  though  it  be  but  a  penny  a  week. 

Encourage  the  poorest  to  bring  a  widow's  mite. 
A  woman  who  was  supported  out  of  the  charity  fund 
in  a  large  city  church  was  accustomed  to  bring  two 
pennies  in  her  envelope  each  Sunday.  This  church, 
in  which  there  were  many  wealthy  persons,  was  not 
financially  dependent  on  her  meagre  offering,  but  she 
shared  in  the  blessings  that  belong  to  the  cheerful 
giver,  and  set  a  worthy  example  in  Stewardship. 

Nothing  we  are  doing  today  is  proving  more  how 
much  or  how  little  we  really  love  our  Lord  than  the 
way  we  give  money  for  the  extension  of  his  kingdom; 
the  amount  of  money  we  give,  the  amount  of  money 
we  have  left  after  we  make  our  gift,  and  the  spirit 
in  which  we  give  our  money — that  is  the  acid  test.

NEWS  ITEMS  FROM  PRESBYTERIAL  MEETINGS 

The  nine  Presbyterial  annual  meetings  were  splendid- 
ly attended,  and  were  pervaded  by  a  lovely  spirit  of  en- 
thusiasm for  the  Lord's  work. 

Mecklenburg,  at  Caldwell  Memorial  Church,  Charlotte, 
had  the  largest  attendance,  with  a  registration  of  924, 

All  of  the  nine  Presbyterial  presidents  were  invited 
this  year  to  report  to  Presbyteries  in  person,  and  did 
so  in  a  splendidly  adequate  way. 

At  Albemarle's  meeting,  before  beginning  his  fine 
Home  Missions  talk,  Mr.  Piephoif  said  a  thing  that 
sticks  in  the  mind:  "He  who  thinks  by  the  inch,  and 
talks  by  the  yard  ought  to  be  kicked  out  by  the  foot!"" 

A  parallel  meeting  for  Negroes  was  held  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Wilmington  meeting  at  Mount  Olive.  The 
time  was  7:30  p.m.,  and  Miss  Lucy  Steele  was  the  much- 
enjoyed  speaker. 

The  pastor  of  Mount  Olive  Presbyterian  Church,  Rev, 
J.  I.  Knight,  took  care  of  local  plans  and  publicity,  and 
a  colored  woman  presided.  Good  attendance,  fine  sing- 
ing, and  the  appreciation  of  the  audience  warmed  our 
hearts. 

It  was  evident  at  the  Presbyterial  meetings  that  the 
presence  of  the  missionaries  in  our  midst  is  contribut- 
ing in  many  ways  to  our  spiritual  life.  Each  is  meaning 
much  to  her  community  in  service  to  both  white  and. 
colored,  during  this  "waiting  time." 

Assembly's  emphases,  Christian  Education,  and  Evan- 
gelism, loomed  large  in  interest  and  attention  at  all 
the  meetings,  as  did  phases  of  Christian  Social  Service^ 
now  headed  in  Atlanta  by  Miss  Annie  Tait  Jenkins  as 
Director  of  Social  Service  Relations. 

Seven  of  the  Presbyterial  meetings  had  speakers  orr 
"The  Bible  in  the  Public  Schools."  Mrs.  Walter  Sprunt 
of  Wilmington,  who  is  an  authority  on  this  subject,  will 
continue  to  respond  to  any  call  for  help  in  initiating" 
such  work. 

Miss  Steele's  picture  of  Peter  "launching  out  over 
deep  water"  and  looking  to  Christ  for  help  is  full  of 
meaning  for  all  of  us  who  are  attempting  difficult  tasks 
for  Him.  Alas  for  us  if  we  "never  get  out  of  the 
boat!" 

At  Granville's  meeting.  First  Church,  Durham,  a 
presentation  was  made  entitled  "Literature  in  Shoes." 
Some  highlights:  "Work  Shoes"  are  calendars  of  work; 
"Baby  Shoes,"  handbooks  for  small  and  rural  Auxiliaries, 
"Oxfords"  are  the  Piogram  Literature,  always  on  the 
go! 

At  the  meeting  of  Orange  at  Graham,  Mrs.  Dan  B. 
King  said,  "A  Christian  is  a  mind  through  which  Christ 
thinks,  a  heart  through  which  Christ  loves,  a  voice 
through  which  Christ  speaks,  and  a  hand  through 
which  Christ  works." 

It  was  thrilling  to  hear  Dr.  Mann  tell  of  the  plans- 
for  training  young  leaders  for  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  work,  and  of  the  enthusiastic  response  to  the 
call  for  volunteers. 

A  supper  meeting,  with  business  women  especially 
invited,  was  a  great  success  at  the  King's  Mountain  meet- 
ing, Belmont.  Dr.  Nettie  Grier  said  that  Jesus  was  a 
business  man,  for  was  He  not  about  His  Father's  busi- 
ness?   And  should  not  this  be  our  main  business? 
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SINCERITY  IS  A  VIRTUE 


INCERITY  is  a  primary  element  of  right 
character,  a  fundamental  virtue  that  is  the 
soul  of  every  other  virtue,  without  which  the 
most  beautiful  grace,  however  fair  it  may 
seem,  is  only  an  empty  mockery  and  offence. 
To  be  sincere  is  to  be  real,  just  what  one 
professes  and  seems,  free  from  deception  and  affec- 
tation and  falsity,  from  all  unreality,  presenting  not 
a  painted  or  veneered  surface  but  solid  wood  which, 
however  it  may  be  shaped  and  polished,  chiselled  or 
split  open,  is  the  same  all  the  way  through. 

The  etymology  of  tiie  word  in  English,  Latin  and 
Greek  is  obscure,  but  it  may  help  us  to  understand 
it.  The  word  sincere  has  been  thought  to  be  from 
sine,  without,  and  cera,  wax,  meaning  without  wax. 
This  has  been  supposed  to  refer  to  honey  from  which 
all  the  wax  has  been  strained  out,  leaving  it  pure;  or 
to  wax  used  as  putty  to  fill  up  cracks  and  holes  in  fur- 
niture. Another  derivation  is  from  two  Latin  words 
meaning  to  be  wholly  separated,  presumably  from  all 
impure  or  fictitious  elements.  Turning  to  the  Greek 
word  translated  sincere  in  Phil.  1 :10  where  Paul  prays 
for  the  Philippians  that  they  "may  be  sincere,"  we 
find  two  suggested  derivations  giving  equally  inter- 
esting meanings.  One  is  from  a  root  that  means 
"tested  by  sunlight"  as  of  something  that  is  held  up 
to  the  light  and  its  searching  rays  are  sent  into  every 
part  of  it,  proving  its  purity  and  genuineness.  An- 
other suggested  derivation  is  from  a  root  meaning 
"turned  around"  or  shaken  so  as  to  sift  out  all  chaff 
or  other  impurities.  A  sin- 
cere person,  then,  is  pure 
honey  without  wax  or  one 
out  of  whom  adulterations 
have  been  strained  so  as  to 
leave  pure  sweetness;  or  one 
in  whom  there  are  no  holes 
cracks  covered  up  and 


or 

concealed;  or  one  who  can 
be  searched  with  penetrat- 
ing sunlight,  or  turned 
around  and  shaken  and 
found  to  contain  no  defect. 
An  insincere  person  is  one 
that  is  waxed  and  puttied 
and  painted  until  you  cannot 
tell  what  is  reality  and  what 
is  appearance,  what  is  genu- 
ine and  what  is  false.  Or 
the  insincere  man  when 
shaken  up,  say  in  some  social 
snarl  or  business  complica- 
tion, will  reveal  some  decep- 
tion or  misrepresentation  or 
cunning  shrewdness  or  fraud 
that  you  never  suspected 
was  in  him. 

Now  this  principle  we 
should  apply  and  cultivate  at 
every  point  in  life.  First, 
in  our  personal  manner.  See

affection  of  air  and  behaviour,  gesture  and  smile,  how 
surely  we  detect  it  and  how  unpleasantly  it  affects  us. 
We  know  it  is  not  genuine,  but  is  put  on  like  so  much 
paint  and  will  easily  rub  off.  Of  course  we  should 
study  our  manners  and  seek  to  improve  them.  We 
will  not  excuse  a  boor  because  his  rough  manners  are 
unaffected  and  honest;  we  say  he  should  smooth  off 
the  rough  places  of  his  nature  and  polish  it.  But  we 
do  not  want  him  to  color  and  gild  himself  with  arti- 
ficial paints  and  pretensions.  Let  us  cultivate  good 
manners  by  all  means,  but  let  them  be  simple  and 
unaffected  and  come  from  the  heart.  The  plainest 
manners  that  are  sincere  are  pleasing,  while  pompous 
affected  airs  are  offensive  and  ridiculous. 

Sincerity  of  character  and  conduct  is  a  fundamen- 
tal virtue.  All  our  social  relations  and  business  trans- 
actions should  be  based  upon  honesty  and  reality. 
Sincerity  of  character  is  the  fountain  whence  all  true 
life  must  flow.  If  what  we  seem  to  be  on  the  sur- 
face is  different  from  what  we  are  in  the  core  of  the 
heart,  if  our  practice  is  at  variance  with  our  profes- 
sion, if  our  conduct  is  at  war  with  our  creed,  if  we 
get  people  to  believe  that  we  are  one  thing  while  in 
our  hearts  we  are  another  thing,  all  our  life  is  on  a 
false  foundation,  its  root  is  rottenness  and  its  blos- 
som shall  go  up  as  the  dust. 

Especially  should  our  religion  be  reality,  the  same 
inside  and  outside  and  through  and  through.  If  it 
is  a  creed  that  is  put  on  as  a  mask,  if  it  consists 
mainly  of  putty  and  paint  that  covers  up  holes  and 
rotten  places  in  our  character  and  conduct,  then  it  is 

insincerity  of  the  worst  kind 
and  degree.  No  doubt  there 
are  some  persons  that  pro- 
fess religion  and  join  the 
church  for  the  deliberate 
purpose  of  using  their  re- 
ligion as  a  cloak  of  respect- 
ability to  conceal  their  rot- 
tenness. But  most  of  us 
are  in  danger  of  a  less 
shocking  but  more  subtle  in- 
sincerity. In  so  far  as  we 
willingly  are  worse  than  our 
religion,  as  we  let  our  prac- 
tice lag  behind  our  profes- 
sion, we  are  guilty  of  this 
sin.  We  should  strive  to 
make  our  practice  fit  our 
profession,  and  our  charac- 
ter to  approach  and  attain 
unto  our  ideal  and  thus  we 
shall    ever    seem    and  be 


sincere. 

Pretenses  and  mere  pro- 
fessions, deceptions  and 
humbugs  of  all  kinds  are  out 
of  date  and  we  must  know 
and  tell  and  live  the  truth. 
So  shall  we  "be  sincere  and 
void  and  offence  untc?  th# 
day  of  Christ." 
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FLORA  MACDONALD  COLLEGE

Flora  Macdonald  College  celebrates  its  45th  anniver- 
sary at  this  commencement.  The  year  1941  also  marks 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Floral  College, 
the  forerunner  of  the  present  institution.  For  a  century 
these  two  institutions  have  served  the  Carolinas  especial- 
ly, as  weW  as  the  entire  South. 

With  steadily  increasing  usefulness,  Red  Springs 
Seminary  passed  through  the  rapidly  expanding  period 
of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  College  and  Conservatory 
of  Music,  1903-1914,  and  the  continuing  development  of 
Flora  Macdonald  College  to  its  present  position  in  the 
educational  world. 

From  the  beginning  the  school  enjoyed  great  popu- 
larity. The  one  small  frame  building  with  a  faculty  of 
six  teachers  and  a  student  body  of  twenty  girls  has 
developed  into  the  standard  A  grade  senior  college  of 
the  present.  There  are  the  equivalent  of  eight  large  brick 
buildings  well  equipped  with  modem  conveniences.  It 
stands  in  the  midst  of  a  beautiful  campus  and  lovely 
gardens.  The  faculty  numbers  28  well  qualified  men  and 
women  and  a  student  body  consisting  of  more  than  300 
young  women.  It  offers  a  standard  college  curriculum 
leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts,  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
(in  Home  Economics)  and  the  Bachelor  of  Music  de- 
grees, and  secretarial  training. 

A  graduating  class  numbering  fifty  or  more  each 
year  goes  out  into  the  homes,  the  schools,  the  churches, 
and  the  social  and  business  life  of  the  people.  Flora 
Macdonald  College  continues  to  be  a  fountain  of  bless- 
ing to  the  young  women  of  the  Carolinas  and  the  entire 
Southland. 

Through  all  these  years  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  G. 
Yard  ell  have  been  the  leaders  ably  assisted  by  a  multi- 
tude of  loyal  patrons  and  friends  of  the  college. 

It  was  planned  to  dedicate  a  state  historical  marker 
at  Floral  College  this  commencement  which  would  com- 
memorate its  founding  a  century  ago.  The  defense  pro- 
gram made  it  impossible  to  secure  aluminum  for  this 
purpose.  This  will  be  done  when  the  State  Historical 
Commission  can  secure  markers  again. 

An  interesting  program  has  been  planned  for  com- 
mencement, May  24  to  27. 

Saturday  is  Alumnae  Day  with  a  business  meeting 
and  a  luncheon.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Parkinson  (Dera  Dry)  will 
be  the  special  speaker  on  this  occasion.  The  Senior 
Class  Day  exercises  will  be  held  in  the  evening. 

Sunday,  the  Baccalaureate  sermon  will  be  delivered 
by  Dr.  Clare  Purcell,  Bishop  of  the  Southeastern  Juris- 
diction of  the  Methodist  Church.  He  is  a  descendant  of 
Scottish  Highlanders.  His  grandmother  attended  Floral 
College  and  he  has  many  relatives  in  this  section. 

The  Vesper  Service  for  Alumnae  and  students  will 
be  conducted  by  Dr.  Vardell  on  the  veranda. 

Mr.  Malcolm  Calhoun  will  preach  the  annual  sermon 
before  the  Christian  Association  in  the  auditorium. 

The  annual  commencement  concert  by  students  of 
the  Conservatory  will  be  presented  Monday  evening. 

The  Commencement  exercises  will  be  held  Tuesday 

morning,  when  Dr.  Shelton   Phelps,  president  of  Win- 

throp  College,  will  deliver  the  address  and  the  diplomas 
and  Bibles  presented  to  the  graduating  class. 

The  graduating  class  consists  of  fifty  young  women. 
Of  this  number  47  have  prepared  themselves  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools.  Four  have  Bible  majors  and  are  pre-

Not  only 
the  lack  of  dormitory  space  but  the  classroom  and  li- 
brary accommodations  make  it  necessary  to  limit  the 
enrollment  to  200. 

The  college  held  a  one-day  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  institute  on  April  26.  This  is  the  fourth  year 
this  institute  has  been  held  for  students  and  workers  in 
the  Presbytery.  The  instructors  and  leaders  were  Miss 
Pauline  Stradtman  and  Mrs.  Kearns-Preston  of  the 
Mitchell  faculty;  Miss  Katherine  Keiger,  young  people's 
director  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church  of  Concord; 
and  Miss  Sarah  Grantham,  director  of  religious  educa- 
tion at  St.  Paul's,  N.  C.  There  were  34  in  attendance. 

The  senior  young  people's  conference  of  Concord  Pres- 
bytery will  be  held  at  Mitchell,  June  30-July  4. 

The  campaign  conducted  throughout  Concord  Pres- 
bytery for  emergency  improvements  has  made  possible 
the  installation  of  a  new  furnace,  the  placing  of  hard-

Within  a  few  days  Queens  College  will  hold  her 
eighty-fourth  Commencement.  At  this  time  I  wish  to 
present  to  our  friends  a  brief  report  of  the  year's  work. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-five  students  have  been  en- 
rolled in  the  college,  with  some  twenty-five  others  taking 
special  courses.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  enrollments 
in  the  college's  history. 

Financially,  the  college  has  operated  without  debt  or 
deficit.  Without  any  indebtedness  to  encumber  the  fu- 
ture, the  Board  of  Tinistees  is  planning  on  this  sound 
basis  a  substantial  program  of  advance  in  order  that  the 
college  may  keep  up  with  the  rapid  advance  in  education. 
Fuller  details  of  this  plan  probably  will  be  announced  at 
the  coming  Commencement. 

The  religious  life  of  the  college  has  been  emphasized 
throughout  the  whole  year.  The  chapel  programs  have 
been  planned  carefully  by  an  able  committee  and  have 
been  stimulating.  A  large  number  of  outstanding  speak- 
ers have  appeared  on  our  college  platform — among  these. 
Dr.  Arthur  Compton  famous  physics  professor  of  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  an  outstanding  Presbyterian 
layman;  Dr.  Walter  Judd,  medical  missionary  to  China; 
for  a  special  week  of  services.  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Presi- 
dent of  Union  Theological  Seminary;  for  the  fall  ser- 
vices at  the  beginning  of  the  college  year,  Dr.  William 
V.  Gardner,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Atlanta,  Georgia;  Dr.  Nettie  Grier,  missionary  to  China; 
Dr.  H.  E.  Spence,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  at 
Duke  University;  and  in  addition  to  these  some  twenty 
others,  all  of  whom  brought  messages  of  great  helpful- 
ness. 

Queens  College  had  the  privilege  of  entertaining  the 
Presbyterian  Student  Conference  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  The  principal  speakers  on  this  occasion  were 
Dr.  Darby  P\ilton,  Executive  Secretary  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell,  President  of  Louisville 
Theological  Seminary.  The  Christian  leaders  from  the 
other  campuses  of  the  state  brought  an  inspiration  to 
our  own  campus. 

A  program  of  Christian  service  on  the  campus  and 
throughout  the  community  has  been  carefully  planned 
and  executed  through  the  Student  Christian  Association. 
In  this  way  students  have  had  opportunity  to  render 
personal  service.  Throughout  the  year  it  has  been  empha- 
sized that  our  Christian  faith  should  permeate  the  whole 
of  campus  activities,  and  to  this  there  has  been  a  splen- 
did response  from  all.  One  of  the  notable  achievements 
of  the  year  has  been  the  establishing  and  maintaining  of 
the  Honor  System  on  the  highest  level  and  with  the 
fullest  approval  of  both  students  and  faculty.  The  morale 
of  the  whole  college  has  been  lifted  to  higher  levels  by 
this  Honor  System. 

A  strong  faculty  of  unusually  gifted  men  and  women 
will  be  on  hand  in  September  to  meet  students.  The  en- 
rollment for  next  session  is  far  in  advance  of  previous 
years,  with  three-fourths  of  the  dormitory  space  already 
taken  for  next  year  by  returning  and  new  students,  and 
applications  for  admission  and  inquiries  are  being  re- 
ceived daily. 


It  is  being  borne  into  the  conviction  of  the  President 
and  Faculty  of  Davidson  College  each  passing  week  that 
the  strategic  importance  of  Christian  training  cannot  be 
over-emphasized.  These  are  tragic  days  for  youth.  Try 
to  imagine  how  a  young  man  looks  out  upon  the  world 
into  which  he  must  shortly  emerge.  Without  the  cer- 
tainty and  the  security  of  a  Christian  faith,  what  is  the 
prospect?  Not  only  is  Davidson  aware  of  that  con- 
sideration but  she  is  determined  by  the  grace  of  God  to 
seek  to  supply  her  students  with  the  moral  courage 
and  the  spiritual  reinforcements  needed  for  the  days 
ahead.  The  contribution  thus  made  will  be  not  alone  to 
youth,  but  chiefly  to  the  Church  and  State  in  the  future. 

The  Spring  Services,  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.,  were  conducted  this  year  by  Dr.  Clifford  D. 
Barbour,  Pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Knoxville,  Tennessee.  The  services  began  on  the  morn- 
ing of  April  22,  and  closed  with  the  sermon  and  Com- 
munion Service  on  the  evening  of  April  24.  Dr.  Bar- 
bour's messages  were  direct  and  struck  a  very  immediate 
and  responsive  chord  in  the  heai-ts  of  the  students.  Not 
only  were  his  sermons  helpful  and  appreciated,  but  his 
personal  interviews  with  the  students  kept  his  time  al- 
most solidly  employed  while  he  was  here.  It  is  the 
feeling  of  the  campus  that  his  coming  has  been  a  great 
blessing. 

What  has  been  described  as  the  largest  gathering  of 
Davidson  Alumni  ever  held  off  the  campus  was  the  re- 
gional dinner  meeting  held  in  Charlotte  on  Tuesday  eve- 
ning, April  29.  Dr.  Oren  Moore  acted  as  toastmaster. 
Alumni  from  all  the  surrounding  areas  assembled  with 
the  Charlotte  members  to  hear  an  address  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Davidson  Alumni  Association,  Mr.  Harllee 
Branch,  Jr.,  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  on  "The  Mutual  Obliga- 
tions of  Alumni  and  Davidson  College,"  and  to  greet 
Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  the  new  President  of  the  Col- 
lege, who  spoke  on  "Education  for  these  Times."  An- 
other enthusiastic  and  largely  attended  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  was  held  in  New  York  City  on  Thur.sday,  May  1. 
Mr.  H.  Smith  Richardson  presided  and  presented  the 
same  speakers  as  were  heard  at  the  Charlotte  meeting. 

Enrollment  for  next  year  both  of  upper  classmen 
and  of  new  students,  is  such  as  to  warrant  the  counsel 
to  those  who  plan  to  make  application  for  enrollment  to 
do  so  as  early  as  possible.  Davidson  has  a  limited  en- 
rollment and  cannot  expect  to  accommodate  all  who 
apply. 

The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  will  be  delivered  on  Sun- 
day morning,  June  8,  by  Reverend  John  N.  Thomas, 
D.D.,  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia. The  graduating  exercises  will  be  held  on  Monday, 
June  9.  Friends  of  the  College  are  cordially  invited  to 
attend.

Extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  President  to  Board  of 
Trustees,  May   12,  1941 

Brethren:  In  this  report  we  would  express  three 
attitudes  of  heart  and  mind:  First,  gratitude.  There  is 
much  ground  for  thankfulness,  both  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  and  to  the  many  people  who  have  a  part  in 
carrying  on  this  educational  ministry  to  young  men. 
Second,  dedication.  We  would  earnestly  dedicate  our- 
selves to  the  solution  of  the  many  problems  which  con- 
front us,  and,  thereby,  to  an  increasingly  effective  service 
of  youth,  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
Third  we  would  sound  a  note  of  confidence.  We  believe 
there  is  a  great  field  of  service  for  Presbyterian  Junior 
College,  and  we  believe  that  through  much  patience, 
toil,  and  loyal  cooperation,  this  school  will  enter  into  an 
increasing  usefulness  and  educational  ministry. 

It  is  good  for  us  to  count  our  blessings  frequently. 
We  are  humbled  by  thinking  how  much  we  owe  to  others. 
It  draws  us  together  in  our  common  loyalty  to  the  task 
of  Christian  education,  as  carried  on  by  this  agency  of 
the  Church.  When  we  see  what  great  things  God  has 
done  for  us,  we  are  emboldened  to  expect  great  things 
from  God  and  to  attempt  great  things  for  Him. 

As  one  seeks  calmly  and  clearly  to  appraise  Presby- 
terian Junior  College,  it  seems  we  have  much  to  en- 
courage us: 

1.  Increasingly  Presbyterian  Junior  College  is  in 
good  favor  with  the  Church.  This  is  a  cause  for  grati- 
tude for,  it  seems  to  me,  the  future  of  this  college  is 
dependent  upon  tha  interest  and  loyalty  of  the  Presby- 
terians. This  will  bring  financial  help  and  patronage. 
Every  Presbytery  has  held  or  is  holding  a  Presbyterian 
Junior  College  Day.  There  seems  to  be  a  swing  away 
from  the  desire  to  be  shed  of  educational  responsibility, 
and  instead  a  keen  realization  that  the  Church  must 
keep,  treasure,  and  foster  its  educational  work.  There 
is  increasing  realization  that  Presbyterian  Junior  Col- 
lege has  a  vital  field  of  service  as  the  only  Southern 
Presbyterian-owned  Junior  College  For  Men  and  Presby- 
terian-owned Preparatory  School  in  the  territory  of  the 
Synods  of  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi   and  Tennessee. 

Our  Assembly  has  set  the  Church  years  1941-42  and 
1942-43  as  a  time  for  emphasis  upon  Christian  Educa- 
tion. It  is  hoped  the  result  will  be  a  great  strengthening 
of  the  Church  Colleges  for  more  eff^ective  service. 

2.  All  those  interested  in  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
should  be  grateful  for  the  loyalty  of  its  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  this  the  institution.  Their  giving  of  their  time, 
and  their  thought,  their  money,  services  and  prayer 
should  be  considered  among  the  school's  greatest  assets. 

3.  Our  alumni  are  increasing  in  number  and  in  in- 
fluence. They  can  be  of  great  help  in  carrying  on  the 
work  of  Presbyterian  Junior  College.  The  consolidation 
of  Elise  has  given  greatly  added  alumni  strength.  At 
the  present  time,  we  are  conducting  a  survey  of  the 
alumni. 

4.  We  should  be  grateful  for  the  educational  recogni- 
tion already  achieved.  We  are  accredited  by  the  North 
Carolina  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  the  Uni- 
versity System.  This  means  that  other  colleges  in  and 
out  of  the  state  accept  our  credits.  National  governmen- 
tal departments,  like  the  Air  Corps,  receive  our  credits 
also.  We  hold  membership  in  the  American  Association 
of  Junior  Colleges,  the  North  Carolina  College  Confer- 
ence, the  National  Conference  of  Church  Related  Col- 
leges, the  Presbyterian  Educational  Association  of  the 
South,  and  the  Southern  Association  of  Junior  Colleges. 

Generally,  among  both  college  and  high  school  people 
over  this  section  our  college  is  becoming  favorably  known

We  are  rapidly  completing  the  seventieth  session  of 
Peace  Junior  College.  Commencement  will  be  May  the 
23rd  through  the  26th.  The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  on 
the  25th  will  be  preached  by  the  Rev.  Frank  H.  Caldwell, 
D.D.  President  of  the  Louisville  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville,  Kentucky.  The  address  to  the  graduating  class 
on  the  26th  will  be  made  by  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Tillett  of 
Charlotte,  N.  C.  Mrs.  Tillett  is  Assistant  Chairman  of 
the  Democratic  National  Committee.

and  accepted.  The  junior  college  movement  continues 
to  make  rapid  strides.  In  1900  there  were  two  junior 
colleges  in  America  and  in  1940  there  were  over  575. 

5.  We  should  be  appreciative  of  the  increasing  ap- 
proval of  students  and  patrons.  In  the  last  few  months 
there  has  been  a  fine  response  on  the  part  of  the  student 
body  to  efforts  to  improve  food  and  living  standards  and 
the  good  spirit  upon  the  campus  is  notable.  In  the  last 
two  weeks  we  have  received  two  letters  from  parents  ex- 
pressing their  satisfaction  with  the  work  of  the  school 
for  their  sons.  The  best  advertisement  for  a  school  is 
satisfied  students  and  patrons. 

6.  There  has  been  improvement  in  our  educational 
program.  The  library  has  been  more  effective  this  year, 
although  much  needs  to  be  done  still  in  this  department.

Union  Seminary  on  May  13  closed  its  129th  session 
with  a  simple  but  most  impressive  service.  Twenty-eight 
young  men  were  graduated  with  the  B.  D.  degree  and 
two  received  certificates.  The  Th.M.  degree  was  award- 
ed to  five  of  our  younger  pastors  and  the  Th.D.  degree 
to  the  Rev.  Robert  Wilbur  Cousar  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn. 
During  the  exercises  a  portrait  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  F. 
Latimer,  who  was  one  of  the  distinguished  professors 
of  the  Seminary  before  its  removal  to  Richmond,  was 
presented  by  his  children,  and  unveiled  by  his  grandson, 
Huestis  Cook,  Jr. 

A  service  which  was  perhaps  unique  in  the  history  of 
the  Seminary  was  the  inauguration  of  the  following 
professors:  To  the  Henry  Young  Chair  of  New  Testa- 
ment Interpretation  and  Biblical  Literature,  James  E. 
Bear,  B.D.,  Th.M.;  the  Walter  H.  Robertson  Chair  of 
New  Testament,  Howard  Tillman  Kuist,  Ph.D.;  the  Cyrus 
H.  McCormick  Chair  of  Hebrew  and  the  Interpretation 
of  the  Old  Testament,  John  Bright,  Ph.D.;  the  Robert  L. 
Dabney  Chair  of  Systematic  Theology,  John  N.  Thomas, 
Ph.D.  For  the  first  time  in  several  years  all  of  the 
Chairs  of  the  Faculty  are  now  filled,  and  in  addition  to 
the  men  who  give  their  whole  time  to  teaching,  the 
Seminary  calls  in  for  special  courses  and  lectures  special- 
ists in  their  given  field.  During  the  last  session  Dr. 
Harris  E.  Kirk  conducted  a  course  during  the  Third 
Term  in  Soteriology,  based  upon  Calvin's  Institutes.  Rev. 
R.  W.  Kirkpatrick  of  South  Boston,  Va.,  taught  a  very 
interesting  course  in  The  Delivery  of  Sermons. 

In  addition  to  the  Sprunt  Lectures  Week  our  students 
heard  during  the  past  session  Dr.  John  A.  Redhead,  Jr., 
of  Charlotte  in  a  series  of  three  sermons  during  the  Day 
of  Prayer;  Dr.  Egbert  W.  Smith,  on  The  Minister  as  an 
Evangelist;  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  on  The  Minister  as  a 
Mission  Worker;  Dr.  Edward  D.  Grant,  on  The  Minister 
as  a  Christian  Educator;  Dr.  Henry  H.  Sweets,  on  The 
Minister  as  a  Man. 

Our  Moderator,  Dr.  Frank  C.  Brown,  spoke  on  Per- 
sonal Evangelism.  Dr.  Robert  B.  McClure  of  Canada, 
spoke  on  Youth  in  War-torn  China,  and  Dr.  C.  Darby 
Fulton  delivered  the  Annual  Missionary  Address,  on  The 
Call  of  South  America. 

In  part  through  the  generosity  of  F.  N.  Harrison 
Esq.,  of  Richmond,  we  secured  a  splendid  recording  ma- 
chine which  has  been  installed  in  Watts  Chapel,  by 
which  records  are  made  of  the  sermons  of  the  students 
as  they  have  preached  and  conducted  worship.  This  has 
been  of  great  value  in  the  correcting  of  faults  and  in 
developing  our  men  in  public  worship  and  the  presenta- 
tion of  their  messages. 

The  Faculty  is  of  one  mind  in  feeling  that  this  was 
one  of  the  richest  and  most  successful  sessions  of  recent 
years.

laboratory  in  the  last  month.  The  physics  laboratory 
and  mechanical  drawing  room  are  proving  worthwhile 
additions  to  our  facilities.  The  Physical  Education  pro- 
gram has  been  improved.  Debating  received  more  atten- 
tion this  year  than  ever  before  and  a  chapter  of  Phi  Rho 
Pi,  national  junior  college  forensic  fraternity,  has  been 
installed  on  the  campus  this  spring. 

7.  About  seven  thousand  dollars  has  been  spent  upon 
plant  repair  and  maintenance  in  the  last  three  years. 
This  is  gratifying,  but  is  only  about  half  the  sum 
desperately  needed  for  this  purpose. 

Basically  we  have  a  fine  plant.  In  it  has  been  in- 
vested much  more  than  the  book  value  at  which  we  carry 
it,  namely,  $172,197.45.  Completed  in  1911,  and  well  de- 
signed, the  plant  affords  modern  and  attractive  facilities.

Senior  Class,  1941 


The  thirty-first  session  of  the  school  closed  April  25. 
The  session  was  very  successful.  The  graduating  class 
was  small  in  numbers  but  outstanding  in  quality  and 
achievement.  However,  there  was  full  enrollment,  in 
fact,  we  had  the  largest  number  of  boys  we  have  had 
for  several  years  and  had  to  turn  some  away  for  want 
of  room. 

Last  year  we  offered  a  course  in  Agriculture  which 
was  a  means  in  increasing  the  number  of  boys  as  we 
found  a  large  percent  of  our  mountain  boys  who  were 
interested  and  wanted  this  course.  The  farm  which  is 
operated  in  connection  with  the  school  offers  an  ideal 
situation  for  teaching  Agriculture  as  all  the  vegetables 
are  grown  here  for  the  boarding  department.  Also,  a 
small  dairy  is  maintained,  hogs,  beef  cattle  and  chickens 
are  grown  to  supply  much  of  the  meat  for  table  use. 
The  boys  work  on  the  farm  to  pay  part  of  their  ex- 
penses and  while  doing  this  receive  training  under  ex- 
perienced  Agriculture  teacher. 

Furthermore,  plans  are  under  way  to  build  a  shop 
for  teaching  Manual  Training.  During  the  winter  the 
boys  cut  and  hauled  logs,  from  the  school  forest,  to  the 
mill  to  be  sawed  into  lumber  for  the  shop  building.  We 
need  funds  to  purchase  roofing,  windows  and  hardware 
for  the  shop.  Some  of  the  machines  for  the  shop  have 
already  been  donated  but  we  need  more  hand  tools.  The 
need  is  urgent  as  we  want  the  shop  ready  by  fall.  We 
solicit   your  help  for  this  project. 

Glade  Valley  is  doing  far  more  than  just  offering  a 
high  school  education  but  is  offering  Christian  training 
as  well.  The  school  fervently  teaches  Christian  princi- 
ples and  tries  to  live  what  it  teaches.  This  is  the  real 
reason  and  purpose  of  the  school  existence.  The  past 
year  this  Christian  influence  has  felt  through  the  Bible 
courses.  Chapel  devotion  Young  People's  League,  Prayer 
groups,  Sunday  School,  Church  Sermons,  Vesper  services 
and  Evangelistic  meetings.  Such  a  program  could  not 
live  without  devout  teachers  and  responsive  children. 
Probably  the  most  impressive  were  the  evening  vespers 
held  in  the  fall  and   spring  around  the  large  bonfire.

9.  Another  reason  for  thankfulness  is  because  of  ' 
loyalty,  faithfulness,  and  self-sacrificial  service  rendered 
by  the  faculty  and  staff.    We  should  be  glad  that  prob- 
lems of  organization  seem  to  be  working  out  so  satis- 
factorily. 

10.  As  Christian  men  and  as  official  representatives
